THE  SI  ATE  BOARD  OF  CHARITIES. 


By  article  VIII.  of  the  Ck>n8titutioD  of  the  State  of  New  Tork«  adopted  In  1894,  the 
State  Board  of  Charities,  created  In  1867,  became  a  constitutional  body  January  1.  189S. 
Such  Constitution  pro  fides  that  the  Board  shall  vl&it  and  inspect  all  inetitutions,  whether 
State,  county,  municipal,  incorporated  or  not  incorporated,  which  are  of  a  charitable, 
eleemosynary,  correctional  or  reformatory  character.  Including  institutions  for  epileptics 
and  idiots,  and  all  reformatories  (save  those  in  which  adult  males,  conyicted  of  felony, 
shall  be  confined),  and  excepting  institutions  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane, 
and  for  the  detention  of  adults  charged  with  or  convicted  of  crime,  or  detained  as 
witnesses  and  debtors. 

The  Constitution  also  provides  that  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Qovemor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  all  existing  laws 
relating  to  institutions  above  mentioned,  and  to  their  superrision  and  inspection.  In  so 
far  as  such  laws  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  Oonstitution.  ahall 
remain  in  force,  and  that  the  Legislature  may  confer  upon  the  Board  any  additional 
powers.  It  further  provides  that  while  payments  by  counties,  cities,  towns  and  villages 
to  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional  or  reformatory  institutions,  wholly  or  partly 
under  private  control,  for  care,  support  and  maintenance,  may  be  authorised  but  shall 
not  be  required  by  the  Legislature,  no  such  payments  shall  be  made  for  any  such  Inmate 
of  such  Institution  who  is  not  received  and  retained  therein  pursuant  to  rules  estab- 
lished by  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

The  Commissioners  comprising  the  Board  are  twelve  in  number,  and  are  appointed 
for  the  term  of  eight  years,  one  from  each  Judicial  district  of  the  State,  one  additional 
member  from  the  county  of  Kings,  and  three  additional  members  from  the  county  of 
New  York.  The  Commissioners  are  required  to  reside  in  the  districts  from  which  they 
are  respectively  appointed,  and  no  Commissioner  can  act  as  such  whUe  a  trustee, 
director  or  other  administrative  oflicer  of  any  of  the  institutions  subject  to  the  visita- 
tion and  Inspection  of  the  Board. 

The  principal  duties  of  the  Board  are  to  visit.  Inspect  and  maintain  a  general  super- 
vision of  all  institutions,  societies  or  associations  which  are  of  a  charitable,  eleemosynary, 
correctional  or  refonnatory  character,  whether  State  or  municipal,  inoorporated  or  not 
incorporated,  made  subject  to  lis  Jurisdiction  by  the  Constitution  and  the  statutes.  Other 
duties  are  to  frame  rudes  for  the  reception  and  retention  of  inmates  and  to  approve  or 
disapprove  the  organisation  and  incorporation  of  all  instltutiona  which  are  or  shall  be' 
subject  to  the  supervision  and  inspection  of  the  Board. 

The  chief  officers  of  the  Board  are  a  President  and  a  Vice-President,  elected  annually 
from  its  members. 

Each  Commissioner  receives  as  compensation  ten  dollars  for  each  day's  attendance 
at  meetings  of  the  Board  or  any  of  its  committees,  not  to  exceed  |800  in  a  year  to  any 
commissioner,  and  is  also  paid  his  expenses  while  engaged,  and  his  outlay  for  any  aid 
or  assistance  rendered,  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.  The  Board  is  required  to 
report  to  the  Legislature  annually.  The  seal  of  the  office  la  the  Arms  of  the  State 
surrounded  by  the  inscrlpUon.  "  State  of  New  York  —  The  SUta  Board  of  Ohartttes."

§  11.  The  legislature  Bball  provide  for  a  Btate  board  of  diarl- 
ties,  which  shall  visit  and  inspect  all  institutions,  whether  state^ 
county,  municipal,  iocorporated  or  not  incorporated,  which  are 
of  a  charitable^,  eleemosynary,  correctional  or  reformatorj  ehar- 
actei\  excepting^  only  such  institutions  as  are  hereby  made  sub- 
ject to  the  TisitatioD  and  inspection  of  either  of  the  commissions 
hereinafter  mentioned,  but  including  all  reformatories  except 
those  in  which  adult  males  convicted  of  felony  shall  be  conOned; 
a  state  commission  in  lunacy,  which  shall  visit  and  inspect  all 
institutions,  either  public  or  private,  used  for  the  care  and  treat* 
ment  of  the  insane  (not  including  institutions  for  epileptics  or 
idiots);  a  state  commission  of  prisons  which  shall  visit  and  in- 
spect all  institutions  used  for  the  detention  of  sane  adults 
charged  with  or  convicted  of  crime,  or  detained  as  witnesses  or 
debtors. 

1.  CottPOBATiONs — When  Chakitable  in  Nature — Capacity  to  Take 
Charitable  Gifts.  The  capacity  of  a  rorponition  to  take  aiid  lulmlu- 
iBter  charitable  gifts  does  not  Imply  that  the  corporation  must  necessarily 
be  of  a  charitable  nature. 

2.  EXEMFTJOJf    FROM   TAXATION    AS    INDICATION    OF    ClIARlTAnLE    NATUHE 

or  CoBPORATioN.  The  eiemptlon  from  taxation  gSven  by  chapter  553  of 
the  Laws  of  1890  to  societies  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  chlliben 
does  not  show  that  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children  is  of  the  class  designated  as  charitable,  sluce  charitable  Insjti- 
tiitlons  were  already  exempt,  and  the  statute  was  not  necessary  if  this 
corporation  belonged  to  that  class,  and,  moreover,  exemption  from  taxa- 
tlon  Is  a  privilege  fre<iuently  conferred  by  the  legislature  upon  corpora- 
tions with  no  charitable  features  whatever. 

3.  CoKPOHATiox  Receiving  Money  from  City  Treasuby',  Iu  receiving 
and  disbursing  the  money  which  Is  annually  given  from  the  city  treasury 
to  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  lo  Children  ihat 
corpora  I  Ion  do<^s  not  receive  or  administer  any  charity »  hut  only  takes  an 
allowance  from  the  city  for  doing  work  that  otherwise  would  devolve 
upon  the  police  department. 
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4.  New  York  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children — 
Purpose  and  Character  of — Not  Subject  to  Visitation  by  State 
Board  of  Charities.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children,  organized  under  chapter  130  of  the  Laws  of  1875, 
for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children  and  the  enforcement  by  all  lawful 
means  of  the  laws  relating  to  or  in  any  wise  affecting  children,  is  not  a 
charitable  institution  within  the  scope  of  sections  11  to  14  of  article  8 
of  the  Constitution,  chapter  771  of  the  Laws  of  1895  and  chapter  546  of 
the  Laws  of  1806,  giving  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities  the  right  of 
visitation  with  respect  to  all  charitable  institutions,  since  it  receives  uo 
public  money  for  charitable  uses  and  administers  no  charity  in  any  legal 
sense,  but  exists  for  the  sole  purpose  of  enforcing  the  criminal  laws  to 
prevent  cruelty  to  children,  although  the  corporation,  as  a  mere  incident 
of  its  work,  feeds,  clothes  and  cares  for  children  temporarily  while  de- 
tained as  witnesses  or  victims  of  cruelty  pending  the  prosecution  of  the 
offenders  in  the  courts. 

5.  State  Supervision  of  Charitable  Institutions — Extent  of.  The 
scheme  of  state  supervision  of  charitable  institutions  under  the  Consti- 
tution and  statutes  was  not  intended  to  apply  to  every  institution  engaged 
in  some  good  or  commendable  work  for  the  relief  of  humanity  from  some 
of  the  various  ills  with  which  it  is  afflicted,  but  only  to  those  corporations, 
public  or  private,  maintained  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  state,  or  some 
of  its  political  divisions,  through  which  charity,  as  such,  is  dispensed  by 
public  authority  to  those  having  a  claim  upon  the  generosity  or  bounty  of 
the  state.  People  ex  rcl.  State  Board  of  ChavUics  v.  New  York  SocUtu  for 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  161  N.  Y.  283  (42  App.  Dlv.  83,  reversed). 

1.  Corporations,  When  Charitable.  A  charitable  institution,  within 
the  meaning  of  sections  11  to  14  of  article  8  of  the  Constitution,  chapter  771 
of  the  Laws  of  1895,  and  chapter  546  of  the  Laws  of  1896,  giving  to  the 
State  Board  of  Charities  the  right  of  visitation  with  respect  to  all  charita- 
ble institutions,  is  one  that  in  some  form  or  to  some  extent  receives  public 
money  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  Indigent  persons,  and  by  public 
money  is  meant  money  raised  by  taxation  not  only  in  the  State  at  large, 
but  in  any  city,  county  or  town.  People  ex  rel.  State  Board  of  Charities  v.

2.  Private  Charitable  Institution  Not  Subject  to  State  Inspection. 
A  purely  private  institution,  which,  without  any  compensation  from  the 
public,  cares  for  or  maintains  indigent  adults  or  children  who  voluntarily 
seek  it  as  a  home,  or  who  remain  there  voluntarily,  is  not  subject  to  State 
Inspection  or  regulation.    Id, 

In  that  case  (161  N.  Y.  233)  the  only  question  before  the  court  was 
whether  the  defendant  (the  New  York  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children)  was  an  institution  of  "charitable,  eleemosynary, 
correctional  or  reformatory  "  character  within  the  nomenclature  of  sec- 
tion  11,  article  Vlll  of  the  Constitution,  and,  therefore,  subject  to  the 
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visitation  of  tbe  State  Board  of  Charities,  a  question  not  at  all  Involved

§  12,  Tlie  members  of  the  said  board  and  of  the  said  commis* 
fiioDs  8hall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate;  and  any  member  may  be  removed  from 
office  by  the  governor  for  cause,  an  opportunity  having  beeo 
given  him  to  be  heard  in  his  defense. 

§  13,  Existing  laws  relating  to  institutions  referred  to  in  tbe 
foregoing  sections  and  to  their  supervision  and  inspection^  in  so 
far  as  such  laws  are  not  iucansistent  with  tbe  provisions  of  the 
constitution^  shall  remain  io  force  until  amended  or  repealed 
by  tbe  legislature.  Tbe  visitation  and  inspection  herein  pro- 
vided for,  shall  not  be  exclusive  of  other  visitation  and  inspeo- 
tion  now  authorized  by  law. 

§  14.  Nothing  in  this  constitution  contained  shall  prevent  the 
legislature  from  making  such  provision  for  the  education  and 
support  of  the  blind,  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  juvenile  delio* 
quentB,  as  to  it  may  seem  proper;  or  prevent  any  county,  city, 
town  or  village  from  providiDg  for  the  care,  support,  mainte- 
nance and  secular  education  of  inmates  of  orphan  asylums,  homes 
for  dependent  children  or  correctional  institutions,  whether 
under  public  or  private  control.  Payments  by  counties,  cities, 
towns  and  villages  to  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional  and 
reformatory  institutions,  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control 
for  care,  support  and  maintenancej  may  be  authorized,  but  shall 
not  be  required  by  the  legislature.  No  such  payments  shall  be 
made  for  any  inmate  of  such  institutions  who  is  not  received 
and  retained  therein  pursuant  to  rules  established  by  the  state 
board  of  charities.  Such  rules  shall  be  subject  to  the  control 
of  the  legislature  by  general  laws, 

ParvATE  Charitable  iNSTiTUTxowa — Effect  of  New  Constitution

State  Maintenance  of  Free  Education.  Tbe  provision  of  the  Constb 
tntton  (art  9»  fi  1),  that  **  the  Ircglsiature  shall  provide  for  the  maintenance 
and  support  of  a  system  of  free  common  schools,  wherein  all  the  children 
of  thLs  State  may  be  educated,**  relates  only   to  the  pul>Iic  or  common 

■  achools  of  the  State,  and  has  no  application  to  appropnations  made  by  the 
State  to  an  Institution  for  the  education  of  the  blind,  wholly  or  partly 
under  private  control.    Jtf. 

State  Aid  to  PnivATE  Emrc  ation  of  the  Blind.  Appropriations  by 
the  Legislature  to  a  local  or  private  instltntion,  for  the  education  and  snp- 

Pport  of  the  blind,  are  based  upon  and  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution  (art.  8,  fi  10  of  1874;  §  9  of  1894)  which  prescribe  that  the  pro- 
hlbition  of  Stnte  aid  to  any  association,  corporation  or  private  uudcr- 
taklng  shall  not  prevent  the  Legislature  from  nuiklng  such  provision  for 

■  the  education  and  siipport  of  the  blind  as  to  it  may  seem  proper,  hi. 
Past  AprBOPRiATiONs  Not  Violative  of  the  Constitution.  It  does 
not  follow  that,  if  the  New  Yoriv  Institution  for  the  Blind  Is  charHal>h\ 
appropriations  made  to  it  In  the  past  by  the  State  fur  the  education  ;jid 
support  of  pupils,  and  appropriations  made  l>y  tiie  counties  of  New  York 
and  Kings  Sunder  L»  1870,  chap.  160,  I  3)  of  the  sums  renuired  for  clothing 
the  indigent  pupils  who  were  residents  of  the  county  maliing  the  appropria- 
tion were  violative  of  the  Constitution  (art.  8,  S8  B,  11,  of  1874).     I*f, 

Mandatory  Approfeiation.  The  charilabie  character  of  the  New  York 
Institution  for  the  Blind  Is  not  changed  if  the  provisions  of  tbe  statute 
(Im  1870,  chap-  166,  f  5)  requiring  the  counties  of  New^  York  and  Kings 
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to  appropriate  money  to  clothe  indigent  pupils  is  mandatory,  and  hence  in 
conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  1894  (art.  8,  9  14),  which  is  not  decided, 
/d. 

Pabticipation  in  Public  School  Fund.  It  does  not  follow  from  the 
fact  that  the  charter  of  Greater  New  Yorlc  (L.  I8iii,  chap.  878,  §1161), 
authorizes  the  board  of  education  to  distribute  a  ratable  proportion  of  the 
school  fund  to  every  pupil  in  the  New  York  Institution  for  the  Blind,  that 
the  institution  must  be  regarded  as  purely  educational  and  not  charita- 
ble.   Id. 

Public  Patmiwtb  to  Charitable  Institutions.  The  Legislature  can 
not  now  authorize  a  locality  to  pay,  nor  can  a  locality  in  any  case  pay  its 
money  to  a  charitable  institution,  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control, 
for  the  care,  support  and  maintenance  of  Inmates  who  are  not  received 
and  retained  purfpant  to  the  rules  established  by  the  State  Board  of  Char- 
ities.    (Const.  1894,  art.  8,  i  14.)    Id. 

Payment  Dependent  upon  Obsebvance  of  Rules  of  Board  of 
Charities.  The  New  York  Institution  for  the  Blind  being,  to  an  extent, 
a  charitable  institution  and,  so  far  as  It  is  chailtable,  subject  to  the  visita- 
tion and  rules  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  no  payment  can  be  prop- 
erly made  to  it  from  the  moneys  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York  for 
the  maintenance  or  support.  Including  clothing,  of  any  Indigent  Inmate  not 
received  and  retained  by  it  pursuant  to  the  rules  of  that  board.    Id. 

People  ex  rel.  Inst,  for  the  Blind  v.  Fitch,  12  App.  Dlv.  581,  reversed. 

Charitable  Institutions — Payments  or  Public  Moneys  to  Institu- 
tions Wholly  or  Partly  Under  Private  Control — Rules  of  the  State 
Board  of  Charities.  A  municipal  corporation  is  prohibited  by  the  Con- 
stitution (art  8,  S  14)  and  the  statutes  (L.  1895,  ch.  754;  L.  1896,  ch.  546, 
§  9,  subd.  8)  from  paying  public  moneys  to  a  charitable  institution  wholly 
or  partly  under  private  control,  for  the  care,  support  and  maintenance  of 
inmates  who  are  not  received  and  retained  therein  pursuant  to  the  rules 
established  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
whether  such  inmates  are  properly  a  public  charge.

New  York  Juvenile  Asylum — Charter  Provision  Requiring  Pay- 
ment BY  THE  City  and  County  of  New  York  for  the  Support  of 
Inmates  Not  Committed  to  it  in  Accordance  with  Rules  of  State 
Board  of  Charities,  Superseded  by  the  Constitution.  The  fact  that 
the  New  York  Juvenile  Asylum,  a  private  charitable  institution,  was  au- 
thorized by  its  charter  (L.  1851,  ch.  332)  to  take  under  its  care  the  man- 
agement of  such  children  as  should  by  consent,  in  writing,  of  their  parents 
or  guardians,  be  voluntarily  surrendered  and  intrusted  to  it,  and  by  section 
28  of  chapter  245  of  the  Laws  of  1866  might  require  the  county  of  New 
York  to  pay  annually  a  specified  sum  for  the  support  of  children  so  com- 
mitted to  it,  which  section  was  incorporated  into  the  charter  of  Greater 
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New  York  (L.  1897,  ch*  378.  |  ZM  and  bas  not  In  terms  beeo  repealed, 
amended  or  modified,  does  not  authorize  the  city  and  county  of  New  York 
to  pay  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  any  Inmate  not  received  and 
retained  therein  pursuant  to  the  rules  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities, 
since  such  payment  is  prohibited,  not  by  the  rules  affecting  the  repeal  or 
amendment  of  the  statute  conferring  the  right  thereto,  hut  by  the  Consti- 
tution itself,  which  superseded  the  statute  and  operated  presently  froi 
the  time  the  rules  were  established.    Id,

and  other  objects  appertiibnug  to  hospitals  and  •liHi>erisi#lrK,  centra venos 
the  provision  of  section  10,  ,irtii'l<*  VI H  of  the  State  Constitution,  prohibit- 
ing a  city  from  giving  any  nninf^y  or  proiKH*ty  to  or  in  aid  of  any  Individual, 
association  or  corporation,  and  H  not  saved  by  the  proviso  that  such  pro- 
liihltion  shall  nut  prevent  a  city  fruiii  niaklng  such  provision  for  the  aid 
and  supjKjrt  of  \in  iMX»r  as  may  be  iiuthorijicd  hy  luWt  because  the  appr<»i>ri

Such  a  gift  ofTends  against  section  14  of  article  VIII  whicli  coiitiues' 
gifts  by  a  city  to  a  Hiarltable  int^tKutlon  wholly  or  partly  under  private 
control  to  payments  for  Inmates  rci-eivtHl  and  retained  piirKiiant  to  rules 
e»lablislied  by  the  State  Board  of  riiarilies,  Mud  does  oot  perailt  a  payment 
or  transfer  of  property  by  way  of  endowment. 

The  language  of  sei'tton  14  of  the  Con.'^tllutlon  clearly  contenjplates  pa; 
ment  of  money  for  these  purpost*s,  to  he  applied  snliject  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  establislu^d  by  the  Buard  of  Charities,  This  ts  now  the  autho- 
rit>'  for  the  aiipJi(*ation  of  property  and  money  in  aid  of  private  institutions 
that  have  voluntarily  assumed  tlie  iiul>lir  oipllgatioii,  and  the  provision  is 
that  no  "payments  shall  be  made  for  any  inmale  of  such  institutions  who 
Is  not  rtM>elvcd  and  retained  therein  pursuant  to  rules  oslablJshed  l>y  the 
8tate  Board  of  Charities;"  thus  clearly  eonlemfjbiting  ttiat  the  basis  of  the 
a]ipropriat»on  shall  liave  relation  to  the  nnmher  of  imnates  provided  for 
in  tlie  partleular  instit»itions,  the  rate  of  payim-nt  being  place^3  upon  a 
l*er  capita  basis.

§  15.  CommissioQers  of  tbe  state  boitrd  of  cliaritiea  find  commis-

Mection  1,  Bbort  title.— This  chapter  shall  be  known  as  the 
state  charitiefl  law. 

§  2.  Definitions.— The  term  state  charitable  institutions,  when 
used  in  this  chapter,  shall  include  all  institutions  of  a  charitable^ 
eleemosynary,  correctional  or  reformatory  character,  supported  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  the  state,  except  institutions  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  blind,  and  such  institutions 
which,  by  sefction  eleven,  article  eight  of  the  constitution,  are 
made  subject  to  the  visitation  and  inspection  of  the  commission  in 
lunacy  or  the  prison  commission,  whether  managed  or  controlled 
by  the  state  or  by  private  corporations,  societies  or  associations. 
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§  3.  State  board  of  charities. — There  ehal]  cODtioue  to  be  a  state 
pboard  of  charities,  compased  of  twelve  members,  who  shall  be 
api>oiDted  bj  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  senate,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  from  and  resideineach 
jodicial  district  nf  the  state^  one  additional  member  from  the 
Gountj  of  KingSy  and  three  additional  members  from  the  conntj  of 
Hew  York,  who  shall  reepectivelj  reside  in  snch  counties.  Thej 
shall  be  known  as  commissioners  of  the  state  board  of  charities, 
and  hold  office  for  eight  years.  No  commissioner  shall  qualify  or 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  or  remain  therein,  while  he  is 
a  trustee,  manager,  director  or  other  administrative  officer  of  an 
iofititution  subject  to  the  visitation  and  inspection  of  such  board.

§  4.  Officers  of  the  board* — The  board  may  elect  a  presi- 
dent, and  viee-president  from  its  own  members,  and  shall  appoint 
and  continue  to  have  a  secretary,  and  may  appoint  such  other  offi- 
cers, inspectors  anil  clerks  us  it  may  ileeni  neoos«4arY  or  proyier  and 
ftx  their  compensation,  who  shall  respectively  hold  their  office 
_dciring  the  pleasure  of  the  board. 

&u  Compensatjon  and  expenses  of  commiBBionerft, —  The 
compensation  of  each  commissioner,  in  recognition  of  the  pro- 
liaions  of  the  constitution^  is  fixed  at  ten  dollars  for  each  day's 
attendance  at  meetings  of  the  board  or  of  any  of  its  committeest 
not  exceeding  in  any  one  year  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars.

asylums  and  jnstitntions  for  idiots  and  epileptics,  almahousee, 
orphan  asyhims,  and  all  asylums,  hospitals  and  institntions, 
whether  state,  county,  municipal,  incorporated  or  not  incorpo- 
rated, private  or  otherwise,  except  inBtitutions  for  the  custody^ 
care  and  treatment  of  the  insane,  are  subject  to  the  visitation, 
inspection  and  supervision  of  the  state  board  of  charities,  its 
members,  officers  and  inspectors.  Such  institutions  may  be  vis- 
ited and  inspected  by  such  board,  or  any  member,  officer  or 
inspector  duly  appointed  by  it  for  that  purpose,  at  any  and  all 
times.

Such  board  or  any  member  thereof  may  take  proofs  and  hear 
testimony  relating  to  any  matter  before  it,  or  before  such  mem- 
ber,  upon  any  such  visit  or  inspection. 

Any  member  or  officer  of  such  board,  or  inspector  duly  ap- 
pointed by  it,  shall  have  full  access  to  the  grounds,  buildings, 
books  and  papers  relating  to  any  such  institution,  and  may 
require  from  the  officers  and  persons  in  charge  thereof^  any 
information  he  may  deem  necessary  in  the  diBcharge  of  bis  duties. 
The  board  may  prepare  regulations  according  to  which,  and  pro- 
vide blanks  and  forms  upon  which,  such  information  shall  be 
furnished,  in  a  clear,  unifoi^m  and  prompt  manner,  for  the  use  of 
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the  board.  No  such  officer  or  inspector  shall  divulge  or  com- 
municate to  any  person  without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of 
said  board  any  facts  or  information  obtained  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  on  proof  of  such  divulgement  or  commoni- 
cation  such  officer  or  Inspector  may  at  once  be  removed  from 
office.  The  annual  reports  of  each  year  shall  give  the  reeolts 
of  such  inquiries,  with  the  opinion  and  conclusions  of  the  board 
relating  to  the  same.  Any  officer,  superintendent  or  employe  of 
any  such  institution,  society  or  association  who  shall  unlawfully 
refuse  to  admit  any  member,  officer  or  inspector  of  the  board, 
for  the  purpose  of  visitation  and  inspection,  or  who  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  furnish  the  information  required,  by  the  board  or 
any  of  its  members,  officers  or  inspectors,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  such  refusal  or  neglect.  The  right  and  powers  hereby  con- 
ferred may  be  enforced  by  an  ordor  of  the  supreme  court  after 
notice  and  hearing,  or  by  indictment  by  the  grand  jury  of  the 
county  or  both. 

§  11.  Powers  and  duties  of  the  board  on  visits  and  inspeo- 
lions. —  On  such  visits,  inquiry  shall  be  made  to  ascertain: 

1.  Whether  all  parts  of  the  state  are  equally  benefited  by  the 
institutions  requiring  state  aid. 

2.  The  merits  of  any  and  all  requests  on  the  part  of  any  such 
institution  for  state  aid,  for  any  purpose,  other  than  the  ufiual 
expenses  thereof;  and  the  amount  required  to  accomplish  the 
object  desired. 

3.  The  sources  of  public  moneys  received  for  the  benefit  of  such 
institution,  as  to  the  proper  and  economical  expenditure  of  such 
moneys  and  the  condition  of  the  finances  generally. 

4.  Whether  the  objects  of  the  institution  are  being  accom- 
plished. 

5.  Whether  the  laws  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this 
board,  in  relation  to  it,  are  fully  complied  with. 

6.  Its  methods  of  industrial,  educational  and  moral  training, 
if  any,  and  whether  the  same  are  best  adapted  to  the  needs  of 
its  inmates. 


7.  The  methods  of  government  and  discipline  of  its  inniutefif. 
8»  The  qyalifications  and  general  couduet  of  its  officers  and 
employes. 

9.  The  condition  of  its  grounds^  buildings  and  other  property. 

10.  Any  other  matter  connected  with  or  pertaining  to  its  nse- 
fulness  and  good  management. 

§  12.  Investigations  of  institutions, — The  board  may  direct 
an  investigation,  by  a  committee  of  one  or  more  of  its  members, 
of  the  affairs  and  management  of  any  institution,  society  or  asso- 
ciation, subject  to  its  supervision,  or  of  the  conduct  of  its  offlcera 
and  employes.  The  commissioner  or  commissioners  designated 
to  make  such  investigation  are  hereby  empowered  to  issue  com- 
pulsory process  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  produc- 
tion of  papers,  to  administer  oaths,  and  to  examine  persons  under 
oath,  and  to  exercise  the  same  powers  in  respect  to  such  proceed- 
ing as  belong  to  referees  appointed  by  the  supreme  court. 

§  13,  Orders  of  board  directed  to  institutions, — If  it  shall 
appear,  after  such  mvestigatiou,  that  inmates  of  the  institution 
are  cruelly,  negligently  or  improperly  treated,  or  inadequate  pro- 
vision is  made  for  their  sustenance,  clothing,  care,  supervision,  or 
other  condition  necessary  to  their  comfort  and  well  being,  said 
board  may  issue  an  order,  in  the  name  of  the  people,  and  under 
its  official  seal,  directed  to  the  proper  officers  or  managers  of 
such  institution,  requiring  them  to  modify  such  treatment  or 
apply  such  remedy,  or  both,  as  shall  therein  be  specified;  before 
such  order  is  issued,  it  must  be  approved  by  a  justice  of  the  su- 
preme court*  after  such  notice  as  he  may  prescribe  and  an  op- 
portunity to  be  heard,  and  any  person  to  whom  such  an  order  is 
directed  who  shall  willfully  refuse  to  obey  the  same,  shall,  upon 
toniiction,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  14.  Correction  of  evils  in  administration  of  institutions. — 
The  state  board  of  charities  shall  call  the  attention  of  the  trus- 
tees, directors  or  managers  of  any  such  institution,  society  or  as- 
sociation, subject  to  its  supervision,  to  any  abuses,  defects  or 
evils  which  may  be  found  therein,  and  such  officers  shall  take 
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proper  action  thereon,  witli  a  yiew  to  correcting  the  same,  in 
accordance  with  the  advice  of  such  board, 

§  15,  Duties  of  the  attorney  general  and  district  attorneys. — 
If,  In  the  opinion  of  the  board  or  any  thi'ee  members  thereof, 
any  matter  in  regard  to  the  management  or  afTairs  of  any  snch 
institution,  society  or  association^  or  any  inmate  or  person  in  any 
bay  ioiiue<*te<i  therewith,  re<juire  lej^l  investigation  or  action  of 
lay  kind,  notice  thereof  may  be  given  by  the  board,  or  any  thiee 
members  thereof,  to  the  attorney-general,  and  he  shall  thereupon 
make  inquiry  and  take  such  proceedings  in  the  premises  as  he 
may  deem  necessary  and  proper.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  at- 
torney-general and  of  every  district  attorney  when  so  re<iuired 
to  furnish  such  legal  assistance,  counsel  or  advice  as  the  board 
sj  require  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties. 

{  16.  State,  non-resident  and  alien  poor. — A  poor  person 
11  not  be  admitted  as  an  inmate  into  a  state  institution  for  the 
t)ie-minded,  or  epileptics,  unless  a  resident  of  the  state  for  one 
Sir  next  preceding  the  application  for  his  admission. 
The  state  board  of  charities,  and  any  of  its  members  or  officers, 
I  nay,  at  any  time,  visit  apd  inspect  any  institution  subject  to  its 
capeniBion  to  ascertain  if  any  inmates  supported  therein  at  a 
i<rale.  eonuty  or  municifia)  expense  are  state  charges,  nonroi- 
dents,  or  alien  poor;  and  it  may  cause  to  be  removed  to  the  state 
or  country  from  which  be  eame  any  such  non-resident  or  alien 
poor  found  in  any  such  institntion. 

I  17.  Reports  of  state  board  of  rhsrities. — The  state  board 
of  charities  shall  annually  report  to  the  legislature  its  acts,  pro* 
^eeedings  and  conclusions  for  the  prece«ling  year^  with  results  and 
idoDS,  which  report  shall  liietiide  the  loforaialioQ  ob* 
ioed  ia  its  laqolnes  and  investigatlras^  and  from  the  reports 
to  il  as  in  this  chapter  prondedp  giving  a  complete  sad 
itejoized  statement  of  expenditorea  fcrr  state  poor,  and  of  soeh 
uther  martera  relating  to  the  institutions  anhjoet  to  its  visita- 
tions, as  it  may  deem  neeessary  or  proper.  The  board  shall  eol- 
[lect,  and  so  far  as  it  shall  deem  advaata^miis,  c»bodj  la  Us 
lanoal  reports,  such  inforaistloa  aa  It  oisy  deeai  prsftr  rriaHag 
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to  all  institutions,  subject  to  the  visitatiou  of  tlie  board  and 
respecting  the  best  manner  of  dealing  with  those  who  require  afl- 
eistance  from  the  pnblic  funds,  or  who  receive  aid  from  private 
charity,  and  represent  its  views  as  to  the  best  methods  of  caring 
for  the  poor  and  destitute  children  who  naaj  be  distributed 
through  the  various  institutions  of  the  state,  or  w^ho  mav  be  with- 
out instruction  or  guidance,  and  furnish  in  tabulated  statements, 
as  nearly  as  possible,  the  number,  sex,  age  and  nativity  of  per- 
sons in  this  state,  and  in  the  several  counties  thereof,  who  are  in 
any  way  receiving  the  aid  of  public,  private  or  orgauis'.pd  chanty, 
with  any  other  particulars  it  may  deem  proper.  And  all  onicers 
of  such  institutions  shall  furnish  such  statistics  on  or  before  the 
tirst  day  of  Novenaber,  in  each  and  every  year  for  the  preceding 
fiscal  year,  as  may  be  required  by  said  board;  and  every  person 
refusing  to  do  so,  in  violation  of  this  section  without  reasonable

FiK*al  supervisor  of  state  charities, — The  office 
of  i€K*al  supervisor  of  state  cliarities  is  hereby  created.  On  or 
lipfore  April  fifteenth,  nineteen  hundrwi  and  two»  ihe  governor 
sihall  appoint,  by  and  with  the  adviro  and  consent  of  the  senate, 
a  flsc^al  supervisor  of  state  iliai  iiie«,  A  sucressor  lo  such  super- 
visor shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner.

§  45.  Monthlv  estimates  of  expenses;  contingent  fund. — The 
superintendent  or  other  managing  officer  of  each  of  the  state 
charitable  institutions^  of  the  New  York  state  school  for  the 
blind  at  Batavia  and  of  the  Elmira  reformatory  shall,  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  each  month,  cause  to  be  prepared

In  every  such  estimate^  there  shall  be  a 
iiD  named,  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  as  a 
itjngent  fund,  for  which  no  minute  detailed  statement  need 
made.  Xo  expenditures  shall  t>e  made  from  such  contingent 
fund,  except  in  case  of  actual  emergency,  reqniring  immediate 
action,  and  wbteb  can  not  be  deferred  without  loss  or  danger  to 
tbe  institution^  or  the  inmates  thereof.  The  treasurer  of  any 
^eh  institiition  shall  not  pay  accounts  for  goods  famished,  sal 
of  officers  or  employes,  tin)em  they  are  eontalned  in  the 
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estimate  provided  in  this  section,  and  duly  approved  bj  the  fiacal 
supervisor.  Nor  shall  the  treasurer  of  anj  institution  named  or 
referred  to  in  tliia  section  pay  accounts  for  supplies  furnished  to 
officei'S  or  einphnes,  uiilt*HS  the  same  he  rlrawn  from  tlie  ordi- 
nary supplies  provided  for  the  general  use  of  the  institution. 
No  pei-sonSy  otfier  than  tlu*  uUicers  and  employes  of  such  insti^ 
tutions,  and  the  families  of  tin*  superintendents,  medical  officers, 
adjutants,  fjuartermasters  or  stewards,  necessarily  residing 
therein,  shall  be  allowed  rooms  and  maintenance^  except  at  a 
rate  fixed  by  the  state  comptroller  and  the  fiscal  supervisor 
with  the  approval  of  the  governor.  The  officers  and  employes 
in  the  office  of  the  state  comptroller  on  April  first,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  two,  performing  duties  under  section  forty-one  of  the 
state  charities  law^  in  relation  to  the  estimates  of  the  state  char- 
itable institutions,  of  the  New  York  state  school  for  the  blind, 
and  of  the  Elmira  reformatory  are  hereby  continued  in  office  and 
transferred  to  the  office  of  the  iiscal  sujjervisor  subject  to  his 
direction  and  control, 

§  46.  Monthly  statements  of  receipts  and  expenditures, — The 
treasurer  of  each  state  charitable  institution,  of  the  New 
York  state  school  for  the  blind  and  of  the  Elmira  reformatory 
shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  each  month,  make  to  the 
fiscal  supervisor  a  full  and  perfect  statement  of  all  the  receipts 
and  expenditures,  specifying  the  several  items,  for  the  last 
preceding  calendar  month.  Such  statement  shall  be  veri* 
fied    by    the    affidavit    of    the    treasurer    attached    thereto,    in

§  47.  Affidavit  of  steward;  vouchers, — There  shall  be  at- 
tached   to   such    treasurer's    statement,   the   affidavit   of   the 
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steward  or  other  officer  Laving  like  powers,  to  the  effect  tbat 
tlie  goods  and  other  articles  therein  specified  were  purcbased 
and  received  by  him  or  under  his  direction  at  the  institntion, 
that  the  goods  were  purchased  at  a  fair  cash  market  price  and 
paid  for  in  cash,  and  that  he  or  any  person  in  his  behalf  bad 
no  |)ecuniarj  or  other  interest  in  the  articles  purchased;  that 
he  received  no  pecuniary  or  other  benefit  therefrom  in  the  way 
of  commission,  percentage,  deductions  or  presents,  or  in  any 
other  manner  whatever,  directly  or  indirectly;  that  the  articles 
contained  in  such  bill  were  received  at  the  institution;  that 
they  conformed  in  all  i-espects  to  the  invoiced  goods  rec*eived 
and  ordered  by  him,  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  *Such  state- 
ment shall  be  accompanied  by  the  voucher  showing  the  pa 3^ 
ment  of  the  several  items  contained  in  the  statement,  the 
amount  of  such  payment  and  for  what  the  payment  was  made. 
Such  vouchers  shall  be  examined  by  the  fiscal  supervisor 
and  compared  with  the  estimates  made  for  the  month  for 
which  the  statement  is  rendered,  and  if  found  correct  shall 
be  endorsed  and  forwarded  by  the  fiscal  supervisor,  with  the 
statement,  to  the  comptroller,  who  shall  have  the  power  of  final 
audit  in  accordance  ^itb  the  estimate.  If  any  voucher  is  found 
objectionable,  the  fiscal  supervisor  or  the  comptroller  shall 
*^ndorse  his  disapproval  thereon,  with  the  reason  therefor,  and 
return  it  to  the  treasurer,  who  shall  present  it  to  the  board  of 
omiagers  for  correction  and  immediately  return  it.

§  48.  Purchases. — All  purchases  for  the  use  of  the  state 
charitable  institutions,  of  the  New  York  state  school  for  the 
lilind  or  of  thi*  KImira  i-eformatory  shall  lie  made  for  rash  or 
1*0  I'l^dit  or  time  not  excwding  thirty  days;  every  voucher  shall 
lie  duly  HUed  up,  and  with  every  abMnirt  of  vouclien*  paid»  there 
fihall  be  proof  on  oath  that  the  voucher  was  projierly  filled  up 

nd    the    money    paid.      The    board    of   managers    or    trustees 
ill    make   all   needful   rules    and   regnlations   to  enforce   tbi" 

rovisions  of  this  section.  The  fiscal  sopenrisor,  a  member 
or   officer    of  the   state   board    of   cbarities   or   manager   or 
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oflBcer  of  any  socli  ingtitutioii,  sball  not  be  interested,  directljr  or 
indirectlyp  in  the  furiiishiDg  of  materiuls,  labor  or  supplies  for 
tbe  use  of  any  sncb  iustitutioiis  nor  fc^hail  nny  manager  or 
trustee  act  as  attorney  or  couusel  for  the  board  of  managers  or 
trustees  thereof.  Tbe  fiscal  supervisor  may  arrange  with  tbe 
boards  of  managers  or  trustees  of  the  instil utioiis  mentioned  in 
this  section  for  the  purchase  bj  joint  contract,  of  such  staple 
articles  of  supplies  as  it  may  be  found  feasible  to  purchase  for 
the  use  of  such  institutions,  or  auy  of  them.

All  gt^ods?  for  the  use  of  such  institutions  excejit 
those  furnished  pursuant  to  law  by  some  other  institution  of  the 
state  shall  l*e  bnught.  as  far  as  prartitable,  of  manufacturers  or 
their  immediate  agentw.  All  t^fuitrarts,  if  let,  shall,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  artielt*  relaliug  tt>  esiiumtes,  be  awarded  to  the 
lowest  responsible  biddt^r.  Each  of  such  institutions  may  manu* , 
facture  such  supplies  and  materials  to  be  used  in  tbe  instita- 
tiou  as  can  be  eeonoraically  made  therein.  When  requested  by 
the  fiscal  supervisor,  tbe  superintendents  of  such  institutions,  or 
any  of  them,  shall  meet  at  tlie  oMce  of  tbe  fiscal  supervisor  at 
Albany,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  feasibility  of  joint 
contracts,     (As  amended  hif  eftapter  473  of  the  Lairs  of  1903.) 

§  49.  Plans  and  specifications;  contracts, — The  governorj  the 
president  of  the  state  board  of  charities,  and  conipf roller,  or 
a  majority  of  such  officers,  shall  approve  or  reject  plans  and 
specifications  for  new  buildings  for  any  state  charitable  insti- 
tution or  for  the  New  York  state  school  for  the  blind  and  also 
for  unusual  repairs  or  improvements  to  existing  bnildinga  ot  ■ 
such  institutions  or  school;  and  no  such  building  shall  be  erected 
or  such  repairs  or  improvements  made  until  tbe  plans  and 
specifications  therefor  have  been  so  approved.  Contracts  for 
such  erection,  repairs  or  improvements  may  be  let  by  the  board

A  preliminary  deposit  or  certified  check 
drawn  upon  some  legally  incorporated  bank  or  trust  company 
of  this  state  shall  in  all  cases  be  required  as  an  evidence  of  good 
faith,  upon  all  proposals  for  buildings,  repairs  or  improvements, 
to  be  dei>osited  with  the  superintendent  of  the  institution  for 
which  the  work  is  to  be  performed,  in  an  amount  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  state  architect.  All  contracts  for  the  erection, 
repairs  or  improvements  to  state  charitable  institutions,  the 
New  York  state  school  for  the  blind  or  the  Elmira  reformatory 
shall  contain  a  clause  that  the  contract  shall  only  be  deemed 
executory  to  the  extent  of  the  moneys  available,  and  no  liability 
shall  be  incurred  by  the  state  beyond  the  moneys  available  for 
the  purpose.  {As  amended  by  chapter  473  of  the  Laws  of  1903.) 
§  50.  Visitations  and  reports  by  managers  or  trustees. — The 
board  of  managers  or  trustees  of  each  of  the  state  charitable 
institutions,  of  the  New  York  state  school  for  the  blind  and  of 
the  Elmira  reformatory,  in  addition  to  their  other  duties  now 
required  by  law,  shall,  by  a  majority  of  its  members,  visit  aud 
inspect  the  institution  for  which  it  is  appointed  at  least  monthly, 
and  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  governor,  the  state  board 
of  charities  and  the  fiscal  supervisor  within  ten  days  after  each 
visitation,  to  be  signed  by  each  member  making  such  visitation. 
Such  reports  shall  state  in  detail  the  condition  of  the  institution 
visited  and  of  its  inmates,  and  such  other  matters  pertaining  to 
the  management  and  affairs  thereof  as  in  the  opinion  of  the 
board  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  governor,  the

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and  may  contain  recomniendationB  as  to  needed  improvements 
in  the  institution  or  its  management.

§  53.  Verified  ticeuunls  against  couiuies,  cities  and  to^Tis* — 
The  officers  meDtiooed  in  the  last  section  shall  annually,  on  or 
liefore  the  fifteenth  daj  of  October,  present  to  the  clerk  of  the 
t>oard  of  siiperviBors  of  the  county,  or  of  the  county  in  which

§  64.  Bylaws. — ^The  managers  may  ORtablisb  by  laws  regula-

discharge  of  pupils;  and  for  conducting  in  a  proper  manner  the 
business  of  the  institution;  and  ordain  and  enforce  a  suitable 
system  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  internal  government,  dis- 
dpUne  and  management  of  the  institution.

f  67.  Seiiii*annual   meetings   and  records  of   board   of   man- 
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agers* —  The  board  of  managers  shall  maintain  an  eflfeetive  in- 
spection of  the  affairs  imd  management  of  the  iostittition,  for 
which  purpose  they  shall  meet  at  the  institution  twice  in  each 
year,  at  snoh  times  as  the  bj-laws  shall  provide.  The  resident 
officers  shall  admit  the  mana|?ers  into  every  part  of  the  institu- 
tion, and  shall  exhibit  to  them  on  demand  the  books,  papers, 
accounts  and  writings  belonging  to  the  institution,  and  shall 
furnish  copies,  abstracts  and  reports  whenever  required  by  the 
managers.

Feeble  minded  children  shall  be  received  into  the  institution 
upon  the  wntten  request  of  the  i}erson  by  whom  they  are  sent, 
stating  the  name  in  full,  age,  place  of  nativity,  if  known,  the 
town,  city  or  county  In  which  each  resides,  and  whether  such 
ehild»  his  parents  or  guardian,  are  able  to  provide  for  his  support, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  and  if  in  part  only  what  part,  the  degree  of 
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latiooshlp  or  other  circumstances  of  conBection  between  him 
^mnd  the  person  requesting  his  admission,  which  statement  must 
be  verified  by  the  aflidavit  of  two  disinterested  personsj  resi- 
dentE  of  the  same  county  as  the  chiJd  and  acquainted  with  the 
f^ctft  and  circumstances  stated^  and  certified  to  be  credible  by 
the  coimt>'  judge  of  the  county. 

Bueh  judge  must  also  further  certify  that  such  child  is  an  eli- 
:ible  and  proper  candidate  for  admission  to  such  institution. 

Peeble*mijQded  children  may  also  be  received  into  such  institn-

S  69.  Discharge  of  state  pupils  and  payment  of  expenses. 
— When  the  manager  shall  direct  a  state  pupil  to  be  discharged 
from  the  institution,  the  superintendent  thereof  may  return  him 
^lo  the  county  from  which  he  was  sent,  and  deliver  him  to  the 
of  the  almshouse  thereof,  and  the  superintendent  of  the

child,  and  for  the  removal  of  such  child  from  the  institution 
fvithout  expense  thereto,  within  twenty  days  after  the  service  o( 
the  notice  hereinafter  provided.  If  such  child,  his  parents  or 
guardians  are  of  euflicieut  ability  to  pay  only  a  part  of  the  ex- 
pense of  supporting  and  maintaining  him, such  undertaking  shall 
be  only  for  his  removal  from  the  institution  as  above  mentioned; 
and  the  superintendent  may  take  security  by  note  or  other  writ 
ten  agreement,  with  or  without  sureties,  as  he  may  deem  proper, 
for  such  part  of  such  expenses  as  such  child,  his  parents  or 
guardians  are  able  to  pay,  subject,  however,  to  the  approval  oC 
the  managers  In  the  manner  that  shall  be  prescribed  in  the  by 
laws.  Notice  to  remove  a  pupil  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by

— The  asylum  estab- 
lished at  Newark,  Wayne  county,  for  feeble-minded  women  is 
hereby  continued  as  a  body  corporate  and  shall  be  known  as  the 
State  Custodial  Asylum  for  Feeble-Minded  Women. 

§  81.  Board  of  managers. — Such  asylum  shall  continue  to  have 
a  board  of  nine  managers,  three  of  whom  shall  be  women,  and 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  ooneent  of 
the  senate,  for  six  years,  except  appointments  to  fill  vacancies, 
which  shall  be  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  board  of  managers 
shall  have  the  custody  and  control  of  all  property  and  power  to 
make  all  rules  for  the  management  and  control  of  the  effects  of 
the  asylum. 

§  82.  Officers. — ^The  boefd  of  managers  shall  appoint,  of  their 
number,  a  president,  a  secretary  and  a  treasurer.

§  83.  Treasurer  to  give  undertaking. — The  treasurer  shall,

Section  90.  Asylum  for  feeble-minded  persons  and  idiots. — ^The 
asylum  established  at  Rome  for  the  custody,  maintenance,  train- 
ing and  treatment  of  the  custodial  class  of  feeble-minded  persons 
and  idiots  is  hereby  continued  and  shall  be  known  as  the  Rome 
state  custodial  asylum. 

§  91.  Appointment  of  managers. — Such  asylumf  shall  be  under 
the  control  and  management  of  a  board  of  eleven  managers,  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate  and  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  six  ye«rs.  The  managers 
now  in  office  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  expiration  of  the 
terms  for  which  they  were  respectively  appointed,  or  until  their 
successors  are  api^ointed  and  have  qualified.  They  may  be  re- 
moved by  the  governor,  upon  charges  preferred  against  them  in 
writing,  after  an  opportunity  given  them  to  be  heard  thereon. 
They  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  as  president,  another 
as  secretary. 

§  92.  Powers  and  duties  of  managers. — The  board  of  man- 
agers shall, 

1.  Have  the  general  direction  and  control  of  all  the  property 
and  concerns  of  the  asylum,  take  charge  of  its  general  interests 
and  see  that  its  design  is  carried  into  effect,  according  to  law,  and 
its  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations. 

2.  Establish  by-laVs,  rules  and  regulations,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  state  board  of  charities,  for  the  internal  govern- 
ment, discipline  and  management  of  the  asylum. 

3.  Maintain  an  effective  inspection  of  the  asylum  for  which 
purpose,  a  majority  of  the  managers  shall  vieit  the  asylum  at 
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least  once  in  every  two  months,  and  at  such  other  times  as  may 
be  prescribed  iD  the  by-laws.  The  superintendent  or  other  officer 
in.  charge  shall  admit  such  managers  or  manager  into  every  part 
of  the  asylum  and  its  buildings  and  exhibit  to  them  on  demand 
all  the  books,  accounts  and  writings  belonging  to  the  asylum  and 
pertaining  to  its  interests,  and  furnish  copies,  abstracts  and  re- 
ports whenever  required  by  them. 

4.  Annually  report  to  the  legislature  for  the  preceding  fiscal 
year,  the  afifairs  and  conditions  of  the  asylum,  with  full  and  de- 
tailed estimates  of  the  next  appropriations  required  for  main- 
tenance and  ordinary  uses  and  repairs,  and  of  special  appropria- 
tions, if  any,  needed  for  extraordinary  repairs,  renewals,  exten- 
sions, improvements,  betterments  or  other  necessary  objects. 

5.  If  lands  are  required  for  the  use  of  the  asylum,  acquire  the 
same  by  purchase,  gift  or  condemnation. 

§  93.  Superintendent,  qualifications,  powers  and  duties. — 
The  superintendent  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  managers 
ID  accordance  with  the  laws  of  this  state  after  a  civil  service 
examination  which  shall  be  held  upon  the  lines  of  qualification, 
experience  and  training  herein  provided  within  two  months  after 
the  passage  of  this  act.  He  shall  be  a  resident  of  this  state,  a  well 
educated  ph^-sician  and  graduate  of  a  legally  incorporated  medi- 
cal college,  and  shall  have  had  a  suitable  experience  and  training 
of  not  less  than  three  years  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  men- 
tally defective  classes,  epileptic  or  insane.  He  shall  be  the  chief 
executive  officer  of  the  asylum,  and  shall  manage  the  institution 
in  conformity  to  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  board  of 
managers.  He  shall  Appoint  the  assistant  physicians,  steward, 
clerk,  a  bookkeeper,  matron  and  all  subordinate  employes,  and 
he  shall  discharge  them,  when,  in  his  judgment,  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  do  so,  for  the  good  of  the  institution. 

§  94.  Commitments  to  asylum;  maintenance. — The  superin- 
tendents of  the  poor  of  the  various  counties  of  the  state  may  com- 
mit to  such  asylum,  if  vacancies  exist  therein,  such  feeble-minded 
persons  and  idiots  residing  in  their  respective  counties,  who  are 
indigent  or  inmates  of  county  almshouses,  according  to  the  by- 
laws and  regulations  of  the  asylum.

Section  100.  Establishment  and  objects  of  colony  .—The 
colony  for  epileptics  established  at  Sonye^t,  Livingston  county, 
is  hereby  continued,  and  kIkiII  1>p  known  as  (be  <"*raif?  Colony 
for  Epileptics,  in  honor  of  the  late  Oscar  Craig,  of  Rochester* 
New  York,  whose  efficient  and  gratuitous  public  services  in 
behalf  of  epileptics  and  other  dependent  unfortunates,  the  state 
desires  to  comiuemorate.  The  ohje<*t¥«  of  such  colony  shall  be  to 
secure  the  humane,  curative,  scientific  and  economical  care  and 
treatment  of  epileptics,  exclusive  of  insane  epileptica. 
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§  IQl.  Managers  of  the  colonj.^ — There  shall  be  a  board  of 
twelve  managers  of  the  Ci^aig  colony,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
i-itizens  of  the  state,  api>ointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  one  from  each  judicial 
district  and  one  additional  member  from  each  of  the  fifths 
sUth,  seventh  and  eighth  judkial  districts.  The  term  of  ofBce 
of  each  manager  hereafter  appointed  to  succeed  a  manager  whose 
term  has  expired  shall  be  three  years,  and  the  term  of  office  of 
four  of  such  managers  shall  expire  annually.

All  of  which  shall  be 
done  tinder  the  direction  of  the  board  of  managers  in  accordance 
with  plans  adopted  by  them,  and  approved  by  the  state  board 
of  charities. 
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§  103.  Powers  and  duties  of  managers.^ — Six  members  of  the 
board  of  managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transactioD 
of  business.    The  board  shall: 

1.  Elect  from  their  number  a  president  and  secretary,  and  maj 
adopt  a  seal  for  the  use  of  the  colony. 

2.  Have  the  government,  direction  and  control  of  the  patients^ 
officers  and  employes  of  the  colony  and  of  all  the  property  and 
concerns  thereof.

— The  managers  may  take  and 
hold  in  trust  for  the  state  any  grant  or  devise  of  land,  or  any  gift 
or  beqnest  of  money  or  other  personal  property,  or  any  donation, 
to  be  applied,  principal  or  income,  or  both,  to  the  mninteuance 
and  pdiifjititm  of  i*j>i]4*pti<s  ami  the  gen^rnl  use*;  nf  the  colony. 

b§  1Q6.  Officers  of  the  colony* — The  board  of  managers  shall 
appoint  a  superintendent  of  the  colony,  who  shall  be  a  well- 
educated  physician  and  a  graduate  of  a  legally  chartered  medical 
college,  with  an  experience  of  at  least  five  years  in  the  actuni 
practice  of  his  profession,  and  who  shall  be  certified  as  qualified 
by  the  civil  service  commission,  after  a  competitive  examination; 
and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  reside  in  the  county  of  Livingston,  and 
6hall  give  an  undertaking  to  the  people  of  the  state  for  the  faith* 
fnl  performance  of  his  trust,  in  such  sura  and  form  and  with  nuch 
bureties  as  the  comptroller  shall  approve.  Such  officers  may  be 
discharged  or  suspended  at  any  time  by  such  board,  in  its  dis 
cretion.  The  superintendent  shall  constantly  reside  in  the  col 
ony.  The  board  shall  determine  the  annual  salaries  and  allow 
ttnces  of  the  superintendent,  steward  and  matron,  not  exceeding, 
aiditioD  to  maintenance  supplies,  the  following  sums  for  sal 
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aries:  Four  thousaDd  dollars  to  the  superinteDdent;  flftet'n  Ltrn- 
dred  dotlera  to  tbe  steward;  one  thotigand  dollars  to  the  uiatiion; 

and  the  board  shall  determiDe  the  aDruial  salary  of  the  treasurer 
of  the  colony,  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars.  Such  sala- 
ries and  allowances  shall  be  paid  quarterly,  on  the  Orst  dajr  of 
October,  January,  Ajiril  and  July,  <?ach  year^  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  colony,  on  presentation  of  bills  therefor,  audited,  allowed  and 
certified,  as  prescribed  in  the  by-laws. 

§  107.  Duties  of  the  superintendent, — The  superintendent 
shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  colony,  and  subject  to 
the  supervision  and  control  of  the  board  of  managers;  be  shall: 

1.  Oversee  and  secure  the  individual  treatment  and  personal 
care  of  each  and  every  patient  of  the  colony  while  resident 
therein  and  the  proper  oversight  of  all  the  inhabitants  therei}f, 

2.  Have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  buildinf^s,  grounds 
and  farm,  with  their  furniture,  fixtui'es  and  stock,  and  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  all  persons  employed  in  and  about  the  same. 

3.  Give,  from  time  to  time,  such  orders  and  instructions  as  he 
may  deem  best  calculated  to  induce  good  conduct,  fidelity  and 
€^(*oiiaiuy  ill  any  de]»artiuent  of  labor  or  ediKvatioa  or  tit?atment 
of  patients. 

4.  Appoint  a  steward  and  a  matron  and  employ  a  bookkeeper 
and  such  teachers,  assistants  and  attendants  as  be  may  think 
necessary  to  economically  and  efficiently  carry  into  effect  the 
design  of  the  colony;  prescribe  their  duties  and  places,  and,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  managers,  fix  their  compen- 
sation.   The  steward  and  matron  shall  reside  in  the  colony. 

5.  Maintain  salutary  discipline  among  all  employes,  patients 
and  inhabitants  of  the  colony,  have  the  custody  and  control  of 
every  patient  admitted  to  the  colony  until  properly  discharged, 
and  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  managers,  restrain  and  dis- 
cipline any  patient  in  such  manner  as  he  may  judge  is  for  the 
welfare  of  the  patient  and  the  proper  conduct  of  the  colony,  and 
enforce  strict  compliance  witli  the  instructions  and  uniform 
(iLedience  to  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  colony. 

t.  Cause  full  and  fair  accounts  and  records  of  the  entire  bust- 
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ness  and  operations  of  the  colony,  with  the  conditions  and  pros- 
pects of  the  patients,  to  be  kept  regularly,  from  day  to  day,  in 
books  provided  for  that  purpose. 

7.  Sec  that  such  accounts  and  records  shall  be  fully  made  np 
to  the  tirst  days  of  January-,  April,  July  and  October,  in  each 
year,  and  that  the  principal  facts  and  results,  with  his  report 
thereon,  be  presented  to  the  board  of  managers  at  its  quarterly 
meetings. 

8.  Conduct  the  official  correspondence  of  the  colony,  and  keep 
a  record  or  copy  of  all  letters  written  by  himself  and  by  his 
clerks  and  agents,  and  files  of  all  letters  received  by  him  or 
them. 

9.  Prepare  and  present  to  the  board,  at  its  annual  meeting, 
a  tme  and  perfect  inventory  of  all  the  personal  property  and 
effects  belonging  to  the  colony,  and  account,  when  required  by 
the  board,  for  the  careful  keeping  and  economical  use  of  all 
furniture,  stores  and  other  articles  furnished  for  the  colony. 

10.  Keep  a  record  of  all  applications  for  admission  of  patients, 
and  enter  in  a  book  to  be  provided  and  kept  for  that  purpose,  at 
the  time  of  admission  of  each  patient  to  the  colony,  a  minute, 
with  the  date,  name,  residence  of  the  patient,  and  of  the  persons 
on  whose  application  he  is  received,  with  a  copy  of  the  applica- 
tion, statement,  certificate,  and  all  other  papers  received  relating 
to  such  epileptic  patient,  the  originals  of  which  he  shall  file  and 
caref nlly  preserve,  and  certified  copies  whereof  he  shall  forthwith 
transmit  to  the  state  board  of  charities.  (As  amended  by  chap- 
ter 359  of  the  Laws  of  1898.) 

11.  Have  power,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
board  of  managers,  in  case  of  the  death  of  any  patient  at  such 
institution  who  shall  have  been  maintained  therein  wholly  at 
public  expense,  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  an  autopsy  on  the 
body  of  such  patient.  No  autopsy  shall  be  held  as  allowed  by 
this  subdivision  if  the  body  shall  be  desired  for  interment  by 
relatives  or  by  friends  who  will  bear  the  expense  of  its  inter- 
ment, within  forty-eight  hours  after  death,  or  if  known  to  have 
relatives  or  friends  whose  places  of  residence  are  also  known 
without  the  assent  of  such  relatives  or  friends;  or  of  a  person 
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who  shall  have  expiTsscd  a  desire  in  hb  or  ber  last  illuess  that 
his  or  her  Imrlj  shall  he  interreiJ.  Awy  person  fliiimmg  any 
corpse  for  iiileryioiit  as  pi*ovided  for  in  this  t^ectioii  may  be 
required  by  the  persons  having  charge  of  said  Craig  colony  to 
present  an  affidavit  statirig  that  the  perscm  so  elaimlng  such 
eorpBe  is  muh  relative  or  friunil  and  the  faels  and  eirLOJUstances 
upon  whieh  the  elaini  of  such  rehitiunship  or  friendship  is  based, 
the  expense  of  whith  affidavit  shall  he  paid  l\v  tiie  persons  re- 
(|niring  the  same.  If  siuh  jM^rson  shall  refuse  to  make  such 
affidavit  such  corpse  shall  not  he  delivered  to  such  perBon,  but 
such  person  shall  forfeit  the  claim  or  right  to  tlie  same.  (Added 
ht/  chapter  545  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  108.  Duties  of  treasnrer,-^The  treasurer^  among  his  other 
duties,  shall: 

1.  Have  the  custody  of  all  moneys  received  od  account  of  the 
monthly  estimates  made  to  tlje  comptroller  by  the  superintend- 
ent as  provided  by  this  chapter,  and  all  other  money,  notes, 
mortgages  aud  other  securities  and  obligations  belonging  to  the 
colony. 

2.  Keep  a  full  and  accurate  account  of  al)  receipts  and  pay- 
ments, in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  by  laws,  and  such  other 
accounts  as  shall  be  required  of  him  by  the  managers. 

3.  Balance  all  the  acconnts  on  his  books  on  the  first  day  of 
each  October,  and  make  a  statement  thereof,  and  an  abstract 
of  all  the  receipts  and  payments  of  the  past  year;  and  within  five 
days  thereafter  deliver  the  same  to  the  auditing  eomraitte-fi  of 
the  managers,  who  shall  compare  the  same  with  his  books  and 
vouchers,  and  verify  the  same  by  a  comparison  with  the  books 
of  the  superintendent,  and  certify  the  correctness  thereof  to  the 
managers  at  their  annual  meeting, 

4.  Render  a  quarterly  statement  of  his  receipts  and  paymeatB 
to  such  auditing  committee  who  shall  in  like  manner  as  above, 
compare,  verify,  report  and  certify  the  result  thereof,  to  the 
managers  at  their  annual  meeting,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to 
be  recorded  in  one  of  the  hooks  of  the  colony, 

5.  Render  a  further  account  of  the  state  of  his  books,  and  of 
the  funds  and  other  property  in  his  custody,  whenever  required 
by  the  managers. 
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6.  Receive  for  the  ase  of  the  colony,  money  which  may  be  paid 
ipon  obligation   or  seeuritieB  in   bis   hands  belonging  to   the 

r^olony;  and  all  sums  paid  to  the  colon}*  for  the  support  of  any 
patient  therein^  or,  for  actual  disbursementis  made  in  his  behalf 
for  necessary  clothing  and  traveling  expenses;  and  money  paid 
to  the  colony  from  any  other  source. 

7.  Prosecute  an  action  in  the  name  of  the  colony  to  recover 
money  due  or  owing  to  the  colony,  from  any  soorce;  inclnding 
the  bringing  of  suit  for  breach  of  contract  between  private  pa 
tietits  or  their  goardians  and  the  managers  of  the  colony. 

8-  Execute  a  lease  and  satisfaction  of  a  mortgage.  Judgment, 
lieo  or  other  debt  when  paid. 

9.  Pay  the  salaries  of  the  superintendent,  treasurer,  matron, 
steward,  and  of  all  employes  of  the  colony,  and  the  disborse- 
mrnts  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  board  as  aforesaid. 
The  treasurer  shall  have  power  to  employ  counsel,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  board  of  managers. 

10.  Deposit  all  moneys  received  for  the  care  of  private  patients 
and  all  other  revenues  of  the  colony,  in  a  bank  designated  by  the 
comptroller,  and  transmit  to  the  comptroller  a  statement  showiitg 
Ihe  amount  so  received  and  deposited  and  from  whom,  and  for 
what  received,  and  the  dates  on  which  such  deposits  were  made. 
Such  statement  of  deposit  shall  be  certified  by  the  proper  officer 
of  the  bank  rfH^eiving  sneh  deposit  or  deposits.  The  treasurer 
Khali  verify  by  his  affidavit  that  the  sum  so  deposited  is  all  the 
money  received  by  him  from  any  source  of  income  for  the  cQlony 
op  to  the  time  of  the  last  deposit  appearing  on  such  statement.  A 
bank  designated  by  the  comptroller  to  receive  such  deposits  shall, 
before  any  such  deposit  be  made,  execute  a  bond  to  the  people  of 
the  state  In  a  sum  and  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  comj^ 
trailer,  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  deposits. 

{  lOD.  Designation  and  admission  of  patients.^ — There  shall 
be  received  and  gratuitously  supported  in  the  colony,  e|)ileptica 
residing  in  the  state,  who.  if  of  age,  are  nnable.  or,  if  under  age, 
ffhom  parents  or  gnardiaas  are  unable  to  provide  for  their  sup- 
port therein;  and  who  shall  be  designated  aa  state  patients.    Hnoh 
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addJlioDal  iiuniber  of  epileptics  aa  can  be  conveniently  accomm*h 
dated  shall  be  received  into  tlie  colouy  bj  the  mauagers  on  such 
terms  as  shall  be  just,  and  shall  be  designated  as  private  patieDts* 
E>pileptic  children  shall  be  received  into  the  coIodj  only  upon  the 
B  written  request  of  the  persons  desiring  to  send  them,  stating  the 
name,  age,  place  of  naf  ivity,  if  known,  the  town,  city  or  county  in 

I  which  such  childien  respectively  reside,  and  the  ability  of  tbeir 
respective  parents,  or  guardians  or  others  to  provide  for  their  sup- 
port in  whole  or  in  part^  and  if  in  part  only,  stating  what  part; 
and  stating  also  the  degree  of  relationship  or  other  circumstances 
of  conoection  between  the  patients  and  the  persons  requesting 
their  admission;  which  statement  in  all  cases  of  state  patients 
must  he  verifleti  by  the  affidavits  of  the  petitioners  and  of  two  difr 
interested  persons,  and  accompanied  by  the  opinion  of  a  qualifled 
physician,  all  residents  of  the  same  county  with  the  epileptic 
patient,  and  acquainted  with  the  facts  and  circumstances  stated, 
and  who  must  be  certified  to  be  credible  by  the  county  judge  or 
surrogate  of  the  county;  and  such  judge  or  surrogate  must  also 
certify,  in  eacli  ease,  that  such  state  paUent^  in  his  opinion,  is  an 
eligible  and  proper  candidate  for  admission  to  the  colony.  State 
patients  may  also  be  received  into  the  colony  upon  the  oflieial  ap 
plication  of  a  county  supenntendiut  of  the  ]>o(m\  or  of  the  poor 
authorities  of  any  city. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  in  every 
county  and  of  the  poor  authorities  of  every  city  to  fornish  annaally 
to  the  state  board  of  charities,  a  list  of  all  epileptics  in  their  re- 
spective jurisdictions,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained,  with 
such  particulars  as  to  the  condition  of  each  epileptic  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  said  state  board.  Whenever  an  epileptic  shall 
become  a  charge  for  his  or  her  maintenance  on  any  of  the  towos*, 
■  cities  or  counties  of  this  state,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  poor 
authorities  of  such  city,  and  of  the  county  superintendents  of  the 
poor,  and  of  the  supervisors  of  such  county,  to  place  such  epiiepjio 
in  the  said  colony.     Any  parent,  guardian  or  friend  of  an  epileptio 

Lcliild  within  this  state  may  make  application  to  the  poor  authori- 
ti^  of  any  city,  or  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  any  county 
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or  the  board  of  supervisors  or  any  sapervisor  of  any  town,  ward 
or  city  where  such  child  resides,  showing  by  satisfactory  affidavit 
or  other  proof  that  the  health,  morals,  comfort  or  welfare  of  such 
child  may  be  endangered  or  not  properly  cared  for  if  not  placed 
in  such  colony;  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  officer 
or  board  to  whom  such  application  may  be  made  to  place  such 
child  in  said  colony.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  provide  for 
the  support  of  such  patients,  except  those  properly  supported  by 
the  stale,  and  may  recover  for  the  same  from  the  parents  or  guar- 
dians of  such  children.  In  the  admission  of  patients  preference 
shall  always  be  given  to  poor  or  indigent  epileptics,  or  the  epilep 
tic  children  of  poor  or  indigent  persons,  over  all  others;  and  pref- 
erence shall  always  be  given. to  such  as  are  able  to  support  them- 
selves only  in  part,  or  who  have  parents  able  to  support  them  oul y 
in  part,  over  those  who  are  able  or  who  have  parents  who  are  able 
wholly  to  furnish  such  support. 

§  110.  Support  of  state  patients. —  State  patients  shall  be 
provided  with  proper  board,  lodging,  medical  treatment,  care  and 
tuition;  and  the  managers  of  the  colony  shall  receive  for  each  state 
patient  supported  therein  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  Ihundred  and 
fifty  dollars  per  annum;  which  payments^  if  any,  shall  be  made  by 
the  treasurer  of  the  state,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  toi  the 
treasurer  of  said  colony,  on  his  presenting  the  bill  of  the  actual 
time  and  number  of  patients  in  the  colony,  signed  and  verified  by 
the  superintendent  and  treasurer  of  the  colony  and  by  the  presi- 
dent and  secretary  of  its  board  of  managers.  The  supervisors  of 
any  oounty  from  which  such  patients  may  have  been  received  into 
the  colony  shall  cause  to  be  raised  annually  while  siueh  patients 
remain  in  the  colony,  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  for  each  of  such 
state  patients  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  suitable  clothing,  and 
the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  colony  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  April  of  each  year. 

§  111.  Apportionment  of  state  patients. —  Whenever  applica- 
tions are  made  at  one  time  for  admission  of  more  state  patients 
than  can  be  properly  accommodated  in  the  colony,  the  managers 
shall  so  apportion  the  number  received,  that  each  coiunty  may  be 
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represented  in  a  ratio  of  its  dependent  epileptic  population  to  the 
dependent  epileptic  population  of  the  state,  as  shown  by  statistics 
furnished  by  the  state  board  of  charities, 

§112.  The  support  of  private  patients. —  The  superintendent 
of  the  colony  may  agree  with  any  epileptic  who  may  be  of  age,  or 
his  (xnnmittee  or  guardian,  or  with  the  parents,  guardian  or  com- 
mittee of  any  epileptic  child*  or  with  any  person  for  the  entire  or 
partial  support,  maintenance,  clothing^  tuition,  training,  care  and 
treatment  of  such  epileptic  in  the  colony,  on  such  terms  and  condi- 
tiouis  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  by-lawg  or  approved  by  the 
majiagers.  Every  patient,  guardian,  cominittee  or  other  person 
applying  for  the  admission  into  the  colony  of  an  epileptic  who  ia, 
or  who&e  parents  or  guardians  are  of  sufficient  ability  to  provide 
for  Mn  support  and  maintenance  therein,  shall  at  the  time  of  his 
admifision,  execute  a  bond  to  the  treasurer  of  the  colony  with  one 
or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  suj>erintendent  and  treas- 
urer, in  such  sum  as  the  managers  shall  prescribe,  to  the  effect 
that  the  obligers  will  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the  colony  all  sums  of 
money  at  such  time  or  tioies  as  shall  be  so  agreed  upon,  and  re- 
move  such  epileptic  from  the  colony  free  of  expense  to  the  man 
agers  within  tw^enty  days  after  the  service  of  the  notice  hereinafter 
provided  for.  If  such  epileptic,  his  par'ents  or  guardian  are  of 
sufficient  ability  to  pay  only  a  part  of  the  expenses  of  supporting 
and  maintaining  him  at  the  institution,  such  undertaking  shall  be 
only  for  such  partial  supf>ort  and  maintenance  and  for  removal 
from  the  institution  as  above  mentioned;  and  the  treasurer  may 
take  security  by  such  obligation  or  in  his  discretion  by  note  or 
other  written  agreement,  with  or  without  sureties,  as  he  may  deem 
proper  for  such  part  of  such  expenses  as  the  epileptic,  his  parents 
or  guardians  are  able  to  pay;  but  such  exercise  of  discretion  shall 
be  with  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  and  a  committee  of  the 
managei*s  in  a  manner  that  shall  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws. 
Notice  to  remove  a  patient  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  super- 
inteoadent  and  directed  to  the  epileptic,  his  parents,  guardliin,  com* 
mittee  or  other  person  upon  whose  request  the  patient  was  re- 
ceived at  the  colony,  at  the  place  of  residence  mentioned  in  such 
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request,  and  deposited  io  the  post-oflice  at  Bonyea  or  any  poat- 
odlre  in  Llvinfjston  connty,  with  the  pnslajre  ])repai(l. 

g  11^.  Discharge  of  pntionts. —  The  superintendent  of  the 
colony,  with  the  approval  of  the  managers  or  of  a  committee 
t hereof »  shall  have  power  to  discharge  patients^  but  no  epileptic 
patient  s^hall  be  returned  to  any  poorhouwe,  directly  through  a 
gnperintendent  of  tihe  poor,  or  otherwise.  In  case  a  patient,  not 
an  epileptic^  shall  be  sent  to  the  colony,  through  mistaken  diag- 
Dosis  of  his  disease^  or  other  eause,  and  there  received,  such  patient 
ihall  be  returned  to  and  the  traveling  expenses  of  such  return 
phall  be  paid  by  Hie  person  who  sent  'him  or  her  to  the  colony. 
Should  an  epileptic  become  insane,  such  patient,  if  a  state  patient, 
shall  be  sent  to  the  state  hospital  of  the  district  of  which  he  was 
a  resident  just  prior  to  his  admission  to  the  colony  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  law.  The  bills  for  the  reasonable  expenses  Incurred 
m  the  trnnfiportation  of  state  patients  to  and  from  the  state  has- 
pitate  after  they  have  been  approved  in  writing  by  the  state  com* 
ndsBJon  in  lunacy, shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  state  on  the 
rrant  of  the  comptroller  from  the  funds  provided  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  state  hospitals.  In  case  the  relatives,  guardians  or 
fdends  of  such  an  insane  patient  desire  that  he  become  an  inmate 
of  any  state  hospital  situated  beyond  the  limits  of  the  district  of 
he  was  formerly  a  resident,  and  there  be  sufBclent  accom- 
modations  in  such  state  hospital,  he  shall  be  received  there  In 
tbe  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  transfer  of  other  insane  per* 
soDJB.  Private  patients,  who  may  become  iu-sane,  shall  be  com- 
mitted, as  prescribed  by  law,  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  state 
commission  in  lunacy,  to  such  institution  for  tbe  insane  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  relatives,  goardlans  or  friends  of  such  insane 
person,  all  traveling  and  other  expenses  of  removal  to  be  paid  by 
them.  After  any  patient  has  been  delivered  to  the  managers  or 
officers  of  «ach  hospital  or  Institution,  the  care  and  custody  of  the 
managers  of  the  colony  over  such  insane  persoo  shall  cease;  and 
after  any  patient  shall,  as  aforesaid,  be  so  certified  to  be  insane 
a?  prescribed  by  law,  such  patient  shall  come  under  the  super- 
TinSon  of  tbe  state  commlsBion  in  lunacy. 
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§  114.  Notice  of  opeoing  of  colony.— So  soon  as  the  colon j 
shall  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  patieots,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  of  managers  officially  to  send  notice  of  such  fact  to 
the  county  clerks  and  the  clerks  of  the  boards  of  supervisors  of 
the  respective  cotioties  of  the  state,  and  the  secretary  of  the 
state  board  of  charities;  and  to  furnish  such  clerks  of  counties 
and  boards  of  supervisors  with  suitable  blanks  for  the  commit- 
ment of  epileptics  to  such  colony. 

§  115.  Ueimbnrsemeut  for  maintenance  expenses.^ — The  board 
of  managers  of  such  colony  may  appoint  an  agent,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  secure  from  relatives  or  friends  w^ho  are  liable 
therefor,  or  who  may  be  witliug  to  assume  the  cost  of  niaiute* 
nance  of  any  inmate  therein,  who  is  not  maintained  as  a  private 
patient,  reimbursement  in  whole  or  in  part  of  the  money  ex- 
pended by  the  state  for  snch  purpose.  Such  agent  shall  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  the  board  of  managers  may  prescribe. 
The  comjiensation  of  such  agent  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of 
managers  at  not  more  than  tive  dollars  per  day,  and  lie  shall 
be  allowed  bis  necessary  expenses,  payable  from  the  money  ap- 
propriated for  the  support  of  such  institution.  If  the  board  of 
managers  believes  that  any  inmate  of  such  colony,  not  main- 
tained therein  as  a  private  patient,  has  any  property,  or  that  any 
relative  who  would  be  liable  for  his  support  if  he  w^ere  not  an 
inmote  of  such  institution  is  of  sufficient  ability  to  wholly  or 
partly  provide  for  his  maintenance  therein,  such  board  of  man 
agers  may  apply  to  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  judicial 
district  in  which  such  institution  is  located  for  an  order  direct- 
ing the  application  of  the  property  of  such  inmate  to  his  main- 
tenance in  such  institution,  or  requiring  the  relatives  so  liable 
for  his  support  to  pay  to  such  institution  at  the  time  specified 
in  such  order  a  stated  amount  for  such  maintenance.  At  least 
ten  days  notice  of  the  application  of  such  order  shall  be  given 
fo  such  persons  and  in  such  manner  as  such  justice  shall  direct, 
and  such  order  shall  be  granted  only  after  a  hearing  of  parties 
I  interested  who  appear  and  desire  to  be  heard.  The  relatives 
I     against  w^hom  such  proceeding  is  instituted  and  who  are  served 
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with  the  nolicc  of  the  application  for  the  ordt^r  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  of  suOicient  ubilitj,  imlees  the  iontrary  shall  afflriuativelj 
iifpear  to  the  satisfaction  of  surh  justice.  If  more  than  one 
tr^atire  is  liable  for  the  support  of  such  iumate  and  is  of  suffi- 
cient ability  to  contribute  to  the  expense  of  his  maintenance  in 
such  institution,  such  order  shall  determine  the  portion  of  the 
expense  of  his  maintenance  to  be  paid  by  each.  If  the  property 
of  such  inmate  is  not  applied  as  directed  in  such  order,  or  the 
relatives  liable  for  the  support  of  such  inmate  refuse  or  neglect 
to  comply  with  such  order,  the  board  of  nianagers  of  such  colony 
may  bring  an  action  in  the  name  of  such  institution  to  recover 
the  amount  due  such  institution  by  virtue  of  such  order.  (Added 
by  chapter  ^50  of  the  Laws  of  lfH)2.)

Section  120.  State  industrial  school;  managers. — ^The  State 
Industrial  School,  at  Rochester,  is  hereby  continued  for 
the  reception  of  all  male  children,  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years, 
who  shall  be  legally  committed  to  such  school  as  vagrants  or  on  a 
conviction  for  any  criminal  offense  by  any  court  having  authority 
to  make  such  comuiitment.  Such  school  shall  be  under  the  control 
and  management  of  a  board  of  fifteen  managers  appointed 
by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate.  Their  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  and  they  shall 
be  so  appointed  that  the  terms  of  one-third  shall  expire  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  February  in  each  year.  All  vacancies  shall  be 
filled  by  the  governor  and  the  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy 
shall  hold  ofilce  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  the  person 
whom  he  succeeds.  In  the  discretion  of  the  governor,  persons 
of  either  sex  may  be  appointed  as  managers  of  such  school.

g  124.  Conmiitnient  of  children.*— Male  i-hildrt^n  under  the  age 
of  sixteen  years  may  ho  committed  from  the  rural  count iee  of  this 
state  as  vagrants,  or  ini  tlie  einivi<"1itiu  <if  any  criminal  otfen»e 
by  any  coiii't  having  authority  to  make  such  coramitraents,  to  the 
etate  industrial  school  or  the  house  of  refuge  established  by  the

§126.  Discipline  and  control  of  inmates. —  The  managers  of 
the  state  industrial  school  shall  receive  and  detain  during  minor- 
ity, every  male  delinquent  committed  thereto  in  pursuance  of  law, 
or  to  the  w^e«tem  house  of  refuge  for  juvenile  delinquents,  or  to 
the  house  of  refuge  for  juvenile  delinquents  in  western  New  York. 
The  management  of  the  house  of  refuge  for  juvenile  delinquents 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  may  receive  and  detain  during  minority 
all  male  delinquents  comniitted  thereto.  After  June  one,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  four,  no  female  shall  be  committed  to  or  re- 
ceived at  either  the  said  state  industrial  school  or  the  house  of 
refuge  for  juvenile  delinquents  in  the  city  of  New  York.

and  if  the  case  arises  within  the  house  of  refuge*  established  by 
the  society  for  the  reformation  of  juvenile  delinquents  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  in  the  county  Jail  or  penitentiary  of  the  county  of 
New  York,  or  if  the  delinqneut  be  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  to  the 
Eastern  New  York  reformatory,  when  completed,  and  until  then 
to  the  Elmira  reformatory.  Such  judge  shall  forthwith  inquire 
into  the  facte,  and  if  it  appear  that  the  statement  is  substantially 
true,  and  that  the  ends  desired  to  be  accomplished  by  the  institu- 
tion wherein  the  case  has  arisen  Bill  be  best  promoted  thereby, 
he  shall  make  an  order  authorizing  the  confinement  of  such  delin*  ■

§  129.  Confloement  of  javenile  delinqnents  under  sentences  bj 
e  courts  of  the  United  States. — ^The  Buperintendents  of  the 
DBe  of  refuge,  established  bj  the  soeiety  for  the  reformation  of 
juvenile  delinquents  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  the  state  indufr 
trial  school  at  Rochester,  shall  receive  and  safely  keep  in  their  re 
spective  institntions,  subject  to  the  regulations  and  disciplioe 
thereof, and  the  provisions  of  this  article,  any  male  criminal  under 
the  age  of  sixteen  years  convicte<l  of  any  offense  against  the  United

S  130.  Effects  of  alcoholic  drinks  and  narcotics  to  be  taught,—

be  subjected  to  such  discipline,  as  in  the  opinion  of  such  board, 
is  most  likely  to  effect  their  reformation.  The  irftinagers  of  such 
institution,  with  the  consent  of  any  female  committed  thereto, 
may  bind  out  as  an  apprentice  or  servant,  such  female  during 
the  time  they  would  be  entitled  to  retain  her,  to  such  persons 
and  at  such  places  to  learn  such  trade  and  employment  as  in 
their  judgment  will  be  for  the  future  benefit  and  advantage  of 
such  female. 

§  133.  General  powers  of  superintendent. — The  superintendent 
of  such  institution  shall,  subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of 
the  board  of  managers  thereof: 

1.  Have  the  general  supervision  and  control  of  the  grounds  and 
buildings  of  the  institution,  the  subordinate  officers  and  employes 
and  the  inmates  thereof,  and  of  all  matters  related  to  their  gov- 
ernment and  discipline. 

2.  Make  such  rules,  regulations  and  orders,  not  inconsistent 
with  law  or  with  the  rules,  regulations  or  directions  of  the  board 
of  managers,  as  may  seem  to  her  proper  or  necessary  for  the 
government  of  such  institution  and  its  officers  and  employes; 
and  for  the  employment,  discipline  and  education  of  the  inmates 
thereof. 

3.  Exercise  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
the  board  of  managers  shall  prescribe. 

Such  superintendent  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  and  re- 
move all  subordinate  female  officers  and  employes,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  board.  Under  the  direction  of  such  managers,  she 
shall  receive  and  take  into  such  institution  all  females  legally 
committed  thereto  by  any  court  or  magistrate  having  authority  to 
make  0nch  commitment. 
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g  134,  Oaths  and  lionds. — Earli  uiaoager  and  superintendent 
such  institulion  ^Imll  take  the  eoustitutiomil  oath  of  office  and 
the  Buperintendi'iit  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  people  of  this 
state  in  the  BUiii  of  five  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved 
hy  the  state  comiitroner,  whit'h  sliall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
comptroller.  The  uiaaager  appointed  as  treasurer  of  such  insti- 
tution shall  give  a  bond  in  such  amount  as  the  comptroller  may 
dii-eet.  The  comjjtroller  muy  require  other  officers  of  such  insti- 
tution to  give  a  bond  if  in  his  opinion  the  interests  of  the  state 
demaud  it. 

§  135.  ConiuiiHiientB;  paj>era  furnished  by  committing  magis- 
trates. 

Subdivision  1.  \\  hcuever  any  female  not  over  the  age  of  six- 
teen years,  shall  be  brought  before  any  court  or  committing 
magistrate,  and  it  shall  appear  to  tlie  satisfaction  of  sucli  court 
or  magistrate  by  the  confession  of  such  female,  or  by  competent 
testimony,  that  mwU  female  frequents  re[Hited  houses  of  prostitu- 
tion or  assignation,  or  fri^inents  the  cominmj  of  thieves  or  pros- 
titutes, or  is  found  aRsoeiating  with  vicious  and  dissolute  persons, 
or  is  wilfully  disobedieul  to  parent  or  guardian,  and  is  in  danger 
of  becoming  morally  de|ii'avcd ;  or  is  of  iutemix^rate  habits^  or  is 
u  vngrsint  or  is  guilty  of  any  criminal  offense,  and  who  is  not 
insane^  nor  uj en  tally  or  physically  incapable  of  being  substan- 
tially benefited  by  the  training  and  discipline  of  such  institution, 
she  may  be  sentenced  and  coniniitted  to  the  New  York  state  train- 
ing school  for  girls,  or  placed  in  charge  of  the  board  of  managers 
thereof  to  Inl*  there  confined  under  the  juxjvisions  of  law  relating 
to  such  institution,  biit  no  person  under  the  age  of  twelve  years 
shall  lie  connnitted  to  such  institution  for  any  crime  or  offense 
less  than  a  felony,  and  no  commitment  made  under  this  act  which 
shall  recite  the  facts  ui»on  which  it  is  based,  shall  be  deemed 
or  held  to  be  invalid  by  i-eason  at  any  in» perfection  or  defect  in 
form.  No  [»erson  shall  be  committed  to  such  institution  nor 
placed  in  charge  of  the  board  of  managers  thereof  for  a  definite 
term,  but  any  such  jierson  may  ho  paroled  or  discharged  at  any 
time  after  her  commitment,  by  the  board  of  nmnagers  of  such  in* 
stitution.  Any  such  female  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  when 
so  commiHed  or  placed  in  «*harge  of  the  board  of  managers  of 
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said  school,  shall  not  be  retained  therein,  or  in  charge  of  such 
board  of  managers,  for  a  longer  period  than  until  she  becomes 
of  the  age  of  eighteen ;  and  such  females,  fifteen  years  of  age  or 
over,  when  so  committed,  shall  not  be  detained  for  a  period  longer 
than  three  years  from  the  time  of  such  commitment. 

2.  The  board  of  managers  of  such  institution  shall  furnish  the 
several  county  clerks  of  the  state  with  suitable  blanks  for  the 
commitment  of  females  thereto.  Such  county  clerks  shall  imme- 
diately notify  the  magistrates  of  their  respective  counties  of  the 
reception  of  such  blanks  and  that  upon  application  they  will  be 
furnished  to  them. 

3.  The  magistrate  committing  a  female,  pursuant  to  this  sec- 
tion, shall  immediately  notify  the  sui^erintendent  of  the  institu- 
tion to  which  the  commitment  is  made  of  the  conviction  of  such 
female,  and  shall  cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  the  name,  age^ 
birthplace,  occupation,  previous  commitments,  if  any,  and  for 
what  offenses;  the  last  place  of  residence  of  such  female,  and 
the  particulars  of  the  otfense  for  which  she  is  committed.  A 
copy  of  such  record  shall  be  transmitted,  with  the  warrant  of 
commitment,  to  the  8ui>erintendent  of  such  institution,  who  shall 
cause  the  facts  stated  therein,  and  such  other  facts  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  board  of  luunafjers,  to  be  entei'ed  in  a  book  of 
record. 

4.  Such  magistrate  shall,  before  comniitting  any  such  female, 
inquire  into  and  determine  the  ajj;e  of  such  female  at  the  time 
of  commitment,  and  her  age  as  so  determined  shall  be  stated  in 
the  warrant.  The  statement  of  the  age  of  such  female  in  such 
warrant  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  as  to  such  age,  in  any  action 
to  recover  damages  for  her  detention  or  imprisonment  under 
such  warrant,  and  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  thereof  in  any 
other  inquiry,  action  or  proceeding  i^ehiting  to  such  detention  or 
imprisonment.  If  the  court  or  magistrate  shall  omit  to  insert  in 
the  order  of  coumutmeiit  the  age  of  any  delinquent  committed 
to  such  school  or  house  of  refuge,  the  managers  shall  as  soon  as 
may  be  after  such  delinquent  shall  be  received  by  them,  ascer- 
tain her  age  by  the  best  means  in  their  power,  and  cause  the 
same  to  be  entered  in  a  book  to  be  designated  by  them  for  that 
purpose,  and  the  age  of  such  delinquent  thus  ascertained  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  true  age  of  such  delinquent.

§  138.  Conveyance  of  females  committed. — The  board  of  man- 
agers of  such  institution  shall  employ  suitable  female  persons  to 
be  known  as  marshals,  to  convey  from  the  place  of  conviction  to 
such  institution,  all  females  legally  committed  thereto,  and  such 
marshals  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  of  deputy  sheriffs 
in  respect  thereto.

§  13S<-b,  (Jlotbing  and  money  to  be  furnished  dischargeij  in- 
mates,— The  board  of  managers  of  such  insiimtiun  may.  in  their 
discretion,  furnish  to  each  inmate  of  such  institution  who  shall 
be  discharged  therefrom^  necessary  clothing  not  exceeding  twelve 
dollars  in  value,  or  if  discharged  between  the  first  day  of  No-

Section  140.  Names  and  locations  of  house  of  refuge  and  re- 
formatory for  women. — ^Tlie  house  of  correction  for  women 
located  at  Albion  is  continued  and  shall  be  known  as  the  western 
house  of  refuge  for  women.  The  reformatory  for  women  located 
at  Bedford  is  also  continued  and  shall  be  known  as  the  New 
York  state  reformatory  for  women.  The  house  of  refuge  for 
women  at  Hudson  shall  l>e  continued  as  the  New  York  state 
ti-aining  school  for  girls,  as  provided  in  article  eight  of  the  state 
charities  law.  No  female  over  the  age  of  sixteen  jj'ears  shall  be 
committed  to  the  New  York  state  training  school  for  girls  after 
June  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  four.  All  inmates  of  the  house 
of  refuge  for  women  at  Hudson  on  June  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  four,  unless  transferred  therefrom  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  law.  shall  be  subject  to  the  custody  and  control  of  the  board 
uf  managers  of  such  institution,  according  to  the  provisions  of 


law  under  which  they  were  eomnjitted  thereto,  (An  amended  hf^ 
chapter  453  of  the  Lairs  of  11^04.1 

§  141.  Appointment  of  managen!. — Each  Bucb  institation  eball 
be  under  the  control  of  its  present  board  of  managerB,  until  others 
are  appointed.  Bncb  boards  shall  conslBt  of  six  managers  to  be 
apiK>inted  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  senate.  All  siieb  managers  shall  be  residents  of  the  state, 
two  shall  be  women  and  one  a  i>hysician  who  has  practiced  his 
profession  for  ten  years.  The  terms  of  tbe  managers  hereafter 
appointed  shall  be  six  years,  except  that  the  managers  appointett 
to  fill  vacancies  shall  hold  office  for  the  nnexpired  terms  of  the 
managers  whom  they  succeed.

— Eaeh  manager  and  superintendent 
of  such  institutions  shall  take  the  constitutional  oath  of  office 
and  each  superintendent  sliall  execute  a  bond  to  the  people  of 
this  state  in  the  sum  of  live  thoiieand  dollars  with  sureties 
approved  by  the  state  comjitroller,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  comptroller.  The  manager  appointed  as  treasurer 
of  such  institution  shall  give  a  bond  in  such  amount  as  the 
coiiiptroUer  may  direct.  The  comptroller  may  renuire  other 
officers  of  such  institutions  to  give  a  bond  if  in  his  opinion  the

§  14G.  Commitments;  papers  furnished  by  committing  magis- 
trates. 

Subdivision  1."  A  female»  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  thirty 
years,  convicted  by  any  court  or  magistrate  of  petit  larceny, 
vagrancy  under  subdivision  three  or  four  of  section  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty-seven  of  the  code  of  criminal  i)rocedure,  habitual 
drunkenness,  of  being  a  common  prostitute,  or  frequenting  dis- 
orderly houses  or  houses  of  prostitution,  or  of  a  misdemeanor,  ■ 
and  who  is  not  insane,  nor  mentally  or  physically  incapable  of 
being  substantially  benefited  by  the  discipline  of  either  of  such 
institutions,  may  be  sentenced  and  commilted  to  the  western 
house  of  refuge  for  women  at  Albion  or  the  New  York  state  re-  ■ 
forraatory.for  women  at  Bedford,  to  be  thei'e  confined  under  the 
provisions  of  law  reluHug  to  such  institution.  Such  commit- 
ments shall  not  be  for  a  definite  tei*m,  but  any  such  female  may 
lie  paroled  or  discharged  at  any  time  after  her  commitment  by 
the  board  of  managers  of  such  institution,  liut  shall  not  in  any 
case  be  detained  longer  than  three  years.  Such  commitments  to 
the  western  house  of  refuge  for  women  at  Albion  shall  be  from  ■ 
the  fourth,   fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  judicial   districts; 
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♦By  H<H?tlon  CM  of  thi?  Ppnnl  Code,  wotnen  betwe*»n  the  apes  of  fifteon  nnd  thirty, 
convirtod  of  a  felony  for  the  flret  time,  mny  be  eonitn1ttf'<1  to  the  Hooses  of  Kefufi^ 
for  Wom<*n  or  to  the  New  York  State  Reformatory  ut  Redford.  to  be 
thfk  provisions  of  law  relating  to  sueli  Institutions. 
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to  the  New  York  state  reformatory  for  women  at  Bedford,  from 
the  first,  second  and  third  judicial  districts.  {As  amended  by 
chapters  169  and  453  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

2.  The  board  of  managers  of  each  sach  institution  shall  furnish 
the  several  county  clerks  of  the  state  with  suitable  blanks  for  the 
commitment  of  women  thereto.  Such  county  clerks  shall  imme- 
diately notify  the  magistrates  of  their  respective  counties  of  the 
reception  of  such  blanks  and  that  upon  application  they  will  be 
furnished  to  them. 

3.  The  magistrate  committing  a  female  pui'suant  to  this  sec- 
tion shall  immediately  notify  the  superintendent  of  the  institu- 
tion to  which  the  commitment  is  made  of  the  conviction  of  such 
female,  and  shall  cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  the  name,  age, 
birthplace,  occupation,  previous  commitments,  if  any,  and  for 
what  offenses;  the  last  place  of  residence  of  such  female,  and  the 
particulars  of  the  offense  for  which  she  is  committed.  A  copy  of 
such  record  shall  be  transmitted,  with  the  warrant  of  commit- 
ment, to  the  superintendent  of  such  institution,  who  shall  cause 
the  facts  stated  therein,  and  such  other  facts  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  board  of  managers,  to  be  entered  in  a  book  of  record. 

4.  Snch  magistrate  shall,  Ijefore  coiiiinittiiig  any  such  female, 

inquire  into  and  determine  the  age  of  such  female  at  the  time 

of  commitment,  and  her  age  as  so  determined  shall  be  stated  in 

the  warrant.    The  statement  of  the  age  of  such  female  in  such 

warrant  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  as  to  such  age,  in  any  aotion 

to  recover  damages  for  her  detention  or  imprisonment  under 

such  warrant,  and  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  thereof  in  any 

other  inquiry,  action  or  proceeding  relating  to  such  detention  or 

imprisonment.     (As  amended  ly  Chapter  G32  of  the  Laws  of  1899.) 

New  York  City — UNAurnoBizEo  Conviction  of  a  Woman  as  a  Public 
Pbostitute.  a  woman  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  thirty  years  cannot 
be  held  in  custody  in  the  State  Reformatory  at  Bedford,  N.  Y.,  under  L. 
1899,  ch.  632,  upon  a  warrant  reciting  her  conviction  by  a  city  magistrate 
of  the  city  of  New  York  as  a  "  public  prostitute,"  for,  if  her  offense  was 
a  misdemeanor,  the  city  magistrate  had  no  jurisdiction  of  it,  while,  if  it 
was  conduct  that  tended  to  a  breach  of  the  peace  and  not  a  misdemeanor, 
he  could  only  hold  her  to  ball  for  good  behavior.  People  ex  rel.  Clark  v. 
New  York  State  Reformatory  for  Women,  38  N.  Y.  Misc.  241. 
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New  York  City — City  Magistrate  has  no  JuBismcnoN  of  a  Misde- 
meanor— CoNSTBUCTiow  OF  L.  lSi%  cii.  l>32 — A  Statutoby  Offense,  not 
DEFINED  AS  A  Felony,  is  a  Misdemeanor.  A  womao  ia  the  city  of  New 
York,  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  aud  thirty  years,  duly  charged  with  vio- 
lating L.  1S81»,  clh  410,  §  145^,  in  that  she  was  "  loitering  on  Mott  street, 
lliat  being  a  public  thoroughfare  and  public  place,  soliciting  and  importun- 
ing men  passing  in  or  along  sjdd  thoroughfare  or  place,  for  the  purijose  of 
prostitution,  to  tiie  great  aimo)'ance  of  the  people,'*  etc.,  and  convicted  by  a 
magistrate  in  tlie  city  of  Isew  York  after  pleading  not  guilty,  cannot  be  held 
iti  cualody  by  the  State  He  form  a  lory  at  Bedford,  N,  Y.,  as  the  magistrate 
had  no  jurisdiction  to  try  the  offense,  tlie  same  being  a  misdemeanor. 

The  contention  of  the  people  that,  because  the  warrant  recited  that  the 
iufyrmation  charged  tlie  woman  with  "  disorderly  conduct  and  being  a 
prusiitute  and  soliciting  men  for  tlie  purpoise  of  prostitution  in  the  public 
street,"  she  must  have  been  convicted  of  being  a  ** common  prostitute,"  under 
L.  1S99,  ch.  (532,  and  tliat  such  an  offense  is  not  made  by  that  statute  and 
is  not  a  misdemeanor,  but  is  only  a  quaxi  criminal  offense  to  be  Bummarily 
dealt  with,  is  not  tenable. 

Where  an  offense  is  created  by  statute  It  must  be  classed  as  a  misde- 
meanor unless  by  its  definition  it  comes  under  the  liead  of  a  felony.  It 
cannot  be  classed  as  eitlier  a  felony  or  iniRdcnioanor  but  as  only  a  quaH 
crliuinai  offense  to  be  summarily  dealt  with,  uide8s  the  statute  expressly 
so  authorizes.  People  ejf  rcL  Smith  v.  ^'ew  York  iiUite  Reformatory  for 
Women,  38  N,  Y,  Misc.  243. 

New  York  City — Jurisdiction  of  Magistrates — Distinction  between 
*'  Disorderly  Conduct"  and  Such  Conduct  When  it  Tends  to  a  Breach 
of  the  Peace' — Constbuction  or  L.  1899,  ch.  632 — Summary  Jubibdiction 
01^  MAGisTttATES.  There  is  in  the  law  no  sucii  offense  as  "disorderly  con- 
duct *'  simply,  but  where  a  woman  of  the  city  of  New  York  is  charged  with 
*'  disorderly  conduct,  in  that  slie  did  on  the  21th  day  of  December,  1901, 
solicit  men  for  the  purposes  of  prostitution  *'  on  a  named  public  street  of 
said  city,  there  is  a  statement  of  disorderly  conduct  that  tends  to  a  breacb 
of  tile  ijeace,  within  L.  1S82,  cli,  410,  §  1158,  subd.  2,  still  in  force. 

Such  an  offense  is  a  misdemeanor  and  where  the  woman  pleads  not 
guilty  of  it  a  city  magistrate  of  said  ciiy  cannot  convict  her  of  the  offense, 
as  the  Court  of  Special  Sessions  of  said  city  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  to 
liear  and  determine  all  charges  of  misdemeanor  in  said  city  except  lu  a 
case  where  the  accusetl  is  imlicted  before  trial  or  the  charge  is  prosecuted 
by  Indictment  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  L,  1895,  ch.  OtH^  §  14. 

The  statute,  L.  181K),  ch.  032,  permitting  women  between  the  ages  of 
fifteen  and  thirty  years  to  be  sentenced  to  the  State  Reformatory  at 
Bedford,  N.  Y.,  on  being  '*  convitted  i*y  any  magistrate  ♦  ♦  •  of  being 
a  common  prostittite,  of  frequenting  disorderly  houses  or  houses  of  prosti- 
tution, or  of  a  misdemeanor "  w^as  not  Intended  to  and  did  not  create 
offenses  or  confer  on  magistrates  of  said  city  juris^dlction  of  misdemeanors 
or  enlarge  ibeir  existing  jurisdiction,  nor  is  jurisdiction  of  misdemeanors 
cxjDferred  on  them  by  L.  1807,  ch.  37S,  §  707, 

The  statutory  jurisdiction  of  «uch  magistrates,  in  regard  to  summary 
convictions,  considered.  People  ex  rfl.  Frank  \\  Neto  York  State  Beforma- 
tory  for  W<m.€n,  38  N.  Y'.  Misc.  233. 
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CbIME — ^DlSORDEBLT  CONDUCT  UNDER  SECTION  1458,  NBW  YOBK  CTTT  CON- 
SOLIDATION Act — Common  Pbostitute — ^A  Minor  Offense — A  Prostitutb 
May  Bk  Summarily  Convicted  by  a  City  Magistrate  of  New  York  and 
Punished  as  Prescribed  in  Section  707  of  the  New  York  City  Revised 
Charter — She  May  Not  Be  Sentenced  as  Prescribed  by  the  State  Chari- 
ties I^w.  Section  1458  of  the  Consolidation  Act  (Laws  of  1882,  chap.  410) 
which  provides,  **  Every  person  in  said  city  and  county  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  disorderly  conduct  that  tends  to  a  breach  of  the  peace,  who  shall 
in  any  th(n*oughfare  or  public  place  in  said  city  and  county  commit  any  of 
the  following  offenses,  that  is  to  say:  ♦  ♦  ♦  (2)  Every  common  pros- 
titute or  nightwalker  loitering  or  being  in  any  thoroughfare  or  public  place 
for  the  purpose  of  prostitution  or  solicitation,  to  the  annoyance  of  the 
inhabitants  or  passers-by,"  is  still  in  force  in  the  present  city  of  New  York. 

The  offenses  mentioned  in  the  second  subdivision  of  section  1458  of  the 
Consolidation  Act  are  not  misdemeanors  under  the  common  law,  but  are 
minor  offenses  cognizable  by  the  city  magistrates  who  may  summarily  con- 
vict the  offenders. 

A  female,  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  thirty,  convicted  by  a  police 
magistrate  of  the  offense  of  disorderly  conduct  as  defined  in  subdivision  2 
of  section  1458  of  the  Consolidation  Act,  may,  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 707  of  the  revised  charter  of  the  city  of  New  York  (Laws  of  1901,  chap. 
466),  be  fined  ten  dollars,  confined  in  a  workhouse  or  penitentiary  for  six 
months  or  be  compelled  to  give  a  bond  for  good  behavior.  She  cannot, 
however,  be  so  committed  under  section  146  of  the  State  Charities  Law 
(Laws  of  1896.  chap.  540,  as  amd.  by  Laws  of  1899,  chap.  632),  which  pro- 
vides, "A  female,  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  thirty  years,  convicted  by 
any  magistrate  of  petit  larceny,  habitual  drunkenness,  of  being  a  com- 
mon prostitute,  of  frequenting  disorderly  houses  or  houses  of  prostitution, 
or  of  a  misdemeanor.  ♦  ♦  ♦  may  be  sentenced  and  committed  "  to  cer- 
tain institutions  for  a  period  of  three  years  or  until  discharged  by  the 
board  of  managers  of  such  institutions,  as  that  section  does  not  relate  to 
disorderly  conduct  as  defined  in  section  1458  of  tlie  Consolidation  Act,  but 
to  matters  which  are  either  misdemeanors  or  special  proceedings  of  a 
criminal  nature  fully  provided  for  by  the  Penal  Code  and  by  the  Code  of 
Criminal  Procedure.  People  ex  rel.  Frank  v.  New  York  State  Reformatory 
for  Women,  People  ex  rel.  Clark  v.  Same  and  People  ex  rel  Smith  v.  Same, 
80  App.  Div.  448. 

The  State  Charities  Law— Jurisdiction  of  New  York  City  Magis- 
trate TO  Sentence  Women  to  State  Reformatory  at  Bedford  under  Sec- 
tion 146  Thereof  —  Conviction  Must  Be  for  Offenses  Enumerated 
Therein.  Under  section  146  of  the  State  Charities  Law  (L.  1806,  ch.  546, 
as  amd.  by  L.  1899,  ch.  632),  providing  that  "A  female,  between  the  ages 
of  fifteen  and  thirty  years,  convicted  by  any  magistrate  of  petit  larceny, 
habitual  drunkenness,  of  being  a  common  prostitute,  of  frequenting  dis- 
orderly houses  or  houses  of  prostitution,  or  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  who  is 
not  insane,  nor  mentally  or  physically  incapable  of  being  substantially 
benefited  by  the  discipline  of  either  of  such  Institutions,  may  be  sentenced 
and  committed  to  ^  ♦  ♦  the  New  Yorlj  State  Reformatory  for  Women 
at  Bedford,"  a  magistrate  of  the  city  of  New  York  has  no  jurisdiction  to 
sentence  a  woman  to  such  reformatory  unless  she  is  convicted  of  one  or 
more  of  the  offenses  enumerated  therein;  and  a  conviction  thereunder  is 
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improjjer  where  M  u  iuiiRisslble  hi  detoriuiiie,  from  tbe  records  end  papere 
relating  to  the  ci>Dvk'tioii  and  sentence  returued  upoD  writs  of  habeas 
corpus  and  eertiorftri  allowed  in  ber  bebalf,  whether  she  wqb  convicted  of 
being  a  prostitute,  either  '*  public'*  or  '*  coTiimon,"  assuming  these  terms  to 
be  practloally  synonymous,  or  on  the  charge  of  "disorderly  conduct;*'  but, 
assiuning  that  it  Is  reasonably  certain  that  the  magistrate  intended  to  con- 
vict the  relator  of  **  disorderly  conduct,"  then  the  conviction  is  not  a  valid 
.Cfmviclion  for  a  misdemeanor  and^  therefore,  within  the  purview  of  tbe 
^  State  Charities  Law,  uuless  the  offense  complained  of  constitutes  a  misde- 
meanor as  defined  by  law :  and  where  tlie  record  fails  to  show^  that  the 
disorderly  coadwet  eorajvlatned  of  comes  within  the  meaning  of  section  1458 
of  tJie  Consolidation  Act;  which  seems  to  have  been  incorporated  into  the 
tiretiter  New  York  charter,  or  that  of  section  G75  of  tlie  Penal  Code,  relating 
to  the  offense  of  disorderly  conduct,  so  that  it  constitutes  the  offense  of 
*'  disorderly  conduct,"  as  therein  dcftnod*  and,  tlicrefore,  is  a  misdemeanor, 
the  relator  is  properly  dischar^eil  from  custrnly.  People  fd?  rel.  Clark  v. 
New  york  ^tate  Ueformaturi/  for  Women,  IIW  N.  Y.  405.  People  ej  rek 
Ulark  y.  Neu-  Ym*k  State  [ieformatririf  for  Women,  SO  App.  Div,  448, 
affirmed. 

§  147.  Return  of  females  improperly  committed. — Whenever 
it  sliall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board  of  managers  of 
anj  such  institution,  that  aoj  person  committed  thereto  is  not 
of  proper  age  to  be  so  committed  or  is  not  properly  committed, 
or  is  insane  or  mentally  incaj^ahle  of  being  materially  benefited 
by  the  discipline  of  any  such  institution,  such  board  of  managers 
shall  eause  the  return  of  such  female  to  the  county  from  which 
she  was  so  committed.  Such  female  shall  be  so  returned  in  the 
custody  of  one  of  the  persons  employed  by  such  boards  of  man 
agers  to  convey  to  such  institutions  women  committed  thereto. 
who  shall  deliver  her  into  the  custody  of  the  sheritT  of  the  county 
from  which  she  was  committed.  Such  sheritT  shall  take  such 
female  before  the  magistrate  making  the  commitment,  or  some 
other  magistrate  having  equal  jurisdiction  in  such  county,  to  be 
by  such  magistrate  resentenced  fur  tin*  offense  for  which  she  was 
committed  to  any  such  institution  and  dealt  with  in  all  respects 
as  though  she  bad  not  been  so  committed. 

The  cost  and  expenses  of  the  return  of  such  female,  necessarily 
incurred  and  (laid  by  any  such  board  of  managers  shall  be  a 
charge  against  the  county  from  which  such  fi  male  was  com 
mitted,  to  be  paid  by  such  county  (o  «uch  board  of  managers  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  county  charges  are  collected.

§  147-a.  Transfers  to  other  institutious. — If  at  auy  time  there 
shall  be  more  inmates  in  any  of  such  institutions  than  can  Int 
properly  cared  for  therein,  the  board  of  managers  shall  so  inform 
the  state  board  of  charities.  The  state  board  of  charities  may 
thereupon  authorize  and  direct  the  transfer  of  such  excess,  or  any 
part  of  such  excess  of  inmates  to  such  one  of  the  other  houses 
of  refuge  or  state  reformatories  as  the  state  board  of  charities 
may  designate.  The  said  board  of  managei-s  shall  thereupon 
transfer  to  such  other  institution  such  number  of  inmates,  pref- 
erably those  last  received  by  such  institution.  Such  transfers 
shall  be  made  as  follows:  The  board  of  managers  shall  advise 
the  superintendent  of  the  institution  so  designated  of  the  number 
to  be  so  transferred,  and  this  officer  shall  cause  them  to  l)e  taken 
to  such  institution  and  receive  and  keep  them  according  to  their 
sentences  respectively,  the  same  as  if  they  had  b(»en  originally 
sentenced  thereto.  With  the  innuites  so  ti'ansferivd  there  shall 
be  furnished  certified  copies  of  their  sentences  and  commitments. 
{Added  by  chapter  1G9  of  the  Lairs  of  1004.) 

§  148.  Disposition  of  children  of  women  so  committed. — 
If  any  woman  committed  to  any  such  institution,  at  the  time 
of  such  commitment  is  a  mother  of  a  nursing  child  in  her  care 
onder  one  year  of  age,  or  is  pregnant  with  child  which  shall  be 
bom  after  such  commitment,  such  child  may  accompany  its 
mother  to  and  remain  in  such  institution  until  it  is  two  years 
of  age  and  must  then  be  removed  therefrom. 

The  board  of  managers  of  any  such  institution  may  cause  such 
child  to  be  placed  in  any  asylum  for  children  in  this  state  and 
pay  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  such  child  therein  at  a  rate 
not  to  exceed  two  and  one-half  dollars  a  week,  until  the  mother 
of  such  child  shall  have  been  discharged  from  such  institution, 
or  may  commit  such  child  to  the  care  and  custody  of  some  rela- 
tive or  proper  person  willing  to  assume  such  care. 

If  such  woman,  at  the  time  of  such  commitment,  shall  be  the 
mother  of  and  have  under  her  exclusive  care  a  child  more  than 
one  year  of  age,  which  might  otherwise  be  left  without  proper 
care  or  guardianship,  the  magistrate  committing  such  woman 
shall  cause  such  child  to  be  committed  to  such  asylum  as  may 
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be  provided  by  law  for  such  purposes,  or  to  the  care  and  custody 
of  some  relative  or  proper  person  willing  to  assume  such  care. 

§  149.  Conveyance  of  women  committed. — The  board  of 
managers  of  each  of  such  institutions  shall  employ  suitable  per- 
sons to  be  known  as  marshals,  to  convey  from  the  place  of  con- 
viction to  such  institution,  all  w^omen  legally  committed  thereto, 
and  such  marshals  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  of  deputy 
sheriffs  in  respect  thereto.  All  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in 
making  such  conveyance  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
board  of  managers.  In  case  of  the  commitment  of  a  woman, 
who,  at  the  time  thereof,  is  the  mother  of  a  nursing  child  or  is 
pregnant,  the  board  of  managers  shall  designate  a  woman  of 
suitable  age  and  character  to  accompany  the  person  so  com- 
mitted, along  with  the  oflScer  or  representative,  authorized  in 
this  section  to  be  employed  by  such  managers. 

§  150.  Detentions  and  rearrests  in  cases  of  escapes. — ^The 
board  of  managers  of  any  such  institution  may  detain  therein, 
under  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  them,  any  female 
legally  committed  thereto,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  sentence 
and  commitment,  and  conditionally  discharge  such  female  at  any 
time  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  commitment. 

If  an  inmate  escai>e  or  be  conditionally  discharged  from  any 
such  institution,  the  board  of  managers  may  cause  her  to  be 
rearrested  and  returned  to  such  institution, to  be  detained  therein 
for  the  unexpired  portion  of  her  term,  dating  from  the  time  of 
her  escape  or  conditional  discharge.  A  person  employed  by  the 
board  of  managers  of  any  such  institution  to  convey  to  such  in- 
stitution, women  committed  thereto,  may  arrest,  without  a  war- 
rant, an  escaped  inmate  in  any  county  in  this  state,  and  shall 
forthwith  convey  her  to  the  institution  from  which  she  escaped; 
and  a  magistrate  may  cause  an  escaped  inmate  to  be  arrested 
and  held  in  custody,  until  she  can  be  removed  to  such  institution, 
as  in  the  case  of  her  first  commitment  thereto. 

A  person  conditionally  discharged  from  any  such  institution 
may  be  arrested  and  returned  thereto,  upon  a  warrant  issued  by 
its  president  and  secretary.    Such  warrant  shall  briefly  state  the 
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reason  for  such  arrest  and  return,  and  shall  be  directed  and 
delivered  to  a  person  employed  by  such  board  of  managers  to 
convey  to  such  institutions,  women  committed  thereto,  and  may 
be  executed  by  such  person  in  any  such  county  of  this  state. 

§  151.  Employment  of  inmates. — The  board  of  managers  of 
each  institution  shall  determine  the  kind  of  employment  for 
women  committed  thereto  and  shall  provide  for  their  necessary 
custody  and  superintendence.  The  provisions  for  the  safe  keep- 
ing and  employment  of  such  women  shall  be  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  teaching  such  women  a  useful  trade  or  profession  and  im 
proving  their  mental  and  moral  condition. 

Such  board  of  managers  may  credit  such  women  with  a  reason- 
able compensation  for  the  labor  performed  by  them,  and  may 
charge  them  with  the  necessary  expenses  of  their  maintenance 
and  discipline,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  week. 
If  any  balance  shall  be  found  to  be  due  such  women  at  the  ex- 
piration of  their  terms  of  commitment,  such  balance  may  be 
paid  to  them  at  the  time  of  their  discharge. 

To  secure  the  safe  keeping,  obedience  and  good  order  of  the 
women  committed  to  any  such  institution,  the  superintendent 
thereof,  has  the  same  power  as  to  such  women,  as  keepers  of  jails 
and  penitentiaries  possess  as  to  persons  committed  to  their  cus- 
tody. 

§  152.  Clothing  and  money  to  be  furnished  discharged 
inmates. — The  board  of  managers  of  any  such  institution  may, 
in  their  discretion,  furnish  to  each  inmate  of  such  institution 
who  shall  be  discharged  therefrom,  necessary  clothing  not  ex- 
ceeding twelve  dollars  in  value,  or  if  discharged  between  the  first 
day  of  November  and  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  value  of  not 
exceeding  eighteen  dollars,  and  ten  dollars  in  money,  and  a  ticket 
for  the  transportation  of  one  person  from  such  institution  to  the 
place  of  conviction  of  such  inmate,  or  to  such  other  place  as 
such  inmate  may  designate,  at  no  greater  distance  from  such 
institution  than  the  place  of  conviction. 

§  153.  Board  of  managers  of  Bedford  reformatory  to 
notify   county   clerks  of   completion   thereof. — As  soon  as  the 
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Bt^dford  Beformatorj  for  Women  is  coniploted  and  ready  for 
the  reception  of  inmates,  the  board  of  mamigers  thereof  shall 
notify  the  county  clerks  of  Westchester  and  New  York  counties 
and  furniBh  such  clerks  with  suitahle  bkinks  for  the  commitment 
of  women  to  such  institution.  Such  county  clerks,  on  the  recep- 
tion of  such  notification,  shall  transmit  a  copy  thereof  to  the 
several  magistrates  of  such  counties.

Bection  100.  Establishment  of  asylum.— The  Thomas  Asylum 
for  Orphan  and  Destitute  Indian  Children,  established  on  the  Cat- 
taraugus reservation  in  the  county  of  Erie,  is  hereby  continued. 

Huch  asylom  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  the  corporate  name  of 
''  Thomas  Asylum  for  Orphan  and  Destitute  Indian  Children," 
and  service  of  process  and  papers  may  be  made  upon  the  super- 
intendent or  any  manager  of  such  asylum. 

§  1(1  L  Board  of  managers. — Such  asylum  shall  be  under  the 
control  and  management  of  a  board  of  managers,  consisting 
it{  U'u  members,  three  of  whom  shall  be  Seneca  Indians.  Such 
managers  and  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
hy  and  wiih  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  *^enate,  and  shall 
hold  thpir  idlice  for  six  years,  and  until  others  are  appointed  in 
their  stead,  subject  to  removal  for  cause  by  the  governor.  If 
any  manager  fails,  without  being  excused  by  vote  of  the  board, 
for  one  year,  to  attend  the  regular  meeting  of  the  board  of  which 
he  is  a  member,  his  office  sLall  become  vacant.  A  certificate  of 
every  such  failure  shall  forthwith  be  transmitted  by  the  board 
to  the  governor,  and  all  vacancies  caused  by  removal  or  expi- 
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ration  of  office  or  otherwise  shall  be  filled  bj  the  governor,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  senate. 

§  l(i2.  Powers  and  duties  of  board  of  managers.^ — The  board 
of  managers  shall  have  the  genera!  direction  and  control  of  all 
the  property  and  concerns  of  such  asylum,  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  by  law.  They  may  acquire  and  hold,  in  the  name  of  and 
for  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York,  property,  by  grant,  gift, 
devise  or  bequest,  except  reservation  lands,  which  may  be  held 
by  those  managers  who  are  Seneca  Indians,  to  be  applied  to  the 
I  maintenance  of  orphan  and  destitute  ludian  children,  and  the 
general  use  of  theasylum.  They  shall  not  receive  anyoom[)ensation 
fur  their  services,  but  shall  receive  actual  and  necessary  travel- 
ing expenses  for  attending  the  regular  meetings  of  the  board, 
as  prescribed  by  the  bylaws  of  said  asylum.    They  shall: 

L  Adopt,  with  the  approval  or  conseut  of  the  state  board  of 
charities,  by-laws  for  the  regulation  and  management  of  said 
asylum,  and  regulating  the  appointment  and  duties  of  officers, 
assistants  and  employes  of  the  asylum,  and  ordain  and  enforce 
a  suitabit-  system  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  internal  gov- 
ernment, discipline  and  management  of  the  same* 

2.  Take  care  of  the  general  interests  of  the  asylum,  and  see 
that  its  design  is  carried  into  efiTect  according  to  law,  and  its  by- 

tlawB,  rules  and  regulations.  They  shall,  on  application,  receive 
destitute  and  orphan  Indian  children  from  any  of  the  several 
reservations  located  within  this  state,  and  shall  furnish  them 
such  care,  moral  training,  and  education,  and  such  instrnction 
in  husbaudry,  and  the  arts  of  civitiz^atlon  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  thefr  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations. 

3.  Keep  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  a  fair  and  full 
record  of  their  doings*  which  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the 
inspection  of  the  governor,  the  state  hoard  of  chanties  or  any 
person  appointed  to  examine  the  same  by  the  governor,  the  state 
board  of  charities,  or  either  house  of  the  legislature* 

4.  Maintain  an  efifeetJve  inspection  of  theasylom,  for  whioh  pur- 

r  pose  a  committee  of  the  board,  consisting  of  at  least  four  members 
thereof,  shall  visit  the  asylum  at  least  bimonthly,  and  the  whole 
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board  at  least  twice  a  jear,  and  at  Boch  other  times  as  may  be  pre^ 
Bcribed  by  the  bj-laws, 

5.  Enter  in  a  book  kept  by  them  for  that  purpose,  the  date  of 
each  rmii,  the  condition  of  the  asylam  and  the  children  therein, 
and  ite  property,  and  all  such  managers  present  shall  sign  such 
entries, 

6,  Make,  annually,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January,  a 
report  to  the  legislature  of  the  condition  of  said  a«yluni,  including 
a  true  account  in  detail,  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  all 
ninoeys  that  shall  corae  into  their  hands,  op  under  their  control, 
the  number,  age  and  sex  of  such  destitute  orphan  children  in  said 
asylum,  with  the  name  of  the  reservation  to  which  they  beloni^, 
and  the  proi>ortion  of  the  year  each  has  been  maintained  and  in- 
etructed  In  said  asylum,  and  such  suggestions  and  recommenda- 
tions as  they  may  deem  pmper,  or  which  may  be  required  of  them 
by  the  state  board  of  charities. 

§  163,  Officers;  salaries. — Buch  l>oard  shall  appoint  for  the  aay- 
!um,  as  often  as  necessary,  and  for  cause,  after  an  opportunity  to 
be  heard,  remove: 

1.  A  superintendent,  a  matron,  and  a  well-educated  physician, 
who  shall  be  a  graduate  of  an  incorporated  medical  college. 

2,  A  treasurer,  who  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  people  of  the  state 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  trust,  with  such  sureties,  and 
in  mich  amount  as  the  comptroller  of  the  state  shall  approve. 

The  superintendent,  matron,  and  other  assistants  shall  eon- 
stantly  rc-side  in  the  asylum,  or  on  the  premises,  and  shall  bt 
designated  the  resident  officers  of  the  asylum.  The  phyaiciau 
shall  visit  said  asylum  at  such  times,  and  perform  such  duties  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by  laws,  niles  and  regulations  of  the 
asylum.  Bach  board  shall  also,  froan  time  to  time,  with  the  a'» 
proval  of  the  state  board  of  charities,  fix  the  annual  salaries  and 
nlltiwances  of  such  officers.  Such  salaries  shall  be  paid  in  equal 
monthly  installments  by  the  treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  board 
of  managers,  countersigned  by  the  superintendent  thereof,  and 
eertitied  as  coiTect, 

g  1G4.  Superintendent,  powers  and  duties. — The  8uj>enntend- 
ent  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  such  asylam,  and  in  his 
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absence  or  sickness,  the  matron  shall  perform  the  duties,  and  be 
subject  to  the  responsibilities  of  the  superintendent.  Subject  to 
the  bj-laws,  rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  board  of 
managers,  such  officer  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of 
the  buildings,  grounds,  and  farm,  together  with  their  furniture, 
fixtures  and  stock,  and  shall: 

1.  Daily  ascertain  the  condition  of  all  the  children  and  prescribe 
their  conduct. 

2.  Appoint,  with  the  ai^proval  of  the  board  of  mnnagers,  the 
other  resident  officers,  afisistants  and  employes  not  otherwise  pi*o> 
vided  for,  that  he  may  think  necessary  for  the  economical  and  effi- 
cient performance  of  the  business  of  the  asylum,  and  prescribe 
their  duties,  and  he  may  discharge  them  at  his  discretion. 

3.  Cause  full  and  fair  accounts  and  records  of  all  his  doings, 
and  of  the  entire  business  and  operation  of  the  asylum  to  be  kepi 
regularly,  from  day  to  day,  in  books  provided  for  that  purpose. 

4.  See  that  all  such  accounts  and  records  are  justly  made  up  for 
the  annual  report  to  the  legislature,  as  required  by  this  act,  and 
present  the  same  to  the  board  of  managers,  who  shall  incorporate 
them  into  their  report  to  the  legislature. 

5.  Keep  in  a  book,  in  which  he  shall  cause  to  be  entered,  at  the 
time  of  the  reception  of  any  child,  his  name,  age,  residence,  and 
the  names  of  his  parents  (if  any),  to  what  reservation  and  tribe 
he  belongs,  and  the  date  of  such  reception,  and  by  wham  brought, 
and  the  condition  of  the  general  health  of  such  child. 

§  165.  Treasurer,  powers  and  duties. —  The  treasurer  shall 
have  the  custody  of  all  moneys,  oblifjations  and  securities  belong- 
ing to  the  asylum.    He  shall : 

1.  Open  with  some  good  and  solvent  bank,  conveniently  near 
the  asylum,  an  account  in  his  name  as  such  treasurer,  and  deposit 
all  moneys,  upon  receiving  the  same,  therein,  and  draw  from  the 
same  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  by-laws,  specifying  the 
object  of  payment. 

2.  Keep  a  full  and  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  payment 
in  the  manner  directed  by  1:he  by-laws,  and  such  other  accounts  as 
the  board  of  managers  sihall  prescribe,  render  a  statement  to  the 
board  of  managers  whenever  required  by  them.

TEE  S!rATE  INBTJ8TBIAL  SCHOOL,  BOGHESTEB. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  five  hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  entitled  ^'An  act 
changing  the  name  of  the  'Western  House  of  Refage  for 
Juvenile  Delinquents  in  Western  New  York,'  to  *The  State 
Industrial  School/  and  relating  to  discipline  and  instruction 
therein,  and  commitments  thereto,  and  making  an  appropria- 
tion therefor.'* 

Chapter  470,  Laws  of  1893. 

Section  1.  Section  three  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  thirty- 
nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty.-six  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  managers  of  the  state 
industrial  school  to  receive  into  said  school  all  male  children 
who  have  heretofore  been,  or  who  may  hereafter  be,  sentenced 
to  the  western  house  of  refuge  for  juvenile  delinquents,  or  to 
the  house  of  refuge  for  juvenile  delinquents  in  western  New 
York  or  to  the  state  industrial  school,  and  to  retain  the  same, 
subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  institution,  and  said 
board  of  managers  shall  have  the  right,  and  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  receive  and  detain  all  such  persons  committed  to  their 
custody,  and  such  right  and  duty  shall  not  be  affected,  preju- 
diced or  impaired  by  reason  of,  or  in  consequence  of,  any 
technical  defect  or  clerical  error  in  the  warrant  of  commitment. 
The  several  courts  having  criminal  jurisdiction  and  who  shall 
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hold  criminal  courts  in  all  the  counties  of  this  state,  except  the 
counties  of  New  York  and  Kings,  are  hereby  authorized  to  sen- 
tence male  juvenile  delinquents  convicted  in  any  of  such  courts 
to  such  state  industrial  school.  (As  amended  hy  chapter  221  of 
the  Laws  of  1904.)

Provisions  of  the  Penal  Code. 

§  701.  House  of  refuge^  State  industrial  school,  and  New  York 
state  training  schools  for  girls. — ^Where  a  male  person;  under  the 
age  of  twelve  years  is  convicted  of  a  crime  amounting  to  felony, 
or  where  a  male  person  of  twelve  years  and  under  the  age  of 
sixteen  years  is  convicted  of  a  crime,  the  trial  court  may,  instead 
of  sentencing  him  to  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison  or  in  a  peni- 
tentiary, direct  him  to  be  confined  in  a  house  of  refuge  under 
the  provisions  of  the  statute  relating  thereto.  Where  the  con- 
viction is  had  and  the  sentence  is  inflicted  in  the  first,  second  or 
third  judicial  district,  the  place  of  confinement  must  be  a  house 
of  refuge  established  by  the  managers  of  the  society  for  the 
reformation  of  juvenile  delinquents  in  the  city  of  New  York; 
where  the  conviction  is  had  and  the  sentence  inflicted  in  any 
other  district,  the  place  of  confinement  must  be  in  the  state 
industrial  school.  Where  a  female  person  not  over  the  age  of 
twelve  years  is  convicted  of  a  crime  amounting  to  felony,  or 
where  a  female  person  of  the  age  of  twelve  years  and  not  over 
the  age  of  sixteen  years  is  convicted  of  a  crime,  the  trial  court 
may,  instead  of  sentencing  her  to  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison 
or  a  penitentiary,  direct  her  to  be  confined  in  the  New  York 
state  training  school  for  girls,  under  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
relating  thereto.  But  nothing  in  this  section  shall  affect  any  of 
the  provisions  contained  in  section  seven  hundred  and  thirteen, 
[As  amended  ty  chapter  554  of  the  Laws  of  1896,  and  chapter 
388  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  713.  Disposition  to  be  made  of  persons  under  sixteen  con- 
victed of  crime. — When  a  person  under  the  age  of  sixteen  is  con- 
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victed  of  a  crime,  he  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  cojirt,  instead 
of  being  sentenced  to  fine  or  imprisonment,  be  placed  in  charge 
of  any  suitable  person  or  institution  willing  to  receive  him,  and 
be  thereafter,  until  majority  or  for  a  shorter  term,  subjected  to 
such  discipline  and  control  of  the  person  or  institution  receiving 
him  as  a  parent  or  guardian  may  lawfully  exercise  over  a  minor. 
A  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  committed  for  misdemeanor, 
under  any  provision  of  this  code,  must  be  committed  to  some 
reformatory,  charitable  or  other  institution  authorized  by  law 
to  receive  and  take  charge  of  minors.  And  when  any  such  child 
is  committed  to  an  institution,  it  shall,  when  practicable,  be 
committed  to  an  institution  govrrned  by  i)ersons  of  the  same 
religious  faith  as  the  jiarents  of  such  child.  {As  amended  ty 
chapter  46  of  the  Laics  of  1884.)

§  698.  Imprisonment  of  female  convict. — Any  woman  over  the 
age  of  sixteen  years,  who  shall  be  convicted  of  a  felony  in  any 
of  the  courts  of  this  state,  shall,  when  the  sentence  imposed  is 
one  year  or  more,  be  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state 
prison  for  women  at  Auburn.  When  the  sentence  imposed  is 
less  than  one  year,  she  may  be  committed  to  the  county  jail  of 
the  county  where  convicted,  or  to  a  penitentiary,  or  to  the  state 
prison  for  women  at  Auburn.  A  woman  between  the  ages  of 
fifteen  and  thirty,  convicted  of  a  felony,  who  has  not  theretofore 
been  convicted  of  a  crime  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  a  state 
prison,  may  in  the  discretion  of  the  trial  court  be  sentenced  to 
a  house  of  refuge  or  reformatory  for  women,  to  be  there  con- 
fined under  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  such  house  of  refuge 
or  reformatory.  (As  amended  hy  chapter  114  of  the  Laws  of 
1900.)

Section  40.  Trustees. — ^The  property  heretofore  conveyed  to 
the  state  by  the  corporation  known  as  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  Soldiers'  Home  of  New  York,  and  all  property  hereto- 
fore or  hereafter  acquired  by  the  state  for  the  same  purpose, 
shall  continue  to  be  known  as  the  New  York  State  Soldiers 
and  Sailors'  Home,  and  shall  continue  to  be  under  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  a  board  of  trustees  consisting  of  twelve 
members,  of  which  the  governor,  attorney-general  and  the 
commander  of  the  department  of  New  York,  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  shall  be  ex-oflficio  members;  and  the 
remaining  nine  membei's  shall  be  reputable  citizens  of 
the  state  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with*  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  and  each  shall  hold  office 
for  three  years.  No  trustee  shall  receive  any  compensation  for 
his  services  as  such  trustee  or  otherwise,  except  the  trustee 
elected  to  act  as  secretary  who  may  receive  a  reasonable  annual 
compensation  for  his  services,  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  with  the 
approval  of  the  comptroller,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars.  The  board  shall  annually  elect  by  ballot 
a  president,  secretary,  treasurer  and  executive  committee,  but 
the  offices  of  secretary  and  treasurer  may  be  held  by  one  trustee 
or  separately  as  the  board  may  determine.  The  board  shall  be 
known  as  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  New  York  State  Soldiers 
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and  Sailors'  Home.  (A8  amended  by  chapter  108  of  the  Laws 
of  1903.) 

§  41.  Powers  of  trustees. — The  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
possession  of  all  property  belonging  to  or  constituting  such 
home  and  may  complete  the  buildings  therein  already  com- 
menced or  hereafter  to  be  erected,  and  keep  them  in  readiness 
for  occupation  with  any  funds  appropriated  thc^refor  or  that 
may  come  into  their  hands  for  such  purpose,  and  may  pay  any 
existing  indebtedness  of  such  corporation  which  shall  be  or  might 
become  a  lien  upon  such  property  or  any  part  thereof.  The 
board  may  make  contracts  in  its  name,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  comptroller,  for  work  and  materials  for  the  completion 
of  the  buildings  on  such  property,  the  furnishing  thereof  and  of 
supplies  for  use  and  consumption  therein,  but  shall  spend  no 
money  and  incur  no  indebtedness  for  such  purpose  beyond  the 
appropriation  previously  made  therefor  by  the  legislature.  It 
may  adopt  rules  and  regulations,  subject  to  like  approval,  speci- 
fying the  duties  of  the  officers  of  the  home,  the  government  of 
its  inmates,  fixing  the  terms  and  conditions  of  admission  thereto 
and  the  cause  and  manner  of  expulsion  therefrom.  The  board 
may  require  and  take  in  its  name  any  security  by  way  of  bond  or 
otherwise  from  any  person  appointed  or  elected  by  it,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  for  truly  accounting  for 
all  moneys  or  property  received  by  him,  for  or  on  account  of 
the  board  of  trustees  or  in  the  performance  of  such  duties. 

§  42.  Admission  to  home. — Every  honorably  discharged  soldier 
or  sailor  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States 
during  the  late  rebellion,  who  enlisted  from  the  state  of  New 
York,  or  who  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  this  state  for  one  year 
jW-eceding  his  application  for  admission,  and  who  shall  need  the 
aid  or  benefit  of  such  home  in  consequence  of  physical  disability 
or  other  cause  within  the  scope  of  the  regulations  of  the  board, 
shall  be  entitled  to  admission  thereto,  subject  to  the  conditions, 
limitations  and  penalties  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  board.

§  43.  TraBsfer  of  inmatea  to  state  bospital. — Any  soldier  or 
Bailor  regularly  admitted  into  the  home  found  to  be  insane,  may

— Such  board  shall,  annually,  on  or  before 
January  fifteenth,  make  to  the  legislature  a  detailed  report  of 
all  its  receipts  and  expenditures  and  of  all  its  proceedings  for 
the  previous  year,  with  full  estimates  for  the  coming  year  veri- 
fied by  the  president  and  treasurer*

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  sale  of  ale  and  beer  uix»n  the  premises 
of  the  New  York  State  Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Home  of  Bath, 
New  York,  and  providing  for  the  expenditure  of  the  net  pro* 
eeeds  therefrom. 

Chapter  900,  Laws  of  1896. 

Section  1.  The  trustees  of  the  New  York  Soldiers  and  Sailors' 
Home  at  Bath,  New  York,  upon  eomy dying  with  the  provision b 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve,  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-six,  of  the  state  of  New  York,  are  hereby  authorized 
to  sell  ale  and  beer  to  the  members  of  said  home,  upon  the  prem- 
ises of  said  home,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  said  trus- 
tees shall  prescribe,  and  the  provisions  of  clause  one,  section 
twenty  four  and  clause  six  of  section  thirty  of  said  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twelve  of  the  laws  of  (nghteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
six  shall  not  apply  to  such  New  York  State  Soldiers  and  Sailors* 
Home. 
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§  2.  The  said  tmsteeB  shall  expend  the  net  proceeds  of  such 
sales  for  the  support  of  the  library  and  reading-room  of  said 
home  and  for  such  other  purposes  as  they  shall  deem  best  for  the 
comfort  and  amusement  of  the  members  of  said  home. 

§  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Exempted  from  thb  Managembnt  and  CJontrol  of  State  Board 

OF  Charities. 
AN  ACT  relating  to  the  state  board  of  charities  and  their  con- 
trol and  management  of  the  New  York  State  Soldiers  and 

Sailors'  Home. 

Chapter  769,  Laws  of  1900. 

Section  1.  Soldiers  and  sailors'  home  exempted. — ^The  New 
York  state  soldiers  and  sailors'  home  is  hereby  exempted  from 
the  management  and  control  of  the  state  board  of  charities  and 
in  respect  to  said  institution  said  board  are  hereafter  only  to 
exercise  their  constitutional  right  to  visit  and  ins]^ect. 

§  2.  Repeal. — All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 


HBW  YOBX  8TATB  WOMAITS  BELIEF  COBPS  HOME,  OXFORD. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  a  home  for  the  aji^ed 
and  dependent  veteran  and  his  wife,  veterans'  mothorp,  wid- 
ows, and  army  nurses,  residents  of  New  York. 

Chapter  468,  Laws  of  1894. 
Section  1.  Establishment  of  home. — There  shall  bo  established 
in  this  state  a  home  for  the  aged  dependent  veteran  and  bis  wife, 
veterans'  mothers,  widows,  and  army  nurses,  which  shall  be 
located  within  the  state  at  a  point  which  shall  be  determined  as 
hereinafter  provided,  said  home  to  be  known  as  "  New  York 
State  Woman's  Relief  Corps  Home."  (As  amend^^d  by  chapter 
47  of  the  Laics  of  1897.) 

§  2.  Board  of  managers. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor 
within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  by  and  with 
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the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  to  api 
of  the  state,  six  of  whom  shall  be  women  iind  three  men,  to  con- 
stitute a  board  of  managers  of  said  home  who  shall  hold  office, 
three  for  two,  three  for  four,  and  three  for  six  jears»  respec- 
tively, as  shall  be  indieated  by  the  governor  on  makins^  the 
appointment,  and  thereafter  all  appointments  except  to  fill 
vacancies  in  said  board  shall  be  for  six  years  and  shall  be  made 
by  the  governor  with  the  adviee  and  consent  of  the  i^enate. 
Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  said  board  after  the  expiration 
of  a  term  of  office  or  by  resignation  or  removal  or  otherwise, 
the  governor  shall  appoint  a  resident  of  the  state  to  fill  such 
vacancy,  but  when  an  appointment  shall  be  made  to  fill  an 
unexpired  term,  the  governor  shall  so  indicate  at  the  time  of 
making  the  appointment,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall 
hold  office  only  until  the  close  of  the  unexpired  terra,  and  ap- 
pointments shall  be  so  made  that  there  will  be  at  all  times  sir 
women  and  three  men  as  members  of  said  board.  The  male 
members  of  said  board  shall  be  at  the  time  of  their  appoint- 
ment members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  of  the  depart- 
ment of  New  York,  and  the  female  members  sliall  be  members 
of  the  women^s  relief  corps,  auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  department  of  New^  York. 

§  3.  Official  oath.— Before  entering  on  their  doties  the  said 
aianagers  shall  respectively  take  and  subscribe  to  the  usual  oath 
of  office,  which  nath  may  be  taken  and  subscribed  before  the 
judge  of  any  court  of  record  of  this  state,  or  any  notary  public 
having  a  seal,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
state. 

§  4.  Compensation  and  expenses. — Said  managers  shall  receive 
no  compensation  for  their  time  of  services,  but  the  actual  and 
necessary  expenses  of  each  of  thi-m  while  engaged  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  or  her  office,  and  any  expenses  of  said  board 
incurred  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  by  this  act, 
on  beting  presented  in  writing  and  veritied  by  affidavit,  s tin II  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer  of  said  hoard  of  managers, 
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§  5.  Organization  of  board. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board 
of  managers  immediately  after  their  appointment  to  meet  and 
organize  by  the  election  of  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer 
from  their  number.  Said  board  when  organized  are  directed 
to  confer  with  the  trustees  of  the  New  York  Soldiers  and  Sail- 
ors' Home  to  ascertain  whether  any  of  the  land  now  used  by 
the  said  New  York  Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Home  can  be  made 
available  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  the  home  established  by 
this  act,  and  whether  such  lands,  if  any  there  be,  are  suitable  for 
the  purposes  of  said  home.  Said  board  is  also  directed  to 
examine  and  make  inquiry  as  to  any  other  location  within  the 
state  that  may  be  available  or  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  the 
home  established  by  this  act.  And  the  said  board  is  hereby 
empowered  to  contract  for  the  purchase  of  any  site  that  they 
may  determine  suitable,  which  said  contract,  however,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  next  legislature  of  this  state;  no 
contract  for  such  purpose,  however,  shall  be  valid  and  binding 
on  the  state  until  the  same  shall  have  been  duly  approved  by 
the  next  legislature. 

§  6.  Report  to  legislature. — Said  board  of  managers  shall 
report  the  action  which  they  have  taken  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  to  the  senate  and  assembly  within  ten  days  after  the 
organization  of  the  legislature  in  th(^  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-flve,  and  they  shall  also  prepare  and  submit  with  auch 
report,  for  the  consideration  of  the  legislature,  a  statement  of 
the  cost  of  location  or  grounds  required  and  a  general  plan  for 
the  construction  of  said  lionie,  tofjetlier  with  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  the  same,  and  the  cost  and  expense  of  maintaining 
the  same. 

§  7.  Purchase  of  site  and  erection  of  building. — Whenever  any 
site  shall  have  been  selected,  and  contract  for  the  purchase  of 
same  made  and  approved  by  the  legislature,  and  an  appropri- 
ation for  the  payment  thereof,  and  the  erection  of  the  buildings 
thereon  made  by  the  legislature  of  this  state,  it  shall  l>e  the 
duty  of  said  board  of  managers  to  purchase  such  site  and  to 
erect  suitable  buildings  thereon  for  the  care,  maintenance  and 
relief  of  aged  dependent  veterans  and  their  wives,  veterans' 
mothers,  widows,  and  array  nurses  who,  from  any  cause,  need 
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the  care  and  benefits  of  a  home,  and  to  do  all  things  necessary 
and  requisite  in  the  premises. 

§  8.  Admission  to  home. — ^Whenever  said  lands  shall  have 
been  purchased,  buildings  erected  and  said  home  ready  for  occu- 
pancy, every  honorably  discharged  soldier  or  sailor  who  served 
in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  during  the  late  rebel- 
lion, or  who  enlisted  from  the  state  of  New  York,  or  who  shall 
have  been  a  resident  of  this  state  for  one  year  preceding  ihe 
application  for  admission,  and  the  wives,  widows  and  mothers 
of  any  such  honorably  discharged  soldier  or  sailor,  and  army 
nurses  who  served  in  said  army  or  navy  and  whose  residence 
was  at  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  such  service  or  whose 
residence  shall  have  been  for  one  year  preceding  his  or  her 
application  for  admission  to  said  home,  within  the  state  of 
New  York,  or  who  shall  need  the  aid  or  benefit  of  said  home  in 
consequence  of  physical  disability  or  other  cause  within  »:he 
scope  of  the  regulations  of  the  board,  shall  be  entitled  to  admis- 
sion to  said  home,  subject  to  the  conditions,  limitations  and 
penalties  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by 
said  board.  Provided,  however,  said  soldier  or  sailor  shall  be 
a  married  man  and  shall  be  accompanied  or  attended  by  his 
wife  during  the  time  he  may  be  an  inmate  of  said  home,  but 
no  wife  or  widow  of  a  soldier  or  sailor  shall  be  admitted  as  an 
inmate  of  said  home  unless  due  and  sufficient  proof  is  presented 
of  her  marriage  to  such  soldier  or  sailor  prior  to  the  year  eight- 
een hundred  and  eighty. 


THOKAS    ABYJAJIS,    FOB    OBPHAN    AND    DESTirUTE    INDIAN 
CHTTiDBEN,  IBOQUOIS. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  transfer  of  Indian  children  from  the 
Thomas  Asyhuii  for  Orj)han  and  Destitute  Indian  Children 
to  other  asylums,  hospitals  or  institutions  for  the  custody 
and  care  of  orphan,  dependent  or  sick  children,  and  to  provide 
for  their  care,  support  and  treatment  therein. 
Chapter  242,  Laws  of  1896. 

Section  1.  Transfers. — Whenever  the  number  of  Indian  chil- 
dren in  the  Thomas  Asylum  for  Orphan  and  Destitute  Indian 
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Children,  on  the  Cattaraugus  Beservation,  duly  admitted  thereto, 
shall  be  in  excess  of  its  proper  capacity  or  the  applications  for 
admission  of  such  Indian  children  to  such  asylum  shall  exceed  its 
proper  accommodations  therefor,  or  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  trustees  of  such  asylum,  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  any 
such  Indian  children  therein  will  likely  be  promoted  by  their 
removal  to  other  asylums,  hospitals  or  institutions  for  the 
custody,  care  and  treatment  of  orphan,  dependent  or  sick  chil- 
dren, they  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  state  board  of  chari- 
ties, contract  with  the  managers  or  other  authorities  of  such 
asylums,  hospitals  or  institutions  as  they  may  deem  desirable 
for  the  reception,  care  and  treatment  of  such  Indian  children,  as 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  transferred  thereto,  at  a  fixed  weekly 
per  capita  rate  not  exceeding  two  dollars,  except  in  the  case  of 
sick  children  requiring  hospital  treatment  and  care,  when  the 
fixed  weekly  per  capita  rate  shall  not  exceed  three  dollars. 
The  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  state 
treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  this 
act. 


NEW  TOBX  STATE  INSTITUTION  EOB  THE  BLIND,  BATAVIA 
(NOW  THE  NEW  TOBX  STATE  SCHOOL  FOB  THE  BLIND). 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  establishment  of  the  New  York  State 
Institution  for  the  Blind. 

Chapter  587,  Laws  of  1865. 

Section  10.  Trustees. — As  soon  as  suitable  accommodations 
shall  be  provided,  the  governor  shall,  by  and  with  the  consent 
of  the  senate,  appoint  nine  trustees,  two  from  the  first  judicial 
district  and  one  from  each  of  the  other  judicial  districts,  who 
shall  take  charge  of  said  institution.  Such  trustees  shall  serve 
without  pay,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  three  years  and 
until  others  are  appointed. 

§  11.  Admissions  to  asylums. — ^Application  for  admission  into 
such  institution  shall  be  made  to  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court 


or  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  or  to  a  county  judge  in  tbe 
county  where  snch  applicant  shall  reside.  Such  jostice  or  judge 
ehall  hear  the  application  and  make  due  inquiry  into  the  pecun- 
iary circumstances  of  such  applicant,  or  of  the  parents  or  guard- 
ians therc*of,  and  if  it  fihall  be  proved  to  his  satisfaction  that 
such  person  or  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  person  are 
unable  to  pay  for  the  support  thereof,  and  that  such  county  is 
entitled  to  send  such  person  to  such  institution^  he  may  make 
his  order  to  that  effect,  and  thereupon  such  person  shall  be 
sent  to  and  admitted  into  such  institution  for  a  term  not  exceed- 
ing seven  years. 

§  12.  Preference  to  soldiers'  children. — ^The  persons  who  i*hall 
be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  institution  shall  be  admitted 
in  the  order  of  their  application  for  admission,  except  that  the 
blind  children  of  those  who  shall  have  died  in  the  military  serv- 
ice of  the  United  States,  or  from  wounds  or  injuries  received 
therein  during  the  present  rebellion,  shall  in  all  cases  have  a 
preference;  except  however  that  each  county  shall  be  entitled 
to  admission  for  its  blind  population  in  indigent  circumstances 
in  the  same  proportion  w^hich  the  whole  number  of  its  blind 
population  shall  bear  to  the  whole  blind  population  of  the  state, 
which  proportion  shall  be  determined  by  the  trustees;  provided 
however,  that  for  each  person  sent  by  any  county,  such  county 
shall  pay  the  annual  sura  of  fifty  dollars  towards  the  support 
of  such  person. 

§  13.  Power  of  trustees. — Baid  trustees  shall,  as  soon  after 
their  appointment  as  may  be,  meet  and  organize  by  choosing 
one  of  their  number  as  president  and  appointing  a  secretary. 
They  shall  have  power  to  make  by-law^s  and  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  transaction  of  their  business,  and  for  the  regula- 
tion and  management  of  said  institution,  which  institution  shall 
be  wholly  under  their  control;  and  as  soon  slb  may  be  necessary, 
they  8hall  appoint  some  suitable  person  as  superintendent,  and 
such  other  officers  and  employes  as  may  l>e  necessary  to  prop* 
erly  carry  on  the  business  of  said  institution,  and  fix  the  com- 
pensation thereof*

§  14.  Beoordg  to  be  kept. — Said  trustees  shall  keep  full  and 
complete  recordfi  of  all  their  proceedings,  and  also  of  the  busi- 
ness and  dally  transactions  of  such  institution,  in  books  to  be 
provided  for  that  purpose;  and  shall  annually  make  report 
thereof  to  the  legislature,  in  and  during  the  month  of  January. 

Objsotb  and  Managicmbnt. 

AN  ACT  to  define  the  objects  of  the  New  York  State  Institution 

for  the  Blind,  and  to  provide  for  its  management. 

Chapter  744,  Laws  of  1867. 

Section  1.  Persons  entitled  to  privileges  of  the  institution. — 
All  blind  persons  of  suitable  age  and  capacity  for  instruction, 
who  are  legal  residents  of  the  State,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  the  New  York  State  Institution  for  the  Blind,  with- 
out charge,  and  for  such  a  period  of  time  in  each  individual  case 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
institution;  provided,  that  whenever  more  persons  apply  for 
admission  at  one  time  than  can  be  properly  accommodated  in 
the  institution,  the  trustees  shall  so  apportion  the  number 
received,  that  each  county  may  be  represented  in  the  ratio  of 
its  blind  population  to  the  total  blind  population  of  the  state; 
and  provided  further,  that  the  children  of  citizens  who  died  in 
the  United  States  service,  or  from  wounds  received  therein  dur- 
ing the  late  rebellion,  shall  take  precedence  over  all  others. 

§  2.  Non-residents. — ^Blind  persons  from  without  the  state 
may  be  received  into  the  institution  upon  the  payment  of  an 
adequate  siim,  fixed  by  the  trustees  for  their  boarding  and 
instruction;  provided  that  such  applicant  shall  in  no  case 
exclude  those  from  the  state  of  New  York. 

§  3.  Applications  for  admission,  how  made;  certificate  re- 
quired.— Applications  for  admission  into  the  institution  shall  be 
made  to  the  board  of  trustees  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
direct,  but  the  board  shalf  require  such  application  to  be 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  the  county  judge  or  county 
clerk  of  the  county  or  the  supervisor  or  town  clerk  of  the  town, 
or  the  mayor  of  the  city  where  the  applicant  resides,  setting 
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forth  that  the  applicant  is  a  legal  resident  of  the  town,  conntj 
and  state  claimed  aa  bia  or  her  residence,  (As  amended  t»y  chap* 
ter  616  of  the  Laws  of  1872.) 

§  4.  Object  of  the  institution. — The  primary  object  of  the 
institiitioQ  shall  be,  to  furnish  to  the  blind  children  of  the  state 
the  best  known  facilities  for  acquiring  a  thorough  education, 
and  train  them  In  some  useful  profession  or  manual  art,  bj 
means  of  which  they  may  be  enabled  to  contribute  to  their  own 
support  after  leaving  the  institution;  but  it  may  likewise, 
through  its  industrial  department,  provide  such  of  them  with 
appropriate  employment  and  boarding  accommodations  as  find 
themselves  unable  after  completing  their  course  of  instruction 
and  training,  to  procure  these  elsewhere  for  themselves.  It 
shall,  however,  be  in  no  sense  an  asylum  for  those  who  are 
helpless  from  age,  infirmity,  or  otherwise,  or  a  hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  blindness. 

§  5.  Successors  of  present  board  of  trustees.^Upon  the  ex* 
piratioo  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  present  board  of  trustees, 
the  governor  shall,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  senate  ap- 
point  their  successors,  two  of  w^hom  shall  reside  in  the  county 
wherein  said  institution  is  located,  and  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
reside  within  fifty  miles  of  said  institution,  and  at  the  first 
meeting  of  said  board,  after  their  appointment  as  aforesaid,  they 
shall  divide  themselves  by  lot  into  three  equal  classes,  who  shall 
serve  for  two,  four  and  six  years,  respectively,  from  the  date  of 
their  appointments,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been 
appointed,  and  every  alternate  year  thereafter  the  governor 
shall,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  appoint  three  trus- 
tees to  fill  the  places  of  those  whose  term  of  service  will  have 
expired,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

§  6,  Declension. — In  case  of  the  declension  of  any  member  of 
said  board  of  trustees  to  act  under  his  apx>ointraent,  or  of  the 
occurrence  of  any  other  casual  vacancy  in  the  board,  the  gov- 
ernor shall  forthwith  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  fill  such 
vacancy,  and  the  member  so  appointed  shall  serve  out  the  time 
of  his  predecessor. 
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§  7.  Trustees  to  receive  no  compensation,  except  mileage. — 
The  trustees  shall  receive  no  compensation  as  such,  but  they 
may  allow  themselves  mileage,  at  the  same  rate  as  that  paid 
to  members  of  the  legislature,  for  any  distance  actually  trav- 
eled in  the  service  of  the  institution.  Nor  shall  any  trustee  be 
pecuniarily  interested  in  any  contract  for  buildings  pertaining 
to  the  institution,  or  in  furnishing  supplies  therefor. 

§  8.  Powers  of  board  of  trustees. — The  board  of  trustees  shall 
have  charge  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  institution,  with  power  to 
make  all  necessary  by-laws  and  regulations  for  their  govern- 
ment and  the  proper  management  of  the  institution,  as  well  as 
for  the  admission  of  pupils,  and  to  do  all  else  which  may  be 
found  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  its  humane  design. 

§  9.  Adoption  of  seal. — They  shall  elect  from  their  own  num- 
ber a  president,  treasurer  and  secretary,  together  with  such 
standing  committees  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  adopt  a 
common  seal  for  the  institution. 

§  10.  Treasurer. — ^The  treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all 
the  funds  of  the  institution,  and  pSLj  out  the  same  only  upon 
properly  authenticated  orders  of  the  board  or  its  executive  com- 
mittee. Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  be  shall 
give  a  bond  with  at  least  two  sureties  to  be  approved  as  herein- 
after stated,  to  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York  in  the  penal 
sum  of  twenty-flve  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  his  trust,  which  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the 
state  treasurer  of  this  state,  in  whose  office  the  same  shall  be 
filed. 

§  11.  Superintendent. — ^The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point a  competent  and  experienced  superintendent,  who  shall 
be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  institution,  together  with 
an  efficient  corps  of  instructors  and  other  subordinate  officers; 
prescribe  the  duties  and  terms  of  service  of  the  same;  fix  and 
pay  their  salaries  and  for  just  cause,  remove  any  or  all  of  them 
from  office.  They  shall  likewise  employ  the  requisite  number  of 
servants  and  other  assistants  in  the  various  departments  of  the 
institution,  and  pay  the  wages  of  the  same. 
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§  12.  Furniture. — Ttiey  shall  piircbase  all  furoiture,  apparatus 
and  other  supplies  oecessarj  to  the  equipment  and  carrying  on 
of  the  institution  in  the  most  efficient  umnner, 

§  13.  rrovision  of  clothing  for  those  admitted  to  institution. — 
When  any  blind  person  shall,  upon  proper  application^  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  institution,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  his  or  her 
parents,  guardians  or  other  friends,  to  suitably  provide  such 
person  with  clothing  at  the  time  of  entrance  and  durinj^  con- 
tinuance therein,  and  likewise  to  defray  his  or  her  traveling 
expenses  to  and  from  the  institution  at  the  time  of  entrance 
and  discharge,  as  well  as  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  each  ses- 
sion of  the  school,  and  at  any  other  time  when  it  shall  become 
necessary  to  send  such  person  home  on  account  of  sickness  or 
other  exigency.  And  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary 
by  the  trustees  to  have  such  person  permanently  removed  from 
the  institution,  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  and  regulations 
thereof,  the  same  shall  be  promptly  removed  upon  their  order, 
by  his  or  her  parents^  guardians  or  other  friends. 

§  14-  Neglect  to  provide  the  same. — If  the  friends  of  any 
pupil  from  within  tlie  state  of  New  York  shall  fail  through 
neglci't  or  imibility  to  provide  the  same  with  proper  clothing  or 
with  funds  to  defray  his  or  her  necessary  traveling  expenses  to 
and  from  the  institution,  or  to  remove  him  or  her  therefrom,  ns 
required  in  the  preceding  section,  the  trustees  shall  furnish 
such  clothing,  pay  such  traveling  expenses,  or  remove  such  pupil 
to  the  care  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  his  or  her  township, 
and  charge  the  cost  of  the  same  to  the  county  to  which  the 
pupil  belongs;  provided  that  the  annual  amount  of  such  t*xpendi- 
tures  on  account  of  any  one  pupil  shall  not  exceed  the  Bum  of 
sixty  dollars.  And  in  case  of  the  death  of  any  pupil  at  the 
inBtitution,  whose  remains  shall  not  be  removed  or  funeral 
expenses  borne  by  the  friends  thereof,  the  trustees  shall  defray 
the  necessary  burial  expenses,  and  charge  the  same  to  his  or 
her  county  as  aforesaid.  U]h>ii  the  completion  of  their  course 
of  training  in  the  industrial  department,  the  trustees  may  fur- 
nish to  such  worthy  poor  pupils  as  may  need  it,  an  outfit  of 
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machinery  and  tools  for  commenckig  business,  at  a  cost  not 
exceeding  seyenty-flve  dollars  each,  and  charge  the  same  to 
the  proper  connty  as  aforesaid.  (As  amended  hy  chapter  468  of 
the  Laws  of  1873,  §  1.) 

§  15.  Itemized  accounts  against  respective  counties. — On  the 
first  day  of  October  in  each  year,  the  trustees  shall  cause  to  be 
made  out  against  the  respective  counties  concerned,  itemized 
accounts,  separate  in  each  case,  of  the  expenditures  authorized 
by  the  preceding  section  of  this  act,  and  forward  the  same  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  chargeable  with  the  account.  The 
board  shall  thereupon  direct  the  county  treasurer  to  pay  the 
amount  so  charged  to  the  treasurer  of  the  institution  for  the 
blind,  on  or  befoi-e  the  first  day  of  March  next  ensuing. 

§  16.  And  payment  of  the  same. — The  counties  against  which 
the  said  accounts  shall  be  made  out  as  aforesaid,  shall  caujse  their 
respective  treasurers,  in  the  name  of  their  respective  counties, 
to  collect  the  same,  by  legal  process,  if  necessary,  from  the 
parents  or  estate  of  the  pupils  who  have  the  ability  to  pay,  on 
whose  accounts  the  said  expenditures  shall  have  been  made; 
provided  that  at  least  five  hundred  dollars'  value  of  the  prop- 
erty of  such  parents  or  estate  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pay- 
ment of  the  accounts  aforesaid. 

§  17.  Books  gratuitously  distributed  by  state. — ^The  institu- 
tion shall  be  entitled  to  receive  copies  of  all  books  and  other 
publications  which  are  distributed  gratuitously  by  the  state  to 
township  or  county  libraries,  common  schools,  academies,  col- 
leges and  societies.  It  may  also  receive  in  the  name  of  the 
state,  bequests  or  donations  of  money  or  any  kind  of  property, 
but  such  money  or  property  shall  in  all  cases  belong  to  the  state, 
and  be  subject  to  its  control ;  provided  that  the  same  shall  not 
be  diverted  from  the  particular  object  for  which  it  shall  be 
bequeathed  or  donated. 

§  18.  Becords  of  proceedings  of  board  of  trustees. — ^The  board 
of  trustees  shall  keep  full  and  complete  records  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  make  an  annual  report  of  the  same  to  the  legis- 
lature, at  the  commencement  of  the  regular  session  thereof, 
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Btrictly  accounting  in  detail  for  their  erpenditures,  on  acconnt 
of  the  institution,  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year^  of  the  state, 
netting  forth  the  progress  and  condition  of  the  several  depart- 
ments  of  the  institution,  making  such  suggestions  concerning  its 
future  management  as  they  may  deem  essential,  and  submitting 
proper  estimates  of  the  funds  needed  for  its  support,  as  well 
as  for  building  and  all  other  purposes. 

§  19.  Payment  of  appropriations. — The  state  treasurer  is  here 
by  directed  to  pay  over  to  the  board  of  trustees,  npon  the  war- 
rant of  the  comptroller,  all  moneys  which  shall  hereafter  b€ 
approj^riated  on  account  of  the  New  York  state  institution  for 
the  blind ;  the  general  appropriations  for  the  current  support 
of  the  institution  to  be  paid  in  equal  qaarterly  installments, 
and  specific  appropriations  for  building  and  other  purposes,  to 
be  paid  when  needed  by  the  trustees. 

§  20.  Drafts  ui»on  the  state. — All  drafts  upon  the  state  treas- 
urj^  un  behalf  of  the  institution,  shall  be  based  upon  orders 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary 
of  the  same,  and  attested  by  the  common  seal  of  the  institution* 

§  21.  Sections  construed. — Sections  nineteen  and  twenty  of 
this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  alter,  impair  or  affect  the 
powers  or  duties  of  the  building  commissioners  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  eighty  seven,  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixtj-flve;  and  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with  the  erection  by  said  building 
commissioners  of  the  State  institution  for  the  blind,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  plans  heretofore  approved  by  the  governor,  secre- 
tary of  state  and  romptroller;  rmd  all  moneys  now,  or  hereafter 
to  be  appropriated  for  the  building  of  said  institution,  shall  be 
paid  to  said  building  commissioners  for  that  purpose, 

§  22.  Further  fK)wers  of  the  institution. — The  New  York  insti 
tution  for  the  blind  shall  continue  to  have  the  custody,  charge, 
maintenance  and  education  of  all  such  pupils  as  are  now  in- 
trusted  to  them  by  the  state,  and  of  any  others  who  may  be 
appointed  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  state  institution  at 
Batavia;  and  shall  receive  compensation  from  the  state  for  the 
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maintenance,  education  and  support  of  said  pupils  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  now,  or  has  heretofore  been  provided,  and  shall 
receive  the  same  amount  per  capita  from  the  counties  from 
which  said  pupils  are  respectively  appointed  as  is  now  paid,  for 
their  clothing,  until  such  period  as  the  New  York  state  institu- 
tion for  the  blind  shall  be  ready  to  receive  such  pupils,  and  shall 
then,  without  reference  to  the  term  of  years  for  which  said 
pupils  have  been  appointed  under  existing  laws,  and  received 
by  said  New  York  institution  for  the  blind,  transfer  said  pupils 
to  said  state  institution;  provided  however,  that  they  shall  re- 
tain and  continue  to  receive  all  pupils  heretofore  appointed  or 
hereafter  to  be  appointed,  from  the  counties  of  New  York  and 
Kings  under  the  appointment  of  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction,  in  like  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law,  to  be 
received,  maintained  and  educated  by  the  said  New  York  institu- 
tion for  the  blind,  which  shall  be  compensated  for  their  main- 
tenance and  education  by  the  state;  and  for  their  clothing  by 
the  counties  from  which  they  are  appointed,  in  like  manner  as 
is  now  done. 

§  23.  Bepeal. — All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

§  1.  Name  changed. — ^The  New  York  State  Institution  for  the

Chapter  166,  Laws  of  1870. 

§  1.  Keception  of  state  pupils;  powers  of  superintendent  of 
public  instruction;  extension  of  terms. — The  managers  of  the 
New  York  Institution  for  the  Blind  are  hereby  authorized  to 
receive,  upon  the  appointment  of  the  superintendent  of  publio 
instruction,  mode  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years,  all  blind 
persons,  residents  of  the  counties  of  New  York  and  Kings, 
Queens  and  Suffolk,  between  eight  and  twenty*five  years  of  age, 
who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  managers  of  said  institu- 
tion, shall  be  of  suitable  character  and  capacity  for  instruction, 
and  shall  have  charge  of  their  maintenance,  education  and  sup- 
port,  and  shall  receive  compensation  therefor  from  the  state  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law.  The  term  of  such 
appointments  may  be  extended,  from  time  to  time  by  the  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
board  of  managers  of  the  said  New  York  Institution  for  the 
Blind,  for  such  further  period  as  they  may  deem  advantageous 
in  each  individual  case,  (As  amended  by  chapter  166  of  the  Laws 
^        of  187L) 

^*  §  2.  Applications  for  admission. — Application  for  admisBlon 

I  into  the  institution  shall  be  made  to  the  board  of  managers, 

I  and  each  application  shall  set  forth  the  age,  the  fact  of  blind- 

^H  ness,  and  that  the  applicant  is  a  legal  resident  of  the  town, 
^^  county  and  state  claimed  as  his  or  her  residence,  with  such 
^^m  other  information  as  the  board  may  require;  and  each  applica- 
^V  tion  shall  be  sworn  to  by  the  applicant,  or  his  or  her  parents  or 
r  guardian,  and  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  one  member  of  the 

^H  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  the  applicant  may 
^H        reside,  and  also  be  recommended  by  the  president  and  super 
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intendent  of  the  said  institation,  and  transmitted  by  the  said 
institution  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

§  8.  Supervisors  of  New  York  and  Kings,  Queens  and  Suffolk 
counties  to  furnish  clothing;  to  pay  fifty  dollars  for  each  indigent 
pupil. — The  supervisors  of  the  county  of  New  York  or  Kings, 
Queens  and  Suffolk,  from  which  state  pupils  shall  be  sent  to  and 
received  in  the  said  institution,  whose  parents  or  guardiane  shall, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  be 
unable  to  furnish  them  with  suitable  clothing,  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed,  in  every  year  while  such  pupils  are  in  said  insti- 
tution, to  raise  and  appropriate  fifty  dollars  for  each  of  said 
pupils  from  said  counties  respectively,  €md  to  pay  the  sum  so 
raised  to  the  said  institution,  to  be  by  it  applied  to  furnishing 
such  pupils  with  suitable  clothing  while  in  said  institution.  (As 
amended  hy  chapter  166  of  the  Laws  of  1871.) 

§  4.  Disposition  of  surplus. — If  in  any  year  hereafter  there 
shall  be  any  surplus  of  the  amount  above  required  to  be  paid 
yearly  by  the  said  counties  for  clothing  for  pupils  from  said 
counties,  respectively,  then  such  surplus  shall  be  deducted  pro 
rata  the  ensuing  year  from  the  amount  above  required  to  be 
paid  by  the  said  counties  respectively. 


THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  New  York  Institution  for  the  Instruc- 
tion of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 
Chapter  272,  Laws  of  1854. 
Section   1.  Selection   of  pupils. — Every   indigent,  deaf  and 
dumb  person,  resident  of  this  state,  between  twelve  and  twenty- 
five  years  of  age,  whose  parent  or  parents,  or,  if  an  orphan, 
whose  nearest  friend  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  this  state 
for  three  years,  and  who  may  make  application  for  that  purpose, 
shall,  until  provision  be  made  by  law  for  his  or  her  instruction 
in  some  other  institution  or  school,  be  received  into  the  New 
York  institution  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  pro- 
vided his  or  her  application  for  that  purpose  be  first  approved  of 
by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 
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2,  How  supported. — Each  indigent  ptipil,  so  received  into 
the  institution  aforesaid,  shall  be  provided  with  board,  lodging 
and  tuition;  and  the  directors  of  the  institution  shall  receive  for 
eiieh  pupil  so  provided  for  the  sum  of  one  hundit^d  and  fifty  dollars 
per  annum^  in  quarterly  payments,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasorer 
of  the  state,  on  the  waiTant  of  the  comptroller,  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  said  institution  on  his  preseating  a  bill  of  the  actual 
time  and  number  of  pupils  attending  the  institution,  and  which 
bill  shall  be  signed  and  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  president  and 
secretary  of  the  institution.  The  regular  term  of  instruction 
for  surli  inipils  shall  Ut  live  years.  The  indigent  pupils,  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act  shall  be  designated  state  pupils,  and  all  the 
exii^ting  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  state  pupils  now  in  said 
institution  shall  apply  to  pupils  herein  provided  for. 

§  3.  Superintendent  may  continue  pupils  for  studies  in  higher 
branches, — It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  superintendent  of  publio 
instruction  to  continue  at  the  said  institution,  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  years,  for  the  purpose  of  pursuing  a  course  of 
studies  in  the  higher  branches  of  learning,  such  pupils,  not  ex 
ceeding  thirty-six  in  number,  as  may  have  completed  their  full 
term  of  instruction,  and  who  may  be  recommended  by  the  direc- 
tors of  said  institution,  (As  amcfuied  by  chapter  58  of  the  Lawi 
of  18S5,  and  chapter  197  of  the  Laws  of  1890.) 
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Garb  akd  Eduoation. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  care  and  education  of  indigent  deaf- 
mutes  under  the  age  of  twelve  years. 

Chapter  325,  Laws  of  1863. 

Section  1.  Deaf-mutes  to  be  placed  in  state  Institutions. — 
Whenever  a  deaf-mute  child,  under  the  age  of  twelve  years, 
shall  become  a  charge  for  its  maintenance  on  any  of  the  towni 
or  counties  of  this  state,  or  shall  be  liable  to  become  such 
cha^-gc,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
town,  or  of  the  supervisors  of  such  county,  to  place  such  child 
in  the  Kew  York  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  or  in  the 
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Institution  for  the  Improved  Instruction  of  Deaf-mutes,  or  in 
the  LeGoateulz  St.  Marj's  Institution  for  the  Improved  Instruo- 
tion  of  Deaf-mutes,  in  the  citj  of  Buffalo,  or  in  the  Central  New 
York  Institution  for  Deaf-mutes,  in  the  citj  of  Bome,  or  in  any 
institution  of  the  state  for  the  education  of  deaf-mutes.  (As 
amended  by  chapter  213  of  the  Laws  of  1875.) 

§  2.  Deaf-mute  children,  placing  of,  upon  application  of  par- 
ents, etc.,  in  certain  institutions. — ^Any  parent,  guardian  or 
friend  of  a  deaf-mute  child,  within  this  state,  over  the  age  of 
five  years  and  under  the  age  of  twelve  years,  may  make  applica- 
tion to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  any  town  or  to  any.snpervisor 
of  the  county  where  such  child  may  be,  showing  by  satisfactory 
affidavit  or  other  proof,  that  the  health,  morals  or  comfort  of 
such  child  may  be  endangered,  or  not  properly  cared  for,  and 
thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  overseer  or  supervisor  to 
place  such  child  in  the  New  York  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb,  or  in  the  Institution  for  the  Improved  Instruction  of 
Deaf-mules,  or  in  the  LeCouteulz  Saint  Mary's  Institution  for 
the  Improved  Instruction  of  Deaf-Mutes  in  the  City  of  Buffalo, 
or  in  the  Central  New  York  Institution  for  Deaf-mutes  in  the 
city  of  Bome,  or  in  the  Albany  Home  School  for  the  Oral  In- 
struction of  the  Deaf  at  Albany,  or  in  any  institution  of  the 
state,  for  the  education  of  deaf-mutes,  as  to  which  the  board  of 
Ktate  charities  shall  have  made  and  filed  with  the  superintend- 
ent of  public  instruction  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  said 
institution  has  been  duly  organized  and  is  prepared  for  the 
reception  and  instruction  of  such  pupils.  (As  amended  by  chap- 
ter 213  of  the  Laws  of  1875,  and  chapter  36  of  the  Laws  of  1892.) 

§  3.  P^xpeuse.— The  children  placed  in  said  institutions,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  foregoing  sections,  shall  be  maintained  therein  at 
the  expense  of  the  county  from  whence  they  came,  provided 
that  such  expense  shall  not  exceed  three  hundred  dollars  each 
per  year,  until  they  attain  the  age  of  twelve  years,  unless  the 
directors  of  the  institution  to  which  a  child  has  been  sent  shall 
find  that  such  child  is  not  a  proper  subject  to  remain  in  said 
institution.    (As  amended  by  cliapter  213  of  the  Laws  of  1875.) 
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§  4.  Id. — The  expenses  for  the  board,  tuition  and  clothing  for 
such  deafmiite  children,  placed  as  aforesaid  in  said  institotions, 
not  exceedinf?  the  amount  of  three  hundred  dollars  per  year, 
above  allowed,  shall  be  raised  and  collected  as  are  other  ex* 
pensea  of  the  county  from  which  said  children  shall  be  re- 
ceived; and  the  bills  therefor,  properly  authenticated '  by  the 
principal  or  one  of  the  officers  of  the  institution,  shall  be  paid 
to  said  institution  by  the  said  county;  and  its  county  treasurer 
or  chamberlain,  as  the  case  may  be,  is  hereby  directed  to  pay 
the  same  on  presentation,  so  that  the  amount  thereof  may  be 
borne  by  the  proper  connty.  (As  amended  by  ohapter  213  of  the 
Laws  of  1875.)

Chapter  556,  Laws  of  1894. 

AKTICLE  XIL 

ORPHAN    SCaOOL«. 

§  32.  The  schools  of  the  several  incoriiorated  orphan  asylum 
societies  in  this  slate,  other  than  those  hi  the  city  of  New  York, 
shall  participate  in  the  distribution  of  the  school  moneys,  in  the 
Ha  me  manner  and  to  the  ^ime  extent,  in  proportion  to  the  num- 
ber of  children  educated  therein,  as  the  common  schools  in  their 
respective  cities  or  districts.  The  schools  of  said  societies  shall 
l»e  subject  to  the  rules  and  iT-gulations  of  the  common  schools 
in  such  cities  or  districts,  but  Hhall  remain  under  the  immediate 
management  antl  dii'ection  of  the  said  societies  as  heretofore.

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2.  BoAXD  OF  Education  of  City  of  RocHEaxEB  Kxpressly  Authorized  to 
Employ  and  Pay  Teachers.  Under  the  charter  of  the  city  of  IlochestCT 
(L.  1880,  eh.  14,  f  131,  aiiid.  L.  1898,  eh.  660,  §  127)  and  under  the  Consoli- 
dated School  Law  (L.  1894,  ch.  556,  tit  15,  art  12,  §  32)  the  board  of 
education  is  not  only  expressly  authorized  to  employ  and  pay  teachers  for 
the  secular  education  of  the  inmates  of  such  asylum  but  their  employment 
for  that  purpose  is  imposed  upon  it  as  a  duty. 

3.  Sectarian  Control  I &[ material.  The  fact  that  such  asylum  is  con- 
trolled by  a  religious  organization  and  that  the  teachers  employed  by  the 
board  of  education,  who  were  duly  licensed  to  teach  by  the  public  authori- 
ties, were  members  of  a  sisterhood  connected  with  sucii  denominations,  is 
immaterial,  since  the  statute  clearly  recognizes  tlie  fact  that  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  inmates  is  neither  practicable  nor  possible  elsewhere  than  in 
tlie  institution  itself,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  board  to  provide  for  tlieir 
secular  education  therein,  regardless  of  the  religious  belief  of  those  in  con- 
trol oT  the  asylum." 

4.  Statutes  Authorizing  Employment  not  Mandatory.  The  several 
statutes  under  which  the  moneys  are  raised  and  paid  over  to  the  board  of 
education  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expense  of  secular  education  in 
(Hl)han  asylums  are  not  mandatory  and,  therefore,  violative  of  the  Constitu- 
tion; but  if  tliey  were  they  could  properly  be  disregarded  by  the  local 
authorities.

TITLE  XV. 
ARTICLE  14. 

DEAF  AND  DUMB  AND  BLIND  INSTITUTIONS. 

§  40.  All  the  institutions  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf  and 
dumb,  and  blind,  and  all  other  similar  institutions,  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  state,  or  that  may  be  hereafter  incorpo- 
rated, shall  be  subject  to  the  visitation  of  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty: 

1.  To  inquire,  from  time  to  time,  into  the  exi)enditures  of  each 
institution,  and  the  systems  of  instruction  pursued  therein,  re- 
spectively. 

2.  To  visit  and  inspect  or  cause  to  be  visiteil  and  inspected, 
the  schools  belonging  thereto,  and  the  lodgings  and  accommoda- 
tions of  the  pupils. 

3.  To  ascertain  by  a  comparison  with  other  siinihir  institu- 
tions, whether  any  improvements  in  instruction  and  discipline 
can  be  made;  and  for  that  purpose  to  appoint,  from  time  to  time, 
suitable  persons  to  visit  the  schools. 
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4.  To  suggesl  to  the  directora  of  siirh  iusiitutions  and  to  the 
li^gislatui-e  such  impruveinents  as  he  shall  jiidj^p  pxpedieiit. 

5.  To  make  an  auuual  rejiort  to  the  legislaHn-e  ou  all  the 
matters  before  enumerated,  and  particularly  as  to  the  couditiun 
of  the  schools,  the  improvement  of  the  jHipils,  and  their  treat- 
ment in  Inspect  to  hoard  and  lodjjing. 

§  41.  All  deaf  and  duinl>  iw^i'som*  resid<*ut  hi  tliis  state  and 
upwards  of  twelve  jreai*8  of  age,  who  8hiill  have*  been  resident 
in  this  state  for  one  jear  immediately  pre<^dmg  the  applieation, 
or,  if  a  minor,  whose  parent  or  parents,  ur,  if  an  orphan,  whose 
nearest  friend  shall  have  been  resident  in  this  state  for  one  vear 
immediately  preceding  the  applicalion,  shall  lie  eligible  to  ap- 
pointments as  state  pujdls  in  one  of  the  deaf  and  duriih  institu- 
tions of  this  state,  authorized  bj  law  to  receive  such  pupils;  and 
all  blind  persons  of  suitable  age  and  similar  qualifications  shall 
be  eligible  to  appointment  to  the  Institution  for  the  Blind  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  or  in  the  village  of  Bata\ia,  as  follows:  All 
such  as  are  residents  of  the  counties  of  Ne^'  York,  Kings,  Queens, 
Buffolk,  Nassau,  Richmond,  Wefttchester,  Putnam  and  Rockland, 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Institution  for  the  Blind  in  the  City  of  New 
York.  Those  who  reside  in  other  counties  of  the  state  shall  be 
sent  to  the  institution  for  the  blind  in  the  village  of  Batavia.  All 
such  appointments,  with  the  exception  of  those  to  the  institution 
for  the  blind  in  the  village  of  Batavia,  shall  be  made  by  the  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction,  upon  application,  and  in  those 
casee  in  which,  in  his  opinion,  the  parents  or  guardians  of  the 
applicants  are  able  to  bear  a  portion  of  the  eipen<se,  he  may 
impose  conditions  whereby  some  proi>ortionate  share  of  expense 
of  educating  and  clothing  such  pupils  shall  be  paid  by  their 
parents,  guardians,  or  friends  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times 
as  the  superintendent  s^hall  designate,  which  conditions  he  may 
modify  from  time  to  time,  if  he  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  do  so. 
(As  amended  by  chapter  62  of  the  Laws  of  1903.) 

§  42*  Each  pupil  so  received  into  either  of  the  institutions 
aforesaid  shall  be  provided  with  board,  lodging  and  tuition; 
and  the  directors  of  the  institution  shall  receive  for  each  pupil 
so  provided  for,  the  sum  of  dollars  per  annum,  in 

quarterly  payments,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  state, 
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(HI  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller^  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
institution,  on  his  presenting  a  biU  showing  the  actual  time  and 
number  of  such  pupils  attending  the  institution,  and  which  bill 
shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  institution, 
and  verified  by  their  oaths.  The  regular  term  of  instruction  for 
such  pupils  shall  be  five  years;  but  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  may,  in  his  discretion,  extend  the  term  of  any  pupil 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  years.  The  pupils  provided  for 
in  this  and  the  preceding  section  of  this  title  shall  be  designated 
state  pupils;  and  all  the  existing  provisions  of  law  applicable  to 
state  pupils  now  in  said  institution  shall  apply  to  pupils  herein 
provided  for. 

§  43.  The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  may  make  such 
regulations  and  give  such  directions  to  parents  and  guardians,  in 
relation  to  the  admission  of  pupils  into  either  of  the  above-named 
institutions,  as  will  prevent  pupils  entering  the  same  at  irregular 
periods. 

§  43a.  The  supervisors  of  any  county  in  this  state  from  which 
county  state  pupils  may  be  hereafter  appointed  to  any  institution 
for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  whose  parents  or  guar- 
dians are  unable  to  furnish  them  with  suitable  clothing,  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  raise  in  each  year  for  this  pur- 
pose for  each  such  pupil  from  said  county,  the  sum  of  thirty 
dollars.

to  provide  for  the  better  security  of  freedom  of  worship  in  cer- 
tain institutions." 

§  2.  Board  of  managers,  appointment  of. — The  governor  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  five 
citizens  of  this  state  who  shall  constitute  the  board  of  managers 
of  the  New  York  state  hospital  for  the  care  of  crippled  and 
deformed  children.  The  full  term  of  office  of  each  manager  shall 
be  five  years,  and  the  term  of  office  of  one  of  such  managers 
shall  expire  annually.  To  effect  such  order  of  expiration  of  the 
term  of  office  of  the  managers,  the  first  appointment  shall  be 
made  for  the  respective  terms  of  five,  four,  three,  two  and  one 
years.  Appointments  of  sucessors  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  by 
death,  resignation  or  other  cause,  shall  be  made  for  the  unex- 
pired term.     Other  appointments  shall  be  for  the  full  term. 
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Failure  of  any  inaDager  to  attend  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
board  for  tbt*  period  of  one  year,  shall  be  considered  as  a  resigna* 
tion  therefrom,  and  his  office  shall  be  declared  Yaeant  bj  reeolu- 
tion  of  the  board.  A  certified  copy  of  such  resolution  shall 
forthwith  be  transmitted  by  the  board  to  the  governor.  The 
managers  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services,  but 
shall  be  allowed  their  reasonable  traveling  and  other  expenses. 
Snch  expenses  shall  be  duly  verified  and  paid  by  the  treasurer 
of  the  board  on  the  audit  of  the  comptroller*  Any  of  said  new 
trustees  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the  governor  for  any 
cause  that  be  may  deem  sufficient,  after  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard  in  his  defense,  and  the  vacancy  may  be  lilled  as  herein 
provided.  Three  members  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  3.  Powers  and  duties  of  board  of  managers. — The  board  of 
managers  shall  have  the  general  direction  and  control  of  the 
property  and  affairs  of  said  hospital,  which  are  not  otherwise 
specially  provided  by  law,  subject  to  the  inspection,  visitation 
and  powers  of  the  state  board  of  charities.  They  may  acquire 
and  hold,  in  the  name  of  and  for  the  people  of  the  state  of  Kew 
York,  by  grant,  gift,  devise  or  bequest,  property  to  be  applied  to 
the  maintenance  of  indigent  children  who  are  crippled  or  de- 
formed or  are  suffering  from  diseases  through  which  they  are 
likely  to  become  crippled  or  deformed  in  and  for  the  general  use 
of  the  hospital.    They  shall, 

1.  Take  care  of  the  general  interests  of  the  hospital  and  see 
that  its  design  is  carried  into  effect  according  to  law  and  its  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations. 

2.  Keep  in  a  book  provided  for  that  pm'pose  a  fair  and  full 
record  of  their  doings,  w^hich  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the 
inspection  of  the  governor  of  the  state,  the  state  board  of  chari- 
ties, or  any  person  appointed  by  the  governor,  the  state  board 
of  charities,  or  either  house  of  the  legislature,  to  examine  the 
same. 

3.  Make  a  detailed  report  to  the  state  board  of  charities,  in 
each  month  of  October,  in  such  form  as  said  state  board  of 
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charitieB  may  requke,  and  with  such  reeonimendations  as  said 
managers  maj  deem  expedient,  together  with  a  statoinent  of  all 
moneys  received  by  them  and  of  the  progress  made  in  the  erec- 
tion of  baildings  for  hospital  purposes,  if  affy,  for  the  year  end- 
ing on  the  thirtieth  day  of  September  preceding  the  date  of  such 
report. 

4.  Establish  snch  by-laws  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  ex- 
pedient for  regulating  the  duties  of  oflBcers,  assistants  and 
employes  of  the  hospital  and  make  and  enforce  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  the  internal  government,  discipline  and  inanagenu^nt 
of  the  same. 

6.  They  shall  appoint  a  surgeon-in-chief  who  shall  be  a  person 
of  suitable  experience  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  disabling  and 
deforming  diseases,  and  may  for  cause  at  any  time  remove  him 
and  appoint  his  successor.  They  shall  also  appoint  a  treasurer 
who  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  moneys,  obligations  and  se- 
curities belonging  to  the  hospital. 

§  4.  Powers  and  duties  of  the  surgeon-in-chief. — The  surgeon 
in  chief  shall  be  the  superintendent  of  the  hospital.  He  shall 
appoint  and  may  remove  the  steward,  matron  and  such  assistant 
physicians  and  surgeons,  assistants  and  attendants  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  treatment  of  the  patients  under  the 
care  of  the  hospital,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  as 
often  as  they  occur.  Subject  to  the  by-laws  and  regulations 
established  by  the  board  of  managers,  he  shall  have  the  general 
superintendence  of  the  property,  buildings,  grounds,  fixtures 
and  effects,  and  control  of  all  persons  therein.    He  shall  also, 

1.  Provide  for  ascertaining  daily  the  condition  of  all  the 
patients  and  proper  prescription  for  their  treatment. 

2.  Keep  a  book  in  which  he  shall  cause  to  be  entered  at  the 
time  of  the  reception  of  any  patient,  his  or  her  name,  residence 
and  occupation,  and  the  date  of  such  reception,  by  whom 
brought  and  by  what  authority  committed,  and  an  abstract  of 
all  orders,  warrants,  requests,  certificates  and  other  papers 
accompanying  such  person. 
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3.  On  or  before  the  fifteenth  of  each  month  cause  to  be  pre- 
pared by  the  steward,  estimates  in  duplicate  of  the  amount  re- 
quired for  the  expenses  of  the  hospital  for  the  current  month, 
including  salaries  ^nd  compensation  of  employes,  which  esti- 
mates shall  be  certified  by  him  to  be  required  for  the  hospital. 
When  approved  by  the  board  of  managers,  one  of  said  estimates 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  comptroller  who  shall,  if  he  approve 
of  the  same,  issue  his  warrant  for  the  amount  thereof  and  trans- 
mit the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  hospital. 

§  5.  Salaries  and  compensation  for  services. — ^All  surgical  and 
medical  officers  of  the  hospital,  except  the  surgeon  in  chief,  shall 
render  their  services  gratuitously.  All  salaries  and  compensa- 
tion of  officers  and  employes  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of 
managers  with  the  approval  of  the  comptroller,  president  of  the 
state  board  of  charities  and  the  governor,  within  the  appropria- 
tion made  therefor. 

§  6.  Powers  and  duties  of  treasurer. — The  treasurer  shall  have 
the  custody  of  all  moneys,  obligations  and  securities  belonging 
to  the  hospital.    He  shall, 

1.  Open  with  some  good  and  solvent  bank  conveniently  near 
the  hospital,  to  be  selected  with  the  approval  of  the  comptroller 
of  the  state,  an  account  in  his  name  as  such  treasurer,  for  the 
deposit  therein  of  all  moneys,  immediately  upon  receiving  the 
same,  and  drawing  from  same  only  for  the  use  of  the  hospital, 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  by-laws,  upon  the  written  order 
of  the  steward  specifying  the  object  of  the  payment,  approved 
by  the  surgeon  in  chief  and  subject  to  audit  by  the  board  of 
managers. 

2.  Keep  a  full  and  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  pay- 
ments in  the  manner  directed  by  the  by-laws,  and  such  other 
accounts  as  the  managers  shall  prescribe. 

3.  Balance  all  accounts  on  his  books  annually  on  the  last  day 
of  September  and  make  a  statement  thereof  and  an  abstract  of 
the  receipts  and  payments  of  the  past  year,  and  deliver  the  same 
within  thirty  days  to  the  auditing  committee  of  the  managers 
who  shall  compare  the  same  with  the  books  and  vouchers  and 
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verify  the  results  upon  further  comparison  with  the  books  of 
the  steward  and  certify  to  the  correctness  thereof  to  the  mana- 
gers at  their  next  meeting. 

4.  Bender  statements  quarterly  in  each  year  of  his  receipts 
and  payments  for  the  three  months  then  next  preceding  to  such 
auditing  committee,  who  shall  compare,  verify  and  certify  in 
regard  to  the  same  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  last  preceding 
subdivision,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded  in  one  of  the 
books  of  the  hospital. 

5.  Bender  a  further  account  of  the  state  of  the  books,  and  of 
the  state  of  the  funds  and  of  the  property  in  his  hands,  when- 
ever required  by  the  managers.  Execute  any  necessary  release 
and  satisfaction  of  mortgage,  judgment  or  other  lien  in  favor  of 
the  hospital. 

6.  Such  treasurer  shall  give  an  undertaking  to  the  people  of 
the  state  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  with  such 
sureties  and  in  such  amount  as  the  comptroller  of  the  state  shall 
approve. 

§  7.  Official  oath. — The  surgeon  in  chief,  treasurer  and  stew- 
ard, before  entering  upon  their  duties  as  such,  shall  take  the 
constitutional  oath  of  office  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  of  New  York. 

§  8.  Who  may  receive  treatment. — No  patient  shall  be  re- 
ceived except  upon  satisfactory  proof  made  to  the  surgeon  in 
chief  by  the  next  of  kin,  guardian  or  a  state,  town  or  county 
officer  under  rules  to  be  established  by  the  board  of  managers 
showing  that  the  patient  is  unable  to  pay  for  private  treatment. 
Such  proof  shall  be  by  affidavit.  If  there  was  an  attending  phy- 
sician before  the  patient  entered  the  hospital,  it  shall  be 
accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  such  physician  giving  the  pre- 
vious history  and  condition  of  the  patient. 

§  9.  Donations. — All  donations  made  to  the  hospital  may  be 
received,  retained  and  expended  by  the  managers  for  the  pur- 
poses for  which  they  were  given,  or  in  such  manner  if  unaccom- 
panied by  conditions,  as  the  board  deems  advisable.

§  10.  Managers'  report  of  receipts. — The  managers  shall  make 
detailed  report  of  all  moneys  received  by  them  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  and  the  progress  made  in  the  erection  of  any  buildings  that 
may  be  hereafter  from  time  to  time  erected,  to  the  legislature, 
in  January  of  each  year,  and  also  to  the  comptroller  as  often 
and  in  such  manner  as  the  comptroller  shall  or  may  from  time  to 
time  require. 

§  11.  Appropriation  for  maintenance  of  hospital. — ^There  is 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  state  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  the  Neve  York  state 
hospital  for  the  care  of  crippled  and  deformed  children  in  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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Section  1.  Establishment  and  objects  of  hospital. — A  state 
hospital  in  some  suitable  locality  in  the  Adirondacks,  for  the 
treatment  of  incipient  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  hereby  estab- 
lished. 

§  2.  Trustees. — The  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  five  citizens  of  this  state,  of 
whom  two  shall  be  physicians,  who  shall  constitute  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  New  York  state  hospital  for  the  treatment  of 
incipient  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  full  term  of  office  of  each 
trustee  shall  be  five  years,  and  the  term  of  office  of  one  of  such 
trustees  shall  expire  annually.  To  effect  such  order  of  expira- 
tion of  terms  of  trustees,  the  first  appointments  shall  be  made 
for  the  respective  terms  of  five,  four,  three,  two  and  one  years. 
ApiK>intments  of  successors  shall  be  for  the  full  term  of  five 
years,  except  that  appointment  of  persons  to  fill  vacancies  occur- 
ring by  death,  resignation  or  other  cause,  shall  be  made  for  the 
unexpired  term.  Failure  of  any  trustee  to  attend  in  each  year 
two  stated  meetings  of  the  board  shall  cause  a  vacancy  in  his 
office,  unless  said  absence  be  excused  by  formal  action  of  the 
board.  The  trustees  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  ser- 
vices, but  shall  be  allowed  their  actual  and  necessary  traveling 
and  otlM-r  exp<*nscs,  to  be  paid  on  the  audit  and  warrant  of  the 
eomptrolhr.  Any  of  said  trustees  may  at  any  time  be  removed 
from  office  by  the  governor  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  senate 
for  any  cause  they  may  deem  sufficient  after  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard  in  his  or  her  defense,  and  others  may  be  appointed  in  their 
places  as  herein  provided.  Three  members  of  the  board  of  trus- 
ts <*«  shall  ronstitute  a  quorum,  but  no  business  involving  ex- 
I;enditur(»  shall  be  transacted  except  by  the  affirmative  vote  of 
at  least  three  members. 

§  .3.  Lands. — ^The  lands  to  be  held  for  the  purposes  herein  men- 
tioned shall  not  be  taken  for  any  street,  highway  or  railway 
without  leave  of  the  legislature. 

§  4.  Powers  and  duties  of  trustees. — For  the  i)nrposes  of  this 
act  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall  be  a  body  cor- 
porate with  all  the  powers  necessary  to  carry  iiilo  etTt^et  the 
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purposes  of  this  act,  together  with  the  following  powers,  duties 
and  obligations.    They  shall, 

1.  Take  care  of  the  general  interests  of  the  hospital  and  see 
that  its  design  is  carried  into  effect,  according  to  law,  and  its 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations. 

2.  Establish  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  and  expedient  for  regulating  the  appointment 
and  duties  of  oflScers  and  employes  of  the  hospital,  and  forr  the 
internal  government,  discipline  and  management  of  the  same. 

3.  Maintain  an  effective  inspection  of  the  affairs  and  manage- 
ment of  the  hospital,  for  which  purpose  the  board  shall  meet  at 
the  hospital  at  least  once  in  every  three  months,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws.  The  annual 
meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
8aturd.iy  of  January. 

4.  Keep  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  a  fair  and  full 
record  of  the  doings  of  the  board,  which  shall  be  open  at  all 
times  to  the  inspection  of  its  members,  the  governor  of  this 
state,  and  officers  of  the  state  board  of  charities,  or  any  person 
appointed  by  the  governor  or  either  house  of  the  legislature  to 
examine  the  same. 

5.  Cause  to  be  typewritten  within  ten  days  after  each  meeting 
of  such  trustees  or  of  a  committee  thereof,  the  minutes  and  pro- 
ceedings of  such  meeting,  and  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  sent 
to  each  member  of  such  board. 

6.  Enter  in  a  book  kept  by  them  for  that  purpose,  the  date  of 
each  of  their  visits,  and  the  condition  of  the  hospital  and 
patients  and  all  such  trustees  present  shall  sign  the  same. 

7.  Make  to  the  legislature  in  January  of  each  year,  a  detailed 
report  of  the  results  of  their  visits  and  inspection,  with  suitable 
suggestions  and  such  other  matter  as  may  be  required  of  them 
by  the  governor,  for  the  year  ending  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December,  preceding  the  date  of  such  report.  The  resident 
officers  shall  admit  such  trustees  into  every  part  of  the  hospital 
and  its  buildings,  and  exhibit  to  them  on  demand  all  the  books, 
papers,  accounts  and  writings  belonging  to  the  hospital  or  per- 
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tainiiig  to  its  business  management,  discipline  or  goTernment, 
and  fnrnish  copies,  abstracts  and  reports  wheneyer  required  by 
them. 

§  5.  Annual  report;  state  board  of  charities. — The  board  of 
trustees  of  the  hospital  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  November  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  report  to  the  state 
board  of  charities  the  affairs  and  conditions  of  the  hospital, 
with  full  and  detailed  estimates  of  the  next  appropriation  re- 
quired for  maintenance  and  ordinary  uses  and  repairs,  and  of 
special  appropriations,  if  any,  needed  for  extraordinary  repairs, 
renewals,  extensions,  improvement,  betterments  or  other  neces- 
sary objects,  as  also  for  the  erection  of  additional  buildings; 
and  the  state  board  of  charities  shall,  in  its  annual  report  to  the 
legislature,  certify  what  appropriations  are,  in  its  opinion, 
necessary  and  proper.  The  said  hospital  shall  be  subject  to  the 
visitation  and  to  the  general  powers  of  the  state  board  of 
charities. 

§  6.  Donations  in  trust. — The  trustees  may  take  and  hold  in 
trust  for  the  state  any  grant  or  devise  of  land,  or  any  gift  or 
bequest  of  money  or  other  personal  property,  or  any  donation, 
to  be  applied,  principal  or  income,  or  both,  to  the  maintenance 
and  the  general  uses  of  the  hospital. 

§  7.  Site  of  hospital. — The  said  trustees  are  hereby  empowered 
to  select  a  site  for  the  establishment  of  said  state  hospital,  such 
site  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  state  board  of  health 
and  the  forest  preserve  board.  The  said  trustees  are  empow- 
ered to  contract  for  the  purchase  of,  to  acquire  title  to  and  to 
hold  a  tract  of  land  not  exceeding  one  thousand  acres  in  extent 
for  the  establishment  of  such  hospital,  or  at  the  request  of  the 
said  trustees,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  state  board  of 
health,  the  forest  preserve  board  may  set  apart  a  like  amount 
of  land  now  owned  by  the  state  for  the  purposes  of  said  hospital. 

§  8.  Buildings  and  improvements. — The  trustees  to  be  ap- 
pointed under  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  authorized,  em- 
powered and  required  as  soon  as  the  site  for  such  hospital  is 
selected  and  approved  to  proceed   with   the   construction   and 
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equipment  of  all  necessary  and  suitable  buildings  including 
heating,  lighting,  plumbing,  laundry  fixtures  and  water  supply 
therefor,  and  with  the  construction  of  roads  thereto,  upon  plans 
adopted  by  them,  to  be  approved  by  the  state  architect,  and  the 
state  board  of  charities  at  an  expense  not  to  exceed  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  which  l)uildings  shall  furnish  accom- 
modations for  at  least  two  hundred  patients  beside  the  officers, 
employes  and  attendants  of  said  institution.  The  said  trustees 
shall  have  power  to  select  plans  approved  as  above  and  to  make 
and  award  contracts  for  the  erection  and  construction  of  said 
buildings,  and  the  equipment  above  provided;  but  no  part  of  the 
several  sums  herein  appropriated  shall  be  available  for  any  con- 
struction, improvement  or  purchase  unless  a  contract  or  con- 
tracts shall  have  first  been  made  for  the  completion  or  purchase 
within  the  appropriation  therefor  and  the  performance  thereof 
secured  by  a  satisfactory  bond  approved  by  the  comptroller. 

§  9.  Superintendent  and  treasurer. — The  trustees  shall  also 
have  power  to  appoint  a  superintendent  of  the  hospital,  who 
shall  be  a  well-educated  physician,  not  a  member  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  a  graduate  of  a  legally  chartered  medical  college, 
with  an  experience  of  at  least  six  years  in  the  actual  practice  of 
his  profession,  including  at  least  one  year's  actual  experience  in 
a  general  hospital,  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  give  an  undertak- 
ing to  the  people  of  the  state  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
trust  in  such  penal  sum  and  form  and  with  such  sureties  as  the 
comptroller  shall  approve.  Said  officers  may  be  discharged  or 
suspended  at  any  time  by  the  said  board  of  trustees  in  its  dis- 
cretion. 

§  10.  Duties  of  superintendent. — The  superintendent  shall 

1.  Appoiu'l  such  employes  as  are  necessary  and  proper  for  the 
due  administration  of  the  affairs  of  such  institution,  prescribe 
their  duties  and  places  and,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  trus- 
tees, fix  their  compensation,  within  the  appropriation  fixed 
therefor. 

2.  Oversee  and  secure  the  individual  treatment  and  personal 
care  of  each  and  every  patient  of  the  hospital  while  resident 
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therein,  and  keep  a  proper  oversight  over  all  the  inhabitants 
thereof. 

3.  Have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  buildings  and 
grounds  with  their  furniture  and  fixtures  and  the  direction  and 
control  of  all  persons  employed  in  and  about  the  same. 

4.  Give  from  time  to  time  such  orders  and  instructions  a^  he 
may  deem  best  calculated  to  induce  good  conduct,  fidelity  and 
economy  in  any  department  for  the  treatment  of  patients. 

5.  Maintain  »alutar\-  discipline  among  all  eni])loy(^,  patients, 
and  inmates  of  the  hospital,  and  enforce  strict  compliance  with 
his  instructions,  and  obedience  to  all  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  hospital.  He  shall,  under  the  supervision  and  control  of 
the  board,  discharge  such  patients  as  are  sufficiently  restored  to 
health,  or  such  as  are  found  to  be  unsuitable  patients  for  the 
hospital. 

6.  Canse  full  and  fair  accounts  and  records  of  the  conditions 
and  prospects  of  the  patients  to  be  kept  regularly,  from  day  to 
day,  in  books  provided  for  that  purpose. 

7.  See  that  such  accounts  and  records  shall  be  fully  made  up 
to  the  first  days  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  in  each 
year,  and  that  the  principal  facts  and  results  with  the  report 
thereon  be  presented  to  the  trustees  at  their  regular  meetings. 

8.  Conduct  the  official  correspondence  of  the  hospital,  and  keep 
a  record  or  copy  of  all  letters  written,  and  files  of  all  letters 
received. 

9.  Prepare  and  present  to  the  board,  at  its  annual  meeting,  a 
tme  and  perfect  inventory  of  all  the  personal  property  and 
effects  belonging  to  the  hospital,  and  account,  when  required 
by  the  board,  for  the  careful  keeping  and  economical  use  of  all 
furniture,  stores  and  other  articles  furnished  for  the  hospital. 

§  11.  Duties  of  treasurer. — The  treasurer,  among  his  other 
duties,  shall 

1.  Have  the  custody  of  all  moneys  received  and  ^11  money, 
notes,  mortgages  and  other  securities  and  oblip;ations  belonging 
to  the  hospital. 
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2.  Keep  a  full  and  arcurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  pay- 
ments,  m  tlif^  form  prest^ribod  by  the  by-la W8»  and  such  otber 
nccotmts  as  shall  be  required  of  him  by  the  trustees. 

3.  Balance  all  the  accounts  on  his  books  on  the  first  day  of 
each  January,  and  make  a  statement  thereof,  and  an  abstract  of 
all  the  receipts  and  payments  of  tlic  past  year;  and  within  five 
days  thereafter  deliver  the  same  to  the  auditinp:  committee  of 
the  tnistee8»  who  slmll  compare  the  sume  with  his  books  and 
vouchers,  and  verify  the  same  by  a  comparison  with  the  books 
of  the  superintendent,  and  certify  the  correctness  thereof  to  the 
trnstees  at  their  annual  meeting. 

4.  Render  a  quarterly  statement  of  his  receipts  and  payntents 
to  such  auditing  committee  who  shall,  in  like  manner  as  above, 
compare,  verify,  report  and  certify  the  result  thereof,  to  tlie 
trustees  at  their  annual  meeting,  who  shall  cause  tlie  same  to 
be  recorded  in  one  of  the  books  of  the  hospital. 

5.  Render  a  further  account  of  the  state  of  his  books,  and  of 
the  funds  and  other  property  in  his  custody,  whenever  required 
by  the  trustees. 

6.  Receive  for  the  use  of  the  hospital,  money  wliich  may  be 
paid  upon  obligations  or  seeurities  in  Iiis  hands  belonging  to  the 
hospital;  and  all  sums  paid  to  the  hospital  for  the  support  of 
any  patient  therein  or  for  actual  disburseraents  made  in  said 
patient's  behalf  for  nec(\?sary  clothing  and  traveling  expenses; 
and  money  paid  to  the  hospital  from  any  other  source. 

7.  Prosecute  an  action  in  the  name  of  the  hospital  to  ri*eover 
money  due  or  owing  to  the  hospital,  from  any  source;  including 
the  bringing  of  suit  for  breach  of  contract  between  private 
patients  or  their  representatives  and  the  trustees  of  the 
hospital, 

8.  Execute  a  release  and  satisfaction  of  a  mortgage  judgment, 
lien  or  other  debt  when  paid. 

1>,  Pay  the  salaries  of  the  gu|»e^'intendeut  nnd  of  all  employes 
of  the  hospital,  and  the  disbursements  of  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  board  as  aforesaid.     The  tl-easurer  shall  have  power 
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to  employ  counsel,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees. 

10.  Deposit  all  moneys  received  for  the  care  of  private  patients 
and  all  other  revenues  of  the  hospital,  in  a  bank  designated  by 
the  comptroller,  and  as  often  as  the  comptroller  may  require, 
transmit  to  the  comptroller  a  statement  showing  the  amount 
so  received  and  deposited  and  from  whom,  and  for  what  re- 
ceived, and  the  dates  on  which  such  deposits  were  made.  Such 
statement  of  deposit  shall  be  certified  by  the  proper  officer  of 
the  bank  receiving  such  deposit  or  deposits.  The  treasurer 
shall  make  affidavit  that  the  sum  so  deposited  is  all  the  monev 
received  by  him  from  any  source  of  income  for  tlu»  hospital  up 
to  the  date  of  the  latest  deposit  appearing  on  such  statement. 
A  bank  designated  by  the  comptroller  to  receive  such  deposits 
shall,  before  any  deposit  be  made,  execute  a  bond  to  the  people 
of  the  state  in  a  sum  and  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the 
comptroller,  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  deposits. 

§  12.  Medical  assistants  and  examining  physician^s. — All  med- 
ical assistants  shall  be  appointed  by  the  superintendent.  No 
medical  assistant  shall  be  appointed  who  is  not  a  well-educated 
physician  and  a  graduate  of  a  legally  chartered  medical  college, 
and  with  an  experience  of  at  least  two  years  in  the  actual  prac- 
tice of  his  profession,  including  at  least  one  year's  actual  experi- 
ence in  a  general  hospital.  8aid  trustees  shall  also  appoint  in 
all  the  cities  of  the  state  reputable  physicians,  citizens  of  the 
state  of  New  York,  who  shall  examine  all  persons  applying  for 
admission  to  said  hospital  for  treatment.  There  shall  be  not 
less  than  two  nor  more  than  four  of  such  examining  physicians 
appointed  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  and  two  each  in  cities  of  the 
second  and  third  class.  Said  examining  physicians  shall  have 
been  in  the  regular  practice  of  their  profession  for  at  least  five 
years,  and  shall  be  skilled  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
pulmonary  diseases.  Their  fee  or  compensation  for  each  patient 
examined  shall  be  three  dollars.  Not  more  than  one-half  of  all 
the  physicians  to  be  appointed  under  this  section  shall  belong 
to  the  same  school  of  medicine  or  practice. 
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§  13.  Free  patients, — The  tnisteea  of  said  hospital  to  be  ap- 
pointed iindtT  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
their  successors,  are  herebj  given  power  and  authority  to  receive 
therein  patients  who  have  no  ability  to  pay,  but  no  person  shall 
be  admitted  to  the  hospital  who  has  not  been  a  citizen  of  this 
state  for  at  least  one  year  preceding  the  date  of  application. 
Every  person  desiring  free  treatment  in  said  hospital  shall  apply 
to  the  local  authorities  of  his  or  her  town,  city  or  county  having 
charge  of  the  relipf  of  the  poor,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  a 
written  request  to  the  superintendent  of  said  hospital  for  the 
admission  and  treatment  of  such  person*  Buch  request  shall 
state  in  writing  wljpthfr  the  person  Is  able  to  pay  for  Ins  or  htT 
care  and  treatment  while  at  the  hospital,  which  request  and 
statement  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  superintendent  of  the 
hoapitah  Such  requests  shall  be  filed  by  the  superintendent  in 
a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  in  the  order  of  their  receipt  by  him. 
When  said  hospital  is  completed  and  ready  for  the  treatment 
of  patients,  or  whenever  thereafter  there  are  vacancies  eausrd 
by  death  or  removal,  the  said  superintendent  shall  thereupon 
issue  a  request  to  an  examining  physician,  appointed  as  provided 
for  in  section  twelve,  in  the  same  city  or  county,  and  if  there 
be  no  such  examining  physician  in  said  city  or  county  then  to 
the  nearest  examining  physician,  for  the  examination  by  him  of 
said  patient  Upon  the  request  of  such  superintendent  said 
examining  physician  shall  examine  all  persons  applying  for  free 
admission  and  treatment  in  said  institution,  and  determine 
whether  such  persona  applying  are  suffering  from  incipient  pul- 
monary tuberculosis*  No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  patient 
in  said  institution  without  the  certificate  of  one  of  said  examin- 
ing physicians  certifying  that  such  applicant  is  suifering  from 
incipient  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  if  upon  the  reception  of 
a  person  at  such  hospital,  it  is  found  by  the  authorities  thereof 
that  he  is  not  sullering  from  incipient  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
or  is  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  such  an  advanced 
stage  as  to  prevent  his  deriving  any  benefit  from  care  and  treat- 
ment at  such  hospital,  he  shall  be  returned  to  the  place  of  his 
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residence,  and  the  expense  of  transportation  to  and  from  the 
hospital  shall  be  paid  by  said  local  authorities.  Admissions 
to  said  hospital  shall  be  made  in  the  order  in  which  the  names 
of  applicants  shall  appear  upon  the  application  book  to  be  kept 
as  above  provided  by  the  superintendent  of  said  hospital,  in  so 
far  as  such  applicants  are  subsequently  certified  by  the  said 
examining  physician  to  be  suffering  from  incipient  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  Every  person  who  is  declared  as  herein  provided 
to  be  unable  to  pay  for  his  or  her  care  or  treatment  shall  be 
transported  to  and  from  the  hospital  at  the  expense  of  said 
local  authorities,  and  cared  for,  treated  and  maintained  therein 
at  the  expense  of  the  municipality  which  would  otherwise  be 
chargeable  with  the  support  of  such  poor  or  indigent  person; 
and  the  expense  of  transportation,  treatment  and  maintenance 
shall  be  a  county,  city  or  town  charge,  as  the  case  may  be.

§  14.  Private  patients. — Applicants  for  admission  to  this  in- 
stitution who  are  able  to  pay  for  their  care  and  treatment  are 
not  required  to  obtain  a  written  request  from  the  local  authori- 
ties having  charge  of  the  relief  of  the  poor,  but  shall  apply  in 
person  to  the  superintendent  who  shall  enter  the  name  of  such 
applicant  in  the  book  to  be  kept  by  him,  for  that  purpose,  as 
provided  in  section  thirteen;  and  when  there  is  room  in  said 
hospital  for  the  admission  of  such  applicant,  without  interfer- 
ing with  the  preference  in  the  selection  of  patients,  which  shall 
always  be  given  to  the  indigent,  such  patient  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  hospital  upon  the  certificate  of  one  of  the  examining 
physicians,  which  certificate  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  said 
superintendent. 

§  15.  Support  of  free  patients. — At  least  once  in  each  month 
the  superintendent  of  the  hospital  shall  furnish  to  the  comp- 
troller a  list  countersigned  by  the  treasurer  of  the  hospital  of 
all  the  free  patients  in  the  hospital,  together  with  sufficient 
facts  to  enable  the  comptroller  to  collect  from  the  proper  local 
official  having  charge  of  the  relief  of  the  poor  such  sums  as 
may  be  owing  to  the  state  for  the  examination,  care,  treatment 
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and  maintenance  of  the  patients  who  have  been  received  by  the 
hospital  and  who  are  shown  by  the  statement  of  such  local 
official  to  be  unable  to  pay  for  their  care,  treatment  and  main- 
tenance. The  comptroller  shall  thereupon  collect  from  the  said 
local  official  the  sums  due  for  the  care,  treatment  and  mainte- 
nance of  each  such  patient  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  dollars 
per  week  for  each  patient.  (As  amended  by  chapter  108  of  the 
Laws  of  1902.). 

§  16.  Support  of  private  patients. — ^The  trustees  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  fix  the  charges  to  be  paid  by  patients 
who  are  able  to  pay  for  their  care  and  treatment  in  said  hospital 
or  who  have  relatives  bound  by  law  to  support  them,  who  are 
able  to  pay  therefor. 

§  17.  Appropriation. — ^The  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  site  and  of 
erecting,  constructing  and  equipping  the  hospital  and  buildings 
as  herein  provided.  The  treasurer  of  the  state  shall,  on  the 
warrant  of  the  comptroller,  and  on  the  certificate  of  the  state 
architect  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the  trustees  of  said  hospital 
the  above  named  sum  in  such  amounts  as  may,  from  time  to 
time,  in  the  judgment  of  the  trustees,  be  necessary.

Section  10.  Deposit  of  moneys  by  state  officers. — Every  state 
officer  or  other  person  except  the  state  treasurer,  receiving  or 
disbursing  moneys  belonging  to  the  state,  shall  deposit  and  keep 
all  the  moneys  received  by  him,  deposited  to  his  official  credit  in 
some  responsible  bank  or  banking  house,  to  be  designated  by 
the  comptroller,  until  such  moneys  are  paid  out  or  disbursed 
according  to  law.  Every  such  bank  or  banking  house,  when  re- 
quired by  the  comptroller,  shall  execute  and  file  in  his  office 
an  undertaking  to  the  state  in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties 
as  are  required  and  approved  by  him,  for  the  safe  keeping  and 
prompt  payment  on  legal  demand  therefor  of  all  such  moneys 
held  by  or  on  deposit  in  such  bank  or  banking  house,  with  inter- 
est thereon,  on  daily  or  monthly  balances  at  such  rate  as  the 
comptroller  may  fix.  Every  such  undertaking  shall  have  in- 
dorsed thereon,  or  annexed  thereto,  the  approval  of  the  attor- 
ney-general as  to  its  form. 

§  11.  Deposit  of  moneys  by  charitable  and  benevolent  insti- 
tutions.— ^All  moneys  received  from  the  state  by  any  charitable 
or  benevolent  institution,  supported  wholly  or  partly  by  moneys 
received  from  the  state,  shall  be  deposited  in  such  national  or 
state  bank  or  trust  company,  as  the  comptroller  may  designate. 


Every  such  bank  or  trust  company  shall  give  an  undertaking,  a^ 
provided  in  the  last  section.  The  treasurer  of  such  inatitutioii 
shall  keep  all  the  funds  thereof  which  come  into  his  possession 
from  the  8tate»  deposited  in  his  name  as  such  treasurer  in  such 
bank  or  trust  company, 

§  12.  IVroofs  required  on  audit  by  the  comptroller. — ^The  comp- 
troller  sliail  not  draw  his  warrant  for  the  payment  of  any  sum 
appropriated,  except  for  salaries  and  other  expenditures  and 
appropriations,  the  amounts  of  which  are  duly  established  and 
fixed  by  law,  until  the  person  demanding  the  same  presents  to 
him  a  detailed  statement  thereof  in  items  and  makes  all  reports 
required  of  him  by  law.  If  snch  statement  is  for  services  ren- 
dered or  artich*s  furnished^  it  must  show  when,  where,  to  whom 
and  under  what  authority  they  were  rendered  or  furnished.  If 
for  traveling  expenses,  the  distance  traveled,  between  what 
places,  the  duty  or  business  for  the  performance  of  which  the 
expenses  were  incurred,  and  the  dates  and  items  of  each  ex* 
|H*ndituM?.  If  for  transportation,  furniture,  blank  and  other 
books  purchased  for  the  use  of  offices,  binding,  blanks^  printing, 
stationery,  postnge,  cleaning  and  other  neces«»*iry  and  incidental 
exi>ense8,  a  bill  <luly  receipted  must  be  attached  to  the  statement. 
Each  statement  of  acwnnts  must  lie  veritied  by  the  person  present^ 
ing  the  same  to  the  effect  that  it  is  just,  true  and  con^ct,  that  no 
part  thereof  has  been  paid,  except  as  stated  therein,  and  thai 
the  balance  therein  stated  is  actually  due  and  owing.  No  pay- 
ment shall  be  made  to  any  salaried  state  officer  or  commissioner 
having  an  office  established  by  law%  for  personal  expenses  in- 
curred by  him  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  such  officer 
or  commissioner  at  the  place  where  such  office  is  located.

I        §  L3.  Regulations  for  the  transmission  of  public  moneys.^ — 
I    The  comptroller  may  make  such  regulations  and  give  such  direc 
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tions  from  time  to  time,  respectiog  the  transmission  to  the  treas- 
ury of  moneys  belonging  to  the  state  from  the  several  county 
treasurers  and  other  public  officers  as  in  his  judgment  is  most 
conducive  to  the  interests  of  the  state.

— The 
proper  officer  of  each  state  hospital,  asylum,  charitable  or 
reformatory  iustitution,  the  state  commission  in  lunacy,  the 
state  board  of  charities,  the  state  board  of  health,  the  commis- 
sioners of  fisheries,  game  and  forests  and  all  other  state  com- 
missions, commissioners  and  boards,  shall,  on  or  before  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  each  month,  render  to  the  comptroller  a  detailed 
and  iti'mized  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  such 
hospital,  asylum,  institution,  commission,  board  of  commission- 
ers during  the  month  next  preceding.  Such  accounts  shall  give 
in  detail  the  source  of  all  receipts,  including  the  sums  received 
from  any  county,  and  be  accompanied  by  original  and  proper 
vouchers  for  all  funds  paid  from  the  state  treasury,  unless  such 
vouchers  have  been  previously  filed  with  the  comptroller  and 
have  appended  or  annexed  thereto  the  affidavit  of  the  officer 
making  the  same  to  the  effect  that  the  goods  and  other  articles 
herein  specified  were  purchased  and  received  by  him  or  under 
his  direction  or  that  the  indebtedness  was  incurred  under  his 
direction;  that  the  goods  were  purchased  at  a  fair  cash  market 
price  and  that  neither  he,  nor  any  person  in  his  behalf,  had  any 
pecuniary  or  other  interest  in  the  articles  purchased  or  in  the 
indebtedness  incurred;  that  he  received  no  pecuniary  or  other 
benefit  therefrom,  nor  any  promises  thereof;  that  the  articles 
contained  in  such  bill  were  received  by  him,  and  that  they  con- 
formed in  all  respects  to  the  goods  ordered  by  him  or  under 
his  direction,  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  state  comp- 
troller and  the  president  of  the  state  board  of  charities,  shall 
from  time  to  time  classify  into  grades  the  officers  and  employes 
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of  the  various  charitable  and  refonuafory  institutions  required 
by  law  to  report  to  the  fiscal  supervisor  and  in  the  month  of 
September  of  each  year  reconnuend  to  the  governor  such 
elianges  in  the  salaries  or  wages  of  such  officers  and  em- 
ployes for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  as  may  seem  proper,  but  ■ 
such  changes  shall  not  be  made  unless  the  governor  shall 
approve  the  same  in  writing,  and  shall  fix  the  salaries  and  wages 
to  be  paid  such  officers  and  employes.

g  18.  Inspection  of  supplies  and  entry  in  books. — The  steward, 
clerk  or  bookkeeper  in  every  such  institution,  board  or  eom^ 
mission  shall  receive  and  examine  all  articles  purchased  or  re- 
ceived for  the  maintenance  thereof,  compare  them  with  the  bills 
for  the  same,  ascertain  whether  they  correspond  in  weight, 
quality  or  quantity,  and  inspect  the  supplies  thus  received* 
Such  steward,  clerk  or  bookkeeper  shall  enter  each  bill  of  goods 
thus  received  In  the  hooka  of  the  institution  or  department  at 
the  time  of  receipt  thereof.  He  shall  make  a  full  memorandum 
in  the  book  of  accounts  of  such  institution  of  any  difference  in 
weight,  quality  or  quantity  of  any  article  received  from  the  bill 
thereof,  and  no  goods  or  other  articles  of  purchase  or  manufac- 
ture or  farm  or  garden  production  of  land  of  the  institution 
shall  be  received  unless  so  entered  in  such  book  with  the  proper 
bill,  invoice  or  statement,  according  to  the  form  of  accounts  and 
record  preecribed  l)y  the  comptroller*  In  accounts  for  repairs 
or  new  work,  the  name  of  each  workman,  the  nuTuber  of  days 
employed  and  the  rate  and  amount  of  wages  paid  to  him  shall 
be  given.  If  contracts  are  made  for  repairs  or  new  work,  or  for 
supplies,  a  duplicate  thereof^  with  specifications,  shall  be  fibd 
with  the  comptroller.  The  steward  of  every  such  institution 
or  other  officer  performing  the  duties  of  a  steward  under  what- 
ever name,  shall  take,  subscribe  and  file  with  the  comptroller 
before  entering  on  his  duties,  the  constitutional  oath  of  office.

§  19.  Deposit  in  banks  of  moneys  received  by  state  institu- 
tions.— Every  state  institution  supported,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
by  the  state,  shall  deposit  at  interest,  all  its  funds  received  from 
sources  other  than  the  state  in  a  bank  or  trust  company,  which 
shall  give  a  bond  with  sufficient  sureties  for  the  security  of  such 
deposit,  to  be  approved  by  the  comptroller.  (As  amended  by 
chapter  457  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  20.  Annual  inventory  and  report  of  institutions. — Every 
state  charitable  institution,  state  hospital,  reformatory,  house  of 
refuge  and  industrial  school  shall  file  with  the  comptroller  an- 
nually, on  or  before  October  twentieth,  a  certified  inventory  of 
all  articles  of  maintenance  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  preceding 
fiscal  year,  stating  the  kind  and  amount  of  each  article.  Every 
state  charitable  institution,  state  hospital,  reformatory,  house 
of  refuge,  state  agricultural  experiment  station,  and  the  quaran- 
tine commissioners,  required  by  law  to  report  annually  to  the 
legislature,  shall  state  an  inventory  of  each  article  of  property, 
stating  its  kind  and  amount,  except  supplies  for  maintenance, 
belonging  to  the  state  and  in  their  possession  on  October  first  of 
each  year. 

§  21.  Rendition  of  accounts. — The  comptroller,  from  time  to 
time,  shall  require  all  public  officers  and  other  persons  receiving 
moneys  or  securities,  or  having  the  care  and  management  of  any 
property  of  the  state,  of  which  an  account  is  or  is  reciuired  to  be 
kept  in  his  office,  to  render  statements  thereof  to  him;  and  all 
such  officers  or  persons  shall  render  such  statements  at  such 
time  and  in  such  form  as  he  requires,  and  at  all  times  when 
required  by  law.  He  may  require  any  one  presenting  to  him  an 
account  or  claim  for  audit  or  settlement,  to  be  exaipined  upon 
oath  before  him  touching  such  account  or  claim,  as  to  any  facts 
relating  to  its  justness  or  correctness.

§  22.  Statements  of  account  not  rendered.^The  comptroller  ^ 
shall  state  an  account  against  every  person  who  receives  moneys 
beloni^inj^  to  the  state  for  which  he  does  not  account  when  re- 
quired,  charging  him  with  the  amount  received  according  to  the 
best  information  w^hich  the  comptroller  may  have  in  regard 
thereto,  with  interest  at  six  per  centum  per  annum  from  the 
time  when  the  same  was  due  and  payable,  and  shall  deliver  a 
certified  copy  of  such  account  to  the  attorney-general  for  prose- 
cution, and  such  certified  copy  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of 
the  indebtedness  of  such  person  to  the  state  for  the  amount 
stated  therein*  The  person  against  whom  an  action  is  brought 
by  the  attorney-general  on  any  such  account,  shall  be  liable  for 
and  pay  the  costs  of  the  action  whether  final  judgment  therein 
shall  be  against  him  or  in  his  favor,  unless  he  is  sued  as  the 
representative  of  the  person  originally  accountable  for  such 
moneys. 

§  23.  Statements  of  accounts  rendered. — ^The  comptroller  shall 
immediately  examine  the  accounts  rendered  by  every  public 
officer  or  other  person  receiving  moneys  belonging  to  the  state, 
with  tlie  vouchers^  and  audit,  adjust  and  make  a  statement 
thereof*  If  any  necessary  vouchers  are  wanting  or  defective,  he 
shall  give  notice  to  such  person  to  furnish  proper  vouchers 
within  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  ninety  days,  and  at  the 
expiration  of  such  time  he  shall  audit,  adjust  and  make  a  state- 
ment of  such  accounts  on  the  vouchers  and  proofs  before  him* 
He  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  every  account  as  settled  to  such 

■  persons^  and  if  any  balance  is  stated  therein  to  be  due  the  state, 
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and  is  not  paid  to  the  treasurer  within  ninety  days  after  its 
transmission  to  sneh  person,  the  comptroller  shall  deliver  a 
certified  copy  of  such  account  to  the  attorney-general  for 
prosecution.  Such  certified  copy  shall  be  presumptive  evidence 
of  the  indebtedness  of  such  person  to  the  state  for  the  balance 
so  certified,  and  if  on  the  trial  of  any  action  brought  thereon,  the 
defendant  gives  any  evidence  other  than  such  as  was  produced 
to  the  comptroller  before  the  statement  of  such  accounts,  and  by 
means  thereof,  the  balance  so  stated  is  reduced  or  no  balance  is 
found  to  be  due,  the  defendant  shall  be  liable  for  and  pay  the 

costs  of  such  action.

§  35.  Indebtedness  not  to  be  contracted  without  appropria- 
tion.— ^A  state  officer,  employe,  board,  department  or  commis- 
sion shall  not  contract  indebtedness  on  behalf  of  the  state,  nor 
assume  to  bind  the  state,  in  an  amount  in  excess  of  money 
appropriated  or  otherwise  lawfully  available.  (Added  ly  chap- 
ter 580  of  the  Laws  of  1899.) 

§  36.  Specific  appropriation  not  to  be  used  for  other  pur- 
poses.— Money  appropriated  for  a  specific  purpose  shall  not  be 
used  for  any  other  purpose;  and  the  comptroller  shall  not  draw 
a  warrant  for  the  payment  of  any  sum  appropriated,  unless  it 
clearly  appears  from  the  detailed  statement  presented  to  him 
by  the  person  demanding  the  same  as  required  by  this  chapter, 
that  the  purposes  for  which  such  money  is  demanded  are  those 
for  which  it  was  appropriated.  The  comptroller  shall  not  audit 
any  claim  for  salary,  labor  or  wages,  unless  an  appropriation 
applicable  thereto  has  been  already  made  specifying  the  amount 
thereof  appropriated  for  such  purpose.  {Added  hy  chapter  580 
of  the  Laws  of  1899.) 

§  37.  Monthly  payments  to  state  treasurer. — Every  state  offi- 
cer, employe,  board,  department  or  commission  receiving  money 
for  or  on  behalf  of  the  state  from  fees,  penalties,  costs,  fines, 
sales  of  property,  or  otherwise,  except  the  health  officer  of  the 
port  of  New  York,  shall  on  the  fifth  day  of  each  month,  pay  to 
the  state  treasurer  all  such  money  received  during  the  proced- 
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iBg  month  and  on  the  same  day  file  a  detailed  verifled  Btate- 
ment  of  such  receipts  with  the  comptroller^  who  shall  keep  an 
account  thereof  in  his  ofilce.  Thie  section  shall  not  apply  to 
the  manufacturing  fund  of  the  state  prisons,  known  as  the 
capital  fund  nor  to  the  convict  deposit  and  miscellaneous  earn* 
ing  fund,  so  called,  of  the  state  prisons  and  Eastern  New  York 
reformatory;  nor  to  the  proceeds  of  sales  of  manufactures  or 
other  products  of  the  state  hospitals  for  the  insane.  This  sec- 
tion shall  he  deemed  to  supersede  any  other  provision  of  this 
chapter  or  of  any  other  general  or  special  law  inconsistent 
therewith,  {Added  by  chapter  580  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  and 
amended  hi/  chapter  T15  of  the  Laws  of  180J),  chapter  32G  of  the 
Laws  of  1900,  and  chupter  457  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  38,  Contracts  In  pursuance  of  appropriations, — A  contract 
or  contracts  made  in  pursuance  of  an  appropriation  by  the  state 
for  a  specific  object  shall  be  for  the  completion  of  the  work  con- 
templated by  the  appropriation,  and  in  the  aggregate  shall  not 
exceed  the  amount  of  such  appropriation,  A  contract  for  a  f 
part  of  such  work  shall  not  be  binding  upon  the  state  until 
contracts  are  also  made  covering  the  entire  work  contemplated 
by  such  appropriation,  except  where  it  is  expressly  provided  by 
such  appropriation  that  a  part  of  the  w^ork  nmy  he  done  by  day's 
labor.  Every  such  contract  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  bond  for 
the  completion  of  the  work  specified  in  the  contract,  within  the 
amount  stipulated  therein,  which  bond  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  state  comptroller.

§  40.  Estimate  for  purchase  of  staple  articles  of  supplies. — 
Whenever  the  sii[jeriuteodentj  agent  and  warden  or  other  man- 
aging oflficer  of  a  state  institution  is  requiivd  by  law  to  submit  to 
any  state  commission,  department  or  oilicer,  an  estimate  of  the 
expense  requii^ed  for  such  institution  during  any  subsequent 
perioiL  such  estimate  may,  if  authorized  by  the  commission. 
department  or  ofiicer  whi>se  duly  it  is  to  revise*  the  ftame,  and  if 
such  aulboTuatiou  he  approved  by  the  comptroller,  include  an 
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amount  sufficient  for  the  purchase  of  certain  staple  articles  of 
supplies  for  the  use  of  such  institution  for  a  period  beyond  that 
for  which  such  estimate  is  ordinarily  made.  (Add^d  by  copter

PUBCHASE  OF  SUPPLIES  FOB  STATE  INSTITUTIONS. 

AN  ACT  requiring  preference  to  be  given  in  the  purchase  of 

supplies  for  state  institutions  to  products  raised  within  this 

state. 

Chapter  32,  Laws  of  1899. 

Section  1.  The  o|flcers,  boards,  commissions  and  departments 
whose  duty  it  is  to  purchase  supplies  for  the  maintenance  of 
inmates  in  state  institutions,  shall,  in  purchasing  such  sup- 
plies, give  preference  to  products  raised  within  the  state,  price 
and  quality  being  equal. 


COlOaTTEES  FOB  JNCOKCPETENT  PEBSONS. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  section  twenty-three  hundred  and  twenty-

Chapter  509,  Laws  of  1904. 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-three  hundred  and  twenty-three-a  of* 
of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  2323-a.  Where  an  incompetent  person  has  been  committed  to  a 
state  institution  in  any  manner  provided  by  law,  and  is  an  inmate 
thereof,  the  petition  may  be  presented  on  behalf  of  the  state  by 
a  state  officer  having  special  jurisdiction  over  the  institution 
where  the  incompetent  person  is  confined  or  the  superintendent 
or  acting  superintendent  of  said  institution;  the  petition  must 
be  in  writing  and  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  petitioner  or  his 
attorney,  to  the  effect  that  the  matters  therein  stated  are  true  to 
the  best  of  his  information  or  belief;  it  must  show  that  the  person

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for  whose  person  or  property,  or  both,  a  committee  is  asked  has 
beeu  legally  committed  to  a  state  institution  over  which  the 
petitioner  has  special  jurisdiction,  or  of  which  he  is  superintendent 
or  acting  8Ui>erinteudent,  and  is  at  the  time  an  inmate  thereof; 
it  must  also  state  the  institution  in  which  he  is  an  inmate,  the 
date  of  his  admission,  his  last  known  place  of  residence,  the 
oanie  and  i-esidence  of  the  husband  or  wife,  if  any,  of  such  person, 
and  if  there  be  none,  the  name  and  residence  of  the  next  of  kin  of 
Biich  f^rson  living  in  this  state  so  far  as  known  to  the  petitioner; 
the  nature,  extent  and  income  of  his  proi)erty,  so  far  as  the  same 
is  known  to  the  petitioner,  or  can  with  reasonable  diligence  be 
ascertained  by  him.  The  petition  may  be  presented  to  the  su- 
preme court  at  any  special  terai  thereof,  held  either  in  the  judicial 
district  in  which  such  incompetent  person  last  resided,  or  in  the 
district  in  which  the  state  institution  in  which  he  is  committed  is 
situated,  or  to  a  justice  of  (he  supreme  court  at  chambei's  witliin 
such  judicial  dislriii.  or  to  the  county  court  of  the  coonty  in 
wlHch  the  incompetent  person  resi^lcd  at  the  time  of  such  commit- 
ment, or  of  the  county  in  which  naid  institution  is  situated. 
Notice  of  the  presentation  of  t^mh  |iclition  shall  be  personally 
given  to  such  i>erson,  ami  also  to  the  IiuMkiihI  oi'  wife^  if  any,  or  if 
none  to  the  next  of  kin  yamed  in  I  he  fjetition  and  to  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  instilntiim  in  whicli  snrli  |»cn'mm  is  an  inmate. 
V[Hm  the  pn^cylati«m  of  sorb  i»ctitiiMi,  and  proof  of  the  service 
of  such  notice,  the  courl  or  justice  nu^y,  if  satisfied  of  the  truth 
of  the  facts  reqnii^ed  to  l>e  stated  in  nuch  j>etition\  immeiliately 
ay^yKMut  a  roiumittet*  of  the  pt-r^on  or  proi>erty,  ur  both,  of  such 
incompetent  pci*son  or  may  re«iuire  any  further  proof  which  it  or 
be  may  deem  necessary  before  making  such  appointment. 


DEPOSIT   or   FUNDS  OF   CHARITABLE   INSTITUTIONS, 

AN  AtT  to  regulate  the  deposit  of  funds  received  by  charitable 

and  benevolent  institutions  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  bj 

public  moneys. 

Chapter  41 5»  Laws  of  1884, 

Bection  1.  Board  of  trustees  to  designate  depository  of  funds. 
— It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  or  managers 
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of  each  charitable  or  benevolent  institution  in  this  fitate,  sup- 
ported in  whole  or  in  part  by  moneys  received  from  the  state, 
or  by  any  county,  city  or  town  thereof,  to  designate  by  resolu- 
tion, to  be  entered  upon  their  minutes,  some  duly  incorporated 
national  or  state  bank  or  trust  company  as  the  depository  of  the 
funds  of  such  institution. 

§  2.  Treasurer  to  depofiit  moneys  in  same. — After  such  desig- 
nation, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  each  such  chari- 
table or  benevolent  institution  immediately  to  deposit  in  the 
bank  or  trust  company  so  designated,  in  his  name  as  treasurer 
of  the  institution,  naming  it,  all  funds  of  the  institution  which 
may  come  into  his  possession. 


INVESTIGATION    OF    COMPLAINTS    AGAINST    CHARITABLE 
INSTITirTIONS. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  taking  testimony  in  certain  matters 
relating  to  state  charitable  institutions. 

Chapter  690,  Laws  of  1871. 

Section  1.  Investigation  of  complaints,  etc.;  power  to  admin- 
ister oaths  and  compel  attendance  of  witnesses;  production  of 
papers. — Whenever  the  state  board  of  commissioners  of  public 
charities,  or  the  managers,  directors  or  trustees  of  any  asylum, 
hospital,  or  other  charitable  institution,  the  managers,  directors 
or  trustees  of  which  are  appointed  by  the  governor  and  senate, 
or  by  the  legislature,  shall  deem  it  necessary  or  proper  to  inves- 
tigate and  ascertain  the  truth  of  any  charge  or  complaint  made 
or  circulated  respecting  the  conduct  of  the  superintendent, 
assistants,  subordinate  officers  or  servants,  in  whatever  capacity 
or  duty  employed  by  or  under  the  official  control  of  any  such 
board,  managers,  directors  or  trustees,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
presiding  officer  for  the  time  being  of  any  such  board,  managers, 
directors  or  trustees,  to  administer  oaths  to  all  witnesses  com- 
ing before  them  respectively  for  examination,  and  to  issue  com- 
pulsory process  for  the  attendance  of  any  witness  within  the 
10 
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state  whom  they  may  respectively  desire  to  examine,  and  for 
the  production  of  all  papers  that  any  such  witness  may  possess, 
or  have  in  his  power,  touching  the  matter  of  such  complaint  or 
investigation;  and  willful  false  swearing  by  any  witness  who 
may  be  so  examined  is  hereby  declared  to  be  perjury. 

§  2.  Fees  of  witnesses. — ^All  persons  examined  as  witnesses 
under  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  the  same  fees  as 
are  now  paid  to  witnesses  in  the  supreme  court  by  the  said 
board,  managers,  directors  or  trustees,  authorizing  the  ifisue  of 
such  compulsory  process. 


BEPOBTING  OF  PEBSONS  IN  STATE  IKSTITTJTIOKS. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  reporting  of  persons  in  the  vaxioas 
state  benevolent  institutions  of  this  state. 

Chapter  54,  Laws  of  1876. 

Section  1.  OflBcere  to  report. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  super- 
intendent, warden  or  other  proper  officer  in  charge  of  each  of 
the  benevolent  institutions  of  this  state,  in  which  are  persons 
whose  maintenance,  treatment,  tuition  or  clothing  is  a  charge 
against  any  county  of  this  state,  to  make  a  report  on  or  before 
the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  in  each  year,  to  the  clerk  of 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  to  which  such  mainte- 
nance, treatment,  tuition  or  clothing  is  chargeable,  which  report 
shall  show  the  name,  age,  sex,  color  and  nationality  of  every 
person  in  such  institution,  chargeable  to  such  county;  also, 
when  each  person  was  received  into  such  institution,  from  what 
town  sent,  for  what  term  received,  to  what  time  the  expense 
of  each  such  person  has  been  paid,  and  the  amount  chargeable 
to  such  county  for  each  such  person  for  the  ensuing  year,  which 
report  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  person 
making  the  same.

ALBANY  HOSPITAL,  ALBANY. 

AN  ACT  making  an  appropriation  for  certain  expenses  of  govern- 
ment, and  supplying  deficiencies  in  former  appropri4itions. 

Chapter  730,  Laws  of  1004. 

Section  1.  The  treasurer  shall  pay,  on  the  warrant  of  the  com|>- 
troller, 

For  the  maintenance  and  medical  care  by  the  Albany  hospital 
of  such  ofiieers,  meiuijers  and  employes  of  the  several  brancbifs, 
departments  and  bureaus  of  the  state  government  located  in 
Albany,  as  may  be  injured  or  become  sick^  while  in  the  per* 
formance  of  their  duties,  two  thousand  dollars^  said  persons  to 
be  admitted  upon  the  certificate  of  the  trostees  of  public  bnild- 
ings  through  the  superintendeDt  of  public  baildings,  after  a 
proper  certificate  of  disability  signed  by  a  member  of  the  attend- 
ing staff  of  the  Albany  hospital,  who  shall  be  d^^ignated  by  bim^ 
shall  have  been  filed  with  said  soperinteodent*

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SBOOKS  MEMOBIAL  HOSPITAL,  DUNKIRK. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  three  hundred  ami  Dinoij-six  of  tBe 
laws  of  eighteen  hnti'dred  and  eighty-five  entitled  *'An  net  to 
revise  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Dunkirk,"  in  relation  to  the 
npplieation  and  payment  of  certain  moneys  by  said  city. 

Chapter  140^  Laws  of  1899. 
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§  9.  The  common  conncil  of  the  city  of  Dunkirk  is  hereby 
jnithoriaed  to  ai*propriate  and  pay  annually  from  the  surplus 
moneys  received  by  the  said  city  of  Dnnkirk  under  this  title 
and  remaining  in  its  hands  after  payment  of  the  necessai*y  ex- 
jH'uses  incurred  in  the  maintenance  of  the  police  and  poor  depart- 
ments of  the  said  city,  to  the  Brooks  Memorial  Hospital,  for  the 
cni^,  support  and  maintenance  of  such  of  the  inmates  of  said 
lu>»pital  as  may  be  received  therein  pnrsnant  to  the  rules  estab- 
lished by  the  state  board  of  charities,  a  sum  which  in  any  one 
year  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars;  and  such  appro- 
priation shall  be  made  only  so  long  as  the  said  hospital  shall 
treat  free  of  charge,  such  indigent  personSj  actual  residents  of 
fhe  said  city  of  Dunkirk,  requiring  treatment,  as  come  within  the 
classes  treated  by  said  hospital  Said  common  council  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pay  same  within  thirty  days  after  the  end  of  each 
fiscal  year.  The  payment  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-nine  may  be  made  from  the  surplus  of  the  fiscal  year 
ending  February  first,  eighteen  ninety-nine.  In  the  event  of  the 
said  surplus  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  city  of  Dunkirk  for 
any  one  yeai'  after  the  payment  of  the  nece^ary  expenses  incurred 
in  the  maintenance  of  the  police  and  poor  departments  of  the 
said  city,  being  insufficient  to  jiermit  the  payment  of  the  moneys 
for  the  payment  of  which  to  the  Brooks  Memorial  Hospital,  pro- 
vision is  hereby  made,  then  and  in  that  case  the  comnmn  council 
of  the  city  of  Dnnkirk  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  so  much 
of  such  payment  as  shall  remain  after  the  application  of  the  said 
surplus,  out  of  the  general  fund  of  said  city,  and  the  common 
counril  of  said  city  is  hereby  authorized  to  add  the  amount 
which  it  shall  pay  out  of  the  general  fund  in  any  one  year,  to 
the  next  annual  city  tax,  to  be  collected  for  the  purpo£e  of  retna- 
bursing  said  general  fund  for  such  expenditure.

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CITY  HOSPITAIiy  LOCKPOBT. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  hospital  for  the  city  of  Lockport,  to  be 
known  as  the  city  hospital,  and  to  provide  for  the  erection, 
government  and  maintenance  thereof,  and  to  repeal  chapter 
four  hnndped  twenty-two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred. 

Chapter  568,  Laws  of  1901. 

Section  1.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Lockport  is  hereby 
authorized  to  issue  bonds  to  the  amount  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  with  which  to  construct  a  general 
hospital.  Said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  not  to  exceed  four 
per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  shall  not  be 
sold  at  less  than  par,  and  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  principal 
sum  of  said  bonds  shall  become  due  and  payable  at  the  end  of 
each  period  of  one  year  from  and  after  the  issue  thereof;  and 
the  principal  and  interest  thereof  shall  be  payable  at  the  office 
of  the  city  treasurer  of  said  city,  or  at  such  place  as  the  common 
council  thereof  shall  designate.  Said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by 
the  mayor,  countersigned  by  the  city  clerk  of  said  city,  and  be 
sealed  with  the  city  seal,  and  shall  be  sold  by  the  city  treasurer 
upon  sealed  proposals  received  by  him,  after  public  advertise- 
ment for  not  less  than  ten  days,  to  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders 
therefor,  for  not  lees  than  the  par  value  thereof.  The  common 
council  of  said  city  is  authorized  to  raise  by  general  tax  levy  in 
each  and  every  year,  after  the  issue  of  said  bonds,  the  amount 
of  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  due  in  each  such  year. 
The  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  placed 
by  the  city  treasurer  to  the  credit  of  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the 
city  hospital  fund,  and  shall  only  be  used  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  and  all  drafts  thereon  shall  be  audited  and  approved 
by  the  common  council  thereof. 

§  2.  As  soon  as  may  be,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  com- 
mon council  of  said  city  shall  procure  plans  for  a  new  hospital 
building  to  be  made  with  estimates  of  the  cost  thereof,  and  shall 
thereupon  approve  or  reject  the  same.  If  the  common  council 
shall  approve  such  plans,  it  shall  at  once  advertise  for  sealed 
proposals  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  such  hospital  build- 
ing, and  the  contract  therefor  shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  bidder, 
who  shall  furnish  satisfactory  security  for  its  faithful  perform- 


ance,  unlegs  the  council  reject  all  bids  therefor,  which  it  may  do; 
but  uo  portion  of  the  monejs  authorixe^l  to  be  raised  by  this  act 
pthall  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  an  hospital 
building. 

t;  3.  The  city  of  Lock7>ort  is  hereby  authorized  to  retain,  for  the 
purpose  of  a  site  for  the  said  hospital*  any  real  estate,  which  it 
may  now  own,  or  the  title  to  which  it  may  hereafter  acquire 
through  tax  sale  proceedings. 

§  4.  After  the  eonstruetion  of  the  said  hospital  building  the 
control  thereof  shall  vest  in  the  board  of  health  of  said  city,  but 

id  board  shall  not  order  the  expenditure  of  any  money  or  make 
any  contract,  with  reference  to  said  hospital,  except  by  a  majority 
^'ote  of  all  its  members,  which  vote  shall  Ik^  taken  by  yeas  and 
nays,  and  entered  in  the  minutes*  No  expenditure  or  contract, 
amounting  to  one  hundred  dollars  or  moi^,  shall  be  made  without 
the  consent  of  the  foninion  council,  and  before  the  board  shall 
enter  into  a  contract  for  the  jM?rforniancc  of  any  work  or  the 
furnishing  of  any  supplies,  the  expense  of  which  shall  equal  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollai^s,  it  shall,  after  having  obtained  the 
common  council's  consent,  cause  a  notice  to  be  published  in  three 
successive  numbers  of  the  official  paper,  inviting  proposals  for 
the  same,  according  to  plans  and  specifications  then  on  file  in  its 
office,  and  such  contract  shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  bidder,  who 
shall  furnish  satisfactory  security  for  its  faithful  performance, 
unless  the  board  rejects  all  bids  therefor,  which  it  may  do. 

§  5.  The  sum  raised  by  the  city  of  Lockport  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  two  hundred  and  thirty-one,  of  title  fourteeB 
of  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Lockport,  known  as  the  **  Flagler 
Hospital  Fund,''  may  be  used  for  the  maintenance  and  support 
of  the  city  hospital. 

§  6,  The  said  board  of  health  shall  nuike  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  conduct  of  said  hospital,  and  shall  fix  the  terms  for  care 
and  board  upon  which  persons,  who  are  able  to  pay  therefor,  shall 
be  admitted  thereto.

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Section  1.  Short  title. — This  chapter  shall  be  known  as  the 
poor  law. 

§  2.  Definitions. — A  poor  person  la  one  unable  to  maintain 
himself,  and  such  person  shall  be  maintained  by  the  town,  citj, 
county  or  state,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.  In 
coonties  having  but  one  superintendent  of  the  poor,  the  term 
**  fluperintendent  ^'  or  "superintendents  of  the  poor/^  when  used 
in  this  chapter^  means  snch  superintendent;  and  in  towns  or  cities 
having  but  one  overseer  of  the  poor,  the  term  "overseers"  or  ■ 
"  overseers  of  the  poor,"  when  used  in  this  chapter,  means  a  town 
or  citj  overseer  of  the  poor.  An  **  almshouse  *^  is  a  place  where 
the  poor  are  maintained  at  the  public  expense. 

The  popular  raeanlug  of  the  word  '*  altnsliouse'*  iB,  of  course,  well  under- 
stood. Imt  the  reviBers  and  the  legislature  have  not  confined  us  to  tbe 
popular  meaxilnK,  They  have  i?!ven  to  the  word  a  much  wider  and  more 
compreheuBive  definition  than  it  lias  in  popular  usage.  That  may  properly 
be  termed  the  statutory  definition  which  Is  found  !n  the  second  aecUon  of 
the  Poor  Law.  It  Is  there  defined  as  a  **  place  where  the  poor  are  main* 
lalned  at  the  puhllc  expenfie."  It  Is  not  necessary  that  it  should  l>e  a 
publk'  building  or  that  there  should  be  but  one  place.  The  Pvoplt  e^  reL 
John  /?,  French  aft  Oveisvcr  of  the  Ponr  of  the  City  of  Ithaca,  rcapondent,  v.

The  town  poor  are  such  fiersons  as  are  required  bj  law  to  be 
relieved  or  supported  at  the  expense  of  the  town  or  citj;  the 
county  poor  are  such  persons  as  are  required  bj  law  to  be  re* 
lieved  or  supported  at  the  expense  of  the  county;  and  the  state 
poor  are  such  persons  as  are  required  by  law  to  be  relieved  or 
supported  at  the  expense  of  the  state* 

§  3.  County  superintendents  of  the  poor. — The  county  super- 
intendents of  the  poor  shiilh 

1.  Have  the  general  superintendence  and  care  of  poor  persona 
who  may  be  in  their  respective  counties. 

2.  Provide  and  keep  in  repair  suitable  almshouses  when  di- 
rected by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  their  county. 

3.  Establish  rules  and  by-laws  for  the  government  and  good 
order  of  such  almshouses,  and  for  the  employment,  relief,  manage- 
ment and  government  of  the  poor  therein;  but  such  rules  and 
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regulations  shall  not  be  valid  until  approved  by  the  county  judge 
of  the  county,  in  writing. 

4.  Unless  a  keeper  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  supervisors, 
employ  suitable  persons  to  be  keepers  of  such  houses,  and  physi- 
cians, matrons  and  all  other  necessary  officers  and  servants,  and 
vest  Huch  power  in  them  for  the  government  of  such  houses,  and 
the  poor  therein,  as  shall  be  necessary,  reserving  to  such  poor 
persons  who  may  be  placed  under  the  care  of  such  keepers, 
matrons,  officers  or  servants,  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  superin- 
tendents.

6.  Prescribe  the  rate  of  allowance  to  be  made  for  bringing 
poor  persons  to  the  county  almshouse,  subject  to  such  alterations 
as  the  board  of  supervisors  may  by  general  resolution  make. 

7.  Authorize  the  keepers  of  such  houses  to  certify  the  amount 
due  for  bringing  such  poor  persons;  which  amount  shall  be  paid 
by  the  county  treasurer  on  the  production  of  such  certificate, 
countersigned  and  allowed  by  the  county  superintendents  of  the 
{KKir. 

8.  Summarily  decide  any  dispute  that  shall  arise  concerning 
the  settlement  of  any  poor  person,  upon  a  hearing  of  the  parties, 
and  for  that  purpose  may  issue  subpoenas  to  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses,  with  the  like  powers  to  enforce  such  process, 
as  is  given  to  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  an  action  pending  before 
him;  their  decisions  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk 
within  thirty  days  after  they  are  made,  and  shall  be  conclusive 
and  final  upon  all  parties  interested,  unless  an  appeal  therefrom 
shall  be  taken,  as  provided  in  this  chapter. 

9.  Direct  the  commencement  of  suits  by  any  overseer  of  the 
(loor  who  shall  be  entitled  to  prosecute  for  any  penalties,  or  upon 
any  recognizance,  bonds,  or  securities  taken  for  the  indemnity 
of  any  town  or  of  the  county;  and  in  case  of  the  neglect  of  any 
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dueli  overseeiv  to  commence  and  conduct  such  Buits,  without  tBe 
authority  of  such  overseer,  io  the  name  of  such  superintendenta. 

10.  Draw  on  the  county  treasurer  for  all  necesaarj  expenses 
incurred  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  which  draft  shall  be  paid 
by  such  treasurer  out  of  the  moneys  placed  in  his  hands  for  the 
support  of  the  poor* 

IL  Audit  and  settle  all  accounts  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  jns- 
tices  of  the  peace,  and  all  other  persons,  for  services  relating  to 
the  support,  relief  or  transportation  of  the  county  poor;  and  draw 
on  the  county  treasnrer  for  the  amount  of  the  accouuts  which 
they  «hall  so  audit  and  settle. 

12.  Furnish  necessary  reli**f  to  such  of  the  county  poor  as  may 
require  only  temporary  assistance^  or  are  so  disabled  that  they 
cannot  be  safely  removed  to  the  county  almshouse,  or  to  the 
county  poor  who  can  be  properly  provided  for  elsewhere  than  at 
the  county  almshouse  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  that  of  their 
iupport  at  such  almshouse* 

13.  Render  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  their  county,  at  their 
Annual  meeting,  a  verified  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  ex^ 
peuded  by  them,  or  under  their  direction,  and  of  all  their  proceed 
ings  in  such  manner  and  form  as  may  be  required  by  the  board. 

14.  Pay  over  all  moneys  remaining  in  their  hands,  within  fif- 
teen days  after  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of  office,  to  the 
county  treasurer,  or  their  successors. 

15*  AdmSnister  oaths  and  take  affidavits  in  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  their  office,  and  elicit,  by  exaraiuation  under  oath,  state- 
ments of  facts  from  applicants  for  relief. 

Expenditures  by  the  superintendpnt  of  the  poor  in  the  admin- 
istration of  his  deparlment  are  subject  to  the  following  limita- 
tions: The  board  of  supervisors,  at  its  annual  meeting,  may  fix 
the  maximum  sum  which  may  be  expended  by  tbesuiierintendent, 
at  his  discretion  J  during  the  next  ensuing  year,  and  may  provide 
that  expenditures  in  excess  of  that  sum  shall  be  made  only  with 
the  written  approval  of  the  chairraau  of  the  board  of  supervisors, 
or  of  a  committee  of  the  board,  composed  of  not  exceeding  three 
members.     If  such  limitation  is  fixed  and  such  provision  made, 
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Ufj  county  treasurer  shall  not  pay  any  draft  or  order  of  the 
superintendent  in  excess  of  the  sum  so  fixed  by  the  board,  unless 
It  is  accompanied  with  the  written  approval  of  such  chairman  or 
committee.    {As  amended  hy  chapter  507  of  the  Laws  of  1897.) 

The  board  of  supervisors  of  a  county  has  no  power  to  direct  the  county 
treasurer  not  to  pay,  out  of  the  poor  funds,  any  draft  drawn  by  the 
superintendents  of  the  poor  to  their  own  order,  or  to  the  order  of  either 
of  them,  nor  to  direct  him  not  to  pay  any  draft  unless  the  object  for 
which  the  money  is  to  be  paid  be  specified  therein.  People  ex  rel.  Severn  v. 
Demarest,  16  Hun,  123, 

As  to  whether  the  statute  (chap.  20,  I^ws  of  1832)  authorizing  super- 
intendents of  the  poor  to  "audit  and  settle  aU  accounts  •  •  •  for 
services  relating  to  the  support,  relief  or  transportation  of  county  paupers" 
confers  upon  those  ofiicers  power  to  audit  claims  under  contracts  made 
with  them,  quaere. 

The  claim  of  an  attorney  for  services  rendered  by  him  on  the  employ- 
ment of  superintendents  of  the  poor  in  bastardy  proceedings  is  not  one 
*•  relating  to  the  support,  relief  or  transportation  "  of  paupers  within  the 
meaning  of  that  statute,  and  no  power  is  conferred  upon  the  superin- 
tendents to  audit  such  a  claim. 

Said  officers  have  power  to  employ  an  attorney  to  conduct  such  proceed- 
ings; they  are  responsible  to  the  attorney  for  his  services  and  he  may 
enforce  his  claim  against  them  by  action. 

It  seems  that  every  expense  they  Incur  by  such  employment  is  a  county 
charge,  subject  to  the  audit  of  the  board  of  supervisors. 

It  seems  also  that  where  bastardy  proceedings  are  successful  and  in- 
demnity secured,  the  attorneys  fees  wltli  other  expenses  incurred  may  be 
charged  upon  the  putative  father  (1  R.  S.  <544,  §§  13,  14).  }feary  v.  Robinson, 
08  N,  y.,  8J;  Nearv  v.  Robinson  {27  Bun,  145),  reversed. 

It  was  more  than  intimated  in  Hcyes  v.  Symonds  {9  Barb.  260),  that  pur- 
chases of  material  and  employment  of  labor  by  the  superintendents,  for 
which  they  were  authorized  to  contract,  were  not  the  class  of  accounts  to 
which  the  statute  cited  had  reference.  It  would  seem  to  be  the  more 
reasonable  interpretation  that  their  auditing  power  does  not  extend  to 
their  own  contracts,  and  so  malse  them  sit  as  Judges  upon  questions  relat- 
ing to  their  own  conduct  and  their  own  corporate  liability.  Neary  v, 
Robinson,  98  N,  Y.  84. 

Superintendents  of  the  poor  are  not  bound  to  audit  the  accounts  of 
physicians  and  others  for  services  rendered  to  county  paupers  by  request 
of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  several  towns;  and  this  though  the 
services  were  rendered  in  pursuance  of  orders  for  temporary  relief.  It  is 
ilie  duty  of  the  overseers  to  adjust  such  accounts  and  charge  them  in 
lUeir  bills  against  the  county.  The  employment  of  a  physician  by  the 
superintendents  of  the  poor  of  a  county  does  not  supersede  the  right  of  the 
overseers  of  the  several  towns  to  employ  other  physicians  to  attend  county 
paupers  entitled  to  temporary  relief.    Ex  parte  Oreen  d  Broum,  4  Bill,  558. 

The  provisions  of  subdivision  11  have  no  reference  to  services  performed 
by  the  servants  and  laborers  who  are  employed  at  the  county  poorhouse. 
ffoyea  v.  Symonds,  9  Barb.  260, 
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Superintendtfuts  of  tbe  poor  Lave  eapacHy  to  contract  a  HabiJity  for  sui)- 
pUeB  furniabed  for  the  county  poorhowse;  which  liability  may  be  enforced 
by  suit    Id. 

But  where  It  appears  that  the  cre^Jit  for  eupplles  thus  furnlebed  waa 
given  to  a  fund,  in  the  county  treiienry,  raised  by  virtue  of  the  50th  sec* 
tiou  of  the  act  for  the  relief  of  Indigent  persons,  called  the  poorhouse 
fund*  lustead  of  to  the  superintendentB,  and  on  the  supposition  that  the 
goods  would  be  paid  for  by  a  draft  ou  the  to-eaaurer,  no  action  will  lie 
against  the  soperiutendeuts  until  an  application  has  been  made  to  them 
for  an  order  on  the  fund,  and  they  have  refused  to  give  it    Id, 

The  office  of  superintendent  of  the  poor*  though  invested  with  corporate 
powers,  is,  not  withstanding,  a  mere  agency  of  the  county,  and  the  relatioa 
between  the  county  and  its  superintendent  Is  that  of  principal  and  agent 
People  V.  li€nn€tU  ^  N,  T,  117. 

Where  a  person  sells  to  superintendents  of  the  poor,  provisions  for  the 
poorhouse,  upon  an  agreement  that  it  is  to  be  a  cash  sale,  or  If  an  order 
ghall  be  given  that  it  shall  answer  as  cash,  whereupon  the  superintendeata 
give  him  an  order  upon  the  treasurer  of  the  county,  for  the  amount,  and 
upon  presentment  of  such  order  to  the  treasurer  payment  is  refused,  for 
want  of  funds,  the  vendor  Is  remit  ted  to  his  original  right  of  action  against 
the  superintendents  and  may  recover  of  them  the  value  of  the  supplies. 

In  such  a  ease  the  counly  is  liable  on  the  contract  uutde  by  Its  author- 
Ized  agents  In  the  business  specially  comujitted  to  them  by  the  statute. 
Paddaek  t\  Symottdft^  it  Barb.  111. 

The  acts  of  a  majority  of  the  superintendents  is  binding  upon  the  whole 
board.     Johnmn  v.  Dodd,  56  N.  Y.  76. 

The  statutes  relating  to  the  support  of  the  poor  at  county  poorhotisea 
furnish  no  authority  for  a  discrimination  between  ccmnty  and  town  poor, 
In  resi>ect  to  the  application  of  the  income  of  the  poorhouse  farm.  On  the 
contrary  the  legislature  intended  tlie  income  should  be  applied  to  the  aup- 
l>ort  of  the  poor  «>f  the  rtnmty  generally,  at  the  poorhouse,  without 
distloctton. 

The  statutory  provisions  oltvlously  contemplate  that  the  beneflts  result- 
ing from  the  poorhouse  and  farm  shall  be  common  to  the  county  and 
towns,  in  respect  to  the  support  of  the  poor  at  the  poorhouse,  without  any 
regard  whatever  to  the  general  obllgsitlon  of  each  to  suppiirt  its  own  poor. 

The  occupancy  of  the  property,  the  products  of  the  farm  consumed 
thereon  and  In  the  poorhouse,  the  labor  of  the  poor  In  carrying  on  the 
farm  and  the  business  of  the  poorhouse,  the  avails  of  sales  of  products 
of  the  farm  and  the  labor  of  the  poor,  are  ail  to  go,  and  be  applied,  to 
reduce  the  expenses  of  the  support  of  the  poor  generally,  at  the  poorhouse, 
without  any  discrimination* 

Thus,  where  the  city  of  Roehester  was,  by  law,  In  the  condition  of  a 
town,  In  respect  to  the  mode  of  supporting  Its  poor  at  the  county  poor- 
house. It  was  held  that  the  Income  of  the  poorhouse  farm  in  Monroe 
county  ought  to  be  applied  to  the  support,  indiscriminately,  of  the  county, 
town  and  city  poor,  kept  at  the  county  poorhouse  on  said  farm.  City  of 
Roeheaiier  v.  StificrriHors  of  J/owrrjr,  22  Barb,  2.^S. 

The  overseer  of  the  poor  cannot  incur  for  the  county  a  liability  beyond 
the  sum  of  ^10.  for  relief  in  a  single  case,  without  the  consent  of  one  of 
the  superintendents  of  the  poor. 
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But  with  tbl8  restrictioD,  his  power  of  giving  temporary  relief  is  inde- 
pendent of  the  control  of  the  superintendents  of  the  poor.  Gere  v.  Super- 
visors of  Cayuga,  7  Bow,  255, 

The  superintendents  of  the  poor  are  not  authorized  to  receive  paupem 
into  the  county  poorhouse  to  be  supported  at  the  expense  of  the  county,  un- 
less an  order  to  that  effect  has  been  made  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor;  or  a 
warrant  has  t)een  issued  for  the  removal  of  the  pauper  to  the  county  poor- 
house  as  a  lunatic.    Fomeroy  v,  Wells,  8  Faiye,  405, 

The  court  of  sessions  has  no  power  in  a  proceeding  under  title  8  of  part 
t$  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure  to  prescril)e  the  place  where  the  poor 
person  shall  be  supported,  nor  any  of  the  conditions  of  such  support,  ex- 
cept that  the  manner  of  it  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  super- 
intendent of  the  poor.  The  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  requiring 
the  removal  to  the  county  house  of  all  persons  requiring  permanent  relief 
or  support  do  not  apply  to  such  a  case.  In  re  Weaver,  8upt.,  45  8t.  Rep,  95, 
An  account  of  moneys  expended  for  the  support  of  a  pauper,  in  a  county 
liaving  a  poorhouse,  need  not  be  audited  by  town  auditors.  People  v.  Super- 
visors of  Washington,  1  Wend,  15, 

An  action  cannot  be  maintained  against  the  superintendents  of  the  poor 
upon  an  account  for  services  relating  to  the  support  of  county  paupers. 

Should  the  superintendents  refuse  to  audit  such  an  account,  the  proper 
remedy  is  by  certioi-nri.  Vedder  v.  Superintendent  of  Schenectady  County,  5 
Den,  564. 

Chapter  169  (sec.  4)  of  the  Laws  of  1877  is  not  violative  of  the  provision 
of  f  11,  article  8  of  the  Constitution  forbidding  the  giving  by  a  city  of 
its  money  or  property  in  aid  of  persons  or  corporations,  save  as  excepted; 
it  comes  within  the  exception  allowing  such  gifts  by  a  city  **  in  aid  or 
support  of  its  poor  as  may  be  authorized  by  law.*'  White  v.  Inebriates* 
Home,  141  N,  Y,  123;  8.  c.  50  St.  Rep.  665;  8,  c,  56  St,  Rep.  194;  affirmed. 

No  implied  obligation  rests  upon  an  overseer  of  the  poor  to  compensate 
a  person,  who  has,  voluntarily  and  without  request  from  him,  relieved  a 
pauper.     Sfiiith  v.  WilliamJi,  13  Misc.  761;  8.  c,  69  St.  Rep.  611. 

If  the  person  directed  by  an  order  of  the  court  of  sessions  to  pay  a 
certain  sum  of  money  per  week,  payable  monthly  to  a  superintendent  of 
the  poor,  to  he  applied  exclusively  to  the  support  of  her  daughter,  desires 
to  relieve  herself  from  the  effect  thereof,  she  should  apply  to  the  court 
of  sessions  under  the  provisions  of  sec.  918  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure, 
for  its  modification,  but  so  long  as  the  order  remains  unchanged,  she  is 
by  force  of  the  statute  liable  to  pay  the  sum  therein  prescribed;  such  an 
order  is  not  void  because  it  gives  no  option  to  such  person  either  to  sup- 
port her  daughter  or  to  pay  the  amount  provided,  and  if  it  is  irregular 
or  improper  the  remedy  is  by  appeal,  and  the  question  of  its  Irregularity 
or  impropriety  cannot  be  raised  in  an  action  brought  to  collect  the  amount 
directed  to  be  paid.    Aldridge  v.  Walker,  73  Unn,  281;  8.  c.  57  St.  Reg.  272. 

§  4.  Appointment  of  superintendent  as  keeper  of  almshouse. 
—•The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  may,  by  resolution, 
appoint  as  keeper  of  its  county  almshouse  one  of  the  superintend 
ents  of  the  poor  of  such  county,  who  shall  hold  such  oflftce  until 
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the  expiratiou  of  his  terni  as  superintendent  or  uotil  the  hoSLvS 
of  supervisors,  bv  resolutioii,  shall  determine  that  he  shall  no 
longer  act  in  stieh  capacity.  The  board  of  supervisor's  maj  fix 
the  compensation  sncli  superintendent  shall  receive  for  acting  ae 
6uch  keeper,  and  such  compensation  shall  be  a  county  charge. 
While  a  resolution  of  the  board  of  supervisors  directing  sueb 
superintendent  to  act  as  keeper  of  the  county  almshouse  is  in 
force,  the  superintendents  shall  not  employ  a  keeper  thereof. 

For  work,  Inbor  nnd  services  reudt^retl  to  the  keei>er  of  a  county  poor- 
house  by  an  imnato  thcrm^f  nml  !ila  wife,  for  the  benefit  of  suob  keeper 
and  in  bis  business,  and  upon  his  promise  to  pay  therefor,  he  is  Uable. 

The  kee[>er  of  a  conntj  pourUonBe  it^  not  entitled^  any  more  than  a 
stranger,  to  tlie  lal^or  and  services  of  tlie  paui^ers  thei*ein.  for  his  own 
Rdvantdge,  without  compensation;  and  any  eontract  or  promise  he  may 
make  to  paj^  for  such  labor  will  be  oldigatory  upon  him.     Bm*gin  t\  Wemple,

Laws  of  1S96,  e.  225,  §  4,  providing  that  the  cunoty  superintendents  of 
the  poor,  one  of  whom  is  elected  annnaHy,  shall  **  employ  **  a  keeper  of 
the  almshouse  unless  a  keeper  be  **  appointed  *'  by  the  board  of  super- 
visors, does  not  aulhorlze  the  Bnperintendents  of  the  poor  to  employ  an 
almshouse  keeper  for  a  term  of  years, 

A  keeper  of  an  almshouse  '*  emploj^ed  **  by  the  superintendents  of  the 
poor  on  the  failure  of  the  board  of  supervisors  to  *"  appoint "  a  keeper 
(Laws  18tU],  c.  225,  §  4^  is  not  an  ofllcer  wilhin  constitution  1S05,  art  10, 
I  3^  providing  that  an  oiliee,  the  duration  of  which  Is  not  fixed  by  the  con- 
stitution or  by  statute  sball  be  held  dnring  the  pleasure  of  the  body  mak- 
ing the  appointment  Abrnms  v.  Morton,  18  App,  Div.  208;  i,  c.  J^  N.  7. 
Supp,  887. 

§  5.  When  thej  mnj  direct  overseers  of  the  poor  to  take 
charge  of  the  county  poor. —  Whenever  the  county  fiuperio- 
tendents  take  charge  of  the  support  of  any  county  poor  person, 
in  counties  where  no  almshouse  is  provided,  they  may  authorize 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  in  which  such  poor  person 
may  be,  to  continue  to  support  him,  on  such  terms  and  under  such 
regulations  as  they  shall  prescribe;  and  thereafter  no  moneys 
shall  be  paid  to  such  overseers  for  the  support  of  such  poor  per- 
poit  without  the  order  of  the  superintendents;  or  the  superin- 
tendents  may  remove  such  poor  person  to  any  ofker  town,  and 
there  provide  for  his  sup|)ort,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient. 
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§  6.  Idiots  and  lanatics. — ^The  Buperintendents  of  the  poor  shall 
provide  for  the  support  of  poor  persons  that  may  be  idiots  or  luna- 
tics, at  other  places  than  in  the  almshouse,  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  provided  by  law  for  the  care,  support  and  maintenance  of 
such  poor  persons. 

Where  the  property  of  a  father  consists  solely  of  pepsion  moneys,  and 
property  purchased  therowith,  ho  cannot  be  ooiuiwlled,  under  sections  915 
and  916  of  the  Criminal  Code,  to  snpport  his  pauper  iussane  son.  Afatter 
of  8t.  Lawrence  State  Hospital,  15  Misc.  159;  s.  e,  S7  N,  7.  8upp.  12;  afflrmed 
in  13  App.  Div,  436,    See  also  s,  c.  15  Misc,  165, 

§  7.  Pestilence  in  almshouse. — Whenever  any  pestilence  of  in- 
fections or  contagions  disease  shall  exist  in  any  county  almshouse 
or  in  its  vicinity,  and  the  physician  thereof  shall  certify  that  such 
pestilence  or  disease  is  likely  to  endanger  the  health  of  the  persons 
lopported  thereat,  the  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  such  county 
shall  cause  the  persons  supported  at  such  almshouse  or  any  of 
them,  to  be  removed  to  such-  other  suitable  place  in  the  same 
county  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  board  of  health  of  the  city, 
town  or  village,  within  which  such  almshouse  shall  be,  there  to 
be  maintained  and  provided  for  at  the  expense  of  the  county,  with 
all  necessary  medical  care  and  attendance,  until  they  can  be  safely 
returned  to  the  county  almshouse  from  which  they  were  taken,  or 
otherwise  discharged. 

§  8.  Accounts  of  county  treasurer  with  towns. — in  counties 
where  there  are  town  poor,  the  county  treasurer  thereof  shall 
open  and  keep  an  account  with  each  town,  in  which  the  town  shall 
be  credited  with  all  the  moneys  received  from  the  same,  or  from 
its  officers,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  moneys  paid  for  the  sup- 
port of  its  poor.  If  there  be  a  county  almshouse  in  such  county, 
the  superintendents  of  the  poor  shall,  in  each  year,  before  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  furnish  to  the  county 
treasurer  a  statement  of  the  sums  charged  by  them  as  herein 
directed,  to  the  several  towns  for  the  support  of  their  poor,  which 
shall  be  charged  to  such  towns,  respi^ctively,  by  the  county  treas- 
urer in  his  account. 

The  actual  expense  to  towns  for  the  support  of  their  poor  In  the  county 
almshouse  must  be  determined  by  what  has  really  been  paid  for  such  sup- 
1«> 
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port  Uy  the  coiiut.v.  Tlipre  shall  be  uo  discdiwinatioji  between  town  and 
foiinty  pooi\  in  ivsj>etrt  to  the  appllcntion  of  products  from  the  poor  farm, 
or  the  products  derived  friioi  the  Inbor  of  the  poor  Citff  of  Rochester  tf. 
SupervUorit  of  Mont  or  i'o.,  2i  Bnrb,  2vJ8.

§  9.  Annual  apportionment  of  town  expenses, — Id  counties  hav- 
ing an  almshouse^  and  wbere  there  arc  town  poor,  the  superintend- 
ents shall  annually,  nnd  during  the  week  preceding  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  make  out  a  statr^ment  of  all 
the  expenses  inenrred  bv  them  the  preceding  ytmr  for  (he  support 
of  town  poor,  and  of  tht*  moneys  received  tberefor,  exhibiting  the 
deficiency,  if  any,  in  the  funds  provided  for  defraying  snch  ex- 
penses, and  they  shall  apportion  the  deficiency  among  the  several 
towns  in  proportion  to  the  naraber  and  expenses  of  the  town  poor 
of  such  towns  respectively,  who  shall  have  been  provided  for  by 
the  superintendents,  and  shall  charge  the  towns  with  such  propo^ 
tion;  which  statement  shall  be  by  them  delivered  to  the  county 
treasurer. 

§  10*  Tax  levy  on  towns, — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  hoard 
of  supervisors,  the  county  treasurer  sball  lay  before  them  the 
account  kept  by  him;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  there  is  a  balance  ■ 
ac:ainst  any  town,  the  board  shall  add  the  same  to  the  amount  of 
taxes  to  be  levied  and  collected  upon  such  town,  with  the  other 
contingent  expanses  thereof,  together  with  such  sum  for  interest 
as  will  reimburse  and  satisfy  any  advances  that  may  be  made,  or  \ 
that  may  have  been  made,  by  the  county  treasurer  for  such  town, 
which  moneys,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the  county  treas-  M 
nrer.  ■ 

§  11.  Expense  of  t^ounty  poor.^ — ^The  superintendentB  of  the  poor 
shall  annually  present  to  the  board  of  supervisors,  at  their  annual 
meeting,  an  estimate  of  the  sum  which,  in  their  opinion,  will  be 
necessary  during  the  ensuing  year  for  the  support  of  the  county 
poor;  and  such  board  of  supervisors  shall  cause  such  sum  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  that  purpose,  to  be  assessed,  levied  and 
collected,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  contingent  expenses  of  the 
county,  to  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  and  to  be  by  him  kept  as 
a  separate  fund,  distinct  from  the  other  funds  of  the  county. 

Superintendents  of  the  poor  have  capacity  to  contract  a  liability 
pnes  for  the  county  almshouse.     Bayts  t\  Symond*,  9  Barb,  iSO, 
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§  12.  Soperintendents'  report  to  the  state  board  of  chari- 
ties. — ^The  snperinteDdents  of  the  poor  of  every  county  shall,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year,  make  reports  cover- 
ing the  year  ending  September  thirtieth,  to  the  state  board  of 
charities  in  soch  form  as  the  board  shall  direct,  showing  the  num- 
ber of  the  town  poor  and  of  the  county  poor  that  have  been  re- 
lieved or  supported  in  their  county  the  year  preceding  October 
first;  the  whole  expense  of  such  support,  the  amount  paid  for 
traiMsportation  of  poor  persons,  and  any  other  items  not  part  of  the 
actual  expenses  of  maintaining  the  poor,  and  the  allowance  made 
to  superintendents,  overseers,  justices,  keepers,  matrons,  officers 
and  other  employes  of  the  superintendents;  the  actual  value  of 
the  labor  of  the  poor  persons  maintained,  and  the  estimated 
amount  saved  in  the  expense  of  their  support  in  consequence  of 
their  labor;  the  sex  and  native  country  of  every  such  poor  person, 
with  the  causes,  either  direct  or  indirect,  which  have  operated  to 
render  such  persons  poor,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained ; 
and  shall  include  in  such  report  a  statement  of  the  name  and  age 
of,  and  of  the  names  and  residence  of  the  parents  of,  every  poor 
child  who  has  been  placed  by  them  in  a  family  during  the  year, 
with  the  name  and  residence  of  the  family  with  whom  every  such 
child  was  placed,  and  the  occupation  of  the  head  of  the  family, 
together  with  such  other  items  of  information  in  respect  to  their 
character  and  condition  as  the  state  board  of  charities  shall  direct. 

§  13.  Supervisors  and  members  of  town  boards  may  direct  as 
to  temporary  or  outdoor  relief  to  the  poor. — The  board  of  super- 
visors of  any  county  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it 
may  deem  proper  in  regard  to  the  manner  of  furnishing  tempo- 
rary or  outdoor  relief  to  the  poor  in  the  several  towns  in  said 
county,  and  provided  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  have  failed 
to  make  any  such  rules  and  regulations  the  town  board  of  any 
town  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem 
proper  in  regard  to  furnishing  temporary  or  outdoor  relief  to  the 
poorin  their  respective  towns,  by  the  overseer  or  overseers  of  the 
poor  thereof,  and  also  in  regard  to  the  amount  such  overseer  or 
overseers  of  the  poor  may  expend  for  the  relief  of  each  person 
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or  family,  and  after  the  board  of  supt^rvisore  of  any  county, 
or  the  town  board  of  any  town,  shall  have  made  sueb  rules 
and  Tegiiliitions,  it  shall  not  Up  neressary  for  tht>  oveitifors 
of  the  poor  of  the  towns  in  said  eonnty,  where  such  rules  and 
regulations  were  iiiade  liy  tlie  hoard  of  finpervisors,  or  if  in  a 
town  by  the  said  town  board,  to  procure  an  order  from  the 
BuperviBor  of  the  town,  or  the  eanetion  of  the  superintendent  of 
the  poor  to  expend  money  for  the  relief  of  any  jR-rbon  or  family, 
unless  the  board  of  Bupervisors  of  such  county  or  the  town  board 
of  such  town  sbal!  so  direct;  but  tliis  section  shall  not  apply  to 
the  counties  of  New  York  and  Kings.  (As  amnided  by  ehapttr  48 
of  the  Laws  of  18i>7,) 

§  14.  Penalty  for  neglect  or  false  report. — Any  superintend- 
ent of  the  poor  or  other  officer  or  person  having  been  an  officer, 
who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  render  any  account,  statement  or 
report  required  by  this  cluipter,  or  sluill  wilifolty  make  any  false 
report,  or  shall  neglect  to  pny  over  any  moneys  within  the  time 
ret]uired  by  law,  shall  forfeit  two  hundred  dollars  to  the  town  zip 
county  of  which  he  is  or  was  an  officer,  and  shall  be  liable  to  an 
action  for  all  moneys  which  shall  be  in  bis  hands  after  the  time 
the  same  should  have  been  paid  over;  with  interest  thereon  at  the 
rate  of  ten  per  centum  per  annum  from  the  time  the  same  should 
have  been  paid  over.  The  state  board  of  charities  shall  give  notice 
to  the  district  attorney  of  the  county  of  every  neglect  to  make 
the  report  required  to  be  made  to  that  board,  and  every  oflicer 
or  board  to  whom  any  such  account,  statement,  report  or  psiyment 
should  have  been  made,  shall  give  notice  to  such  district  attorney 
of  every  neglect  or  failure  to  make  the  same;  and  such  district 
attorney  shall,  on  receiving  such  notice  or  in  any  way  receiving 
satisfactory  evidence  of  such  default,  prosecute  for  the  recovery 
of  such  penalties  or  moneys  in  the  name  of  the  town  or  county 
entitled  thereto,  and  the  sum  recovered,  if  for  the  benefit  of  the 
town*  shall  be  paid  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  thereof,  and  if  fur 
the  benefit  of  the  county,  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury, 
to  be  expended  by  the  overseer  or  superintendent  of  the  poor  for 
the  support  of  the  poor  of  such  town  or  county.

Section  20.  Relief  in  counties  having  almshouse. — When 
any  person  shall  apply  for  relief  to  an  overseer  of  the  poor,  in  a 
county  having  an  almshouse,  such  overseer  shall  inquire  into  the 
state  and  circumstances  of  the  applicant;  and  if  it  shall  appear 
that  he  is  a  poor  person,  and  requires  permanent  relief  and  sup- 
port, and  can  be  safely  removed,  the  overseer  shall,  by  written 
order,  cause  such  poor  person  to  be  removed  to  the  county  alms- 
house, or  to  be  relieved  and  provided  for,  as  the  necessities  of 
the  applicant  may  require.  If  the  county  be  one  where  the 
respective,  towns  are  required  to  support  their  own  poor,  the 
overseer  shall  designate  in  such  order  of  removal,  whether  such 
person  be  chargeable  to  the  county  or  not;  and  if  no  such  desig- 
nation be  made,  such  person  shall  be  deemed  to  belong  to  the 
town  whose  overseer  made  such  order. 

A  person  receiving  aid  as  a  poor  siclc  person  from  the  officers  of  the 
poor  in  a  city  or  county,  in  tlie  absence  of  any  representations  on  his  part 
as  to  his  responsibility  or  physical  condition,  incurs  no  liability  to  repay 
the  amount  expended  on  his  behalf. 

It  seems  the  question  as  to  the  propriety  of  granting  relief  asked  is  con- 
fided to  the  discretion  of  said  authorities,  and  if  they  grant  it,  the  pi*o- 
■umption  is  that  they  made  such  investigations  as  they  deemed  necessary 
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flEd  deteriufiit^d  the  qut^stloD  as  to  the  right  of  the  partj^  to  relief, 
determination  cannot  l>e  reviewed. 

Such  aid  once  furnished  must  thereafter  be  regarded  as  a  charily  ex- 
tended by  the  authorities  wllhout  expeetatiun  of  reimbursement,  and  their 
misj»idfi:ment  as  to  the  necessities  of  the  person  relieve*!  raises  no  Implied 
promise  on  his  port  to  repay  moneys  expended  In  his  behalf. 

Money  voluntarily  paid  out  by  one  per«on  for  another  cannot  be  recov- 
ered back.  To  maintam  an  action  to  recover  moneys  paid  o«t  and 
expended,  It  is  essential  to  prove  a  request  to  make  the  payment  on  the 
part  of  the  person  benehted,  either  expressed  or  fairly  to  be  implied  from 
the  cireumstanees. 

Every  i>erBon  has  a  natural  right  to  *  house  tlie  mode  and  manner  of  bis 
life,  and  so  long  ns  he  does  not  violate  any  positive  provision  of  law,  to 
follow  it;  and  money  voluntarily  furnished  by  the  charitable  and 
credulous,  w^lthout  dt^eeptlon,  to  aid  him  cannot  l>e  recovered  back. 

The  posflession  of  some  pivipertj-  b^'  a  person  does  not  alwa3's  and  necea- 
sarily  preclude  such  person  from  a  just  claim  for  charitable  relief.  Cliy 
of  Albany  v.  MvXomfira^  1J7  .V.  r.  i6'8. 

A  iKnyr  person  has  no  riixht  to  choose  tht*  place  or  manner  of  his  support, 
but  must  take  it  in  the  way  the  law  confers  It. 

There  Is  no  Implied  obligation  upon  an  overseer  or  superintendent  of 
the  poor  to  compensate  a  person  who  baa  voluntarily  relieved  a  paui»er 
without  a  request  from  the  overseers  of  the  poor. 

One  B  having  met  with  an  accident  was  received  by  the  plaintiff  into 
hla  house,  and  there  nursed  and  cared  for.  Notice  was  given  to  the  over- 
seer of  the  poor,  who  ofifered  to  remove  B  to  the  poor  ho  use  and  there  care 
for  him,  but  B  refused  to  be  removed  and  remained  with  the  plaintiff* 
HcJd  that  these  facts  were  insufflclent  to  create  a  liability  on  the  part  of 
the  overseer  to  compensate  plaint  Iff  for  the  care  and  nursing  provided  by 
him  for  B.     8mUh  v.  WiUiams,  JS  Misc.  IGL 

In  counties  where  the  poor  are  a  county  and  not  a  town  charge,  money 
paid  for  either  the  permanent,  or  temporary,  support  of  a  pauper  Is  the 
money  of  the  county  and  not  of  the  town.  Hence  the  town  can  have  no 
color  of  right  to  recover  it  hack  from  a  person  alleged  to  have  obtained  it 
fraudulently. 

In  counties  where  tliiTc  is  no  county  poor  ho  use,  and  the  towns  are 
severally  liable  for  the  support  of  their  own  poor,  moneys  raised  for  the 
support  of  the  poor  are  placed  In  the  hands  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor: 
and  w*hen  an  overseer  pays  out  money  for  the  support  of  a  pauper  or  con- 
tracts for  his  support,  he  Is  entitled  to  appropriate  the  money»  in  the  first 
case,  and  retain  It  in  his  own  hands  in  the  other.  He  has  absolute  con* 
trol  of  the  fnnd  and  is  liable  only  for  moneys  not  lawfully  appropriated- 

If  an  overseer  of  the  poor,  having  money  for  the  support  of  the  poor. 
In  his  hands,  makes  a  contiact  with  another  for  the  support  of  a  pauper, 
that  Is  within  the  amount  which  he  has  a  right  to  furnish,  be  may  prop* 
erly  charge  it  in  account,  and  retain  It,  In  his  settlement  with  the  board  of 
town  auditors. 

If  he  l»ecomes  personally  liable,  upon  Bucb  contract,  by  reason  of  his 
not  having  obtained  an  order  for  the  support  of  the  pauper,  it  Is  not 
fraudulent  for  hlin  to  protect  himself  against  such  personal  liability  upon 
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bis  contract,  by  retaining  the  amount  thereof  out  of  moneys  In  his  hands. 
RobbiM  V,  Woolcott,  66  Barb,  6S, 

Where  overseers  of  the  poor  relieved  and  supported  paupers  belonging 
to  another  town,  at  the  request  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  town  in 
which  the  paupers  belonged,  and  the  latter  overseer,  after  such  support 
had  been  furnished,  on  the  presentation  of  the  bill  therefor,  agreed  to  pay 
the  same,  it  was  held  that  he  was  not  personally  liable  on  the  contract; 
It  appearing  from  the  facts  and  circumstances  that  he  was  acting  in  his 
official  character,  and  did  not  intend  to  bind  himself  personally. 

Held  also,  that  he  was  not  liable  in  his  official  character;  the  proper 
remedy  for  the  plaintiffs  being  that  pointed  out  by  statute,  viz.,  to  get 
the  claim  for  the  maintenance  allowed  by  the  superintendents  of  the  poor, 
and  to  lay  the  same,  when  thus  allowed,  before  the  board  of  supervisors. 
In  order  that  they  might  add  the  same  to  the  tax  list  of  the  town  in  which 
the  paupers  belonged.    Holmes  r.  Brotcn,  IS  Barb.  599. 

Where  a  person  has  at  the  request  of  an  overseer,  and  on  his  promise 
to  see  him  paid,  boarded  a  pauper  and  furnished  him  with  necessaries,  he 
may  maintain  an  action  of  assumpsit  against  the  overseer,  although  no 
order  had  ever  been  made  for  relief  of  the  pauper.  King  v.  Butler,  15 
Johns.  281. 

They  are  subject  to  an  action  for  debts  contracted  by  their  predecessors, 
as  overseers.     Todd  v.  Birdsell,  1  Cow.  260;  Grant  v.  Fancher,  5  Id.  S09. 

Overseers  are  not  liable,  in  their  individual  capacities,  for  the  fraud  of 
their  predecessors.  Overseers  cannot  be  held  individually  for  the  fraud- 
ulent acts  of  their  predecessors.    Gregory  v.  Reeve,  5  Johns,  ch.  232. 

Overseers  may  make  contracts,  within  the  scope  of  their  authority,  which 
are  binding  upon  them  in  their  official  capacity,  and  upon  their  successors 
In  office;  which  successors  are  liable  to  be  sued  for  a  non-performance  of 
such  contracts.  Palmer  v.  Vandenbergh^  S  Wend.  193;  Paddock  v.  Symonds, 
11  Barb.  in. 

A  contract  for  the  support  of  a  pauper,  for  an  indefinite  period,  may  be 
rescinded  by  the  overseers.    Id. 

An  overseer  of  the  poor  cannot  contract  with  the  poor  officers  of  another 
town,  for  the  maintenance  of  paupers  then  temporarily  residing  in  the 
latter.  The  account  must  be  audited  by  the  superintendents  of  the  poor, 
and  the  amount  levied  by  the  supervisors  against  the  town  responsible 
for  the  support  of  the  paupers.  Overseers  of  Nondch  v.  Overseers  of 
Pharsalia,  15  N.  7.  3^1. 

§  21.  Expense  of  removal,  and  temporary  relief. — Unless 
such  poor  person  is  properly  chargeable  to  the  town,  the  over- 
seer, in  addition  to  the  expense  cf  such  removal,  shall  be  allowed 
such  sum  as  may  have  been  necessarily  paid  out,  or  contracted 
to  be  paid,  for  the  relief  or  support  of  such  poor  person,  previous 
to  such  removal  and  as  the  superintendent  shall  judge  was  rea- 
sonably expended  while  it  was  improper  or  inconvenient  to  re- 


move  BTicli  poor  person,  which  sum  shall  be  paid  by  the  coniitT 
treaflurer,  on  the  order  of  the  superintendent, 

§22.  How  Bupported  and  when  diseharged. — The  person  so 
removed  shall  be  received  by  the  superintendents,  or  their  agenta,f 
and  be  supported  and  relieved  in  a  county  almshouse  uotii  it  shall 
appear  to  them  that  such  person  is  able  to  maintain  himself,  or, 
if  a  minor,  until  he  is  bound  out  or  otherwise  rared  for,  as  here- 
inafter provided,  when  they  may,  in  their  discretion,  discharge 
him.  H 

ODe  who  Is  an  Inmate  of  the  poorbouse  at  the  expense  of  the  eoimty. 
although  tiot  eommltteU  as  a  pauper,  la  amenable  to  the  rules  and  reg:iila- 
tlons  of  the  Institution  so  long  ns  be  remalDS,  Spence  v.  Brotcn,  17  Weeklu 
Dig.  518.  — 

§  23.  Temporary  relief  to  persons  who  can  not  be  removed 
to  almshouse. — If  it  shall  appear  that  the  person  so  applying 
requires  only  temporary  relief,  or  is  sick»  lame  or  otherwise  dis- 
abled so  that  he  can  not  be  conveniently  removed  to  the  county 
almshouse,  or  that  he  is  a  person  who  should  be  relieved  and 
cared  for  at  his  home  under  article  five  of  this  chapter,  the  over- 
seers shall  apply  to  the  supervisor  of  the  town,  who  shall  ex- 
amine into  the  facts  and  circumstances,  and  shalU  in  wrriting, 
order  such  sum  to  be  expended  for  the  temporary  relief  of  such 
poor  person,  as  the  circumstances  of  the  ease  shall  require,  which 
order  shall  entitle  the  overseer  to  receive  any  sum  be  may  have 
paid  out  or  contracted  to  pay,  within  the  amount  therein  speci- 
fied, from  the  county  treasurerj  to  be  by  him  charged  to  the 
county,  if  such  person  be  a  county  charge,  if  not,  to  be  charged 
to  the  town  where  such  relief  was  alTorded;  but  no  greater  sum 
than  ten  dollars  shall  be  expended  or  paid  for  the  relief  of  any  one 
poor  person,  or  one  family,  without  the  sanction,  in  writing,  of  one 
of  the  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  the  county^  which  shall  be 
presented  to  the  county  treasurer,  with  the  order  of  the  super- 
visor, except  when  the  board  of  supervisors  has  made  rules  and 
regulations  as  prescribed  in  section  thirteen  of  this  chapter. 

The  overseer  of  the  poor  cannot  incur  for  the  county  liability  beyond  | 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  for  relief  In  a  single  ease,  without  the  consent  < 
one  of  the  siii^erintenilcuts  of  the  poor. 
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But  with  this  restriction,  his  power  of  giving  temporary  relief  is  Inde- 
pendent of  the  control  of  the  superintendents  of  the  poor.  Qere  v.  Super- 
vigors  of  CayuffQ  Co.,  7  How,  Pr,  265. 

The  question  as  to  the  propriety  of  granting  relief  asked  is  confided  to 
the  discretion  of  the  poor  authorities,  and  if  they  grant  it.  the  presumption 
is  that  they  made  such  Investigations  as  they  deemed  necessary,  and  de- 
termined the  question  as  to  the  right  of  the  party  to  relief,  their  deter- 
mination cannot  be  reviewed.    City  of  Albany  r.  McNamara,  117  N.  7,  168. 

An  action  will  not  lie  against  overseers  of  the  poor  for  omitting  to  apply 
to  a  Justice  to  obtain  an  order  for  the  relief  of  a  pauper  settled  in  their 
town,  at  the  suit  of  one  who,  after  giving  them  notice,  and  requiring  them 
to  provide  for  the  pauper,  supports  him  at  his  own  expense,  voluntarily, 
and  without  request  from  the  overseers  of  the  poor.  The  appropriate 
remedy  Is  by  mandamus  in  behalf  of  the  pauper.  Minklaer  v.  Rock  feller, 
6  Cow.  frt6. 

An  order  of  a  Justice  of  the  peace  (supervisor),  authorizing  an  allowance 
for  the  relief  of  a  pauper,  is  authority  sufficient  for  an  overseer  to  con- 
tract for  the  support  of  such  pauper.  A  formal  adjudication  of  the  settle- 
ment of  the  pauper  in  such  case  is  not  necessary.  Palmer  v.  Vandenhergh 
€t  ah,  S  Wend.  193. 

If  no  fraud  be  shown  and  no  Injury  resulted  to  the  taxpayers  no  action 
by  the  taxpayers  can  be  maintained  against  an  overseer  of  the  poor  under 
the  taxpayers  act  of  1881,  chapter  531,  for  expending  more  than  ten  dol- 
lars for  the  relief  of  a  pauper  or  poor  family  without  the  written  consent 
of  a  supervisor.     Cobb  v.  Ramsdcll,  S7  St.  Rep.  457. 

"In  those  counties  In  which  there  is  no  poorhouse  an  overseer  (S  43) 
is  authorized  to  make  an  order  for  the  allowance  of  such  sum,  weekly 
or  otherwise,  as  the  necessities  of  the  poor  person  may  require.  If 
such  pauper  (§  44)  has  a  legal  settlement  in  the  town  where  the 
application  is  made,  or  In  any  other  town  of  the  same  county,  the  overseer 
Is  required  to  apply  the  money  to  the  relief  of  such  pauper.  The  money 
paid  by  the  overseer  or  contracted  to  be  paid  pursuant  to  such  order,  shall 
be  drawn  by  him  from  the  county  treasurer  on  producing  the  order.  If 
such  pauper  has  not  a  legal  settlement  in  some  town  of  the  county  in 
which  the  application  is  made,  then  notice  is  to  be  given  to  the  superinten- 
dent of  the  poor,  and  the  overseer  may  support  the  pauper  after  such 
notice  and  until  the  superintendent  assumes  his  support,  and  the  over- 
seer is  to  be  paid  therefor  from  the  county  treasury."  Robbins  v.  Woolcott, 
66  Barb.  67. 

§  24.  Relief  in  counties  having  no  almshouse. — If  applica- 
tion for  relief  be  made  in  anj  countj  w^here  there  is  no  county 
almshouse,  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  town  where  such  appli- 
cation is  made  shall  inquire  into  the  facts  and  circumstances  of 
the  ca«e,  and  with  the  written  approval  of  the  supervisor  of  such 
town,  make  an  order  in  writing  for  such  allowance,  weekly  or 
otherwise,  as  they  shall  think  required  by  the  necessities  of  such 
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poor  person.  If  such  poor  |K*rstm  lias  a  lefjal  seUleiiieirt  lo  such 
town,  or  in  any  otber  town  in  the  wamt*  count j,  the  overseer  shall 
applj  the  moneys  so  allowed  to  the  relief  and  support  of  snch  poor 
person.  The  money  so  paid  by  him,  or  contracteil  to  be  paid,  when 
the  poor  person  had  no  legal  settlement  in  the  town,  and  charged 
to  tlie  to^*n  in  which  he  had  a  lej^al  settlement,  shall  be  drawn  bj 
Biich  overseer  from  the  county  treiasiirer  on  producing  such  order. 
If  such  person  has  no  legal  settlement  in  sut'h  county,  the  overseer 
shall»  within  ten  days  after  granting  to  him  any  relief,  give  notice 
thereof,  and  that  eneh  person  has  no  legal  settlement  in  such 
eoftinty*  to  one  of  Ihe  county  so  pterin  tendents,  and  until  the  county 
sitperiatendents  shall  take  charge  of  the  support  of  such  poor  per- 
pon,  the  overseer  shall  provide  for  his  relief  and  support,  and  the 
exfiense  thereof  from  the  time  of  giving  such  notice  shall  be  paid  ■ 
to  such  overseer  by  the  count j^  treasurer,  on  the  production  of 
siidi  order  and  of  proof  by  atTidavit  of  the  time  of  the  giving  of 
such  notice,  and  shall  be  by  him  charged  to  the  county. 

§  25.  Overseer  to  make  monthly  examinations  and  audit  ac- 
counts.— The  overseer  of  the  poor  of  a  town  or  city  shall^  at  lea^t 
once  (*aeh  month,  examine  into  the  condition  and  necessities  of 
each  person  supported  by  the  town  or  city  out  of  the  county  alms- 
house, and  provide  within  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  for  such 
allowamces,  weekly  or  otherwise,  as  the  circumstances  may  in  his 
judgment  require.  All  accouiita  for  care,  support,  supplies  or  at- 
temlance,  connected  with  the  maintenance  of  such  poor  person  or 
family,  shall  be  settled  once  in  three  months,  and  paid  if  there 
be  funds  for  that  purpose.  No  bill,  claim  or  account  for  care,  sup- 
port, supplies  or  attendance,  furnished  to  poor  persons,  by  order 
of  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  audited  or  ab 
low^d  by  the  overseer,  unless  such  bill,  claim,  or  account  be  veri* 
fled  by  the  claimant,  to  the  elTeet  that  such  care,  support,  supplies 
or  attendance  have  been  actually  furnished  for  such  poor  persons, 
that  such  poor  persons  have  actually  received  the  same,  and  that 
the  prices  charged  therefor  are  reasonable,  and  not  above  the  usual 
market  rates. 
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Overseers  of  the  poor  may  make  contracts  within  the  scope  of  their 
authority,  which  are  binding  upon  them  in  their  official  capacity,  and  upon 
their  successors  in  office;  which  successors  are  liable  to  be  sued  for  a  non- 
performance of  the  contracts  of  their  predecessors.  Palmer  v,  Vandenhergh, 
S  Wend.  193, 

Where  a  person  has,  at  the  request  of  an  overseer  of  the  poor,  and  on 
his  promise  that  lie  would  see  him  paid,  boarded  a  pauper,  and  furnished 
him  with  necessaries,  he  may  maintain  an  action  of  asaumpHt  against  the 
overseer,  although  no  order  had  ever  been  made  for  the  relief  of  the 
pauper.    King  r.  Butler,  15  Johns,  281. 

But  in  re  Olney  v.  Wickes,  18  Johns,  122,  the  court  said:  "  There  is  no 
longer  any  question  as  to  the  rule  of  law,  that,  where  a  public  agent  acts 
ostensibly  in  the  line  of  his  duty,  his  contracts  are  public  and  not  personal. 
It  is  also  clear  that  a  known  public  agent,  acting  within  the  scope  of  his 
authority  and  contracting  for  the  use  of  the  public,  may,  by  special  agree- 
ment, superadd  his  personal  responsibility  so  as  to  render  himself  indi- 
vidually liable;  but,  as  was  correctly  remarked  by  Ch,  J,  Marshall,  in 
Hogsdcn  r.  Dexter,  *  Under  these  circumstances,  the  intent  of  the  officer  to 
bind  himself  personally  must  be  very  apparent  to  induce  such  a  construc- 
tion of  the  contract'  "  Bee  also  King  v,  Butler,  supra,  and  Holmes  v,  Broum, 
19  Barb.  599.  In  the  latter  case  the  court  said:  *•  The  cases  where  an  action 
has  been  held  to  lie  against  an  overseer  of  the  poor  for  the  support  of 
paupers,  are  placed  upon  the  ground  that  the  credit  was  given  to  the 
person  individually,  in  his  private  capacity,  and  not  as  the  officer  or  agent 
of  the  town," 

In  re  The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  Norwich  v.  Overseer  of  Pharsalia,  15  N.  7, 
.14^  the  town  of  Pharsalia  being  liable  for  the  support  of  certain  paupers, 
at  the  time  being  In  the  town  of  Norwich,  the  defendant  as  overseer  of 
the  poor  of  Pharsalia  promised  the  plaintiffs,  overseers,  etc.,  of  Norwich, 
that,  if  they  would  provide  for  such  paui>ers,  he  would  pay  the  expenses 
incurred.  It  was  held  that  It  was  not  within  the  official  power  of  the 
defendant  to  make  such  a  contract,  and  that  the  plaintiffs  arc  confined 
to  the  remedy  given  by  statute,  viz.,  the  audit  of  the  account  by  the  super- 
intendents of  the  poor,  and  the  levying  of  the  amount  by  the  board  of 
supervisors  on  the  town  of  Pharsalia  for  the  benefit  of  Norwich. 

§  26.  Overseers  to  keep  boolvs  of  account. — Overseers  of  the 
poor,  who  receive  and  expend  money  for  the  relief  and 
support  of  the  poor  -in  their  respective  towns  and  cities, 
shall  keep  books  to  be  procured  at  town  or  city  expense, 
in  which  they  shall  enter  the  name,  age,  sex  and  native 
country  of  every  poor  person  who  shall  be  relieved  or  sup- 
ported by  them,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  causes, 
either  direct  or  indirect,  which  shall  have  operated  to  ren- 
der such  relief  necessary,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained. 
They  shall  also  enter  upon  such  books  a  statement  of  the  name

and  age,  and  of  the  names  iind  resideneefi  of  the  pareDts  of  every 

ebild  who  is  ijluecd  bj  tliem  in  a  family,  with  Ihe  name  and  ad- 
di^ss  of  the  faniilj  with  vvlioni  every  such  child  is  placed,  and  the 
occupation  of  the  head  of  the  family.  They  shall  aUo  enter  upon 
hooka  80  procured,  a  statement  of  all  nioneju  received  by  them, 
when  and  from  whom,  and  on  what  account  received^  and  of  all 
moneys  paid  out  by  them,  when  and  to  whom  jKiid  and  on  what 
authority,  and  whether  to  town,  city  or  county  poor;  also  a  state- 
ment of  all  debts  contracted  by  them  as  such  overseers,  the  namea 
of  the  persons  with  whom  such  debts  were  contracted,. the  amount 
and  consideratiim  of  e^ich  item,  the  names  of  the  persons  for  whose 
benefit  the  debts  were  contracted,  and  if  the  same  have  been  paid, 
the  time  and  manner  of  such  payment. 

The  overseers  shall  lay  such  books  before  the  board  of  town 
auditors,  or  the  common  council  of  the  city,  at  its  first  annual 
meeting  in  ench  yenr,  and,  upon  being  given  ten  days'  notice 
thereof,  at  any  adjourned  or  special  meeting  of  such  board  or 
council,  together  with  a  just,  true  and  verified  Itemized  account^ 
of  all  moneys  received  and  expended  by  them  for  the  use  of  the  ■ 
poor  since  the  last  preceding  annua!  meeting  of  said  board,  and  a 
Terifled  statement  of  debts  contracted  by  them  as  such  overseer 
and  i*emaioing  unpaid.  The  board  or  cmineil  shall  compare  said 
account  with  the  entries  in  the  book,  and  shall  examine  the  vouch-  ■ 
ers  in  support  thereof,  and  may  examine  the  overseers  of  the  poor, 
under  oath»  with  refereace  to  such  account.  They  shall  there- 
upon audit  and  settle  the  siame,  and  state  the  balance  due  to  or 
from  the  overseer,  as  the  case  may  be.  Such  account  shall  be 
filed  with  the  town  or  city  clerk,  and  at  every  annual  town  meet- 
ing, the  town  clerk  nhall  produce  surli  town  arcoimt  for  the  next 
preceding  year,  and  read  the  same,  if  it  be  required  by  the  meeting. 
The  overseers  of  the  town  shall  have  such  books  present  each  year 
at  the  annual  town  meeting,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  vol  era 
of  the  town,  and  the  entries  thereon  for  the  preceding  year  shall 
there  be  read  publicly  at  the  time  reports  of  other  town  officers 
are  presented,  if  required  by  a  resolution  of  such  meeting. 

No  credit  shall  be  allowed  to  any  overseers  for  moneys  paid, 
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unlesB  it  shall  appear  that  such  payments  were  made  necessarilj 
or  pursuant  to  a  legal  order.  (As  amended  hy  chapter  222  of  the 
haves  of  1897.) 

§  27.  Annual   report  of  overseers. —  Such  overseer  shall  make 
to  the  town  board,  at  its  second  annual  meeting  in  each  jear,  a 
written  report,  stating  their  account  as  provided  in  the  last  see 
tion, continued  to  that  date,and  any  deficiency  that  may  then  exist 
in  the  town  poor  fund,  with  their  estimate  of  the  sum  which  they 
ahall  deem  necessary  for  the  temporary  and  outdoor  relief  and 
support  of  the  poor  in  their  town  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  in 
counties  where  there  is  no  county  almshouse,  their  estimate  of 
BDch  sum  as  they  shall  deem  necessarj  to  be  raised  and  collected 
therein  for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  the  ensuing  year.    If  such 
board  shall  approve  the  statement  and  estimate  so  made  or  any 
part  thereof,  they  shall  so  certify  in  duplicate,  one  of  which  certifi- 
cates shall  l)e  filed  in  the  ofQce  of  the  town  clerk,  and  the  other 
shall  be  laid  by  the  supervisor  of  the  town,  before  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  county,  on  the  first  day  of  its  next  annual  meet- 
ing.   The  board  of  supervisors  shall  cause  the  amount  of  such 
deficiency  and  estimates,  as  so  certified,  together  with  the  sum^ 
voted  by  such  town  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  therein  to  be  levied 
and  collected  in  such  town,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  town 
charges,  to  be  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  such  town,  and 
the  warrants  attached  to  the  tax-rolls  in  such  county  shall  direct 
J        accordingly.    The  inonevs  so  rained  shall  be  received  by  such  over- 
I        ^rs,  and  applied  toward  the  payment  of  such  deficiency,  and  for 
I        the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  poor,  for  whose  relief  such 
f        estimates  were  made.    The  town  board  shall  also,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  December,  annually  certify  to  the  county  superintend- 
ents, the  name,  age,  sex  and  native  country,  of  every  poor  person 
fplieved  and  supported  by  such  overseers  during  the  preceding 
^e^^  with  the  causes  which  shall  have  operated  to  render  them 
*tieh  poor  persons,  the  amount  expended  for  the  use  of  each  per- 
*^"»  as  allowed  by  the  board,  and  the  amount  allowed  to  each 
overseer  for  services  rendered  in  relation  to  temxHxrary  or  town 
relief. 
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The  town  board  shall  include  in  such  annua i  statement  to  the 
county  superintendents  and  the  eoiinly  supenntendentB  shall  in- 
clude m  their  own  report  to  the  stai**  board  of  charities  a  state- 
ment of  the  name  :ind  age,  and  of  the  names  and  residence  of  the 
parents  of  every  child  who  has  been  placed  by  such  overBeera  in  a 
family  during  the  preceding  year,  with  4he  name  and  address  of 
the  family  with  whom  each  child  is  placed,  and  the  occupation  of 
the  head  of  the  family. 

The  supervisors  are  not  obliged  to  allow  aoy  charge  for  services  rela- 
tive to  a  pauiier.  anlesB  a  prf^viouB  orrler  has  beea  oUtained,  or  the  services 
have  beea  performed  at  liie  requt^st  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  nod  the 
account  presented  to  them  for  adjust  meat,  fltttl  r,  SupvrviBon  of  Oneida, 
to  Johns.  259. 

See  08t€rhoudt  v.  Rigncj/,  98  N.  Y.  t22,  under  i  i^  pmt. 

§  28.  Account  of  town  otKcers. — The  accounts  of  any  town 
officer  for  personal  or  official  services  rendered  by  him,  in  relatloo 
to  the  town  poor,  shall  be  audited  and  settled  by  the  town  board 
nnd  charged  to  such  town.  Hut  no  allowance  for  time  or  sorvicei 
fihall  be  made  to  any  officer  for  attending  any  board  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  having  his  account  andited  or  paid. 

§  20.  Overseers  of  the  poor  In  cities.^ — This  chapter  shall 
apply  to  ovfrsiHM's  of  tlie  poor  in  cities,  except  where  otherwise 
speciaHy  provided  by  law.  In  the  absence  of  such  special  pro 
vision,  overseers  of  the  poor  in  each  city  shall  make  their  report 
to  the  auditing  board  of  such  city,  by  whatever  name  known,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  yeor  of  such  city,  if  such  time  be  fixed, 
otherwise  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year;  the  common 
councils  of  such  cities  as  shall  be  liable  for  the  support  of  thi^ir 
ow^n  poor  shall  yearly  dotermine  the  sum  of  money  to  be  appro 
priated  for  tlie  ensuing  year,  and  a  certified  copy  of  such  deter- 
mination shall  be  laid  before  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county,  who  shall  cause  the  snme  to  be  assessed,  levied,  collected 
and  paid  to  the  connty  treasurer. 

Where  overBeers  of  the  poor  In  a  couaty  which  bad  adopted^  pursuant 
to  the  act  of  1840  (chapter  245.  Laws  of  184C),  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  1845  (chapter  334.  Laws  of  1845)»  for  the  reUef  of  the  poor,  instead  of 
pursuing:  the  system  provided  hy  the  act,  proeare<l  supplies  upon  their 
own  credit,  and  presented  their  aeeountB  annually  to  the  board  of  audit 
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for  allowance,  the  amount  audited  being  put  into  the  schedule  of  accounts 
and  levied  by  the  board  of  supervisors  with  other  town  charges.  Beld, 
that  the  failure  to  fill  the  requirements  of  the  act  did  not  deprive  the  over- 
seers of  any  power  to  provide  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  and  the  advances 
•o  made  were  properly  audited  and  charged  against  the  town;  that  while 
the  overseers  were  not  bound  to  furnish  supplies  upon  their  own  credit, 
and  the  act  contemplates  that  they  shall  be  put  in  funds  in  advance,  under 
the  provision  therein  (§  7),  authorizing  the  town  board  of  audit  to  Include 
in  the  estimate  such  sum  as  shall  be  necessary  "  to  supply  any  deficiency 
In  the  preceding  year,"  it  had  power  to  audit  all  sums  fairly  expended 
where  no  provision  had  been  made  therefor  the  preceding  year.  Osterhoudi 
r.  Rigney  et  al,  98  N.  Y.  222, 

The  omission  of  an  overseer  of  the  poor  to  bring  the  overseer's  book 
before  the  town  board  and  an  audit  of  his  account  without  a  comparison 
of  the  items  in  the  account  with  those  in  the  boolc,  are  irregularities 
merely  and  do  not  render  the  audit  Invalid.     Id. 

Where  audited  claims  of  an  overseer  of  the  poor  were  Included  in  the 
general  schedule  of  town  accounts,  and  in  the  warrant  of  the  supervisors 
the  amount  was  directed  to  be  paid  to  the  supervisor  of  the  town,  with 
direction  to  him  to  pay  to  the  overseer — Held,  that  this  was  equivalent 
to  a  directton  to  pay  to  the  overseer  and  so  was  a  substantial  compliance 
with  the  act    Jd. 

Also  held,  that  orders  drawn  at  the  request  of  the  overseer  by  the  board 
of  audit  upon  the  supervisors  and  accepted  by  them,  created  no  liability 
against  the  town  or  any  of  its  officers;  that  at  most  they  operated  only  as 
assignments  pro  tanto  of  any  moneys  he  was  entitled  to  receive  upon  the 
•adit    Jd. 

Where  in  a  claim  presented  to  the  Iward  of  audit  by  an  overseer  of  the 
poor  there  was  included  a  portion  of  a  claim  presented  and  rejected  the 
previous  year,  and  the  audit  was  for  less  than  the  whole  amount,  but  for 
more  than  the  amount  of  the  claim,  deducting  the  amount  so  improperly 
Included — Held,  that  a  Judgment  vacating  the  whole  audit  was  proper,  as 
it  could  not  be  ascertained  what  amount  of  the  illegal  claim  was  allowed, 
or  whether  the  deduction  was  made  therefrom,  or  from  the  items  which 
the  lK)ard  had  Jurisdiction  to  audit.     Id. 

Also  hdd,  that  assignees  of  the  overseer  stood  in  tlie  same  position  with 
and  were  bound  by  the  result  reached  in  respect  to  him.     Id. 

This  action  was  brought  by  the  plaintifT,  a  corporation  organized  under 
the  laws  of  this  state,  for  the  care,  education  and  support  of  poor  orphan 
children,  to  recover  the  amount  due  it  for  supporting  certain  children 
between  the  age  of  two  and  sixteen  years,  residents  of  Long  Island  City, 
and  whom  it  had  received,  cared  for  and  supported,  on  the  authority  of 
written  orders  given  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  defendant  city. 

Held,  that  the  plaintifli  was  entitled  to  recover,  as  it  had  acted  under 
the  direction  of  an  oflScer  who  had  full  power  to  give  such  direction,  and 
who  was  compelled  by  law  to  furnish  the  support  for  such  children  out- 
side of  the  poorhouse,  and  In  an  Incorporated  orphan  asylum. 

That,  as  the  relief  of  the  children  was  permanent  and  not  temporary,  the 
ten  dollar  limitation  imposed  b^  section  42  of  2  Revised  Statutes  (7th  ed.,

p.  18G1),  did  not  appb'  to  tbeni.     Xnt^s  of  8t.  Dominick  v.  IjOHQ  Island 
^8  Hun  S06, 

The  overseer  of  the  iioor  cannot  Incm*  n  liability  beyond  the  ^10  for  relief 
In  a  single  case  withoul  tlie  consent  of  one  of  the  superintendents  of  I  he 
poor  But  with  tills  restriction,  his  power  of  giving  temporary  reHef  ia  In- 
dependent of  the  control  of  the  superintendents  of  the  poor.  Orre  t\  Supet- 
iHiors,  7  How.  S6o. 

In  re  liofibins  r.  Wootcfjii,  66  Barb.  7/,  the  court  said:  **  By  section  fifty-one 
it  Is  provided  that  in  tliose  counties  where  there  are  uo  county  poorhousea 
the  overseers  of  the  towns  shall  enter  in  hooks  an  account  of  all  matters 
transacted  by  them  relating  to  ihuir  odicial  duties;  of  all  moneys  received 
by  them;  of  all  moneys  In  id  out  and  disbursed  by  them. 

By  section  f^ ftp-two  these  hooks  inu^t  be  laid  before  the  Iward  of  town 
auditors,  wltb  an  account  of  moneys  received  and  paid  out  The  board 
is  required  to  compare  such  accounts  with  the  cntriea  in  the  book;  examine 
the  vouchers,  and  audU  and  settle  the  same;  and  state  the  balance  due 
from  such  overseers,  or  to  them,  as  the  case  may  be.  No  credit  shall  be 
allowed  to  any  overseer  for  money  a  paid,  unless  It  shall  appear  that  sucli 
payment  was  made  pursuant  to  a  legal  order.  It  seems  to  have  been 
supposed  that  the  account  of  tke  overseer  must  be  audited  and  allowed 
before  he  can  he  paid.  But  elenrly  this  cannot  t>e  the  meaning  of  the 
section*  The  money  for  the  support  of  the  poor*  whether  it  is  paid  Into 
the  county  treasury  and  paid  out  hy  tlie  superintendent,  or  Is  paid  over  to 
the  overseer,  Is  raised  in  advance  ot  the  expenditure,  and  Is,  or  is  supposed 
to  be»  In  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  or  overseer  The  overseer  presents 
his  account  to  Ihe  board  of  auditors,  so  as  to  determine,  not  what  he  shall 
be  paid,  but  whether  he  is  entitled  to  keep  what  he  has  taken.  It  Is  not 
true,  doubtless,  that  in  all  Instances  the  money  required  Is  actually  fq 
his  hands.  He  may  issue  orders  or  make  contracts  when  thei-e  are  no 
funds  wUh  which  to  pay.  He  roust  render  an  account  of  these  also,  and 
In  such  case  the  board  audits  before  payment;  and  if  he  receives  the 
money  allowed  for  such  expenditures  it  la  In  order  to  pay  debts  actually 
due  to  himself,  or  to  other  persons  holding  the  orders,  or  to  whom  be  Is 
liable  for  support  rendered  upon  a  contract  made  with  him.  If  an  over- 
seer, under  such  circumstances,  should  charge  for  mouej's  paid,  or  claim 
allowance  for  lial>lllties  incun-ed,  wliich  had  no  existence  in  fact,  and 
obtain  tlie  money,  he  would  be  guilty  of  fraud." 


§  30.  In  all  eouDties  of  this  slate  in  which  there  are 
oot  adequate  hospital  afeoinntodations  for  indigent  persons 
rei|oiring  medical  or  siirgieal  rnre  nnd  treatment*  or  in 
whuh  na  ap|n*u}iriatiims  uf  iiiouev  are  made  for  this  epecifie 
purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  county  syperintendents  of 
the  poor,  upon  the  certificate  of  a  physician  approved  by 
the  board  of  supervisors,  or  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
in  the  several  towns  of  such  counties,   upon   the  certificate 
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of  a  physician  approved  by  the  supervieor  of  the  town,  as  their 
jurisdiction  oyer  the  several  cases  may  require,  to  send  all  such 
indigent  persons  requiring  medical  or  surgical  care  and  treat- 
ment to  the  nearest  hospital,  the  incorporation  and  management 
of  which  have  been  approved  by  the  state  board  of  charities,  pro- 
vided transportation  to  such  hospital  can  be  safely  accomplished. 
The  charge  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  such  indigent  persons 
in  snch  hospitals,  as  herein  provided,  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar 
per  day  for  each  person,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  several 
connties  or  towns  from  which  such  persons  are  sent,  and  provi- 
sion for  which  shall  be  made  in  the  annual  budgets  of  such 
connties  and  towns.    {Added  by  chapter  103  of  the  Laws  of  1901.)

§  40.  Settlements,    how    gained. — Every  person  of  full  age, 
who  shall  be  a  resident  and  inhabitant  of  any  town  or  city  for 
one  year,  and  the  members  of  his  family  who  shall  not  have 
13 
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gained  a  separate  Bettlenient,  shall  be  deemed  settled  in  such 
town  or  citj^,  and  shall  so  remain  until  he  shall  have  gained  a 
like  settlement  in  some  other  town  or  city  in  this  state,  or  shall 
remove  from  this  state  and  remnin  therefrom  one  year,  A  minor 
may  be  emancipated  from  his  or  her  father  or  mother  and  gain  a 
separate  settlement: 

1.  If  a  male,  by  being  married  and  residing  one  year  separately 
from  the  family  of  his  father  or  mother. 

2.  If  a  female,  by  being  married  and  having  lived  with  her 
husband:  in  which  case  the  husband's  settlement  shall  be  deemed 
that  of  the  wife. 

3.  Hy  being  bound  as  an  apprentiee  and  serving  one  year  by 
virtne  of  such  indentures. 

4.  By  being  hired  and  actually  serving  one  year  for  w^ages,  to 
be  paid  such  minor.

§  41.  Qualification  of  last  seetioit. — A  woman  of  full  age, 
by  marrying,  shall  acquire  the  settlement  of  her  husband.  Until 
a  poor  person  shall  have  gained  a  settlement  in  his  or  her  own 
right,  his  or  her  settlement  shall  be  deemed  that  of  the  father, 
if  living,  if  not,  then  of  the  mother;  but  no  child  born  in  any 
almshouse  shall  gain  any  settlement  merely  Jby  reason  of  the 
place  of  such  birth;  neither  shall  any  child  born  while  the  mother 
is  such  poor  person,  gain  any  settlement  by  reason  of  the  place 
of  its  birth.  No  residence  of  any  such  poor  person  in  any  alms- 
house, while  such  person,  or  any  member  of  his  or  her  family  is 
supported  or  relieved  at  the  expense  of  any  other  town,  city, 
county  or  state,  shall  operate  to  give  such  poor  person  a  settle- 
ment in  the  town  where  such  actual  residence  may  be. 

§  42.  Poor  person  not  to  be  removed,  and  how  supported. — 
No  person  shall  be  removed  as  a  poor  person  from  any 
city  or  town  to  any  other  city  or  town  of  the  same  or  any  other 
county,  nor  from  any  county  to  any  other  county  except  as  here- 
inafter provided;  but  every  poor  person,  except  the  state  poor, 
shall  be  supported  in  the  town  or  county  where  he  may  be,  as 
follows: 

1.  If  he  has  gained  a  settlement  in  any  town  or  city  in  such 
county,  he  shall  be  maintained  by  such  town  or  city. 

2.  If  he  has  not  gained  a  settlement  in  any  town  or  city  in  the 
county  in  which  he  shall  become  poor,  sick  or  infirmed,  he  shall 
be  supported  and  relieved  by  the  superintendents  of  the  poor  at 
the  expense  of  the  county. 

3.  If  such  person  be  in  a  county  where  the  distinction  between 
town  and  county  poor  is  abolished,  he  shall,  in  like  manner,  be 
supported  at  the  expense  of  the  county,  and  in  both  cases,  pro- 
ceedings for  his  relief  shall  be  had  as  herein  provided. 

4.  If  such  poor  person  be  in  a  county  where  the  respective 
towns  are  liable  to  support  their  poor,  and  has  gained  a  settle- 
ment in  some  town  of  the  same  county  other  than  that  in  which 
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be  may  iiieu  be,  be  shall  be  supported  at  the  expense  of  the  town 
or  dtj  where  he  inny  be,  and  the  overseertj  shall,  within  ten  days 
after  the  application  for  relief »  give  notice  in  writinj;  to  an  over- 
seer of  the  tow^n  to  which  he  shall  belong,  requiring  him  to  pro 
vide  for  the  support  and  relief  of  such  poor  person.

§  4?».  Proceedings  to  determine  settlement. — If,  within  ten 
days  after  the  service  of  such  notice,  the  overseer  to  whom  the 
same  was  directed,  shall  not  proceed  to  contest  the  allegation 
of  the  settlement  of  such  poor  i>erson,  by  giving  the  notice  here- 
inafter directed,  he  or  his  successors,  and  the  town  which  he  or 
they  represent,  shall  be  precluded  from  contesting  or  denying 
such  settlement.  He  may,  within  the  time  mentioned,  give  writ 
ten  notice  to  tbe  overseer  of  the  town  where  sncb  person  uiaj 
be,  aud  from  whom  be  has  received  the  notice  specified  in  the 
last  section,  that  be  will  appear  before  the  county  superintend 
ents,  at  a  place  and  on  a  day  therein  to  be  specified,  which  day 
shall  be  at  least  ten  days  and  not  more  than  thirty  days  from 
the  time  of  the  service  of  snch  notice  of  hearing,  to  contest  the 
alleged  settlement.  If  the  county  superintendents  fail  to  appear 
at  the  time  and  place  so  appointed,  they  shall,  at  the  request  of 
the  overseers  of  either  town  appoint  some  place,  and  some  otlier 
day,  for  the  bearing  of  soch  allegations,  and  cause  at  least  five 
days'  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  such  overseers;  and  no  poor 
person  shall  be  deemed  to  have  gained  a  settlement,  when  the 
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proper  notices  to  contest  the  settlement  have  been  served,  until 

there  has  been  a  hearing  before  the  superintendent  thereof,  and 

an  order  by  them  made  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk, 

fixing  the  settlement  of  such  poor  person. 

In  Sitterly  v.  Murray,  OS  Umr.  Pr.  370,  the  court  said,  **  the  object  and 
scheme  of  the  statute  seem  to  be  to  provide  for  the  settlement  of  all 
persons  under  the  poor  laws,  no  matter  what  their  previous  financial  condi- 
tion may  have  been,  and  whether  they  were  ever  paupers  before  or  not, 
and  to  fix  the  liability  of  the  proper  town  for  their  support  and  mainte- 
nance, whenever  by  misfortune  or  otherwise  they  should  become  a  charge 
upon  the  public.  This  is  the  reasonable  and  natural  conclusion  to  be 
drawn  from  the  various  provisions  of  the  statute  and  from  the  language  of 
these  particular  sections.'' 

§  44.  Hearing  before  superintendents. — The  county  superin- 
tendents shall  convene  whenever  required  by  any  overseer  pur- 
suant to  such  notice,  and  shall  hear  and  determine  the  contro- 
versy, and  may  award  costs,  not  exceeding  fifteen  dollars,  to  the 
prevailing  party,  which  may  be  recovered  in  an  action  in  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction.  Witnesses  may  be  allowed  fees  as 
in  courts  of  record.  The  decision  of  the  superintendent  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive,  unless  an  appeal  therefrom  shall  be  taken 
as  provided  by  this  chapter. 

§  45.  How  to  compel  towns  to  support  poor  persons. — The 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  in  which  it  may  be  alleged 
any  poor  person  has  gained  a  settlement,  may,  at  any  time  after 
receiving  such  notice  requiring  them  to  provide  for  such  person, 
take  and  receive  such  poor  person  to  their  town,  and  there  sup- 
port him;  if  they  omit  to  do  so,  or  shall  fail  to  obtain  the  decision 
of  the  county  superintendents,  so  as  to  exonerate  them  from  the 
maintenance  of  such  poor  person,  the  charge  of  giving  such 
notice,  and  the  expense  of  maintaining  such  person,  after  being 
allowed  by  the  county  superintendents,  shall  be  laid  before  the 
board  of  supervisors  at  their  annual  meetings  from  year  to  year, 
as  long  as  such  expenses  shall  be  incurred,  and  the  supervisors 
shall  annually  add  the  amount  of  such  charges  to  the  tax  to  be 
laid  upon  the  town  to  which  such  poor  person  belongs,  together 
with  such  sum  in  addition  thereto,  as  will  pay  the  town  incur- 
ring such  expense,  the  interest  thereon,  from  the  time  of  expendi- 


ture  to  the  time  of  repayment,  which  sum  shall  be  aBsesBed, 
levied  and  eoileeted  io  the  same  maoner  as  other  charges  of  such 
town.  Such  moneys  when  collected  shall  be  paid  to  the  county 
treasurer  and  be  by  him  credited  to  the  account  of  the  town 
which  incurred  the  expenses. 

Soe  Oversfcrs  fff  Nanrkh  \\  OrvravCfS  of  PharmUa^  15  N.  T.  S^l.  The 
town  of  Plinrsalift  being  Ihible  for  tbe  Bupporl  of  certain  paupers,  at  tlie 
time  be!ng  In  the  town  of  Norwleli,  Hie  defendant,  as  overseer  of  tbe  poor 
of  Pbarsallft,  promised  the  plaiutlDTs.  overseers^  etc.,  of  Norwich,  that  If 
they  would  provide  for  sueli  paupers,  be  would  pay  the  expenses  ineurred; 
Held,  that  it  was  not  within  tbe  oilirial  power  of  tbe  defHudaiit  to  make 
such  a  contract,  and  that  tbe  plaiiitlfTs  are  confined  to  tbe  remedy  given 
by  the  statute,  vlz.»  the  audit  of  the  account  by  tbe  superintendents  of 
the  poor,  and  the  levying  of  tbe  amount  by  the  board  of  supervisors  on 
tbe  town  of  Pbai'salla  for  the  benefit  of  Norwich.  Chief  Justice  Denio, 
writing  the  opinion,  says: 

**  It  was  not  contended,  on  the  argument,  that  the  defendant  was  per- 
aoually  Uabie»  on  the  alleged  promise,  to  reimburse  the  town  of  Norwich. 
The  action  was  brought  to  enforce  an  alleged  liability  of  the  town,  wblcb 
the  defendant  represents.  In  favor  of  tbe  town  represented  by  the  plain- 
tiffs. But  an  examination  of  the  statutes  will  show  that  the  aheged  con- 
tract of  the  defendant  was  not  within  tbe  scope  of  bis  official  power,  and 
bence.  that  no  action  against  the  towui  can  be  maintained  upon  It.  The 
Revised  Statutes  provide  that  paupers  shall  not  be  removed  from  one  town 
to  another,  as  they  might  have  been  under  the  former  statutes;  but  they 
declare  that  every  poor  person  shall  be  supported  in  the  town  or  county 
where  be  may  be.  In  counties  where  tbe  respective  towns  are  liable  to 
support  their  poor  (which  was  tbe  ease  In  Chenango).  If  a  pauper  ban 
gained  a  settlement  lo  a  different  town,  in  the  same  county,  from  tbe  one 
where  he  may  be  when  be  requires  relief,  *  be  shan  be  supported  at  tbe 
exjiense  of  the  town  where  he  may  be,  and  the  overseers  shall  give  notice, 
in  writing,  to  the  overseers  of  the  town  in  w^hich  such  pauper  shall  belong, 
or  to  one  of  them,  requiring  them  to  provide  for  the  support  and  relief  of 
such  pauper.*  The  two  following  sections  provide  for  trying  the  question 
as  to  tbe  settlement  of  the  pauper  before  the  county  superintendents  of 
tbe  poor,  In  cases  where  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  on  whom  the  notice  la 
served,  shall  contest  that  point;  and  it  Is  declared  that,  if  he  do  not  Instb 
tute  the  proceedings  authorized  to  be  taken  for  that  purpose,  he  and  his 
town  shall  be  forever  precluded  from  denying  that  the  settlement'  was  in 
that  town.  The  next  section  shows  tbe  manner  In  which  the  expenses 
Incurred  by  tbe  town  of  Norwich.  In  this  case,  might  have  been  recovered, 
aa  follows:  *  The  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  in  which  it  may  be 
alleged  any  pauper  has  gained  a  settlement,  may.  at  any  time,  after  receiv- 
ing Biicb  notice,  requiring  them  to  provide  for  such  pauper,  take  and  receive 
such  pauper  to  their  town,  and  there  support  him.  If  they  omit  to  do  so. 
or  shall  fall  to  obtain  tbe  decision  of  tbe  county  superintendents  so  as  to 
exonerate  them  from  the  maintenance  of  such  pauper,  tbe  charge  of  giving 
such   notice,  aud  the  expense  of  maintaining  such  pauper,  after  being 
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allowed  by  the  county  superintendents,  shall  be  laid  before  the  board  of 
supervisors  at  their  annual  meetings,  from  year  to  year,  as  long  as  such 
expenses  shall  be  incurred;  and  the  supervisors  shall  annually  add  the 
amount  of  such  charges  to  the  tax  to  be  levied  upon  the  town  to  which 
such  pauper  l)elong8,  together  with  such  sum,  in  addition  thereto,  as  will 
pay  the  town  incurring  such  expenses  the  lawful  interest  thereon,  from  the 
time  of  expenditure  to  the  time  of  repayment,  which  sum  shall  be  assessed, 
levied  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  contingent  expenses 
of  such  town.  The  said  moneys,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
county  treasurer,  and  be  by  him  credited  to  the  account  of  the  town  which 
incurred  the  said  expenses.* 

"  Now  assuming  that  the  defendant,  as  overseer  of  Norwich,  made  the 
promise  alleged  in  the  complaint,  he  did  not  bind  his  town  more  strongly 
for  the  payment  of  these  expenses  than  it  was  bound  by  the  statute;  nnd 
he  could  not,  by  making  such  a  promise,  change  the  mode  which  the  law 
had  provided  for  the  auditing,  collecting  and  paying  over  the  money.  The 
overseers  of  Pharsalia,  on  receiving  the  notice  from  the  plaintiff's  town, 
could  do  one  of  two  things.  They  could  contest  the  allegation  of  settle- 
ment in  their  town  by  a  proceeding  before  the  superintendents.  If  they 
believed  this  could  not  be  successfully  done,  they  might  take  the  pauper 
home  to  their  own  town,  and  provide  for  his  support  under  their  own 
superintendence.  If  they  do  neither,  then  the  law  takes  charge  of  the 
case,  and  declares  that  the  pauper  shall  be  supported  (in  the  first  instance) 
at  the  expense  of  the  town  where  he  may  be,  and  that  such  expense,  after 
being  audited  by  the  county  superintendents,  shall  be  collected  like  the 
other  town  charges,  out  of  the  town  which  is  chargeable,  through  the 
agency  of  the  board  of  supervisors.  The  defendant  elected  neither  to  con- 
test the  settlement  in  his  town,  nor  to  bring  the  pauper  there,  to  be  sup- 
ported under  his  direction;  but  it  is  said  he  bound  his  town,  by  an  express 
promise,  that  it  should  reimburse  the  plaintiff's  town.  This  is  Just  what 
the  statute  declared  should  be  done,  and  that  obligation  was  not  increased 
or  diminished  by  the  making  of  such  promise.  Nor  can  the  fact  of  the 
making  of  such  an  undertaking  authorize  the  town  entitled  to  be  reim- 
bursed to  pass  by  the  agencies  which  the  law  has  provided  for  the  ascer- 
tainment of  the  amount  of  the  expenses  before  they  are  levied  upon  the 
taxpayers,  and  sue  the  town,  or  its  representative,  in  the  courts.  The 
alleged  official  promise  of  the  defendant  was  void  for  want  of  authority, 
on  his  part,  to  make  it.  If  he  did  not  choose  to  adopt  one  or  the  other  of 
the  causes  which  I  have  mentioned,  he  had  no  further  agency  in  the  case. 
The  promise,  therefore,  was  officious,  and  did  not  affect  his  town  in  any 
manner.  The  decision  of  the  referee  was  right,  and  his  Judgment  should 
be  affirmed." 

§  46.  Proceedings  to  determine  who  are  county  poor. — ^The  sup- 
port of  any  poor  person  shall  not  be  charged  to  the  county,  with- 
oat  the  approval  of  the  superintendents.  If  a  poor  person  be  sent 
to  the  county  almshouse  as  a  county  poor  person,  the  superintend- 
entSy  in  counties  where  there  are  town  poor,  shall  immediately 


iotniire  iuto  the  facts,  and  if  tliey  are  of  oiiinion  tbat  such  person 
has  a  legal  settlemuiit  in  auj  town  of  tlie  county, they  shall  withio 
thirty  days  after  buch  poor  person  shall  have  been  received,  give 
notice  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  to  which  such  poor 
person  belongs  that  the  expenses  of  such  support  will  be  charged 
to  such  town,  unless  the  overseers  within  such  time  as  the  super- 
IntendentB  shall  appoint,  not  less  than  twenty  days  thereafter, 
show  that  such  town  ought  not  to  be  so  charged.  On  the  appUca- 
tiou  of  the  overseers,  the  superintendents  shall  re-examine  the 
matter  and  take  lestimonj  in  relation  thereto,  and  decide  the  ques* 
tion;  w^hich  decision  shall  be  conclusive,  unless  an  appeal  there- 
from shall  be  taken  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  chapter. 

§  47.  In  counties  without  almshouse.— In  counties  having 
no  almshouse,  no  person  shall  be  supported  as  a  county  poor  per- 
son,  without  the  direction  of  at  least  one  superintendent.  In  su<ih 
cases  the  overseers  of  the  poor^  w'here  such  f>erBon  may  be,  shallj 
within  ten  days  after  granting  him  relief,  give  notice  thereof  and 
that  such  person  is  not  chargeable  to  their  town,  to  one  of  the 
superintendents  who  shall  inquire  into  the  circumstances,  and  if 
satisfied  that  such  poor  person  has  not  gained  a  legal  settlement 
in  any  town  of  the  county,  and  is  not  a  state  poor  person,  he  shall 
give  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  and  that  such  poor  person  is 
chargeable  to  the  county.  He  shall  report  every  such  case  to  the 
bourd  of  superintendents  at  their  next  meeting,  who  shall  affirm 
fiuch  certiflcate,  or,  on  giving  at  least  eight  days*  notice  to  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  interested  may  annul  the  same. 
After  hearing  the  allegations  and  proofs  in  the  premises,  if  the 
superintendent  to  whom  the  overseers  have  given  such  notice  shall 
neglect  or  rt'fuse  to  give  such  certificate,  the  overseers  may  apply 
to  the  board  of  superinteudents,  who  shall  sumtnarily  hear  and 
determine  the  matter,  and  whose  decision  shall  be  conclusive, 
unless  an  appeal  therefrom  shall  be  taken  in  the  manner  provided 
in  this  chapter.  Huch  appeal  may  also  be  taken  from  the  refumil 
of  one  superintendent  to  grant  such  certificate  when  there  is  but 
one  superintendent  in  the  county. 
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§  48,  Decisions  to  be  entered  and  flled. —  Tlie  decisions  of 
county  superintendents  in  relation  to  the  settlement  of  poor  per 
sons, or  to  their  being  a  charge  upon  the  county, shall  be  entered  in 
books  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  certified  by  the  signa 
tnre  of  sach  of  the  Buperintendents  as  malce  the  same;  and  a 
duplicate  thereof,  certified  in  the  same  manner,  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  county  clerk  within  thirty  days  after  making 
such  decision. 

§  49.  Appeal  to  the  county  court. — Any  or  either  of  the  par 
ties  interested  (n  a  decision  of  the  superintendent  of  the  poor,  or 
in  any  dispute  that  shall  arise  concerning  the  settlement  of  any 
poor  person,  may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  county  eonrt 
of  the  county  in  which  such  decision  shall  be  made,  by  serving 
upon  the  other  parties  interested  therein,  within  thirty  days  after 
service  upon  the  appellant  of  a  notice  of  the  same,  a  notice  of 
appeal,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  appellant  or  hln  attorney,  and 
which  shall  specify  the  grounds  of  the  appeal.  The  hearing  of 
such  appeal  may  be  brought  on  by  either  party  in  or  out  of  term, 
upon  notice  of  fourteen  days.  Upon  such  ap]>eal  a  new  trial  of  the 
matters  in  dispute  shall  be  had  in  the  county  court  without  a  jnry, 
and  a  decision  of  the  connty  court  therein  shall  be  final  and  con 
elusive,  and  the  same  costs  shall  be  awarded  as  are  allowed  oo 
appeals  to  said  court. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  chapter  the  county  court  shall  be 
deemed  open  at  all  times. 

§  50.  Penalty  for  removing. — Any  person  who  shall  send, 
remove  or  entice  to  remove,  or  bring,  or  cause  to  be  sent,  removed 
or  brought,  any  poor  or  indigent  person,  from  any  city,  town  or 
connty,  to  any  other  city,  town  or  county,  without  legal  authority, 
and  there  leave  such  [lerson  for  the  piir|K)8eof  avoitlin<:;  tlie  charge 
of  such  poor  or  indigent  person  upon  the  city,  town  or  oounty  from 
which  he  is  so  sent,  removed  or  brought  or  enticed  to  removej 
shall  forfeit  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  and  in  the  name  of 
the  town,  city  or  county  to  which  such  poor  person  shall  be  sent, 
brought  or  removed,  or  enticed  to  remove,  and  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor. 


I. 
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To  make  a  person  liable,  under  the  sta lutes,  for  removiug,  without  l^^gnl 
author ily  a  poor  aud  Indigent  ptrsoii  to  another  county*  it  must  be  alleged, 
and  proved  to  be,  with  inteni,  to  maUe  such  county  chargeable  wlih  the 
support  of  sueh  pauper. 

The  same  Intent  must  also  be  established*  where  the  action  Is  to  make 
the  county  from  which  the  pauiKT  was  removed  liable  undei*  auch  pro* 
visions. 

The  Jnt«jnt  with  wliich  the  reiiiiivjil  in  efTi'cted.  is  thi*  gravftmen  of 
criminal  offense.  An  action  will  not  lie  by  the  superintendents  of  the  poor 
of  one  county  ragainst  the  superintendents  of  another  county  for  I  he  main- 
tenance of  a  pauper  removed  from  the  county  of  the  latttr  without  legal 
authority,  into  the  county  of  the  former,  where  the  removal  is  made  oi  ihr 
r€qiitHt  of  the  jHtttptt\  so  thnt  he  may  he  under  the  care  of  his  family  and 
friends,  and  trithottt  otiy  itUent  oh  the  pfr?1  of  the  person  rvmoiitfij  him  to 
make  the  county  into  trhivh  he  is  remnred  chnrijeabfe  trith  his  8uj>i)ort.  It 
seems,  that  the  l>rlnglng  of  a  pauper  Into  this  state,  will  not  subject  the 
person  bringing  him  to  the  penalties  of  the  act  on  this  subject,  unless  it  W 
done  with  the  intent  of  subjecting  some  particular  town  or  coynty  to  tlie 
charge  of  supporting  such  pauper,  Foster  i%  Cronkhiie,  55  N.  Y.  fS9.  A 
party  may  testify  directly  to  the  Intent  with  which  he  did  an  act*  when 
the  Intent  Is  a  fact  material  to  tlie  Issue.  Cortland  Coiinty  v.  Hvrkinier 
Count  If,  44  N,  Y,  22. 

In  the  latter  case  it  was  held  that  the  superlntendeut  might  testify 
[  directly  as  to  tho  Intent  with  which  be  did  an  act  when  the  lutctit  la  a  fncl 
nmterial  to  the  Issue. 

§  51-  ProceediDgs  to  compel  support, — A  poor  person  »o 
removed,  brought  or  eoticed,  or  who  shall  of  his  own  accord  coine 
or  atrajed  from  one  citj,  town  or  countj  into  any  other  citj,  town 
or  county  not  legallj  chargeable  with  his  support,  shall  be  main 
tained  by  the  county  superintendents  of  the  county  where  he  may 
be,  They  may  give  notice  to  either  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  the  town,  or  city  from  which  he  was  brought  or  enticed,  or 
came  as  aforesaid,  if  such  town  or  city  be  liable  for  his  support, 
and  if  there  be  no  town  or  city  in  the  county  from  which  he  was 
brought  or  enticed  or  came  liable  for  his  support,  then  to  either 
of  the  county  sujierintendents  of  the  poor  of  such  county,  within 
ten  days  after  acquiring  knowledge  of  such  improper  removal, 
informing  them  of  such  improper  removal,  and  requiring  Ihem 
forthwith  to  take  charge  of  such  poor  person.  If  there  be  no 
overseers  or  superintendents  of  the  poor  in  such  town,  city  or 
county,  such  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  person^  by  whati*ver 
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name  known,  who  has  charge  and  care  of  the  poor  in  such  local- 
ity. 

In  BellowM  v.  Counter,  6  N,  Y.  8upp,  75,  it  was  held  that  an  action  will 
not  lie  for  the  support  of  a  pauper  by  a  county  into  which  he  had  yolnn- 
tarily  removed,  at  a  time  when  he  was  not  a  pauper,  against  the  county 
from  which  he  had  so  removed. 

An  overseer  or  superintendent  of  the  poor  who  finds  a  pauper  in  his 
county  or  town,  has  no  right  to  remove  him  to  another  town  or  county 
where  he  believes  he  belongs;  but  he  must  provide  for  his  support  and  then 
pursue  his  remedy  afforded  by  the  laws.  Smith  v,  Brundage,  17  Wkly. 
Dig.  266. 

In  McKay  v.  Welch,  6  N.  7.  8upp,  S58,  it  was  Held,  that  a  notice  which 
does  not  state  that  the  pauper  was  a  pauper  while  in  the  town  from  which 
he  came  nor  that  his  voluntary  change  of  residence  was  improper,  was 
insufficient. 

§  52.  Liability,  how  contested. — ^The  county  soperiutendeuts, 
or  overseers,  or  other  persons  to  whom  such  notice  may  be 
directed,  may,  after  the  service  of  such  notice,  take  and  remove 
such  poor  person  to  their  county,  town  or  city,  and  there  support 
him,  and  pay  the  expense  of  such  notice,  and  of  the  support  of 
such  person;  or  they  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  receiving  such 
notice,  by  a  written  instrument  under  their  hands,  notify  the 
county  superintendents  from  whom  such  notice  was  received,  or 
either  of  them,  that  they  deny  the  allegation  of  such  improper 
enticing  or  removal,  or  that  their  town,  city  or  county  is  liable 
for  the  support  of  such  poor  person. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  follow  the  language  of  the  statute  in  a  denial  of 
liability  for  the  support  of  a  pauper.     Stilltrell  v.  Coons,  122  N.  Y.  2i2, 

Personal  service  of  a  notice  is  not  necessary  to  enable  a  town,  city  or 
county  to  contest  its  liability.    StilUcell  v.  Kennedy,  51  Hun,  114. 

When  a  poor  person  removes,  or  is  removed  from  a  town  in  one  county 
to  a  town,  not  chargeable  with  bis  support,  in  another  county,  and  is  there 
necessarily  relieved  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  town  the  expense 
Incurred  and  the  burden  of  thereafter  maintaining  the  person  is,  as  be- 
tween that  town  and  its  county,  a  charge  on  the  county,  provided  the  over- 
seer gives  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  his  county  notice  of  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case,  as  provided  by  the  statute.  Stillwell  v.  Coons,  122 
N.  7.  242-4. 

If  such  denial  be  served  by  mail,  received  and  retained  by  the  plaintiff 
without  objection,  the  service  is  sufficient.  Id.,  iitHUcell  v.  Kennedy,  51 
Hun,  114. 

Revised  Statutes  N.  Y.,  pt.  I,  ch.  20,  tit.  I,  S  31,  provides  that  no  person 
shaU  be  removed  as  a  pauper  from  any  city  or  town  to  any  city  or  town  of 
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the  same  or  auy  atUer  county,  or  from  any  county  to  auy  other  eauuty*  b»L 
every  poor  person  shall  be  supported  In  tlie  eounty  wliere  lie  may  be;  that 
If  be  has  gained  a  sottknnenL  in  any  town  in  such  county  be  abali  be  naalu- 
talued  by  eueU  town;  ami  tbat  if  be  bas  not  gained  a  settlement  in  tbe 
couuly  in  wblt-b  be  shall  bt'come  poar»  sick  or  Infirm,  be  shall  be  supported 
and  relieved  by  tbe  auperiutendeiit  of  the  poor  at  tbe  expense  of  tbe 
county*  feuch  statutes,  as  amended  by  Laws  of  New  York,  1885,  cb.  546, 
provide  tbat  any  pauper,  who  shall,  of  bis  own  accord,  come  or  stray  from 
one  city,  town  or  county,  into  any  other  clty»  town  or  county  not  legally 
chargeable  with  bis  support  shall  be  maintained  by  the  superintendent  of 
tbe  county  where  be  may  be,  and  that  by  taking  certain  proceedings  the 
liability  of  tbe  county  or  town  from  whence  be  came  for  his  support  may 
lie  fixetl,  if  nmb  c-ounty  is  s^o  liidilee  Ilfid,  thtit  ojie  wlio  Ijtjd  always  been 
able  to  support  himself  and  family  by  manual  labor,  though  the  wages 
earned  by  him  were  not  more  than  sullielent  for  that  puipose,  was  not  a 
pauper,  within  tbe  meaning  of  the  statute;  and  where,  having  been  a  resi- 
dent uf  tbe  eity  and  county  of  New  York  he  went  to  another  county,  au<1 
there  met  with  an  accident,  which  rendered  him  unable  to  support  bttnself, 
the  county  from  whence  he  came  is  not  llatde  for  his  support.  Wood  i\ 
Simmons,  4  N.  Y,  JSupp.  S68;  8.  c.  51  Httn,  S25, 

§  53.  Neglect  to  cootest.— If  there  shall  be  a  neglect  to  take 
aud  remove  such  poor  person,  and  to  serve  notice  of  such  denial 
within  the  time  above  prescribed,  the  county  superinteDdeota 
and  overseers,  respectivelj,  whose  duty  it  was  so  to  do,  their  suc- 
cessors^ and  their  respective  conn  ties,  cities  or  towns,  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  aerjuiesced  in  the  allegations  contained  in  such 
first  notice,  and  shall  be  forever  precluded  from  contesting  the 
same,  and  their  counties,  cities  and  towns,  respectively,  shall  be 
liable  for  the  expenses  of  the  support  of  such  poor  person,  which 
may  be  recovered  from  time  to  time,  by  county  8uperintend(*ntfl 
incurring  such  expenses,  in  the  name  of  their  county  in  action*! 
against  the  county,  city  or  town  00  liable. 

§  54.  Actions,  when  and  how  to  be  brought. — Upon  service 
of  any  such  notice  of  denial,  the  county  superintendents  upon 
whom  tbe  same  may  be  served,  shall,  within  three  months,  com- 
mence  an  action  in  the  name  of  their  county,  against  the  town, 
city  or  county  so  liable  for  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  support 
of  such  poor  person,  and  prosecute  the  same  to  effect;  if  they 
neglect  to  do  so,  their  town,  city  or  county,  shall  be  precluded 
from  all  claim  against  the  town,  city  or  county  to  whose  officers 
such  first  notice  was  directed. 
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§  55.  Penalty  for  bringing  foreign  poor  into  this  state. — 
An  J  person  who  shall  knowingly  bring  or  remove,  or  cause  to  be 
brought  or  removed,  any  poor  person  from  any  place  without 
this  state,  into  any  county,  city  or  town  within  it,  and  there  leave 
or  attempt  to  leave  such  poor  person,  with  intent  to  make  any  such 
county,  city  or  town,  or  the  state,  wrongfully  chargeable  with  his 
support,  shall  forfeit  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  an  action 
in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  the  county,  and  in  the 
name  of  the  county,  city  or  town  into  which  such  poor  person 
shall  be  brought,  and  shall  be  obliged  to  convey  such  person 
out  of  the  state,  or  support  him  at  his  own  expense,  and  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  the  court  or  magistrate  before 
whom  any  person  shall  be  convicted  for  a  violation  of  this  section 
shall  require  of  such  person  satisfactory  security  that  he  will 
within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  named  by  the  court  or  magistrate, 
transport  such  person  out  of  the  state,  or  indemnify  the  town, 
city  or  county  for  all  charges  and  expenses  which  may  be  in- 
curred in  his  support;  and  if  such  person  shall  refuse  to  give 
such  security  when  so  required,  the  court  or  magistrate  shall 
commit  him  to  the  common  jail  of  the  county  for  a  term  not  ex- 
ceeding three  months. 

Overseers  of  the  poor,  who  have  expended  money,  under  an  order  for  the 
maintenance  of  a  pauper,  cannot  maintain  an  action  on  the  case  against 
the  person  who  brought  the  pauper  Into  the  town,  having  no  legal  settle- 
ment In  the  state,  for  the  amount  so  expended;  but  their  remedy  is  under 
the  statute  to  recover  the  penalty  given  in  such  case.  Orouse  v,  Mabbeti 
et  al.,  11  Johns,  167. 

The  penalty  given  by  statute  for  bringing  a  poor,  or  indigent  person, 
not  having  a  settlement,  into  any  city  or  town  within  this  state  without 
legal  authority,  is  incurred  as  well  by  bringing  such  person  from  one  town 
to  another  town  within  the  state,  as  l)y  bringing  him  from  without  the 
state.  To  subject  a  party  to  the  penalty,  It  must  be  shown  that  he  acted 
mala  fide;  it  seems,  that  carriers  of  passengers  are  within  the  letter,  but 
not  within  the  spirit  of  the  act,  and  cannot  be  charged,  unless  in  bringing 
poor  and  indigent  persons  into  a  city  or  town,  and  leaving  them  ther«. 
they  acted  fraudulently.  Proof  by  an  inhabitant  long  a  resident  In  the 
town,  that  he  had  never  known  the  pauper,  is  prima  facie  sufficient  evi- 
dence that  the  pauper  has  not  a  legal  settlement  in  the  town.  Thomas  v, 
Ross  d  Shaw,  8  Wend.  672. 

§  56.  Poor  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age. — No  justice 
of  the  peace,  board  of  charities,  police  justice,  or  other  magis- 
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trat^,  or  courts  shall  commit  any  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age, 
as  a  vagrant,  truant  or  disorderly  person,  to  any  jail  or  county 
almshouse,  but  to  some  reformatory,  or  other  institution^  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  case  of  juvenile  delinquents;  and  when  such  com- 
mitments are  made,  the  justice  of  the  peace,  board  of  chanties, 
police  justice,  or  other  magistrate  or  court  making  the  same,  shall 
immediately  give  notice  to  the  superintendents  of  the  poor  or 
other  authorities  having  charge  of  the  poor  of  the  county  in 
which  the  commitment  was  made,  giving  the  name  and  age  of  the 
person  committed,  to  what  institution,  and  the  time  for  which 
committed;  nor  shall  any  county  superintendents,  overseers  of 
the  poor,  board  of  charity,  or  other  officer,  send  any  child  under 
the  age  of  sixteen  years,  as  a  poor  person,  to  any  county  alms- 
house, for  support  and  care^  or  retain  any  such  child  in  such  alms- 
house, but  shall  provide  for  such  child  or  children  In  families, 
orphan  asylums,  hospitals,  or  other  appropriate  institutions  for 
the  support  and  care  of  children  as  provided  by  law,  except  that 
a  child  under  two  years  of  age  may  be  sent  with  its  mother,  who 
is  a  poor  person,  to  any  county  almshouse,  but  not  longer  than 
until  it  is  two  years  of  age.  The  board  of  8ui>ervi8ors  of  the 
several  counties,  and  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  of  the 
county  of  New  York,  and  the  appropriate  board  or  body  in  the 
county  of  Kings  shall  take  such  action  in  the  matter  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section.  When  any 
such  child  is  committed  to  an  orphan  asylum  or  reformatory,  it 
shall,  when  practicable,  be  committed  to  an  asylum  or  reforma- 
tory that  is  governed  or  controlled  by  persons  of  the  same  relig- 
ious faith  as  the  parents  of  such  child. 

Tills  action  was  brought  by  tbe  plain tiCf,  a  corporation  orgauiKed  under 
the  lawa  of  tbla  state  for  tlie  carc»  education  and  support  of  poor  orptiaa 
claildreii,  to  recover  tlje  amount  due  It  for  supporting  certain  ehilclri^u 
between  the  age  of  two  and  sixteen  years,  residents  of  Long  Island  city» 
and  whom  U  had  received,  cared  for  and  supported,  on  authority  of  written 
orders  given  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  defendant  city. 

Held,  that  the  plainiifl*  was  euiltled  to  recover,  as  It  bad  acted  under  the 
direction  of  an  officer*  who  had  full  power  to  give  such  direct  Ion*  and  who 
was  conipeJled  by  law  to  furnish  the  support  for  such  cbOdien  outside  of 
the  poorhouse*  and  In  an  Incorporated  orphan  asylum. 
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That»  as  the  relief  of  the  children  was  permanent  and  not  temporary,  the 
$10  limitation  Imposed  by  section  42  of  2  Revised  Statutes  (7th  ed.,  page 
1861),  did  not  apply  to  them.    Nuns  of  8t.  Dominick  v.  Long  Island  City,  43 

Relator  was  a  charitable  institution  incorporated  under  chap.  310, 
of  1848,  and  having  the  approval  of  the  state  board  of  charities 
nnder  chap.  446,  of  1888.  Under  the  statutes  and  by  commitments 
not  in  all  respects  perfect,  children  were  sent  to  relator  and  its 
bills  therefor  audited  by  the  supervisors;  the  defendant,  county  treas- 
urer, refused  to  pay.  Held,  that  the  bills  were  a  county  charge  and  that 
the  court  would  not  here  scrutinize  the  commitments  with  that  care  which 
it  would  exercise  if  the  proceedings  were  a  habeas  corpus  and  the 
commitment  were  claimed  to  be  illegal  or  insufficient  People  ex  reh 
Mt.  Magdalen  School  v.  Dickson,  S2  8L  Rep.

§  57.  If  it  shall  at  any  time  be  ascertained  that  any  person, 
who  has  been  assisted  by  or  received  support  from  any  town, 
city  or  connty,  has  real  or  personal  property,  or  if  any  such  per- 
son shall  die,  leaving  real  or  personal  propei*ty,  an  action  may  be 
maintained  in  any  conrt  of  competent  jurisdiction,  by  the  over- 
seer of  the  poor  of  the  town  or  city,  or  the  superintendent  of 
the  poor  of  any  county  which  has  furnished  or  provided  such 
assistance  or  support,  or  any  part  thereof,  against  such  person 
or  his  or  her  estate,  to  recover  such  sums  of  money  as  may

Penalty  for  removing  mother  of  bastard;  how 
supported  after  reraovah^ —  If  the  mother  of  any  bastard,  or  of 
any  child  likely  to  be  born  a  bastard, shall  be  removed, brought  or 
enticed  into  any  county^  city  or  town  from  any  other  county,  city 
or  town  of  this  state,  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  the  charge  of

§  GK  Mother  and  child  poor  jhtsiiiis;  proceedm^e  against 
conntj  or  town  from  which  she  was  removed. — Such  mother 
and  her  child  shall,  in  all  respCi:t»,  be  deemed  poor  personB;  and 
the  Kioie  proceedings  may  be  had  by  thi*  county  siiperintendentB 
to  char|!:e  the  fawn,  city  or  county  f»oni  which  she  wiw  removed 
or  enticed,  for  the  expense  of  supporting  her  and  her  child,  aa  are 
provided  in  the  cafte  of  poor  persons  f raudnlently  or  clandestinely

(|uired  to  be  supported  by  the  prorisions  of  this  chapter^  at  ihe 
expense  of  the  city  or  town  where  such  bastard  shall  be  born,  if 
the  mother  bave  a  lejjal  st»ttleraent  in  such  city  or  town^  and  if  it 
be  required  to  support  its  own  poor;  if  the  mother  have  a  settle- 
ment  in  any  other  city  or  town  of  the  same  county,  which  is  re- 
quired to  support  its  own  poor,  then  at  the  expense  of  such  olher 
city  or  town;  in  all  other  cases,  they  shall  be  supported  at  the 
expense  of  the  county  where  such  bastard  shall  be  born. 

I  C3,  Mother  and  child  not  to  be  removed  without  her  con-

§  (}H.  Moneys  received  by  overseers  from  parents  of  bas- 
tard, how  applied  and  accounted  for. — Where  any  money  shall 
be  paid  to  any  overseer,  pursuant  to  the  order  of  any  two  jni* 
tices,  by  any  putative  father,  or  by  the  mother  of  any  bastard,  the 
overseers  may  expend  the  same  directly,  in  the  support  of  such 
child,  and  the  sustenance  of  its  mother  as  aforesaid,  without  pay- 
ing  th**  same  into  ihe  rouuly  tnMsiiry.  They  shall  annually  ac 
count,  on  oath,  to  the  board  of  town  auditors,  or  to  the  proper 
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auditing  board  of  a  city,  at  the  same  time  that  other  town  or  city 
ofiScers  are  required  to  account  for  expenditures  of  all  moneys  so 
received  by  them,  and  shall  pay  over  the  balance  in  their  hands, 
and  under  like  penalties,  as  are  provided  by  this  chapter,  in 
respect  to  the  poor  moneys  in  their  hands. 

§  69.  When  moneys  received  on  account  of  bastard  charge- 
able to  county;  how  to  be  disposed  of. — All  moneys  which 
shall  be  ordered  to  be  paid  by  the  putative  father,  or  by  the 
mother  of  a  bastard  chargeable  to  any  county,  shall  be  collected 
for  the  benefit  of  such  county;  and  all  overseers  of  the  poor, 
superintendents,  sheriffs,  and  other  officers,  shall  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  receipt  of  any  such  moneys,  pay  the  same  into  the 
county  treasury.  Any  officer  neglecting  to  make  such  payment 
shall  be  liable  to  an  action  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  county,  for 
all  moneys  so  received  and  withheld,  with  interest  from  the  time 
of  receipt,  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  centum;  and  shall  forfeit  a  sum 
equal  to  that  so  withheld,  to  be  sued  for  and  I'ocovered  by  and  in 
the  name  of  the  county. 

§  70.  Disputes  concerning  settlement  of  bastard,  how  de- 
termined.— When  a  dispute  shall  arise  concerning  the  legal  set- 
tlement of  the  mother  of  a  bastard,  or  of  a  child  born  or  likely  to 
be  born  a  bastard,  in  any  city  or  town,  the  same  shall  be  deter^ 
mined  by  the  county  superintendents  of  the  poor,  upon  a  hearing 
of  the  parties  interested,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same 
effect  as  they  are  authorized  to  determine  the  settlement  of  a  poor 
person  under  this  chapter.

§  71.  Proceedings  when  bastard  is  chargeable  to  another 
town. — When  a  bastard  shall  be  born,  or  be  likely  to  be  born  in  a 
town  or  city,  when  the  legal  settlement  of  the  mother  is  in  another 
town  or  city  of  the  same  county,  which  is  required  by  law  to  sup- 
port its  own  poor,  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  or  city 
where  such  bastard  shall  be  born,  or  be  likely  to  be  born,  shall 
give  the  like  notice  to  the  overseers  of  the  town  or  city  where  the 
mother's  settlement  may  be,  as  is  required  in  the  case  of  a  person 
becoming  a  poor  person,  under  the  like  circumstances,  and  the 
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same  proceedings  shalf  be  had,  in-  all  respeeta,  to  determine  th§ 
liabilit}^  of  sucli  town  or  citj  as  in  the  case  of  poor  persons. 

The  overaeers  of  the  town  or  citj  to  which  the  mother  of  such 
bastard  belongs  majy  before  the  confinement  of  such  mother^  or  at 
any  time  after  the  expiration  of  two  months  after  her  deli  very, 
if  her  situation  will  permit  it,  take  and  support  encb  mother  and 
her  child* 

If  tbey  omit  to  do  eo,  and  fail  to  obtain  the  determination  of 
the  county  superintendents  in  their  favor  on  the  question  of  set- 
llement,  the  town  or  city  to  which  the  mother  belongs  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  all  the  exi>enses  of  the  supjiort  of  such  bastard,  and 
of  its  mother  during  her  confinement  and  recovery  therefrom; 
which  expenses,  after  being  allowed  by  the  county  superintend- 
ents, shall  be  assessed,  together  \vith  the  law^ful  interest  on  the 
moneys  expended,  on  the  town  or  city  to  which  such  mother  be- 
longs, and  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for 
poor  persons  supported  under  the  same  circumstances,  and  the 
moneys  so  collected,  i*ha!l  be  paid  to  thi?  county  treasurer,  for  the 
benefit  of,  and  to  be  credited  to,  the  town  which  incurred  such 
expenses. 

§  72.  Mode  of  ascertaining  sum  to  be  allowed  for  support 
of  bastard. —  When  any  town  is  required  to  support  a  bastard, 
and  its  mother,  whether  the  mother  have  a  settlement  in  such 
town  or  not,  and  no  moneys  shall  be  received  from  the  putative 
father  or  from  the  mother,  to  defray  the  expense  of  such  support, 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  shall  apply  to  the  supervisor  of  the  town 
and  obtain  an  order  for  the  support  of  such  bastard,  and  the 
sustenance  of  its  mother  during  her  confinement  and  recovery 
therefrom,  and  the  sum  to  be  allowed  therefor,  in  the  same  man- 
ner aa  is  required  in  the  case  of  poor  persons,  alid  the  moneys 
paid  or  conti'acted  to  be  paid  by  the  overseer,  pursuant  to  »uch 
order,  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  in  the  same  manner 
as  for  poor  persons,  and  be  charged  to  the  town  to  whose  officers 
«uch  payment  shall  be  made. 

§  73.  When  mother  and  child  to  be  removed  to  county 
almshouse. — If  there  be  a  county  almshouse  in  any  county  where 
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the  towns  are  required  to  support  their  own  poor,  the  oyerseers 
of  the  poor  of  a  town  where  a  bastard  shall  be  born,  or  shall  be 
likely  to  be  born,  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  county  superin- 
tendents or  any  two  of  them,  and  when  the  situation  of  the 
mother  will  allow  it,  remove  the  mother  of  such  bastard,  with  her 
child,  to  such  almshouse,  in  the  same  manner  as  poor  persons  may 
he  removed;  the  expenses  of  which  removal  shall  be  defrayed  in 
like  manner,  and  such  mother  and  her  child  shall  be  considered 
as  poor  of  the  town  so  liable  for  their  support,  and  the  expense 
ehall  in  like  manner  be  estimated  and  paid. 

§  74.  Compromise  with  father  of  bastard;  when  mother  may 
receive  money. —  Superintendents  and  overseers  of  the  poor  may 
make  such  compromise  and  arrangements  with  the  putative 
father  of  any  bastard  child  within  their  jurisdiction,  relative  to 
the  support  of  such  child,  as  they  shall  deem  equitable  and  just, 
and  thereupon  discharge  such  putative  father  from  all  further 
liability  for  the  support  of  such  bastard. 

Whenever  a  compromise  is  made  with  the  putative  father  of 
bastard  child,  the  mother  of  such  child,  on  giving  security  for 
the  support  of  the  child,  and  to  indemnify  the  city  and  county 
or  the  town  and  county,  from  the  maintenance  of  the  child,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  officers  making  the  compromise,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  the  moneys  paid  by  such  putative  father  as  the 
oonsideration  of  such  compromise.  If  the  mother  of  such  child 
shall  be  unable  to  give  the  security,  but  shall  be  able  and  willing 
to  nurse  and  take  care  of  the  child,  she  shall  be  paid  the  same 
weekly  allowance  for  nursing  and  taking  care  of  the  child,  out  of 
the  moneys  paid  by  the  father  on  such  compromise,  as  he  shall 
have  been  liable  to  pay  by  the  order  of  filiation;  such  weekly  sum 
to  be  paid  the  mother,  may  be  prescribed,  regulated  or  reduced, 
as  in  the  case  of  an  order  of  filiation. 

An  action  will  not  lie  by  the  county  superintendents  of  the  poor  agnlust 
the  putative  father  of  a  bastard  child  on  a  promise  to  indemnify  the  county, 
made  by  him  to  the  supervisor  of  the  town  In  which  the  child  was  born, 
where  It  Is  not  shown  that  the  supervisor,  In  obtaining  the  promise,  noted 
in  the  premises  at  the  request  or  with  the  privity  of  the  county  superintend- 
ents.   Birdtall  v.  BdgtrUm  etaL,i5  Wend.  619. 
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Money  paid  by  a  person  charged  aa  the  father  of  an  nnlwm  bastard  to 
the  superintendent  of  the  poor,  upon  a  eoaipromlse,  under  the  statuteB, 
il  may  he  reeovered  bat-k  upon  Its  appearing  that  the  supposed  mother  was 
not  in  fact  pregnant.  It  Is  no  defense  by  the  superintendent  thot  he  paid 
the  money  into  the  county  treasury,  no  expense  having  Ix^en  iocwrred  In 
the  support  of  tlie  expected  cliild  or  mother.    IChecl  i\  Btvk$,  25  N.  Y.  i89. 

§  75.  Compromise  with  putative  fathers  in  New  York. — 
The  commissmners  of  public  charities  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
or  anj  two  of  them,  may  ruake  sneh  compromise  and  arrange* 
ments  with  the  putative  fathers  of  bastard  children  id  said  citj^ 
relative  to  the  support  of  such  children*  as  thej  shall  deem  equita- 
ble and  just,  and  thereupon  may  di&eharf?e  such  putative  fathers 
from  all  further  liability  for  the  support  of  such  bastards*

— No  poor  or 
indigent  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  who  has  served  in  the  military 
or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  nor  his  family  nor  the 
families  of  any  who  may  be  deceased,  shall  be  sent  to  any  alms- 
house, but  shall  be  i-elieved  and  provided  for  at  their  homes  in 
the  city  or  town  where  they  may  reside,  so  far  as  practicable, 
provided  such  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  or  the  families  of  those 
deceased,  are,  and  have  been  residents  of  the  state  for  one  year 
and  the  proper  auditing  board  of  such  city  or  town  in  those 
counties  where  the  poor  are  a  county  charge,  the  superintendent, 
if  but  one,  or  superintendents  of  the  poor,  as  such  auditing  board 
in  those  counties  shall  provide  fiuch  eum  or  sums  of  money  aa 
may  be  necessary  to  be  drawn  upon  by  the  commander  and  quar* 
termaster  of  any  post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  of  the 
city  or  town,  made  upon  the  written  recommendation  of  the  re 
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lief  committee  of  such  post;  or  if  there  be  no  post  in  a  town  or 
city  in  which  it  is  necesfciarj  that  such  relief  should  be  granted, 
upon  the  like  request  of  the  comm4it)der  and  quartermaster  and 
H'commendatiou  of  the  relief  coraniittee  of  a  Grand  Armj  post 
located  in  the  nearest  town  or  cit.v,  to  the  town  or  eitj  requested 
to  so  furnish  relief,  and  such  written  request  and  recommeoda- 
tion  shall  be  a  sufDcient  authority  for  the  expenditures  so  made. 
(4«  amended  hy  chaiitcrs  83  of  the  Lmcg  of  ISOJ),  and  475  of  the  Luw8 
0/  1900.) 

The  i»ower  to  determine  who  are  tlm  Indigent  personn  and  faraUles,  ttie 
Decesftitj  for  their  relief,  the  measure  thereof,  the  place  where  nud  the  cir- 
cumstances under  which  the  same  shall  be  ndmiulsterefl,  is  not  vested  ex- 
clustvelj*  Id  a  relief  committee  of  a  (Irand  Army  post,  but  the  proper 
oflleers  of  a  town»  city  or  county,  hnving  jurisdiction  to  raise  and  apiiro- 
priate  money  lor  the  relief  of  the  poor,  have  jurisdiction  tind  control  over 
ilie  same,  ami  may  determine  the  amount  of  money  necessary* 

The  Grand  Army  post  may  apply  to  the  auditing  board  of  the  munici- 
pality for  such  sum  of  money  as  It  deems  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the 
act,  and  that  hoard  must  exercise  Its  Judgment  and  dhcretlon  as  to  the 
amount  lo  be  appropriated;  where  It  has  so  done  Its  determination  is  final* 
and  not  subject  to  review  by  any  court.  People  fo^  ret,  Vrammond  t\  The 
V&mmon  Council,  i36  N,  F.  431). 

§  81.  Post  to  give  notice  that  It  assumed  charge. — The 
commander  of  any  such  post  which  sball  nndertake  to 
iupervise  relief  of  poor  veterans  or  their  families,  as  h**rein 
provided,  before  his  acts  shall  become  operative  in  any 
town,  city  or  county,  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  such 
town,  city  or  county,  a  notire  that  such  post  intends  to 
undertake  such  supervision  of  relief,  wiiich  notice  shall  con- 
tain the  names  of  the  i^lief  committee,  comimmder,  ami  other 
officers  of  the  post;  and  also  no  undertaking  to  such  city, 
town  or  county^  with  sufficient  ami  satisfactory  sureties  for  the 
faithful  and  honest  discharge  of  liis  duties  under  this  article; 
such  undertaking  to  be  approved  by  the  t^L*a8u^e^  of  the  city  or 
caunty,  or  the  supervisor  of  the  town»  from  which  such  relief  is 
to  be  received.  Such  commander  shall  annually  thereafter,  dur- 
ing the  month  of  October,  tile  a  siiailar  notii-f?  with  said  city  or 
town  clerk,  with  a  detailed  statement  of  the  amount  of  relief  re- 
quested by  him  during  the  preceding  year,  with  the  names  of 
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all  persons  for  whom  such  ivliuf  shall  have  beeo  requested 
getber  witli  a  brief  statement  in  each  case,  from  the  relief  col 
niittee,  upon  whose  recooimendation  the  relief  was  requeste 
providedj  however,  that  in  cities  of  the  first  class  said  notice 
said  detailed  statement  shall  be  filed  with  the  comptroller 
such  citv,  and  said  undertaking  shall  be  approved  bj  him,  ai 
provided  further  that  in  any  city  of  the  first  class  which  is  nc 
or  may  hereafter  be  divided  into  borooghs^  a  doplicate  of  sad 
notice  and  of  such  detailed  statement  shall  be  filed  with  the  com^ 
missioner  of  charities  for  the  borough  in  which  the  headquarteri 
of  such  poet  is  situated,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  commis 
sioner  to  annually  include  in  his  estimate  of  the  amount  necet 
sary  for  the  support  of  his  department  such  sum  or  sums 
money  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  i 
sections  eighty,  eighty-one,  eighty-two,  eighty-three  and  eigh^ 
four  of  this  act  and  the  proper  officers  charged  with  the  dutyi 
making  the  budget  of  any  such  city  shall  annually  inofnde  ther 
such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  pfl 
pose.     Moneys  actually  laid  out  and  expended  by  any  such  po 
for  the  relief  specified  in  section  eighty  of  this  act  shall  be  rel^ 
bursed  quarterly  to  such  post  by  the  comptroller  on  vouchc 
duly  verified  by  the  commander  and  quartermaster  of  said  po 
showing  the  date  and  amount  of  each  payment,  the  certificate  df 
the  post  relief  committee^  signed  by  at  least  three  members,  none 
of  whom  shall  have  received  any  of  the  relief  granted  by  the  p<mi 
for  which  reimbursement  is  asked,  showing  that  the  person 
Ueved  was  an  actual  resident  of  such  city,  and  that  they  rec€ 
mended  each  payment,  and  the  receipt  of  the  recipient  for  eil 
payment,  or  in  case  such  receipt  could  not  be  obtained,  a  8ta| 
meat  of  such  fact,  with  the  reason  why  such  receipt  could  not! 
obtained.     Such  vouchers  shall  be  made  in  duplicate  on  blaii 
to  be  supplied  by  the  comptroller  and  shall  be  presented  to 
commissioner  of  chanties  for  the  borough  in  which  the  he 
quarters  of  the  post  is  situated,  and  if  such  commissioner  i* 
satisfied  that  such  moneys  have  been  actually  expended  as  in 
BBid  voucher  stated,  he  ahall  approve  the  same,  and  file  one  of 
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said  duplicates  in  his  oiBce  and  forward  the  other  to  the  comp* 
troller,  who  shall  pay  the  same  by  a  warrant  drawn  to  the  order 
of  the  said  commander.  And  provided  further,  that  in  any  city, 
county  or  borough  in  which  Grand  Army  posts  have  organized 
or  may  organize  a  memorial  and  executive  committee,  the  latter 
shall  be  regarded  as  a  post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
And  the  chairman,  treasurer  or  almoner  and  bureau  of  relief  or 
relief  committee  referred  to,  shall  exercise  the  same  privileges 
and  powers  as  the  commander,  quartermaster  and  relief  com- 
mittee of  a  post,  on  complying  with  the  requirements  of  this  and 
the  preceding  section.  Wilful  false  swearing  to  such  voucher 
shall  be  deemed  perjury  and  shall  be  punishable  as  such. 

2.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  any  me- 
morial and  executive  committee  in  any  city,  county  or  borough 
may  file  with  the  proper  officers  the  notice  mentioned  in  the  pre- 
ceding section  and  such  officers  are  hereby  empowered  and  it  is 
hereby  made  their  duty  to  estimate  for,  provide  and  raise,  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  local  expenditures  are  estimated  for,  pro- 
vided and  raised,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act  during  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  and  such  bureau  of  relief  or  re- 
lief committee  shall  be  reimbursed  for  moneys  expended  by  it

§  82.  Poor  and  indigent  soldiers,  et  cetera,  without  fam- 
ilies.— Poor  or  indigent  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  provided  for 
in  this  article,  who  are  not  insane,  and  who  have  no  families  or 
friends  with  whom  they  may  be  domiciled,  may  be  sent  to  a 
soldiers'  home.  Any  poor  or  indigent  soldier,  sailor  or  marine 
provided  for  in  this  chapter,  or  any  member  of  the  family  of  any 
living  or  deceased  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  who  may  be  insane, 
shall,  upon  recommendation  of  the  commander  and  relief  com-

§  83.  Burial  of  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines.^The  board 
of  supervisors  Id  each  of  the  counties  shall  desi»]jnate  some 
proper  person  or  authority,  other  than  that  desiy:nated  for 
the  care  of  poor  persons,  or  the  custody  of  criminalB, 
who  shall  cause  to  lie  luternH]  t]n'  \nuly  of  any  honoraldy 
discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  who  has  served  in 
the  military*  or  naval  Kc^vice  of  tlie  Tnited  states,  or  the  liody 
of  tlie  wife  *or  widt>\v  of  any  sohlier.  sailor  or  marine,  married  to 
him  pi-evious  U*  eijiliter-n  hundred  and  ninety,  who  sljali  die  sm-h 
widow, ami  who  shall  hereafter  die  wi ihoni  leaving  mean^  Hufticicnt 
to  tiefray  his  or  lier  funeral  ex|>enHes,  hut  snt*h  exixmses  shall  in 
no  case  exceed  thirty-live  dolhirs.

§  84.  Headstones  to  be  provided.^Tbe  grave  of  any  anch  de- 
ceased soldier,  sailor  or  marine  shall  be  marked  by  a  headstone 
containing  the  name  of  the  deceased,  and,  if  possible,  the  organ- 
ization to  which  he  belonged,  or  in  which  be  served;  such  head- 
stone  shall  cost  not  more  than  fifteen  dollars,  and  shall  be  of  such

supported  at  public  expense  therein,  the  expense  of  such  burials 
and  headstones  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  county  of  his  legal 
residence.

§  90.  Who  are  state  poor,  and  how  relieved. — Any  poor  per- 
son who  shall  not  have  resided  sixty  days  in  any  county  in  this 
Rtate  within  one  year  preceding  the  time  of  an  application  by  him 
for  aid  to  any  superintendent  or  overseer  of  the  poor,  or  other 
officer  charged  with  the  support  and  relief  of  poor  persons,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a  state  poor  person,  and  shall  be  maintained  as 
in  this  article  provided.  The  state  board  of  charities  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  on  behalf  of  the  stiite,  contract  for  such  time,  and  on 
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811  eh  terms  as  it  niiiy  deem  proper,  with  the  authorities  of  not 
more  than  fiftecu  coimtieB  or  cities  of  this  state,  for  the  reception 
and  Bopport,  in  the  almshouses  of  sin  h  counties  or  cities  respeet- 
ivelj,  of  such  poor  persons  as  ina^'  he  committed  thereto,  Bueh 
board  may  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  discipline,  em- 
ploj^nient,  treatment  and  eare  of  such  poor  persons,  and  for  their 
discharge.  Every  such  contract  shall  be  in  writing,  and  filed  in 
the  oflfiee  of  such  board.  Such  almshouses,  while  used  for  the 
purposes  of  this  article,  shall  be  appropriately  designated  by  such 
board  and  known  as  state  almshouses.  Such  board  may,  from 
time  to  time,  direct  the  transfer  of  any  such  poor  person  from  one 
almshouse  to  another,  and  may  give  notice  from  time  to  time  to 
counties,  to  which  almshouses  they  shall  send  poor  persons. 

§  Dl.  Notice  to  be  given  to  county  clerks  of  location  of  state 
almshouses. — Buch  board  shall  give  notice  to  the  county  clerks 
of  the  several  counties  of  the  location  of  efich  of  such  almshouses^ 
who  thereupon  shall  cause  such  notice  to  be  duly  promulgated  to 
the  superintendents  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  other  officers 
^  charged  with  the  support  and  relief  of  poor  persons  in  their  re- 
spective counties.  A  circular  from  the  superintendentof  state  and 
alien  poor  appointed  by  such  board  shall  accompany  such  notice, 
giving  all  necessary  information  respecting  the  commitment,  sup 
port  and  care  of  the  state  poor  in  such  almshouses,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  article. 

§  02.  State  poor  to  be  conveyed  to  state  almshouses**— County 
superintendents  of  the  poor,  or  officers  exercising  like  powers,  on 
satisfactory  proof  being  made  that  the  person  so  applying  for 
relief  as  a  state  poor  person,  as  defined  by  this  chapter,  is  such 
poor  person,  shall,  by  a  warrant  issued  to  any  proper  person  or 
officer,  cause  such  person,  if  not  a  child  under  sixteen  years  of 
age,  to  be  conveyed  to  the  nearest  state  almshouse,  where  he  shall 
be  maintained  until  duly  discharged,  but  a  child  under  two  years 
of  age  may  be  sent  with  its  mother,  who  is  a  state  poor  person* 
to  such  state  almshouse,  but  not  longer  than  until  it  is  two  years 
of  age*  All  testimony  taken  Jn  any  such  proceeding  shall  be  for- 
warded, within  five  days  thereafter,  to  the  superintendent  of  state 
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and  alien  poor,  and  a  yerified  statement  of  the  expenses  incurred 
bj  the  person  in  making  such  remoyal,  shall  be  sent  to  such  super- 
intendent. Buch  board  shall  examine  and  audit  the  same,  and 
allow  the  whole,  or  snch  parts  thereof,  as  have  been  actually  and 
necessarily  incurred;  provided  that  no  allowance  shall  be  made  to 
any  person  for  his  time  or  service  in  making  such  removal.  All 
such  accounts  for  exi>ense,  when  so  audited  and  allowed,  shall  Ix! 
paid  by  the  state  treasurer,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  to 
the  person  incurring  the  same. 

§  93.  Punishment  for  leaving  almshouse. — An  inmate  of  a 
state  almshouse,  who  shall  leave  the  same  without  being  duly 
discharged,  and  within  one  year  thereafter  is  found  in  any  city  or 
town  of  this  state  soliciting  public  or  private  aid,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  confinement  in  the  county  jail  of  the  county  in  which  be 
is  so  found,  or  in  any  workhouse  of  this  state  in  such  county,  for 
a  term  not  exceeding  three  months,  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  superintendent  and 
overseer  of  the  poor  and  other  officers  charged  with  the  support 
and  relief  of  poor  persons,  to  cause,  as  far  as  may  be,  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  to  be  enforced. 

§  94.  Expenses  for  support. — The  exin^uses  for  the  support, 
treatment  and  care  of  all  poor  persons  who  shall  be  sent  as  state 
poor  to  such  almshouses,  shall  be  paid  quarterly,  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  April,  July  and  October  in  each  year,  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  county,  or  proper  city  officers  incurring  the  same,  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  state,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller;  but  no 
such  expenses  shall  be  paid  to  any  county  or  city,  until  an  account 
of  the  number  of  persons  thus  supported,  and  the  time  that  each 
shall  have  been  respectively  maintained,  shall  have  been  rendered 
in  due  form  and  approved  by  the  state  board  of  charities. 

§  95.  Duty  of  keepers;  superintendent  of  state  and  alien  poor 
to  keep  record  of  names. — The  keeper  or  principal  officer  in  charge 
of  such  almshouse  shall  enter  the  names  of  all  persons  received 
by  him  pursuant  to  this  article,  with  such  particulars  in  reference 
to  each  as  the  board,  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe,  together 
with  the  name  of  the  superintendejit  by  whom  the  commitment 
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was  made,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  Within  three 
dajs  alter  the  admission  of  any  such  person,  such  Iceeper  or  prin- 
cipal officer  .^hall  transmit  the  nnme  of  surh  fierson,  with  the  par- 
ticulars hereinbefore  meDtioned,  to  the  superintendent  of  state  and 
alien  poor;  and  notice  of  the  death,  discharge  or  absconding  of 
anj  BU'ch  person  shall  in  like  manner  and  within  the  time  above 
named,  be  thus  sent  to  such  superintendent*  Sucli  supenutendent 
shall  cause  the  names  of  such  persons  in  each  such  almshouse  fur- 
nished as  above  provided  for,  to  be  entered  in  a  buok  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose  in  the  office  of  such  board, and  he  shall  verify  the  cor- 
rectness thereof  by  comparison  with  the  iKioks  kept  in  such  alms- 
house, and  by  personal  examination  of  the  several  inmates  thereof, 
and  in  any  other  manner  the  board  may  from  time  to  time  direct; 
and  he  shall  fumi«h  the  board,  in  tabulated  statements,  on  or 
before  the  second  Tuesday  in  January,  annually,  the  number  of 
inmates  maintained  in  each  and  all  of  such  almshouses  during  the 
precediBg  year,  the  number  discharged,  transferred  to  other  insti- 
tutions,  bound  out  or  removed  from  the  state,  and  the  number 
who  died  or  left  without  perniission  during  the  year,  with  such 
other  particulars  and  Information  as  the  board  may  require, 

§  96.  Visitation  of  almshouses. — The  supenntendent  of  state 
and  alien  poor  shall  visit  and  inspect  each  of  such  almshouses  at 
least  once  In  each  three  months,  and  at  such  other  times  as  he  may 
deem  expedient,  or  as  the  board  may  direct  And  he  shall  also 
visit  and  inspect  all  almshouses  in  which  are  Indians  who  are 
poor  persons  at  least  once  a  year.  For  the  purposes  of  all  such 
inspections,  the  superintendent  shall  possess  all  the  powers  of  a 
member  of  the  board  and  the  further  powers  hereinafter  mentioned. 
The  officer  in  charge  of  each  and  every  almshouse  shall  give  to 
such  supenntendent  free  access  to  all  parts  of  the  grounds,  build 
ings,  hospitals  and  other  arrangements  connected  therewith,  and 
to  every  inmate  thereof,  and  extend  to  him  the  same  faeiUties 
for  the  Inspection  of  such  almshouse  and  its  inmates,  as  is  re^ 
quired  by  law  to  be  extended  to  such  board  of  commissioners; 
and,  in  default  thereof,  such  ottieer  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
penalty  as  if  access  were  denied  to  any  member  of  the  board. 
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Bnch  board  shall  also  canse  each  of  snch  almshouses  to  be  visited 
periodically  by  some  of  its  members,  who  shall  examine  into  their 
condition  and  management,  respectively,  and  make  sach  report 
thereof  to  the  board  as  may  be  deemed  proper. 

§  97.  Insane  poor. — If  any  inmate  of  any  snch  almshouse  be- 
comes insane,  snch  sn>perinteudent  of  state  and  alien  poor  shall 
canse  his  removal  to  the  appropriate  state  hospital  for  the  insane 
and  he  shall  be  received  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  snch  hospital, 
and  be  maintained  therein  until  duly  dischai'ged. 

§  98.  Care  and  binding  out  of  state  i)oor  ohildren. — Ruoh  wiperin- 
tendent  of  state  and  alien  poor  shall  cause  the  state  poor  children, 
under  sixteen  years  of  age,  unless  committed  with  the  mother 
as  heretobefore  provided  by  this  chapter,  to  be  maintained  and 
cared  for  at  such  orphan  asylums  in  this  state  as  he  may  deem 
proper;  and  the  expenses  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treas- 
urer on  the  certificate  of  such  superintendent  and  the  warrant  of 
the  oomptroller.  Such  superintendent,  in  his  discretion,  may  bind 
out  a  state  poor  orphan  or  indigent  child  which  may  be  committed 
to  any  such  state  almshouse,  or  placed  in  any  orphan  asylum,  if 
a  male  child  under  twenty-one  years,  if  a  female  under  the  age  of 
eighteen,  to  be  clerks,  apprentices  or  servants  until  such  child,  if 
a  male,  be  twenty-one  years  old,  or  if  a  female,  shall  be  oiphteen 
years  old,  which  binding  shall  be  as  eflPectiial  as  if  such  child  had 
bound  himself  with  the  consent  of  his  j^ni-cnts  or  other  legal 
guardian. 

§  99.  Transfer  to  other  states  or  countries. — When  any  per- 
son becomes  an  inmate  of  any  snch  alm-shonse,  and  ex])resses  a 
preference  to  be  sent  to  any  state  or  country  where  he  may  have 
a  legal  settlement,  or  friends  willing  to  support  him  or  to  aid  in 
supporting  him,  the  superintendent  of  state  and  alien  poor  may 
cause  his  removal  to  such  state  or  country,  provided,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  superintendent,  the  interest  of  the  state  and  the  wel- 
fare of  such  poor  person  will  be  thereby  promoted. 

§  100.  Powers  of  superintendent   of  state  and   alien   poor. — 
The  sui>erintendent  of  state  and  alien  poor  shall  possess  and  ex- 
ercise the  like  powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  like  duties  as  to  the

bj  personal  examination  of  such  Indians  or  in  such  other  nuinuer

Visitation  and  inspection  of  almshoases. — ^Any  com- 
missioner oir  officer  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  or  any  in- 
spector daly  appointed  by  it  for  that  purpose,  may  visit  and 
inspect  any  almshouse  in  this  state.  On  such  visits  inquiry  shall 
be  made  to  ascertain: 

1.  Whether  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board,  in  respect 
to  such  almshouse,  are  fully  complied  with. 

2.  Its  methods  of  industrial,  educational  and  moral  training, 
if  any,  and  whether  the  same  are  best  adapted  to  the  needs  of 
its  inmates. 

3.  The  condition  of  its  fiuances  generally. 

4.  The  methods  of  government  and  discipline  of  its  inmates. 

5.  The  qualifications  and  general  conduct  of  its  officers  and 
employes. 

6.  The  condition  of  its  grounds,  buildings  and  other  property. 

7.  Any  other  matter  connected  with,  or  pertinent  to,  its  useful-  , 
ness  and  good  management. 

Any  commissioner  or  officer  of  the  board,  or  inspector  duly 
appointed  by  it,  shall  have  free  access  to  the  grounds,  buildings, 
books  and  papers  relating  to  such  almshouse,  and  may  require 
from  the  officers  and  persons  in  charge,  any  information  it  may 
deem  necessary.  Such  board  may  prepare  regulations  according 
to  'age,  and  provide  blanks  and  forms  upon  which  such  informa- 
tion shall  be  furnished,  in  a  clear  uniform  and  prompt  manner 
for  the  use  of  the  board;  any  such  officer  or  inspector  who  shall 
divulge  or  communicate  to  any  person  without  the  knowledge 
and  consent  of  such  board,  any  facts  or  information  obtained  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall  at  once  bo  removed  from  office.  The 
annual  reports  of  each  year  shall  give  the  results  of  such  inquiry, 
with  the  opinion  and  conclusions  of  the  board  relating  to  the 
same.  Any  officer,  superintendent  or  employe  of  any  such  alms- 
house who  shall  willfully  refuse  to  admit  any  member,  officer  or 
inspector  of  the  board,  for  the  purpose  of  visitation  and  inspec- 
tion, and  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  furnish  the  opinion  re- 
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rjuired  by  the  board,  or  any  of  its  members,  officers  or  inspectors^ 
shall  be  gnilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  a  fine  of  one 
Lnudred  dollars  for  each  such  refusal  or  neglect.  The  rijjfbte  and 
|H>\ver8  hereljy  conferred  may  be  enforced  by  an  order  of  the 
sujireme  coml  alter  such  notice  as  the  court  may  prescribe,  and 
an  opportunity  to  be  heiird  thereon,  or  by  indictment  by  the  grand 
jur}  of  the  county,  or  both* 

§  117.  Investigations  by  board  of  committee;  orders  thereon, — 
The  board  may,  by  order,  direct  an  investigation  by  a  commit- 
tee of  one  or  more  of  its  members,  of  the  officers  and  managers 
of  any  almshouse,  or  of  the  conduct  of  its  officers  and  employes; 
and  the  commissioner  or  commissioners  so  designated  to  make 
such  investigation  may  issue  compulsory  process  for  the  atten- 
dance of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  ad- 
minister oaths,  examine  |>erBon8  under  oath^  and  exercise  the 
same  powers  in  respect  to  such  proceeding  as  belong  to  referees 
appointed  by  the  supreme  court. 

If  it  shall  appear,  after  such  investigation,  that  the  inmates  of 
the  almshouse  are  cruelly,  negligently  or  improperly  treated,  or  | 
inadequate  provision  is  made  for  their  sustenance,  clothing,  care 
and  su|>erviBion,  or  other  condition  necessary  to  their  comfort 
and  well  being,  Buch  board  may  issue  an  order  in  the  nanie  of  the 
people,  and  under  its  official  seal,  directed  to  the  proper  officer  of 
such  almshouse,  requiring  him  to  modify  such  treatment  or  apply 
such  remedy,  or  both,  as  shall  therein  be  specified.  Before  such 
order  is  issued  it  must  be  approved  by  a  justice  of  the  supreme 
court,  after  such  notice  as  he  may  subscribe,  and  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard  thereon,  and  any  person  to  whom  such  an  order  is 
directed  who  shall  willfully  refuse  to  obey  the  same  shall,  upon 
conviction,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  118.  Almshouse  construction  and  administration.^ — Ko 
almshouse  shall  be  built  or  reconstructed,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
except  on  plans  and  designs  approved  in  writing  by  the  state  I 
board  of  charitiee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  board  to  call  the 
attention,  in  writing  or  otherwise,  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
and  the  superintendent  of  the  poor,  or  other  proper  officer,  in  any 
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county,  of  any  abases,  defects  or  evils,  which,  on  inspection,  it 
may  find  in  the  almshouse  of  such  county,  or  in  the  administra- 
tion thereof,  and  such  county  officer  shall  take  proper  action 
thereon,  with  a  view  to  proper  remedies,  in  accordance  with  the 
advice  of  such  board. 

§  119.  Duties  of  the  attorney-general  and  district  attor- 
neys.— ^If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  state  board  of  charities,  or  any 
three  members  thereof,  any  matter  in  regard  to  the  management 
or  affairs  of  any  such  almshouse,  or  any  inmate  or  person  in  any 
way  connected  therewith,  require  legal  investigation  or  action  of 
any  kind,  notice  thereof  may  be  given  by  the  board,  or  any  three 
members  thereof,  to  the  attorney-general,  who  shall  thereupon 
make  inquiry  and  take  such  proceedings  in  the  premises  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attorney- 
general  and  of  every  district  attorney  when  so  required  to  fur- 
nish such  legal  assistance,  counsel  or  advice  as  the  board  may 
require  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties  under  this  chapter. 

§  120.  State,  nonresident  and  alien  jKwyr. — The  state  board 
of  charities,  and  any  of  its  members  or  officers,  may,  at  any  time, 
visit  and  inspect  any  almshouse  to  ascertain  if  any  inmates  are 
state  charges,  nonresidents,  or  alien  poor;  and  it  may  cause  to 
be  removed  to  the  state  or  country  from  which  he  came,  any 
such  nonresident  or  alien  poor  found  in  any  such  almshouse. 

§  121.  Visit  by  the  State  Charities  Aid  Association. — Any 
justice  of  the  supreme  court,  on  written  application  of  the  state 
charities  aid  association,  through  its  president  or  other  officer 
designated  by  its  board  of  managers,  may  grant  to  such  persons 
as  may  be  named  in  such  application,  orders  to  enable  such  per- 
sons, or  any  of  them,  as  visitors  of  such  association,  to  visit, 
inspect  and  examine,  in  behalf  of  such  association,  any  almshouse 
within  the  state.  The  person  so  appointed  to  visit,  inspect  and 
examine  such  almshouse  and  almshouses,  shall  reside  in  the 
county  or  counties  from  which  such  almshouse  or  almshouses 
receive  their  or  some  of  their  inmates,  and  such  appointment 
shall  be  made  by  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  judicial 
district  in  which  such  visitors  reside.     Each  order  shall  specify 
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the  almslionse  to  be  viBited,  inspected  and  examined,  and  tlie 
name  of  each  person  by  whom  such  visitation,  itispection  and  ex- 
amination Bball  be  made,  and  sliall  be  in  force  for  one  year  from 
the  date  on  which  it  shall  have  been  granted,  unlefis  sooner  re- 
voked. 

All  persons  in  charge  of  any  snch  almshouse  shall  admit  each 
person  named  in  any  such  order  into  every  part  of  such  alms- 
house, and  render  to  such  person  every  possible  facility  to  en- 
able him  to  make  in  a  thorough  manner  such  visits  inspection  and 
examination,  which  are  hereby  declared  to  be  for  a  public  pur- 
pose and  to  be  made  with  a  view  to  public  benefit.  Obedience 
to  the  orders  herein  authorized  shall  be  eufurced  in  the  same 
manner  as  obedience  is  enforced  to  an  order  or  mandate  of  a  court 
of  record. 

Such  association  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  state 
board  of  charities  upon  matters  relating  to  the  almshouse  sub- 
ject  to  its  visitation,  Such  reports  ahall  be  made  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  November  for  each  preceding  fiscal  year,

Superintendeiits  and  overseerB  may  redeem  on 
eheriff'8  sale. — County  superititendeots  aod  overseers  of  the  poor 
maj  redeem  real  proi>ertj,  which  may  have  been  seized  b.v  them 
pursuant  to  sections  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one  to  nine  hun- 
dred and  twenty-six  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure,  the  same 
as  judgment-creditors  under  section  fourteen  hundred  and  thirty 
to  fourteen  hundred  and  .seventy  eight  of  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure. No  sucli  redemption  shall  be  iniuh%  iiuh^ss  at  the  time 
of  such  redemption  the  seizure  of  the  pro[>erty  sought  to  be  re- 
deemed* shall  have  been  eon  firmed  by  the  county  court  of  the 
county  where  the  j^rennsei^  nmy  be  Hituaii^d,  uor  iiuless  such  prop 
erty  shall,  at  the  time  of  making  such  redemption^  be  held  by  the 
superintendents  or  overseers,  under  and  by  virtue  of  such  seizure. 

§  13L  Bedemption,  how  made. — To  entitle  such  superintend 
ents  or  overseers  to  accjuire  the  title  of  the  oriiy^inal  purchaser, 
or  to  be  substituted  as  purchaser  from  any  other  creditor,  they 
shall  present  to  and  leave  with  «ueh  purchaser  or  creditor,  or  the 
oftieer  who  made  the  sale*  the  following  evidence  of  their  right: 

1,  A  copy  of  the  order  of  the  county  court,  confirming  the 
warrant  and  seizure  of  such  property,  duly  verified  by  the  clerk 
of  the  court; 

2.  An  affidavit  of  one  of  the  superintendents  or  overseers  that 
such  property  is  held  by  them  under  sach  warrant  and  seizure, 
and  that  the  same  have  not  been  discharged,  but  are  then  in  full 
force. 

§  132.  Moneys  thei'efor,  and  how  paid, — The  superintend- 
ent or  overseers  of  the  poor  may,  for  the  purpose  of  making  such 
redemption,  use  any  moneys  in  their  hands  belonging  to  the  poor 
funds  of  their  respective  towns  or  counties,  which  moneys  shall 
be  replaced,  together  with  the  interest  thereon*  out  of  the  first 
moneys  which  may  be  received  by  them  from  the  rent  or  sale  of 
^^b  the  premises  so  redeemed. 

^^K  §  133.  When  warrant  of  seizure  may  be  discharged, — 
^"  If  such  redemption  shall  be  made,  and  the  person  against  whom 
I  the  warrant  was  issued  and  seizure  made  shall  apply  to  have 
I  the  warrant  discharged,  he  shall,  before  such  warrant  and  seiz- 
I        ure  are  discharged,  in  addition  to  the  security  required  to  be 
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given  by  section  nine  hundred  and  twenty-four  of  tbe  code  of 
criminal  procedure,  pay  to  such  superiotendenta  or  overseers  the 
stiio  paid  by  tbem  to  redeem  siieh  property,  together  with  inter

§  134,  Boards  of  BuperviBors  may  abolish  or  revive  dis- 
tinction between  town  and  county  poor- — The  board  of  super- 
visors of  any  eoouty  may,  at  an  annual  meeting  or  at  a  special 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  by  resolution,  abolish  or  revive 
the  distinction  between  town  and  county  poor  of  such  county*  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  such  board, 
and  until  such  abolition  or  revtvnK  s?tich  county,  or  the  towns 
therein,  shall  continue  to  maintain  and  support  their  poor  as  at 
the  time  when  tiiis  eha[tter  shall  take  effect.  The  clerk  of  the 
board  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  determination,  serve, 
or  cause  to  be  served,  a  copy  of  the  resolution  upon  the  clerk  ol 
each  town,  vilhif^e  or  city  within  such  county,  and  upon  each  of 
the  superintendents  and  overseers  of  the  poor  therein.  Upon 
filing  such  determination  to  abolish  the  distinction  between 
town  and  county  poor,  duly  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  boards 
in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk,  the  poor  of  the  county  shall 
thereafter  be  maintained,  and  the  expense  thereof  defrayed,  by 
the  county;  and  all  costs  and  charges  attending  the  examina 
tions,  conveyance,  support  and  necessary  expenses  of  poor  per^ 
sons  therein,  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  county.  Buch  charges 
and  expenses  shall  be  reported  by  the  su|>erintendent  of  the 
poor,  to  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  shall  be  assessed,  levied 
and  collected  the  same  as  other  county  chargee.

Tbe  service  of  the  resolution  of 
the  board  of  supervisors  on  the  town  clerks  is  not  essential  to  eftect  a 
change  of  system;  the  provision  respecting  such  service  is  only  directory,

In  order  to  abolish  the  distinction  between  town  and  county  poor*  lu  a 
particular  county,  a  resolution  to  that  effect  nmet  be  passed  by  the  board 
of  supervisors^  and  the  same  must  be  flled  In  the  county  dork's  office. 
Baldu:in  v.  McArthur,  17  Barb,  ^14. 
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The  town  is  charged  with  the  support  of  the  poor,  wh^n  there  is  no 
action  taken  by  the  supervisors  to  abolish  the  distinction  hi'twoon  town 
and  county  poor,  and  a  city  Btands  under  the  iioor  laws  in  place  of  the 
town.    Nuns  of  8t.  Dominic  v.  Long  Island  City,  4S  Hun,  S06. 

The  act  of  1882,  ch.  28,  making  the  town  of  Oswegatchie  a  separate  and 
distinct  poor  district,  did  not  operate  as  a  repeal  of  the  privilege  extended 
to  the  supervisors  of  St  I^wrence  county  by  the  act  of  1840,  ch.  245,  to 
adopt  the  "  Livhigston  County  Act "  chap.  334,  of  1845.  People  r.  i^uper- 
visors  of  St.  Laurence,  lOS  N,  7,  541, 

§  135.  Overseers,  when  to  pay  money  to  county  treasurer. — 
Within  three  months  after  notice  shall  have  been  served  upon 
the  overseers  of  the  poor,  that  the  distinction  between  town  and 
county  poor  has  been  abolished,  they  shall  pay  over  all  moneys 
which  shall  remain  in  their  hands  as  overseers  for  the  use  of 
their  town,  after  discharging  all  demands  against  them,  to  the 
county  treasurer,  to  be  applied  by  him  toward  the  future  taxes 
of  such  town;  and  all  moneys  thereafter  received  by  them,  as 
such  overseers,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  their  town,  shall  be 
paid  by  them  to  the  county  treasurer  within  three  months  after 
receiving  the  same,  and  by  him  credited  to  the  town  whose  over- 
seer shall  have  paid  the  same.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  oflQcers 
or  persons  to  pay  to  the  county  treasurer  all  moneys  which  shall 
be  received  for,  or  owing  by  them  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
any  such  town,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  thereof,  pursuant  to  any 
law  or  obligation  requiring  the  same  to  be  paid  to  such  over- 
seers, and  credited  by  such  county  treasurer  to  the  town  for 
whose  use  such  moneys  were  received  or  owing.  Any  overseer 
or  other  person  having  received  or  owing  such  moneys,  who  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  same  within  thirty  days  after  demand 
thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  an  action  therefor,  with  interest  at  the 
rate  of  ten  per  cent  thereon,  by  such  county  treasurer,  in  the 
name  of  his  county. 

In  counties  where  the  poor  are  a  county  and  not  a  town  charge,  money 
paid  for  either  the  permanent  or  temporary  support  of  a  pauin^r  Is  the 
money  of  the  county,  and  not  of  the  town.  TTonce  the  town  can  linvo  no 
right  to  rerover  It  back  from  a  person  alleged  to  have  obtained  it 
fraudulently.    Robhins  v.  Woolcott,  66  Barb.  63. 

§  136.  Invested  town  money. — When  any  town  shall  have  any 
moneys  raised  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  invested  in  the  name 
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of  the  oversee rB  of  the  poor  of  Buch  town,  such  overseers  shall 
continue  to  have  the  control  thereof,  and  shall  applv  the  interest 
arising  therefrom  to  the  support  of  the  poor  of  their  town,  so 
long  as  such  town  shall  be  liable  to  support  its  own  poor,  but 
when  relieved  from  such  liability  by  a  vote  of  the  supervisors  of  ■ 
the  county,  the  money  so  raised  and  invested  shall  be  applied 
to  the  payment  of  surh  taxes  upon  the  town,  as  the  inhabitants 
thereof  shall  at  an  annual  town  nieetingy  or  a  special  town  meet- 
ing called  for  that  pnrpose  determine.  ■ 

§  137.  Report  by  supervisors. — The  supervisor  of  every  town 
in  counties  where  all  the  poor  are  not  a  county  charge,  shall  re* 
port  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  within  fifteen  days 
after  the  accounts  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  have  been  settled 
by  the  town  board  at  its  first  annual  meeting  in  each  year,  an 
abstract  of  all  such  accounts,  which  shall  exhibit  the  number 
of  poor  persons  that  have  been  relieved  or  suppoi'ted  in  such 
town  the  preceding  year,  specifying^  the  number  of  county  poor, 
and  town  poor,  the  whole  expense  of  such  support,  the  allowance 
made  to  overseers,  justices,  constables  or  other  officers,  which 
shall  not  couiprise  any  part  of  the  actual  expenses  of  maintain- 
ing the  poor. 

§  138.  Register  of  sex  and  age* — In  addition  to  the  general  peg^ 
ister  of  the  inmates  of  the  various  almshouses,  there  shall  be  kept 
a  record  of  the  sex»  age,  birthplace,  birlh  of  parents,  education, 
habits,  occupation,  cunditlon  of  ancestors  and  family  relation*?, 
and  cause  of  dependence  of  each  person  at  the  time  of  admission. 
with  such  other  facts  and  parHcnlars  in  relation  thereto  as  may 
be  required  by  the  state  board  of  charitaes,  upon  forms  prescribed 
and  furnished  by  snob  board.  Superintendents  and  overseers  of 
the  poor,  and  other  officers  charged  with  the  relief  and  support 
of  poor  persK)ns,  shall  furnish  to  the  keepers  or  other  officers  in 
charge  of  such  almshouses,  as  full  information  as  practicable  in  m 
relation  to  each  person  sent  or  brought  by  them  to  such  alms- 
house, and  such  keepers  or  other  officers,  ehall  record  the-informa* 
Hon  ascertained  at  the  time  of  the  admission  of  such  pei-son,  on 
the  forms  so  furnished.  All  such  records  shall  be  preserved  in 
such  almshouses,  and  the  keepers  and  other  officers  in  charge 
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thereof  ahall  make  copies  of  the  same  on  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
and  immediately  forward  such  copies  to  the  state  board  of  charities. 

§  139.  Care  of  poor  persons  not  to  be  put  up  at  auction. — No 
officer  or  persons  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  provide  for  the  main- 
tenance, care  or  support  of  poor  persons  at  public  expense,  shall 
put  up  at  auction  or  sale,  the  keeping,  care  or  maintenance  of  any 
such  poor  person  to  the  lowedst  bidder,  and  every  contract  which 
may  be  entered  into  in  violation  of  this  provision  shall  be  void. 

§  140.  Reports  of  certain  other  officers. — The  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  relating  to  reports  by  superintendents  of  the  poor,  to 
the  state  board  of  charities,  and  the  penalties  applicable  thereto, 
are  hereby  extended  to,  and  made  applicable  to  the  commission- 
ers of  public  charities  for  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  the 
superintendent  of  the  almshouse  of  the  county  of  Albany,  the 
keeper  of  the  almshouse  of  the  county  of  Putnam,  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  almshouse  elected  in  the  cities  of  Newburgh  and 
Ponghkeepsie,  and  all  poor  officials  elected  or  appointed  in  other 
cities  of  this  state,  under  general  or  special  acts  of  the  legis- 
lature. 

§  141.  Almshouse  commissioners  to  report. — The  commission- 
ers of  the  almshouse  of  the  cities  of  Newburgh  and  Ponghkeepsie, 
and  the  poor  officers  of  other  cities  chosen  under  special  acts  of 
the  legislature,  shall  annually,  on  the  first  day  of  December,  re- 
port to  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  their  respective 
counties  such  statistics  as,  from  time  to  time,  may  be  required 
to  be  reported  in  the  other  cities  and  towns  under  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter. 

§  142.  Report  of  state  board  of  charities. — The  state  board  of 
charities  shall  include  in  its  annual  report  to  the  legislature  the 
results  of  the  information  obtained  from  the  reports  to  be  made 
to  it  as  herein  provided.  It  shall  also,  from  time  to  time,  furnish 
to  the  officials  so  required  to  report  to  it,  necessary  forms,  blanks 
and  instructions  required  in  making  up  such  reports. 

§  143.  The  supervisor  of  a  town  may  as  such  official  accept  a 
deed  or  conveyance  of  real  property  or  mortgage  thereon  in  be- 
half of  the  town,  and  sell  and  convey  such  real  property  or 
mortgage  the  same  after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the 
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diate  of  Buch  cODvejance  or  mortgage  for  the  care  and  mainte- 

D^nce  of  a  poor  pei*son*     No  bucLl  deed  or  conveyance  shall  be 

accepted  by  him,  unless  by  the  written  consent  of  the  town 

board  given  at  any  regular  meeting  thereof.    Such  consent  shall 

be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk.    The  person  or  persons 

giving  such  deed  or  mortgage  may  within  one  year  from  the 

date  of  such  conveyance  or  mortgage  secure  a  conveyance  or 

cancellation  of  said  deed  or  mortgage  upon  payment  to  said 

supervisor  of  the  expense  incurred  by  such  town  for  taxes  and 

necessary  repairs  on  said  property  and  also  in  maintaining  such 

person  or  persons.     (Added  by  chapter  117  of  the  Laws  of  1902,)

Ajlbauy  county. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  care,  transportation  and  commit- 
ment, and  the  payment  therefor,  of  lunatics,  idiots,  persons 
of  uEsound  mind,  deaf-mutes,  orphans  and  paupers,  the  ex- 
pense of  whose  mamtenauce  and  tniu  sport  at  ioo  is  a  charge 
upon  the  county  of  Albanj,  and  to  define  the  duties  of  the 
superintendent  of  the  almshouse  in  the  citj  of  Albany. 

Chapter  354,  Laws  of  1384. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ovei-seers  of  the  poor  of 
the  several  towns  in  the  county  of  Albany,  of  the  village  of  West 
Troy,  and  of  the  city  of  Cuhues  an^l  of  the  viiy  of  Albany,  when- 
ever any  lunatic,  idiot,  pcmuu  uf  uusiniml  miud,  deaf-mute,  or 
pauper  within  the  jurisdh  tion  t^f  such  oilicers  respectively  shall 
be  or  become  by  law  cbarj^ciible  to  the  county  of  Albany  and  shall 
be  lawfully  counnitted  tu  I  be  aliimbou8e  or  any  asylum  or  other  ■ 
place  providcHl  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  persons,  to  transport 
such  person.s  (subject,  in  case  of  their  sickness,  lameness  or  other 
disability*  to  the  provisious  of  stn^Hon  forly-tw^o  of  title  one  of 
chapter  twenty  of  i>art  one  of  the  Revised  Rtatutes  of  this  state) 
to  the  city  uf  Albany,  and  deliver  liim  or  her  to  the  sni>erintend- 
ent  of  the  alumliouse  iu  tin*  said  iity,  as  lu'reimiftcr  providtnl  for. 
Whenever  notified  by  any  such  oversw^r  that  any  such  person  ■ 
has  or  is  about  to  arrive  by  any  public  conveyance  at  any  place 
in  the  city  of  Albany,  and  whenever  notified  by  the  overseer  of 
the  poor  of  the  city  of  AllKiny  that  any  such  person  is  within  the 
saifl  city  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  said  superintendent  to  send  ■ 
for  and  caus(*  j^nch  jierson  to  be  transported  to  the  almshouse 
in  said  rity,  or  to  the  asylum  or  other  place  where  he  is  lawfully* 
com  mitt  etJ,  iu  a  |>roper  conveyance  to  In*  kept  at  such  almshouse 
for  that  purpose. 

g  2.   Whenever  any  ibild  shall  be  or  become  in  danger  of  be- 
coming  a  charge  upon  the  connty  of  Albany,  it  shall  be  the  duty

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of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  haying  jurisdiction  in  the  place  of 
the  residence  for  the  time  being  of  such  child,  to  take  such  child 
before  some  magistrate,  who  shall  examine  such  child  and  shall 
cause  to  appear  before  him  and  shall  examine  such  other  persons 
under  oath  as  shall  be  acquainted  with  the  parentage,  condition 
aud  circumstances  of  such  child,  and  shall  ascertain  among  other 
things  the  full  name,  and  the  residence  by  town,  village  or  city, 
and  by  road,  street  or  street  number  if  possible,  of  such  child, 
his  or  her  age,  nationality,  color  and  sex,  the  name  of  its  father, 
his  occupation  or  employment,  and  whether  he  be  living  or  not, 
and  if  dead,  the  date  of  his  death;  the  name  of  its  mother  and 
whether  living  or  not  and  if  dead  the  date  of  her  death,  the  last 
residence  and  nationality  of  said  father  and  mother,  and  the 
length  of  their  residences  in  this  county,  and  the  present  resi- 
dence of  such  child  and  the  person  with  whom  he  or  she  resides, 
and  whether  any  person  is  properly  chargeable  with  the  expense 
of  its  support,  and  the  reasons,  if  any,  why  such  child  is  and 
should  be  a  charge  upon  the  county  of  Albany,  and  shall  reduce 
such  examination  to  writing,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  subscribed 
by  the  person  examined.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  overseer 
in  case  any  person  be  properly  chargeable  with  the  support  of 
such  child,  and  able  to  support  it,  to  take  proceedings  to  compel 
such  person  to  provide  therefor.  In  case  no  such  person  be  so 
chargeable  with  the  support  of  such  child,  the  said  magistrate 
shall  deliver  such  examination  so  had  before  him  and  reduced 
to  writing  as  aforesaid  to  the  said  overseer  of  the  poor,  who  shall 
transmit  the  same  to  the  superintendent  of  the  almshouse.  If 
such  superintendent  shall  find  that  the  expense  of  the  support 
of  such  child  is  a  proper  charge  against  the  county  of  Albany, 
he  shall  transmit  to  said  overseer  (except  to  the  overseer  of  the 
poor  of  the  city  of  Albany),  a  commitment  in  writing,  commit- 
ting such  child  to  the  almshouse  or  to  some  incorporated  insti- 
tution specially  authorized  by  law  to  receive  orphan  poor,  or  in 
any  case  may  temporarily  receive  such  such*  child  at  the  alms- 
house until  a  proper  disposition  can  be  made  of  it.  The  institu- 
tion so  to  be  selected  shall,  except  under  special  and  peculiar 
circumstances  to  be  stated  in  the  commitment,  be  one  located  in

the  county  of  Albany,  and  whenever  practicable  shall  be  one 
governed  or  controlled  by  persons  of  the  same  religious  faith  aa 
the  parents  of  the  child  who  may  be  committed  thereto-  If  the 
child  be  over  two  years  of  age  it  shall  not  in  any  case  be  com- 
mitted to  the  almshouse,  nor  shall  any  children  committed  to 
any  asylum  or  other  institution  be  transferred  to  any  other  asy- 
lum or  institution  without  a  w^ritten  coumiitment  to  such  other 
asylum  or  institution  made  by  the  superintendent  of  the  alms* 
house.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  overseer  forthwith  to  trans- 
port such  child  to  the  almshouse  or  to  such  institution,  and  in 
the  latter  case  to  take  from  the  proper  authorities  thereof  a  re- 
ceipt  in  writing,  stating  the  full  name,  sex  and  age,  and  date  of 
receipt  of  such  child*  On  presentation  of  such  child  at  the  alms- 
house or  transmission  of  such  receipt  fi*oui  such  institution  to 
the  superintendent  of  the  almshouse,  he  shall  give  or  transmit  to 
such  overseer  a  receipt  similar  to  the  receipt  mentioned  in  section 
three  of  this  act,  under  which  the  said  overseer  shall  be  paid  by 
the  county  treasurer  of  Albany  county  aa  hereinafter  provided. 
All  orders  made  by  the  superintendent  of  the  almshouse  for  the 
commitment  of  orphan,  destitute  and  dependent  children  to  an 
orphan  asylum,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  lapse  and 
become  void  on  the  first  day  of  October  next  after  the  date  on 
which  they  were  issued,  but  the  said  superintendent  may,  within 
ten  days  next  preceding  the  first  day  of  October  in  any  year,  if 
on  inquiry  and  investigation  by  him  good  and  sufficient  reasons 
therefor  be  found  to  exist,  grant  a  new  order  of  commitment 
authorizing  the  further  detention  and  support  of  any  such  child 
in  any  orphan  asylum  for  the  |>eriod  of  one  year  from  the  expira- 
tion of  his  previous  order. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  superintendent  to  give  to 
ihe^  overseer  of  the  poor  for  each  person  so  received  by  him  under 
se<'tion  one  of  this  act,  and  for  each  orphan  committed  under  the 
provisions  of  section  two  of  this  act,  a  receipt  stating  the  name 
of  the  said  overseer,  the  name  and  last  place  of  residence  of  the 
person  received  from  such  overseer  or  delivered  by  him  at  any 
asylum  or  other  place,  and  the  date  of  such  re<;eipt  or  delivery, 
and  the  number  of  miles  properly  traveled  by  any  public  con- 
veyance, and  the  number  of  miles  properly  traveled  by  private 
conveyance  by  such  overseer  in  bringing  such  person  to  the  city 
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of  Albany,  or  to  the  asylum  to  which  he  or  she  is  committed^ 
and  the  amount  to  which  such  overseer  is  entitled  therefor  at 
the  rate  of  compensation  therefor  hereinafter  stated.  The  said 
superintendent  shall  also  in  all  cases  make  an  entry  of  the  afore- 
said and  of  such  other  facts  connected  with  the  case  as  shall 
enable  him  to  make  the  reports  to  the  county  treasurer  and 
supervisors  hereinafter  mentioned,  in  a  book  or  books  of  record 
to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose  and  which  shall  be  and  con- 
stitute public  records. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county 
of  Albany  to  pay  out  of  the  county  moneys  in  his  hands,  to  the 
overseer  of  the  poor,  who  shall  present  and  file  with  him  the 
aforesaid  receipt  of  the  superintendent  of  the  almshouse,  endorsed 
with  a  proper  receipt  subscribed  by  such  overseer  for  the  amount 
to  be  thus  paid,  and  dated  at  the  date  of  such  payment  the  fol- 
lowing sums  and  no  other  or  different  sums,  to  wit:  For  each 
mile  traveled  upon  any  public  conveyance,  the  actual  disburse- 
ments incurred  in  coming  and  returning,  and  for  each  mile  neces- 
sarily traveled  by  any  other  mode  of  conveyance  (other  than  the 
almshouse  conveyance),  where  no  mode  of  public  conveyance  ex- 
ists, but  not  in  any  other  case,  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each 
such  mile,  counting  one  way  only,  for  the  first  ten  miles,  and  for 
each  mile  in  excess  of  such  first  ten  miles,  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
cents  per  mile,  counting  one  way  only ;  and  in  addition,  such  over- 
seer shall  be  paid  for  his  services  such  per  diem  or  other  com- 
pensation by  his  town  or  city  as  he  now  may  be  by  law  entitled 
therefor.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  city  of  Albany  shall 
not  receive  any  compensation  for  any  such  services  under  this 
act.  And  any  person  mentioned  in  sections  one  and  two  of  this 
act,  who  shall  be  or  reside  in  the  city  of  Albany,  shall  be  trans- 
ported and  conveyed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  by  the  su[>erintendent  of  the  almshouse,  and  not  by  the  over- 
seer of  the  poor  in  said  city. 

The  said  county  treasurer  shall  report  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  Albany  county,  at  the  opening  of  its  annual  session  in 
each  year,  a  statement  in  tabular  form  showing  the  facts  stated 
in  the  receipts  given  by  the  said  superintendent,  and  the  dates 
of  payment,  and  the  payments  thereunder  up  to  November  first, 
prior  to  such  report. 
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§5.  The  superinlenilent  of  the  almshouse  to  whom  any  sucS 
p<?i'soo  iiwDtiouecJ  in  the  first  se<'tion  of  this  act  shall  be  so 
delivered,  shall  rweive  surh  [>ei'8on  at  the  almshouse,  and 
there  safely  keep  him  or  her;  and  iu  a  pi^per  case  where 
such  commitment  is  authorized  by  law,  may  romniit  such 
person  to  any  incorf»orated  asylum  authorized  by  law  to  re- 
ceive sueh  person,  and  shall  cause  such  person  to  l3e  taken 
to  ffiich  asyhini  or  other  pla<-*e,  provided,  however,  and  the  said 
8iil>eriutendent  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  exercise  such 
reasiiiHiible  dist^i^tioii  as  to  the  time  of  trausfKxrtalion  of  such 
persons  as  shall  enable  him  to  collect  together  such  reasonable 
number  of  such  persons  for  transportation  together,  as  shall 
lessen  as  much  as  possible  the  expense  thereof.  He  shall  also 
attend  to  the  removal  of  lunatics,  idiots,  persons  of  unsound 
mind,  and  deiif -mutes  from  one  asylum  to  another  w^hen  such 
reiwoval  shall  be  authorized  or  requii-ed  by  law  to  be  made.  Here* 
after  no  person  being  in  indigent  circumstances  or  a  pauper  shall 
be  aduutted  to  any  hospital,  asyluin,  institution,  home  or  retreat 
in  which  the  boardj,  instruction,  care,  treatment  or  clothing  of 
such  fierson  is  a  charge  upon  the  county  of  Albany,  except  upon 
the  writtf  n  order  or  certiiicate  of  the  superintendent  of  the  alms- 
house, anything  contained  in  any  law  of  this  state  to  the  con* 
trary  notwithstanding. 

g  G.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to  make  diligent 
inquiry  as  to  the  antecedents  and  previous  condition  and  resi- 
dence of  all  persons  delivered  to  him;  and  whenever  it  shall  ap- 
pear to  said  superintendent  that  any  person  sent  to  or  confined 
in  the  almshouse  in  the  city  of  Albany,  or  confined  in  any  idiot, 
lunatic  or  orphan  asylum  at  the  expense  of  the  county  of  Albany, 
is  a  state  pauper  or  is  properly  chargeable  to  some  county  other 
than  Albany  county,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  superintend- 
ent, and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  adjudge  such 
person  to  be  a  state  pauper,  or  to  take  all  proj:>er  proceedings  to 
make  his  sui^port  chargeable  to  such  other  county, 

§7,  The  said  suf»erintendent  shall  be  allowed  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  each  six  months,  beginning  January  first  and 
July  first  in  each  year,  for  the  payment  of  the  services  of  the 
proper  persons  to  transport  the  persons  mentioned  in  sections 
one  and  two  of  this  act  and  to  perform  the  clerical  services  hereby 
required,  to  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  of  Albany  county, 
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on  the  requisition  of  such  superintendent.  The  county  treasurer 
shall  also  pav,  on  the  requisition  of  such  superintendeTit,  not  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  a  proper  con- 
veyance for  the  transportation  of  the  said  persons. 

§8,  The  superintendent  shall  reiKjrt  on  the  first  day  of  each 
February,  May,  August  and  November,  in  tabular  form,  to  the 
county  treasurer  of  Albany  county,  the  name,  sex,  age,  color  and 
nationality  of  each  lunatic,  idiot,  person  of  unsound  mind,  or 
deaf-mute  received,  or  child  committed  by  him  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  during  the  previous  three  months,  the  nature 
of  the  malady,  if  any,  of  such  i>erson,  the  overseer  of  the  poor 
from  whom  such  person  was  received,  the  place  from  which  such 
person  was  brought,  the  date  of  such  receipt*  and  the  asylum  or 
other  place  where  such  person  is  confined,  and  the  disbursements, 
if  any,  attending  the  transportation  of  f*uch  person;  and  in  the 
case  of  childr^  committed  to  any  asylnnu  the  further  facts 
shown  by  the  examination  before  the  luagis^trate  mentioned  in 
section  two  of  this  act.  In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  re- 
port, the  said  superintendent,  on  the  first  day  of  November,  in 
each  year,  shall  make  a  similar  tabular  statement  to  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  Albany  county,  giving  the  names  of  all  the  per- 
sons confined  at  any  time  during  such  year,  at  whatever  time 
they  may  have  been  committed,  in  which  the  names  of  the  per- 
sons shall  tie  placed  under  the  names  of  the  asylum  or  other 
places  in  which  they  shall  be  respectively  lonflned;  which  state 
ment  shall  contain  all  the  matters  and  facts  set  forth  in  the 
aforesaid  quarterly  report;  and,  further,  the  date  of  the  original 
commitment  of  such  fiersons,  the  date  of  their  discharge,  if  they 
be  discharged  during  the  year,  and  the  length  of  time  during  the 
year  that  they  have  l>een  confined,  and  the  amount  due  to  the 
institution  or  corporation  in  which  Ihcy  have  been  confined; 
which  last  mentioned  report  of  November  first  shall  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Albany  county,  and  be 
by  him  presented  to  said  board  at  the  opening  of  its  then  nert 

I  annual  session,  and  be  printed  in  the  proceedings  thereof.  The 
county  treasurer  shall  examine,  quarterly,  an  account  of  the  dis- 
bursements attending  the  tran8|)ortation  of  the  persons  mentioned 
in  sec^tion  one  of  this  act,  which  shall  l»e  made  out  in  detail  and 
verified  by  the  superintend*'Dt  of  the  almshouse  in  the  form  in 
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which  claims  againet  the  county  af  Albaoy,  presented  to  the 
board  of  sopenisors  thereof,  are  required  bj  law  to  be  verified, 
and  shall  audit  and  allow  the  same  at  such  sum  as  in  his  opinion 
fdiall  he  reasonable,  and  shall  pay  tlie  amount  so  allowed  by  him 
from  the  county  treasurer. 

§  0.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  institutions  and  asylums  receiv- 
ing: from  Albany  county  any  persons  mentioned  in  sections  one 
and  two  of  this  act  to  make  report  to  the  said  superintendent, 
when  required  by  him  so  to  do,  of  any  matters  and  facts  relating 
to  the  confinement  or  condition  of  such  persons.  Any  incorpo- 
rated body  in  the  county  of  Albany,  over  the  management  and 
affairs  of  which  the  state  board  of  charities  of  the  state  of  New 
Ynrk  has  jurisdiction  and  supervision,  which  shall  have  any  claim 
against  the  county  of  Albany,  for  the  hoard,  support,  mainte* 
nance  or  education  of  any  child  or  children  lawfully  committed 
thereto,  is  hereby  authorized  to  ijresent  to  the  county  treasurer 
of  Albany  county  a  bill  on  the  last  day  of  each  quarter  for  the 
amount  of  such  claim  during  such  quainter,  in  the  same  form  and 
with  the  same  verification  as  is  required  in  the  case  of  a  like  bill 
presented  for  audit  to  the  board  of  suf*ervisoi's  of  Albany  county, 
and  such  bill,  when  duly  certified  to  be  correct  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  almshouse  of  Albany  county,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
said  county  treasurer  to  the  extent  of  seventy-five  per  centum  of 
the  amount  so  eerlified  by  said  8U}>eriutendent.  The  total  amount 
of  the  claim  against  said  county  during  each  year  must  be  pre- 
sented to  the  board  of  supervisors  for  audit  in  the  same  manner 
as  heretofore,  and  there  must  be  credited  upon  such  claim  the 
payment  or  payments  made  as  aforesaid.  {As  mnended  by  chap- 
tcr  486  of  the  Laws  of  1898.) 

g  10.  No  person  shall  by  a  commitment  to  or  residence  in  the 
almshouse,  penitentiary  or  jail  in  the  city  of  Albany  gain  a  resi- 
dence in  the  eounty  of  Albany,  nor  shall  the  time  of  his  residence 
therein  be  considered  in  any  case  in  determining  his  residence. 

g  11.  Whenever  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  or  become  known  to 
any  overseer  of  the  poor  or  |>erson  charged  with  the  duties  of 
overseer  of  the  poor  in  any  town,  village  or  city  in  the  county  of 
Albany,  or  to  the  superintendent  of  the  almshouse  in  the  city 
of  Albany,  that  any  lunatic,  idiot,  fierson  of  unsound  mind,  deaf- 
mute,  orphan  or  pauper,  who  is  or  has  been  supported  or  main- 
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tained,  in  whole  op  in  part,  by  op  at  the  expense  of  the  county  of 
Albany,  is  the  owner  or  possessor  of,  or  entitled  to  any  property-, 
right  of  action,  claim  or  demand,  or  that  such  indigent  person 
has  died  possessed  thereof  or  entitled  thereto,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  superintendent  of  the  almshouse,  overseer  of  the  poor,  or 
other  person,  forthwith  to  notify  in  writing  the  county  treasurer 
of  the  county  of  Albany  of  such  fact. 

And  in  such  case  such  county  treasurer  shall  take  proceedings 
at  law  for  the  recovery  of  and  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  the 
amount  theretofore  expended  by  the  county  of  Albany  for  or 
toward  the  support  or  maintenance  of  such  lunatic,  idiot,  person 
of  unsound  mind,  deaf-mute,  orphan  or  pauper  against  the  per- 
son, body  or  corporation  having  or  holding,  on  behalf  of  such 
indigent  person,  such  proi)erty,  right  of  action,  claim  or  demand, 
and  to  charge  the  same  with  and  make  suitable  allowance  and 
provision  therefrom  for  the  future  support  and  maintenance  of 
such  indigent  person.  If,  after  inquiry',  such  county  treasurer 
cannot  find  any  person,  body  or  corporation  legally  holding  such 
I^roperty,  right  of  action,  claim  or  demand  on  b('half  of  such  indi- 
gent person,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  present  1o  a  judge,  or  at  a 
special  term  of  the  supreme  court,  a  petition  setting  forth  the 
facts,  and  thereupon,  on  notice  to  each  indigent  person  and  to 
any  other  person  or  persons,  body  or  corporation,  if  any,  as  the 
judge  or  court  shall  order,  to  apply  for  and  said  court  or  judge 
is  authorized  to  make  an  order  directing  said  county  treasurer 
to  take  into  his  custody  and  i>088e8sion  and  hold  any  such  prop- 
erty, right  of  action,  claim  or  demand  and  any  rents,  income, 
interest  or  increase  thereof,  in  trust  for  such  indigent  person, 
and  to  enforce  in  his  name  of  office  namely :  "  The  county  treas- 
urer of  the  county  of  Albany "  his  right  to  such  custody  and 

possession,  and  in  like  manner  the  niiionnt  due  or  secured  to  be 
pidd  by  any  such  right  of  action,  chiim  or  demand  as  the  same  shall 
at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time,  mature  and  become  due  or 
payable.  And  the  said  county  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  lo  take  the  same  into  his  custody  and  possession, 
and  his  receij^t  therefor  shall  be  a  sufficient  discharge  from  lia- 
bility to  the  party  holding  the  same,  and  the  judge  or  court  may 
in  such  order  or  from  time  to  time  by  any  other  or  further  order 
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ufMDn  like  notice  direet  that  any  monej  tlierek»foi*e 
the  county  of  Albany,  for  the  maintenaDee  or  support  of  Buch  in- 
digent person,  be  repaid  to  the  eouutj  out  of  his  or  her  said  prop- 
erty, and  that  proper  proviBion  for  future  support  be  made 
there  fro  uj. 

In  case  such  indigent  persou  shall  die  and  no  executor  or  ad- 
uduistrator  of  his  estate  shall  be  appointed,  the  county  treasurer 
of  Albany  county  is  authorized  and  directed  to  apply  to  the 
proper  surrogate  for  letters  of  administration  upon  his  or  her 
estate,  and  shall  be  by  said  surrogate  appointed;  but  no  bond  or 
obligation  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  trust 
shall  be  requiretl  of  hinu  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  or 
affect  the  earnings,  wages  or  salary  of  any  such  indigent  person 
earned  8ubst**|ueiit  to  the  time  that  such  indigent  person  ceases 
to  be  a  charge  upon  such  countj\ 

If  in  any  proceeding  taken  or  had  under  this  act,  either  or  any 
party  in  interest  shall  demand  a  trial  by  jury  of  any  issue  or 
question  involved,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  or  court  to 
make  an  order  dii*ecting  that  such  issue  or  question  be  tried  at 
the  nejct  circuit  court  of  the  supreme  court  held  in  his  county 
and  the  same  shall  l>e  there  tried  and  dis[>osed  of  and  proper 
relief  be  there  given.  (As  atnmded  by  chapter  300  of  the  Laws 
of  1885;  and  chupier  387  of  the  Laws  of  1880.) 

§  12*  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county 
of  Albany,  to  include  in  the  county  tax  budget  submitted  by  him 
each  year  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county,  and  the  duty 
of  said  board  to  levy  by  tax  and  collect  from  the  taxable  prop- 
erty of  said  county,  and,  when  collected,  the  said  county  treasurer 
shall  pay  over  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  each  of  the  towns 
of  Berne,  Bethlehem,  Coeymans,  Guilderland,  Knox,  New  Scot- 
land, Kensselaerv'ille,  Westerlo,  Colonie  and  Green  Island,  in  the 
county  of  Albany,  each  year  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  ninety 
dollars  to  each^  which  sum  shall  be  by  said  overseer  expended  in 
the  relief  of  all  persons  whose  care  is  chargeable  to  said  county 
under  the  provisions  of  section  twenty^hree  of  chapter  twenty- 
seven  of  the  general  laws,  and  the  balance  thereof  shall  be  ex- 
pended for  the  temporary  relief  of  the  poor  of  said  town  and 
ihall  be  accounted  for  by  the  said  overseer  of  the  poor  in  like

COLUMBIA   COUNTY. 

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  the  county 
of  Columbia,  defining  his  powers  and  duties^  knd  regulating 
the  exercise  thereof  in  certain  cases. 

Chapter  275,  Laws  of  1885. 

Section  1.  In  the  county  of  Columbia  the  superintendent  of 
the  poor,  who  is  to  be  elected  in  November  next,  and  thereafter, 
shall  also  be  the  keeper  of  the  almshouse  and  asylum  for  the 
insane,  and  the  salary  of  such  superintendent  as  superintendent 
of  the  poor  and  keeper  of  the  almshouse  and  asylum  for  the 
insane,  including  the  pay  of  a  clerk  to  be  employed  by  such  super- 
intendent, shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  at  their 
regular  annual  meeting  before  the  newly  elected  superintendent 
of  the  poor  shall  enter  in  and  upon  the  duties  of  his  oflSce,  at  a 
sum  not  exceeding  eighteen  hundred  dollars  (|1,800)  per  annum, 
for  and  during  his  term  of  ofiSce.  Such  salary,  when  so  fixed  and 
determined,  shall  be  in  full  compensation  to  said  superintend- 
ent for  all  services  rendered  and  expenses  incurred  by  him  except 
those  described  in  section  three  of  this  act,  and  excepting  the 
use  for  himself  and  family  of  that  part  of  the  almshouse  known 
as  the  keeper's  apartment,  while  he  shall  be  keeper  thereof,  and 
also  excepting  the  necessary  food  for  the  use  of  himself  and  fam- 
ily while  such  keeper.  The  said  board  of  supervisors  shall  at 
such  meeting  fix  and  determine  when  and  how  such  salary  shall 
be  payable  in  accordance  herewith. 

§  2.  The  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  said  county  shall,  when- 
ever directed  so  to  do  by  resolution  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
said  county,  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  members  elected 
thereto,  purchase  all  such  articles  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
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8ii1»port  and  maiotenance  of  the  poor,  and  of  all  others  in  the 
jiublie  institutions  of  said  county,  which  now  are,  or  may  here- 
afti*r  be  placed  under  charge  of  said  superintendent,  by  contract 
or  otherwise,  as  may  he  directed  by  said  resolution,  and  if  by 
rontract,  such  resolution  shall  designate  w^hat  notice  sball  be 
given  of  the  letting  of  such  contract,  when,  where  and  in  whose 
presence  proposals  shall  be  opened,  and  the  amoant  of  security 
to  be  given  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  contract,  and  the 
said  board  of  sujjervisors  shall  designate  in  said  resolution  who 
shall  award  the  contract,  and  whenever  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  said  county  at  any  meeting  lawfully  assembled  shall  direct  as 
to  the  time,  manner  and  extent  of  the  sales  of  personal  property 
to  be  made  by  such  superintendent.  Ko  sales  shall  be  made  by 
him  of  such  property  or  any  pai*t  thereof  except  in  compliance 
with  the  directions  so  given. 

§  3.  The  actual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  the  super- 
intendent of  the  poor  of  said  county  in  the  discharge  of  his  offi- 
cial duties  shall  be  audited  and  allowed  to  him  by  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  said  connty  at  their  annual  meeting  upon  the  pre- 
sentation of  his  bill  therefor,  duly  itemized  and  verified. 

§4.  The  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  said  connty  shall  annu- 
ally tuuke  and  render,  under  oath  to  said  board  of  supervisors  a 
full  detailed  and  itemized  report  of  his  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments as  such  superintendent,  embracing  therein  in  detail  the 
products  of  the  county  farm  of  every  name  and  nature  and  his 
dis}K>sition  of  the  same,  and  the  same  shall  be  rendered  within 
five  days  after  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  have  convened  In 
regular  annual  session  by  delivering  the  same  to  the  clerk  thei^eof. 
The  failutx?  of  the  suijerinteniient  to  file  such  jvport  or  comply  with 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  misconduct  in 
office  within  the  meaning  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-  ■ 
three  of  the  laws  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-six* 

§  0,  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed* 
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AN  ACT  to  pravide  for  the  presentation  of  proper  bills  for  the 
SQpi>orl  of  indigent  insane^  idiotic^  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind  per- 
sons to  the  country  of  Dutchess  and  the  city  of  Poughkeepsie  bj 
iustitutions^  fur  their  maintenance  in  the  state  of  New  York, 
and  for  the  proper  commitment  of  such  persons. 

Chapter  465,  Laws  of  1885. 

Section  1,  AU  institutions  in  the  state  of  New  York  maintain- 
ing any  insane,  idiotic,  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind  persons,  whose 
tiopport  is  [>rti[H}rlv  chargeable  to  the  county  of  Dutchess,  ai^ 
,  hereby  required  to  render  to  the  county  treasurer  of  said  county, 
bills  for  the  support  of  sucb  persons  only  as  are  residents  of  and 
properly  rharg*:*nble  to  the  lowns  of  said  count>',  and  to  said 
county  and  to  the  city  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Poughkeepsie,  bills 
only  for  persons  residents  of  and  properly  charged  to  said  city. 

§2.  The  county  judge  and  supcrinnudeuts  of  the  poor  in  said 
county  are  required  to  specify  in  the  commitment  of  any  iusane, 
idiotic^  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind  person  from  said  county,  the 
town  or  ward  from  w^hich  such  person  is  committed. 


EBIE  COUNTY. 

AN  ACT  for  the  support  and  relief  of  the  poor,  and  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  poor  department  in  the  county  of  Erie. 

Chapter  46 K  Laws  of  1867. 

Bection  1.  There  shall  be  elected  at  the  next  general  election  in 
ibe  county  of  Erie,  and  in  each  third  year  thereafter,  at  the  gen- 
eral election,  one  superintendent  of  the  poor,  to  be  chosen  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  county  offieei-s  of  said  county,  and  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  and  shall  commence  on  the 
first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  his  election.  The  terms  of 
office  of  the  present  superintendents  of  the  pour  of  the  said 
county,  shall  cease  and  determine  on  the  first  day  of  January 
ttext.  The  8ui>erintendent  of  the  poor  of  said  county  shall  take 
aud  file  his  oath  of  ofliee  in  like  manner  as  other  county  officers, 
before  entering  upon  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  such  office. 
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His  salary  ghall  be  fixed  bj  Uie  boai'd  of  supervisors  of  said 
rouuty  before  his  election,  and  shall  not  be  iecreased  or  dimin- 
ished during  his  term  uf  office,  and  the  same  shall  be  a  eounty 
charge.    The  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  said  county,  hereafter   I 
to  be  elected,  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  powers  and  authority 
and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities,  pains  and  penalties  as  the 
superlnteadeuts  of  the  poor  of  Ihe  stiid  county  now  have  and 
poflsess  and  are  subject  to  under  the  present  law,  except  as  other-    I 
wise  herein  espeeiallj  provided;  and  in  case  of  any  vacancy  occur- 
ring  in  said  office  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  hoard 
of  supervisora  of  said  county  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next 
general  electioD»  when  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  people 
choosing,  in  such  election,  some  pei"son  to  fill  the  same,  in  the    ■ 
same  manner  as  the  suijerintendcnt  is  originally  chosen.  1 

§  2,  There  shall  be  elected  at  the  general  election  in  the  county 
of  Erie,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  and  in  ejtch 
third  year  thereafter,  at  the  general  election,  a  keeper  of  the 
poorhouse  of  said  county,  to  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  county  officers  of  said  county,  and  whose  term  of  office  shall  ■ 
be  three  years  and  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three.  The  term  of  office  of  the 
pi*esent  keeper  of  the  poorhouse  shall  cease  and  determine  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hnndi^ed  and  eighty  three.  The 
keeper  of  the  poorhouse  of  said  county  shall  take  and  file  his 
oath  of  ollice  in  like  nmnner  as  other  county  officers,  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  such  office.

mnd  a  duplicate  thereof  shall  be  kept  by  him  at  the  poorhouse,  in 
ft  hook  of  iuvoiios,  and  shall  bo  oi>en  for  inspection  to  any  tax- 
able inhabituut  of  said  county  at  ail  reasonable  hours. 
8.  To  purchase  the  furniture,  implements,  materials  and  sup- 
lies  that  shall  he  necessary,  from  time  !o  time,  for  the  mainte^ 
'nanre  of  i\u*  poor  therein,  and  to  employ  sm-h  help  to  carry  on 
the  business  of  the  poorhous**  as  shall  \h*  necessary  in  addition 
to  the  labor  of  the  paupers, 

4.  Ttt  r»eHify  the  amount  due  h>  any  jM^rson  for  bringing  pau- 
pers to  the  |MK>rhousi%  which  amount  shall  be  paid  by  the  count}' 
trra-surer  on  lh»»  pro^luction  (*f  siieh  ecrlitieate,  rountersigned  and 
allowed  by  the  superintendent  i)f  the  jkum*. 

5*  To  draw  on  the  rounty  treasurer,  frorn  time  to  time,  for  all 
ai*i'e»*i<ary  exi»eusfs  im-urred  by  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties^ 
to  be  paid  by  the  tn^asurer  out  of  any  money  in  his  hands  for  the 
support  of  the  poor, 

i>.  To  keep  a  btH)k  or  books,  in  which  shall  be  entered  a  correct 
sad  full  jetaternenl  of  all  purc^hases,  contracts,  sales  and  expendi 
turn*  made  by  him  as  such  kcef^er,  which  book  or  books  shall  be 
MtR'n  for  til*'  iri>*i>ection  of  any  taxable  inhabitaiit  of  the  county, 
at  all  nnisomible  hours,  and  which  book  or  books  and  the  vouch- 
ers for  such  expenditures  shall  be  exhibited  by  him  to  the  board 
of  supervisors  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  boards  and  at  any 
RI)ecial  meeting  thereof  when  he  shall  be  called  upon  by  resolution 
^  to  do. 

7.  And  the  said  keeper  shall,  at  fnvh  annual  meeting  of  the 
l»oard  of  suyK?rvisor8  and  whenever  cnflH  upon  ao  to  do,  render 
to  the  said  board  a  full,  just  and  correct  account  in  writing  and 
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in  ilciaiL  of  all  expemlitutv  niadt*  by  Liiu  and  uf  his  doiiigs  as 
siifh  keeper;  the  amount  and  value  of  the  proiliiets  of  the  labor 
of  the  paupers,  and  of  the  produce  of  the  farm,  and  the  name  of 
evei'y  person  to  whom  any  draft  on  the  eounty  treasurer  shall 
have  been  given  bj  him,  the  amount  of  the  same,  together  with 
a  statement  of  what  the  allowance  was  made  for  and  the  price 
or  sum  allowed  for  the  service  or  article  for  which  such  allow-  I 
ance  was  mude;  which  statement  shall  he  verified  by  the  oath  of 
the  said  keeper,  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  board  of 
supervisors. 

8.  He  shall  also  furnish  to  the  board  of  supervisors,  on  or  be- 
fore the  third  week  of  the  annual  session  of  said  board,  in  each 
year,  a  detailed  statement  of  all  outstanding  indebtedness  or  lia- 
bility against  said  poorhouse,  belonging  to  his  department,  and 
a  failure  to  furnish  such  statement  or  the  wilful  omission  of  any 
liability  or  indebtedness  from  such  statemetit  shall  be  deemed  a 
misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  shall  be  punishable  by  fine  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceed- 
ing  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  {As 
amended  by  chapter  1C>4  of  the  Laws  of  1873,  and  chapter  363  of 
the  Laws  of  1S80.) 

§3,  Baid  keeper  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office

support  of  the  poor  of  said  county.

fierintendents  during  the  year  next  preceding,  and  shall  at  the 
me  time  exhibit  their  vouchers  for  the  same,  and  of  all  their 
ei[irs  as  such  superintendents,  with  a  statement  of  the  sources 
respectively  whence  the  same  were  derived,  and  a  statement  of 
the  produce  of  the  said  farm,  and  of  the  labor  of  the  inmates  of 
the  poorhouse,  which  account  shall  be  verified  by  oath  in  like 
ffi^ner  as  the  inventory  last  aforesaid. 


ACT  to  regulate  the  commitment  of  poor  persons  to  the  Erie 
county  almshouse. 

Chapter  461,  Laws  of  1896. 

Section  1,  When  any  person  shall  apply  for  relief  to  any  over- 

r  of  the  poor  in  the  county  of  Erie,  such  overseer  shall  inquire 

Into  the  circumstances  of  the  applicant.     If  it  shall  appear  that 

e  applicant  is  such  an  indigent,  poor  |>erson  as  to  require  com- 

tment  to  the  Erie  county  almshouse,  the*  ovei^seer  shall  ileliver 

or  send  said  person  to  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  fhe 

urnty  of  Erie,  at  his  oflSce  in  the  i'lty  of  Buffalo,  New  York,  with 

communication  in  writing  stating  the  facts  and  ciriumstances 

concerning  the  said  applicant,  and  also  giving  his  reasons  why 

such  commitment  should  be  made*    Tliereupon  the  superintend- 

ent  of  the  poor  shall  also,  upon  his  part,  examine  into  the  facts 

and  circumstances  connected  with  the  condition  of  said  applicant, 

and  if  in  his  judgment  such  commitment  is  projrier,  he  shall  make 

an  order  committing  said  person  to  the  Erie  county  almshouse. 

I  The  expense  of  conveying  said  person  to  the  office  of  the  superiu- 
^adent  of  the  poor  shall  be  borne  by  the  town  or  locality  upon 
prhicb  said  applicant  is  a  charge, 
§  2.  The  keeper  of  the  Erie  county  almshouse  shall  not  receive 
tny  person  as  an  inmate  of  said  institution,  except  upon  the  writ- 
ten order  of  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  Erie  county* 
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§3.  AH  ticts  and  parts  of  arts  iTifongisteiit  with  this  act  are 
hereby  reiR^aled. 


AN,ACT  in  relation  to  habitual  drunkards,  vagrants  and  proati- 
tutes  in  the  county  of  Erie. 

Chapter  552,  Laws  of  1875. 

Sei'tiou  1.  Whencr-ver  any  prostituiP.  female  vagi*ant  or  habitual 
drunkard  in  the  county  of  Erie*  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and 
thirty  years,  shall  be  arrested  and  brought  before  the  police  jus* 
tiee  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,  or  any  of  the  justieea  of  the  peace  in 
Ihe  city  of  Buffalo,  and  fslmll  profess  a  desire  to  i*eforni,  8uch 
polii'e  justice  or  justice  of  the  peace,  may  in  his  discretion^  make 
an  (a'der,  committing  such  female  to  the  care,  custody  and  instriic- 
tion  of  the  ouinagers  of  The  Asylum  of  Onr  Lady  of  Refuge,  or 
the  Inglefiide  Home  of  tlie  vUy  of  Buffalo,  for  such  |H^r iod  of  time 
as  may  be  authorized  by  law  or  for  the  puuishment  of  such  pposti- 
tute,  vagrant  and  habitual  drunkard,  but  no  person  shall  be  com- 
mitted to  Ihe  said  The  iXsyhim  uf  Our  Lady  of  Refuge  or  Ingle- 
side  Home  without  the  writtc^n  consent  of  such  pei'son,  and  such 
c^ommifting  magistrate  shall  forthwith  make  and  file  a  copy  of 
such  commitment  in  the  clerk's  office  of  Erie  county;  it  shall  also 
be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  of  said  county  to  make  a  repjort 
of  such  commitments  filed  in  his  oflli'c  during  the  preceding  year, 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  at  their  annual  meeting. 

§2.  Whenever  any  |iersou  rommitted  as  aforesaid,  shall  become 
disorderly,  disobedient  or  ungovernable,  tlie  said  managers  are 
hereby  authorized  to  i-eturn  such  person  to  the  committing  magis- 
trate or  police  justice,  to  be  disposed  of  by  due  course  of  law, 

53.  The  city  of  BufiTalo  shall  |)ay  to  the  managers  of  the  said 
The  Asylum  of  Our  Lady  of  Refuge  and  the  Ingleside  Home  of 
the  city  of  Buffalo,  such  sum  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  per  week  as  the  hoard  of  sui>€'rvisorR  shall  determine,  for 
the  maintenance  of  each  and  every  person  who  shall  be  committed 
to  said  institutions  under  and  in  pursuance  of  this  act ;  and  the 
accounts  of  said  managers  for  such  support  and  maintenance 
shall  l»e  audited,  and  the  payment  thereof  provided  fon  in  the 
same  manner  as  for  other  accounts  against  the  city. 
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dtttchess  county. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  presentation  of  proper  bills  for  the 
support  of  indigent  insane,  idiotic,  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind  per- 
sons to  the  county  of  Dutchess  and  the  city  of  Poughkeepsie  by 
institutions  for  their  maintenance  in  the  state  of  New  York, 
and  for  the  pro|)er  commitment  of  such  persons. 

Chapter  466,  Laws  of  1886. 

Section  1.  All  institutions  in  the  state  of  New  York  maintain- 
ing any  insane,  idiotic,  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind  persons,  whose 
support  is  properly  chargeable  to  the  county  of  Dutchess,  are 
hereby  required  to  render  to  the  county  treasurer  of  said  county, 
bills  for  the  sup{)ort  of  such  persons  only  as  are  residents  of  and 
properly  chargeable  to  the  towns  of  said  county,  and  to  said 
county  and  to  the  city  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Poughkeepsie,  bills 
only  for  persons  residents  of  and  properly  charged  to  said  city. 

§  2.  The  county  judge  and  superintendents  of  the  poor  in  said 
county  are  required  to  specify  in  the  commitment  of  any  insane, 
idiotic,  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind  person  from  said  county,  the 
town  or  ward  from  which  such  person  is  committed. 


EBIE  COUNTY. 

AN  ACT  for  the  support  and  relief  of  the  poor,  and  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  poor  department  in  the  county  of  p]rie. 

Chapter  461,  Laws  of  1867. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  at  the  next  general  election  in 
the  county  of  Erie,  and  in  each  third  year  thereafter,  at  the  gen- 
eral election,  one  superintendent  of  the  poor,  to  be  chosen  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  county  officers  of  said  county,  and  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  and  shall  commence  on  the 
first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  his  election.  The  terms  of 
office  of  the  present  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
county,  shall  cease  and  determine  on  the  first  day  of  January 
next.  The  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  said  county  shall  take 
and  file  his  oath  of  office  in  like  manner  as  other  county  officers, 
before  entering  upon  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  such  office. 
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His  salary  shall  be  ^ed  by  the  board  of  superviaorB  of  fiaid 
founty  before  his  election,  and  shall  not  be  increased  or  dimin- 
ished during  his  term  of  office,  and  the  same  shall  be  a  county 
charge*  The  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  said  county,  hereafter 
to  be  elected,  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  powers  and  authority 
and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities.  |mins  and  penalties  as  the 
superintendents  of  the  poor  of  the  said  county  now  have  and 
possess  and  are  subject  to  under  the  present  law,  except  as  other- 
wise herein  especially  provided;  and  in  case  of  any  vacancy  occur- 
ring in  said  office  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  board 
of  supervisor  of  said  county  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next 
general  election,  when  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  people 
choosing,  in  such  election,  some  pci-son  to  fill  the  same^  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  sui>erint€ndent  is  originally  chosen. 

§  2,  There  shall  be  elected  at  the  general  election  in  the  county 
of  Erie,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  and  in  each 
third  year  thereafter,  at  the  general  election,  a  keeper  of  the 
pnorhouse  of  said  county,  to  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  county  officers  of  said  county,  and  whose  term  of  office  shall 
be  three  years  and  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
eighteen  htmdred  and  eighty-three.  The  term  of  office  of  the 
present  keeper  of  the  poorhouse  shall  cease  and  determine  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  eightythree.  The 
keeper  of  the  jioorhouse  of  said  county  shall  take  and  file  his 
oath  of  office  in  like  manner  as  other  county  officers,  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  such  office.  His  salary 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  before 
his  election  and  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  his 
term  of  office  and  the  same  shall  be  a  county  charge.  In  case 
of  an}"  vacancy  occurring  in  said  office,  by  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise*  the  county  judge  of  said  county  shall  fill  the  vacancy 
until  the  next  general  election,  when  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  the  people.  The  said  keeper  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be 
his  duty— 

1,  To  establish  and  ordain  pi-iulential  rulcn,  regulations  and 
by-laws  for  the  government  and  good  order  of  Uie  poorhouse,  the 
county  farm  and  property  connected  therewith  in  said  county, 
and  for  the  employment,  relief,  management  and  government  of 
the  persons  therein  placed;  said  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws 
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shall  be  approved  and  sanctioned  by  the  superintendent  in  writ- 
ing, and  a  copy  thereof,  with  such  approval,  shall  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors. 

2.  The  said  keeper  shall  in  each  and  every  year,  at  the  first 
day  of  the  annual  session  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  furnish  to 
and  file  with  the  said  board  a  full,  true,  and  correct  inventory  of 
all  the  goods,  furniture,  farming  utensils,  stock  and  property  of 
every  name,  kind  and  nature  belonging  to  the  said  county  or  in 
its  use,  on  or  connected  with  the  poorhouse,  or  the  poorhouse 
farm,  which  said  inventory  shall  specify  each  article  and  its  esti- 
mated value,  as  near  as  may  be,  and  shall  be  verified  by  his  oath, 
and  a  duplicate  thereof  shall  be  kept  by  him  at  the  poorhouse,  in 
a  book  of  invoices,  and  shall  be  open  for  inspection  to  any  tax- 
able inhabitant  of  said  county  at  all  reasonable  hours. 

3.  To  purchase  the  furniture,  implements,  materials  and  sup- 
plies that  shall  be  necessary,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  iK)or  therein,  and  to  eini)loy  such  help  to  carry  on 
the  business  of  the  poorhouse  as  shall  l)o  necwsary  in  addition 
to  the  labor  of  the  paupers. 

4.  To  certify  the  amount  due  lo  any  person  for  bringing  pau- 
pers to  the  iHKirhouse,  which  amount  shall  be  paid  by  the  county 
treasui^er  on  the  production  of  such  certificate,  countersigned  and 
allowed  by  the  superintendent  of  the  poor. 

5.  To  draw  on  the  county  treasurer,  from  time  to  time,  for  all 
nei-essarv  expenHew  incurred  by  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  out  of  any  money  in  his  hands  for  the 
support  of  (he  poor. 

(J.  To  keep  a  book  or  books,  in  which  shall  be  entered  a  correct 
and  full  statcMuent  of  all  purchases,  contracts,  sales  and  expendi- 
tures made  by  him  as  such  keeper,  which  book  or  books  shall  be 
o|H  n  for  the  inspection  of  any  taxable  inhabitant  of  the  county, 
at  all  reasonable  hours,  and  which  book  or  books  and  the  vouch- 
ers for  such  expenditures  shall  be  exhibited  by  him  to  the  board 
of  supervisors  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  board,  and  at  any 
special  meeting  thereof  when  he  shall  be  called  upon  by  resolution 
so  to  do. 

7.  And  the  said  keeper  shall,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
l)oard  of  su|>ervisors  and  whenever  called  upon  so  to  do,  render 
to  the  said  board  a  full,  just  and  correct  account  in  writing  and 
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m  detail,  of  ail  expentliture  made  by  liiiu  and  of  bis  doinga  as 
such  keeper;  the  aiiiuuDt  and  value  of  tbe  producls  of  the  labor 
of  the  pau|iers,  and  of  the  prodme  of  the  farm,  and  the  name  of 
every  person  to  whom  any  draft  on  the  county  treasurer  shall 
have  been  given  by  him,  the  amount  of  the  same,  together  with 
a  statement  of  what  the  allowance  was  made  for  and  the  price 
or  sum  allowed  for  the  service  or  article  for  which  such  allow- 
ance was  made;  which  statement  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of 
the  said  keei>er,  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  board  of 
supervisors. 

8,  He  shiill  also  furnish  to  the  board  of  supervisors^  on  or  be- 
fore tbe  third  week  of  the  annual  session  of  said  board,  in  each 
year,  a  detailed  statemeot  of  all  outstanding  indebtedness  or  Ha- 
bility  against  said  poorhonse,  belonging  to  his  department,  and 
a  failure  to  furnish  such  statement  or  the  wilful  omission  of  any 
liability  or  indebtedness  from  such  siatemont  shall  be  deemed  a 
misdemt^anor,  and  on  conviction  shall  be  punishable  by  fine  not 
exceeding  two  hundi-ed  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceed- 
ing one  year,  or  by  both  such  tine  and  imprisonment-  {As 
amended  hy  chapter  104  of  the  Laivs  of  1873,  and  chapter  363  of 
the  Laws  of  1880,) 

§3,  Said  keeper  befoi»e  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office 
shall  execute  to  tbe  treasurer  of  said  county,  a  bond  in  such  |>en' 
alty  and  with  such  sureties  to  be  aj)iuH)Vcd  by  a  judge  of  the 
supreme  court,  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  board  of  super- 
nsors,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as 
such  keeper,  and  the  |in»|Kr  aiiplicatioTi  nf  nil  money  and  prop- 
erty coming  into  his  cus^tody  as  such  keeper,  siud  for  the  due 
accounting  for  the  same,  which  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the 
county  treasurer;  and  in  case  of  default  in  the  conditions  thereof, 
or  in  any  of  them,  the  said  treasurer  is  authorized  and  required 
to  prosecute  the  same  to  judgment  and  execution,  and  nil  moneys 
collected  thereon  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  for  the 
support  of  the  poor  of  said  county. 

§  4.  The  pi'esent  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  Erie  county, 
shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made,  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
board  of  supervisors  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  said  boards 
and  on  the  first  day  thereof,  a  full,  just  and  nccurate  inventory 
of  all  the  goodSj  furniture,  farming  utensils,  stock  and  property 
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of  every  name  and  nature  belonging  to  the  said  county,  and  con- 
nected with  the  said  poorhouse  or  poorbouse  farm  at  that  time 
in  the  same  manner  specified  in  subdivision  second  or  section 
second  of  this  act,  which  shall  be  in  like  manner  verified  by  the 
oath  of  the  said  superintendents,  and  the  said  superintendents 
shall  in  like  manner,  file  with  the  said  board,  at  the  same  time 
a  full  and  detailed  account  of  all  exi)enditures  made  by  the  said 
superintendents  during  the  year  next  preceding,  and  shall  at  the 
same  time  exhibit  their  vouchers  for  the  same,  and  of  all  their 
riH^eipts  as  such  superintendents,  with  a  statement  of  the  sources 
respectively  whence  the  same  were  derived,  and  a  statement  of 
the  produce  of  the  said  farm,  and  of  the  labor  of  the  inmates  of 
the  poorhouse,  which  account  shall  be  verified  by  oath  in  like 
manner  as  the  inventory  last  aforesaid. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  commitment  of  poor  persons  to  the  Erie 
county  almshouse. 

Chapter  461,  Laws  of  1806. 

Section  1.  When  any  person  shall  apply  for  relief  to  any  over- 
seer of  the  poor  in  the  county  of  Erie,  such  overseer  shall  inquire 
into  the  circumstances  of  the  applicant.  If  it  shall  appear  that 
the  applicant  is  such  an  indigent,  poor  i)er8on  as  to  require  com- 
mitment to  the  Erie  county  almshouse,  the  overseer  shall  deliver 
or  send  said  person  to  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  the 
county  of  Erie,  at  his  office  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  New  York,  with 
a  communication  in  writing  slating  the  facts  and  circumstances 
concerning  the  said  applicant,  and  also  giving  his  reasons  why 
such  commitment  should  be  made.  Thoreni)on  the  superintend- 
ent of  the  poor  shall  also,  upon  his  part,  oxaniine  into  the  facts 
and  circumstances  connected  with  the  condition  of  said  applicant, 
and  if  in  his  judgment  such  commitment  is  proper,  he  shall  make 
an  order  committing  said  person  to  the  Erie  county  almshouse. 
The  expense  of  conveying  said  ])erson  to  the  office  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  poor  shall  be  borne  by  the  town  or  locality  upon 
which  said  applicant  is  a  charge. 

§  2.  The  keeper  of  the  Erie  county  almshouse  shall  not  receive 
any  person  as  an  inmate  of  said  institution,  except  upon  the  writ- 
ten order  of  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  Erie  county. 
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§  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  ail^  iiiroueistent  with  this  act  are 

hereby  repealed. 

AN.ACT  in  relation  to  habitual  drunkards,  vagrants  and  prosti- 
tutes in  the  county  of  Erie. 

Chapter  S51S,  Laws  of  1875. 

Section  K  Whenever  any  prostitute,  feiirale  vap'ant  or  habitual 
drunkard  iu  the  county  of  Erie,  Uetvveeti  the  a^ts  of  fourteen  and 
thirty  yeai*8,  shall  he  arrested  and  brought  befoi^e  the  police  jus- 
tice of  the  city  of  Buffalo,  or  any  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  in 
the  city  of  Buffalo,  and  shall  profess  a  desire  to  reform,  such 
police  justice  or  justice  of  the  jteace,  may  in  his  discretion,  make 
an  order,  committing  such  female  to  the  care,  custody  and  instruc-  I 
tion  of  the  managH^rs  of  The  Asylum  of  Our  Lady  of  Refuge,  or 
the  fajrleside  TTonie  of  the  city  of  Buffalo.  f**r  such  iw^Tiod  of  time 
as  may  be  authorized  by  law  or  for  the  punishment  of  such  prosti- 
tute, vagrant  and  habitual  drunkard,  but  no  person  shall  be  com- 
mitted to  the  said  The  Asyhiuj  of  Our  Lady  of  Refuge  or  Ingle- 
side  Home  without  the  written  cimsent  of  such  person,  and  such 
committing  magistrate  shall  forthwith  make  and  file  a  copy  of 
such  commitment  in  the  clerk's  ollice  of  Erie  county;  it  shall  also 
bo  the  diify  uf  I  he  conuty  clerk  of  snid  (ounty  to  make  a  report 
of  such  comiiiitmentM  tiled  in  his  office  dnrmg  the  preceding  year, 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  at  their  annual  meeting,  I 

§2.  Whenever  any  jierson  committed  as  aforesaid,  shall  become 
disorderly,  disobedient  or  nrigovemahlp.  the  said  managers  are 
hereby  authorized  to  return  such  person  to  the  committing  magis- 
trate or  police  justice,  to  be  disposed  of  by  due  coui*se  of  law* 

§3.  The  city  <^f  Buffalo  shall  |*ny  to  the  managers  of  the  said 
The  Asylum  of  Our  Lady  of  Refuge  and  the  Ingleslde  Home  of 
the  city  of  Buffalo,  such  sum  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty

AN  ACT  for  the  care  and  support  of  the  poor  in  the  county  of 

Fulton. 

Chapter  155,  Laws  of  1886. 

Section  1.  All  the  paupers  who  are  now  inmates,  and  whose 
names  appear  on  the  books  kept  at  the  poorhonse,  in  the  county 
of  Fulton,  shall  be  county  paupers  as  long  as  they  shall  remain 
continuously  at  said  poorhouse;  if  any  of  the  said  paupers  shall 
be  discharged  by  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  said  county, 
or  shall  voluntarily  leave  and  ceaee  to  be  supported  art:  »aid  poor- 
house,  said  paupers'  names  shall  be  stricken  from  the  books  at 
the  poorhouse,  and  shall  thereafter  cease  to  be  county  paupers, 
unless  they  are  returned  to  said  poorhouse  within  a  period  of 
one  year.  All  the  cost  and  expenses  for  the  care,  support  and 
maintenance  of  said  county  paupers  shall  be  a  county  charge  and 
shall  be  paid  by  the  county  of  Fulton.  All  the  paupers  who  are 
legally  admitted  to  the  poorhouse  in  said  county  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act  (except  as  above  mentioned)  shall  be  town  pau- 
pers, and  all  the  cost  and  expense  for  the  care,  support  and  main- 
tenance of  such  town  paupers  shall  be  charged  to  and  paid  by 
the  town  from  which  the  said  paupers  were  sent. 

§  2.  The  superintendent  of  the  poor  shall,  within  ten  days  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  determine  and  designate,  by  name,  all 
paupers  who  are  supported  and  maintained  at  said  poorhouse 
at  the  passage  of  this  act,  from  each  of  the  towns  in  said  county ; 
said  names  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  said 
county,  and  recorded  in  the  book  of  miscellaneous  records.  The 
superintendent  of  the  poor  shall  send  a  list  of  the  names  to  the 
supervisor  of  each  town  in  said  county  of  all  the  paupers  sup- 
ported and  maintained  at  said  poorhouse  sent  from  their  re- 
spective towns;  said  list,  if  correct,  shall  be  indorsed  with  the 
approval  of  the  supervisor  of  said  town,  and  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  town  clerk  of  said  town. 

§  3.  All  the  cost  and  expense  for  the  care,  support  and  main- 
tenance of  all  the  poor  outside  of  the  poorhouse  who  are  now  or 
who  may  hereafter  become  a  public  charge  in  said  county,  and 
all  the  permanent,  temporary  and  transient  relief  shall  be  a 
IT 
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charge  against  the  t-iij  or  town  where  the  eommiSBioner  of 
charities  or  s^uiHTvisor  planting:  the  relief  resides,  and  where 
such  expense  shall  have  ^ircmcd,  exiH?pt  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  all  snch  expense  shall  be  audited  excluBively  by  the  com- 
mon council  of  said  city  and  the  board  of  town  auditors  of  said 
town,  and  shall  be  audited  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
city  and  town  charges  are  audited  and  paid.  The  board  of 
BUpenisors  of  the  county  of  Fulton  is  hereby  prohibited  from 
auditing,  allowing  or  paying  any  account  of  any  person  or  officer, 
for  the  care,  support  or  maiuleDance  of  the  poor  in  said  county, 
or  for  permanent,  temporary  ur  tninsient  relief*  or  the  expense  of 
granting  the  same,  except  such  accounts  as  are  by  law  chargeable 
to  the  said  eoanty.  Any  i*erson  who  shall  send,  remove  or  entice 
to  remove,  or  biing,  or  cause  to  be  sent,  removed  or  brought,  any 
poor  or  indigent  person,  from  any  city  or  town  of  said  county,  to 
any  other  city  or  town  of  said  county,  or  from  any  other  county, 
or  any  city  or  town  of  any  other  county,  to  any  city  or  town  of 
said  county,  without  legal  authority,  and  there  leave  such  person, 
for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  the  charge  of  such  poor  or  indigent 
person  upon  the  city,  town  or  county  from  which  he  is  so  sent, 
removed  or  brought  or  enticed  to  remove,  shall  forfeit  fifty  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  town  or  city 
of  said  county  to  which  such  poor  j)erson  shall  be  sent,  brought 
or  removed,  or  enticed  to  remove,  and  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, A  poor  person  so  removed,  brought  or  enticed,  or 
who  shall  of  his  own  accord  come  or  stray  from  one  city  or  town 
of  said  county  into  any  other  city  or  town  of  said  county,  or  from 
any  other  county,  or  any  city  or  town  of  any  other  county,  into 
any  city  or  town  of  said  county  not  legally  chargeable  with  his 
support,  shall  be  maintained  by  the  commissioner  of  charities  of 
the  city  or  the  supervisor  of  the  town  where  he  may  be.  They 
may  give  notice  to  either  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town 
or  city  from  which  he  was  brought  or  enticed,  or  came  as  afore- 
said, if  such  town  or  city  be  liable  for  his  support,  and  if  there 
be  no  town  or  city  in  the  county  from  which  he  was  brought  or 
enticed  or  caine  liable  for  his  support,  then  to  either  of  the  county 
superintendents  of  the  poor  of  such  county,  within  ten  days  after 
acquiring  knowledge  of  such  improper  removal,  informing  them 
of  such  improper  removal,  and  requiring  them  forthwith  to  take 
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charge  of  such  poor  person.  If  there  be  no  overseers  or  superin- 
tendents of  the  poor  in  such  town,  city  or  county,  such  notice  shall 
be  given  to  the  person,  by  whatever  name  known,  who  has  charge 
and  care  of  the  jKior  in  such  locality.  The  county  superintend- 
ents or  overseers,  or  other  persons,  to  whom  such  notice  may 
be  directed,  may,  after  the  service  of  such  notice,  take  and  re- 
move such  poor  person  to  their  county,  town  or  city,  and  there 
support  him,  and  ]>ay  the  expense  of  such  notice,  and  of  the 
support  of  such  person;  or  they  shall,  within  thirty  days  after 
receiving  such  notice,  by  a  written  instrument  under  their  hands, 
notify  the  commissioner  of  charities  of  the  city  or  supervisor  of 
the  town  from  whom  such  notice  was  received,  that  they  deny 
the  allegation  of  such  improper  enticing  or  removal,  or  that 
their  town,  city  or  county  is  liable  for  the  support  of  such  poor 
person.  If  there  shall  be  a  neglect  to  take  and  remove  such 
poor  person  and  to  serve  notice  of  such  denial  within  the  time 
above  prescribed,  the  county  superintendents  and  overseers  or 
other  persons,  respei^tively,  whose  duty  it  was  to  do  so,  their 
successors,  and  their  respective  counties,  cities  or  towns,  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  acquiesced  in  the  allegation  contained  in 
such  first  notice  and  shall  be  forever  precluded  from  contesting 
the  same,  and  their  counties,  cities  and  towns,  respectively,  shall 
be  liable  for  the  expenses  of  the  support  of  such  poor  person, 
which  may  be  recovered  from  time  to  time,  l)y  the  commissioner 
of  charities  or  supervision  incuiTing  such  exjKinses,  in  the  name 
of  his  city  or  town  in  actions  against  the  county,  city  or  town 
so  liable.  Upon  service  of  any  such  notice  of  denial,  the  com- 
missioner of  charities  or  supenisor  ujjon  whom  the  same  shall 
be  served,  shall,  within  three  months,  commence  an  action  in 
the  name  of  his  city  or  town,  against  the  town,  city  or  county 
so  liable  for  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  support  of  such  poor 
person,  and  prosecute  the  same  to  eflfect;  if  they  neglect  to  do 
so,  their  city  or  town  shall  l>e  precluded  from  all  claim  against 
the  town,  city  or  county  to  whose  officers  such  ftrat  notice  was 
directed.  (As  amended  ly  chapter  .S23  of  the  Lairs  of  1908,  and 
chapter  751  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  4.  The  supervisors  of  the  several  towns  in  said  county  shall, 
by  virtue  of  their  office,  act  as  and  be  overseers  of  the  poor  in 
their  respective  towns  and  they  shall  have  all  the  powers  and 
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jierfortn  all  the  duties  that  the  law  unw  rtmferH,  or  may  hereafter 
confer,  by  aoy  f^eeeral  nvi  ujtoii  overseerg  of  the  poor  of  the  sev- 
eral towns  in  this  state,  not  iiicoiisitfttent  with  any  of  the  |>ro- 
visioDB  of  this  act;  and  they  shall  be  snhjeet  to  all  the  liabilities, 
jjenalties  and  conditions  that  overseers  of  the  poor  who  art! 
elected  or  appointed  pursuant  to  this  act  are  subject  to.  (As 
{imended  by  vhupter  Kis  (if  ffn'  iMfrs  of  JSJiS.) 

§  5.  {Fepealed  hij  chapter  138  of  the  Laws  of  18!)8.) 
§  6.  {Rcpraied  by  ehftpfrr  138  of  the  Laws  of  1898.) 
§7.  The  s<npervisoi-H  of  the  several  towns  in  naid  county  ^hall 
not  be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  for  the 
earCj  support  or  luaintenanre  of  the  poor  at  the  poorhouse,  or  in 
supplies  furnished,  rontrncltMl  for  or  ordered  for  said  ptjorhouse, 
or  to  any  |K>rson  for  pernumeut  or  tenifrorary  n^lief.  The  super- 
visors in  the  several  towns  in  said  county  shall  grant  all  the 
relief  outside  of  the  poorhouse  for  the  care,  support  and  main- 
tenance of  all  the  |MXU*  iu  their  respective  towns,  and  shatl  grant 
IM'j'unment,  teiiiporarj.'  or  traiisicnt  relief  at  such  limes,  in  sui'h 
sums,  and  in  such  tjuautiti^'s  as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  and 
no  other  |>erN)n  or  ofticer  shall  grant  any  relief  for  the  care,  sup- 
port or  maintenance  of  the  fioor,  or  for  [»ernmnent  or  temporary 
relief  in  any  town  in  said  nmnty,  or  exercMse  mwh  powers,  or 
discharge  such  duties,  but  the  supervisors  of  the  several  tt»wns 
shall  liave  all  the  pow*-rs  and  ]icrform  all  the  duties  that  the  law 
now  conferir*,  or  may  hereafter  confer  by  any  general  act  upon 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  several  towns  in  this  state,  not  int*on- 
sistent  wi^^i  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  ami  they  shall  l>e 
Bnbject  to  all  the  liabilities  and  penalties  that  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  the  several  towns  in  this  state  are  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  subject  to.  The  supervisors  in  the  several  towns  in  said  county 
shall  have  power  to  administer  an  oath  to  any  person  applying 
for  relief  as  to  any  matters  pertaining  or  relating  to  the  appli- 
cation for  relief,  (As  anwndetl  by  chapter  i:^S  of  (he  Laws  of 
1808.) 

!5  8.  On  the  first  Tuesday  of  Februiu-y  in  the  y^^ar  eighteen  hun^ 
dred  and  ninety-eight,  and  each  year  thereafter,  the  town  board 
or  a  majority  of  the  otiicials  ctunp4>sing  said  board,  of  each  of  the 
se^'eral  towns  iu  the  county  of  Fulton,  shall  meet  in  their  re- 
spective towns  and  fix  the  amount  of  the  compensation  of  the 
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8iii)erviHor  of  their  i-esjiective  lowus  for  the  ensuing  year.  The 
compensation  so  fixed  by  the  several  town  boards  shall  not  be 
increased  or  diminished  during  the  year  and  shall  be  in  full  pay- 
ment and  compensation  for  all  the  services  rendered  by  said 
supervisor  acting  as  overseer  of  the  poor  in  and  for  their  re- 
spective towns.  {As  amended  by  cJiapter  138  of  the  Law$  of 
1898.) 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  supervisor  in  each  town  in 
said  county,  to  enter  in  a  book  (to  be  furnished  by  the  town)  to 
be  by  him  kept  for  that  purpose,  the  names  of  all  persons  who 
shall  apply  to  him  for  relief,  with  the  date  of  such  application 
and  his  decision  in  each  case,  whether  sent  to  the  poorhouse  per- 
manently or  temporarily,  relieved  or  application  refused,  together 
with  an  account  of  all  sums  by  him  expended  in  the  relief  of  each 
indigent  or  poor  person  and  family  and  the  number  of  persons 
relieved  in  each  family,  to  whom  paid,  of  all  orders  granted,  to 
whom  given  and  upon  whom  drawn.  Such  book  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  the  Inspection  of  any  taxable  inhabitant  of  the 
town.  The  supervisors  shall  at  the  time  when  town  poor  ac- 
counts are  audited^  present  to  the  board  of  town  auditors  of 
their  respective  towns,  the  book  or  books  (as  above  required  to 
be  kept)  for  their  use  and  information  in  auditing  and  allowing 
of  such  accounts  for  the  care  and  support  of  the  poor  of  said 
town.     {A8  amended  by  cluipter  138  of  the  Laws  of  1898.) 

§  10.  {Repealed  by  chapter  138  of  tlie  Laws  of  1898.) 

§  11.  All  the  cost  and  expense  of  conveying  to  the  asylums,  and 
the  cost  of  the  keeping  of  the  insane,  and  all  other  persons  in 
the  asylums  who  are  by  law  a  public  charge  upon  the  county  of 
Fulton,  also  the  fees  of  the  physician  examining  such  insane, 
shall  be  audited  by  the  board  of  supervisors  and  charged  to  said 
county.  All  the  cost  and  expenses  of  conveying  paupers  from 
any  town  in  said  county  to  the  poorhouse  shall  be  a  town  charge, 
and  shall  be  audited  exclusively  by  the  board  of  town  auditors 
and  paid  by  the  town  from  which  they  are  sent. 

§  12.  The  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  said  county  shall  annu- 
ally on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  January  appoint  a  physician 
to  the  poorhouse  by  a  written  instrument  under  his  hand  which 
shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county. 
Such  physician  shall  receive  a  salary  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
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dollars  per  antiitiii,  which  Hhall  be  a  couuty  charge  and  be  pay* 
able  quarterly  nn  the  salaries  of  other  eoiinty  officers  are  paid, 
and  shall  be  in  full  coiiipeimatioii  fur  all  services  reBtlered  by  said 
physician  and  far  aJl  medicines  used  or  necessary  to  be  used  or 
furnished  at  the  said  poorhonse,  {As  amefided  bp  chapter  751 
of  the  Laws  of  1M4.) 

§  13.  (Repealed  hy  ^huptcr  138  of  tJie  LawB  of  18980 
1 14.  The  superintendent  of  the  poor  in  the  county  of  Fulton, 
Rhall  not  grant  any  relief  oulmtle  of  the  ptMjrhouse,  or  in  any 
town  or  city  in  said  county,  either  for  the  caiv,  support  or  main- 
tenance of  the  pofjr,  or  for  permanent  or  temporary  relief.  The 
aui>erinteudent  of  the  poor,  or  ihe  keepier  of  the  poorhouse,  in 
said  coanly  shall  not  receive  or  maintain,  at  the  exjiense  of  the 
t*ounty,  or  of  any  town  or  city  in  said  county  any  pau|)er  or  tramp 
without  a  written  order  from  the  supervisor  of  one  of  the  towns 
of  said  county,  or  from  the  commissioner  of  charities  of  one  of 
the  cilies  of  said  county  j  all  such  orders  shall  be  filed  in  the 
oflfice  of  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  said  county.  The 
8U{)erintendent  of  the  poor  of  said  county  may  appoint  a  matron 
to  tlie  poorhonse.  but  the  said  nuitron  shall  not  be  one  of  the 
superintendent's  family  or  any  rehitive  of  llie  superintendent  of 
the  pcK>r  of  said  county,  or  of  bis  wife*  The  board  of  supervisors 
of  said  county,  shall  fix  the  com[)ensation  of  the  matron  to  said 
jjoorhouse,  but  such  conipensation  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
five  dollai^  per  week  and  her  board.  (As  amended  hy  chapter 
138  af  the  La  us  of  1898.) 

§15.  At  the  general  ekH*tion  held  in  the  county  of  Fulton  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  and  at  the  general  elec* 
tion  held  in  said  county  in  every  third  year  ibereafter,  there  shall 
lie  electcfl  by  the  electors  of  said  county,  in  the  same  way  and 
manner  as  iJther  counly  officers  ait>  now  required  by  law  to  be 
elected,  a  suiK^rintendenl  of  the  poor  of  said  county.  The  term 
of  oflSce  of  such  superintendent  of  the  poor  so  elected  shall  l>e 
for  tliree  years  from  and  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of 
January  next  succeeding  such  election;  and  every  superintendent 
of  the  poor  elected  pui-suant  to  this  act  shall  exercise  all  the 
powers,  and  discharge  all  the  duties  now  by  law  exercised  and 
discharged  by  superintendents  of  the  poor,  except  such  powers 
and  duties  as  are  inconsistent  with  this  act,  and  shall  also  be 
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subject  to  the  same  liabilities  and  penalties  that  superintendents 
of  the  poor  are  now  by  law  subject  to. 

§16.  Every  superintendent  of  the  poor  elected  pursuant  to 
this  act  shall  reside  at  the  poorhouse,  and  be  the  keeper  thereof, 
and  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars, 
which  shall  be  a  county  charge  and  be  payable  quarterly  aa  the 
salaries  of  other  county  officers  are  paid ;  he  shall  also  be  entitled 
to  food,  lights  and  fuel  for  himself  and  family  at  the  poorhouse 
residence,  which  shall  be  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  county. 
Said  salary  and  compensation  shall  be  in  full  payment  for  all 
the  services  now  required  by  law  or  which  may  hereafter  be  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  rendered  by  him  as  such  superintendent  of 
the  poor  and  keeper  of  the  poorhouse,  and  shall  include  all  fees, 
charges  and  expenses  for  services  rendered  or  incurred  in  pro- 
ceedings for  the  care  and  commitment  of  insane  persons  which 
are  or  may  be  a  charge  against  said  county,  and  such  salary  or 
compensation  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the 
term  of  office  of  any  such  superintendent  of  the  poor.  {As 
amended  by  chapter  751  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  17.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  suijerin- 
tendent  of  the  poor  of  said  county,  the  board  of  supenisors 
thereof,  at  an  annual  meeting  or  a  special  meeting  called  for 
that  purpose,  shall  appoint  some  person  to  fill  such  vacancy, 
who  shall  hold  his  oflSce  during  the  remainder  of  the  term,  and 
shall,  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  give  a  bond,  such  as  is 
required  by  law  from  superintendents  of  the  poor,  except  that 
it  shall  be  approved  by  the  county  judge  of  said  county;  said 
bond,  with  the  approval  aforesaid  indorsed  thereon,  shall  be 
filed  within  five  days  after  such  approval  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  said  county. 

§  18.  No  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Fulton 
shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise,  provisions,  clothing  or  any  other  article  or  thing 
whatever  furnished,  ordered  or  contracted  for  by  him  for  the  use 
of  or  at  the  poorhouse  or  the  poor  therein. 

§  19.  The  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  said  county  shall,  in 
each  year,  render,  under  oath,  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
said  county,  at  its  annual  meeting,  a  true  and  full  statement  of 
all  moneys  received  by  him  from  said  county,  or  from  any  source, 
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for  the  benefit  of  the  coimty,  of  all  the  products  raised  on  the 
county  farm  belooging  to  the  said  county  poorhouse,  and  of  all 
Bupplies  purchased,  ordered  or  contracted  for  by  him,  and  of 
the  dispoBltion  which  has  been  made  of  the  same,  and  of  any 
property  belonging  to  the  county,  and  of  all  labor  that  has  been 
performed  by  the  paupers  in  said  poorhouse,  and  the  manner  in 
which  the  same  has  been  performed. 

§  20.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  shall  have  power 
to  direct  by  resolution,  to  be  entered  in  its  minutes,  the  quantity, 
quality  and  the  manner  in  which  the  supplies  for  the  county 
poorhouse,  or  any  portion  thereof,  shall  be  purchased,  obtained 
or  contracted  for;  also  fur  all  the  property  and  labor  at  or  on 
the  poorhouse,  and  for  the  working  of  the  farm,  and  for  all 
implcnients  for  the  working  of  the  same,  and  for  all  repairs  on 
the  buildings  and  fences. 

§  21.  The  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  said  county  shall  be 
subject  to  removal  from  office,  for  neglect  of  duty  or  malfeasance 
in  oflBce,  in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  provided  by  law  for 
the  removal  of  sheriffs. 

g  22.  All  the  cost  and  expense  for  all  the  relief  granted  outside 
of  the  ix)orhon8e  in  the  several  towns  of  said  county,  since  De- 
cember firsts  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  for  the  care, 
support  and  maintenance  of  the  poor,  or  for  permanent  or  tem- 
porary relief,  by  the  supervisors  of  Ihe  several  towns,  shall  be  a 
charge  against  the  town  where  the  supervisor  granting  the  relief 
resides.  All  such  expense  shall  be  audited  exclusively  by  the 
board  of  town  auditors  of  said  town,  and  paid  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  town  accounts  are  paid,  (As  amended  by  chap- 
ter 138  of  the  LawB  of  1898.) 

§  23.  (Repealed  by  chapter  138  of  the  Laws  of  1898,) 

§  24.  The  following  special  acts  for  the  care  and  support  of 
the  poor  in  the  county  of  Fulton,  namely:  Chapter  four  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five;  chap- 
ter one  hundred  and  eighly-one,  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
fif<y-njne;  chapter  two  hundred  and  forty-two,  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-nine;  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighteen,  laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two;  chapter  two  hundred  and 
nine,  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy^three,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed; except  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  affect  the 
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fees  or  compensation  of  any  supervisor  now  acting  as  overseer 
of  the  poor  in  Fulton  county  during  the  term  for  which  he  has 
been  elected. 

§  26.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  cities  of  Qloversville  and 
Johnstown,  or  either  of  them,  or  the  poor  of  said  cities,  except 
as  herein  expressly  stated.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.  (A$ 
amended  by  chapter  138  of  the  Laws  of  1898.) 


JEFFEBSON  COUNTY. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  support  of  the  poor  in  the  county 

of  Jefferson. 

Chapter  817,  Laws  of  1873. 

Section  1.  There  shall  not  hereafter  be  elected  any  overseer 
of  the  poor  in  any  of  the  towns  of  Jefferson  county  except  in 
the  city  of  Watertown  and  the  towns  of  Ellisburgh,  Cape  Vin- 
centy  Wilna  and  Champion,  and  all  the  powers  and  duties  of 
overseers  of  the  poor  as  now  provided  by  law  are  hereby  con- 
ferred upon  the  supervisors  of  the  respective  towns  in  said  county 
except  in  the  city  of  Watertown  and  the  towns  of  Ellisburgh, 
Cape  Vincent,  Wilna  and  Champion,  where  the  overseer  of  the 
poor  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  of  overseer  of  the  poor  con- 
ferred by  this  act  with  the  restrictions  hereinafter  provided  and 
the  supervisors  of  each  of  the  towns  except  those  above  named 
in  said  county  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  discharge  the  duties 
aforesaid  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  liabilities  and  penalties 
that  overseers  of  the  poor  are  now  subject  to.  {As  amended  by 
chapter  24  of  the  Laws  of  1888.) 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duties  of  the  supervisors  of  the  several 
towns  in  said  county  and  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  in  the  city 
of  Watertown  except  Ellisburgb,  Cai)e  Vincent,  Wilna  and  Cham- 
pion, to  grant  all  necessary  aid  or  relief  to  poor  and  indigent 
persons  residing  in  their  respective  towns,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  supervisor  except  Ellisburgh,  Cape  Vincent,  Wilna 
and  Champion,  and  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  city  of 
Watertown  to  enter  into  a  book  to  be  kept  by  each  of  them  for 
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that  purpose  Ihe  iiaiiH\  age  and  sex  of  every  i>ei*son  by  them 

relieved  to^elher  with  jm  afroiint  of  all  tlie  euais  of  money  ex- 
jjeiided  tuul  the  items  of  exiMnulitiire  m  the  relief  of  each  poor 
or  indigeo*  x*C"i*son  and  the  ciitis^e  of  jKJverty  in  eaeh  case  so  far 
as  it  can  be  ast'ertaineiL  It  sliaU  he  the  duly  of  Ibe  supervisors 
of  the  several  towns  ext-ept  Kllisbiir^iL  f^ape  Vincent,  Wilna  and 
Ohamiiion,  and  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  city  of  Water- 
town  to  furnlvsh  in  I  he  ilei-k  uf  tin-  board  of  supervisors  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  the  annual  laeitiii*^  of  said  board  a  copy 
of  all  the  entries  in  the  book  provided  to  be  kej^t  by  such  super- 
visors and  overseer  for  the  year  ending  on  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber of  ear  h  yeai'*  and  also  to  present  the  same  to  the  boards  of 
audit  of  their  respective  towns  and  city  at  Iheir  annual  meeting 
for  the  audit  of  town  and  v'liy  accounts,  and  such  sut>ervisor  for 
all  services  ( including  mileage)  rendered  in  the  discharge  of  his 
official  duties  as  aforesaid  shall  receive  for  each  day's  actual 
service  (he  sum  of  two  dollars  ju'ovided  that  such  supervisor 
shall  in  no  case  receive  more  than  tive  per  cent  of  the  cost  of 
supplies  furnished  nor  shall  lie  refcive  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  in  any  one  year  for  such  ofiitM'al  servircs.  \  As  amenffed 
by  chapter  24  of  the  Laics  of  1S8S.) 

§  3.  In  case  of  the  inability  to  serve  of  the  supervisor  of  any 
of  the  towns  in  said  county  from  absence,  sickness  or  any  other 
cause,  the  duties  imposed  ou  supervision's  by  this  act  shall  during 
sui'h  inability  be  disrharge<l  hy  the  justice  of  said  town  having 
the  shortest  time  to  serve,  and  said  jiisti(  e  while  so  acting  shall 
have  the  powers  and  liabilities  hereby  imposed  upon  supervisors 
and  like  compensation* 

g  4.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  Jefi'erson  county  shall  have 
exclusive  powder  to  make  contracts  with  physicians  and  surgeons 
to  furnish  metliciues  and  medical  and  surgical  services  for  the 
poor  at  the  poorhonse  and  asylum  of  s:n<l  (*ouaty  and  the  su|>e'r 
visors  of  the  several  towns  except  EUisburgh,  Cape  Vincent, 
Wilna  and  Champion  of  s<iid  rouufy  and  of  the  wards  of  the  city 
of  Watertowu  shall  have  pow<*r  to  make  (Muitracts  with  physician 
and  surgeons  to  fuiiTish  au'diiims  and  jiicdical  and  surgical  ser- 
vices for  the  jioor  of  lh(*ir  reM|>ective  towns  but  no  charge  shall 
be  made  by  any  su|R*rvisor  for  making  surh  contract  nor  for  any 
other  services  rendered  in  causing  medical  or  stirgical  aitl  to  be 
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extended  to  any  of  the  poor  and  indigent  persons  of  their  re- 
spective towns.    {As  amended  by  chapter  24  of  the  Laws  of  1888.) 

§  5.  All  the  expenses  arising  from  the  care,  support  and  main- 
tenance of  the  poor  of  the  various  towns  and  in  the  city  of  Water- 
town,  in  said  county,  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  towns  and  city 
respectively,  except  as  herein  provided.  And  all  accounts  hereby 
made  a  charge  upon  the  several  towns  and  the  city  of  Water- 
town,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  shall  be  presented 
to  and  audited  by  the  boards  of  audit  of  the  respective  towns 
and  city.  And  the  sums  thus  audited  shall  be  levied  and  assessed 
upon  said  towns  and  city  respei-tively  by  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  said  county,  and  the  sum  thus  raised  shall  be  paid  to 
the  county  treasurer  and  by  him  paid  over  on  the  order  of  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  BU|)ervisors  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto 
as  shall  appear  upon  the  schedule  of  the  board  of  town  and  city 
auditors.  The  mayor  of  the  city  of  Watertown  and  the  super- 
visors of  the  several  wards  ai'e  hereby  constituted  a  board  of 
audit  for  said  city  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

§  6.  The  board  of  town  auditors  of  the  several  towns  may 
specify  such  sums  as  they  shall  deem  expedient  to  be  raised  in 
advance,  for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
such  sums  shall  be  levied  upon  said  towns  by  boards  of  super- 
visors of  said  county  and  collected  and  paid  over  by  the  col- 
lectors to  the  supervisors  of  the  respective  towns.  The  board  of 
auditors  of  the  city  of  Watertown  may  specify  such  sums  as  it 
shall  deem  expedjent  to  be  raised  in  advance,  for  the  support  of 
the  poor  of  said  city  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  such  sum  shall  be 
levied  on  said  city  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county, 
and  collected  an'd  paid  over  by  the  collectors  to  the  chamberlain 
of  said  city  to  be  disbursed  by  him  on  the  order  of  the  overseer 
of  the  poor  of  said  city,  and  Hueh  overseer  shall  render  detailed 
account  to  such  board  of  auditors  annually,  and  as  much  oftener 
as  shall  be  by  said  board  require<l,  of  all  his  expenditures  of  such 
moneys  and  the  manner  thereof. 

§  7.  All  poor  and  indigent  jK^rsons  in  the  county  poorhouse  or 
asylum,  on  the  first  day  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-three,  and  who  for  the  i»revious  twelve  months  have  been 
in  said  institution,  and  all  poor  and  indigent  persons  in  said 
institution,  or  who  shall  from  time  to  time  be  sent  there  from 
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any  part  of  said  county,  who  have  not  a  residenoe  in  any  of  the 
towns  or  city  of  Baid  roimty,  nnd  al!  poor  and  indigent  persons 
now  in  any  of  the  Stale  asylums  or  io  the  Jefferson  County 
Orphans'  Asylum  at  the  expense  of  the  connty;  and  indigent 
persons  who  on  and  since  the  first  day  of  November,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-one,  have  been  maintained  in  any  of  the 
towns  of  the  county,  or  in  the  ( ity  of  Watcrtown,  on  the  written 
order  of  the  superintendent  of  said  county,  and  who  still  con- 
tinue to  i*equire  aid  nhall  lie  a  county  charge.  The  last  named 
class  of  persons  may  lie  maintained  outside  of  the  poorhonse  at 
the  expense  of  the  county,  on  the  written  order  of  the  superin- 
tendent, at  a  cost  not  exceeding  the  average  cost  of  maintenance 
at  the  poorhonse.  All  the  poor  accounts  chargeable  to  said 
county,  and  all  accounts  for  expenses  at  and  connected  with  the 
poorhonse  and  asylum  shall  be  audited  by  the  board  of  snper- 
visors  ae  other  county  accounts  are  now  by  law  audited*  and 
such  portion  of  said  accounts  as  are  hereby  made  a  charge 
upon  the  respective  towns  and  city  shall  be  charged  to  them 
respectivelyi 

§  8,  No  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  hereafter  be  elected  in  the 
county  of  Jeflfer^on,  excej^t  in  the  towns  of  KUiaburgh,  Cape 
Vincent,  Wilna  and  Champion,  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  said  county,  .one  superintendent  of  the 
poor  shall  be  appointed  by  said  board  who  shall  bold  his  office 
one  year  and  until  bis  successor  shall  be  appointed;  and  the 
superintendent  thus  appointed  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  and 
diacharge  all  the  duties  now  by  law  exercised  by  the  superin- 
tendent  of  the  pcmr,  except  such  powers  and  duties  as  are  incon- 
sistent with  this  act,  and  shall  l>e  subject  to  the  same  liabilities 
and  penalties  that  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  is  now  by  law 
subject  to,  and  every  superiutendcut  of  said  county  l>efore  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  his  oftice  and  within  ten  days  of  his  notice 
of  appointment,  shall  execute  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said 
connty  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  such 
other  sum  as  such  lioard  shall  direct,  with  two  or  more  sureties 
to  be  approved  by  such  board,  or  in  case  such  board  shall  not 
be  in  session,  by  the  county  judge,  surrogate  and  county  clerk, 
or  any  two  of  them,  conditioned  that  he  shall  faithfully  execute 
and  discharge  the  duties  of  bis  ofilce  and  shall  pay  according  to 
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law  all  moneys  that  shall  come  into  his  hands  by  virtue  of  his 
office,  and  render  a  just  and  true  account  thereof  to  the  board 
of  supervisors  at  each  annual  meeting  of  such  board  or  at  any 
special  meeting  thereof  when  required  to  do  so.  Baid  bond  with 
the  approval  aforesaid  indorsed  thereon,  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  county  clerk.  The  term  of  office  of  said  superintend- 
ent shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year. 
Every  superintendent  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  reside 
at  the  poorhouse  of  said  county  and  be  the  keeper  thereof  and 
shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  shall  be  fixed 
at  any  annnal  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  but  such 
compensation  so  determined  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished 
during  the  term  for  which  he  is  appointed.  (A«  amended  by 
chapter  24  of  the  Laws  of  1888;  and  chapter  90  of  the  Laws  of 
1893.) 

§  9.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  superin- 
tendent of  the  poor  in  said  county,  the  county  judge,  surrogate 
and  county  clerk,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  appoint  some  person 
to  fill  such  vacancy,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  a  successor 
shall  be  appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  act;  and  shall,  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  within  five  days  after 
notice  of  his  appointment,  give  such  bond  as  is  provided  for  in  the 
eighth  section  of  this  act,  which,  with  the  approval  as  herein 
provided,  and  with  the  order  of  appointment,  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  county  clerk.  Livery  superintendent  appointed 
in  pursuance  of  this  section  shall  receive  the  same  proportionate 
rate  of  compensation  for  his  services  as  his  immediate  prede- 
cessor would  have  been  entitled  to  receive. 

§  10.  Every  superintendent  of  the  poor,  supervisor  and  over- 
seer of  the  poor  in  said  county  shall  have  power  to  administer 
an  oath  to  any  person  applying  for  relief,  as  to  any  matters  per- 
taining to  or  touching  the  application  for  relief.  Willful  false 
swearing  under  this  act  shall  be  deemed  perjury. 

§  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sui)€rintendent  of  the  poor  of 
said  county  to  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  entered  a  correct 
and  full  statement  and  account  of  all  purchases,  contracts,  sales 
and  expenditures  made,  and  all  moneys  received  by  him  as  such 
superintendent;  the  amount  and  value  of  the  farm  products;  the 
name  of  every  person  to  whom  any  draft  on  the  county  treasurer 
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t^hali  be  given,  or  any  money  i>aid  by  htm;  the  amount  of  the 
sarae^  and  for  what  the  aHowuiuv  in-  \n\\nwM  wu8  iiiiide,  and  thi^ 
price  of  the  article  or  i^tervice^  for  which  siirh  allowance  was 
made,  which  hook,  with  the  vouchei^  of  such  expenditures,  shall 
be  presented  to  the  hoard  of  sui>ervmors  during  the  lii'st  three 
days  of  their  annual  sesHiou,  and  at  any  special  meeting  of  said 
board  when  rtnuired.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  said  super* 
intendent  to  keej)  an  accurate  account  of  the  name  of  each  poor 
and  indigent  person  received  into  the  iioorhouse  or  asylum  of 
the  county,  the  date  of  such  reception  and  of  what  town  or  city 
of  the  county  they  ai*e  residents,  c>r  if  they  are  not  residents  of 
any  of  the  towns  of  said  county,  or  of  the  city  of  Watertow*n. 
such  fact  shall  be  stated  by  him,  and  the  residence  thus  fixed 
Ijy  the  superintendent  shall,  for  the  purpt>ses  of  this  act,  he 
deemed  presumptively  eorret^t,  and  any  interested  party  shall 
have  the  right  to  appeol  from  Bueh  decision  of  the  suiK^rintendent 
to  the  board  of  suiK»rvisoi's,  who  nuiy  msike  sueii  oixler  in  the 
matter  as  they  shall  det^m  just.  He  shall  aiso  keep  an  accurate 
account  with  each  of  tlie  towns  <»f  the  county  and'with  the  city 
of  Watertown,  charging  them  with  the  iiverage  cost  of  supporting 
all  poor  and  indigent  |»ersons  kept  in  the  pi>orhouse  or  asylum 
at  any  time  during  the  preceding  year,  and  chargeable  to  such 
towns  or  city  I'cspectively,  ex*?e[jt  those  who  by  this  act  are 
made  a  county  charge,  and  shall  include  the  same  in  his  report 
to  the  hoard  of  supervisors  as  herein  provided.  The  supervisor 
of  any  town  or  w^ard,  and  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  city 
of  Watertown  shall  have  the  right  to  have  such  of  the  town  or 
city  poor,  as  lliey  shall  from  time  to  time  direct,  respectively, 
maintained  ai  the  |M)or house  or  asylum  at  the  expense  of  such 
tow*n  or  city,  and  shall  also  have  the  right  to  send  children  to 
the  Jetferson  county  orjihau  asylum,  chargeable  to  their  re- 
st>ective  town  or  city,  subject  to  the  rnlts  and  regulations  of 
such  orphan  asylum. 

§  12,  The  board  of  supervisors  of  said  counly  shall,  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  said  board,  appoiot  two  persons,  w^hose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  visit  the  jHiorhous*^  and  asylum  of  stiid 
county  once  in  evi*ry  two  months,  and  not  oftener.  unless 
ordered  by  said  lioard;  and  shell  examine  into  the  condition  and 
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usage  of  the  pbor,  the  management  of  the  poorhouse  and  farm, 
the  books  of  the  keeper,  and  the  management  of  the  poorhouse 
and  asylum  generally,  and  shall  make  a  written  report  of  their 
doings  to  the  board'  of  supervisors  at  each  annual  meeting 
thereof;  and  also,  when  called  ujwn  so  to  dk>  at  any  special  meet- 
ing of  said  board.  Said  inspectors  shall  i-eceive  as  compensation 
two  dollars  per  day  while  in  actual  service.  Said  inspectors 
shall  be  appointed  by  ballot  at  the  same  time,  and  no  ballot  shall 
contain  the  name  of  more  than  one  person,  and  the  two  persons 
having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  deemed  appointed. 

§  13.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  shall  have  power 
to  direct,  by  resolution,  duly  entered  on  its  minutes,  the  manner 
in  which  the  supplies  for  the  poorhouse,  or  any  jiortion  of  them, 
shall  be  purchased,  contracted  for  or  obtained  by  the  superin- 
tendent. When  any  such  direction  shall  be  given  by  said  board, 
the  same  shall  be  observed  and  carried  out  by  said  superintendent. 

§  14.  Section  first  and  second  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
ninety-five  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  also 
chapter  two  hundred  and  forty-two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-two  are  hereby  repealed  except  in  Ellisburgh,  Cape 
Vincent,  Wilna  and  Champion.  (As  amended  hy  chapter  24  of 
the  Laics  of  1888.) 

§  15.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
and  shall  be  inoperative  and  inolTectual  in  the  <»ounty  of  Jeffer- 
son, and  all  general  laws  now  in  force,  applicable  to  the  care  and 
support  of  town  or  county  poor,  and  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act,  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  the  town  an<l  county  poor  of 
said  county. 

§  16.  This  act  shall  go  into  ctfcct  on  on*  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight  and  the  term  of  office  of 
overseer  of  the  poor  in  said  county,  except  in  the  city  of  Water- 
town,  Ellisburgh,  Cape  Vincent,  Wilna  and  <'luunpion,  shall  cease 
on  the  first  day  of  November  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight. 
(As  amended  hy  chapter  24  of  the  Laics  of  1888.)

AK  ACT  relating  to  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  Mon 
goniery  county  and  specifying  his  powers  as  keeper  of  ti 
connty  almshouse  and  farm. 

Chapter  10,  Laws  of  1900. 

Section  1.  The  euperintendent  of  the  poor  of  Montgomery 
county  shall  reside  at  the  poorhouse  and  shall  be  keeper  of  the 
county  almshouse  and  farm  of  such  county,  during  his  tenn  of

office  as  such  superintendent.  He  shall  receive  as  such  keeper,  in 
addition  to  his  fees  as  superintendent  of  the  poor,  an  annual  com- 
pensation of  eight  hundred  dollars.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  board 
for  himself  and  family.  He  may  employ  a  matron  at  a  compen- 
sation of  not  to  exceed  four  dollars  per  week,  one  additional 
female  assistant  at  not  to  exceed  four  dollars  per  week  and  such 
other  help  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

§  2.  The  superintendent  of  the  poor  in  office  when  this  chapter 
takes  effect,  and  the  superintendents  hereafter  elected  or  ap- 
pointed shall  purchase  the  necessary  furniture  and  equipment 
for  the  county  farm  and  almshouse  recently  purchased  and  con- 
structed for  such  county  and  also  purchase  necessarj'  implements 
and  stock  for  said  farm,  food  and  material  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  poor  in  such  almshouse  and  use  the  income  of  said  farm 
for  the  support  of  such  poor  and  sell  and  dispose  of  the  proceeds 
of  aaid  farm  not  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  inmates  of  said 
almshouse.  Such  superintendents  shall  make  an  itemized  esti- 
mate in  duplicate,  of  the  furniture,  equipment,  implements,  stock 
and  supplies  required  for  the  use  of  the  county  almshouse  and 
farm,  showing  the  amount  required  for  each  item ;  each  of  such 
duplicates  shall  be  signed  by  him  and  one  shall  be  filed  in  his 
office  and  be  open  to  public  inspection  and  one  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors. 

The  board  of  supervisors  shall  cause  the  total  amount  called 
for  by  such  estimates  to  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  contingent  expenses  of  the  county,  to  be 
paid  to  the  county  treasurer  and  to  be  by  him  kept  as  a  separate 
fund.  The  superintendent  of  the  poor  shall  pay  for  the  furniture 
and  equipment  purchased  by  him  as  above  provided,  by  his  order 
upon  the  county  treasurer,  to  be  paid  from  the  fund  so  raised. 

§  3.  No  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Montgom- 
ery shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise,  provisions,  clothing  or  any  other  article  or  thing 
whatsoever  furnished,  ordered  or  contracted  for  by  him  for  the 
use  of  or  at  the  poorhouse  for  the  poor  therein. 

§  4.  Except  as  othen^ise  provided  in  this  act,  the  provisions  of 
the  poor  law  and  of  other  general  laws  apply  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  poor  of  Montgomery  county  and  the  county  alms- 
house and  farm  of  such  county.

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  support  of  the  poor  of  Rensselaer  connty. 
Chapter  344,  Laws  of  1860. 

8e*'tion  1.  From  and  after  the  passtige  of  this  act,  the  two 
superintendents  of  the  poor  having  the  shortest  time  to  seiTe, 
shall  be  design'ated  auditing  superintendents,  and  shall  be  com- 
}>etent  to  do  no  other  acts  ot!icially^  nor  shall  do  any  other  acts 
officially  than  those  prescribed  in  this  act.  The  third  superin- 
tendent of  the  i>oor,  being  the  one  having  the  longest  term  to 
serve,  shall  be  designated  the  acting  superintendent  of  the  poor; 
shall  discharge  all  the  duties  required  by  law,  from  a  county 
superintendent  of  the  poor;  together  with  all  other  duties  re- 
quired by  this  act,  from  the  acting  superintendent  of  the  poor. 
Ajid  hereafter  there  shall  be  elected  at  the  general  election  pre- 
ceding the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  each  of  said  two 
first  named  superintendents  of  the  poor,  one  auditing  superin- 
tendent of  the  iK>or,  to  flli  that  office  for  three  years;  and  at  the 
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general  election  preceding  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  third 
named  su|>erintendeut  of  the  jKior,  there  shall  be  elected  one 
acting  superintendent  of  the  iKK)r,  who  shall  lill  that  oflSce  for 
three  years. 

The  term  of  office  of  the  present  acting"  superintendent  of  the 
poor,  Martin  P.  Defreest,  shall  end  and  terminate  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  Dwember,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
six,  and  the  term  of  office  of  Bai'cnt  I.  Van  Hoe»en,  one  of  the 
present  auditing  superintendents  of  the  i)oor,  shall  end  and  termi- 
nate on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dren  and  seventy-five;  and  the  term  of  office  of  Jonathan  Denni- 
son,  one  of  the  [)resent  auditing  superintendents  of  the  poor, 
shall  end  and  terminate  on  the  tinrty-first  day  of  Decembetr,  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six.  In  case  of  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  the  acting  superintendent  or  of  the  auditing  super- 
intendents, such  officer  shall  be  ele^'ted  for  the  full  term  of  three 
years,  at  the  general  election  in  said  county  of  Rensselaer,  next 
succeeding  the  happening  of  such  vacancy ;  and  in  the  meantime 
such  vacancy  shall  be  supplied  as  now  provided  by  law.  (Added 
by  cliapter  590  of  the  Laws  of  1875.) 

§  2.  The  acting  superintendent  of  the  i>oor  so  elected,  shall  give 
bail  in  the  amount  required  by  the  board  of  supervisors  from  a 
county  superintendent  of  the  poor,  and  his  bonds  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  said  board  as  now  required  by  law  in  such  case. 

§  3.  The  (acting  and)  auditing  superintendent*  of  the  poor 
shall,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  every  month,  meet  at  the  house 
of  industry,  or  the  office  of  the  acting  8ui>erintendent,  at  the 
court  house,  in  said  county,  and  then  and  there  audit,  examine 
and  allow,  or  disallow,  every  claim,  account,  bill  or  demand,  pre- 
sented by  the  acting  superintendent,  or  any  other  person  or  per- 
sons, against  the  acting  superintendent,  or  the  board  of  superin- 
tendents, for  the  support  of  the  county  poor,  or  for  any  service, 
subsistence,  supplies  or  maintenance  of  the  county  poor  of  said 
county,  or  for  the  sui)port  of  any  or  all  the  inmates  of  the  house 
of  industry. 

§  4.  They  shall  keep  a  book  in  the  office  of  the  acting  superin- 
tendent of  the  poor,  in  the  court  house,  in  Kensselaer  county,  in

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which  shall  be  entered  a  full  and  carrei^t  Blatement  of  ull  ai'ti- 
eles  purchased  for  the  rare,  siijiiiurl  jiud  oKaintenaEce  of  the  In- 
mates of  said  bou^e  of  iodiistrj  j  or  for  the  luanagenient  aod  culti- 
vation of  the  farm,  and  for  the  keeping  of  the  team  or  teams, 
cattle  and  etoi-k  upon  the  8ame»  together  with  the  name  of  the 
person  or  persons  of  whom  the  same  was  pur^haseil,  and  the 
price  thereof;  another  book  in  which  all  articles  sold  shall  be 
entered,  with  the  price,  names  of  the  purchasers  and  date  of  said 
purchase;  and  a  third  book  in  which  shall  he  entered  at  length 
every  contract,  whcUi«U'  writlt^n  c*r  verbal,  niid  the  names  of  the 
contracting  parties;  and  n  fourtii  book,  in  which  shall  be  entered 
the  name,  age,  sex,  previous  habits,  nativity,  lust  place  of  resi- 
dence  and  name  of  <'«muiiitling  ufhccr,  of  every  pauper  iumate, 
together  with  the  name  (►f  ibi*  town  or  city  to  which  they  are 
severally  chargeable, 

§  5.  The  said  books  shall  be  oi^en  for  the  examination  of  every 
taxpayer  of  said  county,  from  ten  o'cloi*k  in  the  morning  to  twelve 
at  noon,  and  from  one  till  four  o*clock  in  tlie  afternoon  of  every 
day  except  Hundays,  legal  holidays  and  election  days. 

§  6.  The  said  auditing  superintendents  shall  each  receive  four 
dollai's  7)cr  day  for  every  monthly  meeting  for  auditing  said 
accounts,  and  twenty  cents  for  every  mile  necessarily  traveled 
to  attend  said  meetings,  reckoning  only  one  way,  which  bills 
shall  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  as 
other  acc(niuts  are  idlowedj  and  no  more  than  eight  dollars  per 
month  and  said  travel  fees,  for  one  journey  shall  be  allowed-  (As 
anw7ided  by  chapter  4St>  of  the  Jaiws  of  ISihi.) 

§  7.  The  acting  sujierintendent  shall,  immediately  upon  the 
passage  of  this  act,  make  an  estimate  of  the  beef,  tioury  pork,  fuel 
of  all  kinds,  rice,  coffee,  tea,  sugar,  cloth,  clothing,  boots,  shoes, 
leather,  fish,  salt,  candles,  smip,  lumber,  grain,  seeds,  and  every 
other  article  of  use  or  subsistence,  the  annual  consumption  of 
which  at  the  house  of  industry  exceeds  twenty  five  dollars;  and 
shall  advertise  under  the  notice  of  **  proposals  for  supplies  at  the 
house  of  industry,"  for  twenty  days  in  two  daily  and  in  two 
weekly  newspapers^  having  the  largest  circulation,  jmblished  in 
the  county,  for  sealed  proposals  to  furnish  the  kind,  quality  and 
quantity  of  the  articles  of  subsistence,  estimated  to  he  needed  for 
the  keeping  of  inmates  of  the  said  house  of  industry  for  six 
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months;  and  at  the  end  of  every  six  months  the  said  acting  super- 
intendent shall  renew  the  said  estimate  and  advertisements.  No 
purchases  except  those  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  made  by 
the  said  acting  superintendent. 

§  8.  At  the  next  monthly  meeting  of  the  said  superintendents, 
after  the  expiration  of  the  said  twenty  days,  the  said  sealed  pro- 
posals shall  be  opened  by  the  said  acting  superintendent  in  the 
presence  of  at  least  one  of  the  auditing  superintendents,  and  the 
contract  or  contracts  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  or 
bidders,  who  shall  furnish  ample  security  for  the  performance  of 
the  said  contract  or  contracts.  A  guarantee  shall  accompany 
each  proposal,  signed  by  the  bidder  and  one  other  responsible 
party,  that  in  case  said  proposal  is  accepted,  said  bidder  will 
enter  into  contract  as  required,  and  in  case  said  contractor  shall 
fail  to  perform  his  contract,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  acting 
superintendent  forthwith  to  readvertise  for  the  supplies  called 
for  by  the  contract,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  seven  of 
this  act. 

§  9.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  for- 
bidding said  superintendent  from  purchasing  in  open  market 
such  articles  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  event  of  the  neglect  of  a 
contractor  or  contractors  to  comply  with  their  contracts,  nor 
from  purchasing  articles  not  required  to  be  purchased  by  contract. 

§  10.  The  board  of  superintendents  of  said  county  shall  appoint 
the  keeper  of  the  house  of  industry,  who  shall  Ik*  the  manager  of 
the  county  farm,  subject  to  the  general  directions  of  the  acting 
superintendent,  which  directions  the  acting  superintendent  shall 
communicate  in  writing  whenever  requested  so  to  do  by  the  said 
keeper,  and  said  board  shall  also  appoint  a  physician  and  all 
necessary  officers  and  servants  of  the  said  house  of  industry, 
and  said  keeper  and  physician  and  the  officers  and  servants  re- 
spectively shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  said 
board.  The  annual  salaries  of  the  said  acting  superintendent, 
keeper  and  physician  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  supervisors, 
and  shall  neither  be  increased  or  diminished  during  their  term 
of  office;  except  that  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of 
the  present  acting  superintendent,  and  thereafter,  the  acting 
superintendent  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  which  said  salary  shall  not  be  increased  or 
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diminished  diirinj^  the  term  for  wliirh  snid  artmg  superintendent 
shall  have  iK^en  elected.  Said  salnry  8hnl!  be  paid  monthly  the 
same  as  the  Ralarien  of  other  roiinty  offieers  are  paid.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  afliii^  siiperintendeiU  to  perfyrm  all  services 
which  he  is  or  shall  he  reqniiTd  or  authorized  by  law  to  perform 
by  virtue  of  or  by  reason  of  his  holding  such  office,  and  no  com- 
pen»afion»  payment  or  allowance  sliall  be  made  to  him  or  any 
other  person  for  performing  any  ser vires,  apjiertaining  to  the 
said  oflSee  of  acting  superintendent,  except  the  salary  aforesaid.

§  11.  No  money  shall  be  paid  nor  dmft  delivered  to  any  con- 
tractor or  to  any  other  pei'son  for  articles  furnished  under  the 
contract  tx^fore  mentioned  or  for  any  other  jjroiierty  furnished  by 
any  person  until  the  said  articles  sliall  have  been  actually  deliv- 
ered at  the  house  of  industry,  and  the  same  shall  have  been  exam- 
ined.  their  weight  or  measure  ascertained  by  Ihe  l%e<*per;  which 
delivery,  weight  and  measure  shall  be  verified  by  the  affidavit  of 
the  keefier,  which  sljall  state  that  at  date  then^>f  he  has  per- 
sonally received,  inspected  and  weighed  or  measured  such  arti* 
cles,  and  that  the  quantity  and  finality  is  correct  as  charged.

§  13.  The  county  treasurer  shall  pay  no  draft  for  and  in  behalf 
of  the  support  of  the  pm>r  t>f  the  county  of  Rensselaer,  unless  the 
same  shall  have  been  drawn  by  the  acting  superintendent  of  the 
said  county,  and  the  same  shall  have  Ix^en  counte.i'signed  by  at 
least  one  of  the  auditing  superintendents:  nor  shall  he  pay  any 
draft  of  said  superintendents,  except  to  discharge  a  liability  in- 
curred luirsuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.

§  16.  The  physician  to  the  said  house  of  industry*  shall  be  re- 
quired to  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  name,  age, 
sex,  nativity,  name  of  disease,  date  of  commencement,  date  of 
discbarge  and  termination  of  the  disease  of  every  pau[K'r  inmate  i-e- 
quiring  medical  attendance,  which  book  shall  be  subject  to  the 
control  and  inspection  of  the  board  of  superintendents. 

§  17.  At  the  commencement  of  every  annual  meeting  of  the 
board  of  supervisors,  the  said  superintendents  shall  report,  in  the 
manner  now  required  by  law,  their  doings  as  such  officers,  and 
shall  lay  upon  the  table  of  the  clerk  of  said  board  all  their  books, 
vouchers,  memorandums,  and  all  other  pa[)ers  i^lating  to  the 
administrations  of  the  affairs  of  said  house  of  industry,  together 
with  any  suggestions  they  may  see  ftt  to  make  for  its  improve- 
ment, or  the  condition  of  the  pau{>er  inmates  of  the  same.

TITLE  XIV. 

CITY  rUYSICIAN. 

§  1.  (Repealed  hy  chapter  580  of  the  Laws  of  1900.) 

§  2.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  visit  the  almshouse  at  least  once  in 
each  day,  to  attend  and  administer  medical  assistance  to  the  sick 
in  the  almshouse,  hospital,  ])e8thouse  and  other  i)ermanent  or 
temporary  buildings  now  or  hereafter  to  be  erected  on  the  alms- 
house  farm,  and  direct  the  manner  of  tn^atment  of  said  sick. 

^  3.  He  shall  have  i>ower  to  appoint  one  resident  physician  at 
a  salary  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  pay- 
isble  monthly,  from  the  fund  raised  for  the  support  of  the  alms- 
house, to  assist  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  at  said  alms- 
house or  hospital. 

^  4.  He  shall  report  on  the  first  day  of  every  month,  and  oftener 
if  he  deem  it  necessary,  in  writing,  to  the  mayor,  of  the  pauperism 
in  the  almshouse,  the  persons  admitted  to  the  pesthouse,  lunatic 
asylum  and  hospital,  when  sent  and  by  whom. 

TITLE  XV. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  ALMSHOUSE. 

§  1.  The  superintendent  of  the  almshouse  shall  reside  at  the 
almshouse  in  the  city  of  Albany  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  a  year,  and  shall  provide  his  own 
table  and  that  of  his  assistants  who  reside  at  the  almshouse,  from 
the  money  appropriated  to  the  support  of  the  almshouse.    He 
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sball  give  Ills  iiTi<3ivi<leil  perscmal  attentiofi  to  the  duties  of  his 
office  and  shalJ  Im:^  engnged  in  no  other  trade,  business,  occupatiou 
'  or  emplojDient. 

§  2,  He  shall  Invve  the  rharge,  <;aii"  aiid  iMintrul  of  the  poor  and 
insane  cainmitted  to  (he  almj^house  and  of  fhe  real  and  personal 
property  now  usid  for  hiwIi  ptirposos,  and  of  the  farm  and  appiir- 
tenanees  thereto  belonging:  and  appertaining.  And  all  persons 
arrested  n[ton  the  ehar^  of  iii»anity  shall  be  s*mt  forthwith  to 
and  confined  in  the  asyhini  attaehed  to  the  Albany  almshouse^ 
and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  tiie  superintendent  of  the  alms- 
house to  transfer  the  said  [ier*<on  or  persons  to  an<l  from  the  said 
asyhim  when  directed  so  tu  do  by  eiHier  of  the  police  majristrate^ 
or  the  chief  of  police. 

§  3.  All  moneys  appropriated  to  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  the  almshouse  in  the  city  of  Alliany  shall  be  i>aid  over  to  the 
chamberlain  of  the  i-itv  u(  Albany,  who  shall  pay  the  same  out 
only  after  an  investigation  and  ainlii,  by  tlie  board  of  audit,  as 
hereinbefore  [irovided,  of  the  claims  (jcesented,  and  after  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  superintendent  shall  have  been  given  as  hereinafter 
provided  for. 

g  1,  Said  suju'rintendcnt  s^hall  apptdni  a  deputy,  wilh  the  ap* 
proval  of  the  mayor,  who  shall  rei^eive  a  salary  at  the  rate  of  one 
t!ious;ind  two  hundred  dollars  a  year»  and  a  clerk  who  shall 
receive  a  like  salary.  The  said  deputy  ami  f  lerk  shall  hold  iheir 
positions  during  the  jdeasure  of  the  superintendent.  The  said 
clerk  shall  have  his  ollice  in  the  rooms  assigned  to  and  nccupied 
by  the  overst^er  of  the  poor  in  the  city  of  Albany.  The  su|»erin 
teudent  of  the  almshouse  sball  also  have  i^ower  to  employ  surh 
assistants  as  will  enable  him  to  execute  the  duties  of  bis  offii-e. 
whose  respective  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  him  at  a  sum 
not  excee^iing  in  the  aggregate  six  thousand  dollars  per  aonum. 
t.is  amended  hi/  chapter  302  of  the  Laws  of  1885,  and  chapter 
91  of  the  Laws  of  im3,) 

§  5.  He  shall  also  employ;  as  far  as  possible  and  without  com- 
pensation to  them,  the  jianpers  confined  in  the  almshouse,  espe* 
cially  Id  the  cultivation  of  the  poorhouse  farm.  Tt  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  superintendent  to  purchase  all  supplies  for  the  alms- 
house in  such  quantities,  at  such  times  and  from  such  persons  as 
he  »hall  decide  to  be  most  for  the  interests  of  the  cit;y ;   and  he 
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shall  Filiate  the  coimuiti|»tion  ami  dU(ribptiuri  of  the  f^anie,  and 
direi-t  the  doing  of  all  work  and  the  makiuj^  of  all  n^jwiirs  iiirid^iit 
to  the  duties  of  his  oilice  and  the  i-aiv  of  the  prui»erlv  coaiinitted 
to  his  charge. 

§  6.  All  claims  for  smh  supidieH  and  ulher  exfienditurvs  bv  hiiii 
Bhall  he  presented  ai*  hert*inlH»fore  |irovidetl ;  i>n»\ide(l.  ht^wfvor, 
that  no  BUih  acronnt  sshall  be  audited  or  jmi«l  niih-fiH  it  »hall  be 
accompanied  bv  a  certificate  of  the  mi|w^rin1endeiit  to  the  effect 
that  the  work  chargt»d  for  therein  has  lw*en  actnally  done  and  the 
materials  nientioneil  tlierein  have  been  atlnally  fiirnit*hefl.  and 
that  such  work  and  laaledals  were  reasonably  worth  the  price 
charged  therefor.  The  bill  or  claim  shall  tie  verified  by  the  claim- 
ant as  other  l»ills  are  required  to  be, 

§  7*  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tht*  HUiM'rintemlent  of  (he  alni«house 
to  make  a  quarterly  statement  to  the  (oninion  rounciK  showing, 
in  tabulated  form,  the  age,  sex.  nationality  and  nnndK^r  of  pan 
|ier8.  insane  and  sick  in  the  olinshinme,  eacti  day  of  the  monilh 
the  total  number  of  weeks*  board  and  lodging  furnish*^  in  the 
alii)8bou6e,  almehouge  asylum  and  almshouse  hos[jital  resftect* 
ivel3%  and  the  coat  per  day  of  maintaining  each  pauper,  patient 
and  insane  f»er8on  in  the  alnishoust\  The  (piantity  and  quality 
of  each  kind  of  food  and  provisions  iised  in  the  almshouse,  and 
the  price  therefor,  and  the  persons  or  firms  from  whom  the  sev- 
eral articles  were  purchased*  The  kind  and  amount  of  repairs 
made,  and  by  whom  the  same  were  made,  and  the  cost  thereof.

public,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  t!ie  i^ud  (>vens«?tT  diligently  to  invea- 
tigate  and  inquire  ns  to  tbe  antecedents  of  such  ij^rson,  whether 
he  or  she  has  any  relatives  legally  bound  to  support  such  person, 
what  his  or  her  last  plare  of  residence  waSy  and  from  what  place 
he  or  &he  came  into  Albany  rounty,  and  for  what  time  he  or  she 
has  resided  or  bc>en  in  Albany  county*  All  of  which  facte, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  relief  granted  or  of  the  disposi- 
tion made  of  the  case,  shall  be  entered  fully  in  a  hook  to  be  kept 
by  the  siiid  overseer  of  the  poor,  in  which  i^hall  be  also  entered  the 
name,  nationality,  rolor  and  age  of  such  person.  If  it  shall 
appear  that  such  {►erson  has  relatives  legally  bound  to  care  for 
and  su]>itort  him  or  her,  the  overseer  of  the  [N>or  shall  take  pro- 
ceedings to  compel  them  to  sup|tort  such  pei'son.  If  from  such 
Inveetigation  and  imjuiry  it  shiill  appesir  that  such  person  has  no 
legal  settlement  in  Albany  county,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  over- 
seer of  the  poor,  as  so^jn  ap  tht*  condiHon  of  the  applicant  will 
permit,  to  take  such  pnHeedings  as  are  authorized  by  law  to  re- 
lieve Albany  county  from  his  or  her  care  ami  support.  He  shall 
have  power,  by  a  commitment  in  writing,  to  send  to  the  several 
hospitals  of  the  city  (►f  Albany  s^uth  of  the  sick  |>oor  as  he  may 
think  proper,  provided  that  (he  expense  of  their  care  and  support 
in  such  hospitals  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  appropriated  for 
sm"h  purpose;  and  such  hospitals  shall  be  paid  quarterly,  upon 
the  certiticate  of  said  over^-er,  accompanied  by  the  commitment 
and  an  affidavit  of  the  |U'oper  otik'er  or  agent  of  the  hospital, 
showing  the  date  when  each  person  was  received  and  the  date 
when  each  jierson  died  or  was  discharged,  and  the  time  during 
which  eacli  person  was  caretl  for  therein,  such  sum  per  week  as 
luay  be  agreed  upon  by  ssiid  overseer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  of  the  city,  with  each  of  said  hospitals,  for  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  sick  poor  conflded  to  their  care.  It  shall  fur 
ther  be  the  duty  of  each  hospital  to  notify  the  said  overseer  of  the 
poor,  in  writing,  of  the  date  of  the  death  or  discharge  of  each 
person  committed  to  it  under  the  provisions  of  this  title,  within 
twenty*four  hours  after  such  death  or  discharge,  and  for  a  neglect 
to  do  so  shall  forfeit  any  claim  for  compensation  for  caring  for

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§  4.  The  said  overseer  shall  have  power,  within  the  limit  of  the 
amount  allowed  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  title,  to  give 
relief  to  the  poor  in  cases  of  temporary  emergency,  but  not  in 
continuous  or  periodic  aid  or  support  of  such  poor,  and  no  sum 
exceeding  ten  dollars  shall  be  paid  or  applied  to  the  use  of  any  one 
person  or  his  or  her  family  in  any  one  year,  until  the  special  cir- 
cumstances of  such  case  have  each  time,  when  further  aid  or 
assistance  is  aflTorded,  been  presented  in  writing  to  the  mayor  of 
said  city,  and  he  has  indorsed  thereon  his  approval  thereof; 
whenever  it  shall  api>ear  to  said  overseer  that  any  person  apply- 
ing for  relief  is  in  such  condition  as  that  such  person  cannot  pro- 
vide for  himself  or  herself,  or  his  or  her  family,  and  in  the  judg- 
ment of  such  overseer  he  or  she  can  be  more  comfortably  sup- 
ported at  the  almshouse,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  overseer  to 
commit  and  cause  the  removal  of  such  person  and  his  or  her 
family  to  the  said  almshouse  or  other  proper  place.  (As  amended 
by  chapter  302  of  the  Laws  of  1885.)

§  6.  The  said  overseer  shall  make  monthly,  to  the  common  coun- 
cil, a  just,  full  and  true  report  and  account  to  be  verified  by  him 
of  all  moneys  and  property  coming  into  his  hands,  and  of  the 
manner  of  the  expenditure  and  disposition  thereof,  and  if  any 
part  of  said  expenditures  are  in  ooal  oi'ders  or  store  orders,  the 
amount  of  coal  orders  and  store  orders  shall  be  stated  and  the 
names  of  the  persons  who  are  therein  required  to  furnish  the  sup- 
plies. He  shall  also  separately  state  the  amount  represented  by 
orders  issued  more  than  three  months  prior  to  such  report  which 
are  outstanding  at  the  date  thereof,  and  the  amount  represented 
by  outstanding  orders  issued  within  the  three  months  preceding 
the  date  of  such  report.  No  orders  shall  be  issued  on  any  store 
or  place  in  which  liquors  are  sold  by  the  glass;  and  no  orders 
shall  be  issued  in  excess  of  the  amount  for  which  the  overseer's 
requisitions  have  been  allowed,  after  deducting  from  such  amount 
all  other  expenses,  disbursements  and  liabilities  contracted  to  be 
paid  therefrom.  The  overseer  shall  retain  in  his  hands  sufficient 
money  to  pay  such  orders  until  the  end  and  expiration  of  three 
months  after  the  date  of  their  issue,  and  thereafter  he  shall,  at

TITLE  IV. 

§  36.  The  overseer  of  tlu^  poor  in  oflice  when  this  act  take 
effect  shall  hold  his  (dli<e  until  the  thirty-tirst  day  of  December, 
nineteen  hnndrrd  and  three,  and  until  his  HUt'ceBwc»r  Hhall  have 
bet^n  rhrisen  and  tjua lilies  as  h**rein  iirovided»  At  the  mei*ting  of 
the  common  council  <tn  the  tirst  Monday  in  January,  nineteen 
hundred  and  four,  and  every  sei-ond  year  thereafler,  the  common 
council  shall  apjioint  one  overftf*er  of  the  poor  for  the  term  of 
two  years.

hercinliefore  }»rovided.  He  shall,  subject  to  the  provi8i"on8  of 
this  art,  have  Hie  same  power,  perform  the  same  duties,  and  be 
Bubject  to  the  same  restrieHouH  and  liabilities  ns  ovei-sc^er  of  the 
poor  in  any  town  in  Cliemuni^  county.  lie  shall  keep  his  oftice 
ill  some  central  and  convenient  fiart  of  the  city,  to  be  appmved 
by  the  common  council,  and  shall,  at  the  lirst  regular  meeting 
of  the  common  rfmmil  in  each  month,  report  to  it  in  detail  all 
expenses,  a|»prr>]ui;iti<>ns  and  allowiinces  made  by  liiuj  as  such 
otiici'r  during  (he  preccdin^^  ujonth,  which  rejiiu't  shall  Sf»e«;ify 
the  name  of  each  jiei'son  relieved,  witli  the  quantity  and  price  of 
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each  article  furnished,  aud  from  whom  obtained.  (As  amended 
hp  chapter  371  of  the  Laws  of  1805  and  chapter  8  of  the  Laws  of 
1903.) 

§  3(i.  The  oveiTseer  of  the  poor  for  tlie  city  of  Elmira,  shall,  by 
virtue  of  his  office,  i)osse8s  all  the  powers  and  authority  of  over- 
seers of  the  i>oor  of  the  several  towns  of  this  state  in  relation  to 
the  support  and  relief  of  indigent  |)ersons,  the  binding  out  of 
children,  the  safe  keeping  and  can^  of  lunatics,  the  care  of  habitual 
drunkards,  the  binding  and  contracting  for  the  service  of  disor- 
derly i)ersons,  the  supiMirt  of  baKtards,  and  proceedings  to  charge 
the  fathers  and  mothers  of  su<-h  liastards,  and  all  such  other 
[lowers  as  are  conferred  on  overseers  of  the  poor  in  the  respective 
towns  of  this  state,  and  shall  he  subject  to  the  same  duties,  obli- 
gations and  liabilities. 

§  37.  All  charges  and  accounts  against  said  city  for  services 
rendennl,  acts  dcme  or  means  furnished  under  and  by  virtue  of 
the  two  preceding  se<'tions,  shall  l)e  audited  by  the  supervisors 
of  said  city,  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  time  similar  accounts 
a»re  audited  in  the  several  towns  of  Chemung  county,  by  the 
respective  town  boards,  and  all  accounts  proi)erly  chargeable 
against  the  county  of  Chemung  shall  be  audited  by  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  said  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  accounts  of 
towns  and  town  officers  are  by  them  audited  and  allowed. 

§  38.  Said  overseer  of  the  |M)or  shall  receive  such  annual  com- 
I)ensation  or  salary  as  the  <<)mmon  council  of  the  city  shall  deter- 
mine.

Section  180.  Anpoininieol  of  ciMnniiBsioner*— On  or  before  the 
firtst  dny  of  May  sue*  eeding  the  first  election  under  this  act,  the 

mayor  shall  ajipoint  a  roiiiuiisHioner  of  charities,  who  shall  hold 
his  office  until  \U*^  tiivsl  dny  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and 
four.  Thereafter,  file  incoming  mayor  shall,  on,  or  ten  days  prior 
to,  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  even  numbered  year,  appoint 
his  successor  for  tlu^  term  of  two  yeiir^. 

§  181.  Powers  and  duties  iif  couimissiouer  of  charities.— Except 
as  provided  by  this  act,  the  commissioner  of  charities  of  the  city 
of  Fulton  shall,  within  the  city  of  Fulton,  have  and  exercise 
the  same  power's  and  dim-harge  the  same  duties  to  the  exclusion 
of  any  othtr  oOif  er,  as  overst'crs  of  the  po«or  in  towns.  The  com* 
missioner  of  charities  of  the  city  of  Fulton  shall  also,  by  virtue 
of  his  office,  ptissess  all  the  powers  and  authority  of  overseers  of 
the  f»oor  of  the  several  towns  of  tlie  stiite  in  relation  to  the  sup- 
port and  relief  of  indi^^eul  persons,  the  binding  out  of  children, 
the  care  of  habitual  drunkards,  the  supiMirt  of  bastards  and  pro- 
ceedings to  charge  the  fathers  and  mothers  of  such  bastards,  and 
shall  have  all  such  other  [lowcrs  as  are  conferred  on  overseers 
of  the  poor  in  the  resj.ective  towns  of  the  slate,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  duties,  obligations  and  liabilities.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  commissi  oner  to  visit  the  poor  of  said  city  at 
their  several  places  of  ahoile,  and  examine  into  their  circum- 
stances, and  ascertain  to  what  extent  they  are,  or  nmy  he,  in  need 
and  entitled  to  pernmnent  or  temporary  relief  or  medical  attend- 
ance. No  i»l]ysician  otfier  tlum  Ihe  4'ity  physician  shall  be  em- 
ployed by  Ihe  connuissioner  of  t  harities  to  attend  the  poor  of  said 
city,  unless  otherwise  authorized  or  directed  by  the  common 
council.  The  commissioner  of  charities  shall  have  power  to  ad- 
minister oaths  to,  and  examine  under  oath,  any  person  applying 
to  liim  for  relief;  and  fal^^  swc^iring  during  such  examination 
sliall  be  deemed  wilful  iH?rjury.  The  commissioner  shall  issue 
written  orders  for  all  meals,  provisions  and  supplies  furnished  to 
I  the  poor  of  said  city. 
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§  182.  Monthly  repart  of  commissioner. — The  commissioner  of 
charities,  at  the  firat  regular  meeting  of  the  common  council  in 
each  montli,  shall  under  oath  report  in  detail  to  the  common  coun- 
cil all  expenditures,  temporary  relief,  medical  attendance,  and 
allowance  made  by  him  as  such  commissioner  during  the  month 
preceding,  which  report  shall  specify  the  name  and  place  of  abode 
of  each  person  relieved,  the  quantity  and  price  per  pound,  or 
otherwise  as  the  <*a8e  may  be,  of  each  article  furnished  or  ordered, 
and  from  whom  obtained;  said  i*eport  shall  also  contain  the 
names  and  places  of  abode  of  all  ])er9ons  to  whom  meals  or  lodg- 
ings have  been  furnished,  the  number  of  such  meals  and  lodgings, 
from  whom  obtained,  or  by  whom  furnished,  and  the  cost  of  the 
same.    Said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk. 

§  183.  Common  council  to  audit  accounts. — All  charges  and 
accounts  against  said  city  for  services  rendered,  acts  done,  or 
meals,  provisions  or  supplies  furnished,  under  the  direction  of 
the  commissioner  of  charities  of  said  city,  or  for  medicines  fur- 
nished by  order  of  the  city  physician,  shall  be  made  out  in  items, 
duly  verified,  by  the  persons  entitled  to  the  payment  therefor, 
and  presented  to  the  common  council  at  the  first  regular  meeting 
of  said  council  in  each  month,  for  all  claims  iind  demands  in- 
curred or  which  may  have  accrued  during  the  preceding  month; 
all  such  claims,  accounts  and  charges,  shall,  if  approved,  be 
audited  by  the  common  council,  and  paid  from  the  poor  fund 
of  said  city. 

§  184.  Commissioners  not  to  be  interested  in  purchases. — The 
commissioner  of  charities  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  fur- 
nish to  any  person  any  groceries,  provisions,  fuel,  medicines  or 
property  belonging  to  himself,  or  in  which  he  shall  have  an 
interest  or  be  interested,  nor  shall  he  receive  any  commission 
upon  or  for  any  goods  or  articles  of  relief  furnished,  or  on  any 
orders  given  by  him  for  any  such  goods  or  articles  or  relief  fur- 
nished. For  any  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section,  said 
commissioner  shall  be  removed  from  office  by  the  mayor,  and  he 
shall  forfeit  to  said  city  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for 
every  such  violation. 

§  185.  Penalties. — Any  violation  to  whom  relief  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  the  commissioner  of  charities,  or  the  city  physician, 
who  shall  sell  or  exchange  any  article  or  property  so  fumirfied, 
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for  intoxicatiug  liquor,  or  for  money,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor; and  any  person  who  shall  exchange  intoxicating  liquor 
for  any  article  so  furnished  as  relief  or  charity,  knowing  the 
same  to  have  been  thus  furnished  to  such  person  as  a  poor  per- 
son, shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  186.  Liquor  not  to  be  sold  to  city  poor. — Any  person  who 
shall,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  sell,  or  give  away,  to  any 
person  who  is  wholly  or  i)artinlly  a  charge  upon  the  department 
of  charities  of  the  city,  any  intoxicating  liquor,  shall  forfeit  a 
I)enalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  by  the  city  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  fund,  and 
in  addition  thereto  shall  he  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

The  board  shall  have  the  i)Ower  to  determine  and  prescribe 
its  own  rules  of  procedure  and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  its 
department,  and  shall  convene  in  such  regular  or  special  meeting 
as  shall  be  necessary  to  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties 
imposed  upon  it. 

§  76.    The  board  of  charities  shall  have  all  the  powers  now 
conferred  and  imi>osed  upon  overseers  of  the  poor  of  towns  in 
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the  county  of  Ontario,  and  shall  have  such  other  powers  and 
duties,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  the 
other  laws  of  this  state,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  ordinances 
of  the  common  council.  The  board  of  charities  shall  appoint,  to 
hold  <^ce  during  its  pleasure,  an  agent  who  shall  receive  com-

control  of  the  board,  dispense  alms  and  relief  to  the  poor  within 
the  city,  and  administer  any  charities  committed  to  the  juris- 
diction of  the  board.  {As  amended  hi/  chaptn^  614  of  the  Laws 
of  1899.) 

§  77.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  give  a  bond  in  such  form, 
for  such  amount,  and  with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  board  of  charities  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  examine,  under  oath,  any 
person  applying  for  relief. 

§  78.  Any  person  to  whom  relief  shall  be  furnished  by  such 
board,  who  shall  sell  or  exchange  any  article  or  property  fur- 
nished him  by  the  board  for  intoxicating  liquor  or  for  money, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  and  any  person  who  shall 
exchange  intoxicating  liquor  for  any  article  so  furnished  as  relief 
or  charity,  knowing  the  same  to  have  l)een  thus  furnished  to 
such  person  as  a  poor  person,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  tliis  aet  the  commissioner  of 
charities  of  the  city  of  Glovei'sville  shall  have  and  exercise  within 
said  city  the  same  powers  and  dischjirge  the  same  duties  to  the

common  council. 

§  231.  Disburneuient  of  funds. — The  conunissioner  of  charities 
shall  disburse  the  funds  for  the  aid  of  the  poor  of  said  city  by 
orders  signed  by  himself  and  drawn  upon  the  chamberlain  of  the 
city,  and  all  provisions  of  this  act  i*elating  to  the  orders  of  the 
common  council  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  be  applicable  to  the 
orders  of  the  commissioner  of  charities. 

§  232.  Commissioner  not  lo  be  interested  in  furnishing  supplies, 
et  cetera. — The  commissioner  of  charities  shall  not,  directly  or 
indirectly,  furnish  to  any  person  wlmtever.  any  groceries,  pro- 
visions, fuel,  medicines,  or  pro|>erty  belonging  to  himself,  or  in 
which  he  shall  have  an  interest,  or  be  interested;  nor  shall  he  be 
interested  in  any  contract  for  the  i>urchasing  of  such  groceries, 
provisions,  medicines,  fuel,  or  pi-operty;  nor  shall  he  receive  any 
commissions  ujion  or  for  any  goods  or  articles  or  relief  furnished; 
or  on  any  ordere  given  by  him  for  any  such  goods,  articles,  or 
relief;  and  for  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section  said  com- 
missioner shall  be  removed  from  office  by  the  common  council, 
and  he  shall  forfeit  to  said  city  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  every  such  violation. 

§  233.  Report  of  balance  of  charities  fund. — The  chamberlain 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  upon  the  retjuest  of  the  commissioner 
of  charities,  report  to  him  the  amount  of  any  balance  that  may 
be  in  his  hands  to  the  credit  of  the  charities  fund  of  said  city. 

§  234.  Employment  of  physicians. — The  commissioner  of  chari- 
ties shall  not  employ  any  physician  other  than  those  appointed 
bv  the  common  council.

l)ecome  vacant,  and  the  mayor  shall  forthwith  appoint  another  in 
his  place. 

§  192.  The  commission  of  public  charities  is  hereby  invested 
with  all  the  powers  and  duties  now  or  hereafter  to  be  prescribed 
and  provided  by  the  general  statutes  of  the  state  of  New  York, 
relating  to  ovei-seers  of  the  poor  in  towns,  so  far  as  the  same 
are  applicabje  find  nof  inconsistent  with  this  act.

and  at  a  salary  not  exceeding  the  rate  of  five  hundred  dollars 
yer  year,  which  shall  be  a  city  charge  and  paid  out  of  the  city 
poor  relief  fund.

Section  220.  Powers  and  duties  of  the  commissioner  of  chari- 
ties.— Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  act,  the  commissioner 
of  charities  of  the  city  of  Johnstown,  shall  have  and  exercise 
within  the  city  of  Johnstown  the  same  powei-s  and  discharge  the 
same  duties,  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other  officer,  as  overseers  of 
the  poor  in  the  several  towns,  except  the  town  of  Johnstown,  in 
Fulton  county.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  to  visit  the 
poor  of  the  city  at  their  several  places  of  abode  and  examine 
into  their  circumstances,  and  ascertain  to  what  extent  they  are 
or  may  be  in  need  and  entitled  to  permanent  or  temporary  relief. 
The  said  commissioner  shall  require  all  persons  making  applica- 
tion for  relief  to  make  such  aj)plication  in  writing,  which  shall 
be  preserved  by  said  commissioner,  and  at  the  end  of  each  month 
all  such  applications  made  during  the  month  shall  be  filed  with 
the  city  clerk.  The  commissioner  of  charities  shall  have  power 
to  administer  oaths  and  examine  under  oath  any  person  applying 
to  him  for  relief,  and  false  swearing  during  such  examination 
shall  be  deemed  wilful  perjury.  For  all  purposes  relating  to  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  the  poor,  the  city  of  Johnstown  shall 
be  deemed  one  of  the  towns  of  Fulton  county.  The  commissioner 
shall  issue  written  orders  for  all  means,  provisions  and  supplies 
furnished  to  the  poor  of  said  city.  He  shall  not  employ  any 
physician  other  than  the  city  physician  appointed  by  the  common 
council. 

§  221.  Monthly  reports  of  commissioner. — Said  commissioner 
shall  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  common  council  in  each 
month,  report  to  the  common  council  under  oath  in  detail,  all 
appropriations,  expenditures,  temporary  relief  and  allowances 
made  by  him  as  such  commissioner  during  the  month  preceding, 
wiiich  rei)ort  shall  specify  the  name  and  place  of  abode  of  each 
person  relieved,  the  quality,  quantity  and  price  per  pound,  or 
others  ise  as  the  case  may  l>e.  of  each  article  ordered  or  furnished, 
and  from  whom  obtained ;  said  report  shall  also  contain  the  names 
and  places  of  abode  of  all  persons  to  whom  meals  or  lodgings 
have  been  furnished,  the  number  of  such  meals  and  lodgings,  from 
whom  obtained,  or  by  whom  furnished,  and  the  cost  of  the  same. 
Said  report  shall  be  filed  Avith  the  city  clerk. 
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§  222.  Common  council  shall  audit  and  pay  accounts. — All 
charges  and  accounts  against  said  city  for  services  rendered,  acts 
done,  or  means,  provisions  or  supplies  furnished  under  the  direc- 
tions of  the  commissioner  of  charities  of  said  city  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  made  out  in  items,  duly 
verilied,  by  the  persons  entitled  to  the  payment  therefor,  and  pre- 
sented to  the  common  council  at  the  Urst  regular  meeting  of  said 
council  in  each  month,  for  all  claims  and  demands  incurred  or 
which  may  have  accrued  during  the  preceding  month.  All  such 
claims,  accounts  and  charges  shall  be  credited  by  the  common 
council  and  paid  from  the  poor  fund  of  said  city  by  the  cham- 
berlain upon  the  warrants  of  the  mayor,  countersigned  by  the 
clerk. 

§  223.  Commissioner  not  to  be  interested  in  purchases. — ^The 
commissioner  of  charities  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  furnish 
to  any  person,  any  groceries,  provisions,  fuel,  medicines  or  prop- 
erty belonging  to  himself,  or  in  which  he  shall  have  an  interest 
or  be  interested,  nor  shall  he  be  interested  in  any  contract  for 
the  purchase  of  such  groceries,  provisions,  medicines,  fuel  or  prop- 
erty; nor  shall  he  receive  any  commissions  upon  or  for  any  goods 
or  articles  or  I'clicf  furnish*  d,  or  on  any  orders  given  by  him  for 
any  such  goods,  articles  or  relief.  For  any  violation  of  any  pro- 
visions of  this  section  siiid  commissioner  shall  be  removed  from 
office  by  the  mayor,  and  he  shall  forfeit  to  said  city  a  penalty' 
of  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  violation. 

§  224.  Commissioner  to  sue  for  i>c»nalties. — The  commissioner 
of  charities  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  sue  for 
and  recover,  in  the  name  and  for  the  l)enefit  of  the  city  of  Johns- 
town, all  fines  and  i)enaltjcs  im]>o8ed  by  the  general  excise  laws 
of  the  state,  recoverable  by  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  for  the 
violation  thereof  within  the  city,  and  all  such  penalties  shall  be 
paid  to  the  chamberlain  and  credited  to  the  i)Oor  fund  of  said 
city.  The  policemen  of  said  city  are  hereby  charged  with  the 
duty  of  seeing  that  said  excise  laws  are  obeyed  and  observed, 
and  to  report  in  writing  to  the  commissioner  of  charities  each 
and  every  violation  thereof,  with  the  names  and  places  of  abode 
of  the  witnesses,  and  to  assist  said  commissioner  in  the  prosecu- 
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tioii  of  all  actions  broujrht  by  him  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines 
and  penalties. 

jj  225.  Supervisor  may  be  appointed  commissioner. — The  mayor 
of  said  city  may  in  his  discretion  appoint  one  of  the  supervisors 
of  said  city  as  commissioner  of  charities  for  said  city.

Section  75.  The  commissioners  of  the  almshouse  in  office,  and 
their  successors,  shall  constitute  a  department  of  the  city  govern- 
ment and  be  designated  **  the  commissioners  of  the  almshouse  of 
the  city  of  Kingston,-'  and  may  sue  and  be  sued  by  that  title  as 
if  a  corporation.  The  term  of  office  of  commissioner  shall  be 
three  years.  Appointments,  in  case  of  vacancy  therein,  shall  be 
for  the  unexpired  term  and  at  the  expiration  of  a  term  for  three 
years. 

§  7G.  Such  department  shall  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  man- 
agement of  the  poor  who  are  by  law  chargeable  against  said  city; 
the  power  and  authority  vested  in  overeeers  of  the  poor  of  town 
and  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  counties,  except  as  modified 
by  this  act;  have  possession  and  be  custodian  of  the  almshouse 
and  all  property  therein  contained  and  all  lands,  premises  and 
improvements  thereon  which  may  hereafter  be  acquired  for  the 
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maintenance  of  the  poor.  The  title  of  such  lands  shall  vest  in 
the  city  of  Kingston  and  the  commissioners  of  the  almshouse  are 
directed  within  thirty  days  after  the  imssage  of  this  act,  to  con- 
vey to  said  city  all  lands  and  i)remi8es  to  which  they  have 
acquired  title. 

§  77.  Such  department^may : 

1.  Appoint  one  of  said  commissioners  president;  establish  rules

4.  Contract  with  the  city  of  Kingston  hospital  for  the  medical 
and  surgical  treatment  of  the  city  poor  thereat  and  exi>eml  there- 
for forty-five  hundred  dollars  j>er  annum,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary.  (As  amended  hy  ch<ipter  91  of  the  Laics  of 
1900.) 

5.  Prosecute  all  actions  and  proceedings  maintainable  by  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  towns  and  superintendents  of  the  poor  of 
counties.  Bonds  required  by  law  in  bastardy  proceedings  and 
in  relation  to  bastards  shall  be  given  to  said  department. 

6.  Prosecute  actions  and  proceedings  to  recover  against  any 
municipality  the  amount  expended  by  it  in  supporting  and  main- 
taining any  poor  person  properly  chargeable  to  such  municipality. 

7.  Appoint  such  competent  practicing  physicians  as  may  be 
necessary  to  render  surgical  and  medical  services  to  the  city  poor. 

8.  Prosecute  actions  and  proceedings  to  compel  the  relatives 
of  poor  persons  to  support  them  or  i-ecover  the  amount  expended 
for  the  same. 

§  78.  The  superintendent  of  the  almshouse  shall  keep  an  office, 
to  be  provided  by  the  department,  which  shall  be  oi)en  and  accessi- 
ble to  all  persons  having  business  therein  at  such  hours  as  the 
rules  determine.    He  shall  attend  the  meeting  of  the  commission- 
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era  of  the  almshouse;  be  the  secretary  thereof  and  keep  the  record 
thereof;  keep  an  account  of  the  rect?ipts  aod  disburseuients  of 
the  depailmeDt^  including  warrants  drawn  upon  the  treasury,  the 
number  and  amounts  thereof;  the  names  of  pei'sons  relieved,  the 
manner  and  date  thereof;  prepare  the  annual  report  of  the  de- 
partment and  such  other  reports  as  may  be  required  of  it;  carry 
into  effect  the  order  and  directions  of  the  department  and  per- 
form all  other  duties  lawfully  i*equired  of  him. 

§  7D.  The  department  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  November  of 
each  year,  prepare  a  report  showing  an  exact  and  accurate  ac- 
count of  all  moneys  received  by  it  during  the  preceding  year;  all 
exi>enditure8  for  the  same  period  of  time  and  the  reason  for  such 
expenditures;  to  whom  paid;  the  number  of  persons  admitted  to 
and  discharged  from  the  almshouse;  tlie  number  of  persons  sup- 
plied with  outdoor  relief;  the  cost  thei^eof  and  of  keeping  the 
almshouse.  The  report  shall  be  signed  and  verified  by  the  com- 
missioners and  sujierintendentj  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk 
and  published  in  the  official  papers. 

§  80.  The  department  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  November  of 
each  year,  furnish  the  mayor  with  a  written  statement  of  the 
balance  to  the  credit  of  the  department  and  an  estimate  of  the 
amount,  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  which  will  be 
required  for  the  support  of  the  poor  of  said  city  for  the  ensuing 
year.  Fuch  statement  shall  be  signed  by  the  commissioners  and 
presented  by  the  mayor  to  the  common  council  together  with 
other  city  estimates.  The  common  council  may  reduce  such  esti- 
mate, or  approve  the  same  as  presented,  and  w^hen  approved  the 
amount  thereof  shall  be-  levied  and  collected  the  same  as  other 
city  taxes. 

§  81.  The  said  city,  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  within  its 
limits  and  caiTying  into  effect  the  law  for  support  and  relief  of 
indigent  persons,  deaf-mutes^  blind,  insane  and  idiotic  persons 
of  said  city  shall  be  a  separate  and  distinct  district.  The  city 
shall  not  hereafter  be  Bubject  to  any  quota  of  county  charges  for 
the  support  of  such  persons,  nor  shall  any  i>ortion  of  the  county 
of  Ulster,  witimut  the  limits  of  mid  city  be  taxed  or  required 
to  contribute  to  the  support  of  such  persons  within  said  dty. 
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the  county  of  Ontario,  and  slitill  have  such  other  powers  and 
duties,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  the

§  192.  The  commission  of  public  charities  is  hereby  invested 
with  all  the  powers  and  duties  now  or  hereafter  to  be  prescribed 
and  provided  by  the  general  statutes  of  the  state  of  New  York, 
relating  to  ovei*seers  of  the  i)oor  in  towns,  so  far  as  the  same 
are  applicable  find  not  inconsistent  with  this  act.

shall  be  paid  to  such  ovei-seer  out  of  the  city  poor  relief  fund*  w*hen 
such  poor  person  is  a  city  charge;  but  if  a  county  charge,  the  over- 
seer shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  amount  thereof  from  the  county 
Ireasrurer,  to  be  by  him  charged  to  the  county,  but  no  greater  sum 
than  tw^enty  dollars  shall  be  contracted  for,  expended  or  paid 
by  him  for  the  relief  of  any  one  poor  person  or  family,  without 
the  written  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  the 
(KJunty  of  Tompkins.  Buch  overseer  of  the  poor  may  employ  a 
city  physician  for  the  purpose  of  medical  care  and  atteBdauce 
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of  the  poor  of  the  city,  who  are  a  city  charge,  for  such  period, 
not  exceeding  one  year,  and  not  beyond  his  own  term  of  office, 
and  at  a  salary  not  exceeding  the  rate  of  five  hundred  dollars 
I)er  year,  which  shall  be  a  city  charge  and  paid  out  of  the  city 
poor  relief  fund.  The  employment  of  a  physician  by  the  overseer 
of  the  poor  of  the  city  of  Ithaca,  for  one  year  from  March  twenty- 
seventh,  eighteen  huudi'ed  and  ninety-three,  at  an  annual  salary 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  is  as  valid  as  if  expressly  au- 
thorized by  law,  and  such  sum  so  agreed  to  be  paid  shall  be  a 
city  charge  and  shall  be  paid  from  the  city  poor  relief  fund.

§  15.  The  ovei-seer  of  the  jioor  elected  or  api>ointed  under  this 
act  shall  exercise  the  same  ])0wer8  and  discharge  the  same  duties

,3.  The  moneys  collected  and  received  by  the  excise  commis-

THE  COMMISSIONER  OF  CHARITIES. 

Section  220.  Powers  and  duties  of  the  commissioner  of  charities. 

221.  Monthly  reports  of  commissioner. 

222.  Common  council  shall  audit  and  imy  accounts. 

223.  Commissioner  not  to  be  interested  in  purchases. 

224.  Commissioner  to  sue  for  penalties. 

225.  Supervisor  may  be  appointed  commissioner. 

Section  220.  Powers  and  duties  of  the  commissioner  of  chari- 
ties.— Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  act,  the  commissioner 
of  charities  of  the  city  of  Johnstown,  shall  have  and  exercise 
within  the  city  of  Johnstown  the  same  powere  and  discharge  the 
same  duties,  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other  oflScer,  as  overseers  of 
the  poor  in  the  several  towns,  except  the  town  of  Johnstown,  in 
Fulton  county.  Section  ten  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-five 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six  shall  not  apply 
to  the  city  of  Johnstown,  but  ail  moneys  for  the  granting  of 
licenses  for  the  sale  of  liquors  within  said  city  shall  be  paid  to 
the  city  chamberlain  and  shall  be  credited  to  the  poor  fund.  The 
commissioner  of  charities  of  the  city  of  Johnstown  shall,  by  vir- 
tue of  his  office,  also  possess  all  the  powers  and  authority  of 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  several  towns  of  this  state  in  relation 
to  the  support  and  relief  of  indigent  persons,  the  binding  out  of 
children,  the  care  of  habitual  drunkards,  the  binding  out  and 
contract  for  the  service  of  disorderly  persons,  and  the  same  powers 
as  overseers  of  the  poor  and  county  superintendents  of  the  poor 
have  in  relation  to  the  keeping  and  care  of  lunatics,  the  support 
of  bastards  and  proceedings  to  charge  the  fathers  and  mothers  of 
such  bastards,  and  all  such  other  powers  as  are  conferred  on 
overseers  of  the  poor  in  the  respective  towns  of  this  state,  and 
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shall  be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  obligations  and  liabilities. 
The  commissioner  of  charities  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor 
for  a  term  that  shall  expire  with  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
office  of  the  mayor  appointing  him  and  may  be  removed  by  the 
mayor  at  his  pleasure.  He  shall  keep  his  office  in  some  central 
and  convenient  part  of  the  city,  to  be  approved  by  the  common 
council.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  to  visit  the 
poor  of  the  city  at  their  several  places  of  abode  and  examine 
into  their  circumstances,  and  ascertain  to  what  extent  they  are 
or  may  be  in  need  and  entitled  to  permanent  or  temporary  relief. 
The  said  commissioner  shall  i^equire  all  persons  making  applica- 
tion for  relief  to  make  such  application  in  writing,  which  shall 
bo  preserved  by  said  commissioner,  and  at  the  end  of  each  month 
all  such  applications  made  during  the  month  shall  be  filed  with 
the  city  clerk.  The  commissioner  of  charities  shall  have  power 
to  administer  oaths  and  examine  under  oath  any  person  applying 
to  him  for  relief,  and  false  swearing  during  such  examination 
shall  be  deemed  wilful  perjury.  For  all  purposes  relating  to  the 
maintenance  and  supjmrt  of  the  poor,  the  city  of  Johnstown  shall 
be  deemed  one  of  the  towns  of  Fulton  county.  The  commissions 
shall  issue  written  orders  for  all  means,  provisions  and  supplies 
furnished  to  the  poor  of  said  city.  He  shall  not  employ  any 
physician  other  than  the  city  physician  appointed  by  the  common 
council. 

§  221.  Monthly  reports  of  commissioner. — Said  commissioner 
shall  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  common  council  in  each 
month,  report  to  the  common  council  under  oath  in  detail,  all 
appropriations,  expenditures,  temporary  relief  and  allowances 
made  by  him  as  such  commissioner  during  the  month  preceding, 
which  rei)ort  shall  specify  the  name  and  place  of  abode  of  each 
person  relieved,  the  quality,  quantity  and  price  per  pound,  or 
otheiT^ise  as  the  case  may  be,  of  each  article  ordered  or  furnished, 
and  from  whom  obtained ;  said  report  shall  also  contain  the  names 
and  places  of  abode  of  all  persons  to  whom  meals  or  lodgings 
have  been  furnished,  the  number  of  such  meals  and  lodgings,  from 
whom  obtained,  or  by  whom  furnished,  and  the  cost  of  the  same. 
Said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk. 
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§  222.  Common  council  shall  audit  and  pay  accounts. — All 
charges  and  accounts  against  said  city  for  services  rendered,  acts 
done,  or  means,  provisions  or  supplies  furnished  under  the  direc- 
tions of  the  commissioner  of  charities  of  said  city  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  made  out  in  items,  duly 
verilied,  by  the  persons  entitled  to  the  payment  therefor,  and  pre- 
sented to  the  common  council  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  said 
council  in  each  month,  for  all  claims  and  demands  incurred  or 
which  may  have  accrued  during  the  preceding  month.  All  such 
claims,  accounts  and  charges  shall  be  credited  by  the  common 
council  and  paid  from  the  poor  fund  of  said  city  by  the  cham- 
berlain upon  the  warrants  of  the  mayor,  countersigned  by  the 
clerk. 

§  223.  Commissioner  not  to  be  interested  in  purchases. — ^The 
commissioner  of  charities  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  furnish 
to  any  person,  any  groceries,  provisions,  fuel,  medicines  or  prop- 
erty belonging  to  himself,  or  in  which  he  shall  have  an  interest 
or  be  interested,  nor  shall  he  be  interested  in  any  contract  for 
the  purchase  of  such  groceries,  provisions,  medicines,  fuel  or  prop- 
erty ;  nor  shall  he  receive  any  commissions  upon  or  for  any  goods 
or  articles  or  relief  furniHln  d,  or  on  any  orders  given  by  him  for 
any  such  goods,  articles  or  relief.  For  any  violation  of  any  pro- 
visions of  this  section  said  coininissioner  shall  be  removed  from 
office  by  the  mayor,  and  he  shall  forfeit  to  said  city  a  penaltj' 
of  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  violation. 

§  224.  Commissioner  to  sue  for  jienalties. — The  commissioner 
of  charities  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  sue  for 
and  recover,  in  the  name  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  of  Johns- 
town, all  fines  and  penalties  imposed  by  the  general  excise  laws 
of  the  state,  recoverable  by  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  for  the 
violation  thereof  within  the  city,  and  all  such  penalties  shall  be 
paid  to  the  chamberlain  and  credited  to  the  poor  fund  of  said 
city.  The  policemen  of  said  city  are  hereby  charged  with  the 
duty  of  seeing  that  said  excise  laws  are  obeyed  and  observed, 
and  to  report  in  writing  to  the  commissioner  of  charities  each 
and  every  violation  thereof,  with  the  names  and  places  of  abode 
of  the  witnesses,  and  to  assist  said  commissioner  in  the  prosecu- 
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class,  and  hold  their  offices  until  the  first  Tuesday  of  April, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty -five;  and  Henry  Wyckofl  and  David 
H.  Barclay  shall  constitute  the  third  class,  and  hold  their  offices 
until  the  first  Tuesday  of*  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  flftynaix; 
and  upon  the  expiration  of  their  several  terms  of  office,  their 
places  shall  be  filled  by  persons  duly  elected  at  the  annual  town 
meetings  held  in  the  town  of  Newburgh  for  the  year  in  which 
such  terms  of  office  shall  expire,  which  elections  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  the  following  manner,  that  is  to  say :  each  elector  may 
place  upon  a  separate  ballot  the  name  of  one  suitable  person, 
who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  of  full  age,  and  a 
resident  of  said  town  of  Newburgh,  under  the  words  "  for  com- 
missioner of  the  almshouse,"  and  deposit  the  same  in  a  separate 
box  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  officers  who  shall 
preside  at  such  town  meetings;  and  a  separate  poll  list  shall  be 
kept  of  the  persons  voting  for  such  commissioners ;  and  the  two 
persons  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes,  at  such  elections^ 
shall  be  declared  and  deemed  to  be  duly  elected.  And  at  every 
annual  town  meeting  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected,  in  the 
same  manner,  two  persons  as  such  commissioners.  The  persons 
elected  shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and 
until  others  are  duly  elected  in  their  places. 

§  3.  The  said  commissioners  of  the  almshouse  may  sue  and  be 
sued  in  their  corporate  name,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  state. 
They  shall  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  care  and  management  of 
the  poor  in  the  said  town,  and  shall  provide  for  and  maintain 
the  persons  enumerated  in  the  fourteenth  section  of  the  act  con- 
cerning "  the  relief  and  support  of  indigent  persons,"  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  for  that  purpose  they  shall 
have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  authority  now  vested  by 
law  in  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  towns,  and  in  the  superin- 
tendents of  the  poor  of  counties,  not  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  They  shall  also  have  and  possess  the  powers 
following: 

1.  To  appoint,  by  a  resolution  to  be  entered  upon  their  min- 
utes, an  officer,  to  be  denominated  "the  superintendent  of  the 
poor  of  the  town  of  Newburgh,"  together  with  such  other  agents 
as  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  which  said  superintendent  and  other  agents  shall  hold 
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their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  said  commissioners,  and 
receive  such  fixed  annual  salary,  as  a  compensation  for  their 
services,  as  the  said  commissioners  may  direct. 

2.  To  visit  the  poor  of  the  said  town  at  their  several  places  of 
residence,  and  inquire  and  examine  into  their  circumstances,  the 
number  and  ages  of  the  members  of  their  families,  the  places  of 
their  former  residences,  their  employments,  for  what  length  of 
time  and  to  what  extent  they  have  been  dependent  on  the  public 
for  support,  their  ability  to  labor,  and  the  causes  of  their  poverty ; 
and  the  commissioners  may  direct  either  permanent  or  temporary 
relief  to  such  poor  persons,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
they  may  from  time  to  time  adopt. 

o.  To  contract  for,  purchase  and  provide  provisions,  fuel, 
clothing  and  other  necessaries  for  the  support  of  or  distribution 
amongst  the  jioor;  and  such  cattle,  stock,  furniture  and  farming 
utensils  for  the  almshouse  and  lands  liereinafter  mentioned,  as  in 
their  judgment  they  may  deem  necessary. 

4.  To  imrchase  in  fee  simple,  and  take  a  deed  of  conveyance 
to  the  said  coniinissioners  in  their  corporate  name,  of  a  farm 
of  land  not  exce<»ding  one  hundred  acres,  and  to  erect  thereon,  if 
necessary,  a  building  sufficient  for  the  residence  and  accommo- 
dation of  the  poor  of  the  said  town,  to  be  denominated  the  "  alms- 
house." But  the  amount  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the  said 
coiimiissioners,  in  the  purchase  of  the  said  farm  and  the  erection 
of  the  said  buildings,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twelve  thou- 
sand dollars.  And  until  such  farm  and  buildings  can  be  pur- 
chased and  [)rovided,  as  aforesaid,  the  said  commissioners  may 
hire  a  house  and  lot  of  groun-d  for  a  term  of  time,  as  a  T^idence 
for  the  poor  of  the  said  town,  at  an  annual  rent  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars.  (As  amended  by  ehapter  495  of  the  Laws  of 
1853.) 

5.  The  said  commissioners  may  also  cause  to  be  constructed 
within,  or  within  the  vicinity  of,  the  said  almshouse,  a  cell  or 
cells  or  other  places  of  confinement  for  the  temporary  imprison- 
ment or  detention  of  vagrants.  And  the  police  justice  of  the 
town  of  Newburgh  is  hereby  required  by  his  warrant,  to  be 
directed  to  and  executed  by  one  of  the  police  constables  of  said 
town,  to  commit  to  the  custody  of  the  keeper  of  the  said  alms- 
house, to  be  confined  in  such  cells  or  places  of  confinement,  «l\\ 
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pei*6oiis  adjudged  v;ijrr;nirM  jM*(*ordiiig  to  Hii?  jiroviBious  of  the  act 

concerning  tn^^garw  and  vagranii^,  and  also  all  persons  convicted 
before  liiui  of  petit  larceny,  or  of  other  minor  ottenses  or  misde* 
nieanors,  and  sentenccfl  hy  him  to  imprisonment  therefor,  And 
the  keeper  of  8uid  almshouse  is  hereby  authorized  to  require  all 
persons,  so  ionimiHed  to  his  charge,  to  d<o  and  perfoi-ni  such 
work  and  labor  as  the  superintendent  of  the  {xior  of  the  said 
town  shall  dii'ect ;  and  the  reasonable  expense*®  of  keeping  and 
maintaining  the  persons  so  eomniitted,  while  so  confined,  nfot  to 
exc(H^il  tme  dollar  jier  week  f<ir  the  lime  of  confinement  of  each 
pei'son,  shall  he  cliarged  lo  the  county  of  Orange  and  paid  by  the 
board  of  supervisors  (o  the  said  lomniissioners  as  pait  of  the 
county  expenses.  {As  ttmntflrtf  hif  rltftpttr  102  of  the  lMiC»  of 
1H54.} 

(L  The  said  conmiissioners  shall  also  have  power  to  x*eceive 
from  the  couniiissioners  of  emigration  all  moneys  they  may  be- 
couje  entitled  tK:»  recerve  for  and  on  account  of  foreign  paupers 
relieved  \n  ihenu  antJ  also  ft^om  tlie  suiK»rvisor  of  the  town  of 
New  burgh,  tlie  ex  cist*  laorjey  received  in  said  town,  with  all  fines, 
forfeitures  and  i»enalties  wlii^li  may  aci me  to  tliem  as  such  com- 
missiuucrs,  together  with  all  m^tneys  rais<^'d  in  the  said  town,  for 
tlie  sui»iiori  of  the  fioor,  whirh  said  several  sums  of  money  shall 
Im'  applied  by  the  said  commissioners  to  the  support  and  relief  of 
fhe  poor  in  said  town,  according  to  the  f^rovisi^ns  of  this  act. 

7.  The  saiil  ciimniissiouers  shall  n]»a  have  power,  and  it  shall 
be  their  *hity,  to  sue  iu  their  corfjorate  name  for  nil  violationa 
of  the  exrise  laws,  committed  in  said  town,  in  any  dourt  having 
jurisdrction  of  such  suits.  All  other  suits  and  proceedings  which 
n»ay  now  by  law  l>e  proseinfed  and  maintained,  in  the  name  of 
the  nversecrs  of  tli<*  ptM»r  nf  the  town  of  Xewlnirgh,  to  enforce 
civil  remedies,  shall  and  iriay  hereafter  lie  prsisecuted  and  main- 
tained, and  s\ich  remedit*s  may  he  enforced,  in  the  name  of  the 
^•omnnssioners  of  the  almsbous<^  of  the  town  of  Newlnirgh. 

8.  Such  coninjissioncrs  may  a!s*i  aptioint  one  of  their  body 
president,  and  they  may  also  lill  all  vacancies  which  may  occur 

i  anmngst   their  number  by  ^Icatli.   resignation   or  otherwise,  by 

"appointing  some  suitable  pers*ui  or  f»ersons  to  fill  such  vacancy 

or  va<*ancies,  who  shall  hold  their  oflices  for  the  unexpired  terras 
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of  the  persons  whose  places  have  thus  become  vacant.  They  shall 
keep  a  written  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  may  establish 
rules  and  regulattons  for  their  own  government,  the  government 
of  their  superintendent,  agent  and  servantR.  in  the  examination 
of  paupers  and  others  a])]>lying  for  or  entitled  to  relief  or  for 
adniisaion  to  the  nlniRhouse,  and  in  the  distribution  of  food,  fuel, 
clothing  and  other  nec*essaries  among  the  i)Oor  of  the  town. 

9.  They  shall  have  fiower  from  time  to  time  to  borrow  all  such 
sums  of  money  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
powers  vested  in  tliem  by  this  act,  and  to  give  obligations  in 
their  corporate  name,  to  be  signed  by  tlieir  ])reHident  and  secre- 
tar>',  for  the  payment  of  such  sums  of  money,  and  of  any  debts 
incurred  by  tliem  as  such  commissioners,  and  the  town  of  New- 
burgh  shall  l>e  liable  for  the  ])ayment  of  such  obligations. 

10.  They  Hhall  have  the  powers  suiH»rintendents  of  the  poor 
now  have  in  relation  to  lunatics  in  said  town  and  to  provide  for 
their  safe-keeping  in  a  proi)er  ])lace  in  said  town, or  to  send  them  to 
a  lunatic  as^ium ;  and  they  shall  alm>  have  the  sjime  iKywere  which 
overseers  of  the  i)oor  now  have  in  relation  to  binding  out  minors 
or  infant  children  in  said  town,  and  also  the  same  powers  in  rela- 
tion to  binding  out  minor  children  sent  to  the  said  almshouse, 
that  county  8Ui)erintendent8  of  the  poor  now  have  to  bind  out 
rhildren  sent  to  a  <»ounty  poorhouse,  under  and  by  virtue  of  sec- 
tion five,  article  first,  title  four,  cha[)ter  eight,  of  the  second  part 
of  the  Revisetl  Statutes.     (Af^  amended  hy  chapter  102  of  the  Taucs 
of  1854.) 

11.  They  shall  have  the  same  jiowers  as  overseers  of  the  poor 
and  county  superintendents  of  the  |K)or  now  have  in  relation  to 
bastards,  within  said  town.     .\nd  all  proceedings,  to  be  had  in 
HiK'h  cases,  shall  be  in  their  coriK>rate  name.     And  all  bonds,  re- 
quired according  to  the  pi-ovisicms  of  the  statutes  relating  to 
bastards,  shall  l)e  given  to  them  in  their  corporate  name;  but 
nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  i-eiease  or  dis- 
charge the  supenntendents  of  the  j^oor  of  Orange  county  from 
their  liability  to  any  iK^i-son  or  pei-sons  residing  in  the  town  of 
Newburgh,  sup[)orHng  any  bastard  child  already  chargeable  to 
said  county  of  Orange,  in  cases  in  which  tli(\v  have  heretofore 
conij)roniised  with  the  putative  father  for  such  support. 
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§  4.  The  said  superintendent  of  the  poor  shall  keep  an  office,  to 
be  provided  for  him  bj  the  said  commissioners,  in  the  village  of 
Newbui^h,  which  shall  be  open  and  accessible  to  those  having 
busineea  therein,  at  such  hours  as  »aid  commissioners  may  design 
nate.  He  shall  devote  his  time  and  attention  to  the  discharge  of 
his  public  duties,  and  shall,  amongst  other  things,  attend  the 
iiM  etiiigs  of  the  said  boiird  of  commis»iouers,  and  net  a^  the  secre^ 
tary  thereof.  He  shiUI  aid  them  in  the  examination  into  the  cir- 
fuiostances  and  conditions  of  the  poor  persons  applying  for  or 
entitled  to  relief,  as  provided  in  the  sei^ood  subdivision  of  section 
second  of  this  act,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  such  examinations. 
He  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  commissioners, 
and  an  account  of  their  receipts  and  disbursements,  together  with 
the  names  of  the  persons  relieved,  the  manner  of  the  relief,  and  the 
time  when  it  was  rendered,  and  prepare  their  annual  and  other 
re|K>rts.  He  shall  carry  into  efimt  the  orders  and  directions  of 
the  said  commissioner  in  distributing  relief  to  poor  persons,  and 
gt^nerally  perform  all  saich  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  from 
time  to  time,     (As  amended  hy  chapter  242  of  tM  Laws  of  1862.) 

§  5.  The  said  commissioners  shall  annually,  on  the  first  day  of 
November  in  each  year,  cause  to  l>e  prepared  a  report,  in  dupli- 
cate,  containing  an  exact  and  accurate  oceount  of  all  money© 
received  by  them,  and  the  sources  from  whence  such  moneys  were 
rei-eived,  during  the  preceding  year;  an  exact  and  accurate  ac- 
count of  all  their  expeaditures,  and  of  all  debts  incurred  by  them, 
which  are  unpaid  for  the  same  pteriod  of  time;  and  the  objects 
for  which  such  debts  were  incuri'ed,  and  to  which  such  expend!* 
tures  were  at»plied,  and  to  the  persons  to  whom  they  were  paid, 
for  the  same  period  uf  time;  also  the  number  of  persons  admitted 
and  discharged  from  the  almshouse;  the  number  of  those  provided 
with  outdoor  relief;  the  expenses  incurred  for  keeping  and  supply- 
ing such  aUuxShouse,  and  tJie  expenses  ineuri*ed  for  such  outdoor 
relief  during  the  year;  which  said  report  shall  be  signed  by  the 
said  commissioners  and  auperiotendent  and  one  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  town  clerk  of  such  town,  and  the  other  filed  in  the  office 
of  tJie  clerk  of  the  city  of  Newburgh.  {Ab  amended  hy  chapter 
623  of  the  Latas  of  1904.) 
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§  6.  The  said  commissioners  shall  also  on  the  first  day  of  No- 
vember in  each  year,  make  a  written  estimate  to  be  signed  by 
them,  of  the  amount  of  money  which  will  be  required  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  poor  of  said  city  and  town  for  the  next  following  year; 
and  shall  deliver  such  estimate  to  any  supervisor  of  any  of  the 
wards  of  the  city  of  Newburgh,  or  to  the  sui)ervisor  of  the  town 
of  Newburgh,  and  the  supervisor  receiving  such  estimate  shall  lay 
the  same  before  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Orange 
at  the  next  annual  meeting,  who  shall  apportion  the  amount 
between  the  city  of  Newburgh  and  the  town  of  Newburgh,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  amount  of  taxable  property  in  each  respectively, 
and  shall  cause  the  sum  so  apportioned  to  the  city  of  Newburgh 
to  be  levied  and  collected  on  said  city,  and  the  sum  so  apportioned 
to  the  town  of  Newburgh  to  be  levied  and  collected  on  said  town, 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  taxes  are  levied  and  collected; 
and  said  board  of  supervisors  shall  also,  by  their  warrant,  direct 
and  require  the  collectors  of  said  city  of  Newburgh  and  town  of 
Newburgli  respectively  to  pay  the  said  moneys,  when  collected, 
to  the  said  conunisioners,  who  shall  a[)ply  the  same  to  the  re- 
lief and  support  of  the  poor  in  the  manner  herein  directed.  Id 
case  either  the  said  city  or  town  of  Newburgh  shall  at  any  time 
vote  for  local  option  under  the  provisions  of  the  liquor  tax  law, 
and  no  funds  shall  in  consequence  thereof  be  derived  by  the  said 
commissioners  of  almshouse  from  either  said  city  or  town  of 
Ne^'burgh  from  excise  licenses,  then  and  in  that  case  the  expense 
of  the  maintenance,  repair  and  improvement  of  the  almshouse 
premises  and  the  relief  and  support  of  the  poor  of  said  city  or 
town  shall  be  ascertained  according  to  the  relief  furnished  to 
said  city  or  town  and  the  number  of  persons  supported  by  said 
commisioners  therefrom  during  the  period  that  no  funds  shall 
be  derived  from  excise  licenses  in  said  city  or  town,  and  a  state- 
ment thei-eof  shall  be  delivered  to  any  supervisor  of  the 
town  or  any  supervisor  of  any  of  the  wards  of  the  city  of  New- 
burgh, and  the  supervisors  receiving  such  statement  shall  lay 
the  same  before  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Orange 
at  the  next  annual  meeting  thereof,  who  shall  cause  the  sum 
mentioned  in  said  statement  to  be  apportioned  to  the  city  of  New- 
burgh or  the  town  of  Newburgh,  in  which  no  funds  are  derived 
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from  excise  licenses  and  to  l»e  levied  and  eoUetted  io  said  citv  or 
town  in  the  snitie  manner  as  other  taxes  are  leviwl  and  collected; 
and  anid  board  of  ssiiiiervisoi-s  shall  al»o  hv  their  waiTJint  direct 
and  reqnire  the  eollec^tmis  of  said  city  of  Newbor^h  and  town  of 
Newhorgh,  an  the  case  may  be.  to  pay  the  said  moneys  when  col- 
lei'ttxl,  to  the  »aid  coinriiissloners,  who  shall  apply  the  game  to 
the  relief  and  Mijiport  of  the  poor  in  the  manner  herein  directed. 
{Aa  amended  hy  chapter  623  of  the  Laws  of  1904,) 

§  7.  The  town  of  Newhurgh  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from 
the  board  of  f?iipt*r\n8or8  of  the  county*  of  Orang^e.  in  money,  its 
fair  and  jii^t  jiroportion  of  the  estimated  value  of  the  county 
poorhonse,  farm  anil  Injildin^,  with  the  ajipurtenancee  and  the 
personal  projM^rty  thereon  bc*ing,  beloujrinji^  to  said  county;  which 
pru|i*irtifm  »hiill  be  in?  the  same  ratio  lo  the  aHccrlained  valne  of 
the  said  iKM^rhouse  and  farm,  with  the  appiirtenauces  and  per- 
Bonal  property,  as  the  amount  of  elate  and  county  taxes  charged 
upon  the  town  of  Newbiirgb  1ieai*s  to  the  aggi^gate  amount  of 
state  an<i  county  taxes  charged  upon  the  county  of  Orange, 
according  to  the  assesBuient  rolls  of  the  several  towns  therein, 
for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-two;  for  the  purpose  of 
as4"er(ainiiig  the  value  of  the  swiid  county  iK>orhouse,  farm  and 
pern^mal  proi»erty»  the  said  Imard  of  supervisors  shall,  on  the 
second  day  of  their  next  annual  meeting,  by  i-esolution,  appoint 
one  comj^etent  and  disinterested!  jM*rson  as  an  appraiser;  and 
the  &a.id  ctmHuissionei's  shall  alsc>  aj^point.  by  like  i^esolntion, 
one  other  competent  and  disintei-ested  jiei'son  as  an  appraiser, 
who  shall  proceed  with  all  convenient  speed  to  examine  the  said 
property^  and  to  i?stimate  and  appraise  all  value  of  the  said  real 
and  personal  propeHy:  which  siiid  c^stimate  and  appraisal  shall 
be  in  the  form  of  a  reiM>rt  in  writing,  and  shall  8pe<'ify  the  several 
pieces  and  items  of  prf>])erty,  with  the  values  thereof,  and  shall 
be  signed  by  the  said  appraisers  and  fih'd  with  the  clerk  of  the 
said  hoard  of  sujx«rvi8ors;  and  the  aggregate  auioiint  of  such 
values  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  true  value  of  such 
peal  and  personal  [iroj^erty.  If  the  said  aiipraisers  shall  dis- 
agi'ee,  and  beiome  unable  by  i^eason  thereof  to  make  such  refwrt, 
they  shall  eeHify  such  disagreement  in  writing,  under  their 
hands^  to  one  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court,  who  shall 
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Uiereupon,  by  an  order  to  be  entereil  for  that  purpose,  appoint  one 
other  competent  and  disinterested  person  as  an  additional  ap- 
praiser, to  estimate  and  appraise  the  value  of  such  property; 
and  the  said  three  appraisers  shall  then  proceed  to  re-examine 
the  said  property,  and  to  make  an  appraisement  of  the  value 
thereof;  and  the  written  report  of  the  said  appraisers,  or  any 
two  of  them,  made,  signed,  and  filed  as  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  as  to  the  value  of  such  real  and 
personal  property.  The  reasonable  fees  and  expenses  of  the  said 
appraisers,  for  making  such  estimate  and  appraisal,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  as  a  part  of  the  county  expenses. 
The  said  board  of  8Ux>ervisors  shall  cause  the  first  proportion 
of  the  town  of  Newburgh,  in  the  said  real  and  personal  property, 
when  estimated  and  ascertained  as  aforesaid,  to  be  assessed  upon 
and  collected  from  the  other  towns  of  the  said  county  of  Orange, 
excluding  the  town  of  Newburgh;  and  shall  cause  the  same, 
when  so  collected,  to  be  paid  over  to  the  said  commissioners  of 
the  almshouse.  The  appraisers  mentioned  in  this  section  shall 
also  estimate  the  number  of  paupers  contained  In  the  Orange 
county  poorhouse  at  the  time  of  such  appraisal,  and  shall  set 
apart  as  belonging  to  the  town  of  Newburgh  such  number  of 
said  paupers  as  shall  be  equitable,  assuming  as  the  basis  for  such 
division  the  proportion  which  the  money  apportioned  to  the  town 
of  Newburgh  shall  bear  to  the  whole  amount  of  county-house 
property,  and  such  proportion  of  the  principal  aforesaid  shall 
be  taken  to  Newburgh,  and  maintained  at  the  cost  of  Newburgh. 
§  8.  The  said  commissioners  shall  apply  such  moneys  to  the 
purchase  of  the  lands  for  an  almshouse,  and  to  defray  the  ex- 
pense of  erecting  buildings  thereon,  or  to  the  payment  and  satis- 
faction of  any  debt  contracted  by  them  for  such  lands,  alms- 
house and  buildings;  all  other  moneys  required  by  them  for  pro- 
curing and  paying  for  such  lands,  almshouse  and  buildings,  and 
for  furnishing  the  same  with  farming  stock  and  utensils  and 
furniture,  not  exceeding  in  all  the  said  sum  of  twelve  thousand 
dollars,  shall  be  assessed  upon  and  collected  from  the  town  of 
Newburgh,  and  paid  over  to  the  said  commissioners  in  the  man- 
ner as  provided  in  section  six  of  this  act.  {As  amended  hy  chap- 
ter 495  of  the  Laws  of  1853.) 
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§  9,  The  coimuissioners  of  emigration  of  this  state  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  pay  to  the  said  conioiisBioners  of  the  almshouse  of 
the  town  of  Ne\vbiirgh  all  moui^ys  expend^ed  by  theui  for  the 
support  of  foreign  paiiirt^rs  in  the  said  town  ont  of  tlie  eommu- 
tation  moneyfi  in  the  hands  of  such  commissioners  of  emigrarion, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  "concerning  passengers  in 
vessels  coming  to  the  city  of  New  York/-  paseed  May  fiftli,  eight- 
een hundred  and  forty-seven,  and  the  several  acts  amen(!ing  the 
same. 

§  10,  The  said  commissioners  of  the  almshouse  shall  receive  no 
compensation,  for  their  services,  whatever  for  any  services  to  be 
rendered  by  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  but  all  reason- 
able and  proper  ex  peases,  incurred  b^^  them  in  executing  their 
trusts  as  such  comniissionei^s,  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys 
raised  for  the  support  of  the  poor  as  herein  mentioned. 

§  11*  Whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  to  take  proof  of  any 
fact  or  facia,  by  affidavits  or  othenvi9C%  to  entitle  the  said  com- 
missionei's  of  the  almshouse  to  receive  moneys  from  the  commis* 
sioners  of  emigratioHj  or  any  other  fact,  the  proof  of  which  may 
be  necessary  to  enable  the  said  commissioners  of  the  almshouse 
to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  oath  may  be 
administered  by,  and  such  affidavit  taken  before,  any  one  of  the 
said  commissionei-s,  or  of  the  said  superintendent  of  the  poor^ 
who  are  hereby  authorized  to  administer  oaths. 

§  12.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  commissioners  of  the 
almshouse,  or  either  of  them,  or  the  said  superintendent  of  the 
poor,  to  be  concerned  or  interested,  dire(rtly  or  indirectly,  in  the 
sale  of  any  gfK>ds,  mereliandise  or  other  personal  property  found, 
furnished  or  provided  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  towTi  of 
Newburgh;  nor  shall  such  commissioners  and  superintendents, 
or  either  of  them,  take  or  receive  any  pn»fit,  reward  or  emolament, 
for  or  on  account  of  any  goods,  merchandise  or  personal  property 
found,  furnished  or  providetl,  hy  any  person  or  persons  other  than 
such  commissioners,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  said  town;  every 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  a  mi»- 
deme4mor,  punishable  Ijy  fine  and  imprisonment. 

§  13*  No  |)er»on  shall  be  disqualified  from  acting  as  jodge,  jus- 
tices, witness  or  juror,  by  reason  of  his  being  a  resident^  inhab* 
itant  or  freeholder  in  said  town  of  Newburgh,  in  any  action  or

proceeding  in  which  the  said  commissioners  of  the  almshouse  are 
a  party.  The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Newburgh  shall  not, 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  be  entitled  to  vote  for  superin- 
tendents of  the  poor  of  Orange  county,  at  any  election  for  such 
officer. 

§  14.  AH  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  in  relation  to 
the  settlement  of  the  poor,  and  their  removal  from  one  county  to 
another,  shall  be  understood  to  apply  to  the  two  divisions  into 
which  the  county  of  Orange  is  divided  by  this  act.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  '*An  act  for  the  better  support 
of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  N'ewburj^Ii,  in  tlie  county  of  Orange," 
passed  March  23,  i^ry,\.

§  2.  [AmendH  Huhfh'rijtion  10  of  serf  ion  3  of  chapter  44  of  the 
Iaiacs  of  1853,  q.  x\) 

§  3.  The  said  commissioners  of  the  almshouse  shall  have  power 
t»  exi)end  all  such  sums  of  money,  in  addition  to  the  amount 
specified  in  the  said  act  hereby  amended,  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
erect  and  finish  off  and  furnish  such  additional  buildings  herein 
provided  for,  and  the  nc<'cssary  barn  and  other  outbuildings  re- 
quired at  the  alinshousi\  and  also  for  all  nc<esaarv  repairs  for 
the  buildings.

AN  ACT  to  imorporatc  the  city  of  Newburgh. 

TITLK  XI. 

(Number  chanp:ed  to  title  Xll  by  chapter  KJS  of  the  Laws  of 
1878.) 

§  4.  The  town  of  Newburgh,  and  the  city  of  Newburgh,  shall, 
together,  constitute  one  district  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for 
the  sup]Jort  of  the  poor,  in  the  manner  [)i'V>vided  by  law.  The 
almshouse  commissioucrs  of  said  town  and  city  shall  be  known 
by  the  corporate  name  of  "  Ihe  commissioners  of  the  almshouse  of 
the  city  and  t'own  of  Newburjch.''  The  superintendent  of  the 
poor  shall  hereafter  be  denominatcHl  *'  the  superintendent  of  the 
IK>or  of  the  city  and  town  of  Newburgh."     Commissioners  of  the 
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alnmliou^e  to  take  the  place  of  those  whose  terms  of  office  shall 
expii>e  after  this  at't  sliall  take  eUTect,  shall  be  Qonjloated  and 
elected  b)  llje  electoi*B  ui  tbf*  town  of  Newbiirgh,  in  the  satiie  man- 
ner  as  other  town  ofliiers,  elected  by  the  people,  are  chosen. 
Whenever  the  terms  of  ofiiee  "of  the  eomniisaioners  of  the  aims- 
house,  heretofore  elected  in  the  city  of  Newburgh  shall  expire, 
their  suet  essurs  sliall  I>e  liuniinatrd  and  elected  bj  the  electors  of 
the  €it>',  at  the  iiiiiinat  clpction,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  city 
officers,  chosen  by  the  people,  are  elected.  Any  vacancy  w^hich 
rtiay  occur  id  the  office  by  reason  ^t  expiration  of  term  or  other- 
wise, shall  be  filled  by  aj^pointraent  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  of 
Newbiirgh,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  vacancies  in  office  are 
filled,  as  lu-ovided  by  st*ction  tift^m  of  title  two  of  this  act,  as 
amended.  All  powers  given  by  law  to  the  police  justice  in  the 
town  of  Newhurgh  in  relation  to  commitment  to  the  custody  of 
the  keefier  of  the  almshouse,  are  hereby  given  to  the  recorder  of 
the  city  of  Newbnrgh  in  all  cases  arising  in  said  city,  and  to  each 
of  tlie  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  town  of  Newburgh  in  all  caseB 
arising  in  said  town.  Whenever  iiny  money  shall  be  borroi/ved  by 
the  commissioners  of  the  almshouse*,  in  pursuance  of  the  provi 
sions  of  said  act,  the  city  of  Newburgh  and  the  town  of  Newhurgh 
shall  be  jointly  liable  therefor*  The  annual  report  required  by 
tlie  said  act  to  be  made  by  the  said  commissioners,  shall  hereafter 
l»e  made  in  diijilicate,  one  of  which  shall  be  tiled  in  the  office  of 
the  town  clerk  of  tbe  town  of  Newhurgh,  and  the  other  shall  be 
flied  in  the  ofTice  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  of  Newburgh,  and  said 
reports  shall  be  open  for  inspection  at  reasonable  hours  by  the 
qualifieil  electors  of  the  city  and  town  of  Newburgh.  (As  amended 
hi/  chapter  114  of  th^  lAiicii  of  \S{'t{\  and  chaptm'  554  of  the  LawB  of 
1805.) 

Chapter  418^  Laws  of  1870. 

AN  ACT  to  j»rovide  for  the  payment  of  the  board  of  vagrants 
committed  to  the  almshouse  of  the  city  aud  town  of  Newburgh. 

Ser'tion  L  The  hoard  and  maintenance  of  every  vagrant  com- 
milled  to  the  almshouse  of  the  city  and  town  of  Newburgh,  who, 
under  the  provisi<ms  of  the  general  acts  concerning  beggars  and 
van^ranfs,  might  have  l>een  sentenced  to  the  county  jail,  shall  be 
at  the  same  vnto  allowed  to  the  sheriff,  under  sherifT  or  kee^M^r  of 
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the  county  jail  of  Orange  county^  for  the  board  of  prisoners  in 
said  county  jail,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  sixty  days  on  any  one 
conviction,  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  county  of  Orange,  and  shall 
be  audited  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  county 
charges,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  commissioners  of  the  almshouse 
of  the  city  and  town  of  Newburgh. 

§  2.  The  act  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  better  support  of  the  poor 
of  the  town  of  Newburgh,  in  the  county  of  Oninge,"  passed  March 
third,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three,  as  amended  by  subsequent 
acts,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Chapter  276,  Laws  of  1871. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  better  8upiK>rt  of  the  poor  in  the  city 
and  town  of  Newburgh,  in  the  county  of  Orange. 

Section  1.  The  annual  report  required  by  the  fifth  section  of 
the  act  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  better  support  of  the  i>oor  in  the 
town  of  Newburgh,  in  the  county  of  Orange,''  passed  March 
twenty-three,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three,  and  the  several 
acts  amendatory  thereof,  to  be  nmde  by  tlie  commissioners  of  the 
almshouse  of  the  city  and  town  of  Newburgh,  shall,  after  the  year 
efghteen  hundred  and  seventy-one,  be  made  by  said  commissioners 
on  the  fii'st  day  of  March  in  each  and  every  year,  and  shall  be 
signe.1,  filed  and  published  as  required  by  said  fifth  section  of  said 
act. 

§  2.  All  i>enalties  which  may  hereafter  Ih»  incurred  for  violation, 
rommitted  either  in  the  city  of  Newburgh  or  the  town  of  New- 
burgh, in  the  county  of  Orange,  of  any  of  the  laws  of  this  state 
n^lating  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  may  be  sued  for  and 
recovered  by  the  commissioners  of  the  almshouse  of  the  city  and 
*town  of  Newburgh  by  civil  action,  in  their  corporate  name,  be- 
fore any  just  ice.  of  the  pea<'e  of  said  city  or  town,  or  in  the  county 
<ourt  "of  Orange  county,  or  in  the  sui)reme  court ;  and  said  penal- 
ties, when  collected,  shall  be  aj)j)lied  to  the  support  of  the  poor 
of  said  city  and  town. 

§  .3.  All  moneys  which  shall  he  collected  and  received  by  the 
commissioners  of  excise  in  the  city  of  Newburgh,  in  the  county  of 
Orange,  or  by  any  other  officers  of  said  city  or  town  arising  from 
licenses  granted  in  said  city  and  town  under  the  laws  of  this 
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State  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liqijors,  or  for  penalties 
incurred  for  violations  of  such  laws  connnitted  in  said  city  or 
town,  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  officers  receiving  the  same  within 
twenty  days  after  they  shall  receive  the  same  to  the  commissioners 
of  the  almshouse  of  the  city  and  town  of  Newburgh,  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  poor  of  said  city  and  town. 

§  4.  All  fines  inij)Osed  or  hereafter  to  be  imposed  by  the  recorder 
of  the  <ity  of  Newburgh,  or  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
town  of  Newburgh,  or  by  any  court  of  criminal  jurisdiction  in 
the  county  of  Orange,  for  drunkenness,  or  for  violation  of  any  of 
the  laws  of  this  State  relating  to  intoxicating  liquors,  or  the  sale 
thereof,  shall  Ik?  ]>aid  over  by  the  officer  or  officers  receiving  such 
fines  to  the  commissioners  of  the  ahnshouse  of  the  city  and  town 
of  Newburgh,  for  the  support  of  the  poor  of  said  city  and  town. 

jj  5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  I'elating  to  the  support  of  the  poor 
in  the  city  and  town  of  Newburgh,  in  the  county  of  Orange,  and 
to  the  sah»  of  intoxicating  liquors,  so  far  as  the  latter  are  appli- 
cable to  said  city  and  town,  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  are  hereby  re])ealed.

Section  140.  Ajipointment  of  commissioner. — During  the  month 
of  May,  immeidiately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  there  shall  be 
ai)pointed  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  act  one  commissioner 
of  charities,  who  shall  hold  his  oflQce  until  February  first,  nineteen 
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hundred  and  two.  In  the  month  of  January,  nineteen  hundred 
and  two,  and  each  alternate  year  thereafter  the  common  council 
in  the  same  maimer  shall  appoint  a  commissioner  of  charities 
for  the  term  of  two  years  to  succeed  the  commissioner  whose  term 
expires  in  that  year. 

§  141.  Powers  and  duties  of  the  commissioner  of  charities. — 
Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  act,  the  commissioner  of 
charities  of  the  city  of  New  Rochelle  shall  have  and  exercise 
within  the  city  of  New  Rochelle  the  same  powers  and  discharge 
the  same  duties,  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other  officer,  as  overseers 
of  the  poor  in  towns.  The  commissioner  of  charities  of  the  city 
of  New  Rochelle  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  also  possess  all  the 
powers  and  authority  of  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  several  towns 
of  this  state  in  relation  to  the  support  and  relietof  indigent  per- 
sons, the  binding  out  of  children,  the  care  of  habitual  drunkards, 
the  support  of  bastards  and  proceedings  to  charge  the  fathers  and 
mothers  of  such  bastards,  and  all  such  other  powers  as  are  con- 
ferred on  overseers  of  the  poor  in  the  respective  towns  of  this 
state,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  obligations  and 
liabilities.  He  shall  keep  his  office  in  the  city  hall  if  the  common 
council  shall  so  provide.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner 
to  visit  the  poor  of  said  city  at  their  several  places  of  abode  and 
examine  into  their  circumstances,  and  ascertain  to  what  extent 
they  are  or  may  be  in  need  and  entitled  to  permanent  or  tem- 
porary relief,  or  medical  attendance,  pi-ovided  that  the  amount  to 
be  expended  by  hiln  for  medical  attendance  shall  not  exceed  six 
hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year,  unless  authorized  by  the  eoniinon 
council  to  expend  a  larger  amouni.  The  comniii^sioniM'  of  chari- 
ties shall  have  jmwer  to  administer  oaths  to,  and  examine  under 
oath  any  person  api»lying  to  him  for  relief,  and  false  swearing 
during  such  examination  shall  be  deemed  willful  perjury.  For 
all  imrposes  relative  to  the  maintenance  and  sup])ort  of  the  poor, 
the  city  of  New  Rochelle  shall  be  deemc^l  one  of  the  towns  of 
Westchester  county.  The  commissioner  shall  issue  written  orders 
for  all  meals,  provisions  and  supi)lies  furnished  to  the  poor  of 
said  city. 

§  142.  Monthly  rejiort  of  commissioner. — The  commissioner 
shall,  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  common  council  in  each 
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moiitb,  report  to  the  comuion  council  under  oath,  in  detail,  all 
apjtropriatioiis,  expend  i  to  res,  temporary  I'elief,  inedical  attend- 
ance and  allowances  made  by  him  as  such  commissioner  during 
the  month  preceding,  which  report  shall  8pe<^ify  the  name  and 
place  of  abode  of  each  person  relieved*  the  quantity  and  price  per 
pound,  or  otherwise,  as  the  case  may  he,  of  each  article  furnished 
or  ordered, and  from  whom  obtained ;  said  i^iiort  shall  also  contain 
the  names  and  places  of  abcKle  of  all  persons  to  whom  meals  or 
lodgings  have  been  furnished,  the  number  of  such  meals  and  lodg- 
ings, from  whom  obtained,  or  by  whom  furnished,  and  the  cost  of 
the  same.     Said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk. 

§  143.  Common  council  to  audit  accounts. — All  charges  and 
accounts  against  said  city  for  services  rc^ndered,  acts  done  or 
meals,  provisioos  or  supplies  furnished  under  the  direction  of  the 
commissioner  of  charities  of  said  city  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  otherwnse^  shall  be  made  out  in  items,  duly  verified,  by  the 
persons  entitled  to  the  payment  therefor,  and  presented'  to  the 
common  council  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  said  council  in 
each  month,  for  all  claims  and  demands  incurred  or  which  may 
have  accrued  during  the  preceding  month.  All  such  claims, 
accounts  and  charges  shalL  if  approved,  be  audited  by  the  com- 
mon council  and  paid  from  the  po<ir  fund  of  said  city  by  the 
treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the  mayor,  countersigned  by  the 
clerk. 

§  144.  Commissioner  not  to  be  interested  in  purchase, — ^The 
commissioner  of  charities  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  furnish 
to  any  person,  any  groceries,  provisions,  fuel,  medicines  or  prop- 
erty belonging  to  himself,  or  in  which  he  shall  have  an  interest 
or  l>e  intereste^l,  nor  shall  he  n^^eive  any  commission  upon  or  for 
any  good«  or  articles  or  relief  furnished,  or  on  any  orders  given 
by  him  for  any  such  goods,  articles  or  rt»lief*  For  any  violation 
of  any  provisions  of  this  sc^-tion,  said  commissioner  shall  be 
removed  from  office  by  the  common  council  and  he  shall  forfeit 
to  said  city  a  penalty  of  oni*  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  vio- 
lation.

CHAl*TER  XIII. 
TITLE  I. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  CHARITIES. 

§658.  Commissioner  of  public  charities;  jurisdiction;  salary. — 
The  head  of  the  department  of  public  charities  shall  be  called 
the  commissioner  of  public  charities.  The  terms  of  office  of  the 
members  of  the  board  of  public  charities,  except  the  pi'esident 
thereof,  api>ointed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Greater  New 
York  charter  shall  cease  and  determine  on  the  tirst  day  of  Janu- 
ary-, nineteen  hundred  and  two,  and  the  [)resident  of  the  said 
board  of  public  charities  shall  thereui>on  become  the  commissioner 
of  public  charities.  The  salary  of  the  commissioner  of  public 
charities  shall  be  seven  thousand  five  h\mdred  dollars  a  year.  The 
principal  office  of  the  department  shall  l)e  in  the  borough  of  Man- 
hattan. There  may  l>e  a  branch  oflico  in  each  of  the  other  bor- 
oughs.    (As  amended  hy  cfuiptcr  Ai'Al  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  CoO.  Kules  and  ivgulations;  sulK)rdinate  officers. — The  said 
commissioner  shall  have  power  to  establish  general  rules  and  reg- 
ulations for  the  administi-ation  of  the  di»partment  and  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  institutions  under  its  juriwliction  excejjt  the  insti- 
tutions specified  in  section  six  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  this  act 
and  except  as  provided  in  title  two  of  this  chapter,  and  such  gen- 
eral rules  and  regulations  shall  he  so  far  as  practicable  uniform 
in  all  the  boroughs.  The  commissioner  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point and  in  his  discretion  to  remove  not  more  than  two  deputies, 
to  be  known  as  first  deputy,  and  second  deputy,  and  shall  define 
their  duties.  The  first  deputy  shall  during  the  absence  or  disa- 
bility of  the  commissioner  possess  all  the  i>owers  and  perft)rm  all 
the  duties  of  the  commissioner  except  the  pQwer  of  making  a])- 
pointments.  In  the  absence  or  disability  of  both  the  commis- 
sioner and  the  first  deputy,  the  second  deputy  shall  possess  all  the 
powers  and  i)erform  all  the  duties  of  the  commissioner,  except  the

for  the  4'are,  sup|»orr,  seiohir  i*ihiralion,  or  maintenaurr  of  any 
I'hitd  8nri**MHh'r<'il  ti»  snrh  instilution,  or  eomniitted  to,  received  ■ 
*u*  retained  tlienMu  in  accordance  with  sections  six  hundred  and 
sixty-four,  six  hundred  and  sixty-five,  six  hundred  and  sixty -six 
and  six  hand  red  and  sixly  sevrn  of  Ibis  act,  except  upon  the  eer-

— The  conniiissioner  of  ]»uhlic  rharities  shall  have  all  the 
authority  concerning  the  care,  rustody  and  disposition  of  insane, 
feeble-minded,  sick,  infirm  and  d<»stitut<»  persons  heretofore  con- 
ferred uj>on  the  board  of  public  charities  and  upon  the  s<»voral 
cominisHicmers  of  {mblic  chariti<*s  and  he  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  ubligaticms  and  discharge  the  same  duties  in  rospert  to  smli 
persons,  excejit  in  so  far  as  the  same  ai-e  in<M)nsiHtent  with  or  are 
iiiodififMl  by  this  a^t  and  tlir  anH*n<lnM*nts  tlMM'(»of.  The  commis- 
sioner shall  be  the  overseer  of  the  |K>or  of  the  city  of  X(^w  York, 
as  constituted  by  this  act.  The  tonimissioner  shall  not  have 
power  to  dis]HMisi»  anv  form  of  ontdoor  relief  except  as  expressly 
provided  in  this  <hapter.  but  the  commissioner  shall  have 
[lOwer  to  i>ay  for  the  cost  of  the  removal  or  transjK)rtation  of  any 
pei*$*Dn  who  may  c(Mne  under  his  rliarjje  whenever  in  his  judgment 
the  city  will  thereby  be  I'elieved  from  an  unnecessary  or  improper 
«-harge.  The  cominission<»r  shall  ns-jke  provision  for  the  tempo- 
rary can*  of  vagrant  and  indigent  ]»ersons,  and  shall  provide  for  an 
investijjation  into  the  circumstan<es  of  all  such  persons,  and  shall 
cause  every  person  wli^)  is  fonnd  u])on  invfistigation  to  be  a  vag- 
rant, to  be  bronght  before  a  magistrate  jMirsuant  to  law.     The 
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board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  and  the  board  of  aldermen 
shall  ID  each  year  appi-opriate  such  sum  as  in  their  judgment  may 
be  n(Hessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section.  (A» 
amcuilal  hi/  chapter  460  of  the  Taiaos  of  1901.) 

§  ()()3.  Clas*sificatiou  and  instruction  of  inmates. — It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  cuinmiHHioner  of  public  charities  to  investigate 
the  circuiiistamcM  of  every   pei'sou  admitted  to  an   institution 
under  his  charj»e  and  of  the  near  ivlatives  of  such  person*.     Such 
investigation   shall  be  made,  when   practicable,  before  the  ad- 
mission of  such  |KM\son,  and  the  i-esults  of  investigation  shall 
be  placed  on  filo  and  preserved  with  the  records  of  the  deiiart- 
ment.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  to  cause  all 
the  inmates  of  fMiblic  insiitutions  under  his  charge  to  be  clasBi- 
lied  so  far  as  pmcticabie.    The  inmates  of  the  almshouse  or 
almshouses  shall  be  classified  at  the  time  of  their  admission 
upon  the  basis  of  previous  character  and  conduct,  but  such  in- 
iiiah'S  may  be  transfcriH?d  or  reclassified  in  accordance  with  their 
conduct  in  the  iu>;titution.    Every  inmate  of  the  almshouse  whose 
ag(»  and  health  will  jiermit  shall  be  employed  in  cultivating  the 
ground  under  th<*  control  of  the  commissioner,  or  in  manufactur- 
ing such  arti<le«  as  may   be  required  for  ordinary  use  in  the 
public   institutions  under  the  control  of  the  commissioner,  or 
for  the  use  of  any  department  of  the  city  of  New  York,  or  in 
])r(>paring  and  building  sea  walls  u]>ou  islands  or  othei*  places 
belonging  to  the  city,  or  such  mechanical  or  other  labor  as  shall 
be  found  from  eK|iei*ience  to  suit  the  capacity  of  the  individual. 
The  articles  raised  or  manufactured  by  such  labor  shall  be  subject 
to  the  order  ol".  and  shall  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the 
connnissionor,  ;Lnd  all  such  articles  shall  be  utilized  so  far  as 
practicable   in   the  public  institutions  under  the  charge  of  the 
department  (►f  charities  or  in  some  other  department  of  the  city- 
All  the  land  uiMh'r  (he  jurisdiction  of  the  commissioner,  not  other- 
wise occupied  or  utilized,  and  which  is  capable  of  being  culti- 
vated, shall,  in  the  discrcti<m  of  said  commissioner,  be  used  for 
a2:ricultural  purposes*.     The  commissioner,  within  the  limits  of 
his  appropriation,  may  establish  and  maintain  in  the  public  insti- 
tutions under  his  charge  such  schools  or  classes  for  the  instruc- 
tion and  traiaing  of  iiunates  as  may  in  his  opinion  be  desirable. 
(As  amended  hy  chapter  4GG  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 
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§  664.  Powers  of  tlie  commiscuoner  as  to  destitute  and  other 
children. — The  commissioner  of  public  charities  shall  have  power 
to  c<Hnmit,  to  indoitore,  place  out,  discharge,  or  transfer  any 
child  who  maj  be  in  his  custody,  or  who  may  have  been  placed  by 
him  in  an  iiwtitution  as  a  public  charge,  whenever  in  his  judg- 
ment it  shall  be  for  the  best  interests  of  such  child  so  to  do,  and 
he  and  his  successors  in  office  shall  have  power  to  revoke  and 
cancel  any  such  indenture  or  agreement,  and  to  make  contracts 
for  the  maintenance  of  any  such  child;  in  placing  out  or  inden- 
turing such  children  the  commissioner  may  assign  one  or  more 
of  his  subordinates  to  make  the  necessary  investigations  and  he 
may  employ  any  duly  incorporated  charitable  institution  or 
aociety  and  may  reimburse  such  institution  or  society  for  any 
expenses,  other  than  salaries,  actually  incurred  in  the  placing  out, 
supervision  and  transfer,  if  necessary,  of  children  who  are  public 
charges.  The  word  institution,  when«ever  used  in  this  chapter, 
shall  include  any  charitable  corporation,  one  of  whose  objects  is 
the  care  of  children  or  the  placing  of  children  in  families.  An 
institution  to  which  a  child  has  been  committed,  as  hei*ein  pro- 
vided, shall  have  the  authority  to  place  such  child  in  a  family  or 
bind  out  such  child  by  indenture,  or  consent  to  his  adoption.  In 
indenturing,  placing  out,  transferring  or  committing  any  such 
child  the  commissioner  or  any  institution  or  (MK-iety  em])loyed 
by  him  shall,  when  practicable,  indenture  or  place  out  feuch  child 
with  an  individual  of  the  like  religious  faith  as  the  parents  of 
such  child,  or  transfer  or  commit  such  child  to  an  institution 
governed  by  }>ersonB  of  the  same  religious  faith  as  that  of  the 
parents  of  such  child.  In  respect  to  such  minors  so  connnitted 
to  or  otherwise  placed  under  hi»  charge  the  conunissionor  shall 
have  such  additional  powers  as  were  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
eighteem  hundred  and  ninety-eight  vested  by  law  in  the  corres- 
ponding officers  of  the  corporation  known  as  the  mayor,  aldermen 
and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York,  of  the  corporation 
known  as  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  and  of  the  counties  of  Kin<^, 
Richmond  and  Queens  mentioned  in  section  six  hundred  and 
sixty-two  of  this  act.  The  commissioner  shall  not  commit  chil- 
dren to  any  institution  which  shall  have  been  certified  by  the 
state  board  of  charities  to  have  failed  to  comply  with  the  rules 
and  regulations  established  by  that  board  pursuant  to  section 
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fourteen  of  firlirle  t^ght  of  the  conetitution,  iior  f^hnU  be  ccmi 
any  child  to  auy  in^lihUioii  uol  sitiiatctl  iii  the  city  of  New 
York  imlens  such  institiitiim  8h«ll  have  liet^n  certified  by  said 
board  to  be  properly  pratected  from  tii*e  anil  other  daugers.  {As 
aniended  bif  chapter  ii\\\  of  the  Lhwh  of  lOOK* 

g  (i»j5.  Notice  of  coiniuitiiient  of  childmo. — Whenever  any  child, 
actually  or  apparently*  under  the  age  uf  nlxteen  years,  is  brought 
before  any  court  or  magistrate  in  the  city  of  New  York>  as  con- 
stituteil  by  Ihisact,  pnr«nant  to  st^*tion  eight  hundred  and  eighty* 
eight  of  Ihi*  coile  of  i  niriinal  pn)re(lurp,  or  is  found  diHtitufe  of 
niean^t  of  support  the  magistrate  presiding,  or  oouH  before  whom 
or  wliich  such  chifdi  is  brought  sliall  1  hereupon  tix  a  (lay  not 
more  than,  five  d'ays  distant  for  the  hearing  and  final  dispositioii 
of  the  charge  againf^t  said  child,  and  shall  at  the  j^uup  time,  in 
addition  to  fiwich  other  notices  as  nniy  he  i^piired  by  law,  give 
notice,  in  writing,  of  sneh  arrest  to  the  roiiiuuHsioner  of  public 
charities  and  to  the  Society  for  tlie  Trf^vealion  (»f  trmelty  to 
diihli'en  duly  authorized  to  carry  on  its  work  iu  the  county  in 
which  said  ariT^it  18  made,  wliirli  notice  slitill  state*  \\w  name  uf 
the  child,  its  age,  either  attual  lU-  appaiTut,  its  sex,  color,  birth- 
place, residcnfe,  father's  name,  mother'^  name,  parents'  religion 
and  parents'  occupation,  each  if  known  ;  tlir  spei  ifli*  chnrgi*  u[)on 
w^bich  the  arre»t  is  made;  the  name  of  the  officer  makiug  the 
arrest,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  romplaiuing  witness,  if 
any  there  be.  And  such  court  or  magistrate  may  temporiirily 
commit  such  child  to  the  custcwly  and  care  of  an  institntion  to 
w^hich  said  court  or  magistrate  is  authori7.**di  by  law  to  make 
final  commiiment,     (.4^  tnnnutifl  h\t  rhnpicr  4fi6  of  the  Laws  of 

g  GfiB.  Children  coiumitted  as  fiuhlir  charges;  investigation. — 
The  commissioner  may  api>eai*  either  Irv  clerk  or  by  eonnsel  on 
all  hearings  or  proceedings  for  the  commilment  of  children.  Fie 
shall  investigate  the  circumstances  of  their  relatives,  whose  duty 
it  is  to  relieve  and  maintain  them,  and  shall  on  or  befoi*©  the 
final  hearing  therein,  file  with  the  couil:  or  magistmte  a  state- 
ment in  writing  of  such  fact  or  facts  as  in  the  opinion  of  the 
commissioner  render  it  profK?r  or  improper  that  such  child  should 
be  supported  as  a  public  charge  at  the  expense  of  the  city;  and 
such  w^ritten  statement  of  fact  or  facts  when  so  filed  shall  be 
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preserved  with  and  form  a  part  of  the  record  of  the  proceedings 
instituted  by  the  arrest  of  such  child.  Omission  or  failure  to  file 
such  statemeivt  shall  not  be  ground  for  delaying  the  final  decision. 
{As  amended  by  chapter  466  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  667.  Term  of  commitment  of  children ;  discharge. — The  term 
of  commitment  of  each  child  committed  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
as  conetituted  by  this  act,  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  section 
six  hundred  and  sixty-four,  six  hundred  and  sixty-five,  and  six 
hundred  and  sixty-six  of  this  act  shall  be  until  such  child  shall 
attain  the  age  of  sixteen  years  or  until  it  shall  be  duly  indentured 
or  placed  out  as  an  apprentice  by  the  institution  to  which  it  shall 
have  been  committed,  or  until  it  shall  be  given  over  in  adoption 
by  said  institution  to  some  suitable  i)erson,  or  until  returned  to 
its  parents,  relatives,  or  guardians,  or  otherwise  discharged. 
Eaih  institution  mentioned  in  section  siix  hundred  and  sixty -one 
of  this  act,  shall  file  with  the  commissioner,  at  the  end  of  every 
three  months  a  list  of  all  the  children  refenvd  to  in  siM'tion  six 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  six  hundred  and  sixty-four,  six  huiulred 
and  sixty-five  and  six  hundred  and  sixty-six  of  this  act,  received 
by  or  discharged  from  said  institution  during  the  month,  which 
list  shall  contain  the  names  and  residence  of  the  pawnts  and 
guardians  of  the  children  as  far  as  known.  Every  such  institu- 
tion shall  keep  a  book  in  which  it  shall  cause  to  be  en(ei*e<l  the 
name  and  address  of  each  parent,  relative  or  otiier  person  visiting 
an  inmate  of  such  institution  who  is  in  whole  or  in  part  a  charge 
upon  the  city  of  New  York,  and  such  name  and  address  shall  be 
entered  upon  the  occasion  of  each  visit  by  any  such  person.  {As 
amended  hy  chapter  466  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  668.  Saving  clause  as  to  certain  existing  laws. — Nothing  con- 
tained in  the  foregoing  section  shall  be  construed  to  alter  or  affect 
any  provision  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-two  of  the  laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  or  of  chapter  four  hundred  and 
thirty-nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  or  of 
chapter  three  hundred  and  fifty -three  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dren  and  eighty-six.  {As  amended  hy  chapter  466  of  the  Laws  of 
1901.) 

§  669.  Record  of  inmates  of  institutions. — It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  commissioner  of  public  charities  to  keep  and  ])i»eserve  a 
proper  record  of  all  persons  who  shall  come  under  his  care  or 
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custody  and  of  the  disposition  made  of  such  persons^  with  fnlT 
particulars  as  to  the  name,  age,  sex,  color  and  nativity  of  each^ 
and  in  case  of  minors  the  names  and  residence  of  parents  and 
their  religious  faith  so  far  as  ascertained,  and  the  religious  faith, 
and  residence  of  the  persons  or  families  with  whom  or  of  tke 
persons  in  charge  of  the  institution  in  which  they  are  placed, 
together  with  copies  of  any  instrument  of  indenture  or  agree- 
ment executed  by  such  commissioner.  And  it  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  the  commissioner  to  keep  and  preserve  such  records  of  all 
persons  who  are  inmates  of  private  institutions,  who  are  accepted 
by  him  as  proper  charges  upon  the  city.  (As  amended  hy  chapter 
466  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  670.  Temporary  care  in  accident  cases. — Any  person  injured 
or  taken  sick  on  the  streets  or  in  any  public  place  within  said 
city,  who  may  not  be  safely  removed  to  his  or  her  home,  may  be 
sent  to  and  shall  be  received  in  any  public  hospital  within  said 
city,  for  tempoimry  care  and  treatment,  irrespective  of  his  or  her 
place  of  residence.  {As  amended  by  chapter  466  of  the  Laws  of 
1901.) 

§  671.  Temporary  care  of  the  insane. — The  commissioner  shall 
provide  and  maintain  as  may  be  necessary  suitable  rooms  or 
wards  for  llie  reception,  medical  examination  and  temporary  care 
of  iKTSons  alleged  to  be  insane  for  tlie  boroughs  other  than  Man- 
hattan and  the  Bronx.  {As  amended  hij  chapter  466  of  the  Laws 
of  1901.) 

§  672.  Alteration  and  repair  of  buildings. — The  commissioner, 
whenever  the  increase  of  inmates  in  or  the  proper  care  and  gov- 
ernment of  the  i)ublic  institutions  or  establishments  under  his 
jurisdiction  shall  in  his  judgment  render  it  necessary  or  expedi- 
ent, shall  hnve  power  provided  an  appropriation  has  been  made 
therefor  to  enlarge  or  alter  the  buildings  occupied  by  such  insti- 
tutions or  establishments  or  any  of  them,  and  to  make  all  needful 
repairs  to  buildings  and  j^roperty  under  his  control.  {As  amended 
hy  chapter  4ii6  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  673.  Potter's  field ;  power  to  establish  crematories. — The  com- 
missioner shall  have  charge  of  the  potter's  fields,  and  shall,  when 
the  necessity  therefor  shall  arise,  have  power  to  lay  out  additional 
potter^s  fields  or  other  public  burial  place  for  the  poor  and  »tran- 
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gers,  and  from  time  to  time  to  enclose  and  extend  the  same,  to 
make  enclosures  therein  and  to  build  vaults  therein,  and  to  pro- 
vide all  necessary  labor  therefor  and  for  interments  therein.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  potter's  field  on  Hart's  Island  shall  re- 
main under  the  contiol  of  the  department  of  correction,  and  the 
burial  of  deceased  paupers  therein  shall  continue  under  rules  and 
regulations  as  provided  in  section  six  hundred  and  ninety-five  of 
this  act.  The  commissioner  of  public  charities  and  the  commis- 
sioner of  correction  are  respectively  empowered  to  cause  to  be  cre- 
mated the  bodies  of  deceased  paui»ers  and  criminals  where  rela- 
tives do  not  object  to  such  cremation;  and  the  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment,  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  aldermen, 
may  cause  to  be  erected  and  e<iuipi>ed  proi>er  facilities  for  such 
cremation.     (As  amended  by  chapter  4()6  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  674.  Accounts;  annual  estimates;  expenditures. — The  com- 
missioner shall  keep  accurate  and  detailed  accounts,  in  a  form 
approved  by  the  comi»troller,  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended 
by  him,  the  sources  from  which  they  are  received  and  the  pur- 
poses for  which  they  are  expended.  The  commissioner  shall,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year,  prepare  an  item- 
ized estimate  of  his  necessary  expenses  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year, 
which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment within  the  time  prescribed  by  this  act  for  the  submission  of 
estimates  for  the  several  departments  of  the  city.  The  commis- 
sioner shall  incur  no  expense  for  any  purpose  in  excess  of  the 
amount  appropriated  therefor;  nor  shall  he  expend  any  money  so 
appropriated  for  any  purpose  other  than  that  for  which  it  was 
appropriated.     (As  amended  hy  chapter  4GG  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  675.  Advertisements  for  supplies. — The  commissioner  of  pub- 
lic charities  shall,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  l)e  necessary,  .adver- 
tise in  the  City  Record  and  the  corporation  newspapers  for  not 
less  than  ten  days  for  proposals  for  such  articles  and  supplies  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  be  used  in  and  ^r  the  relief  and  support  of 
the  poor  of  the  city,  and  which  cannot  be  supplied  by  his  dei)art- 
ment  or  by  the  department  of  correction,  and  shall  award  con- 
tracts for  the  same  to  the  lowest  bidders,  who  shall  give  adequate 
security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  such  contracts.  In  case 
of  an  emergency  or  in  the  purchase  of  perishable  articles,  the  com- 
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mifisioner  may  purchase  without  calling  for  competition  at  a 
total  expense  not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars  during  any  one 
month.  The  coniuiiBsioner  shall  in  the  case  of  each  such  pur- 
chase enter  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  pm*po8€,  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  facts  which  render  purchase  by  contract  impracti- 
cable.    (As  amended  Fj^/  Ghapter  4G6  of  the  Laws  of  1901») 

§  670,  Expenditures  for  the  relief  of  the  blind. — The  commis- 
Bioner  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  insert  in  his  annual 
estimate  of  ex|>enditures  an  item  of  expenditure  for  the  relief  of 
the  poor  adult  blind  not  to  exrrcd  in  all  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars,  Tlie  commissioner  sliall  distribute  the  sum  so  appropri* 
ate<l  c*ach  year  in  uniform  sums  not  to  exceed  one  hundi"^d  dollars 
to  any  one  fjerson,  to  such  poor  adult  blind  pei*sons,  not  inmates 
of  any  of  the  public  or  private  institutions  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  who  shall  be  in  need  of  relief  and  who  shall  be  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  and  shall  have  been  residents  of  said  city  eon- 
tinuously  for  two  years  previous  to  the  date  of  application  for 
such  relief.     (As  amended  hy  cfwpter  4<j(>  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  077.  Detail  of  inmates  of  cori*ectional  institutions  to  work  in 
department. — The  commissioner  may,  from  time  to  time,  in  hid 
discretion,  request  the  department  of  correction  to  detail  and  des- 
ignate inmates  of  the  correctional  institutions  of  the  city  to  jM^r- 
form  necessary  w\>rk,  labor  and  services  in  and  upon  the  grounds 
and  buildings  which  are  under  the  charge  of  the  said  conimis- 
Bioner,  and  such  inirmtes  of  such  correctional  institutions  when  so 
employed  shall  at  all  times  be  under  the  iM?rBonal  oversight  and 
direction  of  a  keeper  or  keepers  from  such  correctional  institu* 
tions  as  the  department  of  correction  may  deem  necessoi^;  but 
no  inmate  of  any  wrrectional  institution  shall  he  employed  in 
any  capacity  wbatever  in  any  ward  of  any  hospital  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  department  of  public  charities  while  such  ward 
is  being  used  for  hospital  purposes.  The  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  not  be  construed  to  lioiit  the  power  of  said  c^omiinV 
eioner  to  make  requisition  upon  tlie  coianrmsioner  of  correction 
as  provided  by  section  seven  hundred  and  one  of  this  act,  {A» 
Ofnendcd  hy  chupfer  406  of  the.  Laws  of  1001,) 

§  678.  Care  of  nonresidents  in  city  liospitals. — The  conimiB- 
sioner  of  public  charities  is  hereby  authorized  in  his  discretion  to 
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permit  the  reception  and  treatment  in  hospitals  under  his  juris- 
diction of  persons  who  do  not  reside  in  the  city  of  New  York,  pro- 
vided that  every  person  so  receiving  treatment  shall  be  required 
to  pay  such  sum  for  board  and  attendance  as  may  be  fixed  by  such 
commissioner,  and  provided  that  no  such  persons  shall  be  received 
to  the  exclusion  of  patients  who  reside  in  said  city.  Such  com- 
missioner shall  collect  and  pay  over  all  such  moneys  to  the  cham- 
berlain onre  every  month,  and  the  amount  so  collected  shall  be 
paid  into  the  general  fund.  The  commissioner  shall  upon  making 
such  payments  to  the  chamberlain  report  the  same  to  the  comp- 
troller of  the  city  of  New  York.  (As  amended  hy  chapter  466  of 
the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  679.  Requisitions  of  subordinate  officers. — Each  superintend- 
ent, warden  or  chief  officer  of  every  institution  under  the  charge 
of  the  commissioner  shall  make  his  requisition  in  writing  on  tlie 
commissioner  for  all  articles  deemed  necessary  by  the  said  officer 
to  be  used  in  the  respective  institutions  under  his  charge,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  same.  (As  amended  hy 
chapter  466  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  680.  Reports  of  subordinate  officers. — Each  such  superintend- 
ent, warden  or  other  chief  officer  of  every  institution  under  the 
charge  of  the  commissioner  shall  once  in  each  week  report  in 
writing  to  the  commissioner  the  number  of  persons  who  have  been 
received  or  transferred,  who  are  sick,  who  have  died,  and  who  are 
remaining  in  the  respective  institutions  under  his  charge,  the 
discipline  which  has  been  maintained  therein,  the  punishments 
imposed,  and  the  quantity  and  kind  of  labor  performed,  and  such 
other  information  as  the  commissioner  may  require.  (As  amended 
hy  chapter  466  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  682.  Hours  of  labor;  discipline. — The  hours  of  labor  required 
of  any  pauper  or  other  person  committed  to  or  placed  under  the 
charge  of  the  commissioner  of  public  charities  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
commissioner.  In  case  any  such  pauper  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
perform  the  work  allotted  to  him  or  her  by  the  person  in  charge, 
or  shall  violate  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  institution,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  the  almshouse  to  report 
such  insubordination  or  violation  to  the  commissioner,  who  may 
thereupon  direct  the  punishment  of  such  pauper  by  solitary  con- 
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finement  and  by  being  fed  on  bread  and  water  only  fop  such  length 
of  time  as  he  may  consider  necessary.  In  ease  any  pauper  shall 
neglect  to  perform  the  work  assigned  to  him  or  her,  op  be  guilty 
of  any  such  violation  on  thi*ee  or  more  separate  occasions,  the  said 
commissioner  may  cause  such  pauper  to  be  brought  before  the 
proper  court  or  magistnite,  and  such  court  or  magistrate  may  com- 
mit such  pauper  to  the  workhouse  or  penitentiary  as  a  disordeply 
person.     (As  amended  hy  chapter  466  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  683.  Support  of  poor  persons  by  relatives. — The  grandparents, 
parents,  children  and  grandchildren  of  sufficient  ability,  of  a  poor 
person  who  is  insane,  blind,  old,  lame,  impotent  or  decrepit,  so 
as  to  be  unable  by  work  to  maintain  himself,  and  the  grand- 
parents and  parents  of  a  destitute  child,  must  at  their  own  charge 
relieve  and  maintain  him  in  the  manner  to  be  approved  by  the 
commissioner.  If  the  relative  of  a  poor  person  of  suffici^it 
ability,  fails  to  maintain  and  relieve  him,  as  in  this  section  pro- 
vided, the  said  commissioner  may  apply  to  any  city  magistrate, 
or  any  court  of  record  having  jurisdiction  of  the  defendant,  for 
an  order  to  compel  such  relief,  and  the  proceedings  to  be  taken 
to  make  such  an  order,  and  the  enforcement  thereof,  shall  be  the 
same  and  in  like  manner  as  those  provided  in  sections  six  hon- 
dren  and  eighty-five  and  six  hundred  and  eighty-six  of  chapter 
four  hundred  and  sixty-six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
one.     (As  ametided  hy  chapter  302  of  tJie  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  684.  Conduct  of  bastardy  proceedings. — All  bastardy  proceed- 
ings shall  be  conducted  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  commissioner, 
and  the  amount  collected  shall  be  paid  to  the  commissioner,  to 
be  by  him  applied  to  the  support  of  the  child  or  of  the  child  and 
its  mother,  and  shall  be  accounted  for  by  him  in  a  manner  ap- 
proved by  the  comptroller.  The  commissioner  shall  have  author- 
ity to  compromise  bastardy  and  abandonment  cases.  (As  amended 
hy  chapter  466  of  tJie  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  685.  Maintenance  of  abandoned  wives  and  children. — Every 
person  in  the  city  of  New  York,  as  constituted  by  this  act,  who 
actually  abandons  his  wife  or  children  without  adequate  sup- 
port, or  leaves  them  in  danger  of  becoming  a  burden  upon  4he 
public,  or  who  neglects  to  provide  for  them  according  to  his 
means,  or  who  threatens  to  rnn  away  and  leave  his  wife  and  chil- 
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dren  a  burden  upon<  the  public,  may  be  arrested  upoiif  a  complaint 
made  under  oath  to  a  city  magistrate  and  a  warrant  thereon 
issued,  and  brought  before  such  magistrate,  as  provided  by  sec- 
tion nine  hundred  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure.  And  if 
thereupon  it  shall  appear  by  the  confession  of  the  defendant  or 
by  competent  testimony  that  he  is  guilty  of  the  charge,  the  said 
magistrate  shall  make  an  order  specifying  a  reasonable  sum  of 
money  to  be  paid  weekly  for  the  space  of  one  year  thereafter  by 
such  defendant  to  the  commissioner  of  public  charities  for  the 
support  of  the  wife  or  children.  But  nothing  in  this  chapter  con- 
tained shall  apply  to  or  afiFect  an  order  for  the  payment  of  money 
for  the  support  of  a  child  in  an  institution  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  section  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  the  penal  code 
or  of  sectiim  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  code  of  criminal 
procedure.  (As  amended  by  ohApter  466  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 
§  686.  Commitments  in  abandonment  proceedings;  surety. — 
Any  person  convicted*  of  any  of  the  offenses  hereinbefore  recited 
shall,  upon  being  served  with  such  order,  enter  into  a  bond  to  the 
people  of  the  state  in  such  sum  as  such  city  magistrate  shall 
direct,  with  good  and  sufficient  surety  to  be  approved  by  the  said 
city  magistrate,  that  such  person  will  pay  weekly  for  the  space  of 
one  year  such  sum  for  the  support  of  the  wife  or  children  or 
either  or  any  of  them,  as  has  been  ordered  as  aforesaid,  to  the 
commissioner  of  public  charities.  In  default  of  such  surety 
being  found,  the  city  magistrate  shall  make  up,  sign  and  file  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  conviction  is 
had,  a  record  of  the  conviction  of  such  offender  as  a  disorderly 
person,  specifying  generally  the  nature  and  circumstances  of  the 
offense  and  the  names  of  the  witnesses  by  whom  it  has  been  estab- 
lished, and  shall  by  warrant  commit  such  offender  to  the  work- 
house on  Blackweirs  Island,  or  to  the  penitentiary  or  jail  in  the 
borough  where  the  conviction  is  had,  there  to  remain  until  such 
surety  be  found  or  such  offender  be  discharged  according  to  law, 
or  he  shall  sentence  such  offender  to  inii)risonmcnt  in  the  j)cni- 
tentiary,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months  or  until  such 
offender  gives  the  security  as  hereinbefore  provided  or  is  dis- 
charged according  to  law.  Ui)on  the  trial  or  hearing  of  all 
complaints  for  any  or  either  of  the  offenses  hereinbefore  referred 
to,  the  wife  shall  be  a  competent  witness  therein  against  her  bus- 
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band,  as  to  all  matters  embraced  in  mid  complaint.  (As  am 
hy  chapter  4tiG  of  the  Laws  of  11)01.) 

§  687.  Actions  on  bonds  in  atKindonment  proceedings. — ^Any 
suit,  action  or  proceeding  brought  or  instituted  upon  any  bond 
or  rerognizance  given  in  pui'siiam-e  of  the  prei*eding  set^tion  shall 
be  brought  and  jjrosecuted  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  coniniis- 
Biouer  of  public  chanties,  and  all  moneys  recovered  in  any  suit, 
action  or  proceeding  shall  be  paid  to  the  commissioner  to  be  by 
him  upi>licd  and  expended  for  the  Bupjiort  of  the  wife  and  chil- 
di^n,  or  either  or  any  of  them,  of  the  person  against  whom  the 
order  mentioned  and  provided  for  in  section  six  hundred  and 
eighty-Uve  of  this  act  shall  have  been  made.  If  the  person  charged 
with  the  offenses  hereinbefoi-e  recited  or  either  of  them  m  ad- 
mitted to  bai'j  the  undertaking  of  his  baU  shall  be  for  the  future 
api>earance  of  the  defendant  according  to  the  terms  of  the  under- 
taking, or  that  the  bail  will  pay  to  the  commissioner  a  speci- 
tied  sum  in  the  event  of  such  failure  to  appear,  or  if  such  person 
deposits  a  sum  of  money  as  directed  by  law  instead  of  giving  an 
inidcrtnking  of  bail  for  his  future  apfiearance,  and  if  such  person 
shall  thereafter  fail  to  appear  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
said  undertaking  or  the  terms  upon  which  the  money  was  depos* 
ited,  then  the  said  magistrate  shall  enter  the  fact  of  said  per8on*s 
nonappearance  upon  the  minutes  und  the  undertaking  of  his  bail 
or  money  deposited  instead  of  bail  shall  thereupon  be  forfeited. 
(As  amended  hy  chafder  460  of  the  Laws  of  1001.) 

§  688,  Recoveries  in  abandonment  proceedings.— When  such  an 
undertaking  is  forfeited,  an  action  may  be  brought  in  the  name 
of  the  commissioner  of  pul)lie  charities  to  recover  the  amount 
specified  in  such  tiudertaking,  and  the  amount  recovered  in  said 
action  shall  be  applied  and  expended  for  the  aup|>ort  of  the  wife 
and  children,  or  either  or  any  of  them,  of  the  jierson  char^rfd  with 
the  offenses  hereinlicfore  recited  or  either  or  any  of  suih  offenses, 
and  when  any  money  has  been  deposited  inste&d  of  bail  and 
which  shall  have  been  forfeited  as  hereinbefore  provided,  said 
money  shall  be  paid  to  the  commissioner,  by  tlie  person  with  whom 
the  snid  sum  of  money  is  deposite<I,  upon  presenting  to  him  a 
certificate  from  the  city  magistrate  certifying  to  the  forfeiture 
thereof,  which  said  certificate  shall  state  the  name  of  the  person 
making  the  deposit,  w^hen  it  is  made,  the  name  of  the  defendant, 
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aod  that  the  said  sum  of  money  was  forfeited  on  account  of  the 
defendant's  failure  to  appear  as  directed,  and  shall  be  signed  by 
said  magistrate.  {As  amended  by  chapter  466  of  the  Laws  of 
1901.) 

§  689.  Appeals  in  abandonment  proceedings;  costs. — An  appeal 
to  the  court  of  general  seseions  may  be  taken  from  the  conviction 
before  a  city  magistrate  under  this  chapter  within  the  county  of 
New  York,  or  to  the  county  couii:  in  any  other  county  within  the 
lity  of  New  York,  which  said  appeal  shall  be  conducted  under  and 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  code  of  criminal  pro- 
cedure of  the  state  of  New  York,  except  that  the  judge  allowing 
the  appeal  must  take  from  the  defendant  a  wriUen  undertaking 
in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as  he  may  approve,  that  de- 
fendant will  abide  the  judgment  of  the  appellate  court  uinm  the 
ap5>eal,  and  will  imy  all  costs  which  may  be  awarded  against  him, 
and  except  that  all  notices  required  by  said  code  of  criminal  pro- 
cedure to  be  served  upon  the  district  attorney  upon  such  appeal 
shall  be  served  upon  the  commissioner  of  public  charities,  and 
the  commissioner  may  appear  by  clerk  or  counsel  upon  the  hear- 
ing of  such  appeal.  The  court  must  award  costs  to  the  party  in 
whose  favor  the  appeal  is  determined,  as  follows,  besides  disburse- 
ments: To  the  appellant  upon  reversal,  thirty  dollars;  to  the 
respondent  upon  aflBrmance,  twenty-five  dollars.  When  awarded 
to  the  appellant  they  must  be  paid  by  the  comptroller  of  the  city 
of  New  York,  on  the  delivery  to  him  of  a  certifitnl  copy  of  the 
order  of  reversal,  and  must  be  charged  to  the  contingent  account 
of  the  commissioner  of  public  charities.  When  awarded  to  the 
respondent  the  payment  of  costs  may  Ik»  enforced  as  in  a  civil 
action,  and  in  an  action  brought  therefor  against  the  sureties 
upon  the  undertaking  given  on  the  allowance  of  the  appeal,  the 
production  of  a  certified  copy  of  the  ord(»r  of  affirmance  shall  Ik* 
eonclusive  evidence.  If  a  new  trial  is  ordered  it  inu8tT)e  had  in 
the  court  where  the  apiK^il  was  heard,  before  a  jud«2:e  without  a 
jury. 

An  appeal  to  the  court  of  general  s<\ssions  may  be  taken  in  an 
abandonment  procecniing,  by  the  commissioner  of  public  eharitieis 
in  \vho.se  name  the  procecnling  is  brought,  from  a  d(M:*ision  or  judg- 
menjt  of  a  city  magistrate  under  this  chapter,  within  the  county 
of  New  York;  or  to  the  county  court  in  any  other  county  which

is  wholly  or  partly  within  the  city  of  New  York,  as  constituted  hy 
this  act. 

For  the  purpose  of  appealing  the  commissioner  must  within 
sixty  days  after  such  decision  or  judgment  make  an  affidflvit 
showing  the  alleged  errors  in  the  proceeding  in  which  the  decisioa 
or  judgment  was  rendered,  and  must  within  that  time  present  it 
to  the  county  judge  of  the  county  whei-e  the  proceeding  was- 
brought  or  to  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  in  that  department,, 
or  in  the  county  of  Now  York  to  the  recorder  op  a  judge  author- 
ized to  hold  a  court  of  geii<?ral  sessions,  and  apply  thereon  for  an. 
allowance  of  the  api)eal. 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  justice,  judge  or  recorder  to  whom 
the  affidavit  is  submitted,  it  is  proper  that  the  questions  set  forth. 
in  the  affidavit  should  be  decided  by  the  appellate  court,  he  must 
endorse  upon  the  affidavit  an  allowance  of  an  appeal  to  that  courts 
And  the  commissioner  must  within  five  days  thereafter  serve  a 
copy  of  such  affidavit  upon  which  the  appeal  was  granted,  together 
with  a  notice  that  the  same  has  been  allowed,  upon  the  defendant 
in  the  abandonment  proceeding  or  upon  the  attorney  or  counsel 
who  last  appeared  for  the  defendant  therein. 

Sections  seven  hundred  and  fifty-five,  seven  hundred  and  fifty- 
six,  seven  hundred  and  fifty-seven  and  seven  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure  shall  apply  to  the  appeat 
herein  provided. 

The  appeal  may  be  brought  to  argument  by  the  commissioner  or 
the  defendant  upon  ten  days^  notice  to  the  opposite  party,  to  be 
served  personally  on  the  commissioner  or,  either  personally  upon. 
the  defendant  or  personally  upon  the  attorney  who  last  appeareA 
for  the  defendant. 

The  appeal  shall  be  heard  and  disposed  of  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  sections  seven  hundred  and  sixty-three,  seven  hundredT 
and  sixty-four,  seven  hundred  and  sixty-five,  seven  hundred  and" 
sixty-six  and  seven  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of  the  code  of  criniinal 
procedure,  except  that  if  a  new  trial  l)e  ordered,  it  shall  be  had' 
in  the  court  where  the  appeal  was  heard,  before  a  judge  w^ithout 
a  jurj^  and,  pending  such  new  trial,  the  judge  shall  issue  a  war- 
rant for  the  arrest  of  the  defendant,  and  may  hold  him  to  baiB 
as  upon  an  indictment. 
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Upon  an  appeal  taken  by  the  commiBBioner  of  pnblic  charitieB^ 
no  coBtB  flhall  be  awarded  to  either  party.  (As  amended  by  chap- 
ter 466  of  the  Lowe  of  1901.) 

§  690.  When  new  Becurity  be  reqnired  after  conviction  in  aban- 
donment proceedings. — Upon  the  recovery  of  a  bond  given  by  the* 
defendant  upon  conviction  in  abandonment  proceedings  as  pre- 
flcribed  in  section  six  hundred  and  eightynsix ;  or  upon  proof  by 
affidavit  by  the  commissioner  that  he  lias  caused  diligent  efforts  to^ 
be  made  to  serve  personally  upon  a  surety  on  such  a  bond,  a  sum- 
monB  in  an  action  brought  thereon  for  a  default  in  the  terms 
thereof;  but  has  been  unable  to  effect  service  upon  such  surety ;  or 
that  a  surety  has  been  adjudged  a  bankrupt,  the  city  magistrate 
then  sitting  in  the  court  in  which  such  bond  was  given  may  issue- 
a  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  the  defendant,  in  whose  behalf  the  bond, 
was  given,  and  require  him  to  give  new  security  or  in  default 
thereof  may  commit  him,  under  the  original  order  and  conviction, 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  six  hundred  and  eighty-six; 
[)rovided,  however,  that  the  total  imprisonment  upon  such  order 
shall  not  exceed  six  months  in  any  year.  (As  amended  hy  chap- 
ter 466  of  the  Lav>9  of  1901.) 

§  691.  Support  of  bastard  children. — If  at  any  time  after  an 
order  of  filiation  in  bastardy  proceedings  shall  have  been  made, 
and  an  undertaking  given  tliereon,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  and  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure  such  un- 
dertaking  shall  not  be  complied  with,  or  that  for  any  reason  a  re- 
covery thereon  cannot  be  had,  or  if  the  original  undertaking  shall 
have  been  complied  with,  and  the  sureties  discharged  therefrom, 
or  if  money  were  deposited  in  lieu  of  bail,  and  the  same  shall  have 
been  exhausted,  and  the  bastard  still  needs  suppoii:,  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  any  county,  city  or  town,  or  the  commissioner  of 
public  charities,  where  the  bastard,  for  whose  support  the  order 
of  filiation  was  made,  shall  be  at  the  time,  may  upon  proof  of  the 
making  of  the  order  of  filiation,  the  giving  of  the  above  mentioned 
undertaking,  and  the  noncompliance  therewith,  or  that  the  sure- 
ties have  been  discharged  from  their  liability,  or  that  for  any  rea- 
son a  recovery  cannot  be  had  on  such  undertaking,  apply  to  the 
court  in  such  county,  city  or  town,  having  jurisdiction  in  bastardy 
proceedings,  for  a  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  the  defnulant  af!:ainst 
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whom  such  order  of  filiation  was  made,  which  shall  be  executed  in 
the  manner  provided  io  the  code  of  criminal  procedure  for  the 
execution  of  the  warniut;  upon  the  arrest  and  arraiguiuent  of  the 
defendant  the  said  court,  upon  proof  of  tlie  making  of  the  order 
of  filiation,  the  giving  of  the  above  mentioned  undertaking,  and 
the  nonroinpjiance  therewith,  or  tliat  for  any  reason  a  recover}* 
cannot  be  had  on  such  undertaking,  shall  make  an  order  requiring 
him  to  give  a  new  undertaking  in  the  manner  provided  in  subdl* 
vision  one  of  section  eight  hundred  and  tiJi;  ..  r  of  the  code  of 
criminal  procedure  for  giving  an  undertaking  on  conviction,  or 
upon  his  failure  to  so  give  a  new  undertaking,  shall  commit  him 
in  the  manner  provided  in  section  eight  hundred  and  tifty-two  of 
said  r<»de  uf  cTiminal  procedure.  (As  amended  by  chapter  362  of 
the  Law 8  of  1!J(M,) 
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§  C92.  Board  of  trustees j  jurisdiction;  powers  and  duties. — 
1,  On  the  first  day  of  February,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  de[iartment  of  public  charities  of  the  city  of 
New  York  over  Bellevue  hospital  and  the  FordhaiUj  Harlem  and 
Gouvorneur  hospitals  and  the  Emergency  hospital  in  East  Twenty- 
sixth  street  in  the  cily  of  New  York,  shall  cease,  and  the  care, 
management  and  control  of  such  hospitals  shall  be  vested  in  a 
board  of  trustees,  which  shall  on  said  date  succeed  to  al!  rights, 
duties  and  jiowers  heretofore  vested  in  said  department  of  public 
charities  so  far  as  concerns  said  hospitals.  8aid  board  of  trus* 
tecs  shall  consist  of  seven  residents  of  the  city  of  New  York,  to- 
gether with  the  commissioner  of  public  charities,  ex-oflBcio.  It 
shall  be  known  as  the  "  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied 
TTospitala-'  In  the  mon(h  of  January,  nineteen  bundled  an<i  two, 
the  mayor  of  the  city  of  New  York  shall  appoint  one  resident  of 
the  city  of  New  York  to  serve  as  such  trostce  for  the  term  of  one 
year,  one  for  the  term  of  two  years,  one  for  the  term  or  three 
years,  one  for  the  term  of  four  years,  one  for  the  term  of  five 
years,  one  for  the  term  of  six  years  and  one  for  the  term  of  seven

years,  from  the  first  day  of  February,  nineteen  hnndred  and  two. 
In  the  month  of  January  and  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day 
thereof,  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  any  trus- 
tee, the  mayor  shall  appoint  his  successor  for  the  full  tc^rui  of 
seyen  years.  The  mayor  shall  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  board  caused 
by  the  death  of  a  trustee,  his  resignation,  removal  from  the  city  or 
otherwise,  by  the  appointment  of  a  trustee  to  hold  office  for  the 
unexpired  term.  Every  person  appointed  to  serve  as  such  trus- 
tee shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and 
subscribe  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  constitution  of  the 
state. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  making  the  appointments  aforesaid,  the 
said  mayor  shall  call  upon  the  president  or  other  executive  head  of 
each  of  the  following  organizations,  to  wit :  The  United  Hebrew 
Charities  of  the  City  of  New  York,  the  Particular  Council  of  New 
York  of  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  in  New  York,  and 
the  New  York  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the 
Poor,  to  i^resent  a  list  of  not  less  than  twice  the  number  of  per- 
sons to  be  appointed  nienil)ers  of  said  board  of  trustees,  to  fill  a 
vacancy  or  otherwise.  Notice  in  writing  of  the  dates  on  which 
appointments,  including  the  first,  to  said  board  of  trustees  are 
proposed  to  be  made  shall  be  given  by  the  mayor  to  each  of  said 
presidents  or  other  executive  heads  at  least  ten  days  prior  thereto, 
and  such  list  of  names  shall  be  so  i)resented  within  three  days 
after  the  receipt  of  such  notice.  Said  presidents  or  other  execu- 
tive heads  may  each  submit,  or  two  or  more  of  them  may  jointly 
present,  such  a  list  of  names.  Appointments  to  said  board  of 
trustees  may  in  the  discretion  of  the  mayor  be  made  from  such 
list  or  lists.  * 

3.  No  trustee  shall  be  subject  to  removal  under  the  provisions 
of  section  ninety-five  of  this  act,  but  any  trustee  may  be  removed 
by  the  mayor  upon  proof  either  of  official  misconduct  or  neglect  of 
duty  or  of  conduct  which  tends  to  discredit  his  office  or  for  mental 
or  physical  inability  to  perform  his  duties,  bnt  In^fore  such  removal 
he  shall  receive  due  and  timely  notice  in  writing  of  the  charges 
and  a  copy  thereof,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  a  hearing  on  like 
notice  before  the  mayor  and  to  the  assistance  of  counsel  on  said 
hearing.     No  trustee  shall  receive  pecuniary  compensation  for  his 
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services  or  be  interested  directJy  or  iiidirectlj  in  the  furuiahing 
or  |.>erfoniiiiig  of  work,  labor,  services,  materials  or  supplies  of 
any  klud  to  or  for  siud  hospitals  by  cootract  or  otherwise.  No 
trustee  shall  bold  any  office  of  emolument  under  the  city,  county^ 
state  or  national  government,  ejcc^ept  the  oiBce  of  notary  public,  or 
commissioner  of  deeds,  or  otiices  in  the  national  guard. 

4,  The  conimissionei^s  of  the  sinking  fund  of  the  city  of  New 
York  shall  witiiin  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  pre- 
pare a  plan  for  the  separation  from  the  departiuent  of  publio 
charities  of  the  said  Bellevue  hospital,  and  the  Fordhani,  Harlem, 
Gouverneur  and  Emergency  hospitals.  Buch  plan  shall  apportion 
to  each  of  «aid  hospitals  the  lands,  buildings,  fixtures,  furniture 
and  other  appurtenances  and  property,  and  the  books,  records, 
vouchers  and  other  papers  hitherto  used  in  connection  with  or  for 
the  purposes  of  said  hospitals,  and  provide  in  detail  for  the  trans- 
fer thereof  to  said  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  AJlied  Hos- 
pitals on  the  first  day  of  February,  nineteen  hundred  and  two.  It 
shall  further  apportion  to  each  of  said  hospitals,  the  employe 
and  subordinates  of  every  grade  in  the  service  of  the  department 
of  public  charities  who  shall  be  in  service  in  and  about  the  said 
hospitals  eA'clusively  on  said  date.  To  enable  said  commissioners 
to  pi^epare  such  plan,  they  shall  have  access  to  ail  of  the  books 
and  i>ap>ers  which  are  the  property  of  the  city  'of  New  York  m  the 
custody  of  said  department  of  publfc  charitiea,  and  to  visit  said 
hospitals,  and  to  require  at  any  and  all  times  the  attendance  be- 
fore them  of  the  commissioner  of  public  charities  and  of  any  of 
his  employes  and  subordinates. 

5.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  organize  wilhin  ten  days  after 
said  trustees  are  appointod.  It  shall  annually  choose  from  its 
nipeiiibers^  at  a  regular  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruary^ a  president  and  a  secretary  for  the  term  of  one  year.  It 
shall  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  administration  and 
goverament  of  said  hospitals.  It  shall  administer  the  money© 
api>ropriated  for  said  hospitals,  subject  to  the  general  pi^ovisions 
of  this  act  relative  to  Ihe  audit  and  payment  of  claims.  Said 
board  shall  liave  power  to  appoint  and  at  pleasure  to  remove  sucli 
saperintendents,  medical  officers,  subordinate  officers  and  other 
employes  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  efficient  mana^ment  and 
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coodaet  of  said  hospitals,  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  the 
roles  and  reflations  of  the  municipal  civil  service  commission. 
The  board  of  trustees  shall  keep  accurate  and  detailed  accounts, 
in  a  form  approved  by  the  comptroller,  of  all  moneys  received  and 
expended  by  it,  the  sources  from  which  they  are  received  and  the 
purposes  for  which  they  are  expended.  It  shall  during  the  mcmth 
of  January  in  each  year  transmit  to  the  mayor  a  report  as  to  the 
condition  of  the  hospitals  under  its  care  and  the  management 
thereof  during  the  year  ending  the  preceding  thirty-first  day  of 
December. 

6.  The  medical  board  of  Bellevue  hospital,  and  allied  hospitals, 
shall  be  composed  of  the  attending  and  consulting  physicians  and 
surgeons  of  said  hospitals  on  the  first  day  of  February  nineteen 
faunidred  and  two.  They  and  such  successors  as  the  board  of 
trustees  may  appoint  shall  serve  without  pecuniary  compensa- 
tion, and  shall  hold  office  so  long  as  they  shall  i)erform  their 
duties  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  said  board  of  trustees. 
Vacancies  occurring  in  said  medical  board  shall  be  filled  by  the 
said  board  of  trustees  by  appointment  from  the  medical  profes- 
sion in  the  city  of  New  York.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall, 
on  nomination  of  the  said  medical  board,  appoint  medical  and 
surgical  house  officers  to  the  said  hospitals,  all  of  whom  shall 
serve  without  pecuniary  compensation. 

7.  Any  person  injured  or  taken  sick  in  the  streets  or  in  any 
public  square  or  place  within  the  city  of  New  York,  who  may  not 
be  safely  removed  to  his  or  her  home,  may  be  sent  to  and  shall  be 
received  in  the  said  hospitals  for  temporary  care  and  treatment, 
irrespective  of  his  or  her  place  of  residence.  The  said  board  of 
trustees  shall  provide  and  maintain  suitable  rooms  or  wards  for 
the  reception,  medical  examination  and  temporary  care  of  persons 
alleged  to  be  insane. 

8.  The  said  board  of  trustees  may  permit  the  reception  and 
treatment  in  the  said  hospitals,  of  persons  who  do  not  reside  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  provided  that  every  person  so  receiving 
treatment  shall  be  required  to  pay  such. sum  for  board  and  attend- 
ance as  may  be  fixed  by  said  board  of  trustees,  and  provided  that 
no  such  persons  shall  be  received  to  the  exclusion  of  patients  who 
reside  in  said  city.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  collect  and 
pay  over  all  such  moneys  to  the  chamberlain  once  every  month, 
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and  the  amouiut  so  collected  Bhall  be  paid  into  the  general  fund. 
The  said  board  of  trustee®  shall,  upon  milking  Buch  pavaienta  to 
the  ehaniberlainj  repjort  the  same  to  the  comptroller  of  the  city 
of  New  York, 

9,  The  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  ajid  the  b<iard  of 
aldermen  shall  in  each  year  appropriate  such  sum  as  in  their 
judgment  may  be  nei-essary  for  the  support  and  maintt>nance  of 
said  hospitals.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trufliteeB 
thereof  to  send  to  the  board  of  estimate  and  api>ortionment,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year,  an  e^imate  in 
wilting^  of  the  sum  nec»ded  for  the  ensuing  year  iu  the  same  man- 
ner and  general  form  as  the  heads  of  dejipartraents  and  other 
boards  of  the  city  of  New  York  are  reqnired  lo  fiirni**h. 

If).  AA'henever  any  sick  prrson  in  Kcllevuf  or  other  hospitals 
hereinlH^fore  mentioned  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of 
trustees*  cease  t»>  b*-  a  proper  ease  for  treatment  therein,  said 
board  may  cause  such  person  to  Ik*  transferred  to  the  care,  custody 
and  conlrrd  of  the  ctmiimissioner  of  public  cliarities,  who  shall 
fortliwith  receive  and  care  for  »uch  person.  In  case  any  siek 
person  under  trentrntmt  in  any  of  said  hospitals  shall  die  while 
under  (he  care  of  tlte  board  af  truste<*s,  the  latter,  by  their  properly 
desifrn'»te<}  iiOicer  or  employe,  may  call  n])on  the  comiulssiouer  of 
public  charities  forthwith  to  receive  and  remove  the  body  of  sueh 
pei*son,  and  it  shall  thereupon  l^  the  duty  of  such  commissioner 
forthwith  to  receive  and  remove  the  same  for  burial  or  other 
proper  disposition.  The  cost  and  exj^ense  of  such  reception,  re- 
moval, burial  or  other  pro]^Ker  disposition  shall  be  borne  and  paid 
by  the  department  of  public  charities.  {As  amended  hy  chapter 
46fJ  of  thr  Laws  of  190L)

Chapter  aOO,  I-aws  of  1004, 
^VBTICLE  III. 

§  95,  Overseer  of  the  poor,^It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  over- 
eeer  of  the  poor  to  investigaie  the  character,  habits^  location  Or 
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lemdence,  condition  and  neceseities  of  all  applicants  for  assist- 
ance and  relief,  the  reenlt  of  which  shall  be  recorded  in  a  proper 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  He  may  employ  two  physi- 
cians to  attend  the  poor,  their  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment.  He  shall  not  approve  or 
pay  any  bill,  account  or  claim  for  supplies  furnished  by  any 
dealer,  merchant  or  other  person,  unless  the  claimant,  his  agent 
or  legal  representatives  annex  thereto  an  affidavit  of  such  claim- 
ant, agent  or  representative,  stating  that  the  bill  or  account  is  just 
and  correct,  and  that  the  items  charged  therein  and  specified'  in 
each  accompanying  order  for  supplies  or  relief  have  been  in  fact 
and  in  good  faith  furnished  by  the  claimant  to  the  person  named 
in  the  order  and  to  no  other  person,  and  that  no  part  thereof  has 
been  paid  or  satisfied  and  that  there  are  no  offsets  thereto;  nor 
for  compensation,  expense  or  service,  unless  the  affidavit  shall 
state  that  the  account  is  just  and  correct,  and  that  no  part 
thereof  has  been  paid  or  satisfied,  and  that  there  are  no  offsets 
thereto.  He  shall  take  up  and  preserve  all  orders,  bills,  accounts 
and  vouchers  of  his  expenditures  and  payments  and  at  least  once 
a  month  exhibit  the  same  with  his  books  and  files  to  the  common 
council,  who  shall  proceed  to  audit  the  same.  If  said  overseer 
of  the  poor  shall  feel  aggrieved  by  said  audit  he  shall  report  to 
the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  a  detailed  statement 
of  all  his  receipts  and  disbursements  for  any  period  said  board 
may  require,  showing  the  money  on  hand,  the  date  and  amount 
of  each  order  or  payment  for  temporary  relief,  and  the  person 
to  whom  made  or  given,  and  all  his  other  disbursements  in  like 
detail.  Said  report  shall  be  verified  by  his  oath  taken  before 
some  proper  officer,  that  the  same  is,  and  the  items  thei'eof  are 
correct  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief.  If  said  import 
is  not  sufficiently  explicit,  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment may  call  for  a  further  report,  which  the  overseer  shall  im- 
mediately furnish.  Except  as"  herein  otherwise  provided,  said 
overseer  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  duties,  liabilities  and 
responsibilities  as  overseers  of  the  poor  in  the  towns  of  Niagara 
county,  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  the  poor  of  said  city,  and  as  to  those  matters  the  city  shall 
be  regarded  as  a  town  of  said  county.  Upon  receiving  said 
report,  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  thereupon 
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proceed  to  coueider  and  audit  the  account  of  said  overBeer,  and 
shall  have  all  the  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  a  board 
of  town  auditors  in  the  premises.  The  affidavits  annexed  to 
said  overseer's  report,  or  to  any  of  said  bills,  accounts  op  vouch- 
ers, shall  not  be  conclusive  upon  the  said  board  in  case  it  shall 
appear  that  any  claim  or  item  in  said  report  is  illegal,  unjust  or 
improper,  in  whole  or  in  a  part,  but  in  such  case  such  item  or 
portion  thereof  shall  be  disallowed,  and  said  overseer  and  his 
sureties  shall  be  liable  for  the  amount  thereof.  The  board  of 
estimate  and  apportionment  shall  cause  each  of  said  reports  of 
the  overseer  of  the  poor  (except  the  names  of  the  persons  to 
whom  orders  for  temporary  relief  were  given)  to  be  published 
in  full,  as  part  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting.  The  city  diall 
continue  to  be  the  owner  of  all  articles  or  supplies  furnished  to 
any  poor  person  or  applicant  until  the  same  are  consumed.  If 
any  person  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  furnished  shall  sell  or 
exchange  the  sahie  for  money,  or  intoxicating  liquor,  or  in  any 
w^ay  dispose  of  the  same  other  than  in  the  manner  directed,  such 
conduct  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor.

TITLE  XIII. 

COMMISSIONER  OF  PUBLIC  CHARITIES. 

Action  1.  Qualifications. 

2.  Duties  and  powers. 

3.  Monthly  reports. 

4.  Accounts  to  be  audited. 

5.  No  profit  from  supplies. 

Section  1.  Qualifications. — No  member  of  the  common  council 
shall  be  a  commissioner  of  public  charities.  Neither  shall  any 
person  be  appointed  to  the  ofiSce,  who,  at  the  time  of  such  appoint- 
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mcnty  shall  be  engsged  or  iBterested  in  business  as  a  grocer^  a 
saloonkeeper,  or  hotel  keeper,  or  in  any  wise  coneemed  in  the 
manfdhteture  or  sate  of  spiritnons  or  malt  liquors,  ale  or  beer^ 
and  in  case  any  person  appointed  to  the  office,  shall,  during  his 
term,  become  engaged  or  interested  in  either  of  the  occnpa'tioDs 
above  specified,  his  term  of  office  shall  therevx)on  cease,  and  the 
office  become  vacant^  and  the  mayor  shall  forthwith  appoint 
another  in  his  place. 

§  2.  Duties  and  powers. — Tlie  commissioner  of  public  charities 
is  hereby  inrested  with  all  the  powero  and  diiticH  now  or  hereafter 
to  be  prescribed  and  provided  by  Ihe  genenU  statutes  of  the 
state  of  New  York,  relating  to  the  ovewieerH  of  the  poor  in  towns^ 
so  far  as  the  same  is  applicable  and  not  inconsiKtent  with  this 
act.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  to  visit  the  poor  of 
the  city  at  their  several  places  of  abode  and  examine  into  their 
circumstances,  and  ascei'tain  to  what  extent  they  are  or  may  be 
in  need  and  en^titled  to  permanent  or  temporary*  relict.  Th<>  wud 
commissioner  shall  require  all  persons  making  a])plication  for 
relief  to  make  such  application  in  writing,  which  shall  be  pre- 
served by  said  commissioner,  and  at  the  end  of  each  month  all 
such  appHcationfl  nuide  during  the  month  sliall  l>e  filed  with  the 
city  clerk.  Tlie  commission'er  of  charities  »hall  have  power  to 
administer  oaths  to  and  examine  under  oath  any  ])orson  applying 
to  him  for  relief,  and  false  swearinj;  dnring  snoh  examination 
shall  be  deemed  willful  perjury.  The  conunissioner  shall  issue 
written  oixlers  for  all  means,  jn'ovlsions  and  supplies  furnished 
to  the  poor  of  the  city.  He  shall  not  employ  any  physician.  The 
city  shall  continue  to  be  the  owner  of  all  articles  or  supplies  fur- 
nished to  any  |)oor  pereon  or  applicant  until  the  same  are  con- 
sumed. If  any  person  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  furnished  shall 
sell  or  exchange  the  same  for  money,  or  intoxicating  liquor,  or  in 
any  way  to  dispose  of  the  same  other  than  in  the  manner  directed, 
such  conduct  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor. 

§  3.  Monthly  repoiis. — The  commissioner  shall,  at  the  first 
regular  meeting  of  the  common  council  in  each  month,  report  to 
the  common  council  under  oath  in  detail,  all  appropriations, 
expenditures,  temporary  relief  and  allowances  made  by  him  as 
such  commissioner  during  the  month  preceding,  which  report  shall 
specify  the  name  and  place  of  abode  of  each  person  relieved,  the 
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quality*  qiiaTititj  and  price  per  pinind,  nr  otherwise,  as  the  ca 
may  bcv  of  earh  artit-le  ordered  or  furnished,  and  from  wham 
olUaiued;  said  report  shall  also  contain  *lie  names  and  places  of 
abode  of  all  pei*»ou8  to  whom  meak  or  lodjiiiigs  have  been  fur- 
lujihfd,  ihe  number  of  sueh  meals  m-  lod^injj^s,  from  whom  obtained, 
or  by  wlinm  furnished,  and  Hie  <-ost  of  the  Simn-  Said  report 
>*hall  be  filed  wilb  the  city  clerk. 

§  4,  Aceonnts  to  be  audited. — All  charges  and  aeconnts  against 
»aid  citv  for  services  i^endered,  acts  done,  or  means,  provisions  or 
supplier  furnished  tnuler  the  diiMjclion  of  the  commissioner  of 
charities  of  said  city  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  other- 
wise, shall  be  audited  liy  Ihe  common  council,  and  paid  from  the 
poor  fund  of  said  city, 

§  5.  No  profit  from  supplies.— The  commissioner  of  charities 
sh^all  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  furnish  to  any  person^  any 
groceries,  pixnisions,  fuel,  mcMlirines,  or  property  belonging  to 
himf^'if,  or  in  which  he  shall  have  an  interest  or  l)e  interested,  nor 
shall  he  be  interested  iu  any  contract  for  such  purchase  of  such 
groceries,  provisiuus,  medicines,  fuel  or  pTOfierty;  nor  shall  he 
receive  any  commissions  uinm  or  for  any  goods  or  articles  of 
relief  furnishcil,  or  on  any  orders  given  by  him  for  any  such 
goods*  articles  or  relief.  For  any  violations  of  any  provisions 
of  this  section  said  coiuinissioner  shall  l»e  i-ernoved  from  office? 
by  the  mayor,  and  he  shall  forfeit  to  said  city  a  penalty  of  one 
hundred  dollars  for  every  such  violation.

Chapter  28,  Laws  of  1882. 

AN  ACT  for  the  support  of  the  poor  in  the  town  of  Oswegatchie, 

in  the  county  of  8t.  Lawrence. 
BtTtion  1,  The  tuwn  nf  Oswcgatchie  shall  not  hereafter  be  sub- 
ject to  taxation  for  the  support  or  maintenance  of  the  town  poor 
of  or  in  the  other  towns  of  the  county  of  St.  Lawrence,  nor  shall 
the  other  towns  of  the  county  of  St  Lawrence  l>e  taxed  or  re- 
quired to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  town  poor  of  or  in  the 
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town  of  Oswegatchie,  but  such  town  of  Oswegatchie,  for  all  the 
purposes  of  supporting  it,  or  poor  within  its  limits  and  carrying 
into  effect  the  laws  of  the  state  for  support  and  relief  of  such  indi- 
gent i)er8ons,  shall  be  separate  and  in  distinct  district. 

§  2.  The  office  of  overseer  of  the  i)00r  in  the  town  of  Oswegatchie 
is  hereby  abolished.  There  shall  be  a  corporation  in  the  said 
town  by  the  name  of  "  the  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  the  town 
of  Osw^atchie,"  which  shall  possess  the  usual  powers  of  a  cor- 
poration for  public  purposes.  William  I.  Averell,  William  L. 
ProctK>r,  John  Pickens,  Erastus  Vilas,  James  Eysman  and 
Charles  Luin  are  hereby  appointed  such  superintendents  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act.  They 
shall  be  divided  into  three  classes,  and  hold  their  offices  for  the 
periods  following,  that  is  to  say:  William  I.  Averell  and  John 
Pickens  shall  constitute  the  first  class,  and  hold  their  offices  until 
the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three; 
James  Eysman  and  Erastus  Vilas  shall  constitute  the  second  class, 
and  hold  their  offices  until  the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-four;  and  Charles  L.  Lum  and  William  L. 
Proctor  shall  constitute  the  third  class,  and  hold  their  offices  until 
the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty -five;  and 
upon  the  expiration  of  their  several  terms  of  office,  their  places 
shall  l)e  filled  by  i)ersons  duly  elected  at  the  annual  town  meetings 
held  in  the  town  of  Oswegatchie  for  the  year  in  which  such  terms 
of  office  sliall  expire,  which  elections  shall  be  conducted  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner,  that  is  to  say:  Each  elector  may  place  ui)on  a 
separate  ballot  the  name  of  one  suitable  person,  who  shall  be  a 
citizen  of  the  Unitcni  States,  of  full  age  and  a  resident  of  said 
town  of  Oswegatchie,  under  the  words  "  for  superintendents  of 
the  poor,"  and  deposit  the  same  in  a  separate  box  to  be  provided 
for  that  purpose  by  the  officers  who  shall  jjreside  at  such  town 
meetings;  and  a  separate  poll  list  shall  be  kept  of  the  jiersons 
voting  for  such  sup)erintendents,  and  the  two  persons  having  the 
greatest  number  of  votes,  at  such  elections,  shall  be  declared  and 
deemed  duly  elected.  And  at  every  annual  town  meeting  there- 
after there  shall  be  elected,  in  the  same  manner,  two  i)ersons  as 
superintendents.     The  persons  elected  sliall  hold  their  office  for 
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the  terra  of  three  yeare,  and  until  uthefB  are  duly  elected  in  tJieir 
places. 

§  3.  The  aaid  superiutejidentB  of  the  poor  may  sue  and  be  sued 
in  their  corporate  name  in  any  of  the  courts  of  tliis  state.  Tbey 
shall  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  care  and  management  of  the  poor 
in  the  said  town,  and  shall  provide  for  and  maintain  the  perBona 
enumerated  in  the  fourteenth  section  of  tlie  act  concerning  **  the 
relief  and  ?npimrt  of  indigent  p^-rsons,*^  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
mentioned,  and  for  that  purpose  they  shall  have  and  exerciec  all 
the  powers  and  authority  now  vested  by  law  in  the  overseers  of 
the  poor  of  towns,  nnd  in  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  counties^ 
not  nieonsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  net.  They  shall  alio 
have  and  possess  the  ])owers  following: 

1,  To  ap|K>int,  by  n  res<^»iuticin  to  be  entered  upon  their  minutes^ 
an  olBcer,  to  be  denominated  **  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  town 
of  Oswegatehie/'  together  with  such  other  agents  as  msiy  hentom- 
sary  in  order  to  ciirry  into  effect  the  purposes  of  this  act,  which 
said  overseer  and  other  agents  shall  hold  Iheir  offices  during  the 
pleasure  of  said  snperintendents,  and  receive  f»«ch  ftied  annual 
salary-  as  a  compensation  for  their  services  as  the  said  snp<^*tn- 
tendents  may  direct.  The  said  superintendents  shall  require  their 
agent  who  may  act  as  treasurer  to  give  sntisfru'tor}-  hcmds  for  tbe 
faith fnl  discharge  of  duty  as  such  treasurer. 

2.  To  visit  tire  poor  of  the  said  town  at  tlu^ir  several  places  of 
residence,  and  direct  the  overseer  of  the  poor  so  to  do,  and  inquire 
and  examine  into  their  cfrcumatanceSy  the  number  and  ages  of 
the  members  of  their  families,  the  places  of  their  former  residence, 
their  employnients,  for  what  length  of  time  and  to  what  exteat 
they  have  l>een  dependent  on  the  public  for  support,  their  ability 
to  labor^  and  the  causes  of  their  poverty;  and  the  superintend* 
ents  may  direct  either  [lermfinent  or  temporary  rc*lief  to  such  poor 
persons,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  from  time 
to  time  adopt, 

5,  To  contract  for,  purchase  and  provide  provisions,  fuel,  choth- 
ing,  and  other  neressaries  for  the  supp^irt  of  or  distribution  among 
the  poor,  as  in  their  judfi^nient  they  may  deem  necessary, 

4.  Tl^e  said  sufx^rin tendents  shall  have  power  to  receive  from 
the  supervim)r  of  the  town  of  Oswegatchie  the  excise  money  re- 
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ceived  in  said  town  outside  of  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Ogdens- 
burgy  with  all  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  which  may  accrue 
to  them  as  such  superintendents,  and  all  fines,  which  are  now 
by  law  directed  to  be  paid  to  the  8nporvisoi*8  of  the  town  for 
tiie  snpport  of  the  poor,  which  said  several  sums  of  money  shall 
be  applied  to  the  support  and  relief  of  the  poor  in  said  town, 
according  to  tiie  proTisions  of  this  act,  except  that  all  said  ex- 
cise moneys,  fines,  penalties,  forfeitures  and  other  moneys 
leceiTed  in  or  for  said  town  outside  of  the  limits  of  the  city  of 
Ogdensbnrg  shall  be  applied  to  them  exclusively  to  the  support 
and  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  town  outside  of  said  city  limits,  and 
all  other  moneys  received  by  them  shall  be  applied  exclusively 
to  the  support  and  relief  of  the  \yooT  of  the  town  within  said  city 
limits.     {As  amended  hy  chapter  458  of  the  Laws  of  1889.) 

5.  The  said  superintendents  sliall  also  have  power,  and  it  shall 

be  their  duty,  to  sue  in  their  corporate  name  for  all  violation 

of  the  excise  laws  committed  in  said  town,  in  any  court  having 

jurisdiction  of  such  suits.    All  other  suits  and  ]>ro<^*din^8  which 

may  now  by  law  l>e  pn)secuted  and  maintained,  in  the  name  of  the 

overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Oswegatchio,  to  enforce  civil 

»^uiedies,  shall  an<l  may  hereafter  Ik?  prosecuted  and  maintained, 

^^nd  such  i*emediefi  may  be  enforced,  in  the  name  of  the  superin- 

Ttendents  of  the  i»oor  of  the  town  of  Oswogjitchie,  not  in  conflict 

"^vith  the  charter  of  the  city  of  OjijdenHbnT*jr,  but  shall  be  additional 

"thereto. 

6.  Such  su{)erintendents  may  also  appoint  one  of  their  body 
^>resident,  who  shall  hold  the  office  during  their  pleasure,  and 
^hey  may  also  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  occur  among  their 
mumber  by  death,  resignation  or  othei-wise,  by  appointing  some 
^•uitable  person  or  i^rsons  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies,  who 

tihall  hold  their  office  for  the  unexpired  terms  of  the  persons 
whose  places  had  thus  become  vacant.  They  shall  keep  written 
records  of  their  proceedings,  and  may  establish  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  their  own  government,  the  government  of  their  over- 
seers, agents  and  servants,  in  the  examination  of  paupers  and 
others  applying  for  or  entitled  to  relief,  and  in  the  distribution 
of  food,  fuel,  clothing  and  other  necessaries  among  the  poor  of 
the  town.

He  shall  di'vote  his 
time  and  attention  u»  the  discharge  of  his  }>nblic  duties,  and 
shall,  anamg  other  things,  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Raid  board 
uf  superintendents,  and  act  as  the  secretary  thei-eof.  lie  slmU 
aid  tiaan  in  I  la*  examination  into  ihc  circnmslanc(»s  antl  i^nudi* 
tions  of  the  )>«»<»r  ]»crson8  ai^jilying  for  or  cntith^d  to  riOief,  as 
provided  in  the  sei-ond  subdivision  of  su*cond  scrlion  of  this  aet, 
and  shall  ki*f^p  a  i^conl  of  su<di  examinations*  He  simll  keep  the 
minnti*js  of  the  proi-eedings  of  the  superintendents,  and  an  ar- 
connt    of   their   receipts   nnd    disbursements,    together   with    the 
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names  of  the  persons  relieved,  the  manner  of  the  relief,  and  the 
time  when  it  was  rendered-,  and  prepare  their  annual  and  other 
reports.  He  shall  carry  into  effect  the  ordeif*  and  directions  of 
the  said  superintendents  in  distributing  relief  to  poor  persons, 
and  generally  perform  all  such  duties  as. may  l>e  asHigned  to  him 
from  time  to  time. 

§  5.  The  said  superintendents  shall  annually,  on  the  llrst  day 
of  November  in  each  year,  or  when  the  sjime  shall  fall  on  Sunday, 
then  on  the  day  succeeding,  cause  to  be  [U'epaivd  a  report  con- 
taining an  exact  and  accurate  acrount  of  all  moneys  received  by 
them,  and  the  sources  fi-om  whence  such  mon(\vs  wen*  received 
during  the  preceding  year,  an  exact  and  accurate  account  of  all 
their  expenditures,  and  of  all  debts  in<uriiMl  by  them,  which  ai-e 
un]Kaid  for  the  same  perio<l  of  time;  and  the  <»bjects  for  which 
such  expenditures  were  ap]die<],  and  the  i)ei«sons  to  whom  they 
were  paid  for  the  same  period  of  time  also,  the  number  of  those 
provided  with  outdoor  relief  and  the  expenses  imurred  for  su<h 
outdoor  relief  during  the  year;  which  said  report  shall  be  signed 
by  the  said  superintendents' and  overs(HMs,  and  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  town  clerk  of  such  town,  and  publish  a  synopsis  of  the 
same  containing  the  amounts  of  receipts  and  the  sources  from 
whence  obtained,  the  amount  of  expenditures  and  for  what  pur- 
pose, in  two  newspai»ers  publisluMl  in  sai<l  city  of  Ogdensburg, 
of  opposite  politics. 

§  G.  The  said  superintendents  shall  also  on  the  first  day  of 
November,  and  when' the  same  shall  fall  on  Sunday,  then  on  the 
succeeding  day  in  each  year,  furnish  the  sui)ervisor  of  the  town 
of  Oswegatchie  with  a  written  estimate,  to  be  signed  by  them, 
of  the  amount  of  moneys  which  in  their  judgment  will  be  re- 
quired for  the  support  of  the  poor  of  said  town  outside  of  the 
limits  of  the  city  of  Ogdensburjr,  and  for  the  support  of  the  poor 
within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Ogdensburg,  which  said  amonnts 
required  shall  be  separately  stated;  which  said  amounts  in  liie 
aggregate  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  the  sum  of  three  mills 
upon  the  dollar  upon  the  last  prr^MMlin?:  assessnuMit  roll  or  rolls 
of  said  town,  which  said  estimate  shall  by  the  said  supervisor 
l)e  laid  before  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Saint 
Lawrence  at   their  nc^xt   thereaft<M-   annual    nieetinjr.   who   shall 
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cause  the  moneys  in  sudi  estimate  mentioned  as  required  for  the 
support  and  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  town  outside  of  the  limits 
of  the  city  of  Ogdensburg  to  be  levied  and  collected  on  the  assess- 
ment-roll of  said  town  of  the  taxable  property  outside  of  said 
city  limits^  and  the  moneys  in  such  estimate  mentioned  as  re- 
quired for  the  support  and  relief  of  the  i)Oor  within  the  limits 
of  said  city  to  be  levied  and  collected  on  the  assessment-rolte  of 
said  town  of  the  taxable  property  within  said  city  limits,  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  taxes  are  levied 
and  collected;  and  they  shall  also  by  their  warrant,  direct  and 
require  the  collector  to  pay  the  same,  when  collected,  to  the  said 
sui>€nutendeuts,  who  shall  apply  the  same  to  the  relief  and  sup- 
port of  the  poor  in  the  manner  hei*ein  directed.  (As  amended  hy 
chapter  458  of  the  Laivs  of  1889.) 

§  7.  The  said  sui)eriutendents  of  the  poor  shall  receive  no  com- 
pensation whatever  for  any  services  rendered  by  them  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  but  all  reasonable  and  proper  expenses, 
incurred  by  them  in  executing  their  trusts  as  such  superintend- 
ents shall  lie  paid  out  of  any  moneys  nns(Hl  for  the  support  of 
the  poor  as  hei^ein  mentioned. 

ij  8.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  siiid  superintendents  of  the 
poor,  or  either  of  them,  or  the  said  overseer  of  the  poor,  to  be 
concerned  or  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  sale  of  any 
goods,  merchandise  or  other  personal  property  found,  furnished 
or  proviiled  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  town  of  Oswe- 
galchie;  nor  shall  such  superintendents  and  overseer,  or  either 
of  them,  take  or  receive  any  profit,  reward  or  emolument,  for 
or  on  account  of  any  goods,  merchandise  or  personal  property 
found,  furnished  or  provided  by  any  person  or  persons  other 
than  against  such  superintendents,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of 
said  town.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  deemed  a  misdenieanor,  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment. 

§  9.  Any  of  said  superintendents  and  the  overseer  of  the  poor 
of  the  town  of  Oswegatchie  shall  have  the  power  to  administer  to, 
and  examine  under  oath,  any  person  or  persons  applying  to  them 
for  relief,  and  to  any  other  person  or  persons  in  any  matter  per- 
taining to  the  discharge  of  their  duties  under  this  act,  and  for 
that  purpose  to  issue  subpoenas  requiring  the  attendance  of  appli- 
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cants  and  witneflses,  and  false  swearing  during  cmch  examination 
shall  be  deemed  willfnl  perjury. 

§  10.  No  person  shall  be  disqualified  from  acting  as  judge, 
justice,  witness  or  juror,  by  reason  of  his  being  a  resident,  in- 
habitant or  freeholder  in  said  town  of  Oswegatchie,  in  any  action 
or  proceeding  in  which  the  said  superintendents  of  the  poor  are 
a  party. 

§  11.  All  disputes  between  the  town  of  Oswegatchie  and  any 
other  town  in  said  county  as  to  the  settlement  of  any  pauper,  or 
as  to  which  town  is  liable  to  support  any  poor  person,  shall  be 
decided  by  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  St.  Lawrence  county 
as  now  provided  by  law. 

§  12.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  to  require  or 
compel  the  town  of  Oswegatchie  to  support  any  county  pauper 
or  state  pauper.  Neither  shall  it  be  construed  as  exempting  or 
relieving  the  town  of  Oswegaitchie  from  paying  its  full  share  of 
the  expense  of  supporting  the  county  or  state  poor  or  from  erect- 
ing and  keeping  in  repair  nil  county  buildings,  including  the  poor- 
house,  nor  from  the  payment  of  its  share  of  the  salaries  of  all 
county  oflScers  or  employes  in  the  poorhouse  of  St.  Lawrence 
county.

TITLE  VIII. 

§  131-  Appointment  of  commissioner— The  pivsent  overseer  of 
the  poor  of  the  town  of  Oneida  is  hereby  continued  as  commit 
sioner  of  charities  of  the  city  of  Oneida  and  shall  bold  his  office 
as  such  commissioner  of  charities  until  his  miceessor  is  appointed 
as  in  this  act  provided.    A  commissioner  of  charities  shall 
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appointed  to  serve  to  Februai-y  flrst,  uiueteeu  buudied  and  two, 
iu  tlie  manner  provided  by  section  two  hundred  and  tifty-four  of 
tbis  act,  and  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  altei-nate  year 
thereafter  there  Khali  be  appointed  in  the  manner  provided  by 
this  act  a  cH>mmi8sioner  of  charities  who  shall  hold  office  for  two 
years  from  the  first  day  of  February  of  the  year  of  his  appoint- 
ment.    (-4*  ainaided  by  chapter  273  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  132.  Powers  and  duties  of  the  commissioner  of  charities. — 
Except  as  provided  by  thii*  act  the  commissioner  of  charities  of 
the  city  of  Oneida  shall,  within  the  city  of  Oneida,  have  and 
exercise  the  same  powers  and  discharge  the  same  duties,  to  the 
exclusion  of  any  other  officer,  as  overseer  of  the  i)Oor  in  towns. 
The  commissioner  of  charities  in  the  city  of  Oneida,  shall  also 
b¥  virtue  of  his  office,  possess  all  the  i^owers  and  authority  of 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the.  several  towns  of  the  state  in  rela- 
tion to  the  support  and  relief  of  indigent  persons,  the  binding 
out  of  children^  the  care  of  habitual  drunkards,  the  support  of 
bastards  and  procet^dings  to  charge*  the  fathers  and  mothers  of 
Huch  bastards,  and  shall  have  all  such  other  powers  as  are  con- 
teri-ed  on  overseei^s  of  the  poor  in  the  resjiective  towns  of  this 
state,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  obligations,  and 
liabilities.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  to  visit  the 
lK)or  of  said  city  at  their  several  places  of  abode  and  examine 
into  their  circumstances,  and  ascertain  to  what  extent  they  are 
or  may  be  in  need  and  entitled  to  i>ermauent  or  temporary  r(»lief, 
or  medical  attendance.  No  physician  other  than  the  city  physi- 
cian shall  l>e  employed  by  the  commissioner  of  charities  to  attend 
the  poor  of  said  city,  unless  otherwise  ordered  or  dii-ected  by  the 
common  council.  The  commissioner  of  charities  fihall  have  power 
to  administer  oaths  to,  and  examine  under  oath,  any  pei*son 
applying  to  him  for  relief,  and  false  wwearing  during  such  ex- 
amination shall  be  deemed  wilful  jjerjury.  For  all  puri>oses  rela- 
tive to  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  poor,  the  city  of 
Oneida  shall  be  deemed  one  of  the  towns  of  MaditiJon  county. 
The  commissioner  shall  issue  written  orders  for  all  meals.  piH>- 
visions  and  supplies  furnished  to  the  poor  of  said  city. 

§  133.  Monthly  report  of  commissioner. — The  commissioner  of

to  the  common  counfil  al  llie  iirst  regnlar  milling  of  the  said 
council  in  each  montli,  tor  nU  rlainis  and  deiuauds  ineurretl,  or 
which  may  liave  accrued  during  the  preceding  montli.  All  such 
ehnms,  accounts  and  charges  shall,  if  apjmjved,  he  audited  by  the 
common  council  aufl  }^aid  from  the  |JOor  funil  of  said  city  l»\*  the 
cbanitierlain  upon  the  warrant  of  the  nuiyor,  countersigned  by 
the  clerk. 

S  VA^K  Commissioner  not  to  be  iutciested  in  purchasi^s. — The 
commissioner  of  charities  shall  not,  dinn'tly  or  indirectly,  fur- 
nish to  any  [>erson  any  growries,  provisions,  fufd.  uH^dicines  or 
projierty  l>elonginju^  tt»  himself,  or  iu  which  la*  shall  havi*  any 
interest  or  be  interested,  nor  shall  he  receive  any  conuuission 
niK>n  or  for  any  goixls  or  articles  or  i*elief  furnished,  op  on  any 
orders  given  by  him  for  any  smh  gootb*,  articles  or  i^lief.  Fur 
any  violation  of  any  r>rovisii)n  of  this  section,  said  commissionpr 
shall  be  removed  from  oflice  by  the  romruon  council  and  he  shall 
forfeit  to  said  city  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  doUai's  fur  every 
such  violation.

TITLE  IX. 
department  of  charity. 

§  214.  There  shall  be  four  commissioners  of  charity  of  said 
city,  who  shall  he  api)ointed  by  the  mayor  and  shall  constitute 
the  department  of  chanty,  which  department  shall  be  bipartisan 
and  composed  of  two  commissioners  of  charity  from  each  of  the 
two  politit'al  parties  of  the  state  which  at  the  last  general  elec- 
tion cast  the  highest  and  the  next  highest  number  of  votes.  The 
commissioners  of  public  charity  in  office  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  this  act  shall  continue  in  office  as  commissioners  of  charity 
until  the  expiration  of  their  respective  terms  and  until  their  snc- 
cossors  are  appointed  and  qualified. 

§  215.  In  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  the  mayor 
shall  appoint  two  commissioners  of  charity  ix>  fill  the  vacancies 
then  existing,  one  for  the  term  ending  December  thirty-first, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  the  other  for  the  term 
ending  December  thirty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine;

appoint  two  commissioners  of  charity  to  fill  the  vacancies  then 
existing,  one  for  the  term  ending  December  thirty-first,  nineteen 
hundred,  and  the  other  for  the  term  ending  December  thirty-first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  one.  Thereafter  one  commissioner  of 
charity  shall  be  apjiointed  by  the  mayor  in  January  of  each  year 
for  the  term  of  four  years  from  the  first  day  of  January  in  the 
year  of  his  appointment. 

§  216.  A  vacancy  in  the  office  of  commissioner  of  charity  shall 
be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.

§  224.  The  said  department  of  charity  shall  iK)sse88  all  the 
powers  <^nferred  by  law  upon  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
several  towns  of  this  state,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties, 
liabilitieH  and  obligations. 

§  225.  The  department  of  charity  shall  maintain  the  city  alms- 
house now  erected  on  lands  in  the  town  of  Oswego,  and  may 
appoint  a  keeper  of  the  city  aliuHhouse  and  may  employ  such 
other  persons  for  the  government  and  management  of  said  alms- 
house and  lands  as  shall  \\e  necessary  and  may  regulate  their 
powers  and  duties.

ft)re  mentioned  upon  such  terms  as  the  said  department  shall 
deem  reasonable,  and  the  moneys  received  therefor  shall  be  paid 
to  the  city  chamberlain,  to  the  credit  of  said  department. 

§  220.  The  department  of  charity  may  send  to  and  maintain  at 
such  almshouse,  all  i)ersons  in  the  city  of  Oswego  requiring  aid 
fi-om  the  {)Oor  fund  of  said  city,  and  may  also  cause  such  lal)or, 
in  manufactures  or  otherwise,  to  b<*  performed  by  the  tenants  of 
said  almshouse  as  they  shall  pi*escribe,  and  may  provide  the 
materials,  implements  and  machinery  therefor  at  the  expense 
of  said  dei)artment.  T1m\v  may  also  ercit  in  the  said  almshouse 
l)i*oi*er  rooms  for  the  contineinent  and  cai-e  of  idiots  and  other 
persons  confined  therein,  and  mny  ])rovide  for  their  care,  and 
may  contract  with  the  county  of  Oswego,  or  with  any  town  in 
said  county,  and  with  other  persons  and  authorities,  for  the  sup- 
port, care  and  medical  and  surgical  attendance  of  any  paupers, 
idiots,  sick,  diseased  or  maimed  persons. 

§  227.  The  department  of  charity  may  authorize  their  clerk  to 
commence  and  carry  on  and  defend  in  their  name  all  proceedings 
authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  state  to  be  commenced  and  carried 
on  and  defended  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  towns,  and  to 
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serve  in  their  name  imd  tu  accept  service  of  ail  notices  that  may 

be  servetl  by  or  upon  su*  h  oversiK?rs  of  tfie  poor. 

§  228,  It  sluill  be  tfic  duly  of  the  deiKirlinciit  of  charity  and  of 
the  clerk  thereof  to  deposit  forthwith  with  the  city  chamberlain 
any  and  all  moneys  received  by  it  or  him  from  any  isource  w^hat- 
ever  lielonging  to  the  city  or  t<o  said  dci>artment,  and  the  city 
chamberlain  shall  credit  tlie  same  to  the  i»oor  fund* 

§  229.  Whenevci"  any  emergency  reqiiii-es  the  dejjartment  of 
charity  to  expend  fur  the  KU[)port  and  maintenance  of  the  poor 
more  than  the  amount  of  its  e^limate  for  the  year,  it  shall  certify 
the  fact  to  the  eouimuu  council  with  its  estimate  of  the  addi- 
tional amuunt  re^piired  to  defray  its  probable  expenses  for  the 
bahuice  of  llie  ti.scal  year,  ami  the  common  council  shall  there- 
upon order  tlie  mayor  to  issue  liis  notes  for  the  additional  amount 
BO  required  and  the  prweeds  of  said  notes  shall  be  credited  bj 
the  city  chamberlain  to  the  department  of  charity  to  be  used 
only  to  defray  itn  current  expenses.  The  unexpended  balance  of 
the  contingent  fiiml  at  the  end  ut  the  tiseal  year  shall  be  applied 
in  paymejit  of  said  notes  so  issued  for  the  benefit  of  the  depart- 
ment of  chanty,  and  the  biilaut  e  of  said  notes  remaining  unpaid 
after  the  applicfttitm  of  smh  part  uf  the  <^ntingent  fund  as  afore- 
said shall  be  added  to  the  tax  levy  of  the  ensuing  year.

§  119.    Appointment    of    commissioner. — The    board    of    alma 
of  the  town  of  Plattsburgh,  and  the  ovei'seer  of  the  poor  ap- 
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pointed  by  it,  are  hereby  continued  and  the  said  overseer  is 
hereby  continued  as  commissioner  of  charities  of  the  city  of 
Plattsburgh  and  shall:  hold  office  as  such  commissioner  of  chari- 
ties until  his  term  of  office  as  such  overseer  has  expired  and  his 
successor  is  appointed  as  in  this  act  provided.  Upon]  the  expi- 
ration of  the  term  of  office  of  such  overseer  the  mayor  shall, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  common  council,  appoint  a  suit- 
able person  to  be  commissioner  of  charities  upon  the  appoint- 
ment, as  in  this  act  provided,  of  an  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the 
town  of  Plattsburgh,  the  duties  of  said  board  of  alms  and  its 
appointees  shall  cease,  and  chapter  two  hui]>dred  and  fifty  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight  and  all  amend- 
ments of  the  same  shall  thereupon  be  repealed  and  the  said  board 
of  alms  and  its  appointees  shall  immediately  tum<  over  all  moneys, 
property  and  effects  in  its  hands  to  the  chamberlain  of  the  city 
and  the  supervisor  of  the  town,  in  such  proportion  as  may 
be  required  by  the  board  of  town  auditors  of  the  town  of 
Plattsburgh.

duties,  obligations  and  liabilities.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commissioner  to  visit  the  poor  of  said  city  at  their  several  places 
of  abode  and  examine  into  their  circumstances,  and  ascertain  to 
what  extent  they  are  or  may  be  in  need  and  entitled  to  per- 
manent or  temporary  relief  or  medical  attendance.  No  physician 
other  than  the  city  physician  shall  be  employed  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  charities  to  attend  the  poor  of  said  city,  unless  other- 
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wise  authorized  or  directed  by  tbe  coiumon  council.  Tbe  com- 
uiiseioii^r  of  cliarities  shafl  have  power  to  adraioister  oaths  to, 
and  exaiuiiie  under  oalli  auv  fieifson  applying  to  him  for  relief, 
and  false  swearing  during  such  exaniluation  shall  be  deemed 
wilful  perjury.  For  all  pur]H»»i'8  relative  lo  the  maintenance 
and  support  of  the  poor,  the  city  of  Plattsburgh  shall  be  deemed 
one  of  the  towns  of  (liutou  county.  The  commissioner  shall 
iBsue  written  orders  for  all  meals,  i>*'**^''^i*^os  and  supplies  fur- 
nished  to  the  poor  of  siiid  city.  No  claim  for  expenditures  on 
arcouut  of  the  poor  of  said  eity  shall  be  auditejd  or  paid,  unless 
such  exjienditures  shall  have  been  made  pursuant  to  a  written 
order  of  such  coiiimisBioner.

They  shall  not 
employ  any  physician  other  than  the  city  physician  appointed  by 
the  common  council. 

§  141.  Monthly  report  of  commissioners. — Each  of  said  commis- 
sioners shall,  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  common  council 
in  each  month,  report  to  the  common  council  under  oath,  in 
detail,  all  appiopriations,  expenditui'es,  temporary  relief  and

ings^ from  whom  obtained,  or  by  whom  furnished,  and  the  cost  of 
the  same.     Haid  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk. 

§  142.  Common  council  to  audit  accounts. — All  charges  and 
accounts  against  said  city  for  servic^es  rendered,  acts  done  or 
means,  provisions  or  supplies  furnished  under  the  direction  of 
the  commissioners  of  charities  of  said  city  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  made  out  in  items,  duly  veri- 
fied, by  the  persons  entitled  to  the  payment  therefor,  and  pre- 
sented to  the  common  council  at  the  first  r^ular  meeting  of  said 
council  in  each  month,  for  all  claims  and  demands  incurred  or 
which  may  have  accrued  during  the  preceding  month.  All  such 
claims,  accounts  and  charges  shall,  if  approved,  be  audited  by 
the  common  council  and  paid  from  the  poor  fund  of  said  city  by 
the  treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the  mayor,  countersigned  by 
the  clerk. 

§  143.  Commissioners  not  to  be  interested  in  purchases. — The 
commissioners  of  charities  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  fur-

§  227.  The  commissioner  (of  public  safety)  shall  appoinft  to  hold 
office  during  his  ])leasui'e^  a  health  physician  for  each  of  Buch  dis- 
tricts, who  shall  perform  such  duties  as  he  may  direct  or  pre- 
scribe. Their  com]iensati«t>n  shall  be  fixed  by  the  commissioner 
subjiK:t  to  the  ai)proval  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment. The  dc^mty  health  officer  and  health  physicians  shall  render 
medical  sorvi<cs  to  indijrcnt  si<k  pei*sons  under  the  direction  of 
the  health  officer  and  of  the  proper  poor  officers  of  the  cit}';  bnt 
no  sick  person  shall  be  maintained  at  any  institution  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  city  unless  the  i^oor  officer  shall  certify  that  such 
person  is  an  indi<»ent  person  and  is  a  proper  city  charge.  This 
section  shall  not  be  construcKl  as  a]»])lying  to  almshouses,  hospitals 
or  other  public  instituticms  whi<*h  are  provided  with  a  regularly 
appointed  medical  and  surgical  staff.

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ABTICLE  IX. 

DEPARTMENT     OF     CHARITIES    AND     CORRECTION;     COMMISSIONER    OF 
CHARITIES  AN^   CORRECTION. 

§  339.  There  shall  be  a  commissioner  of  charities  and  correction 
appointed  by  the  mayor,  within  ten  days  after  the  beginning  of 
every  mayoralty  term.  He  shall  hold  office  for  two  years,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  the  mayor.  He  may  appoint,  to  hold  office 
during  his  pleasure,  a  deputy  and  such  other  subordinates  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  board  of-  estimate  and  apportionment.

In  case  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  commissioner,  the  mayor  shall  fill  such  vacancy 
within  ten  days  by  appointment  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

§  341.  The  c'ommissioner  has  the  general  care,  management, 
administration,  and  su])ervi8icm  of  the  charities,  almshouses,  hos- 
]>itals,  houses  of  correction  and  all  other  similar  institutions,  the 
contn>l  or  government  of  which  belongs  or  is  intrusted  to  the 
city;  he  shall  make  regulations  for  the  expenditure  of  the  money 
of  the  city  for  the  supiiort  or  relief  of  the  poor,  and  have  the 
general  supervision  of  such  (»xpenditure8,  and  he  shall  furnish  to 
the  mayor  a  daily  report  of  the  aid  and  relief  granted  by  him, 
with  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  rec;ipients.

THE  BOARD  OF  CHARITY. 

§  165.  The  commissioners  of  charity  appointed  as  herein  pro- 
vided, shall  constitute  the  board  of  charity  for  the  city. 

§  166.  The  board  of  charity  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  per- 
form all  the  duties  within  said  city  which  are  now  possessed 
and  performed  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  towns  or  by 
supervisors  acting  as  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  towns  in  the

§  167.  The  said  board  shall  choose  some  competent  pei-son  for 
superintendent  of  charities,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  administer  the 
charities  of  the  city  under  its  direction.  The  said  board  shall 
recommend  to  the  common  council  the  salary  to  be  paid  to  such 
superintendent  and  the  common  council  shall  determine  the 
salary  to  be  paid  to  the  superintendent  before  his  appointment, 
and  when  the  salary-  is  once  fixed  it  shall  not  be  changed  except  by 
the  common  council  upon  the  reconiniendation  of  the  board  of 
charity.  The  superintendent  of  charities  shall  hold  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  board  of  charity.

Section  1.  Powers  and  duties  of  the  commissioner  of  charities.

4.  Commissioner  not  to  be  interested  in  purchasiCfl. 

Section  1.  Powei^s  and  duties  of  the  commissioners  of  chari- 
ties.— Kxcopl  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  act,  the  commissioner 
of  charities  of  the  city  of  Watervliet  shall  have  and  exercise 
within  the  city  of  Watervliet  the  same  powers  and  discharge  the 
same  duties,  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other  officer,  as  overseers  of 
the  poor  in  towns.  The  commissioner  of  charities  of  the  city  of 
Watervliet  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  also  possess  all  the  powers 
and  authority  of  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  several  towns  of 
this  state  in  relation  to  the  support  and  relief  of  indigent  per- 
sons, the  bindin<;  out  of  children,  the  care  of  habitual  drunkards, 
the  bindinj]^  out  and  contract  for  the  service  of  disorderly  per- 
sons, the  support  of  bastards  and  proceedings  to  charge  the 
fathers  and  mothers  of  such  bastards,  and  all  such  other  powers 
as  are  conferred  on  overseers  of  the  poor  in  the  respective  towns 
of  this  state,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  obligations 
and  liabilities.

cnrred,  or  wliirh  may  have  at^ci'iicd  ilniinj]?  the  j»i*eceding  month.

U  4.  rommissionf'r  not  tt»  lie  interested  in  purchaseg. — The 
commissioner  of  charifit's  shall  n<d.  dii-ectly  or  indii'ectiT,  fur* 
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nisb  to  any  iierson,  any  gi'Oferies,  in'ovisions,  fuel,  medicines  or 
proi>erty  belonging  to  himself,  or  in  which  he  shall  have  an  in- 
terest or  be  intei^sted,  nor  shall  he  he.  interested  in  any  contract 
for  the  purchase  of  such  grcK^eries,  provisions,  medicines,  fuel  or 
property;  nor  shall  he  receive  any  commission  upon,  or  for  any 
goods  or  articles  or  relief  furnished,  or  on  any  orders  given  by 
him  for  any  such  goods,  articles  or  relief.  For  any  violation  of 
any  provisions  of  this  se<-tion,  said  commissioner  shalT  be  removed 
from  office  by  the  mayor,  and  he  shall  forfeit  to  said  city  a  penalty 
of  one  hundred  dollars  for  everv  such  violation.

Section  1.  All  laws  now  in*  force  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  applicable  to  overseers  of  the  poor  in  towns, 
shall  apply  to  the  commissioner  of  charities,  and  such  commis- 
sioner of  charities  shall  have  and  possess  all  powers  which  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  towns  now  have,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
conferred  upon  them. 

§  2.  The  common  council  may  by  ordinance  prescribe  the  duties 
of  such  commissioner  of  charities  in  relation  to  the  temporary 
aid  and  assistance  to  the  poor  and  may  appropriate  such  moneys 
for  such  purpose  as  it  shall  deem  proper  and  may  also  appro- 
priate a  sum,  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum, 
for  the  care  of  sick  and  disabled  poor  in  hospitals.  (As  amended 
hy  chapter  207  of  the  Laws  of  1903.)

TOWl^  OF  HEBKIBIER,  HERKIIOIR  COUNTY. 

AN  ACT  to  secure  the  better  application  of  funds  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor  in  the  town  of  Herkimer  in  the  county  of  Herkimer. 

Chapter  181,  Laws  of  1883. 

Section  !•  The  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Herkimer  shall,  on 
the  first  Monday  in  May  nejct,  appoint  four  fi-eeholders  of  said 
town,  two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  each  of  the  two  political  par- 
ties casting  the  largest  vote  at  the  last  general  election  in  said 
town,  w^ho  shall  constitute  a  lioard  of  alnis  of  said  town,  and  be 
known  as  the  "  board  of  alms  of  the  town  of  Herkimer/'  The 
board  of  alms  so  api>o)n1ed  g^ball  meet  on  the  second  Monday  in 
May  in  each  year  at  the  town  room,  and  by  a  majority  rote 
appoint  a  freeholder  of  said  town,  to  be  known  as  the  overseer 
of  the  i>oor  of  said  town,  and  who  shall  ho  hi  hia  office  for  one 
year.  The  town  clerk  shall  attend  all  meetings  and  keep  the 
minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
books  of  record  of  said  town,  {As  amended  hy  chapter  414  of 
the  Laws  of  18950 

§  2,  At  the  time  of  their  appointment  the  said  supervisor  Bhall 
designate  one  of  the  persons  so  appointed  by  him  to  hold,  and 
who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year;  another  to  hold  and  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  tw^o  years;  another  to  hold  and  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  three  years;  another  to  hold  and  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  four  years.  The  supervisor  shall  thereafter 
annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  at  the  town  room  appoint 
one  member  of  the  said  board  of  alms  who  shall  be  a  freeholder 
of  said  tow^n  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years  and  until 
his  successor  shall  be  appointed.  Vacancies  in  the  office  shall 
be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term,  and  shall  be  from  the  same 
political  party  as  the  outgoing  members.  (.Is  aniended  by  chap" 
ter  414  of  the  Laws  of  1895.)

§  3.  The  said  board  of  alms  shall  have  control  of  the  funds 
applicable  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  in  said  town,  and  the  dis- 
position of  the  same.  A  majority*  of  said  board  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  to  do  business.  Baid  board  of  alms  shall  have  power 
to  procure,  by  rent  or  purchase,  suitable  grounds  and  buildings 
for  a  town  almshouse,  but  no  purchase  shall  be  made  unless 
specially  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  electors  of  the  town  at  an 
annual  town  meeting,  nor  at  a  cost  exceeding  five  thousand 
dollars. 

§  4.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  appointed  by  the  said  board  of 
alms  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year  from  the  second  Monday 
in  May  of  each  year,  and  no  longer  unless  reappointed.  The 
board  of  alms  of  said  town  shall  determine  his  compensation 
for  all  such  services  rendered  by  him  as  such  overseer  which 
shall  not  exceed  four  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  (A8  amended 
by  chapter  414  of  the  Jjawa  of  1895.) 

§  5.  The  board  of  alms  of  said  town  shall  appoint  a  treasurer 
of  the  poor  funds  of  said  town,  and  take  such  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  to  account  and  pay  over 
the  funds  intrusted  to  him,  as  they  shall  deem  adequate  and 
shall  approve,  and  they  shall  determine  his  compensation,  which 
shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars  per  annum.  The  said  treasurer 
shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year  and  until  his  successor  is 
appointed.  The  said  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  proceedings 
and  shall  adopt  all  needful  rules  as  to  their  meetings  and  as  to 
the  management  and  dispensation  of  the  funds  for  the  relief  of 
the  poor  under  their  control,  and  for  the  government  of  the 
treasurer  and  overseer  of  the  poor. 

§  6.  All  moneys  appropriated  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  said 
town  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  poor  fund  of  said 
town,  and  all  payments  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  by  him 
upon  the  order  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  or  such  other  person 
as  the  board  of  alms  may  dire<*t;  and  said  treasurer  shall  not 
loan  any  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands,  nor  shall  he  use 
them  for  any  other  purpose  than  is  provided  for  by  this  act.  Any 
interest  which  may  accrue  on  said  fund  shall  be  credited  to  said 
town. 

§  7.  The  board  of  alms  may  cause  to  be  purchased  all  or  any 
needful  supplies  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  in  such  quantities  as 
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they  iiuiv  tlH^ni  Liest,  Inil  iii>i  to  <\\*  i'f«i  u  sM|jply  for  oue  year;  and

AN  ACT  to  appoint  trustees  of  the  Jones  fund,  for  the  support 
of  the  poor  of  the  towns  of  Oyeterbay  and  North  Hempstead, 
in  the  county  of  Queens.* 

Chapter  312,  Laws  of  1838. 

Section  1.  That  Andrew  C.  Hegeman,  Ebenczer  Seely  and  James 
c;".  Townsend,  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Oyster- 
bay,  and  Benjamin  Alberfrson  and  Singleton  Mitchell,  freeholders 
and  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  North  Hempstead,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  appointed  trustees  of  the  Jones  fund,  for  the  support 
of  the  poor  in  said  towns,  and  »hall  hold  their  offices  for  two 
yeai"s  from  the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty -eight,  and  until  others  are  appointed  in 
their  place;   and  they  and  their  successors  shall  be  denominated 
"  The  Trustees  of  the  Jones  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  poor;  " 
three  of  whom  shall  always  be  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the 
town  of  Oysterbay  and  two  of  whom  shall  always  be  freeholders 
and  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  North  Hempstead.

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§  2.  The  freeholders  and  inhabitatits  of  the  said  town  of  Oyster- 
bajj  shall,  at  their  annual  towa  Ejeetiag,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty^  and  in  every  second  year  thereafter. 
choose  by  ballot  thi-ee  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  aaid 
town,  who  with  two  fri^eholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
North  Henifmtead,  tu  be  chosen  in  like  manner  by  ballot  by  the 
freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  said  town,  at  their  annual  town 
meeting,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty,  and 
in  every  second  year  thereafter,  shall  be  trustees  of  said  fund; 
and  the  persons  so  chosen  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years^ 
and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  places. 

§  3.  The  trustees  of  the  said  fund  and  their  successors  in  oflBce 
shall  be  rapable  in  law  of  suing  and  being  Bue<t,  pleaded  and 
being  impleaded,  answering  and  i>eing  answered  unto,  defending 
and  being  defended  in  all  rourls  and  places  whatsoever,  by  the 
name  of  '*  the  trustees  of  Ihe  Jones  fund  for  the  support  of  (he 
poor/*  and  they  and  their  successors  in  office  by  the  name  afore 
said  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  taking,  holding  and  managing  said 
fund  or  any  part  of  the  same,  as  was  by  the  last  wills  and  testa- 
nients  of  Samuel  Jones  and  Walter  H.  Jones,  deceased,  demised 
and  bequeathed  to  the  towns  of  Oysterbay  and  North  Ilempstead, 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  by  the  said  testators,  and  shall  also  be 
capable  of  pnrcha*iiiig,  holiling,  and  conveying,  either  by  deed  or 
mortgage,  any  real  or  personal  estate  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
Siiid  fund,  and  rarrying  the  intent  of  the  said  testators  in  creat- 
ing the  same  into  full  effect,  (As  ame^ided  bij  cfiapter  180  of  the 
Laws  of  1879,  and  chapter  229  of  the  Laws  of  1B80.) 

§  4.  Each  of  the  said  trustees,  and  their  successors,  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  the  said  trust,  shall  execute  a  bond,  with 
,  sufficient  sureties,  to  the  supervisor  of  their  respective  towns,  the 
amount  of  the  said  bond  and  said  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the 
said  suf^ervisors  iTspectivelj,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
trust  reposed  in  them  as  such  trustees, 

8  5*  Anv  three  or  more  of  said  trustees  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  to  transact  any  of  the  business  and  concerns  of  the  said 
^  trust.  If  any  of  the  trustees  of  mid  fund,  appointed  by  ar  chosen 
under  this  act,  shall  die,  resign,  or  remove  from  s*aid  towns,  the 
said  trustees  may  appoint  a  person  of  like  qualifications  to  fill 
his  place  for  the  residue  of  his  term  of  office,  who  shall  in  like 
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manner  as  above  provided,  execute  a  bond,  with,  sufficient  sureties, 
to  the  supervisor  of  the  town  from  whence  he  shall  be  chosen,  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty  as  trustee. 

§  6.  The  said  trustees  shall  make  an  annual  and  full  report 
to  each  of  the  said  towns  of  OjBterbay  and  North  Hempstead,  at 
the  annual  town  meetings  thereof,  of  the  state  of  the  funds  and 
property  of  said  trust,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  the  same  has 
been  managed,  and  the  income  thereof  applied  during  the  preced- 
ing year. 

§  7.  The  chancellor  of  this  state  shall  have  a  supervisory  power 
over  said  trustees  and  fund,  and  may  remove  any  of  said  trustees 
for  good  cause  shewn,  on  petition  or  bill  by  any  inhabitant  of 
either  of  said  towns. 

§  8.  Each  of  said  towns  of  Oysterbay  and  North  Hempstead, 
may,  by  vote  at  their  annual  town  meetings,  fix  and  allow  to  said 
trustees  and  their  successors  or  any  of  them,  from  their  respective 
towns,  such  salary  or  compensation  for  their  services  as  such 
towns  may  respectively  think  proper,  and  which  said  salary  or 
compensation  shall  be  raised  and  paid  aH  other  ordinary  expenses 
of  said  town. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  be  deemed  a  public  act.

BOARDS    OF    SITPERVTSORS* 


§  12.   General  powers. — The  lH>ard  of  supervisors  shaU: 
1.  Have  the*  ca!*e  and  cnstodx  of  the  corporate  property  of  the 
conntv. 
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2.  Annually  audit  all  aooonnts  and  charges  against  the  county, 
due  or  to  bec-onie  due,  during  the  ensuing  year,  and  direct  the 
raising  of  sums  necessary'  to  defray  them  in  full. 

3.  Annually  direct  the  raising  of  such  sums  in  each  town  as 
shall  be  necessar}-  to  pay  its  town  charges. 

4.  Cause  to  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected,  such  other  assess- 
ments and  taxes  as  shall  be  required  of  them  by  any  law  of  the 
state. 

5.  Fix  the  sahiries  and  comjiensiitiou  of  county  treasurers,  dis- 
trict attorneys  and  sui>erintendeut8  of  the  jjoor  of  their  county, 
which  shall  be  a  county  charge*,  and  not  charged  during  the  term 
of  any  such  officer;  and  prescribe  the  mode  of  appointment,  and 
fix  the  number,  grade  and  pay  of  the  clerks,  assistants  and  em- 
ployes in  such  offices,  when  not  otherwise  fixed  by  law,  which 
shall  be  a  county  charge. 

6.  Borrow  money  when  they  deem  it  necessary,  for  the  erection 
of  county  buildings,  and  for  the  jmrchase  of  sites  therefor,  on 
the  credit  of  the  county,  and  for  the  funding  of  any  debt  of  the 
county  not  represented  by  bonds,  and  issue  county  obligations 
therefor,  and  for  other  lawful  county  uses  and  purposes;  and 
authorize  a  town  in  their  (»ouiity  to  borrow  money  for  town  uses 
smd  purposes  on  its  credit,  and  issue  obligations  therefor,  when,

12.  Cause  an  action  to  lye  bn)nght  upon  the  undertaking  of  any 
fonnty  officer,  whenever  a  bivach  thei^of  shall  occur. 

13.  Purchase,  lease,  or  othenvise  accpiire,  for,  the  use  of  the 
<*ounty,  necessary  real  ])ro]K»rty  for  court-houses,  jails,  alms- 
houses, asylums  and  other  county  buildings,  and  for  other  county 
uses  and  purposes;  and  erect,  alter,  i-ejiair,  or  construct,  any 
nec(»ssnry  buildings  or  other  iniprovcMncnts  thereon  for  necessary 
county  use,  and  cause  to  be  levied,  collected  and  paid,  all  such 
sums  of  money  as  they  shall  deem  necessari'  therefor;  and  sell, 
lease  or  apply  to  other  county  usc»,  the  sites  and  buildings,  when 
a  site  is  changed;  and  if  sold,  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  payment

.§  24.  Form  and  presentation  of  a(*counts  against  the  county. — 
No  account  shall  be  audited  by  a  board  of  supervidOT^,  ot  \>^  ^, 
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couiniittee  thereof,  or  by  superluteudents  of  the  poor,  unless  it 
shall  be  made  out  in  items  and  atcoiupaiiied  with  an  affidavit 
tliat  the  items  of  such  aecoimls  are  cuii-et  1,  and  that  the  disburse- 
ments and  st^rvites  i  hargtd  therein  have  been  in  faet  made  or 
rendered,  or  are  neiessary  to  be  made  or  rendered  at  that  session 
of  the  board,  and  stating  Iha!  no  part  of  the  amonut  elalmed  has 
been  paid  or  satisfied-  liut  auv  sneh  ai'tonnt  so  presented  and 
veritied  umy  be  disiallowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  the  board  or 
such  suijerintendents  may  nnjiiire  any  other  or  further  evidence 
of  the  Irutli  or  iiropriety  thereof*  JOach  ^uch  account  shall  be 
numbered  from  one  upwards  in  the  order  of  presentation  and  the 
name  of  the  claimant,  and  if  assigned,  the  name  of  each  assignor 
or  assignee  shall  t>e  enlert^  in  the  xiroeeedinga  of  the  board.  No 
such  account,  after  hein^  8o  prcBented,  shall  be  withdrawn  with- 
out the  unanimous  consent  of  the  board  except  to  be  used  as 
evidence  in  au  action  ar  jjrocetHliug,  and  after  being  so  used  it 
shall  be  forthwith  returned. 

§  25,  Additituuil  requiieraents. — Boards  of  suyiervisors  may 
make  such  additiuuai  re^ula1ion«  and  requirements,  not  in  con- 
lict  with  law,  concerning  the  keeping  and  rendering  of  o£Qcial  afl- 
[counts  and  repru-ls  of  its  county  and  tuwn  ollicers,  and  the  pre- 
sentation and  auditing  of  bills  presented  to  Uieir  board  or  to 
the  town  boards  of  their  county,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  efficiency  of  tlie  service  and  the  protection  of  the  interests  of 
the  public* 

§  31.  Location  of  county  buildings. — The  board  of  supervisord 
may,  except  in  the  county  of  Kings,  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the 
members  elected  thereto,  ilx  or  change  the  site  of  any  county^ 
building,  and  the  hjcatiou  of  any  county  office;  but  the  site  or 
location  of  no  county  building  or  office  shall  be  changed  when  the 
change  shall  exceed  one  mile,  and  shall  be  beyond  the  boundaHes 
of  the  incorporated  village  or  city,  where  already  situated,  except 
upon  a  petition  of  at  least  twenty-five  freeholders  of  the  county, 
describing  the  buildings  or  office,  the  site  or  location  of  which 
is  pro]>osed  to  be  changed,  and  the  place  at  or  near  which  it  is 
proposed  to  locate  such  new  bnildings  or  office;  which  pelition  shall 
be  published  once  in  each  week  for  six  weeks  immediately  pre- 
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ceding  an  annual  or  H|>ei!iai  meeting  of  »ucli  board,  in  three  news- 
papers of  the  countj,  if  there  be  so  many,  otherwise,  in  all  the 
newspapers  published  in  the  county  as  often  as  once  a  week. 
With  such  petition  shall  also  be  published  a  notice,  signed  by  the 
petitioners^  to  the  effect  that  such  petition  will  be  presented  to  the 
board  of  supervisors  at  the  next  meeting  thereof.  The  board  of 
supervisors  of  any  county  may  acquire  a  new  site  or  location  for 
the  county  almshouse,  erect  suitable  buildings  thereon,  and  re- 
move the  inmates  of  the  existing  almshouse  thereto,  upon  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  all  the  members  elected  to  said  board  at  a  regular 
session  thereof  or  at  a  special  session  called  for  that  purpose,  in 
any  case  where  the  state  board  of  charities  shall  have  certified 
to  said  board  of  supervisors  that  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of 
said  state  board  of  charities  such  change  is  necessary  to  the  proper 
care  of  the  inmates  of  such  institution ;  in  which  case  it  shall  not 
be  necessary  to  receive  or  publish  the  petition  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided or  to  submit  the  question  of  change  or  removal  to  the 
electors  of  such  county  as  provided  in  sections  thirty-two  and 
thirty-three  of  the  act  hereby  amended;  provided,  however,  that 
no  site  or  location  shall  be  selected  or  acquired  by  such  board  of 
supervisors  which  shall  not  have  been  approved  by  said  state 
board  of  charities.

The  board 
of  supervisors  of  any  county  having,  or  entitled  to  have  three  or 
more  superintendenfts  of  the  poor,  may,  at  an  annual  meeting 
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thereof  J  determine  bj  resolution  thiiL  Uiereafter  only  one  county 
RiiperiofBndf nt  of  th«*  poor  shall  be  eleeled ;  bul  no  fniperintendent 
of  the  poor  shall  1r^  ekMtrd  or  ajipoiuted  in  siirh  county  until  the 
general  eleetion  uexl  prfnediiig  the  expiration  of  the  terras  of  the 
snperlntenflents  in  oJtirp,  nr  tht*  otiiet*  i*ball  be  vacant.  The  term 
of  any  8U|>erinten(1eiit  in  ottiee.  or  of  any  j)€*rHon  duly  elected 
tliereto  on  the  passage  of  mieh  ref»olntion,  shall  not  be  affected 
thereby.  Buch  board  may  also,  in  rountieg  ha%'iug  and  entitled 
to  have  but  one  superintendent  of  the  poor,  in  like  manner  deter- 
iriine  that  thereafter  Ihi-^e  sujierinleudenls  of  the  ]Mji>r  be  elected 
for  sueh  eounly.  After  the  i^assage  of  a  resolution,  as  herein  pro- 
videi!,  the  i>owem  herein  confen^ed  shall  not  be  again  exercised 
within  a  period  of  Ave  years.  Hneh  ivsolutiou  shall  not  take 
etfe<"t  until  the  next  calendar  year  micceeding  its  adoption* 
Thei-e  shall  rontinne, 

1.  To  be  elected  annually  in  earh  of  the  counties  so  having 
and  being  entilltHl  to  three  county  superintendents,  one  county 
superintend  en  I  nf  tin*  ]nun\  who  shall  hold  his  ofiiee  for  three 
yeai*s  from  and  inclufiing  the  first  day  of  Januai^  succeeding  his 
election*  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualifies; 

2.  To  be  appointtMi  by  the  board  of  HnjM^rvisors,  if  in  session, 
otherwise  by  the  county  judge,  a  county  8n|>erintendent  of  the 
IM>or»  when  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  such  office,  and  the  pej'son^  so 
apiM>ini:ed  shall  hold  tlie  ottice  until  and  including  the  last  day  of 
T December  succeefling  his  aiFpointntent.  and  until  his  succeaeor 
nhall  be  eletMed  and  qualifies; 

3.  To  be  elected  a  county  8n|>enntendent  of  the  poor  in  a. 
county  when  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  such  office*  and  the  term  of 
which  shall  Uid  expire  on  the  last  day  of  the  next  succeeding 
r>ccenilierj  and  the  person  so  electeil  shall  hold  the  office  for  such 
unexiured  term,  which  shall  be  designated  upon  the  ballots  of  the 
electors,  or  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualifies; 

'4.  To  b^.^  ele*'ted  in  each  of  the  counties  so  having,  and  entitled 
to  have  but  one  superintendent*  a  superintendent  of  the  poor, 
who  shall  hold  his  oflice  for  three  years  from  and  including  the 
first  day  of  January  succeeding  his  election,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  duly  elec^ted  and  qualifies; 

5i  To  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  supeiTisors,  if  in<  seselon, 
otherwise  by  the  county  judge,  a  superintendent  of  the  poor,  in  a 
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county  having  and  being  entitled  to  but  one  superintendent,  wlien 
a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  such  office;  ami  the  person  so  appointed 
shall  hold  the  office  until  and  including  the  lai>t  day  of  December 
succeeding  his  appointment,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be 
elected  and  qualifies; 

6.  To  be  elected  in  the  succeeding  year  after  the  board  of 
super\'isors  of  a  county  having  but  one  8Ui)erintendent  of  the  poor, 
shall  have  adopted  a  resolution  to  have  three  superintendents,  if 
the  term  of  the  superintendent  in  office  expires  within*  such  year, 
three  superintendents  of  the  poor  for  such  county,  for  the  terms 
of  one,  two  and  three  years  respectively,  which  terms  shall  be 
respectively  designated  upon  the  ballots  of  the  electors  voting 
for  such  officers.  If  the  term  of  the  superintendent  in  office  will 
not  expire  with  such  succeeding  year,  there  shall  be  etected'  two 
superintendents  of  the  poor  for  such  county,  for  such  terms,  to 
be  so  designated  upon  the  ballots  of  the  electors  voting  for  such 
officers,  as  will  make  the  terms  of  one  of  the  three  superintendents 
expire  with  each  succeeding  year,  and  one  superintendent  of  the 
poor  shall  hereafter  be  annually  elected.  Such  persons  so  elected 
shall  hold  the  office  from  and  including  the  first  day  of  January 
succeeding  his  election,  and  until  and  including  the  last  day  of 
December  of  the  year  in  which  his  term  shall  so  expire,  and  until 
his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualifies.  When  ballots  are 
voted  without  designating  the  term,  the  first  name  on  the  ballot 
shall  be  deemed  as  intended  for  the  full  or  longer  term  of  the 
officer  voted  for;  the  second  name  for  the  next  longer  term,  and 
the  third  name  for  the  shorter  term. 

§  211.  Undertaking. — Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  the 
office  of  superintendent  of  the  poor  shall,  before  he  enters  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  and  if  appointed,  within  fifteen  days  after 
notice  thereof,  execute  and  deliver  to  the  clerk  of  the  county,  to 
be  filed  in  his  office,  his  undertaking  to  the  county,  with  two  or 
more  sufficient  sureties,  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors, if  in  session,  indorsed  thereon  by  the  clerk;  otherwise  by 
the  county  judge  of  his  county,  or  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court 
of  his  judicial  district,  to  the  effect  that  he  will  faithfully  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  office  as  such  superintendent  of  the  poor, 
and  pay  according  to  law  all  moneys  that  shall  come  into  his 
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Iiands  as  siicli  superiotendeut,  and  render  a  just  and  true  account 
thei^eof  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his  tounty.

§  232,  County  charges,  how  raised.— The  moneys  necessary  to 
defray  the  county  charges  of  each  cunnly  shall  be  levied  on  the 
taxable  proi>erty  in  the  several  towns  therein,  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  the  general  laws  i-elating  to  taxes;  and  in  order  to 
enable  1he  county  treasurer  lo  pay  surh  expenses  as  may  become 
payable  from  time  to  time^  the  buard  of  supervisors  shall  annually 
cause  such  sum  to  be  raised  in  advance  in  their  county,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  such  purpose. 

§  233.  Annual  report  of  (.oiinty  i^fficei-s.^ — Each  county  officer 
who  shall  rec*eive,  or  is  authorized  by  law  to  receive,  any  money 
on  account  of  fines  or  penalties  or  other  matter  in  which  his 
county,  or  any  town  or  cily  thc^rein,  shall  have  an  interest,  shall 
annually  make  a  written  report  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his 
county,  verified  to  be  true,  bearing  date  the  first  day  of  November, 
stating  the  time  when,  and  the  name  of  every  person  from  whom 
such  money  has  been  received,  the  amount  thereof,  on  what 
account  received,  and  the  sums  remaining  due  and  unpaid;  and 
if  no  such  money  has  been  received,  his  import  shall  so  state. 
Such  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  board,  on  or  before 
the  fifth  day  of  November;  and  no  officer  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  payment  for  his  services,  nnlej^s  he  shall  file  with  the 
supervisors,  or  other  officers  performing  their  duties,  his  affidavit 
that  he  has  made  such  report,  and  paid  over  all  moneys  which  he 
IS  required  to  pay  over,  within  ninety  days  after  receiving  any 
such  money,  such  officers  shall  pay  the  same  without  any  deduc- 
tion to  the  treasurer  of  his  county,  who  shall  execute  duplicate 
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receipts  therefor,  one  of  which  he  shall  deliver  to  the  person  pay- 
ing the  money,  and  attach  the  other  to  his  annual  report  herein 
required;  but  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to 
moneys  received  by  any  town  or  city  officer  in  his  oflScial  capacity, 
as  such,  specially  appropriated  for  any  town  or  city  purpose.

§  12.  F:iection  of  officers.— There  shall  be  elected  at  the  biennial 
town  meeting  in  each  town,  by  ballot,  *  *  one  or  two  over- 
seers of  the  poor.  •  •  (As  amended  by  chapter  37  of  the  Laws 
of  ISOX  §  1 ;  344  of  1893,  §  1;  481  of  1897,  §  3;  363  of  1898,  §  2; 
349  of  1901 ;  and  536  of  1901.) 

§  13.  Term  of  office. —  *  *  Overseers  of  the  poor  •  •  • 
when  ele(*ted,  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  two  years.  *  • 
(As  amended  by  chapter  344  of  the  Laws  of  1893,  §  1;  chapter  481 
of  the  Laves  of  1897,  §  3;  chapter  363  of  the  Imws  of  1898,  §  2; 
chapter  145  of  the  Laics  of  1899,  §  2;  chapter  191  of  the  Laws  of 
1901 ;  and  chapter  391  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  16.  Overseers  of  the  poor. — The  electors  of  each  town  may,  at 
their  biennial  town  meeting,  determine  by  resolution  whether  they 
will  elect  one  or  two  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  the  number  so 
determined  ujion  shall  be  thereafter  biennially  elected  for  a  term 
of  two  years.  Whenever  any  town  shull  h.ave  determined  ui)on  hav- 
ing two  overseers  of  the  poor,  the  electors  thereof  may  determine 
bv  a  resolution  at  a  biennial  town  meeting,  to  thei-eiifter  have  but 
one,  and  if  they  so  determine  thereafter  no  other  overseer  shall 
he  elected  or  appointed,  until  the  term  of  the  overseer  continuing 
in  office  at  the  time  of  adopting  the  resolution  shall  expire  or 
become  vacant,  and  the  over8(»er  in  office  may  continue  to  act  until 
his  term  shall  expire  or  become  vacant.  The  electors  of  any  town 
may,  at  any  biennial  or  i-egularly  called  special  town  meeting  on 
Ihe  application  of  at  least  twenty-five  resident  taxpayers  whose 
names  appear  upon  the  then  last  preceding  town  assessment-roll, 
adopt  by  ballot  a  resolution  that  there  shall  be  appointed  in  and 
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for  mu*h  imvii  uue  over^^vv  uf  tho  i)mn\  If  ii  majority  of  the  \mJ^ 
Iut8  HO  east  Hliiill  he  in  favor  of  appointing  an  overseer  of  the 
poor, .no  ovei*seer  of  the  poor  Hhali  thereafter  be  elected  in  such 
town  except  as  hereinafter  provide*],  and  the  overseeing  of  the  poor 
of  such  town  plei'ted  at  the  town  iiiwHing  at  whirh  »iich  resolu- 
tion is  adoptetj  iir  wlio  shiill  then  Ih'  in  oflire  shall  rontinue  to 
hold  office  for  the  tenns  for  wliith  tliev  were  i-eBpectively  chosen; 
and  within  tiiirty  davs  lir^fore  tlie  expiration  of  tlie  temi  of  office 
of  nnvAi  ele<:ted  ovei^seer  whont^  term  expireH  latest,  the  town  hoard 
of  snt^h  towii  sliafl  ni4'et  and  aj»p(Mnt  one  overseer  of  the  poor  for 
8urh  town,  who  sIimH  li(*hl  olhce  for  one  war  from  the  first  day  of 
May  next  after  hi.H  !ippointiH**nt ;  and  annnally  in  the  month  of 
April  in  each  year  tirereafter  an  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  tlie  town  board  of  mieli  town  for  the  term  of  one  year 
fronr  tin*  first  day  of  May  iHvxt  following  sneh  month  of  April 
Hath  overseer  of  I  In*  jiour  so  apfiointed  shall  exemte  and  file  with 
the  town  elerk  an  ottirial  undertaking  in  mn-h  form  and  for  snch 
sniTi  as  the  town  hoard  may  by  resolution  rnjuire  and  approve. 
An  overseer  of  the  poor,  so  appointed,  shall  not  hold  any  other 
town  oJHee  during  the  term  for  whifh  he  is  so  appointed,  and  if 
he  shall  a**<ept  an  eb^etion  or  a]>i)ointment  to  any  other  town 
offire  lie  sliall  immediately  eeas<:'  to  be  an  overseer  of  the  poor. 
If  a  vaeaney  shall  iK-cnr  in  the  office  of  an  overseer  of  the  ixK)r. 
so  appointed,  snt-h  vatviney  shall  he  filled  by  the  town  board,  by 
appoint  mint,  f(^r  the  balame  of  the  unexpired  term.  The  com- 
pensiitioii  irf  an  ovpi^eer  of  tlie  poor  so  appointed,  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  town  board  «»f  sueli  |c»wn.  but  shall  not  exeeed,  in  any  one 
year,  the  sum  of  oT»e  thousand  doilai's,  and  shall  V>e  a  town  charge- 
At  nny  snbsecjueut  town  meeting  after  the  ex|uration  of  three 
years  froju  the  adojition  of  a  resohition  by  any  town  to  appoint 
an  overset^r  nf  <lo^  poor,  tlie  electors  of  the  town  may  determine 
by  iiallot  to  thereafter  elect  one  or  nioi'e  overseers  of  the  poor, 
and  if  they  determine  so  to  elect,  then  at  the  next  biennial  town 
meeting  thereafter  one  or  more  overseers  of  the  poor  shall  be 
ekM'ted  in  pursuanre  of  tlie  laws  regulating  the  ele<-'tion  of  over- 
seers of  the  poor,  ami  the  lerm  or  terms  of  the  overseer  or  over- 
seers first  so  ehnted  shall  eommence  upon  the  expiration  of  the 
t«*nu  of  ofllce  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  last  theretofore 
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pointed  iii  pursuance  of  law,  and  shall  expire  as  though  each 
such  term  commenced  at  the  time  of  election ;  and  their  succes- 
sora  shall  thei*eafter  be  elected  in  pursuance  of  law.  (As  amended

§  22.  Powers  of  biennial  town  meetings. — The  electors  of  each 
town  may,  at  their  biennial  town  meeting: 

10.  In  towns  bound  to  support  their  own  poor,  direct  such  sum 
to  be  raised,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  mich  purpose,  and  to 
defray  any  charges  that  may  exist  against  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  in  their  town. 

11.  Determine  any  other  question  lawfully  submitted  to  them. 

12.  Direct  the  sale  and  conveyance  by  the  supervisor  in  the 
name  of  the  town  or  pit)perty  owned  by  it.  *  *  {As  amended 
hy  chapter  481  of  the  Laws  of  1897,  §  11,  ami  chapter  H77  of  the 
Laws  of  1900.) 

§  23.  Special  town  meetings. — Si>ecial  town  meetings  shall  also 
be  held  whenever  twenty-five  taxpayers  upon  the  last  town  assess- 
ment roll  shall,  by  written  application  addressed  to  the  town 
clerk,  require  a  si)ecial  town  meeting  to  be  called,  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  money  for  the  support  of  the  poor.  *  *  Special  town 
meetings  may  also  be  held  upon  the  like  application  of  the  super- 
visor, commissioners  of  highways,  or  overseers  of  the  |K)or,  to  de- 
termine questions  pertaining  to  their  res[>ective  duties  as  such 
officers,  and  which  the  electoi-s  of  a  town  have  a  right  to  determine. 
An  application  and  notice  heretofore  made  and  given  for  a  special 
town  meeting  to  be  hei*eafter  held  for  a  purpose  not  heretofore 
authorized  by  law,  shall  be  as  valid  and  of  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  such  pur]>ose  had  l)een  authorized  by  law  at  the  time 
of  such  application  and  notice.  {As  amended  hy  chapter  280  of 
the  Laws  of  1894,  §  1,  and  chapter  481  of  the  Laws  of  1897,  §  12.) 

§  5G.  Town  officers  to  administer  oaths. — Any  town  officer  may 
administer  any  necessary  oath  in  any  matter  or  proceeding  law- 
fully before  him,  or  to  any  ])aper  to  be  filed  with  him  as  such 
officer. 
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§  «L\  Undertaking  of  ovcrsirr  of  the  poor. — Every  person  electe 
or  apjioiiitt'd  overseer  of  the  jioor  in  any  town  shall,  within  ten 
days  after  bt^ing  notified  of  bis  election  or  appointment,  execute 
an  undertaking  with  one  or  nioi-e  sui^tles,  to  be  approved  by  tlie 
Bopervisor  of  his  town,  to  Ihe  ellect  that  he  will  faithfully  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  oftice,  and  will  pay  according  to  law  all 
moneys  which  shall  come  into  his  hands  as  such  overseer,  which 
nndeiiaking  shall  he  delivered  to  the  supervisor  and  filed  by  him 
in  the  office  of  the  lo\\n  clerk  wilhin  ten  days  thereafter. 

ARTICLE  VIL 
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§  ICil,  Meeliug  of  town  bt^n-d  Hir  receiving  accounts  of  town 
officers. — At  the  meeting  of  the  ttiwn  hoard  held  on  the  Tuesday 
preceding  the  biennial  town  meeting  and  on  the  corresponding 
date  in  each  alternate  year,  or  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  Decem- 
ber in  eaeh  year,  or  on  the  day  preceding  when  snch  day  falls  on 
Sunday,  all  town  oHhers  who  rcneive  or  disburse  any  moneys  of 
the  town,  shall  account  with  the  board  for  all  such  moneys  re- 
ceived and  dishurscd  by  them  by  virtue  of  their  oflice,  and  produce 
all  receipts,  orders  and  vouchers  which  they  may  have  respecting 
the  same,  bnt  no  member  tif  Ihe  boai-d  whaJl  sit  as  a  member  of  the 
board  when  any  account  in  whiili  be  is  inl crested  is  iK^iug  audited 
by  the  board*  The  board  shall  make  a  statenfent  of  such  accounts, 
and  append  thereto  a  certificate  signed  by  at  least  a  majority  of 
them,  showing  the  state  of  the  accounts  of  eaeh  officer  at  the  date 
of  the  corliflcale,  whicli  stalement,  certiiicate,  reixM'[its,  orders  and 
vou(*hers  shall  each  be  filed  wilh  the  town  clerk  of  the  town,  within 
Ihree  days  thereafter,  and  be  open  to  public  inspection  during  the 
oflic**  hours  of  such  town  clerk.  (As  amended  hij  ehnpter  481  of 
the  Laivs  of  18f^7,  §  ID;  chapter  36>'l  of  the  Laws  of  1808,  §  8;  and 
chapter  57  of  the  Laics  of  1904.) 

§  102,  Mec  ting  of  town  board  for  auditing  accounts. — The  meet- 
ing of  the  town  board  held  on  the  Tlnii^sday  prereding  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisoi^s,  shall  be  for  tlie  purpose  of 
auditing  accounts  and  allowing  or  rejecting  all  charges,  claims 
and  demands  against  the  town*    Tf  any  account  is  wholly  rejected. 
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the  board  shall  iu«ake  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  signed  by  at  least 
a  majority  of  theui,  and  file  the  same  in  the  oflSce  of  the  town 
clerk.  If  the  account  is  allowed,  wholly  or  in  part,  the  board  shall 
make  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  signed  by  at  least  a  majority  of 
them,  and  if  allowed  only  in  part,  they  shall  state  in  the  certifi- 
cate the  items  or  parts  of  items  allowed,  and  the  items  or  parts 
of  items  rejected,  and  shall  cause  a  duplicate  of  every  certificate 
allowing  an  account,  wholly  or  in  part  to  be  made.  One  of  which 
duplicates  shall  l)e  delivered  to  the  town  clerk  of  the  town,  to  be 
kept  on  file  for  the  inspection  of  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town;  and  the  other  shall  be  delivered  to  the  supervisor  of  the 
town,  fo  be  by  him  laid  before  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his 
county  at  their  annual  meeting.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall 
ciiuse  to  be  levied  and  raised  upon  the  town  the  amount  specified 
in  the  certificate,  in  the  same  manner  as  they  are  directed  to  levy 
and  raise  other  town  charges.  (As  amended  hy  chapter  481  of  the 
Laws  of  1897,  §  19.) 


VABIOUS  ACTS  OF  CONGBESS  RELATING  TO  IMMIGRATION. 

Sections  3  and  5  of  an  act  supplementary  to  the  acts  in  rela- 
tion to  immigration,  approved  March  3,  1875,  vol.  18,  part  3, 
United  States  Statutes  at  Large  provide : 

"  Sec.  3.  That  the  importation  into  the  United  States  of  women 
for  the  purpose  of  prostitution  is  hereby  forbidden ;  and  all  con- 
tracts and  agreements  in  relation  thereto,  made  in  advance  or  in 
pursuance  of  such  illegal  importation  and  purposes,  are  hereby 
declared  void;  and  whoever  shall  knowingly  and  willfully  import, 
or  cause  any  importation  of,  women  into  tlie  United  States  for 
the  purposes  of  prostitution,  or  shall  knowingly  or  willfully  hold, 
or  attempt  to  hold,  any  women'  to  such  purposes,  in  pursuance 
of  such  illegal  importation  and  contract  or  agreement,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
imprisoned  not  exceeding  five  j'ears  and  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding 
five  thousand  dollars." 

"  Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  aliens  of  the  following 
classes  to  immigrate  into  the  United  States,  namely,  persons  who 
are  undergoing  a  sentence  for  conviction  in  their  own  country  of 
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feloDioiiH  trirnes  oIIut  tijaii  jit^litical  ur  growing  out  of  or  the 
result  of  such  i»ol)tiral  oflfenses,  or  whus**  sentence  has  been 
reinittetl  on  roniHtion  of  their  emigration,  and  women  *  imported 
for  the  purposes  of  proBtitution/  Evex'y  vessel  arriving  in  the 
United  States  may  be  iiis]>eeted  under  the  direiclion  of  the  col* 
lector  of  the  p*»r(  at  which  It  arrives,  if  he  shall  have  reason  to 
believe  that  any  such  nbuoxioiis  pei*sons  are  on  board;  and  the 
oflicer  making  such  inspcetion  shall  certify  the  result  thereof  to 
the  master  or  otlier  person  in  charge  of  such  vessel,  designating 
in  such  ot^rtificate  the  person  or  persons,  if  any  there  be^  ascer- 
tained by  bini  to  1h*  of  either  of  the  p lasses  whose  importation  is 
hereby  forbidden.  When  such  insfiection  is  i^equired  by  the  col-  ■ 
lector  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  l*c  unlawful,  without  his  [lennission, 
for  any  alien  to  leave  any  such  vessel  arriving  in  the  United  States 
from  a  foreign  country  until  the  insfMt'tion  shall  have  l^een  had 
and  the  result  cei*tilied  as  herein  provide*!;  and  at  no  tinw?  there- 
after shall  any  alien  ceilitied  ti>  by  t!ie  ins{»cctiiig  officer  as  being 
of  either  of  the  classes  whose  immigration  is  forbidden  by  this 
section  be  allowed  to  land  in  the  Uniteil  States,  except  in  obedi- 
ence to  a  judicial  process  issued  f)ursuant  to  law.  If  any  person 
sliall  feel  aggrieved  by  the  certificate  of  sncb  ins|»ecfing  oflScer 
stating  him  or  her  to  he  wilhin  either  of  the  classes  whose  immi- 
gnition  is  forbidden  by  this  seclion,  and  shall  apply  for  release 
or  other  rt^medy  to  any  proper  court  or  judge,  then  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  collector  at  said  port  of  entry  to  detain  said  vessel 
until  a  hearing  and  determination  of  the  matter  are  had,  to  the 
end  ihat  if  the  sjiid  iuspec  tor  shall  lx>  found  to  be  in  accordance 
with  this  section,  and  sustainerl.  the  obnoxious  person  or  persons 
shall  be  returned  on  boanl  of  said  vessel,  and  shall  not  there* 
after  be  permitted  to  lanil,  unless  the  master,  owner,  or  con- 
signee of  the  vessel  shall  give  bond  and  security,  to  be  appnnetl 
by  the  court  or  judge  hearing  the  cause,  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  for  each  such  jK*rson  permitted  to  land,  conditioned  for 
the  return  of  such  pei'son,  within  six  months  from  the  date  thereof, 
to  the  country  whence  his  or  her  emigration  shall  have  taken 
place,  or  unless  the  vessel  bringing  such  obnoxious  person  or  _ 
l>ersons  shall  be  forfeited,  in  which  event  the  proceeds  of  snch  | 
forfeiture  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  collector  of  the  port  of  arrivab 
I  and  applic^l  by  hini^  as  far  as  necessary",  to  the  i-etnrn  of  such 
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pei"son  or  persons  to  his  or  her  own  eountrj-  within  the  said  period 
of  six  months.  And  for  all  violations  of  this  act,  the  vessel,  by 
the  acts,  omissions,  or  connivance  of  tlie  owners,  Inaster,  or  other 
custodian,  or  the  consignees  of  which  the  same  are  committed, 
shall  be  liable  to  forfeiture,  and  may  be  proceeded  against  as  in 
cases  of  frauds  against  the  revenue  laws,  for  which  forfeiture  is 
prescribed  by  existing  law.'' 
Approved  March  3, 1875. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  immigration. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Contp-ess  assembled^  That  there  shall 
be  levied,  collected,  and  paid  a  duty  of  fifty  cents  for  each  and 
every  passenger  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  who  shall  come 
by  steam  or  sail  vessel  from  a  foreign  port  to  any  port  within 
the  United  States.  The  said  duty  shall  be  paid  to  the  collector 
of  customs  of  the  port  to  which  such  passenger  shall  come,  or  if 
there  be  no  collector  at  such  port,  then  to  the  collector  of  customs 
nearest  thereto,  by  the  master,  owner,  agent,  or  consignee  of  every 
su<h  vessel,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  entry  thereof  into 
such  port.  The  money  thus  collected  shall  be  jwiid  into  the 
United  States  Treasury  and  shall  constitute  a  fund  to  be  called 
the  immigrant  fund  and  shall  be  used,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  to  defray  the  exp)en8es  of  regulat- 
ing immigration  under  this  act  and  for  the  care  of  immigrants 
arriving  in  the  United  States,  for  the  i^elief  of  such  as  are  in  dis- 
tress, and  for  the  general  purposes  and  exi)en8es  of  carrying  this 
act  into  effect.  The  duty  imi)osed  by  this  section  shall  be  a  lien 
upon  the  vessels  which  shall  brinfj;  such  passengers  into  the  United 
Slates,  and  shall  be  a  debt  in  favor  of  the  Ignited  States  against 
the  owner  or  owners  of  such  vessels,  and  the  payment  of  such 
duty  may  be  enforced  by  any  legal  or  ecpiitable  remedy :  Fromded^ 
That  no  greater  sum  shall  be  ex])ended  for  the  purposes  herein- 
before mentioned,  at  any  port,  than  shall  have  been  collected  at 
such  port. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  charged 
with  the  duty  of  executing  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  with 
supervision  over  the  business  of  immigration  to  the  United  States, 
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luid  fur  that  jjiirimse  hv  sluill  Lave  jjower  lo  tinier  into  contracts 
witL  siieli  State  com  mission,  board,  or  officers  as  may  be  desig- 
uatixl  for  that  purpose  by  the  governor  of  any  State  to  take 
charge  of  the  local  affairs  of  iramigradou  in  the  porta  within 
said  State,  and  to  provide  for  the  8ui>port  and  relief  of  such  immi- 
grants therein  landing  as  may  fall  into  distress  or  need  public 
aid,  under  the  rules  anil  n^gulations  to  be  pi^escrihed  by  said 
Secretary;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  State  commission, 
board,  or  oflicers  so  designated  to  exnnnne  into  the  condition  of 
passengers  arriving  at  the  ports  within  i^nch  8tate  in  any  ship  or 
vessel,  and  for  that  purpose  all  or  any  of  such  commissioners,  or 
officers  or  such  other  person  or  [K^rsons  as  they  shall  appoint,  shall 
be  authorized  to  go  on  board  of  and  through  any  such  ship  or 
vessel;  and  if  on  such  examination  there  shall  be  found  among 
such  passengers  any  convict^  lunatic,  idiot,  or  any  person  unable 
to  take  care  of  himself  or  herself  without  becoming  a  public 
charge,  they  shall  report  the  same  in  writing  to  the  collector 
such  port,  and  such  person  shall  not  be  permitted  to  land. 

Bee.  3.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury'  shall  establish  such 
regulations  and  niles  and  ismte  from  time  to  time  such  instrnc* 
tions,  not  inconsistent  with  law,  as  he  shall  deem  best  calculated 
to  protect  the  United  States  and  immigrants  into  the  United 
States  from  fraud  aud  loss  and  for  mrrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  act  and  the  immigration  laws  of  the  United  States;  and 
he  shall  prescribe  all  forms  of  bonds,  entrie«,  and  other  papers 
to  be  used  under  and  in  the  enforcement  of  the  various  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Sec,  4»  That  all  foreign  convicts,  except  those  convicte<i  of 
political  offenses,  upon  arrival,  shall  be  sent  back  to  the  nations 
to  which  they  belong  and  from  whence  they  came.  The  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  may  designate  the  State  board  of  charities  of  any 
State  in  which  such  board  shall  exist  by  law,  or  any  commission 
in  any  State,  or  any  person  or  persons  in  any  State  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  execute  the  provisions  of  this  section  without  compen- 
sation. The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  prescribe  regulations 
for  the  return  of  the  aforesaid  persons  to  the  countries  from 
whence  they  came  and  shall  furnish  instructions  to  the  Ixwird, 
commission,  or  persons  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  as  to  the  mode  of  procedure  in  res 
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thereto,  and  may  change  such  instructions  from  time  to  time. 
The  expense  of  such  return  of  the  aforesaid  persons  not  permitted 
to  land  shall  be  borne  by  the  owners  of  the  vessel  in  which  they 
came. 

Sec.  5.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Approved  August  3, 1882. 

AN  ACT  to  remove  certain  burdens  on  the  American  merchant 

marine  and  encourage  the  American  foreign  carrying  trade,  and 

for  other  purposes,  approved  June  26,  1884. 

Sec.  22.  That  until  the  provisions  of  section  one,  chapter  three 

hundred  and  seventy-six,  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 

eighty-two,  shall  be  made  applicable  to  passengers  coming  into 

the  United  States  by  land  carriage,  said  provisions  shall  not  apply 

to  passtngers  coming  by  vessels  employed  exclusively  in  the  trade 

between  the  ports  of  the  United  Stales  and  the  ports  of  the 

Dominion  of  Camada  or  the  ports  of  Mexico. 

ACT  OF  MARCH  3,  1903. 

-AX  ACT  to  regulate  the  immigration  of  aliens  into  the  United 

States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ths  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
^,'nited  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  shall 
l>e  levied,  collected,  and  paid  a  duty  of  two  dollars  for  each  and 
^very  passenger  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the 
JDominion  of  Canada,  the  Republic  of  Cuba,  or  of  the  Republic  of 
3Iexico,  who  shall  come  by  steam,  sail,  or  other  vessel  from  any 
:foreign  port  to  any  port  within  the  United  States,  or  by  any 
:railway  or  any  other  mode  of  transportation,  from  foreign  con- 
tiguous territory  to  the  United  States.     The  said  duty  shall  be 
paid  to  the  collector  of  customs  of  the  port  or  customs  district  to 
which  said  alien  passenger  shall  come,  or,  if  there  be  no  collector 
at  such  port  or  district,  then  to  the  collector  nearest  thereto,  by 
the  master,  agent,  owner,  or  consignee  of  every  such  vessel  or  trans- 
portation line.    The  money  thus  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the 
United  States  Treasury  and  shall  constitute  a  permanent  appro- 
priation to  be  called  the  "  immigrant  fund,''  to  be  used  under 
the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  defray  the  ex- 
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peDse  of  regulatiag  tbc  iiumigi-atiou  of  alieus  mto  the  Uolted 
States  under  this  act,  iiic  hiding  the  tost  of  rejjorts  of  decisions  of 
the  Federal  courts,  and  digi  stR  tin  rti»f.  for  tlu*  use  of  the  Com- 
iniseioner-Genernl  of  Inimigration,  and  the  salaries  and  exjietises 
of  all  (dtirrrH,  cl(  rks,  and  eiiiiJojes  apiKMiited  for  thr  piii')H>«M4'  of 
enfurcing  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Th<*  duty  iiupcmed  by  this 
section  Bhail  be  a  lien  upon  the  vessel  which  shall  bring  such 
aliens  to  ports  of  the  United  6Hltate«,  ami  shall  1k'  a  debt  in  favor 
of  the  United  Blatt**  against  the  owner  or  ownere  of 
such  vessels,  and  ihi*  |>ayrncnt  of  such  duty  may  l>e 
enforced  by  any  legal  <ir  Hjuitable  i^medy;  the  head  lax 
herein  provided  for  shall  not  be  levie«l  upon  aliens  in 
transit  through  1hc  Uu'ite*!  St-ates  n<H*  upon  aliens  who 
have  ouce  bi*en  adiiiittcd  into  (lie  United  Static  and  have  paid 
the  head  tax  who  latc^r  shall  y^o  in  tmnsit  from  one  part  of  the 
Unitwl  ^>tates  to  another  tljriM'j^h  foi-eign  (^onligiuniH  teiTitory: 
Providetf,  That  the  tJoninii.ssioner  General  of  Iniinjgration,  under 
the  direction  or  with  the  a|»proval  of  «he  Set^i-etai^  uf  the  Treas- 
ury, by  agreement  with  Iranstjiortalitin  lineK,  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion thirty-two  of  this*  act,  may  arrausre  in  some  other  manner  for 
the  payment  of  the  duty  im[K>«ed  by  1hi&^  SM^-tiou  uiw>u  aliens 
seeking  admission  overland,  either  as  to  all  or  as  to  any  such 
aliens. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  following  rhij^ses  of  aliens  shall  be  excluded 
from  admission  into  the  Ignited  8tates:  All  idiots*  insane  jier* 
sous,  epileptics,  and  [lersons  who  have  been  insane  within  five 
years  pi^t^vions;  persons  who  have  had  (wo  or  more  at1ark»  of 
insanity  at  any  lime  previously ;  paupers;  persons  likely  to  become 
a  puhlir*  t*harge:  professional  bengal's;  jiersans  afflictTeil  with  a 
b>athsome  or  with  a  dangerous  rontagions  disease;  |>er8ons  who 
have  been  convirtfd  of  a  felony  or  other  crime  or  misdemeauor 
involving  moral  turpitude;  polygamists,  anarchists^  or  persons 
who  believe  in  or  advocate  the  overthi'ow  by  foree  or  Tio1ea<3e  of 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  or  of  all  government  or  of 
all  forms  of  law,  or  the?  assassination  of  public  oOlcials;  prosti 
tutes,  and  persons  who  procure  or  attempt  to  bring  in  prostitutes 
or  w^omen  for  the  purpose  of  prostitution;  those  who  have  been, 
within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  application  for  admission 
to  the  United  States,  defmrted  as  being  under  offers,  aolicitationa. 
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proinisefi  or  agreementB  to  perform  labor  or  service  of  some  kind 
therein ;  and  also  any  person  whose  ticket  or  passage  is  paid  for 
with  the  money  of  another,  or  who  is  assisted  by  others  to  come, 
unless  it  is  affirmatively  and  satisfactorily  shown  that  such  \\ev- 
SOD  does  not  belong  to  one  of  the  fon>goiug  excluded  classes;  but 
this  section  shall  not  be  held  to  prevent  persons  living  in  the 
United  States  from  sending  for  a  relative  or  friend  who  is  not  of 
the  foregoing  excluded  classes;  Provided y  That  nothing  in  this 
act  shall  exclude  persons  convicted  of  an  offense  purely  iwlitical, 
not  involving  moral  tui-pitude;  And  provided  further.  That  skilled 
labor  may  be  imported,  if  labor  of  like  kind  unemployed  can  not 
be  found  in  this  country;  And  provided  further,  That  the  pro- 
visions of  this  law  applicable  to  contract  labor  shall  not  be 
held  to  exclude  professional  actors,  artists,  lecturers,  singers,  min- 
isters of  any  religious  denomination,  proft*ssors  for  colleges  or 
seminaries,  persons  belonging  to  any  ivcognissed  learned  profes- 
sion, or  persons  employed  strictly  as  i>ersonal  or  domestic 
servants. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  importation  into  the  United  States  of  any 
woman  or  girl  for  the  purposes  of  prostitution  is  hereby  forbid- 
den; and  whoever  shall  import  or  attempt  to  import  any  woman 
or  girl  into  the  United  States  for  the  purposes  of  prostitution,  or 
shall  hold  or  attempt  to  hold,  any  woman  or  girl  for  such  pur- 
poses in  pursuance  of  such  illegal  importation  shall  l)e  deemed 
guilty  of  a  felony,  and,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  imprisoned 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  five  years  and  pay  a  fine  not 
exceeding  five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  iHjrson,  company,  part- 
nership, or  corporation,  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  to  prepay 
the  transportation  or  in  any  way  to  assist  or  encourage  the 
imf>ortation  or  migration  of  any  alien  into  the  United  States,  in 
pursuance  of  any  offer,  solicitation,  promise,  or  agreement,  parole 
or  special,  expressed  or  implied,  made  previous  to  the  importation 
of  such  alien  to  perform  labor  or  service  of  any  kind,  skilled  or 
unskilled,  in  the  United  States. 

Sec.  5.  That  for  every  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion four  of  this  act  the  person,  partnership,  company,  or  cor- 
poration violating  the  same,  by  knowingly  assisting,  encouraging, 
or  soliciting  the  jmigration  or  ipiportation  of  any  alien  to  the 


United  States  to  perform  labor  or  service  of  any  kind  by  reason 
of  anj  olTer,  solieilatiou,  inNuiiiw?,  or  agm^nu*ijit,  rxpi'essed  or  im- 
plied, pai*ole  or  special,  to  or  witli  such  alien  «hall  forfeit  and 
pay  for  e\*ery  such  offense  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars^  which 
ft    may  be  sued  for  and  re<:overed  by  the  United  States  or  by  any 
■     pei*soii  who  shall  first  bring  his  action  therefor  in  his  own  name 
and  for  his  own  benefit,  including  any  such  alien  thus  promised 
|ft    labor  or  service  of  any  kind  as  aforesaid,  as  debts  of  like  amount 
are  now  reeovercnl  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States;  and  aepa* 
rate  suits  may  l>e  bronglit  for  each  alien  thus  promised  labor  or 
service  of  any  kind  as  aforesaid*     And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 

I  district  attorney  of  the  proper  district  to  prosecute  every  such 
suit  when  brought  by  the  United  States* 
Sec»  6.  That  it  shall  he  unlawful  and  he  deemed  a  violation  of 
section  four  of  this  act  to  assist  or  encourage  the  importation  or 
migration  of  any  alien  by  a  iu*oiiii8e  of  employment  through  adrer- 
tiseraents  printed  and  published  in  any  foreign  country;  and  any 
alien  coming  to  thiB  country  in  cousi^jueuce  of  such  an  advertise- 

iment  shall  be  treated  as  coming  under  a  promise  or  agreement  as 
contemplated  in  section  two  of  this  act,  and  the  penalties  imposed 
by  section  five  of  this  act  shall  be  applicable  to  such  a  case; 
Promded,  That  this  se<*ti*m  shall  not  apply  to  states  or  terri- 
ft  tories,  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  places  subject  to  the  juris- 
diction of  the  United  States  advertising  the  inducements  they 
offer  for  immigration  thereto,  respectively. 

Sec.  7.  That  no  transportation  company  or  owner  or  owners  of 
vessels  or  others  engagc-d  in  transporting  aliens  into  the  United 
States  shall,  directly  or  through  agents,  either  by  writing,  print- 
ing, or  oral  representations,  solicit,  invite,  or  encourage  the  immi- 
gration of  any  aliens  into  the  United  States  except  by  ordinary 
commercial  letters,  circulars,  advertisements,  or  oral  representa- 

Itions,  stating  the  sailings  of  their  vessels  and  terms  and  facili- 
ties of  transportation  therein;  and  for  a  violation  of  this  pro- 
vision any  such  transportation  company  and  any  such  owner  or 
o^Tiers  of  vessels,  and  all  others  engaged  in  transporting  aliens 
to  the  United  States,  and  the  agents  by  them  employed,  shall  be 
subjected  to  the  penalties  imposed  by  section  five  of  this  act. 
See,  8.  That  any  person,  including  the  master,  agent,  owner*  or 
consignee  of  any  vessel,  who  shall  bring  into  or  land  in  the  United 
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states,  bj  vessel  or  otherwise,  or  who  shall  attempt,  by  himself 
or  through  another,  to  bring  into  or  land  in  the  United  States, 
bv  vessel  or  otherwise,  any  alien  not  duly  admitted  by  an  immi- 
grant inspector,  or  not  lawfully  entitled  to  enter  the  United 
States,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on 
conviction,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  alien  so  landed  or  attempted  to  be  landed, 
or  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  less  than  three  months  nor 
more  than  two  years,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  9.  TlMit  it  shall  bi^  unlawful  for  any  person,  including  any 
tran8i>ortation  lompanv  other  than  railway  lines  entering  the 
United  States  from  foi'eign  contiguous  territory,  or  the  owner, 
master,  agent,  or  consignee  of  any  vessel  to  bring  to  the  United 
States  any  alien  afflicted  with  a  loathsome  or  with  a  dangerous 
contagious  disease;  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  that  any  alien  so  brought  to  the 
United  States  was  afflicted  with  such  disease  at  the  time  of  foreign 
embai^ation,  and  that  the  existence  of  such  a  diswise  niighit  have 
been  detected  by  means  of  i\  <onipetent  medical  examination  at 
such  time,  such  person  or  transportation  coni|mny  or  the  master, 
agent,  owner,  or  consignee  of  any  such  vessel  shall  pay  to  the 
collector  of  customs  of  the  customs  district  in  which  the  port  of 
aiTival  is  located  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollar  for  each  and 
every  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section;  and  no  vessel 
shall  be  granted  clearance  i)a|;ers  while  any  such  tine  iniiM>8ed 
upon  it  remains  unpaid,  nor  shall  su<h  tine  he  remitted. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  decision  of  the  lM)ard  of  si)ecial  inquiry,  here- 
inafter provided  for,  bas4Ml  y\\Hm  the  certificate  of  the  examining 
medical  officer,  shall  Ik*  Hnal  as  to  the  reje<'tion  of  alieiis  afflicted 
with  a  loathsome  or  with  a  dangerous  contagious  disease,  or  with 
any  mental  or  i)hysical  disability  which  would  bring  such  aliens 
within  any  of  the  classes  excluded  from  admission  to  the  United 
States  under  section  two  of  this  act. 

Sei*.  11.  That  upon  the  certificate  of  a  medical  officer  of  the 
United  States  Marine-Hospital  Service  to  the  effect  that  a  rejected 
alien  is  helpless  from  sickness,  physical  disability,  or  infancy,  if 
such  alien  is  accompanied  by  another  alien  whose  protection  or 
guardianship  is  required  by  surh  rejected  alien,  the  master,  agent, 
29 
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owner,  or  consignee  of  the  vessel  in  which  such  alien  and  accom- 
panying alien  are  brought  shall  be  required  to  return  such  alien 
and  accompanying  alien  in  the  same  manner  as  vessels  are  re- 
quired to  return  other  rejected  aliens. 

Sec.  12.  Thnt  upon  the  arrival  of  any  alien  by  water  at  any  port 
witliin  the  United  States  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  master  or 
commanding  ofiicer  of  the  steamer,  sailing  or  other  vessel,  having 
said  alien  on  board  to  deliver  to  the  immigration  officers  at  the 
port  of  arrival  lists  or  manifests  made  at  the  time  and  place  of 
embarkation  of  such  alien  on  board  such  steamer  or  vessel,  which 
shall,  in  answer  to  <iueRtions  at  the  top  of  said  lists,  state  as  to 
each  alien  the  full  name,  age  and  sex;  whether  married  or  single; 
the  calling  or  occupation;  whether  able  to  read  or  write;  the 
nationality;  the  race;  the  hnst  residence;  the  seaport  for  landing 
in  the  United  States;  the  final  destination,  if  any,  beyond  the 
port  of  landing;  whether  having  a  ticket  through  to  such  final 
destination;  whether  the  alien  has  \mid  his  own  passage,  or 
whether  it  has  been  paid  by  any  other  person  or  by  any  corpora- 
tion, society,  municipality,  or  government,  and  if  so,  by  whom; 
whether  in  i»ossession  of  fifty  dollare,  and  if  less,  how  much; 
whether  going  to  join  a  relative  or  friend,  and  if  so,  what  relative 
or  friend  and  his  name  and  complete  address;  whether  ever  before 
in  the  Ignited  Stat(»s,  and  if  so,  when  and  where;  whether  ever  in 
prison  or  almshouse  or  an  institution  or  hospital  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  insane  or  supported  by  charity;  whether  a  polyga- 
mist;  whether  an  anarchist;  whether  coming  by  leason  of  any 
offer,  solicitation.  ])romiso  or  agreement,  expressed  or  implied,  to 
perform  labor  in  the  United  States,  and  w^hat  is  the  alien's  condi- 
tion of  health,  mental  and  ph\"sical,  and  whether  deformed  or 
crippled,  and  if  so,  for  how  long  and  from  w^hat  cause. 

Sec.  13.  That  all  aliens  arriving  by  water  at  the  ports  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  listed  in  convenient  groups,  and  no  one  list 
or  manifest  shall  contain  more  than  thirty  names.  To  each  alien 
or  head  of  a  family  shall  be  given  a  ticket  on  which  shall  be  writ- 
ten his  name,  a  number  or  letter  designating  the  list  in  which 
his  name,  and  so  forth,  is  contained,  and  his  number  on  said  list, 
for  convenience  of  identification  on  arrival.  Each  list  or  manifest 
shall  be  verified  by  the  signature  and  the  oath  or  affirmation  of 
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the  master  or  commanding  officer  or  the  first  or  second  below  him 
in  command,  taken  before  an  immigration  officer  at  the  port  of 
arrival,  to  the  effect  that  he  has  caused  the  surgeon  of  said  vessel 
sailing  therewith  to  make  a  x>bjsical  and  oral  examination  of 
each  of  said  aliens,  and  that  from  the  report  of  said  surgeon  and 
from  his  own  investigation  he  believes  that  no  one  of  said  aliens 
is  an  idiot,  or  insane  person,  or  a  pauper,  or  is  likely  to  become  a 
public  charge  or  is  suffering  from  a  loathsome  or  a  dangerous 
contagious  disease,  or  is  a  person  who  has  been  convicted  of  a 
felony  or  other  crime,  or  misdemeanor  involving  moral  turpitude, 
or  a  polygamist,  or  an  anarchist,  or  under  promise  or  agreement, 
expressed  or  implied,  to  perform  labor  in  the  United  Staites,  or  a 
prostitute,  and  that  also,  according  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge 
and  belief,  the  information  in  said  lists  or  manifests  concerning 
each  of  said  aliens  named  therein  is  correct  and  true  in  every 
respect. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  surgeon  of  said  vessel  sailing  therewith  shall 
also  sign  each  of  said  lists  or  manifests  and  make  oath  or  affirma- 
tion in  like  manner  before  an  immigration  officer  at  the  port  of 
arrival  stating  his  professional  experience  and  qualifications  as 
a  j>hysician  and  surgeon,  and  that  he  has  made  a  personal  exam- 
ination of  each  of  the  said  aliens  named  therein,  and  that  the  said 
list  or  manifest,  according  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
belief,  is  full,  correct,  and  true  in  all  particulars  relative  to  the 
mental  and  physical  conditions  of  said  aliens.  If  no  surgeon  sails 
with  any  vessel  bringing  aliens  the  mental  and  physical  examina- 
tions and  the  verifications  of  the  lists  or  manifests  shall  be  made 
by  some  competent  surgeon  employed  by  the  owners  of  the  said 
vessel. 

Sec.  15.  That  in  the  case  of  the  failure  of  the  master  or  com- 
manding officer  of  any  vessel  to  deliver  to  the  said  immigration 
officers  lists  or  manifests  of  all  aliens  on  board  thereof  as  re- 
quired in  sections  twelve,  thirteen,  and  fourteen  of  this  act,  he 
shall  pay  to  the  collector  of  customs  at  the  port  of  arrival  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  alien  concerning  whom  the  above  in- 
formation is  not  contained  in  any  list  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  16.  That  upon  the  receipt  by  the  immigration  officers  at 
any  port  of  arrival  of  the  lists  or  manifests  of  aliens  provided  for

iu  Bections  twelve,  thirteen,  and  fourteen  of  tUi«  act  it  Hhall  be 

the  duty  uf  stiid  officers  to  go  or  send  competent  assl&tauta  to  the 
vessels  to  which  said  liwts  or  maoifests  i^fer  ;uid  tbei'e  inspect  all 
such  alieuSi  or  said  iiiimigratiou  otlicers  may  order  a  temporal*}' 
removal  of  such  aliens  for  ejcamination  at  a  designated  time  and 
place,  but  such  tcDiporary  removal  wliall  not  be  considered  a  hmd- 
ing,  nor  shall  it  relieve  the  transportation  lines,  m;i8terH,  agents, 
owners  or  consigneeB  of  the  vessel  upon  which  such  aliens  are 
brought  to  any  port  of  the  United  States  from  any  of  the  obliga- 
tions which,  in  case  such  aliens  remain  on  board,  would^  under 
tie  provisions  of  this  act,  bind  the  said  transiiortation  lines,  mas 
ter8»  agents,  owners^  or  consignees;  PfViHde<l,  Tbat  where  a  suita* 
ble  building  is  used  for  the  detention  and  examination  of  aliens 
the  immigration  oilicials  shall  there  take  charge  of  such  aliens^ 
and  (he  transportaiiun  tompanies,  masters,  agents,  owners,  and 
consignees  of  the  vessel  bringing  such  aliens  shall  be  relieved  of 
the  i-esponsibility  for  their  detention  thereafter  until  the  return 
of  such  aliens  tu  their  care. 

^c,  17.  That  the  physical  and  mental  examination  of  all  arriv- 
ing aliens  shall  be  made  by  medical  officers  of  the  United  States 
Marine-Hospital  Service,  wlio  shall  have  had  at  least  tii'O  years' 
exj»erience  in  the  practice  of  llji*ir  profession  since  receiving  the 
degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  and  who  sliall  certify  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  immigration  oflicerg  and  the  boards  of  special  inquiry 
hennnafter  provided  for,  auy  and  all  jihysieal  and  mental  defects 
or  diseases  observed  by  said  medical  oflicers  in  any  such  alien,  or^ 
should  medical  ofticers  of  the  United  States  Marine-Tlt>spital 
Service  he  not  available,  civil  surgeons  of  not  less  than  four  years' 
professional  ex[iericnre  may  be  employed  in  such  emergencies  for 
the  said  service,  up«ui  sm-li  terms  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Commissioner-General  of  Iiauiigi*atioti,  under  the  direction  or 
with  the  approval  of  the  Seti^tary  of  the  Treasury.  The  United 
Stales  Publie  Health  and  Marine-Hospital  Service  almll  be  reim- 
bursed by  ilje  Tmmigration  Service  for  all  expenditures  incurred 
in  carrying  out  the  medical  inspection  of  aliens  under  regulations 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  18.  That  it  shall  Ik*  the  duty  of  the  owners,  officers  and 
agents  of  ,Hiy  vesst^l  bringing  an  alien  to  the  United  States  to 
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adopt  due  precautions  to  prevent  the  landing  of  any  such  alien 
from  such  vessel  at  any  time  or  place  other  than  that  designated 
by  the  immigration  officers,  and  any  such  owner,  officer,  agent,  or 
person  in  charge  of  such  vessel  who  shall  land  or  permit  to  land 
any  alien  at  any  time  or  place  other  than  that  designated  by  the 
immigration  officers,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  shall  on  conviction  be  punished  by  a  fine  for  each  alien  so 
I)ermitted  to  land  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  and  every  such 
alien  so  landed  shall  be  deemed  to  be  unlawfully  in  the  United 
States  and  shall  be  deported,  as  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  19.  That  all  aliens  brought  into  this  country  in  violation 
of  law  shall,  if  practicable,  be  immediately  sent  back  to  the  coun- 
tries whence  they  respectively  came  on  the  vessels  bringing  them. 
The  cost  of  their  maintenance  while  on  land,  as  well  as  the  ex- 
pense of  the  return  of  such  aliens,  shall  be  borne  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  vessels  on  which  they, respectively  came;  and  if  any 
master,  person  in  chai^,  agent,  owner,  or  consignee  of  any  such 
vessels  shall  refuse  to  receive  back  on  board  thereof,  or  of  any 
other  vessel  owned  by  the  sanu*  inteivst,  such  aliens,  or  shall  neg- 
lect to  detain  them  thereon,  or  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  return 
them  to  the  foreign  port  from  which  they  came,  or  to  pay  the  cost 
of  their  maintenance  while  on  land,  such  master,  person  in  charge, 
agent,  owner,  or  consignee  shall  1h»  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  shall,  on  conviction  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  less 
than  three  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offense ;  and 
no  vessel  shall  have  clearance  from  any  port  of  the  United  States 
Ai'hile  any  such  fine  is  unpaid:  ProriflcfJ,  That  the  Commissioner- 
fjeneral  of  Immigration,  under  the  direation  or  \^ith  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  may  suspend,  upon  conditions 
to  be  j)rescribed  by  the  rommissioner-General,  the  deportation  of 
any  alien  found  to  have  come  under  promise  or  agreement  of  labor 
or  senice  of  any  kind  if,  in  his  judgment,  the  testimony  of  such 
alien  is  necessan-  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  Government  in 
the  prosecution  of  offenders  against  the  provisions  of  sections  four 
and  five  of  this  act :  Providedy  That  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  any 
person  so  detained  resulting  from  such  suspension  of  deportation 
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shall  be  paid  from  the  **  iiimiigraot  fund/-  but  no  alien  certified, 
as  provided  in  section  seventeen  of  this  aelv  to  be  suffering  ^ith 
a  loathsome  ar  with  a  dangeroos  contagious  disease  other  than 
one  of  a  qiiarantiuable  nature,  shall  be  permitted  to  land  for 
medical  ti-eatment  lliereof  in  the  hospitals  of  tlie  United  Btates. 

Bee,  2U.  That  any  alien  who  shall  come  into  the  United  States 
in  violation  of  law,  or  who  shall  be  found  a  public  charge  therein, 
from  causes  existing  prior  to  landing,  shall  be  deported  as  herein- 
after provided  to  the  country  whence  he  came  at  any  time  within 
two  years  after  arrival  at  the  exjiense,  including  one-half  of  the 
cost  of  inland  transportation  to  the  port  of  deportation,  of  the 
person  bringing  such  alien  into  the  United  States,  or,  if  that  can 
not  be  done,  then  at  the  expense  of  the  immigration  fund  referred 
to  in  section  one  of  this  act. 

Sec.  21,  That  in  case  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  be 
satisfied  that  an  alien  has  been  found  in  the  United  States  in  vio- 
lation of  this  act  he  shall  cause  such  alien,  within  the  period  of 
three  years  after  landing  or  entry  therein,  to  be  taken  into  custody 
and  returned  to  the  country  whence  he  came  as  x^^ovided  in  sec- 
tion twenty  of  this  act,  or,  if  that  can  not  be  so  done,  at  the 
exjiense  of  the  immigrant  fund  provided  for  in  section  one  of  this 
act;  and  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  masters,  agents, 
owners,  or  consignees  of  vessels  to  coiaply  with  the  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  take  on  board,  guard  safely,  and 
return  to  the  country  whence  he  came  any  alien  ordered  to  be 
deported  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished 
by  the  imposition  of  the  penalties  prescribed  in  section  nineteen 
of  this  act* 

Bee.  22.  That  the  Commissioner-General  of  Immigration,  in 
addition  to  such  other  duties  as  may  by  law  be  assigned  to  him, 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  have 
charge  of  the  administration  of  all  laws  relating  to  the  immigra- 
tion of  aliens  into  the  United  States,  and  shall  have  the  control, 
direction,  and  supervision  of  all  officers,  clerks,  and  employes 
appointed  thereunder.  He  shall  establish  such  rules  and  rejrnhi- 
tions,  prescribe  such  forms  of  bonds,  reports,  entries  and  other 
papers,  and  shall  issue  from  time  to  time  such  instructions,  not 
inconsistent  with  law,  as  he  shall  deem  best  calculated  for  carry- 
ing  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  for  protecting  the  United 
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Btates  and  aliens  migrating  thereto  from  fraud  and  loss,  and 
shall  have  authority  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the  support  and 
relief  of  such  aliens  as  may  (all  into  distress  or  need  public  aid; 
all  under  the  direction  or  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner- 
General  of  Immigration  to  detail  officers  of  the  immigration 
service  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  necessary,  in  his  judgment, 
to  secure  information  as  to  the  number  of  aliens  detained  in 
the  penal,  reformatory,  and  charitable  institutions  (public  and 
private)  of  the  several  States  and  Territories,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  other  territory  of  the  United  States,  and  to  inform 
the  officers  of  such  institutions  of  the  provisions  of  law  in  relation 
to  the  deportation  of  aliens  who  have  become  public  charges; 
Provided,  That  the  Commissioner-General  of  Immigration  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  whenever  in 
his  judgment  such  action  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  detail  immigration  officers  for  temporary 
service  in  foreign  countries. 

Sec.  23.  That  the  duties  of  the  Commissioners  of  Immigration 
shall  be  of  an  administrative  character,  to  be  prescribed  in  detail 
by  regulations  prepared,  under  the  direction  or  with  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  24.  That  the  immigrant  inspectors  and  other  immigration 
officers,  clerks  and  eniJi)loyes  shall  hereafter  be  appointed,  and 
their  compensation  fixed  and  raised  or  decreased  from  time  to 
time,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  Commissioner-General  of  Immigration  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  civil  service  act  of  January  sixteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three ;  Provided,  That  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  alter  the  mode  of  appointing 
commissioners  of  immigration  at  the  several  ports  of  the  United 
States  as  provided  by  the  sundry  civil  appropriation  act  approved 
August  eighteenth  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  or  the  official 
status  of  such  commissioners  heretofore  appointed.  Immigration 
officers  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  to  take  and 
consider  testimony  touching  the  right  of  any  alien  to  enter  the 
United  States,  and,  where  such  action  may  be  necessary  to  make 
a  written  record  of  such  testimony,  and  any  person  to  whom  such 
an  oath  has  been  administered  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
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who  shall  knowingly  or  willfullj  give  false  testimony  or  iwear 
to  any  false  statement  in  any  way  affe^-ting  or  in  relation  to 
the  right  of  an  alien  to  adiiiiseion  to  the  United  States  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  perjory  and  be  punished  as  provided  by  sectioD 
iifty-three  hundred  and  ninety-two,  United  States  Revised  Stat- 
utes. The  (let-ision  of  any  such  oflirer,  if  favorable  to  the  admis- 
sion of  any  alien,  shall  Ix*  subje^'t  tu  t  hallenge  by  any  other  immi- 
gi'ation  otlicer  and  such  challenge  shall  operate  to  take  the  alien 
whose  right  to  land  is  so  challenged  before  a  board  of  special 
inquiry  for  its  investigation.  Every  alien  who  may  not  appear 
to  the  examining  immigrant  iospector  at  the  port  of  arrival  to 
be  clearly  and  beyond  a  doubt  entitled  lu  laud  shall  l>e  detained 
for  examination  in  relalion  thereto  by  a  lH>ard  of  special  inquiry. 
See.  25*  That  such  boards  of  sjiecial  inquiry  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  commissioners  of  immigration  at  the  various  ports  ofi 
arrival  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  prompt  determination  of  all 
cases  of  aliens  detained  at  such  ports  under  the  provisions  of  law. 
Such  boards  shall  consist  of  tlii^e  niend»ei's,  who  shall  !)*•  selected 
from  such  of  the  immigi'ant  officials  in  the  service  as  the  Commis- 
sioner-General of  Immigration  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  sluill  from  time  to  time  designate  as  qualified  to 
serve  on  such  boartts;  Proviifed,  That  at  |>orts  where  there  are 
fewer  than  thi'ee  immigrant  inspectors,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, u|Km  recommendation  of  the  Uommissioner-Genenil  of  ImmS* 
gi*ution,  may  designate  other  United  States  officials  for  service 
on  such  boards  of  special  inquiry.  Such  boards  shall  have  au- 
thority to  determine  whether  an  alien  who  has  been  dnly  held 
shall  be  allowed  to  land  or  l>e  deported.  All  hearings  before 
boards  shall  be  separate  and  apart  fri>m  the  public,  but  the  said 
boards  shall  keep  complete  permanent  records  of  their  proceed- 1 
ings  and  of  all  such  testimony  as  may  be  produced  before  them; 
and  the  de<"ision  of  any  two  members  of  a  board  shall  prevail  and 
be  final,  but  either  the  alien  or  any  dissenting  member  of  said , 

m    board  may  appc^al  through  the  commissioner  of  immigration  atj 
the  port  of  arrival  and  the  Uommissioner-Genfral  of  Immigi*ation. 
to  the  Secretar^^  of  the  Treasury',  whose  derision  shall  then  be 
final;  and  the  taking  of  such  appeal  shall  operate  to  stay  any 

ft    action  in  regard  to  the  final  disposal  of  the  alien  whose  case  is  so 
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appealed  until  the  receipt  by  the  commissioner  of  immigration  at 
the  port  of  arrival  of  such  decision. 

Sec.  26.  That  no  bond  or  guaranty,  written  or  oral;  that  an 
alien  shall  not  become  a  public  charge  shall  be  received  from  any 
.  person,  company,  corporation,  charitable  or  benevolent  society  or 
association  unless  authority  to  receive  the  same  shall  in  each 
special  case  be  given  by  the  Commissioner-General  of  Tmmigra- 
tion,  with  the  written  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  27.  That  no  suit  or  proceeding  for  a  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  settled,  compromised,  or  discontinued 
without  the  consent  of  the  court  in  which  it  is  pending,  entered 
of  record,  with  the  reasons  therefor. 

See.  28.  That  nothing  contained  in  thi«  act  shall  be  construed 
to  affect  any  prosecution  or  other  proceeding,  criuiinal  or  civil, 
begun  under  any  existing  act  or  any  acts  hereby  amended,  but 
such  prosecutions  or  other  proceedings,  criminal  or  civil,  shall 
proceed  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

Sec.  29.  That  the  circuit  and  district  courts  of  the  United 
States  are  hereby  invested  with  full  and  concurrent  jurisdiction 
of  all  causers,  civil  and  criminal,  arising  under  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

Sec.  80.  That  after  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred 
and  thi-eo,  all  exclusive  privileges  of  exchanging  money,  trans- 
porting passengers  or  baggage,  or  keeping  eating  houses,  and  all 
other  like  privileges  in  connection  with  any  United  States  immi- 
frration  station  shall  be  disposed  of  after  public  competition,  sub- 
ject to  such  conditions  and  limitations  as  the  (Commissioner- 
General  of  Immigration,  under  the  direction  or  with  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  may  prescribe;  Provided,  That 
no  intoxicating  liquors  shall  be  sold  in  any  such  immigrant  sta- 
tion :  that  all  receipts  accruing  from  the  disposal  of  such  exclu- 
sive privileges  as  herein  provided  shall  be  paid  into  the  United 
States  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  immigrant  fund  provided  for 
in  section  one  of  this  act. 

Sec.  31.  That  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace,  and  in  order 
that  arrests  may  be  made  for  crimes  under  the  laws  of  the  States 
and  Territories  of  the  United  States  where  the  various  immigrant 
stations  are  located,  the  officers  in  charge  of  such  stations,  as 
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uccaaion  may  requix-e,  shftilJ  admit  thei-eiii  the  proper  state  and 
nmnicipal  oflkH?r8  i'harg<^d  with  the  enforcenjent  of  such  Jaws,  and 
for  the  purpo.se«  of  this  section  the  jmisdiction  of  such  officers  and 
of  the  lo(  al  courts  shaJl  extend  over  saeh  stations. 

See,  32.  That  the  Coiiimis»ioiier'General  of  IixiniigratioD,  under 
the  direct  ion  or  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary*  of  the  Treas- 
ury, shnll  presrrihe  rules  for  the  entry  and  iu»peetion  of  aliens 
aJong  the  borders  of  Canada  and  Mexico,  go  as  not  to  unnecessa- 
rily delny,  impede,  or  annoy  passengers  in  ordinary  ti*avel  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  snid  countries,  and  shall  have  power 
to  enter  into  contrartj*  with  i'i»reigu  transptirtntion  line«  for  the 
same  purpose. 

Bee.  33.  That  for  the  purposes  of  tins  act  the  words  **  United 
Stntes  '•  as  used  in  the  title  as  well  as  in  the  various  sections  of 
this  act  shiill  he  couiitrued  to  mean  tlie  United  States  and  any 
waters,  territory  or  other  plnce  now  suhject  to  the  jurisdiction 
thereof. 

^ec.  3i.  That  no  iotoxicatnig  iiqiiurs  of  any  character  shall  be 
sold  within  the  limits  of  the  Capitol  building  of  the  United  Statea. 

8<^.  35.  That  the  deportatinn  of  aliens  arrested  within  the 
1/nited  States  after  entry  and  found  to  be  illegally  therein,  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act.  shall  bo  to  the  trans-Atlantic  or  trans-Pa* 
eiRc  p<»rt8  from  sm^h  aliens  enibnrked  for  the  United  States;  or, 
if  such  embarkation  was  for  foreign  contiguous  territory,  to  the 
foreign  port  at  wliich  said  aliens  embarked  for  such  territory* 

Sec.  30,  That  all  acts  and  paiiis  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
art  are  hereby  repealed ;  ProruUuf,  That  this  act  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  refjeal.  alter  nr  amend  existing  laws  relating  to  the  im- 
migration or  exclusion  of  rhincse  [)ersoDS  or  persons  of  Chinese 
descent. 

8i*c,  37.  That  whenever  an  alien  shall  have  taken  up  his  perma 
nent  residence  in  this  countrv%  and  shall  have  filed  his  preliralnary 
declaration  to  become  a  citizen,  and  thereafter  shall  send  for  his 
wife  or  minor  children  to  join  hinu  if  said  wife,  or  either  of  said 
children  shall  tie  found  to  be  aflTected  with  any  contagious  dis- 
order, and  if  it  is  provr^  that  snid  disorder  was  contracted  on

That  no  person  who  disbelieves  in  or  who  is  opposed  to 
all  orgauized  government,  or  who  is  a  member  of  or  affiliated  with 
any  organization  entertaining  and  teaching  such  disbelief  in  or 
opposition  to  all  organized  government,  or  who  advocates  or 
teaches  the  duty,  necessity,  or  propriety  of  the  unlawful  assault- 
ing or  killing  of  any  officer  or  officers,  either  of  specific  individuals 
or  officers  generally,  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  or 
of  any  other  organized  go^ernment,  because  of  his  or  their  official 
character  shall  be  pennitted  to  enter  the  United  States  or  any 
territory  or  place  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thei'eof.  This  section 
shall  be  enforce<l  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  such 
rules  and  reguhitions  as  he  shall  pi*escribe. 

That  any  person  who  knowingly  aids  or  assists  any  such  per- 
son to  enter  the  United  States  or  any  territory  or  place  subject 
to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  or  who  connives  or  conspires  with  any 
jicrson  or  [»ersons  to  allow,  procure,  or  permit  any  such  person  to 
enter  therein.  (*xcept  jjursuant  to  such  rules  and  regulations  made 
by  the  SeiK^tary  of  the  Treasury  shall  be  lined  not  more  than  five 
thousand  dollai-s,  or  inii)risoned  for  not  less  than  one  nor  more 
than  five  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  39.  That  no  j^erson  who  dislx*lieves  in  or  who  is  opposed  to 
all  organized  government,  or  who  is  a  member  of  or  affiliated  with 
any  organization  entertaining  and  teaching  such  disbelief  in  or 
opposition  to  all  organized  government,  or  who  advocates  or 
teaches  the  duty,  necessity,  or  propriety  of  the  unlawful  assault- 
ing oi*  killing  of  any  officer  or  olfuers,  either  of  specific  individuals 
or  of  officers  generally,  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  or 
of  any  other  organized  government,  because  of  his  or  their  official 
character,  or  who  has  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  naturalized  or  be  made  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 
All  courts  and  tribunals  and  all  judges  and  officers  thereof  having 
jurisdiction  of  naturalization  proceedings  or  duties  to  perform  in 
regard  thereto  shall,  on  the  final  application  for  naturalization,

make  careful  inquiry  into  such  matters,  and  before  issuing  the 
final  order  or  certificate  of  naturalization  cause  to  be  entered  of 
record  the  affidavit  of  Iht*  applicniit  and  of  his  witnesses  so  far 
as  applicable,  reciting  and  affiriuiog  the  truth  of  every  material 
fact  requiRitc  fur  naturalisation.  All  final  orders  and  certificates 
of  naturalization  hereafter  made  shall  show  on  their  face  speci* 
flcally  that  said  aJUdavits  were  duly  made  and  recorded  and  all 
orders  and  certificates  that  fail  to  show  such  facts  shall  be  null 
and  void. 

That  any  person  who  purposely  procures  naturalization  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  live  thousand  dollars,  or  shall  be  imprisoned  not  less  than 
one  nor  more  than  ten  yeai*8,  or  both,  and  the  court  in  which 
such  conviction  is  Imd  shall  thereupon  adjudge  and  declare  the 
order  or  deci-ee  and  all  certificates  admitting  sucti  person  to  citi- 
zensliiip  null  and- void.  Jurisdiction  is  hereby  conferred  on  the 
courts  having  jurisdiction  of  the  trial  of  such  offense  to  make 
such  adjudication. 

That  any  person  who  knowingly  aids,  advises,  or  encouraf 
any  such  person  to  apply  for  or  to  secure  naturalization  or  to  file 
the  [preliminary  papei-s  declaring  an  intent  to  become  a  citiafien 
of  the  Fnited  States,  or  who  in  any  naturalization  proceeding 
knowingly  jirocun'S  or  gives  false  testimony  as  to  any  material 
fact,  or  who  knowingly  makes  an  affidavit  false  as  to  any  material 
fact  required  to  \)e  proved  in  such  proceeding,  shall  be  fined  not 
more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  ten  yerirs,  or  both. 

The  foregoing  provisions  concerning  naturalization  shall  not 
be  enforced  until  ninety  days  after  the  approval  hereof.

Chapter  112,  Lawa  of  1806. 


§  24.  Places  in  which  traffic  in  liquor  shall  not  be  permitted. 
— Traffic  in  liquor  shall  not  be  permitted: 

1.  In  any  building  or  upon  any  premises  established  as  a  penal 
institution,  protectory,  industrial  school,  asylum^  state  hospital^ 
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colony  or  institution  established  for  the  care  or  treatment  of 
epileptics,  or  poorhouse,  and  if  such  building  or  premises,  other 
than  a  county  jail  or  state  prison,  be  situated  in  a  town  and  out- 
side the  limits  of  an  incorporated  village  or  city,  not  within  one- 
half  mile  of  any  building  or  premises  so  occupied,  provided  there 
be  such  distance  of  one-half  mile  between  such  building  and 
premises,  and  the  nearest  boundary  line  of  such  village  or  city;

§  30.  Persons  to  whom  liquor  shall  not  be  sold  or  given  away. — 
No  corporation,  association,  copartnership  or  person,  whether 
taxed  under  this  act  or  not,  shall  sell,  deliver  or  give  away  or 
cause  or  permit  or  procure  to  be  sold,  delivered  or  given  away 
any  liquors  to: 

1.  Any  minor  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years;  nor  to  such 
minor  for  any  other  person ; 

2.  To  any  intoxicated  person ; 

3.  To  any  habitual  drunkard ; 

4.  To  any  Indian; 

5.  To  any  person  to  whom  such  corporation,  association,  co- 
partnership or  person  may  be  forbidden  to  sell  by  notice  in  writ- 
ing from  the  parent,  guardian,  husband,  wife  or  child  of  such 
person  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  or  by  a  magistrate  or  overseer 
of  the  poor  of  the  town;  provided,  however,  that  such  notice  in 
writing  by  a  magistrate  or  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  town  shall 
apply  only  in  the  case  of  a  person  who  is  wholly  or  partly  a 
charge  upon  the  town,  which  fact  shall  be  stated  in  such  notice;

person  for  whom  and  the  time  or  times  at  which  the  same  shall 
be  furnished.  Such  prescription  shall  not  be  made  unless  the 
physician  is  satisfied  that  the  liquor  furnished  is  necessary  for 
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the  health  of  the  person  for  whose  use  it  is  prescribed,  and  that 
fact  must  be  stated  in  the  prescription.  {As  amended  hy  chap- 
ter 312  of  the  Laws  of  1897,  §  21.)

— The  father,  mother  and  children,  if  of  snflicieiit  ability,  of  a  poor 
r  'rson  who  is  insane,  blind,  old,  lame,  impotent  or  decrepit,  so 
as  to  bo  unable  by  work  to  niaiutain  himself,  must,  at  their  own 
charge,  relieve  and  maintain  him  in  a  manner  to  be  approved  by 
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the  overseers  of  the  town  where  he  is,  or  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  by  the  commissioners  of  public  charities.  If  such  poor 
person  be  insane,  he  shall  be  maintained  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  insanity  law.  The  father,  mother,  husband,  wife, 
or  children  of  a  poor  insane  pei'son  lej^ally  committed  to  and 
confined  in  an  institution  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the 
state,  shall  be  liable,  if  of  sufficient  ability,  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  such  insane  person  from  the  time  of  his  recep- 
tion in  such  institution.  (A^  amended  hy  ch<ipier  899  of  the  Law$ 
of  1898.) 

Where  a  son  requests  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  to  take  proceed- 
ings to  have  his  father  committed  to  an  asylum,  and  promises  to  pay  a 
certain  sura  towards  his  future  support  he  is  liable  therefor.    49  Hun,  53, 

A  husband  is  not  bound  to  maintain  his  wife's  illegitimate  children 
bom  before  their  marriage,    ifinden  v.  Cox,  7  Cow,,  235, 

Persons  having  relatives  within  prescribed  degrees  and  whom  they  have 
sufficient  ability  to  support  are  under  an  absolute  duty,  at  their  own  charge, 
to  support  the  persons  described,  not  In  the  poorhouse,  nor  even  through 
the  agency  of,  but  only  In  a  manner  to  be  approved  by,  the  poor  authpritlei 
of  town  or  county.  Matter  of  Weaver  v,  Benjamin,  45  St,  Rep,,  97;  18  N.  7, 
8upp.,  630,  631,  This  scheme  is  outside  of  the  general  provisions  of  the 
statute  for  the  care  and  relief  of  the  poor,  who  are.  or  who  become,  a 
public  charge.  Id,  Its  purpose  is  to  prevent  these  persons  from  becoming 
a  public  charge.  Id,  It  is  not  the  Intent  that  they  are  to  be  made  and 
marked  as  public  paupers  by  being  consigned  to  the  poorhouse  of  the 
county.    Id. 

The  order  for  support  goes  beyond  the  power  of  the  court  when  it 
attaches  to  the  liability  of  a  party  to  support  his  mother,  the  condition 
that  she  shall  receive  such  support  In  the  county  poorhouse.    Id, 

The  court  has  no  power  to  prescribe  the  place  where  the  poor  person 
shall  be  supported,  nor  any  of  the  conditions  of  such  support,  except  that 
the  manner  of  it  shall  be  such  as  is  approved  by  the  overseers  or  superin- 
tendents of  the  poor.     Id. 

Whatever  power  there  is  over  that  support  te  vested  in  the  overseers 
or  sui>erinten>dents  of  the  poor;  the  court  can  only  declare  the  duty 
to  support,  and  In  default  to  fix  the  sum  to  be  paid.     Id. 

In  Stevens  v.  Cheney,  36  Bun,  1,  the  court  said:  "  Under  this  statute  (8  014) 
the  child  Is  bound  to  aid  in  the  support  of  a  parent  If  he  is  a  poor  person 
and  unable  to  defend  himself,  and,  if  he  fails  to  do  so,  the  court  of  sessions 
may  compel  him.  If  the  child  recognizes  the  duty  laid  upon  him  by 
statute  to  care  for  his  Indigent  parent  and  voluntarily  assumes  It  with- 
out waiting  to  be  compelled  by  the  court  of  sessions,  what  right  have 
third  persons  or  wrongdoers  to  Interfere  and  prevent?  The  law  affords 
the  same  protection  to  those  who  perform  their  duty  voluntarily  as  it 
does  to  those  who  reluctantly  act  under  compulsion,  and  we  are  of 
opinion  tha^  if  the  parent  is  a  poor  person  within  the  provisions  of  the 
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Btatute,  It  waa  the  duty  of  tlie  aon  to  aid  In  his  eupport,  and  If  he  volun- 
tarily did  that  aod  the  plain tll£  has  beeu  deprived  of  his  means  of  aup- 
pon  by  reasoD  of  the  Intoxk-aiion,  that  then  he  may  recover,  even  though 
htB  child  Is  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,''  See,  also,  OcFuu  v»  Vauk^ 
90  i£un,  4S, 

W  here  two  or  more  persons  are  equally  liable  to  support  an  indigent 
person  hut  are  unequaJly  able  to  grant  such  support,  contHbyduD  may  be 
ordered  and  all  may  be  made  to  pay  in  accordance  with  their  meanii>. 
mone  tJ.  Burf/C9$,  47  N,  Y.  521;  2  Lans.  439. 

The  common  law  affords  no  means  of  compelling  a  husband  to  support 
his  wife  otherwise  than  by  making  him  liable  to  third  persons  who  have 
supplied  her  with  necessaries  alter  he  has  improperly  r el  used  to  do  so 
and  the  statute  providing  for  the  compulsory  support  of  indigent  i\-lativefl 
does  not  extend  to  husband  and  wife*  P&^ple  wr  reL  KehlUvk  v,  WaUK 
il  Hun,  292. 

The  wife  of  u  man  who  is  abundantly  able  to  provide  for  her  cannot 
be  deemed  a  poor  person.  Superintendents  of  the  poor  cannot,  as  such, 
maintain  an  action  against  a  husband  for  boarding,  clothing  and  medical 
aid  furnished  to  his  wife  as  a  pauper,    Norton  et  aL  v,  Rhudes,  18  Barb.  100, 

§  915.  Order  to  compel  a  person  to  support  a  poor  relative, 
etc, — If  a  relative  of  a  poor  persoo  fail  to  relieve  and  maintain 
him,  iiB  provided  in  tbe  last  section,  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  the  town  where  he  is,  or  in  the  city  of  Kew  York,  the  com- 
missioners of  public  charities  may  apply  to  the  county  court 
where  the  relative  dwells  for  an  order  to  compel  such  relief, 
upon  at  least  ten  days'  written  notice,  served  personally,  or  by 
leaving  it  at  the  last  place  of  residence  of  the  person  to  whom 
it  is  directed,  in  case  of  his  absence,  with  a  person  of  suitable 
age  and  discretion.

Court  to  hear  the  ea»e  and  make  (nik*r  of  support, — A I 
the  time  appi)int**<l  u\  tbf*  nf>Hre,  IIh*  t-unrt  tn*  n  judge  the^reof 
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proceed  summarily  to  hear  the  allegations  aad  proofs  of  the  par- 
ties, and  must  order  such  of  the  relatives  of  the  poor  pei-son  men- 
tioned in  section  nine  hundred  and  fourteen,  as  were  served 
with  the  notice  and  are  of  sufficient  ability,  to  relieve  and 
maintain  him,  specifying  in  the  order  the  sum  to  be  paid  weekly 
for  his  support,  and  requiring  it  to  be  paid  by  the  father,  or  if 
there  be  none,  or  if  he  be  not  of  sufficient  ability,  then  by  the 
children,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  if  they  be  not  of  sufficient  ability, 
then  by  the  mother.  If  the  application  be  miule  to  secute  an 
order  compelling  relatives  to  pay  for  the  maintenance  of  insane 
poor  persons  committed  to  and  confined  in  an  institution  sup- 
ported in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  state  such  order  shall  specify 
the  sum  to  be  paid  for  his  maintenance  by  his  relatives  liable 
therefor,  from  the  time  of  his  reception  in  such  institution  to 
the  time  of  making  such  order,  and  also  the  sum  to  be  paid 
weekly  for  his  future  maintenance  in  such  institution.

If  it  appears 
that  the  relatives  who  are  liable  for  the  maintenance  of  an  insane 
poor  person  confined  in  a  state  institution  for  the  insane  are  not

or  a  judge  thoivof  must  ditert  the  sum  to  be  paid  for  such  mainte- 
nance in  proi>ortion  to  the  ability  of  the  i-elatives  liable  therefor.

Two  out  of  five  children  may  be  ordered  to  support  an  indigeui  parent, 
and  those  two  in  unequal  amounts.

The  liability  of  the  children  charged  by  the  order  is  several,  and  either 
is  liable  on  default,  in  an  action  to  recover  the  payment  required  of  him 
by  the  order.

Where  the  poor  are  a  charge  upon  the  county,  the  action  to  enforce  such 
support  is  properly  brought  by  the  superintendent  of  the  poor.    Id,

§  918.  Order  to  prescribe  time  during  which  support  is  to 
continue,  or  may  be  indefinite;  when  and  how  order  may  be 
varied. — The  order  may  specify  the  time  during  which  the  rela- 
tives must  maintain  the  poor  person,  or  during  which  any  of 
the  sums  directed  by  the  court  av  a  ju<lge  thei-eof  are  to  be  paid, 
or  it  may  l)e  indefinite  or  until  the  further  order  of  the  court 
01*  a  judge  thei^of.  If  the  order  be  for  the  payment  of  a  weekly 
sum  for  the  maintemiuce  of  an  insane  poor  jjei'son  in  .a  state  insti- 
tution, the  order  shall  si)ecify  that  such  sum  shall  be  paid  as 
long  as  such  insan(»  poor  {K^rson  is  maintained  in  such  institution. 
The  coui't  or  a  judge  thereof  may  fi^om  time  to  lime  vary  the 
order,  as  circumstances  may  requii'e,  on  the  application  either 
of  any  relative  atfccted  by  it,  or  of  an  oflicer  on  whose  application 
the  order  was  nuide,  upon  ten  days'  written  notice.  (As  amended 
ht/  chapter  :^1)1)  of  the  Jaiws  of  1SI>8.) 

So  long  as  an  order,  made  by  a  court  of  sessions,  directing  the  relative 
of  a  poor  person  to  pay  a  specified  sum  periodically  to  the  superintendent 
of  the  poor  for  the  support  of  such  poor  person,  remains  unchanged, 
su<'h  relative  is  liable  to  pay  the  sum  therein  prescril>ed.  If  he  or  she 
desires  to  be  relieved  therefrom  application  to  ameifd  the  order  should 
be  made.  If  the  person  directed  by  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Sessious 
to  pay  a  certain  sum  of  money  per  week,  payable  monthly  to  a 
superintendent  of  the  poor,  to  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  sup- 
port of  her  daughter,  desires  to  relieve  herself  from  the  effect  thereof, 
she  should  apply  to  the  Court  of  Sessions  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  for  its  modification,  but  so  long  as  the  order  remains  unchanged 
such  person  is,  l»y  force  of  the  statute,  liable  to  pay  the  sum  therein 
prescribed.

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Sucb  au  order  is  not  void  because  it  gives  no  option  to  such  person 
either  to  support  her  daughter  or  to  pay  the  amount  provided,  and  if 
it  is  irregular  or  improper  the  remedy  is  by  appeal,  and  the  question 
of  its  Irregularity  or  impropriety  cannot  be  properly  raised  in  an  action 
brought  to  collect  the  amount  directed  to  be  paid  by  such  person  and 
unpaid  by  her.

While  the  determination  provided  for  by  this  title  is  denominated  an 
order,  it  was  a  final  determination  of  the  matter,  and  in  eflect  a 
Judgment.    Id.

§  919.  Costs,  by  whom  to  be  paid,  and  how  enforced. — ^The 
costs  and  expenses  of  the  application  must  be  ascertained  by  the 
court,  and  paid  by  the  relatives  against  whom  the  order  is  made; 
and  the  payment  thereof,  and  oliedienco  to  tho  order  of  mainte- 
nance, and  to  any  order  for  the  payment  of  money,  maj  be  en- 
forced by  attachment. 

§  920.  Action  on  the  order  on  failure  to  comply  therewith. — 
If  a  relative,  Teqiiired  by  an  oinh^r  of  the  eoni't  or  a  judge 
thereof,  to  relieve  or  maintain  a  poor  person,  neglect  to  do  so 
in  the  manner  approved  by  the  officei-s  mentioned  in  seoticm 
nine  hundred  and  fourteen,  and  neglect  to  pay  them  i^-eekly  the 
sum  prescribed  by  the  couil:  or  a  judge  thereof,  the  officers  may 
maintain  an  action  against  the  relative,  and  recover  therein  the 
sum  prescril)ed  by  the  court  or  a  judge  thereof,  for  every 
week  the  order  has  been  disobeyed,  to  the  time  of  the  recovery, 
with  costs,  for  the  use  of  the  poor.  If  the  order  directs  a  rela- 
tive to  pay  for  the  maintenance  of  an  insane  poor  person  in  a 
state  institution,  and  such  relative  refuses  or  neglects  to  pay 
the  amount  specified  therein,  an  action  may  be  brought  by  the 
treasurer  of  such  institution  in  its  corporate  name  to  recover 
the  amount  due  to  such  institution  by  virtue  of  such  order.  (Aa 
amendcfl  by  chapter  :^00  of  the  Lairs  of  1898.) 

The  relative  may  provide  for  the  support  of  the  pauper  at  such  placo.

§  921.  Proceedings  against  absconding  parents,  leaving  chil- 
dren chargeable  to  public,  etc. — When  the  father,  op  the  mother 
being  a  widow,  or  living  separate  from  her  husband,  absconds 
from  the  children,  or  a  husband  from  his  wife,  leaving  any  of 
them  chargeable  or  likely  to  become  chargeable  upon  the  public, 
the  officers  mentioned  in  section  nine  hundred  and  fourteen  may 
apply  to  any  two  justices  of  the  peace  or  police  justices  in  the 
county  in  which  any  real  or  personal  property  of  the  father, 
mother  or  husband  is  situated,  for  a  warrant  to  seize  the  same. 
Ui>on  due  proof  of  the  facts,  the  magistrate  must  issue  his  war- 
rant, authorizing  the  officers  so  applying  to  take  and  seise  the 
property  of  the  person  so  absconding.  Whenever  any  child 
shall  be  committed  to  an  institution  pursuant  to  any  provision 
of  law,  any  criminal  court  or  magisitrate  may  issue  a  war- 
rant for  the  arrest  of  the  father  of  the  child,  and  examine  into 
his  ability  to  maintain  su<.*h  child  in  whole  or  in  part;  and  if 
satisfied  that  such  father  is  able  to  contribute  towards  the  sup- 
port of  the  child,  then  such  court  or  magistrate  shall,  by  order 
require  the  weekly  payment  by  such  father  of  such  sum,  and  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  in  said  order  directed,  towards  the  main- 
tenance of  such  child  in  such  institution,  which  amount  when  paid 
shall  l>e  credited  by  the  institution  to  the  city,  town,  or  county 
aji^ainst  any  sums  due  to  it  therefrom  on  account  of  the  mainte- 
nance of  tlie  child.  (As  amended  hij  chapter  13  of  the  Laws  of 
11)03.) 

In  oases  of  a  commitment  of  a  clilld  to  an  institution  under  the  PenaJ 
Code,  tiie  magistrate  is  autliorized  to  order  the  father  to  pay  a  sum 
for  tlio  (!liil<l's  support  which  is  to  be  credited  by  the  institution  to  the 
city,  town  or  county  against  any  sum  due  for  maintenance.  People 
ex  rel  St.  Magdalen  School,  etc.,  v.  Dickson,  S2  8t.  Rep.  496;  51  Hun,  515; 
10  N.  Y.  Supp.  605. 

One  of  two  overseers  of  the  poor  is  authorized  to  institute  and  carry  on 
proceedings  for  the  seizure  of  property  of  one  who  has  absconded,  leaving 
his  wife  or  child  chargeable  to  the  town.  When  only  one  overseer  acts, 
the  consent  of  the  other  will  be  presumed.   Downing  v.  Rugar,  21  Wend,  118. 
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§  922.  Seizure  of  their  property;  tranfifer  thereof,  when 
void. — ^The  offlcerB  bo  applying  may  Beize  and  take  the  property, 
wherever  it  may  be  found  in  the  same  county;  and  ape  vested 
with  all  the  rights  and  title  thereto,  which  the  person  absconding 
then  had.  The  Bale  op  transfep  of  any  pePBonal  property,  left  in 
the  county  from  which  he  absconded,  made  after  the  isBuing  of 
the  warrant,  whether  in  payment  of  an  antecedent  debt  or  for 
a  new  consideration,  is  absolutely  void.  The  officers  must  imme- 
diately make  an  inventory  of  the  property  seized  by  them,  and 
return  it,  together  with  their  proceedings,  to  the  next  county 
court  of  the  county  where  they  reside,  there  to  be  filed.  (Ab 
amended  ly  chapter  880  of  the  Laws  of  1895.) 

§  923.  Warrant  and  seizure,  when  confirmed  or  discharged. 
Direction  of  the  court  thereon. — ^The  court,  upon  inquiring  into 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  may  confirm  or  discharge  the 
warrant  and  seizure;  and  if  it  be  confirmed,  must,  from  time  to 
time,  direct  what  part  of  the  personal  property  must  be  sold, 
and  how  much  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  and  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  real  property,  if  any,  are  to  be  applied  toward  the 
maintenance  of  the  children  or  wife  of  the  person  absconding.

that  the  wife  or  children  so  abandoned  shall  not  be  chargeable 
to  the  town  or  county,  then  the  warrant  must  be  discharged  by 
an  order  of  the  magistrates,  and  the  property  taken  by  virtue 
thereof  restored  to  the  party. 

§  925.  Sale  of  the  property  seized,  and  application  of  its  pro- 
ceeds.— The  officers  must  sell  at  public  auction  the  property 
ordered  to  be  sold,  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  real 
property  of  the  person  absconding,  and  in  those  cities,  villages 
or  towns  which  are  required  to  support  their  own  poor,  the  offi- 
cers charged  therewith  must  apply  the  same  to  the  support  of 
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the  wife  or  children  so  abandoned;  and  for  that  purpose  must 
draw  on  the  county  treasurer,  or  in  the  city  of  New  York,  upon 
the  comptroller,  for  the  proceeds  as  directed  by  special  statutes. 
They  must  also  account  to  the  county  court  of  the  county,  for 
all  money  so  received  .by  them,  and  for  the  application  thereof, 
from  time  to  time,  and  may  be  compelled  by  that  court  to  render 
that  account  at  any  time.  (As  amended  by  cJwpter  880  of  the 
Laics  of  1895.) 

g  926.  Powers  of  superintendents  of  poor. — In  those  counties 
where  all  the  poor  are  a  charge  upon  the  county,  the  superin- 
tendents of  the  poor  are  vested  with  the  same  powers,  as  are 
given  by  this  title  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  a  town,  in 
respect  to  compelling  relatives  to  maintain  poor  persons,  and  in 
respect  to  the  seizure  of  the  property  of  a  parent  absconding  and 
abandoning  his  family;  and  are  entitled  to  the  same  remedies  in 
their  names,  and  must  perform  the  duties  required  by  this  title, 
of  overseers,  and  are  subject  to  the  same  obligations  and  con- 
trol. 

This  section  plves  to  the  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  those  counties 
in  which  all  the  poor  are  a  county  charge  the  i)ower8  given  to  the  over- 
seers of  the  towns  by  the  preceding  sections.  Matter  of  Wearer  r.  Ben- 
jamin, J,n  tit.

CAKE  OP  AGED,  DECBEPIT  Ain)  FEEBLE-MINDED  PEBSON& 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  care  of  aged,  decrepit,  and  mentally 

enfeebled  persons  who  are  not  insane. 

Chapter  914,  Laws  of  1896. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  state  board  of  charities, 
within  ton  days  aftrr  the  jvassage  of  this  act,  to  exercise  8Uj»er- 
vision  over  all  aged,  decrepit  and  f(»ol)le-niinded  jiersons  who  ai-e 
not  proper  subjects  for  care  and  treatment  in  a  hospital  for  the 
insane,  but  who,  on  application  by  themselves,  or  by  their  rela- 
tives, or  if  without  relatives,  then  by  their  friends  or  legal  guard- 
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fans,  seek  to  obtain  admission  into  any  homes,  retreats,  or  other 
asylums  which  may  be  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
to  receive  and  administer  to  their  necessities  in  a  safe  and  hu- 
mane manner. 

§  2.  The  state  board  of  charities,  in  the  exercise  of  such  official 
supervision,  is  hereby  empowered  to  license  any  home,  retreat, 
or  other  asylum  devoted  to  the  sole  purpose  of  keeping  and  car- 
ing for  such  aged,  decrepit  or  mentally  enfeebled  persons  when- 
ever in  the  judgment  of  said  board  such  home,  retreat  or  asylum 
possesses  the  necessary  equipment  in  officers  and  attendants,  to- 
gether with  suitable  domestic  accommodations  in  all  other  re- 
spects, for  the  safe  and  humane  maintenance  of  such  patients. 
And  the  power  of  exercising  supervision  over  such  institutions 
by  the  state  board  of  charities,  and  of  visiting  and  inspecting 
them  and  their  inmates  at  all  times,  shall  be  the  same  as  now 
belongs  to  them  in  respect  to  the  other  institutions  under  their 
care. 

§  3.  Any  person  not  a  minor  may  voluntarily  enter  such  a 
licensed  institution  upon  filing  an  application  of  his  intention 
with  the  superintendent  thereof,  supported  by  the  affidavits  of 
two  reputable  physicians  of  the  places  of  residence  of  such  per- 
son, certifying  to  the  fact  that  the  said  applicant,  though  aged, 
decrepit  or  mentally  enfeebled,  is  not  insane  nor  a  proper  sub- 
ject for  treatment  in  a  hospital  for  the  insane,  and  that  he  goes 
there  with  the  consent  of  his  relatives,  friends,  or  legal 
guardians. 

j;  4.  In  case  such  applicant  be  incompetent  to  act  for  himself, 
a  similar  application  may  be  made  in  his  behalf  by  any  relative, 
fri(»nd  or  legal  guardian  in  whose  charge,  or  by  whose  assistance 
he  is  maintained,  and  the  superintendent  of  such  institution  is 
hereby  authorized  to  receive  him  in  like  manner  as  above  stated. 

5  5.  Any  patient  upon  application  made  to  the  state  board  of 
charities  by  him,  or  his  friends  or  legal  guardians,  may  be  dis- 
charged from  any  such  home,  retreat  or  asylum,  and  placed  in 
the  rare  of  his  friends  or  other  suitable  place  as  the  said  board, 
in  their  judgment,  may  deem  best.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  a  permanent  eBtablishment  for  the  core 
and  prevention  of  hydrophobia. 

Chapter  770,  Laws  of  1895. 

Section  1.  Patients  sent  to  Pasteur  Institute. — Overseers  of 
the  poor  or  other  officers  having  charge  of  the  dispensation  of 
public  charity  in  the  several  counties  of  this  state  may  here- 
after send  to  the  Pasteur  institute  in  the  city  of  New  York  all 
persons  duly  certified  by  regular  physicians  to  have  been  bitten 
by  rabid  animals,  or  otherwise  put  in  danger  of  infection  with 
rabios.     {As  amended  by  cMpter  482  of  the  Laics  of  1901.) 

§  2.  Transportation,  cost  of. — ^The  transportation  of  such  per- 
sons, with  necessary  attendant  or  attendants,  to  and  from  the 
city  of  New  York,  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  counties  in  which 
they  reside.  The  sustenance,  nursing  and  preventive  treatment 
of  such  persons,  for  the  time  adjudged  necessary,  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  the  Pasteur  institute  of  the  city  of  New  York. 

§  3.  Charges,  how  paid. — The  charges  for  the  services  of  the 
Pasteur  institute  of  the  city  of  New  York  shall  be  paid  as  ii 
provided  for  the  several  poor  persons  by  section  forty-two  of 
chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-six,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
lars a  patient.  (As  amended  by  chapter  482  of  the  Laws  of 
1901.) 

§  4.  Institute  open  to  inspection. — ^The  Pasteur  institnte  of 
the  city  of  New  York  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  inspection 
of  the  governor  and  of  the  state  board  of  health  or  of  the  ao- 
credited  representative  of  either,  and  shall  annually,  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  of  January  of  each  year  make  its  report  to 
the  legislature. 

§  5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 
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CAKE  OP  INDIQENT  AND  PAUPEB  CHILDBEN. 

AN  ACT  to  revise  and  consolidate  the  statutes  of  the  state 
relating  to  the  custody  and  care  of  indigent  and  pauper  chil- 
dren by  orphan  asylums  and  other  charitable  institutions. 

Chapter  438,  of  the  Laws  of  1884. 

Section  1.  Guardiansb4p  of  indigent  children  may  be  com- 
mitted to  any  incorporated  orphan  asylum. — ^The  guardianship 
of  the  person  and  the  custody  of  any  indigent  child  may  h^ 
committed  to  any  incorporated  orphan  asylum  or  other  institu- 
tion incorporated  for  the  care  of  orphan,  friendless  or  destitute 
children,  by  an  instrument  in  writing  signed  by  the  parents  of 
such  child,  if  both  such  parents  shall  then  be  living,  or  by  the 
surviving  parent,  if  either  parent  of  such  child  be  dead,  or  if 
either  one  of  such  parents  shall  have,  for  the  period  of  six 
months  then  next  preceding,  abandoned  such  child,  by  the  other 
of  such  parents,  or  if  the  father  of  such  child  shall  have 
neglected  to  provide  for  his  family  during  the  six  months  then 
next  preceding,  or  if  such  child  be  a  bastard,  by  the  mother  of 
such  child;  or  if  both  parents  of  such  child  shall  then  be  dead, 
by  the  guardian  of  the  person  of  such  child,  legally  appointed, 
with  the  approval  of  the  court  or  officer  which  appointed  such 
guardian  to  be  entered  of  record;  or  if  both  parents  of  such 
child  shall  then  be  dead  and  no  legal  guardian  of  the  person  of 
such  child  shall  have  been  appointed,  and  no  guardian  of  such 
child  shall  have  been  appointed  by  a  last  will  and  testament, 
or  by  a  deed  by  either  parent  thereof,  or  if  the  parents  of  such 
child  shall  have  abandoned  such  child  for  the  period  of  six 
months  then  next  preceding,  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  or  by  the 
county  judge  of  the  county  in  which  such  asylum  or  such  other 
institution  shall  be  located,  upon  such  terms,  for  such  time,  and 
subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties 
to  such  written  instrument.  And  such  written  instrument  may 
provide  for  the  absolute  surrender  of  such  child  to  such  corpora- 
tion. But  no  such  corporation  shall  draw  or  receive  money 
from  public  funds  for  the  support  of  any  such  child  committed 
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under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  unless  it  shall  have  been 
determined  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  that  such 
child  has  no  relative,  parent  or  guardian  living,  op  that  such 
relative,  parent  or  guardian,  if  living,  is  destitute  and  actually 
unable  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  such  child. 

Charitable  Corporation — Nor  Liable  fob  Injury  to  Inmate. — ^**A  cor- 
poration incorporated  under  chapter  319  of  the  Laws  of  184S,  as  amended 
by  chapter  44G  of  the  Laws  of  1883,  *  to  maintain  and  support  an  industrial 
school  and  asylum  for  the  sustenance  and  education  of  male  orphan  chil- 
dren,' which  is  conducted  by  the  Christian  Brothers  without  compensation, 
and  which  is  largely  supported  by  charity,  although  it  receives  from  the 
various  counties  of  the  State  a  certain  weekly  sum  for  the  support  of  the 
boys  committed  to  it  by  the  magistrates  and  other  correctional  officers  of 
the  county  pursuant  to  section  713  of  the  Penal  Code,  and  also  a  small  sum 
for  the  sale  of  surplus  farm  products  and  manufactured  articles,  is  a  chari- 
table and  beucvoleut  corporation  and  is  not  liable  to  a  boy  committed  to  it 
by  a  police  magistrate  for  injuries  sustained  by  him  while  operating  a 
machine  in  the  laundry  of  the  institution  in  consequence  of  the  negligence 
of  the  foreman  of  the  laundry  in  failing  to  instruct  him  c(Hicerniiig  tlie 
operation  of  the  machine  and  to  warn  him  of  the  dangers  incident  thereto. 
The  rule  of  respondeat  superior  does  not  apply  to  the  case. 

'*Semhl4^,  that,  as  to  such  an  inmate,  the  institution  acts  as  one  of  tlie 
governmental  agencies  of  the  State,  and  is,  therefore,  not  liable  for  neg- 
ligence." 

In  re  action  hy  James  Corhett,  minor,  hy  Michael  J.  Corhett,  guardian,  to 
recover  damages  from  St.  VitwenVs  Industrial  School,  Vtica,  for  injuries 
sustained  by  plaintiff  while  assisting  in  operatitig  a  mangle.  Oorbett  j^ 
St.  Vincent's  Industrial  School  of  Utica  (79  App.  Dlv.  334),  reversing  judg- 
ment of  Supreme  Court  in  favor  of  plaintiff), 

§  2.  Children  not  to  be  sent  to  county  poor-houses,  etc. — It 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  county  superintendent  or  overseer 
of  the  poor,  board  of  charity  or  other  officer,  to  send  any  child 
between  the  ages  of  two  and  sixteen  years,  as  a  pauper,  to  any 
county  poorhouse  or  almshouse  for  support  and  care,  or  to 
detain  any  child  between  the  ages  of  two  and  sixteen  years  in 
such  poorhouse  ot  almshouse;  but  such  county  superintend- 
ents, overseers  of  the  poor,  boards  of  charities  or  other  offlcen 
shall  provide  for  such  child  or  children,  in  families,  orphan 
asylums,  hospitals,  or  other  appropriate  institutions,  as  pro- 
vided by  law.  The  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  several  counties 
of  the  state  are  hereby  directed  to  take  such  action  in  the 
matter  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
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section.  When  any  such  child  shall  be  so  provided  for  or  placed 
in  any  orphan  asylum  or  such  other  institution,  such  child  shall, 
when  practicable,  be  so  provided  for  or  placed  in  such  asylum 
or  such  other  institution  as  shall  then  be  controlled  by  persons 
of  the  same  religious  faith  as  the  parents  of  such  child. 

§  3.  Record  to  be  kept  by  all  institutions  for  reception  of 
minors,  etc. — All  institutions,  public  or  private,  incorporated  or 
not  incorporated,  for  the  reception  of  minors,  whether  as  orphan, 
or  as  pauper,  indigent,  destitute,  vagrant,  disorderly,  or  delin- 
quent persons,  are  hereby  required  to  provide  and  keep  a  record 
in  which  shall  be  entered  the  date  of  reception,  and  the  names 
and  places  of  birth  and  residence,  as  nearly  as  the  same  can 
reasonably  be  ascertained,  of  all  children  admitted  in  such  insti- 
tutions, and  how  and  by  whom  and  for  what  cause  such  children 
shall  be  placed  therein,  and  the  names,  residence,  birthplace  and 
religious  denomination  of  the  parents  of  such  children  so  ad- 
mitted, as  nearly  as  the  same  can  be  reasonably  ascertained; 
and  whenever  any  such  child  shall  leave  such  institution,  the 
proper  entry  shall  be  made  in  such  record,  showing  in  what 
manner  such  child  shall  have  been  disposed  of,  and  if  ap- 
prenticed to  or  adopted  by  any  person  or  family,  or  otherwise 
placed  out  at  service  or  on  trial,  the  name  and  place  of  resi- 
dence of  the  person  or  head  of  the  family  to  or  with  whom  such 
child   shall  have  been  so  apprenticed,  adopted  or  otherwise 
placed  out.     The  supreme  court  may,  upon  application  by  a 
parent,  relative  or  legal  guardian  of  such  child,  after  due  notice 
to  the  institution  and  hearing  had  thereon,  by  order  direct  the 
officers  of  such  institution  to  furnish  such  parent,  relative  or 
legal  guardian  with  such  extracts  from  such  record  relating  to 
such  child  as  such  court  may  deem  proper.    Nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  visitation  by  relatives  and 
friends  in  accordance  with  the  established  rules  of  such  institu- 
tions.    (A8  amended  hy  chapter  54  of  five  Laws  of  1894.) 

§  4.  Removal  of  children  from  one  institution  to  another,  etc. 
— While  any  child  which  shall  have  been  placed  in  such  asylum, 
or  other  institution,  as  a  pauper,  in  pursuance  of  the  second 
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BeetioD  of  this  act,  shall  reinain  therein  at  the  expense  of  the 
county  or  town  to  which  such  pauper  child  is  chargeable,  the 
superintendents  of  the  poor  of  such  county,  or  the  overseer  of 
the  poor  of  such  town,  may,  in  their  discretion,  remove  such 
child  from  such  asylum  or  other  institution  and  place  such  child 
in  some  other  such  institution  or  make  such  other  disposition 
of  such  child  as  shall  then  he  provided  by  law*  The  name  of  no 
child  shall  be  changed  while  in  such  institution  as  in  this  section 
aforesaid.  But  no  parent  of  such  pauper  child,  so  in  such  asy- 
lum or  other  iastitntion  a*?  in  this  secHon  aforesaid,  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  custody  thereof  except  in  pursuance  of  a  judg- 
nu^nt  or  order  of  a  court  or  judicial  officer  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion, adjudging  or  determining  that  the  interests  of  such  child 
will  be  promoted  thereby,  and  that  such  parent  is  fit,  compett^nt 
and  able  to  duly  maiutain,  support  and  educate  sucb  child. 

§  5,  Childien  may  be  bound  out  as  apprentices,  servants,  etc, 
—Any  corporation  speciOed  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  may 
bind  out  any  indigent  or  pauper  child,  if  a  male,  for  a  period 
which  shall  not  be  beyond  his  twenty-first  year,  and  if  a  female, 
for  a  period  which  shall  not  be  beyond  her  eighteenth  year, 
which  shall  have  been  absolutely  surrendered  to  the  care  and 
custody  of  such  corporation  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
the  fir^t  section  of  thin  ac^t,  or  which  Bhall  have  l>e<?u  placed  therein 
as  a  pauper  in  pui'suauce  of  the  pi-ovisious  of  thp  sfH^ond  section 
of  this  act,  or  wliich  shall  have  lieen  left  to  the  care  of  such  cor- 
ptJTali<»u  with  no  provision  by  the  parent;  iH^lative  or  legal  jr^mrd- 
ian  of  such  child,  for  its  support  for  a  perioil  of  one  y*^iv  then 
next  preceding,  to  be  a  clerk,  a[»preutice  or  serviant,  {Balance  of 
nccUon  repealed,  Hee  Domestic  Relatimis  Law,  chapter  272  of  the 
Laws  of  IS9f},)

Section  1.  Short  title. — This  chapter  shall  be  kno\^Ti  as  the  in- 
sanity law. 

§  2.  Definitions. — When  use<l  in  this  chapter,  the  term  poor  per- 
son means  a  person  who  is  unable  to  maintain  himself  and  having 
no  one  legally  liable  and  able  to  maintain  him;  the  term,  an 
indigent  person,  means  one  who  has  not  sufficient  property  to  sup- 
port himself  while  insane,  and  the  members  of  his  family  lawfully 
dei)endent  upon  him  for  support;  the  term  institution  means 
any  hospital,  asylum,  building,  buildings,  house  or  retreat,  author- 
ized by  law  to  have  the  care,  treatnient  or  custody  of  the  insane; 
the  term  commission  means  the  state  commission  in  lunacy;  the 
term  patient  means  an  insane  person  committed  to  an  institution 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

§  3.  Appointment,  qualifications,  terms  of  office  and  salaries  of 
commissioners. — There  shall  continue  to  be  a  state  commission 
in  lunacy,  consisting  of  three  commissioners,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
citizens  of  this  state.  One  of  them,  who  shall  be  president  of  the 
commission,  shall  be  a  reputable  physician,  a  graduate  of  an 
incoq)orated  medical  college  of  at  least  ten  years'  experience  in 
the  actual  practice  of  his  proft^sion.  who  has  had  five  years'  actual 
experience  in  the  treatment  of  mental  and  nervous  diseases,  or 
who  has  had  two  years'  experience  in  the  care  and  treatment  of 
the  committed  insane.  One  of  such  commissioners  shall  be  a 
reputable  attorney  and  counsellor-at-law  of  the  courts  of  this 
state  of  not  less  than  ten  years'  standing.  The  third  commis- 
sioner shall  be  a  reputable  citizen.  The  president  of  the  commis 
sion  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars,  and  twelve  hundred  dollars  in  lieu  of  his  traveling  and 
incidental  expenses,  ])ayable  monthh\  Each  of  the  other  com- 
missioners shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
and  twelve  hundred  dollars,  in  lieu  of  his  traveling  and  incidental 
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expenses,  payable  monthly.  The  president  of  the  commission 
shall  hold  office  during  good  behavior  and  shall  be  removabk 
only  for  cause,  after  an  opportunity  has  been  given  him  to  be 
heard.  The  full  term  of  office  of  a  commissioner  other  than  the 
president  shall  be  six  years.  Where  the  term  of  office  of  a  com- 
missioner other  than  the  president  expires  at  a  time  other  than 
the  last  day  of  December,  the  term  of  office  of  his  successor  is 
abridged  so  as  to  expire  on  the  last  day  of  December  preceding  the 
time  when  such  term  would  otherwise  expire,  and  the  term  of 
office  of  each  such  commissioner  thereafter  appointed  shall  begin 
on  the  first  day  of  Jairaary.  The  commissioners  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  senate.  (As  amended  ty  chapter  137  of  the  Laws  of  1901, 
and  chapter  330  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  4.  Office  and  clerical  force  of  commission ;  medical  inspector. — 
The  commission  shall  be  provided  by  the  proper  authorities  with  a 
suitably  furnished  office  in  the  state  capitol,  where  it  shall  hold 
stated  meetings  at  least  once  in  three  monrths.  It  may  hold  other 
meetings,  at  such  office  or  elsewhere,  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  It 
may  employ  a  secretary,  a  stenographer  and  such  other  employes 
as  may  be  necessary.  The  salaries  and  reasonable  expenses  of  the 
commission  and  of  the  necessary  clerical  assistants  shall  be  paid 
by  the  treasurer  of  the  state  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller, 
out  of  any  moneys  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  insane. 

The  commission  in  lunacy  may  also  appoint  a  medical  inspector, 
who  shall  be  a  well  educated  physician,  a  graduate  of  an  incor- 
porated medical  college,  and  who  shall  have  had  actual  experi- 
ence in  an  institution  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane. 
Such  inspector  shall  teceive  an  annual  salflrr  of  three  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  and  all  his  actual  and  necessary  traveling 
expenses  in«curred  by  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  which 
shall  be  audited  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  ex- 
penses of  the  commission.  He  shall,  subject  to  the  direction  of 
the  commission,  visit  and  inspect  the  several  state  hospitals  and 
other  institutions  for  the  insane  which  are  subject  to  the  super- 
vision, visitation  and  inspection  of  the  commission.  He  shall, 
subject  to  the  direction  of  the  commission,  make  an  examination, 
so  far  as  circumstances  may  permit,  of  the  patients  confined  in 
such  hospitals  and  institutions,  especially  those  admitted  tSiKN^Ci 
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Biuce  his  piet-eding  riwt,  giving  such  as  uia>  request  it  suitable  I 
i>l»|joptuiiitv  Jo  coil vei"«t", with  bim  apiirt  from  the  officers  and] 
iHtendatits.  lie  shall  perforui  such  othei'  duties  a»  may  be  pre-j 
tHTibed  iiud  directed  by  the  comiuission.  iAti  amended  by  chapteri

ii  5.  Official   seal   and  execution   of   papers. — The   comiuis^ioml 
Khali  have  an  otticial  sesih     Every  proce>«i»  order  or  other  paper' 
itisneiJ  or  executed  by  the  comaii^sion.  uiay,  by  the  direction  of 
flic  romiuission*  be  attested,  under  its  seal,  by  its  secretary  or 
by  any  uteujl»cr  uf  the  coinnnssiun,  and  when  so  attested  shall 
decujcd  to  be  duly  cxtt- uted  by  the  commission. 

sj  iu  (icueral  powers. — The  comunssioii  is  charged  with  th^ 
exerutiuu  of  the  laws  itlating  to  ihe  custody,  care  and  treatment 
of  the  insane,  as  prtiviilcd  in  lhit<  act  nut  inchidiufr  feeble-iuiuded 
(>ers4>ns  and  cpilcplii's  as  such  ami  idiols.  They  shall  examine 
all  iustitutions,  publii-  and  private,  authorized  by  law*  to  receii 
and  cure  for  the  insane,  and  inquire  into  their  methods  of  gofij 
ernmeni  and  rlic  iiiana^*  incnl  of  all  siuh.  persons  therein.  The 
shall  examine  intt*  the  condition  4»f  all  buildings.gmundsand  othe 
l»roi>erty  cou?uected  with  any  sutli  inf^titntion^  and  into  all  mat- 
t«'rw  rtdatin^'  to  its  mauageujcnK  For  smdi  purjK)H?  cnrh  commis- 
Hioncr  shall  bavc  free  a  it  ess  lu  tbc»  grounds,  buildings  and  all 
books  and  papers  relaiing  lu  auy  such  institution.  All  persons 
I'onuetled  with  niiy  surh  instituliou  t<hall  give  such  infurmation. 
and  afford  such  facilities  for  any  such  examination  or  inquiry  as 
the  4'ommissiiuiers  niay  rt^iuirt^.  The  conmiission  may.  by  onler, 
appoint  a  comj^etenl  person  to  examine  the  books,  papers  and 
acronnt«.  and  also  in  In  the  general  i**mditioii  and  nmuagement  of 
any  instltnlion  to  ihe  ex  lent  det^med  necessary  and  specified  in 
rlie  order.  The  commission  nmy  endeavor  to  «*eeure  legislation 
from  congiH*ss  to  provide  more  etfeetually  for  the  ivmoval  of  alien 
and  ntm  resident  in-sane  and  may  4^xpend  a  reasonable  sum  thei*e- 
f<ir  from  the  moneys  apprtqiriated  for  the  use  of  the  hoapitaU.

§  Oa.  General  |K>wein4  as  ti>  state  hospitals. — The  commission 
shall : 

L  Have  the  genenil  management,  direction  and  control  of  the 
state  hospitals,  and  of  alt  the  pn»perty  and  *  oncern*i  thefc*of,  and 
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Bhall  «e  that  their  dt^sigii  is  carried  iot(L>  effect  actt>rdiing  to  law 
and  the  rules  and  regiilatiotis  adopted  then^for. 

2,  Establish  and  modify  rules  and  rtgulations  regulatiDg  the 
ajipuruiiueut  and  duties^  of  oJtkerK  and  euiploy€»K  of  etidi  of  the 
state  hospitals  and  tbe  iutermil  discipline  and  management 
thereof;  but  until  new  rules  and  repikitiofis  are  established,  the 
bviawK,  ruie^  and  regulations  established  hy  the  boards  of  mana- 
gers shall  continue  in  foiTe.  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  not 
conflict  with  the  rules  of  the  state  civil  service  commission  in 
relation  to  officers  and  emploves  of  tlio  state  lu>»pitals.  Such 
rules  and  regulations,  or  anj  moditications  thereof,  shall  take 
effect  when  approved  hy  the  governor* 

3.  Maintain  an  effective  supervision  and  inspection  of  each  of 
the  state  hospitals. 

4.  Acquire  and  hold  in  the  name  of  and  for  the  people  of  the 
•tate  of  New  York,  by  grants  gift,  devise  or  bequest,  property  to 
be  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  insane  pei'sons  in  and  for  the 
general  use  of  a  hospital.  Any  grant,  gift,  devise  or  liequt^t  here- 
tofore made  for  such  pur|>ose  to  the  managers  of  a  state  hospital, 
shall  be  administered  by  the  state  commission  in  lunacy,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  thereof* 

5,  Transfer,  if  it  deems  advisable  and  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  governor,  any  of  the  lowers  and  duties  of  the  superin- 
tendent to  another  officer  to  be  apptunte^l  by  it.  Huch  officer  shall 
be  deemed  a  resident  officer  of  the  hospital  for  which  he  is  ap- 
fjointed.     (Section  6a,  added  hy  chnpter  20  of  the  Laws  of  1902.1 

§  7.  Official  visits.— The  commission,  or  a  majority  thereof, 
shall  visit  every  such  state  hospital  jointly  or  by  a  majority  of 
the  commission  and  every  such  private  institution  by  one  member 
of  the  commission  at  least  twice  in  each  calendar  year.  Such 
visits  shall  be  made  on  such  days  and  at  such  hours  of  the  day 
or  night,  and  for  such  length  of  time,  as  the  visiting  commis- 
ffioner  may  choose*  But  each  <*omntissioner  may  make  smch  othea* 
visits  as  he  or  the  commission  may  deem  necessary.  Each  visit 
shall  include^  to  the  fullest  extent  deemed  necessary,  an  inspection 
of  every  part  of  each  institution,  and  all  the  out-houses,  places, 
buildings  and  grounds  belonging  thereto  or  used  in  connection 
therewith.  The  commissioners  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  an 
31 
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examination  of  all  the  records  and  metliods  of  adniitiiBtratton^y  the 
j^eeeral  and  special  dietary^  the  stoie^  and  methods  of  supply^ 
and,  as  far  as  circum^tauees  may  permit,  of  every  jmtient  confined 
therein,  e^)eeially  thost*  admitted  since  the  pi*eeeding  vi^it,  giving 
Boch  as  may  reqnire  it  suitsible  opi>ortiinity  1o  «»onver»e  with  the 
conimiesionei^s  apart  from  the  L>Hi«'ers  auil  attendants.  They 
shall,  as  far  as  they  deem  necessary,  examine  the  officers,  attend- 
ants and  other  employe®,  and  make  »uch  intinirieit  as  vrill  deter- 
mine their  fitness  for  their  respective  duties.  At  the  next  regular 
or  specia!  meeting  of  the  commission,  after  any  such  visit,  the 
visiting  commissioners  shall  report  the  result  thereof,  with  such 
recommendations  for  the  better  inanagemeot  or  improvement  of 
any  such  institution,  an  they  may  deem  necessiiry.  But  such 
recommendations  ehall  not  be  coutmry  to  the  docti'ines  of  the 
particular  school  of  medii  ine  adopted  by  such  institutions.  The 
commissioners  shall,  from  time  to  time,  meet  the  managers  or 
responsible  authorities  of  such  institutions,  or  as  many  of  the 
Dumber  as  practicable,  in  conference,  jind  consider,  in  detail,  all 
questions  of  management  and  improvement  of  the  institution,  and 
shall  also  send  to  tbem,  iir  writing,  if  approved  by  a  majority  of 
the  commissioners,  hucIi  ivcinoiiicudations  iu  I'egjird  to  the  man- 
agement and  jniprovement  of  the  institution  as  they  may  deem 
neceieary  or  desirable.  {As  ametided  by  chapter  ZH(\  of  the  Luwi 
of  1900.) 

§  8,  Begulations  and  forms.—The  commission  shall  make  such 
regulations  in  regard  to  the  correspondence  of  the  insane  in  cus- 
tody as  in  its  judgment  will  promote  their  interests,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  proper  authorities  of  each  institution  to  comply 
with  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations.  All  such  insane 
shall  be  allowed  to  correspond  without  restriction  with  the 
county  judge  and  district  attorney  of  the  county  from  which  they 
were  committed.  The  books  of  record  and  blank  forms  for  the 
oflicial  use  of  the  hospitals  shall  be  uniform,  and  shall  be  approved 
by  the  commission, 

§  9.  Annual  report, — The  commission  shall,  annually,  report  to 
the  legislature  its  acts  and  proceedings  for  the  year  ending  Sep- 
tember thirtieth  last  preceding,  with  such  facts  in  regard  to  the 
management  of  the  institutions  for  the  insane  as  it  may  6eem 
ueceesary  for  the  ieformation  of  the  legislature^  including  estl- 
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mates  of  the  amounts  required  for  the  use  of  the  state  hospitals 
and  the  reasons  therefor;  and  also  the  annual  reports  made  to  the 
eommission  by  the  superintendent  of  each  state  hospital  and  by 
the  state  charities  aid  associaticm.  The  commission  shall  deter- 
mine from  time  to  time,  the  eajKicity  of  each  of  the  state  hospitals 
and  shall  incorporate  a  statement  of  such  capacity  in  its  annual 
repcMTt  to  the  legislature.  {As  amended  hy  chapter  380  of  the 
Laws  of  1900,  and  hy  chapter  26  of  the  Laics  of  1902.) 

§  10.  State  hospital  districts;  how  defined. — The  state  commis- 
sion in  lunacy  shall  divide  the  state  into  as  many  state  hospital 
districts  as  there  are  state  hospitals.  No  county  shall  be  divided 
in  such  classification,  unless  more  than  one  of  the  existing  state 
hospitals  be  situated  within  such  county.  Whenever  the  commis- 
Mon  shall  deem  it  necessary'  to  more  conveniently  care  for  the 
insane  in  the  various  hospitals,  it  may  change  the  limits  of  such 
hospital  districts.  When  a  new  state  hospital  shall  be  estab- 
lislied  they  shall  again  divide  tlie  state  into  hospital  districts. 
Such  hospital  districts  shall  be  so  defined  that  the  number  of 
patients  in  each  district  shall  be  in  proportion,  as  nearly  as 
practicable,  to  the  accommodations  which  are  or  may  be  provided 
by  the  state  hospital  or  hospitals  within  such  district.  The  hos- 
[)ital  distincts  in  which  the  Long  Island  state  hospital  and  the 
Manhattan  state  hospital  are  located  may  be  subdivided  to  pro- 
ride  for  the  commitment  of  patients  to  each  of  the  parts  of  such 
lospitals,  established  by  section  thirty-six  of  this  chapter.  {As 
%mended  hy  chapter  634  of  the  Laws  of  1900,  and  chapter  26  of  the 
Laws  of  1902.) 

§  11.  Change  of  hospital  districts  and  reassignment  of  patients. 
—When  a  change  or  re-establishment  of  state  hospital  districts 
jhall  be  made,  or  a  new  state  hospital  district  created,  the  com- 
iiission  shall  make  a  report  thereof,  designating  the  counties 
Deluded  within  each  district  affected  thereby,  and  file  the  same 
vith  the  secretary'  of  state,  and  send  a  copy  to  the  superintendent 
)f  each  state  hospital,  and  to  each  judge  of  a  court  of  record,  each 
•onnty  superintendent  of  the  poor,  and  each  county  clerk  in  the 
(tate,  to  be  filed  in  his  office.  {As  amended  hy  chapter  26,  Latos 
if  1902.) 

§  12.  Record  of  medical  examiners. — Any  physician  who  re- 
eiye0  a  certificate  as  a  medical  examiner  in  lunacy  shall  file  such 
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original  certificate  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  wbere 
he  msides,  and  forward  a  rprtifled  copy  thereof  to  the  office  of 
the  commission  within  ten  day?*  after  sucli  t  ertiticate  is  granted. 
The  commi^ion  shall  keep  tu  its  office  a  record  showing  the 
name,  residence  and  certificate  of  each  duly  qualified  medical 
examiner,  and  shall  immediately  tile  in  its  olTice,  when  received, 
each  duly  certified  copy  of  a  medical  examiuer's  certificate,  and 
advi&e  the  examiner  of  its  receipt  and  filiuir.  No  examiner  f^hall 
becpiiilified  niitil  he  has  rcreived  from  the  commission  an  acknowl- 
edgment of  the  receipt  iind  tiling  of  his  rt^rtifirate. 

§  13.  Record  of  fiaticut^* — The  commission  shall  keep  in  its 
office,  and  accessible  only  to  the  commimjioners,  their  Beeretary 
and  clerk,  except  Uy  the  i'ont*4'nt  at  fhe  i-ommission  or  one  of  Us 
meinberSj  or  an  order  of  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record,  a  record 
showing : 

1*  The  name,  reeidence,  »ex,  age,  nativity,  oiTUpatian,  civil 
condition  and  date  of  commitment  of  every  patient  in  custody  in 
the  several  institutions  for  the  lare  and  treatment  of  insane  per* 
eons  in  the  state,  and  the  namt-  and  residence  of  the  person  making 
the  petition  for  commitment,  and  of  the  i»ers<ms  signing  such 
medical  certificate,  ami  nf  the  judge  making  the  order  of  commit- 
nient. 

2.  The  name  of  the  institution  where  each  patient  is  eonfinetl 
the  date  of  iitlnu'ssioiK  and  whether  brought  from  home  or  another 
institution,  luul  if  frtnn  another  institution,  the  name  of  such 
institution,  by  whom  brought,  and  the  patieu't's  condition. 

3.  The  date  of  the  dis<  liarge  of  each  patient  from  such  iustitu- 
tion  since  the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty* 
nine,  an<J  whet  In  r  rnovered,  improved  or  unimproved,  and  In 
whose  care  committed, 

4.  If  tran^^ferred,  for  what  cause,  and  to  what  institution;  and 
if  dead,  the  date  and  cause  of  death. 

^  14.  Institutions  to  furnish  information  to  CHimiaission. — The 
authorities  of  the  several  instirutione  for  the  insane  shall  furnish 
to  the  commission  the  facts  mentioned  in  the  last  pret*eding  sec** 
tion,  and  sut  li  other  obtainable  focts  relating  thereto  as  the  eoni- 
uiission  may,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  just  and  reasonable  dis' 
charge  of  its  duties,  retiuire  of  them,  with  the  opinion  of  the  super 
iutendent   I  hereon,  if  requested*    The  superintendent  or  person 
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ill  <*ljarge  of  hiu^U  iufttitutioiiii^  whether  (iiiblic  or  private,  uui«t, 
within  ten  dav»  after  the  JidmisHiOTi  of  an  insane  |>ersou  thereto, 
cause  a  true  ecipy  of  the  niedieal  eertifteate  and  order  on  which 
such  person  nhall  have  been  re<*eived,  to  V>e  made  and  forwardeti 
to  the  olti<*e  of  the  commisiwioM ;  and  when  a  patient  shall  be  di»- 
charged,  transferred  or  ehall  die  thei^in,  Hnrh  superintendent  or 
person  in  charge  shall,  within  three  dayts  thereafter,  send  the  in* 
formation  to  the  office  of  the  eoninu»8ion,  in  areordanee  with  the 
forms  pre«<Tibed  by  it* 

§  15.  ConnniRsion  to  prtivide  for  the  [troHpective  wants  of  the 
insane. — The  eommis»ion  Bhall  provide  snflieient  aecomniodations 
for  the  prospective  wantg  of  the  poor  and  indigent  insane  of  the 
state.  To  prevent  oveirrowding  in  the  state  hospitals,  it  Hliall 
rei^omniend  to  the  legislature  the  establishment  of  other  state  hos- 
pitals, in  such  parts*  of  the  ntate  as  iu  their  judgment  will  best 
meet  the  ret|uii*ementH  of  such  insane.  It  shall  also  furnish  to 
the  legislature  in  each  year,  au  t%stiiriate  of  the  probable  nniidM^r 
of  patients  who  will  t>econje  iunuitct^  of  the  respe^'tive  state  hos- 
pitals during  the  year  beginning  October  fli^t  next  ensuing,  and 
the  cost  of  all  the  additional  buildings  and  eijuipments,  if  any, 
which  will  tie  re<|uired  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
relating  to  the  care,  custody  and  tivatment  of  the  i*oor  and  indi- 
gent  insane  of  the  state.  No  money  shall  be  ex^nnded  for  the 
erection  of  additional  buildings,  or  for  tin  usual  re[iairs  or  im- 
provements of  state  hospitais,  except  upon  pbuis  and  specitica- 
tions  to  be  approved  by  the  commission  and  the  governor.  The 
cost  of  such  buildings  as  are  to  l»e  o*  cupicd  by  patients  erected 
on  the  grounds  of  existing  stale  hr>spitals,  iiirluding  the  ncces* 
sary  e<|uipment  for  heating,  lighting,  ventilating,  lixtui-es  and 
furniture,  shall,  in  no  case  exceed  the  proportion  of  four  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  per  capita  for  the  patients  to  be  accommodated 
therein.  Ko  municipality  of  the  state  shall  have  the  power  to 
modify  or  change  plans  or  speri  heat  ions  for  the  erection,  repair 
or  improvement  of  state  hospital  buildings  r>r  the  plund)ing  or 
iiewerage  connected  thei'ewitlh  The  commission  may  secure  a 
blanket  policy  of  insurance  <  overing  any  or  all  of  the  buildings, 
property  or  fixtures  of  the  state  lii»s]n!als.  {As  amended  hi/  chup- 
iera  380  and  634  of  the  Laws  of  mm  and  thapter  2t5  of  the  Laws 
of  1902.) 
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§  16,  Director  of  I  lie  juilbologieal  itistitute. — ^The  eotumisfiiQn 
shall,  after  a  special  <'ivil  8i*rvir<^  exanihialiou  therefor,  apfK>iiit 
41  director  of  the  palhologiral  iii^tUute,  who  iihiiU  perfoiin,  under 
the  direction  of  the  ('onimi>*?«iou.  surh  iliitieK  relating  to  patho- 
logical research  as  mav  Up  ri-cpiired  for  iill  of  Mie  state  hospitals 
for  the  in&ane.  His  ofliro  and  laboratory  nhali  he  in  the  city  of 
New  York.  He  shall  receive  an  aiimial  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the 
commission,  subject  to  the  appiMjvai  of  the  governor. 

§  17,  Hospital  attorneys. — The  commission  shall  apfmint  an 
attorney  for  each  state  hospital,  who  shall  conduct  all  of  the 
legal  business  required  to  1m-  doijp  for  or  on  ucrount  of  ftneh 
hospital*  at  a  stated  sum  to  be  fixi^l  by  the  comniission,  an-d 
which  shall  be  a  chargt^  upon  the  mainteuanre  account,  and  paid 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  exfu^ns^^  of  the  hos[»itals.  (Adde4 
bt/  ch/tpter  380  of  the  Latrs  of  HHnu 

§  IH.  Board  of  alienists  for  examination  of  insane.  idiotit%  im- 
beeile  <ind  epileptic  irnrintfraiils;  pfiwti-s  and  duties. — A  V»oard 
of  alienists  for  the  exaniiuation  of  insane,  idiotic,  imbecile  and 
epileptic  immigrants  is  hereby  established,  8ueh  board  shall 
consist  of  a  chief  examiner  and  two  assistant  exaininer**,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  commission  in  lunacy.  The  chief  e^xaminer  sliall 
he  a  i-eputable  physician,  a  graduate  of  an  iiicorporattHl  nieiliiMl 
college,  of  at  least  ten  ypjn*s  actual  experieujce  in  the  practiw 
nf  his  profession,  antl  of  at  least  five  A^ars  exfN^ripui'**  in  the^  care 
and  ti^eatment  of  the  committed  insane.  The  two  assistant  exam- 
iners shall  L>e  reputable  physicians,  graduates  of  an  iocorporated 
medical  college,  of  at  least  three  yearn  actual  experience  in  the 
practice  of  their  profession,  and  of  at  least  one  year's  experience 
in  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  committed  insane.  The  chief 
examiner  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
and  each  assistant  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  Im?  paid  in  the  same  uunmer  as  the  salaries  of  the 
assistiints  and  clerks  oi  the  commission  in  hmaey.  Each  of  such 
examiners  shall  devote  his  entire  time  to  the  ijerforniance  of  the 
duties  of  the  board  and  while  engaged  therein  shall  i*eside  at  Hie 
port  of  New  York.  Arrangements  shall  be  made  by  the  conuuis 
sion  in  lunacy  for  the  proper  accommodation  of  such  board  eithei 
with  the  board  of  eonnnissionei's  of  quarantine  at  the  port  ©1 
New  York  or  with  the  proper  authorities  of  the  Unitetl  Btat 
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having  control  of  the  inspection  and  examination  of  immigrants 
at  siicli  port.  Such  board  nhall  insiMHrl  and  examine  all  immi- 
grants coming  into  tluH  country  at  tlie  port  of  New  York  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  any  of  them  be  insane,  idiotic, 
imbecile  or  epileptic.  The  board  shall  notify  the  projier  authori- 
ties of  the  United  States  having  control  of  the  enforciunent  of 
the  immigration  laws  at  such  port,  of  such  inmiigrants  as  are 
found  to  be  ini^ane,  idiotic,  imbecile  or  epileptic,  and  shall  aiTange 
for  their  deportation  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such 
laws.  The  duties  hei*eby  imposed  upon  such  boards  shall  be  per- 
formed under  the  supervision  of  the  coinmiHsi(m  in  lunacy,  and 
in  accordance  with  rules  adopted  by  it.  The  <*ommission  may 
impose  such  other  duties  on  such  l>oard  as  it  may  deem  necessary 
and  proper  for  carrying  out  the  general  purpos<*H  and  intent  of 
this  section.

>»'ew  York  shall,  when  requested  by  the  commission  or  by  any 
member  of  such  board  of  alienists^  assist  in  arranging  for  the 
deportation  of  such  insane,  idiotic,  imbecile  or  epileptic  immi- 
l^ants,  and  shall  perform  such  duties  in  respect  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  this  section  as  may  be  reasonably  requii-ed  of  them  by 
the  commission  "Or  any  member  of  such  l)oard.  {Ah  amcnfJciJ  hy 
chaptvr  326  of  the  Laws  of  1904.)

§  31.  Abolition  of  boards  of  managers;  creation  of  boards  of 
visitation. — The  boards  of  managers  of  the  several  state  hospitals 
shall  be  abolished  on  the  first  day  of  April,  nineteen  hundred  and 
two,  and  their  powers  and  duties  conferred  upon  the  state  com- 
mission in  lunacy  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law.  There  shall 
be  a  board  of  visitation  for  each  state  hospital,  to  consist  of  five 
members  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor.  All  of  such  members 
shall  reside  within  the  hospital  district  of  the  hospital  for  which 
they  are  appointed.  The  members  of  each  board  of  visitation 
first  appointed  hereunder,  shall  be  appointed  for  such  terms  that 
the  term  of  office  of  one  member  shall  expire  each  year,  and 
annually  thereafter  one  member  shall  be  appointed  for  a  full 
term  of  five  years.  If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  otherwise  than  by 
expiration  of  term,  the  appointment  of  a  member  to  fill  such 
vacancy  shall  be  for  the  unexpired  term  of  his  predecessor.  No 
person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  member  of  any  such  board  who  is  an 
elective  state  officer,  or  a  member  of  the  legislature,  and  if  any 
such  member  shall  become  such  elective  state  officer,  or  a  member 
of  the  legislature,  his  office  as  a  member  of  such  board  shall  be- 
come vacant.  A  member  of  a  board  of  visitation  may  be  removed 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  governor.  The  members  of  the  boards  of 
visitation  first  appointed  hereunder  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor  on  or  before  April  fifteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  two.

— The  eoiandssion  in  lunacy,  pursuant  to  the  civil 
service  law  and  the  rules  and  regnbttions  of  the  state  civil  servi* 
commission,  shall  appoint  for  each  hospital,  as  often  as  vaea 
fies  ocrur  tlierein,  a  superintendent  and  ii  steward.  The  i4U[>er 
intendent  shall  Ik*  a  well  ednt  ated  physician  and  a  graduate  of 
an  incorfjorated  medical  roHege  of  at  least  five  years*  actual 
experience  in  an  institution  for  the  care  aud  treatment  of  the 
insane.

homeopathic  hospitals  for  the  insane  shall  be  homeopathic  phy- 
sicians, but  such  homeopathic  i)hysicians  shall  not  be  eligible  to 
appointment  in  or  transfer  to  state  hospitals  that  are  not  for 
homeopathic  treatment.  Each  superintendent  shall  be  the  ti'eas- 
urer  of  the  state  hospital  for  which  he  is  appointed,  and  before 
entering  upon  his  duties  as  such  treasurer  shall  file  with  the 
comptroller  of  the  state  his  undertaking  to  the  people  in.  an 
amount  and  with  sureties  to  be  appi'oved  by  the  state  comptroller, 
to  the  effei-t  that  he  will  faithfully  pei'form  his  trust  as  such 
treasurer.  The  sujierintendent  or  steward  may  be  remoA'ed  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  commission  for  cause  stated  in  writing, 
and  after  an  oppoi-tunity  has  been  given  him,  to  be  heard,  and 
such  action  shall  l>e  final.  Such  commission  may  issue  subpoenas 
and  take  and  hear  testimony  in  respect  to  charges  made  against 
either  of  such  officers.  A  witness  attending  before  such  commis- 
sion shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  a  witness  attending 
before  a  court  of  record,  or  a  judge  thereof,  which  shall  be  paid 
as  other  hospital  charges.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in-  this 
section,  superintendents  and  assistant  ])hysicians  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  governor,  be  transferred  by  the  commission  from 
one  state  hospital  to  ano1:her.  On  the  first  day  of  April,  nineteen 
hundred  and  two,  the  office  of  treasurer  in  each  of  the  state  hos- 
pitals shall  be  abolished,  and  their  })Owers  and  duties  shall  be 
conferred  upon  the  superintendent.  A  superintendent  or  a  stew- 
ard in  office  on  such  date  shall  be  continued  in  office  until  re- 
moved pursuant  to  law,  notwithstanding  the  change  hereby  made 
in  the  manner  of  his  appointment.

§  35.  General  powers  and  duties  of  8U|)erintendent. — The  super 
intendent  of  each  hospital  shall  be  its  chief  executive  officer,  and 
in  his  absence  or  sickness,  the  first  assistant  physician  or  other 
officer  designated  by  the  superintendent  shall  j)erform  the  duties 
and  be  subject  to  the  responsibilities  of  the  superintendent.  Sub 
ject  to  the  by-kiws  and  regulaticms  established  by  the  commission 
the  superintendent  shall  have  tlie  general  suj»erintendence  of  the 
buildings,  grounds  and  farm,  togetlier  with  their  furniture,  fix 
tures  and  stock,  and  the  direction  and  control  of  all  persons 
therein,  and  subject  to  such  by-laws  and  i^egulations  shall: 
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1.  Personally  maintain  au  effective  8U|>erviBion  and  in6pei:tioD 
of  all  parts  of  the  lumpital  and  generally  dire<*t  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  patimts.  To  this  vud  the  superintendent  shall 
personally  eicaniine  tln^  tHJinlitiim  of  each  patient,  within  five  days 
after  his  admission  to  the  UoKpita).  and  shall  regularly  visit  all 
of  the  wards  or  apartments  for  patients  at  snch  times  as  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  hospital  shall  prts(iil»e. 

2.  Appoint  snch  resident  officers,  exeefd  the  steward,  ineliiding 
a  woman  physician  and  snrh  emidoyes  as  lie  may  think  proper 
and  necessary  for  the  e^'ouoniirai  and  el!i(*icnt  [x^rfuriiiauce  of 
the  business  of  the  hospital  and  preseril>e  iheir  duties  and,  for 
cause  stated  in  writing,  after  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  dis- 
charge any  of  such  employes  in  hiK  dbcrelion.  The  number  of 
such  resident  otlicera  and  eiiij^loycs  nhall  he  detenu iiit^d  by  the 
cK>mmiss]on*  The  commission  may,  wilh  (lie  a[j[!roval  of  the 
governor,  abolish  the  ottiee  of  any  of  such  i-esident  otticers  or 
employes.  The  superintendent  may  with  the  afrpix>val  of  the 
commission y  remove  any  residcmt  officer,  except  the  steward,  for 
cause  stated  in  writing,  after  an  opjiortunity  to  Ik>  heard*  and 
such  action  shall  be  llnaL  U[)on  any  snrh  removal  he  shall  make 
a  i^ecord  the^H^f,  with  the  reasons  therefor,  under  the  appropriate 
head  in  *>ne  of  the  books  of  the  hospital*  The  sufteriutendent* 
assistant  physirians,  including  the  woman  physician,  ste^-ard 
and  matron  shall  constantly  reside  in  the  hospital,  or  on  the 
premises,  and  shall  l)e  designated  the  resident  oltieers  of  the  hos- 
pital. The  assistant  physicians,  inchiding  the  woman  physician, 
shall  be  graduates  of  an  incoriiorated  medical  college,  and  shall 
possess  such  other  qualitications  as  may  be  I'equired  by  law. 

3.  Transmit,  by  mail,  to  the  conimis^iion  in  lunacy,  within  five 
days  after  any  such  discharge,  information  of  such  discharge, 
and  of  Ihe  caus*»  thcivof.  The  commission  shall  preserve  the 
name  of  such  oflicer,  or  employe,  with  the  facts  relating  to  his 
discharge,  in  a  book  f>rovided  for  that  purpose. 

4.  Designate  hospital  attendants  or  employes  to  act  as  specia 
policemen,  whose  duty  it  shall  t>e,  under  the  oi*ders  of  the  super 
intendent,  to  arrest  and  return  to  the  hospital  insane  personal 
who  may  esrajM*  therefrom,  and  to  pi-eserve  peace  and  good 
t»rder  in  such  hospital  and  to  fully  protect  the  grounds,  buildings 
and  patients,     Such  attendants  and  employes,  acting  as  police- 
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men,  shall  possess  all  the  powers  of  peace  officers  on/  the  grounda 
and  premises  of  such  hospital  and  to  the  extent  of  one  hundred 
yards  beyond  such  grounds.  The  designation  of  such  attendants 
and  employes  as  special  iwlicemen,  in  pursuance  hereof,  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  supersede,  on  the  gi*ounds  and  premises  of  such 
hospital,  the  authority  of  peace  officers  of  the  jurisdiction  within 
which  such  hospital  is  located. 

5.  Give  such  orders  and  instructions  as  he  may  deem  best  cal- 
culated to  insure  good  conduct,  fidelity  and  economy  in  every 
department  of  labor  and  expense. 

6.  Maintain*  salutary  discipline  among  all  who  are  employed 
in  the  institution  and  enforce  strict  compliance  with  his  instruc- 
tions and  uniform  obedience  to  all  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
hoepital. 

7.  Establish  and  supervise  a  training  school  for  attendants 
and  nurses,  under  rules  and  regulations  of  the  hospital. 

8.  Cause  full  and  fair  accounts  and  records  of  all  his  doings 
and  of  the  entire  business  and  operations  of  the  hospital,  to  be 
kept  regularly,  from  day  to  day,  in  books  provided  for  that 
purpose.  •  f  il'll 

9.  See  that  all  such  accounts  and  records  are  fully  made  up 
to  the  last  day  of  September  in  each  year,  and  that  the  principal 
facts  and  results,  with  his  report  thereon,  be  presented  to  the 
commission  within  thirty  days  thereafter.  The  commission  may 
prescribe  the  form  of  and  the  subjects  to  be  embraced  in  such 
reports.  Such  superintendent  shall  make  other  reports  at  such 
times,  in  such  manner  and  in  respect  to  such  matters  as  the 
commission  may  direct. 

10.  Keep  a  book,  in  which  he  shall  cause  to  be  entered  at  the 
time  of  reception  of  any  patient,  his  name,  residence  and  occu- 
pation, and  the  date  of  such  reception,  by  whom  brought  and  by 
what  authority  and  on  whose  petition  committed,  and  an  abstract 
of  all  orders,  warrants,  requests,  petitions,  certificates  and  other 
papers  accompanying  such  person.  {As  amended  ly  chapter  26 
of  the  Laws  of  1902.)

— The  sn[»erinteudents  or^ 
other  officers  of  the  several  state  hospitals,  or  anv  of  them,  sliall 
niee^  upon  the  call  of  the  coniniis€iion  at  the  office  of  the  comuiis- 
sion  at  Albany,  or  at  mieh  rdher  place  as  may  be  desiguatt*d  h\ 
it,  to  eon  salt  with  such  eoni  mission  with  reference  to  mattei-s 
relating  to  the  cai*e  and  uiaiatenance  of  the  state  hiispitals  antL 
particularh  with  iM.>fei*ence  to  the  purchase  of  supplies  for  their 
use.

§  38.  Salaries  of  oflQeers  and  wagt«  of  eniplo.ves.~The  conimier 
sion,  from  time  to  time,  with  the  approval  in  writing  of  the  gov- 
emor,  seritdary  of  state  and  comptroller,  shall  fix  the  annual 
salaries  of  the  resident  ofticers  of  the  state  hospitals,  which  shall 
be  unifornt  for  like  service.  They  shall  classify  the  other  officers 
and  employes  into  grades,  and,  except  as  provided  by  se<*t]on 
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thirty -eight-a  of  this  chapter,  shall  detenu  ine  the  salaries  and 
wages  to  be  paid  in  each  grade,  which  shall  be  uniform  in  all  the 
hospitals.  The  salaries  and  wages  shall  be  included  in  the  esti- 
mates and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other  expenses  of  the 
state  hospitals.  Food  supplies  shall  Ik>  allowed  to  officers  and 
employes  and  the  families  of  the  superintendents,  first  assistant 
physicians  and  stewards.  Food  supplies  shall  continue  to  be 
allowed-  the  families  of  tlie  assistimt  ]>hysicians  residing  at  the 
hospitals  on  May  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  four.  Such  families 
shall  consist  onl3'  of  the  wives  and  minor  children  of  such  officers; 
no  other  persons,  except  those  regularly  employed,  shall  be 
allowed  rooms  and  maintenance,  except  at  a  rate  to  l)e  fixed  by 
the  commission;  such  supplies  shall  be  drawn  from  the  supplies 
provided  for  general  hospital  use.  With  the  approval  of  the 
commission,  officers  or  employes  of  state  hospitals  may  be  per- 
mitted to  live  outside  of  such  hospitals,  and  shall  receive  such 
sums  in  lieu  of  the  quarters  or  suppli<'s  furnished  by  the  hos- 
pitals, as  may  be  equitable.  {As  amended  by  chapter  380  of  the 
Laws  of  1900,  chapter  26  of  the  Laxcs  of  1902  and  chapter  714  of 
the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  38-a.  Salaries  of  certain  officers  and  wages  of  certain  em- 
ployes prescribed. — The  officers  or  employes  of  the  state  hospitals 
now  or  hereafter  classified  as  occupying  offices  or  positions 
specified  in  the  schedule  at  the  end  of  this  section  shall  hereafter

§  47,  Private  in^titutiiuis  for  ilie  insane. — No  jier^on,  a'ssocia- 
tion  or  corporation  shall  estahlis^h  or  keep  an  institution  for  the 
care,  custody  or  treatment  of  the  inline,  for  < *oi n pen stx tion  or  hire, 
without  first  obtainin«:  a  license  tliei-enjc  ti\m\  the  commission. 
Kvery  ajtplication  for  sin  h  license  shall  he  airnnijianied  by  a  plan 
of  the  premises  piTiposed  to  he  (m  copied,  des<*rihiug  (he  caf>acitie§ 
of  the  hnildinj^s  for  the  uses  iniended,  the  extent  and  location  of

— All  plans  and  s[>e<  ilirations  for  the  erection,  repairs 
and  improveujents  of  state  hosi>ital  buildings  shall  be  prepai-ed 
l»y  the  state  aiihiteet,  and  he  may  employ  such  experts,  engineers 
and  assistants  as  may  1)e  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  tiuch 
work,  wbo.si*  rompensati<m  shall  be  tixed  by  siiid  architect,  with 
the  appn»val  of  the  commission,  and  shall  l)e  paid  by  the  treasurer 
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of  the  hospital  where  the  \ix)rk  is  to  be  performed,  out  of  any 
moneys  alloted  by  the  commission  for  that  purpose.  Contracts 
for  such  erection,  i-epairs  and  impii-ovoments  may  be  let  by  the 
commission  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  comp- 
troller, for  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  work  to  be  performed, 
and  in  the  discretion  of  the  commission  such  contracts  may  be 
sublet.  The  (comptroller  and  the  commission  shall  determine  to 
what  extent  and  for  what  len^h  of  time  advertisements  are  to  be 
inserted  in  new8ipa|)crs  for  propos^ils  for  the  ereirtion,  repairs  or 
improvements  of  state  hospital  buildings.  A  pi-eliminary  deposit, 
or  certified  check  di-awn  uiwii  some  legjilly  incorporated  bank  in 
this  state,  shall  in  all  cases  l>e  re<]uired  afl  an  evidence  of  good 
faith,  upon  all  proposals  for  buildings,  repairs  and  improvements, 
to  be  deposited  with  the  treasurer  of  the  hospital  for  which  the 
work  is  to  be  performed,  in  an  amount  to  be  determined  by  the 
state  archite<-t.  All  c*onti*acts  for  the  erection,  repairs  or  im- 
provements to  hospitals,  shall  contain  a  clause  that  the  contract 
shall  only  be  deemed  executory  to  the  extent  of  the  moneys  avail- 
able, and  no  liability  shall  be  incurred  by  the  state  beyond  the 
moneys  available  for  the  purpose*.

j>erson  alleged  In  l>f*  insane,  anil  who  is  not  in  i'onflnenient  on  a 
rritninal  rharge,  niav  he  eoniinitted  to  and  eiiotined  in  an  instil u 
tion  for  tlie  enstody  and  treatment  of  the  insane,  upon  an  order 
made  in  a  judge  of  a  lonrt  of  reeord  of  tlie  eity  or  eoiinty,  or  u 
juHtii'p  of  tfie  su|irenie  eourt  of  the  judii-ial  dislrict.  in  whirh  thi' 
alleged  insane  pei-Mon  resides  or  nray  be,  adjudging  Bueb  |a*»*^>n 
to  be  insane,  npaui  a  eertifirute  of  lunaey,  made  by  two  qualifieii 
medieal  exariiinei-K  in  lunacy,  aei-onipauied  by  a  verified  petition 
therefor,  or  upon  sneh  eertifieate  and  petition,  and  after  a  hearing 
to  determine  »neh  question,  as  pnn'ided  in  this  article.  The  eoni 
ndsHion  shall  preseribe  and  fumi»h  blanks  for  s^urh  eertificat<>i 
ami  |*etirions,  wbirdi  shall  be  made  only  upon  suoh  blanks.  An 
insane  iierm>n  hIkiII  Ik*  rommitted  cMily  to  a  state  lji»^i>ital,  a  dulv 
licensed  institution  for  the  insane,  or  the  Matteawan  State  Hos 
pital,  or  to  the  eare  and  cnstody  of  a  relative  or  romniittee,  a.^j 
hereinafter  provided.  No  idiot  shall  be  rommitted  to  or  eon  , 
fln*?d  in  a  state  hospitaL     But  any  epileptic  or  feeble* minded  peri 
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son  becoming  insane  may  be  eouiukitted  as  an  insane  person  to  a 
state  hospital  for  custody  and  tivatment  tlierein. 

§  61.  Medical  examiners  in  lunacy;  certificates  of  lunacy. — The 
certificate  of  lunacy  must  show  that  such  person  is  insane  and 
must  be  made  by  two  reputable  physiciauH,  graduates  of  an  incor- 
ponited  medical  college,  who  have  l>een  in  the  actual  practice  of 
their  profession  at  least  three  yeai*s,  and  have  filed  with  the  com- 
niisHiou  a  certified  copy  of  the  certificate  of  a  judge  of  a  court  of 
record,  showing  such  qualifications  in  accordance  with  forms  pre- 
scribed by  the  commission.  Such  physicians  shall  jointly  make  a 
final  examination  of  the  person  alleged  to  be  insane  within  ten 
days  next  befoi-e  the  granting  of  the  order.  The  date  of  the  certifi- 
cate of  lunacy  shall  be  the  date  of  such  joint  examination.  Such 
certificate  of  lunacy  shall  be  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  com- 
mission, and  shall  contain  the  facts  and  circumstances  upon  which 
the  judgment  of  the  physicians  is  l>ased  ami  show  that  the  condi- 
tion of  the  person  examined  is  such  as  to  require  care  and  ti^eat- 
ment  in  an  institution  for  the  care,  custody  and  treatment  of  the 
insane.  Neither  of  such  physicians  shall  be  a  i^elative  of  the  per- 
son applj-ing  for  the  order,  or  of  the  person  alleged  to  be  insane, 
or  a  manager,  superintendent,  proprietor,  officer,  stockholder,  or 
have  any  pecuniarj-  interest,  directly  or  indirectly,  or  be  an  attend- 
ing physician  in  the  institution  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  commit 
such  person. 

§  62.  Proceedings  to  determine  the  question  of  insanity. — ^Any 
person  with  whom  an  alleged  insane  person  may  reside  or  at 
whose  house  he  may  be,  or  the  father  or  mother,  husband  or  wife, 
brother  or  sister,  or  the  child  of  any  such  person,  and  any  over- 
seer of  the  poor  of  the  town,  and  superintendent  of  the  poor  of 
•  the  county  in  which  any  such  person  may  be,  may  apply  for  such 
order,  by  presenting  a  verified  petition  containing  a  statement  of 
the  facts  upon  which  the  allegation  of  insanity  is  based,  and  be- 
cause of  which  the  application  for  the  order  is  made.  Such  peti- 
tion shall  be  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  lunacy  of  the 
medical  examiners,  as  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section.  No- 
tice of  such  application  shall  be  served  personally,  at  least  one  day 
before  making  such  application,  upon  the  person  alleged  to  be 
insane,  and  if  made  b^  an  ove|*seer  or  superintendent  of  the  poor. 
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immediatelj  confined,  he  eball  be  forthwith  received  by  a  state 
inslitution  authorized  by  law  to  care  for  the  insane.  In  such 
case  such  insane  person  shall  be  so  received  by  such  institution 
upon  a  certiticate  of  tunacy,  executed  by  two  medical  exanjiners 
in  lunacy  after  the  examination  and  in  the  manner  provided  in 
the  pi*eceding  section,  and  upon  a  {>etition  made  by  the  person 
authorized  by  this  section  to  apply  to  a  coiui:  for  an  order  of 
commitment.  By  virtue  of  such  certificate  of  lunacy  and  such 
petition  such  insane  person  may  be  retained  in  such  institution 
for  a  period  not  to  exceed  five  days.  Prior  to  the  expiration  of 
such  time  an  order  for  his  commitment  must  be  obtained  in  the 
manner  provided  by  tliis  section.  The  certificate  of  lunacy  exe- 
ciite<J  by  sm^h  physicians  must  contain  adequate  reasons  why  the 
insane  person  should  be  imnaediately  received  in  an  institution 
for  the  insane  for  treatment  The  superintendent  or  person  in 
charge  of  any  such  institution  may  refuse  to  receive  such  insane 
person  ui>on  such  certificate  and  petition,  if  in  his  judgment  the 
reasons  stated  in  the  certificate,  or  the  condition  of  the  patient, 
are  not  sufficient,  or  is  not  of  such  character,  as  to  make  it  neces- 
sary that  the  patient  should  receive  immediate  treatment  (Ab 
amended  hy  chapter  146  of  the  Laws  of  1903.) 

§  03.  Appeal  from  order  of  commitment. — If  a  person  ordered 
to  be  committed,  pursuant  to  this  chapter,  or  any  friend  in  his 
behalf,  is  dissatisfied  with  the  final  order  of  a  judge  or  justice 
committing  him.  he  may,  within  ten  days  after  the  making  of  such 
order  appeal  therefrom  to  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  other 
than  the  justice  making  the  order,  who  shall  cause  a  jury  to  be 
summoned  as  in  case  of  proceedings  for  the  appointment  of  fkM 
coninrittee  for  an  insane  person,  and  shall  try  the  question  of™ 
such  insanity  In  the  same  manner  as  in  proceedings  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  committee.  Before  such  appeal  shall  be  heard, 
such  person  shall  make  a  deposit  or  give  a  bond,  to  be  approved 
by  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  for  the  payment  of  the  costs 
of  the  appeal,  if  the  order  of  commitment  is  sustained.  If  the 
verdict  of  the  jury  be  that  such  person  is  insane,  the  justice  shall 
rertifv  that  fart  and  make  an  order  of  commitment  as  upon  the 
original  hearing.  Such  order  shall  be  presented,  at  the  time  of 
the  commitment  of  such  insane  person,  to  the  superintendent  or 
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person  in  charge  of  the  institution  to  which  the  insane  person  is 
committed  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  for^^arded  to  the  com- 
mission by  such  saperintcndent  or  person  in  charge  and  filed  in 
the  office  Lhei*eof.  Proceedings  under  the  order  shall  not  be 
Tstajed  pending  an  appeal  therefrom,  except  upon  an  order  of 
a  justice  of  the  8U[*reme  court,  and  made  upon  a  notice,  and  after 
a  hearing,  with  provisions  made  therein  for  such  temporary  care 
or  confinement  of  the  alleged  insane  person  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary.  If  a  judge  shall  refuse  to  grant  an  application  for 
an  order  of  commitment  of  an  insane  person  proved  to  be  dan- 
gerous to  himself  or  others,  if  at  large,  he  shall  state  his  i'ea8«>ns 
for  such  refusal  in  writing,  and  any  person  aggrieved  thereby  may 
appeal  therefrom  in  the  same  manner  and  under  like  conditions 
as  from  an  order  of  commitment* 

§  64.  Costs  of  commitmeut.— The  costs  necessarily  incurred  in 
determining  the  question  of  the  insanity  of  a  poor  or  indigent 
or  other  person  under  this  act,  or  under  section  twenty-six,  chap- 
ter four  hundred  and  forty-six  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy-four,  including  the  fees  allowed  by  the  judge  or  jus- 
tice ordering  the  commitment  to  the  medical  examiners  or  medical 
witnesses  called  by  him  and  other  necessary  expenses,  and  in 
iecuring  the  admission  of  such  person  into  a  state  hospital  and 
the  expense  of  providing  proper  clothing  for  such  person  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  commis- 
sion, shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  town,  city  or  county  securing  the 
rcommitment;  but  in  the  city  of  New  York  all  fees  of  Tncdical 
examiners  and  medical  witnesaee  appointed  or  called  by  a 
judge  of  any  court  in  said  city  for  the  purrK)8e  nf  determining 
the  question  of  the  insanity  of  any  such  i>er&on,  and  not  hereto- 
fore  paid,  may  l)e  audited  and  alloweil  in  the  first  instance  either 
by  the  judge  or  justice  appointing  the  medical  examiners  or  by 
the  comptroller  of  said  city  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  chamberlain 
of  said  city  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller  from  the  court 
fund  and  charged  to  the  proper  county  within  said  city.  (As

§  ft5.  Liability  for  care  and  support  of  j>oor  and  indigent  in- 
8M^' — -^J'  poor  and  indigent  insane  persons  not  In  confinement 
under  criminal  proceedings,  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay,  be 
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transferred  to  a  state  hospital  and  there  wholly  sapported  by 
tlie  state.  The  costs  necessarily  incurred  in  the  transfer  of 
patients;  to  state  hospitals  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  state.  The 
connuission  shall  secure  from  the  patient's  estate  and  from  rela- 
tives or  friends  who  are  liable  or  may  be  willing  to  assume  the 
costs  of  support  of  innuites  of  state  hospitals  supported  by  the 
state,  reimbursement,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  the  money  thus 
expended,  either  direct  1  v  oi-  throuj?li  the  treasul^rs of  the  respective 
hospitals,  as  provided  in  section  forty-two  of  this  act.  The 
commission  may  apjioint  agents,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  secure 
from  i-ehilives  and  friends  who  are  liable  therefor,  or  who  may 
l)e  willing  to  assume  the  cost  of  supjiort  of  any  of  the  inmates 
of  state  hosjiitals  as  are  being  supjwrted  by  the  state,  reimburse- 
ment in  whole  or  in  ])art  of  the  money  so  expended.  The  com- 
I)ensation  of  each  agent  shall  not  exceed  five  dollars  a  day,  and 
the  necessary  traveling  jind  other  incidental  expenses  incurred 
by  him,  to  be  a]>pi*oved  by  the  comptroller.  The  commission  may 
fix  a  rale  to  be  paid  for  the  sui)port  of  the  inmates  of  state  hos 
pitals  by  ivlatives  liable  for  such  support  or  by  those  not  liable 
for  such  sup])ort,  but  willing  to  assume  the  cost  thereof;  but 
such  rate  shall  be  sufficient  to  cover  a  proper  proportion  of  the 
cost  of  maintenance  an'd  of  necessary  i'ei[>aii'»  and  improve- 
ments. The  maintenance  of  any  innuite  of  a  state  hoepital,  com 
milted  thereto  upon  a  court  order  arising  out  of  any  criminal 
action,  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  fix>m  which  such  inmate 
was  committed.  {As  ainctulcd  hy  chapter  380  of  the  Laics  of 
10(10  and  chapter  540  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  GO.  Liability  for  the  care  and  supiK>rt  of  the  insane  other  than 
the  poor  and  indigent. — The  father,  mother,  husband,  wife  and 
childrc^n  of  an  insane  i>erson,  if  of  sufficient  ability,  and  the  com- 
mittee or  guardian  of  his  person  and  estate,  if  his  estate  is  suffl 
cient  for  the  ])urj>ose,  shall  cause  him  to  be  properly  and  suitably 
cared  for  and  maintained.  The  commission  and  the  superin 
tendeni  o}'  ihe  poor  of  the  county,  and  the  ovei-seer  of  the  pooi 
of  tlie  town  where  any  such  insane  i>erson  may  be,  or  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  the  commissioners  of  j)ublic  charities,  may  inquire 
into  the  manner  in  which  any  such  peraon  is  cared  for  and  main- 
tained ;  and  if,  in  the  judgment  of  any  of  them,  he  is  not  properly 
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or  suitably  cared  for,  may  apply  to  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record 
for  aD  order  to  commit  him  to  a  state  hospital  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article,  but  such  order  shall  not  be  made  unless 
the  judge  finds  and  certifies  in  the  order  that  such  insane  person 
is  not  properly  or  suitably  cared  for  by  such  relative  or  com- 
mittee, or  that  it  is  dangerous  to  the  public  to  allow  him  to  be 
cared  for  and  maintained  by  such  relative  or  committee.  The 
costs  and  charges  of  the  commitment  and  transfer  of  such  insane 
person  to  a  state  hospital  shall  be  paid  by  the  commfttee,  or  the 
father,  mother,  husband,  wife  or  children  of  such  person,  to  be 
recovered  in  an  action  brought  in  the  name  of  the  people  by  the 
commission,  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  the  county,  or 
the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  town  where  such  insane  person 
may  be,  or  in  the  city  of  New  York  in  the  name  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  public  charities.  In  all  claims  of  the  state  upon  rela- 
tives liable  for  the  support  of  a  patiejit,  or  ujxm  moneys  or  prop- 
erty held  by  said  patient,  the  state  shall  1h»  dei^nied  a  preferred 
creditor.    (As  amended  hy  chapter  380  of  the  Laws  of  1900.) 

§  67.  Duties  of  local  oflBcers  in  regard  to  their  insane. — All 
county  superintendents  of  the  poor,  ovei'seers  of  the  poor  and 
other  city,  town  or  county  authorities,  having  duties  to  perform 
relating  to  the  insane  poor,  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  seeing 
that  all  poor  and  indigent  insane  persons  within  their  respective 
municipalities,  are  timely  granted  the  nwessary  relief  conferred 
by  this  chapter,  and,  when  so  ordered  by  a  judge,  as  herein  pro- 
vided, or  by  the  commission,  shall  so(*  that  they  are,  without 
unnecessary  delay,  transferred  to  the  proper  institutions  provided 
for  their  care  and  treatment  as  the  wards  of  the  state.  Before 
sending  a  person  to  any  such  institution,  they  shall  see  that  he 
is  in  a  state  of  bodily  cleanliness  and  comfortably  clothed  with 
suitable  or  new  clothing,  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  the  commission.  The  commission,  may,  by  order, 
direct  that  any  person  it  deems  unsuitable  therefor  shall  not 
be  so  employed  or  act  as  such  attendant.  Each  ])atient  shall  be 
sent  to  the  state  hospital,  within  the  district  embracing  the 
county  from  which  he  is  comuiittcHl,  except  that  the  commission 
may,  in  their  discretion,  direct  otherwise,  but  ])rivate  or  public 
insane  patients,  for  whom  homeopathic  care  and  treatment  may 
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be  d€sired  by  their  relatives,  friends  or  gaardians,  may  be  com- 
mitted to  the  Middletown  State  Homeopathic  hospital,  or  the 
Gowanda  State  Homeopathic  hospital,  from  any  of  the  counties 
of  the  state,  in  the  discretion  of  the  judge  granting  the  order  of 
commitment;  and  the  hos[)itaI  to  which  any  patient  is  ordered 
to  be  sent  shall,  by  and  under  the  regulations  made  by  such  com- 
mission, send  a  trained  attendant  to  bring  the  patient  to  the 
hospital.  Each  female  committed  to  any  institution  for  the  in- 
sane shall  be  accompanied  by  a  female  attendant,  unless  accom- 
panied by  her  father,  brother,  husband  or  son.  After  the  patient 
has  been  delivered  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  hospital,  the  care 
and  custody  of  the  municipality  from  which  he  is  sent  shall  cease. 
{A8  amended  hy  chapter  481  of  the  Laws  of  1899  and  chapter  146 
of  the  Laws  of  1903.) 

§  68.  Duty  of  committee  and  others  to  care  for  the  insane;  ap- 
prehension and  confinement  of  a  dangerous  insane  person. — ^When 
an  insane  person  is  possessed  of  sufficient  property  to  maintain 
himself,  or  his  father,  mother,  husband,  wife  or  children  are  of 
sufficient  ability  to  maintain  him,  and  his  insanity  is  such  as  to 
endanger  his  own  person,  or  the  person  and  property  of  others, 
the  committee  of  his  person  and  estate,  or  such  father,  mother, 
husband,  wife  or  children  must  provide  a  suitable  place  for  his 
confinement,  and  there  maintain  him  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  proper  legal  authority.  The  county  superin- 
tendent of  the  poor  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  towns  and 
cities,  the  commissioners  of  public  charities  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  and  the  commissionei's  of  charities  and  correction  in  the 
city  of  Brooklyn,  are  required  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this 
section  are  carried  into  effect  in  the  most  humane  and  speedy 
manner.  Upon  the  refusal  or  neglect  of  a  committee,  guardian 
or  relative  of  an  insane  person  to  cause  him  to  be  confined,  as 
required  in  this  chapter,  the  officers  named  in  this  section  shall 
apply  to  a  judge  or  a  court  of  record  of  the  city  or  county,  or  to 
a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  judicial  district  in  which 
such  insane  person  may  reside  or  be  found,  who,  upon  being 
satisfied,  upon  proper  proofs,  that  such  i)erson  is  dangerously 
insane  and  improperly  at  large,  shall  issue  a  precept  to  one  or 
more  of  the  officers  named,  commanding  them  to  apprehend  and 
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confine  euch  insane  person  m  some  comfortable  and  safe  place; 
and  such  officers  in  apprehending  such  insane  person  shall  pos- 
sess all  the  powers  of  a  peace  officer  executing  a  warrant  of  arrest 
in  a  criminal  proceeding.  Unless  an  order  of  commitment  has 
been  previously  granted,  such  officers  shall  forthwith  make  appli- 
cation for  the  proper  order  for  his  commitment  to  the  proper 
institution  for  the  care,  custody  and  treatment  of  the  insane, 
as  authorized  by  this  chapter,  and  if  such  order  is  granted,  such 
officer  shall  take  the  necessary  legal  steps  to  have  him  transferred 
to  such  institution.  In  no  case  shall  any  such  insane  person  be 
confined  in  any  other  place  than  a  state  hospital  or  duly  licensed 
institution  for  the  insane,  for  a  period  longer  than  ten  days,  nor 
shall  such  person  be  committed  as  a  disorderly  person  to  any 
prison,  jail  or  lockup  for  criminals,  unless  he  be  violent  and 
dangerous,  and  there  is  no  other  suitable  place  for  his  confine- 
ment, nor  shall  he  be  confined  in  the  same  room  with  a  person 
charged  with  or  convicted  of  crime.  Any  person  apparently  in- 
sane, and  conducting  himself  in  a  manner  which  in  a  sane  person 
would  be  disorderly,  may  be  arrested  by  any  peace  officer  and  con- 
fined in  some  safe  and  comfortable  place  until  the  question  of  his 
sanity  be  determined,  as  prescribed  by  this  chapter.  The  officer 
making  such  arrest  shall  immediately  notify  the  superintendent 
of  the  poor  of  the  county,  or  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town 
or  city,  or,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  the  commissioners  of  public 
charities,  or,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  the  commissioners  of  chari- 
ties an-d  correction,  who  shall  forthwith  take  proper  measures  for 
the  determination  of  the  question  of  the  insanity  of  such  person. 

§  69.  Patients  admitted  under  special  agreement. — The  commis- 
sion may  aiAhorize  the  superintendent  of  a  state  hospital  to  admit 
thereto,  under  special  agreement,  insane  patients,  who  are  resi- 
dents of  the  state,  other  than  poor  and  indigent  insane  persons, 
when  there  is  room  for  such  insane  therein.  But  no  patient  shall 
be  permitted  to  occupy  more  than  one  room  in  any  state  hospital. 
Such  patients,  when  so  received,  shall  be  subject  to  the  general 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  hospital.  The  amount  agreed  upon 
for  the  maintenance  of  such  insane  persons  in  a  state  hospital, 
shall  be  secured  by  a  properly  executed  bond,  and  bills  therefor 
shall  be  collected  monthly.  {A8  amended  by  chapter  380  of  the 
Laws  of  1900,  and  chapter  26  of  the  Iaiws  of  1902.) 
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§  70,  Entries  id  cnse  book. — Every  superiutendenl  or  other  per- 
son in  charge  of  an  institution  for  the  rare  and  treatiTt€nl  of  the 
insane,  sliall^  witliiu  thrw  days  after  the  iveeption  of  a  patient, 
make,  or  cause  to  he  made,  a  descriptive  entry  of  such  ciise  in  a 
book  exclusively  set  apart  for  that  purpose.  Ue  shall  also  make 
or  cause  to  be  made  entries  from  time  to  i\mi\  of  the  nirntiil  state, 
bodily  condition  and  medical  treatment  of  such  imlienl  during 
the  time  such  patient  remains  undci*  bis  care^  and  in  the  e%*eiit 
of  the  dischiir^e  or  death  of  sucli  pei-son,  he  shall  state  in  surh 
ease  Ijook  the  circumstances  thereof,  and  make  suth  other  entries 
at  such  inter\'tils  of  time  and  in  such  foi-ni  as  may  lie  ref|aired  by 
the  commission. 

g  71.  Transfer  of  patients  when  hosfdtal  is  (jvrnrowdfd. — V\'bi-u 
the  building  of  any  state  Imspital  shall  iM^eome  overcrowded  with 
patients,  or  the  number  of  buildings  shall  Ih»  redmn^d  by  fire,  or 
other  casualties,  or  for  other  cause,  the  iMinnnissiiin  may,  in  its 
discmtioUy  cause  the  transfer  of  patients  tbei-efrom,  or  direet  ihat 
I»atients  rerpiired  to  t>e  sent  thereto*  be  transferred  to  another 
state  bosjntal,  where  they  can  l>e  conveniently  r«H'eivcMU  or  iiiaket 
in  special  emergcuciet^,  temfMjrary  iux>visiou  for  their  care,  prefer- 
ence to  be  given  in  such  transfers  to  a  hosjiilal  in  an  mljoiniog 
rather  than  in  a  remote  district.  The  expenses  of  »nch  Imnsfer 
shall  be  chargeable  to  the  »tate,  and  the  bill**  for  the  sjime.  wium 
approved  by  the  commission,  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
state^  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  out  of  any  moneys  pro- 
vided for  the  support  of  the  insane. 

§  72.  Investigation  into  the  van}'  and  treatment  uf  the  insane. — 
When  the  comniis^ion  has  reason  to  believe  that  any  person  ad- 
judged  insane  is  wrongfully  deprived  of  his  lil>eHy,  A  is  enieny, 
negligently  or  improperly  treated,  or  inadeipmte  pmvisiou  is  made 
for  his  skillful  medico  I  **nre,  [irojier  supervision  and  safe  kivpiug, 
it  may  ascertain  the  facts,  or  may  order  an  investigation  of  the 
facts  by  one  of  its  members.     It,  or  the  commissioner  confloctin^ 
the  proceedings,  may  issue  compulsory  process  for  the  attendance  M 
of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  papers,  and  exercise  tl»e  jmwers  ^ 
conferred  upon  a  i"efereo  in  the  soi»reme  court.     If  the  conimisi<(ion 
deem  it  proper,  it  may  issue  an  order  directed  to  any  or  all  insti*  H 
tntions,  directing  and  providing  for  such  remedy  or  treatmeat. 
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or  both,  as  shall  be  therein  specified.  If  such  order  be  just  and 
rwtsonable,  and  be  approved  by  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court, 
who  maj  require  a  notice  to  be  given  of  the  application  for  such 
approval,  it  shall  be  binding  upon  any  and  all  institutions  and 
persons  to  which  it  is  directed,  and  any  willful  disobedience  of 
such  order  shall  be  a  criminal  contempt  and  punishable  as  such. 
Whenever  the  commission  shall  undertake  an  investigation  into 
the  general  management  and  administration  of  any  institution  for 
the  insane,  it  may  give  notice  to  the  attorney-general  of  any  such 
investigation,  and  the  attorney-general  shall  appear  personally  or 
by  deputy  and  examine  witnesses  who  may  be  in  attendance.  The 
commission,  or  any  member  thereof,  may  at  any  time  visit  and 
examine  the  inmates  of  any  county  or  city  almshouse,  to  ascertain 
if  insane  persons  are  kept  therein. 

§  73.  Habeas  corpus. — Any  one  in  custody  as  an  insane  person 
is  entitled  to  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  ui>on  a  proper  application 
made  by  him  or  some  friend  in  his  behalf.  Upon  the  return  of 
such  writ,  the  fact  of  his  insanity  shall  be  inquired  into  and  deter- 
mined. The  medical  history  of  the  patient,  as  it  appears  in  the 
case  book,  shall  be  given  in  evidence,  and  the  superintendent  or 
medical  officer  in  charge  of  the  institution  wherein  such  person 
is  held  in  custody,  and  any  proper  person,  shall  be  sworn  touching 
the  mental  condition  of  such  person. 

§  74.  Discharge  of  patients. — The  superintendent  of  a  state  hos- 
pital, on  filing  his  written  certificate  with  the  commission,  may 
discharge  any  patient,  except  one  held  upon  an  order  of  a  court  or 
judge  having  criminal  jurisdiction  in  an  action  or  proceeding  aris- 
ing out  of  a  criminal  offense  at  any  time,  as  follows: 

1.  A  patient  who,  in  his  judgment,  is  recovered. 

2.  Any  patient  who  is  not  recovered  but  whose  discharge,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  superintendent,  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the 
public  welfai-e,  or  injurious  to  the  patient;  prqvided,  however, 
that  before  making  such  certificate,  the  superint*  ~~^ 
isfy  himself,  by  sufficient  proof,  that  friends  op 

patient  are  willing  and  financially  able  to  rece 
rare  for  such  patient  after  his  discharge. 

When  the  superintendent  is  unwilling  to  certif 
of  an  unrecovered  patient  upon  request,  and  so  c< 
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giving  his  reasons  therefor,  any  judge  of  a  court  of  re<:ord  in  the 
judicial  distrii-t  in  which  the  hospital  is  situated  may,  upon  such 
rertiheate  and  an  opimrtunity  of  a  hearing  thereon  being  accorded 
the  superintendent,  and  upon  such  other  proofs  as  may  be  pro- 
duced before  him,  direct,  by  onler,  the  discharge  of  such  patient, 
upon  such  Rocnrity  to  the  i>eople  of  the  state  as  he  may  require, 
for  the  good  behavior  and  luaintenance  of  the  patient.  The  rer- 
tiflcate  and  the  proof  and  the  order  granted  thereon  shall  be  filed 
in  the  clerli's  office  of  the  county  in  which  the  hospital  is  situated, 
and  a  certitied  copy  of  the  order  in  the  hospital  from  which  the 
patient  is  discharged.  The  superintendent  may  grant  a  parole 
to  a  patient  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  under  general  conditions 
prescribed  by  the  com  mission. 

The  commission  may^  by  order,  .discharge  any  patient  in  its 
judgment  improperly  detained  in  any  institution.  A  poor  and 
indigent  patient  discharged  by  <he  superintendent,  because  he  is 
an  idiot,  or  an  epileptic,  not  insane*  or  bet*ause  he  is  not  a  proper 
case  for  treatment  within  the  meaning  of  this  chapter,  shall  be 
received  and  cared  for,  by  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  or  other 
authority  having  Kiniilar  powers,  in  the  county  from  which  he  was 
committed.  A  patient,  held  upon  an  order  of  a  court  or  judge 
having  criminal  jurisdiction,  in  an  action  or  proceeding  arising 
from  a  criminal  offense,  may  be  discharged  upon  the  superin- 
tendent's certificate  of  rec  over^s  approved  by  any  such  court  or 
judge,     {As  ammdcd  hy  chapter  26  of  the  Laws  of  1902,) 

§  75.  Clothing  and  money  to  be  furnished  discharged  patients.— 
No  patient  shall  be  discharged  from  a  state  hospital  without 
suitable  clothing  adapted  to  the  season  in  ivhich  he  is  discharged; 
and  if  it  can  not  be  otherwise  obtained,  the  steward  shall,  u|>on 
the  order  of  the  superintendent,  furnish  the  same,  and  money  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  to  defray  his  necessary  expenses 
until  he  can  reach  his  relatives  or  friends,  or  find  employment  to 
earn  a  subsistence. 

g  76.  Transfer  of  non  resident  patients.^ — If  an  order  be  Issued 
by  any  judge,  committing  to  a  state  hospital  a  poor  or  indigent 
person,  who  has  not  acquired  a  legal  settlement  in  this  state,  the 
commission  in  lunacy  shall  return  such  insane  person,  either 
before  or  after  his  admission  to  a  state  hospital,  to  the  country 
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or  state  to  which  he  belongs,  and  for  such  purpose  may  expend  so 
much  of  the  money  appropriated  for  the  care  of  the  insane  as  may 
be  necessary,  subject  to  the  audit  of  the  comptroller. 

§  77.  Insane  Indians. — Poor  and  indigent  insane  Indians  living 
within  this  state  or  upon  any  of  the  Indian  reservations  shall  be 
committed  to,  confined  in,  and  discharged  from  the  state  hospitals 
for  the  insane  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  rules  and 
regulations  as  other  poor  and  indigent  insane  persons;  and  all 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  apply  to  the  Indians  residing 
within  this  state  the  same  as  to  other  persons. 

§  78.  Sale  of  unclaimed  personal  property  of  discharged  or 
deceased  patients. — All  articles  of  personal  property  belonging  to 
a  discharged  or  deceased  patient  of  a  state  hospital  for  the  insane 
and  in  the  custody  of  the  superintendent  or  other  proper  officer 
of  such  hospital,  may,  if  unclaimed  by  such  discharged  patient, 
or  the  l^al  representatives  of  such  deceased  patient,  for  a  period 
of  six  months  after  the  discharge  or  decease  of  such  patient,  be 
sold  at  public  auction  in  such  manner  and  after  such  notice  or 
advertisement  as  the  commission  shall  prescribe,  and  the  proceeds 
of  such  sale  shall  be  paid  into  the  amusement  fund  of  such  hos- 
pital.    (Added  hy  chapter  391  of  the  Laws  of  1902.)

Section  90.  EstaMiehnient  and  purposes  of  the  Matteawan  State 
Hospital. — The  grounds,  buildings  and  property  located  at  Mat- 
teawan, in  the  eonnty  of  Dutchess,  and  used  for  the  purposes  of 
the  hospital  for  insane  criminals,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  the 
Matteawan  State  Hospital,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  holding 
in  custody  and  caring  for  such  insane  persons  as  may  be  com- 
mitted to  the  said  institution  by  courts  of  criminal  jurisdiction^ 
or  transferred  thereto  by  the  state  commission  in  lunacy,  and  for 
such  convicted  perilous  who  may  be  declared  insane  while  under- 
going sentence  of  one  year  or  less  or  for  a  misdemeanor  at  any  of 
the  various  i>ennl  institutions  of  the  state*  and  for  all  female  con- 
victs  beconjing  insane  while  undergoing  sentence.  (A&  amended 
hy  chapter  525  of  the  Laivs  of  1904.) 

§  91.  Medical  superintendent. — The  superintendent  of  state  jots- 
ons  shall,  whenever  there  is  a  vacancy,  appoint  a  medical  superin* 
tendeat  for  the  Matteawan  State  Hospital,  who  shall  be  a  well- 
educated  physician  of  at  least  five  years  actual  experience  in  a 
hospital  for  the  care  and  ti^eatment  of  the  insane.  The  superin* 
tendent  of  state  prisons,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  state  com- 
mission in  lunacy,  shall  make  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  gov* 
ernment  of  the  hospital  and  the  management  of  its  afifairs. 

g  92.  Medical  superintendent  as  treasurer  of  the  hospital. — ^^The 
medical  8ui)erin  ten  dent  shall  be  the  treasui^r  of  the  hospital,  and 
before  entering  upon  his  duties,  shall  file  \^ith  the  comptroller  of 
the  state  his  undertaking  to  the  people  with  sureties  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  superintendent  of  state  prisons^  to  the  effect  that  he 
will  faithfully  perform  his  trust  as  such  treasurer.  He  shall  have 
the  custody  of  the  moneys,  securities  and  obligations  belonging 
to  the  hospital,  and  shall  open  with  some  bank,  in  the  vicinity  af 
the  hospital,  to  l>e  s^^^lected  with  the  approval  of  the  comptroller, 
an  account  in  his  name  as  aucb  medical  superintendent,  and  imme 
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diately  deposit  in  such  bank  all  moneys  received  by  him  as  such 
medical  superintendent  and  treasurer,  and  shall  draw  therefrom 
only  for  the  use  of  the  hospital  and  in  the  manner  provided  by 
the  by-laws  and  upon  the  order  of  the  steward,  specifying  the 
object  of  each  payment.  He  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  payments,  as  directed  by  the  by-laws, 
and  of  such  other  matters  as  the  superintendent  of  state  prisons 
and  the  state  commission  in  lunacy  may  prescribe,  and  balance  all 
his  accounts,  annually,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  September,  and 
within  ten  days  thereafter  deliver  to  the  superintendent  of  state 
prisons,  a  statement  thereof  and  an  abstract  of  such  receipts  and 
payments  for  the  past  year.  His  books  and  vouchers  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  superintendent  of  state 
prisons  and  the  commission,  and  they  may  at  any  time  require  of 
him  a  statement  of  his  accounts  and  of  the  funds  and  property 
in  his  custody. 

§  93.  Salaries  of  resident  officers. — The  superintendent  of  state 
prisons  shall,  from  time  to  time,  determine  the  annual  salaries 
and  allowances  of  the  resident  officers,  provided  they  do  not  in  the 
aggregate  exceed  twelve  thousand  dollars ;  and  the  same  shall  be 
paid  quarterly,  on  the  last  days  of  March,  June,  September  and 
December,  by  the  treasurer  of  the  state,  on  the  warrant  of  the 
comptroller,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  to  the  medical  superintendent,  on  his  presenting 
a  bill  of  particulars  thereof  signed  by  the  steward,  and  properly 
certified  by  such  medical  superintendent. 

§  94.  Powers  and  duties  of  medical  superintendent  and  assist- 
ants.— The  medical  superintendent  shall  be  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  hospital  and  shall : 

1.  Have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  building  and 
grounds,  together  with  their  furniture,  fixtures  and  stock,  and  the 
direction  and  control  of  all  persons  therein,  subject  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  adopted  by  the  superintendent  of  state  prisons, 
with  power  to  assign  their  respective  duties. 

2.  Appoint  such  number  of  assistant  physicians,  not  to  exceed 
one  for  each  two  hundred  inmates  or  fraction  thereof,  as  the 
necessities  of  the.  institution  may  require,  also  a  steward  and 
matron,  all  of  whom  and  the  medical  superintendent,  shall  reside 
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Section  100,  Certificates  of  conviction  to  be  delivered  to  medical 
siii)erintendent  and  copy  filed. 

101.  Transfers  from  state  hospitals  to  Matteawan  State 
Hospital 

102.  Authority  to  recover  for  the  support  of  patients. 

103.  Tenure  of  office. 

104.  Communications  with  patients. 

Section  00.  Estaljlishment  and  juirposes  of  the  Matteawan  State 
Hospital. — The  grounds^  buildings  and  property  located  at  Mat- 
teawan, in  the  county  of  Dutchess,  and  used  for  the  purposes  of 
the  hospital  for  insane  criminals,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  the 
Matteawan  State  Hospital,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  holding 
in  custody  and  caring  for  such  insane  persons  as  may  be  com- 
mitted to  the  said  institution  by  courts  of  criminal  jurisdiction, 
or  transferred  thereto  by  the  state  commission  in  lunacy,  and  for 
such  convicted  pt^i^^ons  who  may  be  declared  insane  while  under- 
going sentence  of  one  year  or  less  ur  for  a  misdemeanor  at  any  of 
the  various  penal  in^stitutions  of  the  state,  and  for  all  female  con- 
victs l>ecoming  insane  while  undergoing  sentence.  {As  amended 
by  chapter  525  of  tlw  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  91.  Medical  sufFerintendent,— The  superintendent  of  state  pris- 
ons Bhnll,  whenever  there  is  a  vacancy,  appoint  a  medical  superin- 
tendent for  the  Matteawan  State  Hospital,  Tvho  shall  be  a  well- 
educated  physician  of  at  least  five  years  actual  experience  In  a 
hospital  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane.  The  superin* 
tendent  of  state  prisons^  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  state  com- 
mission in  lunacy,  shall  make  by  laws  and  regulations  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  hospital  and  the  management  of  its  affairs. 

§  92.  Medical  superintendent  as  treasurer  of  the  hospital.— The 
medical  snf>erint<:'ndent  shall  be  the  treasuiTr  of  the  hospital,  and 
before  entering  upon  his  duties,  shall  file  with  the  comptroller  of 
the  state  his  undertaking  to  the  people  with  sureties  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  superintendent  of  state  prisons,  to  the  effect  that  he 
will  faithfully  perform  his  trust  as  such  treasurer.  He  shall  have 
the  custody  of  the  moneys,  securities  and  obligations  belonging 
to  the  hospital,  and  shall  open  with  some  bank,  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  hospital,  to  be  selected  with  the  approval  of  the  comptroller, 
an  account  in  his  name  as  such  medical  superintendent,  and  imme 
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diately  deposit  in  such  bank  all  moneys  received  by  him  as  such 
medical  superintendent  and  treasurer,  and  shall  draw  therefrom 
only  for  the  use  of  the  hospital  and  in  the  manner  provided  by 
the  by-laws  and  upon  the  order  of  the  steward,  specifying  the 
object  of  each  payment.  He  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  payments,  as  directed  by  the  by-laws> 
and  of  such  other  matters  as  the  superintendent  of  state  prisons 
and  the  state  commission  in  lunacy  may  prescribe,  and  balance  all 
his  accounts,  annually,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  September,  and 
within  ten  days  thereafter  deliver  to  the  superintendent  of  state 
prisons,  a  statement  thereof  and  an  abstract  of  such  receipts  and 
payments  for  the  past  year.  His  books  and  vouchers  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  superintendent  of  state 
prisons  and  the  commission,  and  they  may  at  any  time  require  of 
him  a  statement  of  his  accounts  and  of  the  funds  and  property 
in  his  custody. 

§  93.  Salaries  of  resident  officers. — The  superintendent  of  state 
prisons  shall,  from  time  to  time,  determine  the  annual  salaries 
and  allowances  of  the  resident  officers,  provided  they  do  not  in  the 
aggregate  exceed  twelve  thousand  dollars ;  and  the  same  shall  be 
paid  quarterly,  on  the  last  days  of  March,  June,  September  and 
December,  by  the  treasurer  of  the  state,  on  the  warrant  of  the 
comptroller,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  to  the  medical  superintendent,  on  his  presenting 
a  bill  of  particulars  thereof  signed  by  the  steward,  and  properly 
certified  by  such  medical  superintendent. 

§  94.  Powers  and  duties  of  medical  superintendent  and  assist- 
ants.— The  medical  superintendent  shall  be  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  hospital  and  shall : 

1.  Have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  building  and 
grounds,  together  with  their  furniture,  fixtures  and  stock,  and  the 
direction  and  control  of  all  persons  therein,  subject  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  adopted  by  the  superintendent  of  state  prisons, 
with  power  to  assign  their  respective  duties. 

2.  Appoint  such  number  of  assistant  physicians,  not  to  exceed 
one  for  each  two  hundred  inmates  or  fraction  thereof,  as  the 
necessities  of  the  institution  may  require,  also  a  steward  and 
matron,  all  of  whom  and  the  medical  superintendent,  shall  reside 
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in  the  lioepital,  and  aliall  be  known  as  the  resideat  officers 
tliereof. 

3.  Appoint  such  and  so  many  attendants  and  other  Buliordinate 
empluves  a»  bo  may  tliiiik  i>rt»«pei'  mid  uet'e^^sary  for  the  eounom' 
ical  and  eflQcient  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  hospital,  and 
prescribe*  their  several  duties  and  places,  and  fix,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  superintendent  of  state  prisons,  their  compensation^ 
and  discharge  any  of  them  at  his  sole  discretion;  but  in  every 
case  of  discharge,  so  oc<5urriDg,  he  shall^  forthwith,  enter  the  same 
with  the  reasons  therefor,  under  an  appropriate  heading,  in  one 
of  the  i-ecord  books  of  the  hoapitaL 

4.  Give,  from  time  to  time,  such  orders  and  instnietions  ad  he 
may  deem  best  calculated  to  insure  good  conduct,  fidelity  and 
economy  in  every  department  of  labor  and  expense. 

6.  Maintain  salutary  discipline  among  all  who  are  employed  by 
the  institution,  and  enforce  strict  compliance  wnth  all  instructions 
and  orders  given  by  him,  and  uniform  obedience  to  all  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  hospital. 

6.  Cause  full  and  fair  accounts  and  records  of  all  his  doings, 
and  of  the  entire  business  and  operations  of  the  institution  to  be 
kept  regularly,  from  day  to  day,  in  books  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose, in  the  manner  and  extent  presrrilied  in  the  by-laws. 

7,  See  that  all  accounts  and  records  are  fully  made  up  to  the 
last  day  of  Beptember  in  each  year,  and  present  the  principal 
facts  and  results,  with  his  rejmrt  thereon,  to  the  superintendent 
of  state  prisons,  within  forty  days  thereafter*  The  resident 
officers,  tK'fore  entering  upon  their  duties  as  such^  shall  severally 
take  and  file  in  the  office  uf  the  secretary  of  state,  the  constitu- 
tional  oath  of  otlice.  The  first  assistant  physician  shall  perform 
the  duties  and  be  subject  to  the  responsibilities  of  the  superin- 
tendent in  his  sickness  or  absence.  The  steward  may  personally 
purchase  any  supplies  for  the  use  of  such  hospital,  but  only  in 
the  name  of  the  medical  superintendent,  and  in  each  instance  by 
his  direc'tion  and  not  otherwise. 

§  95*  Monthly  estimates. — The  medical  superintendent  shall 
cause  an  estimate  to  be  made  nionthly,  in  accordance  with  forms 
to  be  approved  by  the  state  comptroller,  of  all  moneys  necessary 
for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  hospital,  which  may  be 
required  to  supplement  the  deficiencies  in  the  earnings  thereof 
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Such  estimate  shall  be  submitted  to  and  examined  by  the  super- 
intendent of  state  prisons,  who,  if  he  is  satisfied  that  it  is  cor- 
rect, and  that  the  articles  named  therein  are  actually  needed  for 
the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  hospital,  shall  certify  to  the 
same,  and  on  production  of  such  estimate  so  certified,  to  the 
comptroller,  he  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  state  treasurer  for 
the  amount  thereof,  and  the  state  treasurer  shall  pay  such  amount 
to  the  medical  superintendent  of  the  hospital,  out  of  any  money  in 
the  treasury  appropriated  for  the  support  of  such  hospital. 

§  96.  Power  of  removal. — The  superintendent  of  state  prisons 
may  remove  the  medical  superintendent,  for  cause  shown,  and  an 
opportunity  to  such  superintendent  to  be  heard  thereon,  and  such 
officer  shall  not  be  reappointed  to  the  office  of  medical  superin- 
tendent, or  to  any  other  position  in  said  hospital. 

§  97.  Transfer  of  insane  convicts  to  the  Matteawan  State  Hos- 
pital.— Whenever  the  physician  of  the  state  prison  for  women, 
any  county  penitentiary  or  workhouse,  any  reformatory  for 
women,  or  of  the  state  reformatory  or  any  other  penal  institu- 
tion shall  report  in  writing  to  the  warden  or  other  officer  in  charge 
thereof,  that  any  person  undergoing  a  sentence  of  one  year  or  less 
or  convicted  of  a  misdemeanor,  or  any  female  convict  confined 
therein  is,  in  his  opinion,  insane,  such  warden  or  other  officer  shall 
apply  to  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record  to  cause  an  examination  to 
be  made  of  such  person  by  two  legally  qualified  examiners  in 
lunacy,  other  than  a  physician  connected  with  such  state  prison, 
penitentiary,  reformatory  or  penal  institution.  Such  examiners 
shall  be  designated  by  the  judge  to  whom  the  application  is  made. 
Such  examiners,  if  satisfied,  after  a  personal  examination,  that 
such  convict  is  insane,  shall  make  a  certificate  to  such  effect  in 
the  form  and  manner  prescribed  by  this  chapter  for  the  commit- 
ment of  insane  persons  to  state  hospitals.  Such  warden  or  other 
person  in  charge  shall  apply  to  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record  for  an 
order  transferring  such  convict  to  the  Matteawan  State  Hospital, 
accompanying  such  application  with  such  certificate  in  lunacy. 
Such  judge,  if  satisfied  that  such  convict  is  insane,  shall  issue 
such  order  of  transfer,  and  such  warden  or  other  officer  in  charge 
shall  thereupon  cause  such  convict  to  be  transferred  to  the  Mattea- 
wan State  Hospital  and  delivered  to  the  medical  superintendent 
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thereof.  At  the  time  of  such  transfer  the  certifleate  in  lunacy 
and  order  of  transfer  shall  be  presented  to  such  medical  superin- 
tendent. Such  insane  convict  shall  be  received  into  such  hospital 
and  retained  there  until  legally  discharged.  Such  warden,  or 
other  officer  in  charge,  before  transferring  such  insane  convict, 
shall  see  that  he  is  bodily  clean,  and  is  provided  with  a  new  suit 
of  clothing  similar  to  that  furnished  to  convicts  on  their  dis- 
charge from  prison.  The  costs  necessarily  incurred  in  determin- 
ing the  question  of  insanity,  including  the  fees  of  the  medical 
examiners,  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  state  or  the  municipality 
at  whose  expense  the  institution  from  which  the  transfer  is  made 
or  sought  to  be  made  is  maintained.  (As  amended  hy  cluipter  525 
of  tJie  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  98.  Disposal  of  insane  convicts  after  expiration  of  term  of 
imprisonment. — Whenever  any  convict  in  the  Matteawan  State 
Hospital,  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  continue  to  be 
insane  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he  was  sentenced, 
he  may  be  retained  therein  until  he  has  recovered  or  is  otherwise 
legally  discharged.  The  medical  superintendent  of  such  hospital 
may  discharge  and  deliver  any  patient  whose  sentence  has  expired, 
and  who  is  still  insane,  but  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  superin- 
tendent is  reasonably  safe  to  be  at  large,  to  his  relatives  or  friends 
who  are  able  and  willing  to  comfortably  maintain  him,  without 
further  public  charge;  and  such  patient  may,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  medical  superintendent,  be  provided  with  the  whole  or  a  por- 
tion of  such  allowances  as  are  hereinafter  granted  to  recovered 
convicts.  Whenever  any  convict,  who,  by  reason  of  his  insanity, 
shall  have  been  retained  beyond  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  his 
sentence  shall  recover,  he  may  be  discharged  by  the  medical  super- 
intendent, and  such  convict  shall  be  entitled  to  ten  dollars  in 
money,  suitable  clothing  and  a  railroad  ticket  to  the  county  of  his 
conviction  or  to  such  other  place  as  he  may  designate  at  no 
greater  distance.  Similar  allowances  shall  be  made  to  patients 
committed  by  order  of  a  court  and  who  may  be  discharged.  Any 
convict  in  the  Matteawan  State  Hospital,  whose  term  of  imprison- 
ment has  expired  by  commutation  or  otherwise,  and  who  is  not 
recovered  may,  upon  an  order  of  the  commission  in  lunacy,  be 
transferred  to  any  institution  for  the  insane. 
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§  99.  Convicts  on  recovery,  to  be  transferred  to  prison. — When- 
ever any  convict,  who  shall  have  been  confined  in  such  hospital  as 
an  insane  person,  shall  have  recovered  before  the  expiration  of  his 
sentence,  and  the  medical  superintendent  thereof  shall  so  certify 
in  writing  to  the  agent  and  warden  or  other  oflQcer  in  charge  of 
the  institution,  from  which  such  convict  was  received  or  to  which 
the  superintendent  of  state  prisons  may  direct  that  he  be  trans- 
ferred, such  convict  shall  forthwith  be  transferred  to  the  institu- 
tion from  which  he  came  by  the  medical  superintendent  of  the 
hospital,  or  if  received  from  one  of  the  state  prisons,  to  such  state 
prison  as  the  superintendent  of  state  prisons  may  direct ;  and  the 
agent  and  warden  or  other  officei*  in  charge  of  such  iu'Stitution 
shall  receive  such  convict  into  such  institution,  and  shall,  in  all 
respects,  treat  him  as  when  originally  sentenced  to  imprisonment. 
Any  inmate  not  a  convict,  held  upon  an  order  of  a  judge,  in  a 
criminal  proceeding,  may  be  discharged  therefrom,  upon  the 
superinlendent's  certificate  of  recovery,  made  to  and  approved  by 
such  court  or  judge. 

§  100.  Certificate  of  conviction  to  be  delivered  to  medical  super- 
intendent and  copy  filed. — Whenever  any  convict  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Matteawan  State  hospital,  the  agent  and  warden  oi* 
other  officer  in  charge  of  the  prison,  i)enitentiary,  reformatory  or 
other  penal  institution  from  which  such  convict  is  transferred, 
shall  cause  a  correct  copy  of  the  original  certificate  of  conviction 
of  such  convict  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  warden  or  officer  in 
charge,  and  shall  deliver  the  original  certificate  to  the  medical 
superintendent  of  such  hospital;  and  whenever  any  such  convict 
shall  be  transferred  to  any  i)enal  institution  from  such  hospital, 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  medical  superintendent  shall  deliver 
to  the  agent  and  warden,  or  other  officer  in  charge  of  such  institu- 
tion, such  original  certificate,  which  shall  be  filofl  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  the  same. 

§  101.  Transfers  from  state  hospitals  to  Matteawan  state  hos- 
pital.— The  commission  may,  by  order  in  writing,  transfer  to  the 
Matteawan  state  hospital  any  insane  inmate  of  a  state  hospital, 
committed  thereto  upon  the  order  of  a  court  of  criminal  jurisdic- 
tion or  of  a  judge  or  justice  of  such  a  court ;  or  any  patient  who 
has  previously  been  sentenced  to  a  term  of  imprisonment  in  any 
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penal  institntion,  and  who  still  maiiifeBts  criminal  tendencies  or 
nny  such  patient  who  has  previotisl^^  been  an  inmate  of  the  Mat- 
teawan  state  hospital*  From  and  after  October  firet,  nineteen 
hundred  and  four,  all  persons  then  inmates  of  the  Matteawan 
state  hospital,  and  all  i>erson8  thereafter  c>oinniitted  to  its  cus- 
tody, shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  state,  (As  amended  by  chapter 
525  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  102.  Authority  to  recK>Fer  for  the  support  of  patients, — The 
me^Hcal  superintendent  of  the  hospital  is  hereby  authorized  to 
i^cover  for  the  suppoil  of  any  patient  therein,  chargeable  under 
the  law  to  other  counties  or  penitentiaries,  in  an  action  to  be 
brought,  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York^ 
against  the  county  or  penitentiary,  for  the  maintenance  of  said 
jmtient. 

§  103.  Tenure  of  oflQce. — Nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  con- 
strued to  affect  the  tenure  of  office  of  any  of  the  present  officers 
of  the  hospital, 

g  104.  C-ommunications  with  patients. — ^No  person  not  author- 
ized by  law  or  by  written  permission  from  the  superintendent  of 
state  x^riaons  shall  visit  the  Matteawan  State  hof^pitaK  or  com- 
municate with  any  patient  therein  without  the  consent  of  the 
medical  superintendent;  nor  without  such  consent  shall  any  per- 
son bring  into  ot  convey  out  of  the  Matteawan  State  hospital  any 
letter  or  writing  to  or  from  any  p>atient;  nor  shall  any  letter  or 
writing  be  delivei'e<l  to  a  patient,  or  if  written  by  a  patitnit,  be 
sent  from  the  Afatteawan  State  hosputal  until  the  same  shall  have 
been  examined  and  read  by  the  medical  BUperintendent  or  some 
other  officer  of  the  hospital  duly  authorized  by  the  medical  super* 
intendent.  But  communications  addressed  by  such  patient  to 
the  county  judge  or  district  attorney  of  the  county  from  which 
he  was  sentenced,  shall  be  forwarded,  after  examination  by  such 
medical  superintendent,  to  their  destination. 
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Section  110.  Laws  repealed. — Of  the  laws  enumerated  in  the 
schedule  hereto  annexed,  that  portion  specified  in  the  last  column 
is  repealed. 

§  111.  When  to  take  effect. — This  chapter  shall  take  effect  on 
July  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six.

PAYMENTS   OF   PUBLIC  MONEYS  TO  PRIVATE  INSTITirTIONS. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  payments  by  counties,  cities,  towns  and 
villages  to  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional  and  reform- 
atory institutions  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control,  for 
care,  support  and  maintenance. 

Chapter  754,  Laws  of  1895. 

Section  1.  Boards  of  estimate  and  apx>ortionment,  common 
councils,  boards  of  aldermen,  boards  of  supervisors,  town  boards. 
boards  of  Irustres  of  villages,  and  all  other  boards  or  officers  of 
countit^s,  cities,  towns  and  villages,  authorized  to  appropriate 
and  raise  money  by  taxation  and  make  payments  therefrom,  are 
hereby  authorized  in  their  discretion  to  appropriate  and  to  raise 
money  by  taxation  and  to  make  payments  from  said  moneys,  and 
from  any  moneys  received  from  any  other  source  and  properly 
applicable  thereto,  to  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional  and 
reformatory  institutions  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control, 
for  the  care,  support  and  maintenance  of  their  inmates,  of  the 
moneys  which  are  or  may  be  appropriated  therefor;  such  pay- 
ments to  be  made  only  for  such  inmates  as  are  received  and  re- 
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tained  therein  pursuant  to  rules  established  by  the  state  board 
of  charities;  except  that  boards  of  trustees  of  villages  and  town 
boards  of  towns  in  which  there  is  no  hospital  located,  and  which 
are  situated  upon  and  adjoin  the  boundary  line  of  a  neighboring 
state,  are  hereby  authorized  in  their  discretion  to  appropriate 
and  to  raise  money  by  taxation  and  to  make  payments  from  said 
moneys,  and  from  any  moneys  received  from  any  other  source 
and  properly  applicable  thereto,  to  hospitals  in  such  adjoining 
state  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a  bed  or  beds  in  such  hos- 
pital for  the  benefit  of  and  to  be  used  exclusively  by  the  inhabi- 
tants of  such  village  or  town.  Boards  of  trustees  of  villages 
and  town  boards  of  towns  situate  upon  the  boundary  line  of  a 
neighboring  state,  which  have  appropriated  and  raised  money 
by  taxation  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a  bed  or  beds  in  a 
hospital  in  such  adjoining  state  and  have  not  paid  the  same  are 
hereby  authorized  to  use  said  money  for  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  appropriated  and  raised.  Payments  to  such  hospital  in  an 
adjoining  state  shall  be  made  only  for  such  inmates  as  are  re- 
ceived and  retained  therein  pursuant  to  rules  established  by  the 
state  board  of  charities.  {As  amended  hy  cluipter  155  of  the  Laws 
of  1902.) 


PBOPEBTY  AND  FAMILIES  OF  ABSCONDING  PERSONS. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  property  and  families  of  absconding 

persons. 

Chapter  304,  Laws  of  1878. 

Section  1.  Whenever  the  father,  or  the  mother  being  a  widow 
or  living  separate  from  her  husband,  has  absconded,  or  shall 
abscond  from  his  or  her  children  or  a  husband  from  his  wife, 
leaving  any  of  such  children  or  such  wife  chargeable,  or  likely 
to  become  chargeable  upon  the  public  for  their  support,  and  any 
real  or  personal  estate  of  such  father,  or  mother,  or  husband, 
has  been  or  shall  be  seized  by  a  superintendent  of  the  poor  or  an 
overseer  of  the  poor,  or  by  a  board  of  charities  (or  by  other 
officers  authorized  to  make  such  seizures),  by  warrant  of  tho 
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justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county  where  such  real  or  persoDal 
property  may  be  situated,  and  the  court  of  sessions  of  the 
county  wherein  such  superintendent  or  overseer  of  the  poor  or 
board  of  cliarities,  or  other  officers  authorized  to  make  such 
seizure  resides,  has  confirmed,  or  shall  confirm  said  warrant  and 
seizure  and  has  heretofore  directed,  or  shall  hereafter  direct 
what  part  of  any  of  the  said  personal  property  shall  be  sold  and 
how  much  if  any  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  and  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  real  estate,  if  any,  be  applied  toward  the  main- 
tenance of  the  children  or  wife  of  the  person  so  absconding,  then 
the  said  superintendent  or  overseer  of  the  poor,  board  of  chari- 
ties or  other  officers  so  authorized  and  directed,  shall  apply  the 
said  proceeds  of  sale  of  said  personal  property,  or  rents  and 
profits  of  the  real  estate  (as  the  case  may  be):  First,  to  the  pay- 
ment of  fiucli  taxes  and  assessments  as  may  be  outstanding  and 
existing  liens  upon  the  said  real  estate,  and  repairs  necessary  to 
be  made  upon  said  real  estate;  and  premiums  for  insurance  on 
the  buildings  on  said  real  estate  and  the  balance,  if  any,  directly 
to  the  maintaining,  bringing  up  and  providing  for  the  wife,  child 
or  children  so  left  and  abandoned,  as  the  same  may  be  required 
from  time  to  time;  and  for  all  of  such  expenditures  they  shall 
take  proper  vouchers,  and  from  the  rents  and  profits  thereafter 
received  from  any  real  estate  so  seized  they  shall  first  pay  all 
legal  taxes  and  assessments,  as  they  shall  be  assessed  against 
said  real  estate  and  such  premiums  for  insurances  and  expenses 
for  such  repairs  thereon  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  pro- 
tection and  preservation  of  said  real  estate,  and  the  balance  of 
said  rents  and  profits  shall  be  applied  by  said  overseers,  super- 
intendents, boards  of  charities,  or  other  persons  authorized  to 
make  such  seizures,  to  the  maintaining,  bringing  up,  and  provid- 
ing for  the  wife,  child,  or  children  so  left  and  abandoned,  and 
proper  vouchers  shall  bo  taken  thereof. 

§  2.  Whenever  any  child  or  children,  entitled  to  the  benefits 
provided  by  this  act,  shall  be  a  minor  or  minors  whose  mother 
is  dead  and  whose  father  has  absconded  from  his  children,  or 
whose  mother,  being  a  widow  or  living  apart  from  her  husband. 
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has  absconded  from  her  children,  and  such  minor  or  minors 
shall  have  no  guardian,  the  coart  of  sessions  having  jarisdiction 
of  this  matter  shall  appoint  some  suitable  person  guardian  ad 
litem  or  next  friend  of  such  minor  or  minors,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  carried  into  effect. 
The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  personal  property  and  the  rents 
and  profits  of  said  real  estate  shall  not  be  mingled  or  placed 
with  any  other  funds  held  or  owned  by  the  oiBcer  or  oiBcers 
receiving  the  same,  but  shall  be  kept  separate  and  distinct. 
Such  superintendent,  overseer  of  the  poor,  board  of  charities  or 
other  authorized  officer  shall  give  security  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  hereby  imposed  in  such  form  and  in  such 
sum  as  the  aforesaid  court  may  direct,  and  shall  account  to  the 
court  of  sessions  for  all  moneys  so  received  by  them  and  for  the 
application  thereof  from  time  to  time  and  may  be  compelled  by 
the  said  court  to  render  such  account  at  any  time. 

§  3.  Notice  of  such  accounting  shall  be  given  to  the  wife  or 
children,  so  left  and  abandoned,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  to  the 
guardian  of  such  children,  if  any  of  them  be  minors.  And  in 
the  event  that  no  guardian  or  next  friend  has  been  appointed,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  the  said  court  shall,  prior  to  such  ac- 
counting being  had,  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  attend  upon 
such  accounting  in  behalf  of  said  minors,  and  notice  of  such 
appointment  and  of  such  accounting  shall  be  given  to  the  per- 
sons so  appointed. 

§  4.  All  penalties  received  from  the  prosecution  of  any  recog- 
nizance given  by  any  person  who  shall  have  abandoned  or  neg- 
lected his  wife  or  children,  or  who  shall  have  threatened  to  run 
away  and  leave  his  wife  or  children  a  burden  on  the  public,  shall 
be  retained  by  the  officer  at  whose  instance  such  recognizance 
was  prosecuted,  and  applied  for  the  same  purpose  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  provided  for  the 
disposition  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  personal  property 
and  the  rents  and  profits  of  real  estate  seized  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.

2.  A  person  who,  being  an  habitnat  drunkard,  abandons^  neg- 
lects, or  refuses  to  aid  in  the  support  of  bis  family; 

3.  A  pei'son  who  has  contracted  an  infei^tious  or  other  disease, 
in  the  practice  of  drunkenness  or  debauchery,  requiring  charitable 
aid  to  restore  him  to  health; 

4.  A  common  prostitute,  wIjo  hns  no  lawful  employment, 
whereby  to  inaintam  herself; 

5.  A  person  wandering  abroad  and  begging,  or  who  goes  about 
from  door  to  door,  or  plnccs  Iiiiuself  in  the  streets,  highways,  pas- 
sages, or  other  public  places,  to  beg  or  receive  alms; 
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6.  A  person  wandering  abroad  and  lodging  in  taverns,  gro- 
ceries, ale-houses,  watch  or  station-h(>n«es,  onthonses,  market 
places,  sheds,  stables,  barns  or  uninhabited  buildings,  or  in  the 
open  air,  and  not  giving  a  good  account  of  himself; 

7.  A  person,  who,  having  his  face  painted,  discolored,  covered 
or  concealed,  or  being  otherwise  disguised,  in  a  manner  calculated 
to  prevent  his  being  identified,  appears  in  a  road  or  public  high- 
way, or  in  a  field,  lot,  wood  or  inclosure; 

8.  Any  child  between  the  age  of  five  and  fourteen,  having 
sufficient  bodily  health  and  mental  capacity  to  attend  the  public 
schools,  found  wandering  in  the  streets  or  lanes  of  any  city  or 
incorporated  village,  a  truant,  without  any  lawful  occupation. 

9.  Every  male  person  who  lives  wholly  or  in  part  on  the  earn- 
ings of  prostitution,  or  who  in  any  public  places  solicits  for  im- 
moral purposes.  A  male  i)erson  who  lives  with  or  is  habitually 
in  the  company  of  a  prostitute  and  has  no  visible  means  of  sup- 
port, shall  be  deemed  to  be  living  on  the  earnings  of  prostitution. 
(Added  by  chcpter  281  of  the  Laics  of  1900.) 

§  887a.  Tramp  defined. — A  tramp  is  any  person,  not  blind,  over 
sixteen  years  of  age,  and  who  has  not  resided  in  the  county  in 
which  he  may  be  at  any  time  for  a  period  of  six  months  prior 
thereto,  who 

1.  Not  having  visible  means  to  maintain  himself,  lives  without 
employment;  or 

2.  Wanders  abroad  and  begs,  or  goes  about  from  door  to  door, 
or  places  himself  in  the  streets,  highways,  passages  or  public 
places  to  beg  or  receive  alms ;  or 

3.  Wanders  abroad  and  lodges  in  taverns,  groceries,  ale-houses, 
watch  or  station  houses,  outhouses,  market  places,  sheds,  stables, 
bams  or  uninhabited  buildings,  or  in  the  open  air,  and  does  not 
give  a  good  account  of  himself. 

(Added  hy  chapter  604  of  the  Laws  of  1898.) 

§  888.  Proceedings  before  magistrate. — When  complaint  is 
made  to  any  magistrate  by  any  citizen  or  peace  officer  against 
any  vagrant  under  subdivision  eight  of  the  last  section,  such 
magistrate  must  cause  a  peace  officer  to  bring  such  child  before 
him  for  examination,  and  shall  also  cause  the  parent,  guardian 
or  master  of  such  child,  if  the  child  has  any,  to  be  summoned  to 
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attend  such  examination.  If  thereon  the  complaint  shall  he 
satisfactorily  established,  the  magistrate  must  require  the  par- 
ent, guardian  or  master  to  enter  into  an  engagement  in  writing 
to  the  corporate  authorities  of  the  citj  or  village,  that  he  will 
restrain  such  child  from  so  wandering  about,  will  keep  bim  in 
his  own  premises,  or  in  some  lawful  occupation  and  will  cause 
him  to  be  sent  to  some  school  at  least  four  months  in  each  year 
ootil  be  becomes  fourteen  years  old.  The  magistrate  may,  in 
his  discretion,  require  security  for  the  faitbful  performance  of 
such  engagement.  If  the  cbild  has  no  parent,  guardian  or  mas- 
ter, or  none  can  be  found,  or  if  the  parent,  guardian  or  master 
refuse  or  neglect,  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  enter  into  such 
engagement,  and  to  give  such  security,  if  required,  the  magts 
trate  shall  make  the  like  disposition  of  such  child  as  is  authomed 
to  be  made  by  section  two  hundred  and  ninety-one  of  the  Penal 
Code,  of  children  coming  within  the  descriptions  therein  men- 
tioned.   {As  amended  by  chapter  220  of  the  Laws  of  1888,) 

§  889.  Examination  as  to  residence.^ — When  complaint  is  made 
to  any  magistrate  by  any  citizen  or  peace  officer  against  a  person 
under  sections  one,  five  or  six  of  section  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven^  the  magistrate  must,  upon  the  examination  of  such  person, 
cause  testimony  to  be  taken  as  to  his  residence,  and  if  it  appears 
that  such  person  has  not  i^esided  in  the  county  for  a  period  of  six 
months  prior  to  his  arrest,  such  magistrate  shall  not  commit  such 
person  as  a  vagrant,  as  provided  by  this  article  j  but  if  he  finds 
that  such  pei*son  is  guilty  of  an  offi^nse  charged  in  one  of  such 
subdivisions,  and  such  person  is  not  blind  or  under  sixteen  years 
of  age,  the  magistrate  shall  adjudge  him  to  be  a  tramp,  and  com- 
mit him  to  a  penitentiary,  as  required  by  law.  On  such  examina- 
tion the  uncorrobarate<1  festimooy  of  the  defendant  aa  to  his 
place  of  Tesidence  shall  not  be  deemed  suthcient  [>rcK>f  thei^>f.

§  890.  Peace  officers,  when  required  by  any  person*  to  carry 
vagrant  before  a  niiigistrate  for  examination. — A  peace  officer 
must,  when  required  by  any  person,  take  a  vagrant  before  a  justice 
of  the  jieaee  or  police  justice  of  the  same  city,  village  or  town,  or 
before  (he  mayor,  recorder,  or  city  judge,  or  judge  of  the  general 
sessions  of  the  same  city,  for  the  purpose  of  examination. 
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§  891.  Vagrant,  when  to  be  convicted ;  form  of  certificate  of  con-

§  218a.  Consents  requisite  to  the  establishment  of  hospitals  or 
camps  for  the  treatment  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. — A  hospital, 
camp  or  other  establishment  for  the  treatment  of  patients  suffer- 
ing from  the  disease  known  as  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  shall  not 
be  established  in  any  town  by  any  pei'son,  association,  corporation 
or  municipality,  unless  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county,  and 
the  town  board  of  the  town,  shall  each  adopt  a  I'esolution  author- 
izing the  establishment  thereof,  and  describing  the  limits  of  the 
locality  in  which  the  same  may  be  established.  {Added  hy  cltap- 
ter  638  of  the  Laws  of  1903.)

BEQISTBATION  OF  NUBSES.

university  of  the  state  of  New  York  a«  maintaining  in  this  and 
other  i-espects  proper  standards,  all  of  which  shall  be  determined 
by  the  said  regents,  and  who  shall  have  receive<l  from  the  said 
regents  a  certificate  of  his  or  her  qualifications  to  practise  as  a 
registered  nurse,  shall  l)e  styled  and  known  as  a  registered  nurse, 
and  no  other  person  shall  assume  such  title,  or  use  the  abbrevia- 
tion R.  N.  or  any  other  words,  letters  or  figures  to  indicate  that 
the  i)erson  using  the  name  is  such  a  registered  nurse.     Before

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beginning  to  practise  nursing  every  such  registered  nurse  shall 
cause  such  certificate  to  be  recorded  in  the  county  clerk's  office 
of  the  county  of  his  or  her  residence  with  an  affidavit  of  his  or 
her  identity  as  the  person  to  whom  the  same  was  so  issued  and  of 
his  or  her  place  of  I'esidence  within  such  county.  In  the  month  of 
January,  niiiete(m  hundred  and  six,  and  in  every  thirty-sixth 
month  thereafter,  every  registered  nurse  shall  again  cause  his  or 
her  certificate  to  be  recorded  in  the  said  county  clerk's  office,  with 
an  affidavit  of  his  or  her  identity  as  the  person  to  whom  the  same 
was  issued,  and  of  his  or  her  place  of  residence  at  the  time  of  such 
re- registration.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  considered 
as  conferring  any  authority  to  practise  medicine  or  to  undertake 
the  treatment  or  cure  of  disease  in  violation  of  article  eight  of 
this  chapter. 

§  207.  Board  of  examiners;  examination ;  fees. — Upon  the  taking 
effect  of  this  act,  the  New  York  State  Nurses'  association  shall 
nominate  for  examiners  ten  of  their  members  who  have  had  not 
less  than  five  years  experience  in  their  profession,  and  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  said  association  thereafter,  two  other  candi- 
dates. The  regents  of  the  university  of  the  state  of  New  York 
shall  appoint  a  board  of  five  examinei's  from  such  list.  One  mem- 
ber of  said  board  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  one  for  thi^ee  years,  one  for  four  years,  and  ome  for  five 
years.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  any  examiner 
the  said  r^ents  shall  likewise  fill  the  vacancy  for  a  term  of  five 
years  and  until  his  or  her  successor  is  chosen.  An  unexpired 
term  of  an  examiner  caused  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise, 
shall  be  filled  by  the  regents  in  the  same  manner  as  an  original 
appointment  is  made.  The  said  regents,  with  the  advice  of  the 
board  of  examiners  above  provided  for,  shall  make  rules  for  the 
examination  of  nurses  applying  for  certification  under  this  act, 
and  shall  charge  foi*  examination  and  for  certification  a  fee  of  five 
dollars  fo  moot  the  actual  oxi)enscs,  and  shall  report  annualh'  their 
receipts  and  oxi)enditures  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  the 
state  comptroller,  and  pay  tlie  balance  of  receipts  over  expendi- 
tures to  the  state  treasurer.    The  said  regents  may  revoke  any 
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such  certificate  for  sufficient  cause  after  written  notice  to  the 
holder  thereof  and  hearing  thereon.  No  person  shall  thereafter 
practise  as  a  registered  nurse  under  any  such  revoked  certiflcata 

§  208.  Waiver  of  examinations. — The  regents  of  the  University 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  may  upon  the  recommendation  of  said 
board  of  examiners,  waive  the  examination  of  any  persons  possess- 
ing the  qualifications  mentioned  in  section  two  hundred  and  six, 
who  shall  have  been  graduated  before,  or  who  are  in  training  at 
the  time  of,  the  passage  of  this  act  and  shall  hereafter  be  grad- 
uated, and  of  such  persons  now  engaged  in  the  practice  of  nursing 
as  have  had  three  years'  experience  in  a  general  hospital  prior  to 
the  passage  of  this  act,  who  shall  apply  in  writing  for  such  certifi- 
cate within  three  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall 
also  grant  a  certificate  to  any  nurse  of  good  moral  character,  who 
has  been  engaged  in  the  actual  practice  of  nursing  for  not  less  than 
three  years  next  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act  who  shall  satis- 
factorily pass  an  examination  in  practical  nursing  within  three 
years  hereafter. 

§  209.  Violations  of  this  article. — Any  violation  of  this  article 
shall  be  a  misdemeanor.  When  any  prosecution  under  this  article 
is  made  on  the  complaint  of  the  New  York  State  Nurses'  associa- 
tion, the  certificate  of  incorporation  of  which  was  filed  and  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  on  the  second  day  of 
April,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  the  fines  collected  shall  be  paid 
to  said  association  and  any  excess  in  the  amount  of  fines  so  paid 
over  the  expenses  incurred  by  said  association  in  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  this  article,  shall  be  paid  at  the  end  of  each  year 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  state  of  New  York.

Section  213.  Examination  and  quarantine  of  children  admitted 
to  institutions  for  orphans,  destitute  or  vagrant  children  or  ju- 
venile delinquents. — Every  institution  in  this  state,  incorporated 
for  the  express  purpose  of  receiving  or  caring  for  orphan,  vagrant 
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or  destitute  children  or  juvenile  delinquents,  except  hospitals, 
shall  have  attached  thereto  a  regular  physician  of  its  selection 
duly  licensed  under  the  laws  of  the  state  and  in  good  professional 
standing,  whose  name  and  address  shall  be  kept  posted  conspicn- 
ouslj  within  such  institution  near  its  main  entrance.  The  words 
**  juvenile  delinquents  '^  here  used  shall  include  all  children  whose 
commitment  to  an  institution  is  authorized  by  the  penal  code. 
The  officer  of  every  such  institution  upon  receiving  a  chiM 
therein,  by  commitment  or  otherwise,  shall,  before  admitting  it  (u 
contact  with  the  other  inmates,  cause  it  to  be  examined  by  such 
physician,  and  a  written  certificate  to  be  given  by  him,  statin;; 
whether  the  child  has  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  whooping; 
couj^h  or  any  other  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  especially  of 
the  eyes  and  skin,  which  might  be  communicated  to  other  in- 
mates and  specifying  the  physical  and  mental  condition  of  the 
child,  the  presence  of  any  indication  of  hereditary  or  other  con 
stitutional  disease,  and  any  deformity  or  abnormal  condition 
found  upon  the  examination  to  exist.  No  child  shall  be  so  ad- 
mitted until  siuh  certificate  shall  have  been  furnished,  which 
shall  be  filed  with  the  commitment  or  other  papers  on  record  in 
the  case,  by  the  officers  of  the  institution,  who  shall,  on  receiving 
such  child,  place  it  in  strict  quarantine  thereafter  from  the  other 
inmates,  until  discharg(»d  from  such  quarantine  by  such  physi 
cian,  who  shall  thereupon  indorse  upon  the  certificate  the  length 
of  (piarantiue  and  the  date  of  discharge  thcrefi^m.  {As  amen^led 
hf/  vhiiptvr  i\iu  of  the  Uuvh  of  11M)0. ) 

§  214.  Monthly  examination  of  inmates  and  reports. — Snch 
physician  shall  at  leai«t  once  a  month  thorou^jhly  examine  and  in- 
!«pe(  t  the  entire  institution,  and  report  in  writing,  in  such  form  as 
may  be  ap])roved  by  the  state  board  of  health,  to  the  board  of 
manajrers  or  directors  of  the  institution,  and  to  the  local  board  of 
the  district  or  place  when*  the  institution  is  situated,  its  condition. 
especially  as  to  its  plumbing,  sinks,  watcT-closets,  urinals,  privies, 
dormitories,  the  physical  condition  of  the  children,  the  existence 
of  any  conta;j:ious  or  infectious  disease,  particularly  of  the  eyes  or 
skin,  their  food,  clothing  and  cleanliness,  and  whether  the  officers 
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of  the  institotion  have  provided  proper  and  sufficient  narses, 
orderlies,  and  other  attendants  of  proper  capacity  to  attend  to 
SQch  children,  to  secure  to  them  dae  and  proper  care  and  attention 
as  to  their  personal  cleanliness  and  health,  with  such  recommend- 
ations for  the  improvement  thereof  as  he  may  deem  proper.  Such 
boards  of  health  shall  immediately  investigate  any  complaint 
against  the  management  of  the  institution  or  of  the  existence  of 
anything  therein  dangerous  to  life  or  health,  and,  if  proven  to  be 
well  founded,  shall  cause  the  evil  to  be  remedied  without  delay. 

§  215.  Beds;  ventilation. — ^The  beds  in  every  dormitory  in  such 
institution  shall  be  separated  by  a  passageway  of  not  less  than 
two  feet  in  width,  and  so  arranged  that  under  each  the  air  shall 
freely  circulate  and  there  shall  be  adequate  ventilation  of  each 
bed,  and  such  dormitory  shall  be  furnished  with  such  means  of 
ventilation  as  the  local  board  of  health  shall  prescribe.  In  every 
dormitory  six  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air  space  shall  be  provided 
and  allowed  for  each  bed  or  occupant,  and  no  more  beds  or  occu- 
pants shall  be  permitted  than  are  thus  provided  for,  unless  free 
and  adequate  means  of  ventilation  exist  approved  by  the  local 
board  of  health,  and  a  special  permit  in  writing  therefor  be 
granted  by  such  board,  specifying  the  number  of  beds  or  cubic 
air  space  which  shall,  under  special  circumstances,  be  allowed, 
which  permit  shall  be  kept  conspicuously  posted  in  such  dormi- 
tory. The  physician  of  the  institution  shall  immediately  notify 
in  writing  the  local  board  of  health  and  the  board  of  managers 
or  directors  of  the  institution  of  any  violation  of  any  provision 
of  this  section.    (As  amended  by  chapter  667  of  the  Laxos  of  1900.) 

§  217.  Cadavers. — The  persons  having  lawful  couitrol  and  man- 
agement of  any  hosrpital,  prison,  asylum,  morgue,  or  other  recep- 
tacle for  corpses  not  interred,  and  every  undertaker  or  other 
person  having  in  his  lawful  possession  any  such  corpse  for  keeping 
or  burial  may  deliver  and  he  is  required  to  deliver,  under  the  con- 
ditions specified  in  this  section,  <^very  such  corik^e  in  their  or  his 
possession,  charge,  custody  or  conti-ol,  not  placed  therein  by  rela- 
tives or  friends  in  the  usual  maimer  for  keepinji:  or  burial,  to  \\\^

§  218.  Cadavers. — The  governors,  keepers,  wardens,  managers, 
or  |>ersone  having  lawful  control  and  management  of  any  hospital, 
prison,  almshouse,  asylum,  morgue  or  other  receptacle  for  corpses 
not  interred  in  the  counties  of  Onondaga,  Oswego,  Madison  and 
Cortland,  and  the  warden  of  the  Auburn  state  prison,  in  the 
county  of  Cayuga,  and  every  undertaker  or  other  person  in  the 
counties  of  Onondaga,  Oswego,  Madison  and  Cortland,  having  in 
his  lawful  possession  any  such  corpses  for  keeping  or  burial,  may 
deliver,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  deliver,  under  the  condi- 
tions specified  in  this  section,  every  such  corpse  in  their  or  his  pos- 
session, charge,  custody  or  control,  not  placed  therein  by  relatives 
or  friends  in  the  usual  manner  for  keeping  or  burial,  to  the  medical 
colleges  or  schools  in  said  counties  of  Onondaga,  Oswego,  Madison 
and  Cortland,  authorized  by  law  to  confer  either  the  degree  of  doc- 
tor of  medicine,  or  the  degree  of  doctor  of  dental  surgery  and  to  all 
other  colleges  or  schools  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  state 
in  said  counties  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  medicine,  anatomy  or 
surgery,  and  to  any  university  in  either  of  said  counties  having  a 
medical  preparatory  course  of  instruction,  and  the  professors  and 
teachers  in  every  such  college,  school  or  university  may  receive 
such  corpses  and  use  the  same  for  the  purposes  of  medical, 
anatomical  or  sui^cal  science  and  study.  No  such  corpse  shall 
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be  &o  delivered  if  within  forty -eight  hours  after  dt^ath,  it  is  d€ 
for  interment  by  relatives,  or  by  friends,  who  will  bear  the  expenses 
of  its  interment;  nor  shall  a  corpse  be  ao  delivered  or  received  of 
any  person  known  to  have  relatives,  whose  places  of  residence  are 
also  known,  without  the  assent  of  such  relatives;  and  such  rela- 
tives shall  have  deemed  to  have  assented  thereto,  unless  they  shall 
claim  such  corpse  for  the  interment  within  twenty-fonr  hours 
after  being  notified  of  the  death  of  such  person.  If  the  remains 
of  any  person  so  delivered  or  received  shall  be  subseQuently 
claimed  for  interment  by  any  relative  or  by  any  friend  who  will 
bear  the  ext>ense  of  such  intei'nient,  they  shall  be  given  up  to  such 
relative  or  friend  for  interment.  Any  person  claiming  any  corpse 
or  remains  for  interment^  as  provided  in  this  section,  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  persons,  college,  school,  university  or  officer  or  agent 
thereof,  in  whose  possession,  charge  or  custody  the  same  may  be, 
to  present  an  affidavit  stating  that  he  is  such  relative  or  friend, 
and  the  facts  and  circumstances  upon  which  the  claim  that  he  is 
such  relative  or  friend  is  based,  and,  if  a  friend,  that  he  w^ill  bear 
the  expense  of  such  interment,  the  expense  of  which  affidavit  shall 
be  paid  by  the  person  requiring  it.  If  such  person  shall  refuse 
to  make  such  affidavit,  «udi  cor]>se  or*  remain**  shall  not  be  de- 
livered to  him,  hut  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  and  right  to  the  same. 
Any  such  college,  school  or  university  in  either  of  said  counties  ^M 
desiring  to  avail  itself  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  notify  " 
said  governors,  keeiiers,  wardens,  managers*  undertakers  and  other 
persona  hereinbefore  s|>ecified  in  (he  county  where  said  college, 
school  or  university  is  situated,  or  in  any  of  said  adjoining  coun- 
ties, in  which  no  such  college,  school  or  university  is  situated  of  ] 
such  desire,  and  thereafter  it  shall  be  obligatory  upon  such  gov- 
ernors, keepers,  wardens,  managers,  undertakers  and  other  per- 
sons hereinbefore  specified,  to  immediately  notify  the  proper  officer 
or  oificerB  of  said  college,  school  or  university,  whenever  there  is 
any  corpse  in  their  possession,  charge,  custody  OT  control,  which 
may  be  delivered  to  a  medical  college,  school  or  university  under 
this  section,  and  to  deliver  the  same  to  such  college*  school  or 
univei-sity.    It   shall   be   the   duty   of  such   gov^emors,   keepers,] 
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wardens,  managers  and  persons  having  lawful  control  and  man- 
agement of  the  institutions  hereinbefore  mentioned,  after  being 
duly  notified  by  any  college,  school  or  university  of  its  desime  to 
avail  itself  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  to  keep,  if  requested 
so  to  do  by  such  college,  school  or  university,  and  if  provided  by 
such  medical  college,  school  or  university  with  a  suitable  book 
for  that  purpose,  a  true  and  correct  record  of  any  and  all  corpses 
thereafter  coming  into  their  possession,  charge,  custody,  or  con- 
trol, and  of  the  disi)osition  made  of  the  same,  giving  the  name  of 
such  corpses,  if  known;  the  dates  of  death  and  burial,  if  known; 
the  names  and  places  of  residence,  if  known,  of  the  relative  of  such 
corpses;  the  names  of  the  i>ersone  by  whom  such  corpses  are 
claimed  for  interment  and  the  names  of  the  colleges,  schools,  uni- 
versities, or  persons,  to  whom  the  same  are  delivered,  and  the 
dates  of  such  deliveries;  which  said  books  shall  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  officers  and  agents  of  such  college,  school  or  uni- 
versity furnishing  the  same  and  to  the  officers  and  agents  of  any 
other  medical  college,  school  or  university  entitled  to  receive 
corpses  from  the  same  county.  If  two  or  more  colleges,  schools 
or  universities  located  in  any  one  of  said  counties  are  entitled  to 
receive  corpses  from  the  same  or  from  said  adjoining  counties, 
they  shall  receive  the  same  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  matricu- 
lated students  in  each  collie.  The  professors  and  teachers 
in  every  college,  school  or  university  receiving  any  corpse 
under  this  section,  shall  dispose  of  the  remains  thereof,  after 
they  have  served  the  purposes  of  medical,  antfitomical,  or  sur- 
gical science  and  study,  in  accordamce  with  the  regulations  of 
the  local  board  of  health  where  the  college,  school  or  university 
is  situated.

AMTI-BUTTERINE  LAW. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  use  of  butteriue,  oleomargarine  or  adul- 
terated or  imitation  dairy  products  in  certain  institntioni 
within  this  state. 

Chapter  364,  Laws  of  1883. 

Section  1.  Expenditures  for  prodoctB,  etc.,  forbidden. — Vq 
money  appropriated  by  law  for  maintenance  and  support  in 
whole  or  in  part  of  a  state  institution;  oor  money  received  by  a 
charitable,  benevolent,  penal  or  reformatory  institution  from  the 
«tate,  or  from  a  county,  city  or  town  thereof,  or  appropriated  by 
Bucb  county,  city  or  town  for  tbe  maintenance  or  support  in 
whole  or  in  part  of  such  institution;  nor  money  belonging  to  or 
used  for  the  maintenance  or  support  of  such  institution,  shall  be 
expended  for  the  purchase  of,  or  in  payment  for,  butterine,  oleo- 
margarine, lard  cheese,  or  articles  or  products  in  imitation  or 
semblance  of  natural  butter  or  cheese  produced  from  pure  un- 
adulterated milk  or  cream  from  the  same,  which  articles  or 
products  have  been  rendered  or  manufactured  in  whole  or  in  part 
from  animal  fats»  or  animal  or  vegetable  oils  not  pi\»duced  from 
unadulterated  milk  or  cream  from  tbe  same* 

§  2.  Purchase,  sale  and  use  of  products,  etc,  prohibited* — ^No 
officer,  manager,  superintendent  or  agent  of  an  institution  men 
tioned  in  the  first  Bection  of  this  act,  shall  purchase  for  the  Ofie 
of  such  institution  articles  or  products  for  tbe  purchase  of  which 
the  money  appropriated  by  law^  or  by  a  county,  city  or  town, 
is  forbidden  to  be  used  by  this  act,  and  no  person  shall  sell  to, 
or  for  the  use  of  such  institution,  such  articles  or  products.  Nor 
shall  such  articles  or  products  be  used  as  articles  of  food  or  for 
cooking  purposes  in  such  institutions  within  this  state.

ARTICLE  VL 

TUB  ADOPTION  OF  CHILDR&N. 

iSectioD  60.  Definitions;  effect  of  article.

Section  60.  Definitions;  effect  of  article. — Adoption  is  the 
legal  act  whereby  an  adult  takes  a  minor  into  the  relation  of 
child  and  thereby  acquires  the  rights  and  incurs  the  responsi- 
bilities of  parent  in  respect  to  such  minor.  Hereafter,  in  this 
arlicle,  the  person  adopting  is  designated  the  "  foster  parent." 
A  voluntary  adoption  is  any  other  than  that  of  an  indigent  child, 
or  one  who  is  a  public  charge  from  an  orphan  asylum  or  chari- 
table institution.  An  adult  unmarried  person,  or  an  adult  hus- 
band or  wife,  or  an  adult  husband  and  his  adult  wife  together, 
may  adopt  a  minor  in  pursuance  of  this  article,  and  a  child  shall 
not  hereafter  be  adopted  except  in  pursuance  thereof.  Proof 
of  the  lawful  adoption  of  a  minor  heretofore  made  may  be 
re<*eived  in  evidence,  and  any  such  adoption  shall  not  be  abro- 
gated by  the  enactment  of  this  chapter  and  shall  have  the  effect 
of  an  adoption  hereunder.  Nothing  in  this  article  in  regard  to 
an  adopted  child  inheriting  from  the  foster  parent,  applies  to 
any  will,  devise  or  trust  made  or  created  before  June  twenty- 
fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  or  alters,  changes  or 
interferes  with  such  will,  devise  or  trust,  and  as  to  any  such 
will,  devise  or  trust,  a  child  adopted  before  that  date  is  not  an 
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heir  bo  as  to  alter  estates  or  trusts,  or  devises  in  wills  so  made 
or  created* 

§  61.  Whose  consent  necessary. — Consent  to  adoption  is  necoS' 
sary  as  follows: 

1.  Of  the  minor,  if  over  twelve  years  of  age; 

2.  Of  the  foster  parents,  hosliand  or  wife,  ynless  hivvfully 
separatedj  or  unless  they  jointly  adopt  such  minor; 

3.  Of  the  parents  or  surviving  parent  of  a  legitimate  child, 
and  of  the  mother  of  an  illegitimate  child;  but  the  consent  of  a 
parent  who  has  abandoned  the  eliitd,  or  is  deprived  of  civil 
rights,  or  divorced  because  of  his  or  her  adultery  or  cruelty,  or 
adjudged  to  be  insane,  or  to  be  an  habitual  drunkard,  or  judi- 
cially deprived  of  the  custody  of  the  child  on  account  of  cruelty 
or  neglect,  is  unnecessary, 

4.  Of  a  person  of  full  age  having  lawful  custody  of  the  child, 
if  any  such  person  can  be  found,  where  the  child  has  no  father 
or  mother  living,  or  no  father  or  mother  whose  consent  is  neces- 
sary under  the  last  subdivision.  If  such  child  has  no  father  or 
mother  living,  and  no  person  can  be  found  who  has  the  lawful 
custody  of  the  child,  the  judge  or  surrogate  shall  recite  such 
facts  in  the  order  allowing  the  adoption. 

§  62.  Requisites  of  voluntary  adoption* — In  adoption  the  fol- 
lowing requirements  must  be  followed: 

L  The  foster  parents  or  parent,  the  minor  and  all  the  persons 
whose  consent  is  necessary  under  the  last  section,  must  appear 
before  the  county  judge  or  the  surrogate  of  the  county  where 
the  foster  parent  or  parents  reside,  and  be  examined  by  such 
judge  or  surrogate,  except  as  provided  by  the  next  subdivision. 

2.  They  must  present  to  such  judge  or  surrogate  an  instru* 
ment  containing  substantially  the  consents  required  by  this 
chapter,  an  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  foster  parent  or 
parents  to  adopt  and  treat  the  minor  as  hi8,her,or  tiieir  own  law- 
ful child,  and  a  statement  of  the  age  of  the  child  as  nearly  as  the 
same  can  be  ascertained,  which  statement  shall  be  taken  prima 
facie  as  true.  The  instrument  must  be  signed  by  the  foster 
parent  or  parents  and  by  each  person  whose  consent  is  necee- 
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sary  to  the  adoption,  and  Beverally  acknowledged  by  said  per- 
sons before  such  judge  or  surrogate;  but  where  a  parent  or 
person  or  institution  having  the  legal  custody  of  the  minor 
resides  in  some  other  country,  state  or  county,  his  or  their  writ- 
ten acl^nowledged  consent,  or  the  written  acknowledged  consent 
of  the  officers  of  such  institution,  certified  as  conveyances  are 
required  to  be  certified  to  entitle  them  to  record  in  a  county  in 
this  state,  is  equivalent  to  his  or  their  appearance  and  execution 
of  such  instrument.  (As  amended  hy  chap.  498  of  the  Laws  of 
1899.) 

§  63.  Order. — If  satisfied  that  the  moral  and  temporal  inter- 
ests of  the  child  will  be  promoted  thereby,  the  judge  or  surro- 
gate must  make  an  order  allowing  or  confirming  such  adoption, 
reciting  the  reasons  therefor,  and  directing  that  the  minor  shall 
thenceforth  be  regarded  and  treated  in  all  respects  as  the  child 
of  the  foster  parent  or  parents.  Such  order,  and  the  instrument 
and  consent,  if  any,  mentioned  in  the  last  section  must  be  filed 
and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  such  county. 

It  is  not  required  by  the  statute  that  the  Judge  or  surrogate  shall  witness 
by  his  signature  the  consent  of  the  parties  adopting  the  child;  it  is  suffi- 
cient if  the  order  recites  that  the  parties  appeared  before  him  and  that 
they  signed  the  neccessary  consents.  People  ew  rel.  Burns  v,  Blocdel,  4^ 
X.  r.  8t.  Rep.  Jk5S;  16  N,  7.  8upp,  837. 

§  G4.  Effect  of  adoption. — Thereafter  the  parents  of  the  minor 
are  relieved  from  all  parental  duties  toward,  and  of  all  respon- 
sibility for,  and  have  no  rights  over  such  child,  or  to  his  property 
by  descent  or  succession.  Where  a  parent  who  has  procured 
a  divorce,  or  a  surviving  parent,  having  lawful  custody  of  a 
child,  lawfully  marries  again,  or  where  an  adult  unmarried 
person  who  has  become  a  foster  parent  and  has  lawful  custody 
of  a  child,  marries,  and  such  parent  or  foster  parent  consents 
that  the  person  who  thus  becomes  the  stepfather  or  the  step- 
mother of  such  child,  may  adopt  such  child,  such  parent  or  such 
foster  parent,  so  consenting,  shall  not  thereby  be  relieved  of  any 
of  his  or  her  parental  duties  toward,  or  be  deprived  of  any  of  his 
or  her  rights  over  said  child,  or  to  his  property  by  descent  or 
succession.    The  child  takes  the  name  of  the  foster  parent.    His 
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rights  of  inheritance  and  succession  from  his  natural  parents 
remain  unaffected  by  such  adoption.  The  foster  parent  or 
parents  and  the  minor  sustain  toward  each  other  the  legal 
relation  of  parent  and  child  and  have  all  the  rights,  and  are 
subject  to  all  the  duties  of  that  relation,  including  the  right  of 
inheritance  from  each  other,  except  as  the  same  is  affected  by 
the  provisions  in  this  section  in  relation  to  adoption  by  a  step- 
father or  stepmother,  and  such  right  of  inheritance  extends  to 
the  heirs  and  next  of  kin  of  the  minor,  and  such  heirs  and  next 
of  kin  shall  be  the  same  as  if  he  were  the  legitimate  child  of  the 
person  adopting,  but  as  respects  the  passing  and  limitation  over 
of  real  or  personal  property  dependent  under  the  proYisions 
of  any  instrument  on  the  foster  parent  dying  without  heirs,  the 
minor  is  not  deemed  the  child  of  the  foster  parent  so  as  to 
defeat  the  rights  of  remaindermen.  {As  amended  hy  ckajytcr  408 
of  iMirs  of  1897,  §  1.) 

§  65.  Adoption  from  charitable  institutions. — Where  an 
orphan  asylum  or  charitable  institution  is  authorized  to  place 
children  for  adoption,  the  adoption  of  every  such  child  shall, 
when  practicable,  be  given  to  persons  of  the  same  religious  faith 
as  the  parents  of  such  child.  The  adoption  shall  be  effected  by 
the  execution  of  an  instrument  containing  substantially  the 
same  provisions  as  the  instrument  provided  in  this  article  for 
voluntary  adoption,  signed  and  sealed  in  the  corporate  name  of 
such  corporation  by  the  officer  or  officers  authorized  by  the 
directors  thereof  to  sign  the  corporate  name  to  such  instru- 
ments, and  signed  by  the  foster  parent  or  parents  and  each  per- 
son whose  consent  is  necessary  to  the  adoption;  and  may  be 
signed  by  the  child,  if  over  twelve  years  of  age,  all  of  whom 
shall  appear  before  the  county  judge  or  surrogate  of  the  county 
where  such  foster  parents  reside  and  be  examined,  except  that 
such  officers  need  not  appear  and  such  judge  or  surrogate  may 
thereupon  make  the  order  of  adoption  provided  by  this  article. 
Such  instrument  and  order  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  where  the  fos'ter  parent 
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resides  and  the  adoption  shall  take  eflFeet  from  the  time  of  such 
filing  and  recording. 

§  66.  Abrogation  of  voluntary  adoption. — ^A  minor  may  be  de- 
prived of  the  rights  of  a  voluntary  adoption  by  the  following 
proceedings  only:  The  foster  parent,  the  minor  and  the  per- 
sons whose  consent  would  be  necessary  to  an  original  adoption, 
must  appear  before  the  county  judge  or  surrogate  of  the  county 
where  the  foster  parent  resides,  who  shall  conduct  an  examina- 
tion as  for  an  original  adoption.  If  he  is  satisfied  that  the 
abrogation  of  the  adoption  is  desired  by  all  parties  concerned, 
and  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  minor,  the  foster  parent, 
the  minor,  and  the  persons  whose  consent  would  have  been 
necessary  to  an  original  adoption  shall  execute  an  agreement, 
whereby  the  foster  parent  and  the  minor  agree  to  relinquish 
the  relation  of  parent  and  child  and  all  rights  acquired  by  such 
adoption,  and  the  parents  or  guardian  of  the  child  or  the  institu- 
tion having  the  custody  thereof,  agree  to  reassume  such  rela- 
tion. The  judge  or  surrogate  shall  indorse,  upon  such  agree- 
ment, his  consent  to  the  abrogation  of  the  adoption.  The 
agreement  and  consent  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office 
of  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  where  the  foster  parent  re- 
sides, and  a  copy  thereof  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
county  clerk  of  the  county  where  the  parents  or  guardians 
reside,  or  such  institution  is  located,  if  they  reside,  or  such 
institution  is  located,  within  this  state.  From  the  time  of  the 
filing  and  recording  thereof,  the  adoption  shall  be  abrogated, 
and  the  child  shall  reassume  its  original  name  and  the  parents 
or  guardians  of  the  child  shall  reassume  such  relation.  Such 
child,  however,  may  be  adopted  directly  from  such  foster  parents 
by  another  person  in  the  same  manner  as  from  parents,  and  as 
if  such  foster  parents  were  the  parents  of  such  child. 

§  67.  Application  in  behalf  of  the  child  for  abrogation  of  an 
adoption  from  a  charitable  institution. — A  minor  who  shall 
have  been  adopted  in  pursuance  of  this  chapter  or  of  any  act 
repealed  thereby,  from  an  orphan  asylum  or  charitable  institu- 
tion, or  any  corporation  which  shall  have  been  a  party  to  the 
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agreement  by  which  such  child  was  adopted,  or  any  person  on 

the  behalf  of  such  child^  may  make  an  applicatioo  to  the  rounty 
judge  or  the  surrogate-s  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  foster 
parent  then  resides,  for  the  abrogation  of  such  adoption,  on  the 
ground  of  cruelty,  misusage,  refusal  of  oecessary  provisions  or 
clothing,  or  inability  to  support,  maintain  or  edncate  such  child, 
or  of  any  violation  of  duty  on  the  part  of  such  foster  parent 
toward  such  child;  which  application  shall  be  by  a  petition 
setting  forth  the  grounds  thereof,  and  verified  by  the  person  or 
by  some  oflflcer  of  the  corporation  making  the  same.  A  citation 
shall  thereon  be  issued  by  such  judge  or  surrogate  in  or  out  of 
such  court,  requiring  such  foster  parent  to  show  cause  why  the 
application  should  not  be  granted.  The  provisions  of  the  code 
of  civil  procedure  relating  to  the  issuing,  contents,  time  and 
manner  of  service  of  citations  issued  out  of  a  surrogate's  court, 
and  to  the  hearing  on  the  return  thereof,  and  to  enforcing  the 
attendance  of  witnesses,  and  to  all  proceedings  thereon,  and  to 
appeals  from  decrees  of  surrogates'  courts,  not  inconsistent 
with  this  chapter,  shall  apply  to  such  citation,  and  to  all  pro- 
ceedings thereon.  Such  judge  or  court  shall  have  power  ti 
order  or  compel  the  production  of  the  person  of  such  minor* 
If  on  the  proofs  made  before  him,  on  the  hearing  on  such  cita- 
tion, the  judge  or  surrogate  shall  determine  that  either  of  the 
grounds  for  such  application  exists,  and  that  the  interests  of 
such  child  will  be  promoted  by  granting  the  application,  and 
that  such  foster  parent  has  justly  forfeited  his  right  to  the  cus- 
tody and  services  of  such  minor,  an  order  shall  be  made  and 
entered  abrogating  the  adoption,  and  thereon  the  status  of 
such  child  shall  be  the  same  as  if  no  proceedings  had  been  had 
for  the  adoption  thereof.  After  one  such  petition  against  a 
foster  parent  has  been  denied,  a  citation  on  a  subsequent  peti- 
tion against  the  same  foster  parent  may  be  issued  or  refused 
in  the  discretion  of  the  judge  or  surrogate  to  whom  such  snbse 
quent  petition  shall  be  made. 

§  fiS.  Application  of  the  foster  parent  for  the  abrogation  of 
such  an  adoption.^ — A  foster  parent  who  shall  have  adopted  a 
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minor  In  pnrsnance  of  thifl  chapter  or  of  any  act  repealed 
thereby,  from  an  orphan  asylum  or  charitable  institution,  may 
apply  to  the  county  judge  or  surrogate's  court  of  the  county  in 
which  such  foster  parent  resides,  for  the  abrogation  of  such 
adoption  on  the  ground  of  the  willful  desertion  of  such  child 
from  such  foster  parent,  or  of  any  misdemeanor  or  ill-behavior 
of  such  child,  which  application  shall  be  by  petition,  stating  the 
grounds  thereof,  and  the  substance  of  the  agreement  of  adop- 
tion, and  shall  be  verified  by  the  petitioner;  and  thereon  a  cita- 
tion shall  be  issued  by  such  judge  or  surrogate  in  or  out  of  such 
court,  directed  to  such  child,  and  to  the  corporation  which  was 
a  party  to  such  adoption,  or,  if  such  corporation  does  not  then 
exist,  to  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  such  county,  requir- 
ing them  to  show  cause  why  such  petition  should  not  be  granted. 
Unless  such  corporation  shall  appear  on  the  return  of  such  cita- 
tion before  the  hearing  thereon  shall  proceed,  a  special  guardian 
shall  be  appointed  by  such  judge  or  court  to  protect  the  inter- 
ests of  such  child  in  such  proceeding,  and  the  foster  parent  shall 
pay  to  such  special  guardian  such  sum  as  the  court  shall  direct 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  fees  and  the  necessary  disburse- 
ments in  preparing  for  and  contesting  such  application  on  behalf 
of  the  child.  If  such  judge  or  surrogate  shall  determine,  on  the 
proofs  made  before  him,  on  the  hearing  of  such  citation,  that 
the  child  has  violated  his  duty  toward  such  foster  parent,  and 
that  due  regard  to  the  interests  of  both  require  that  such  adop- 
tion be  abrogated,  an  order  shall  be  made  and  entered  accord- 
ingly; and  such  judge  or  court  may  make  any  disposition  of  the 
child,  which  any  court  or  officer  shall  then  be  authorized  to 
make  of  vagrant,  truant  or  disorderly  children.  If  such  judge 
or  surrogate  shall  otherwise  determine  an  order  shall  be  made 
and  entered  denying  the  petition.

Section  70.  Definitions;  effect  of  article. — The  instrument 
whereby  a  minor  is  bound  out  to  serve  as  a  clerk  or  servant  in 
any  trade,  profession  or  employment,  or  is  apprenticed  to  learn 
the  art  or  mystery  of  any  trade  or  craft,  is  an  indenture. 

Every  indenture  made  in  pursuance  of  the  laws  repealed  by 

this  chapter  shall  be  valid  hereunder,  but  hereafter  a  minor 

shall  not  be  bound  out  or  apprenticeci  except  in  pursuance  of 

this  article.

§  71,  Consents  to  indenture. — Every  indenture  must  contain: 
!•  The  names  of  the  parties; 

2,  The  age  of  the  minor  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  which 
age  on  the  filing  of  the  indenture  shall  be  taken  prima  facie  to 
be  the  true  age; 

3,  A  statement  of  the  nature  of  the  service  or  employment  to 
which  the  minor  is  bound  or  apprenticed; 

4,  The  terra  of  service  or  apprenticeship,  stating  the  begin- 
ning and  end  thereof; 

5»  An  agreement  that  the  minor  will  not  leave  his  master  or 
employer  during  the  term  for  which  he  is  indentured; 

6.  An  agreement  that  suitable  and  proper  board,  lodging  and 
medical  attendance  for  the  minor  during  the  continuance  of  the 
term  shall  be  provided,  either  by  the  master  or  employer,  or 
by  the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  apprentice; 

7.  A  statement  of  every  sum  of  money  paid  or  agreed  to  be 
paid  in  relation  to  the  service; 
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8.  If  such  minor  is  bound  as  an  apprentice  to  learn  the  art 
or  mystery  of  any  trade  or  craft,  an  agreement  on  the  part  of 
the  employer  to  teach,  or  to  cause  to  be  carefully  and  skillfully 
taught,  to  such  apprentice,  every  branch  of  the  business  to 
which  such  apprentice  is  indentured,  and  that  at  the  expiration 
of  such  apprenticeship  he  will  give  to  such  apprentice  a  certifi- 
cate, in  writing,  that  such  apprentice  has  served  at  such  trade 
or  craft  a  full  term  of  apprenticeship  specified  in  such  inden- 
ture; 

9.  If  a  minor  is  indentured  by  the  poor  oflQcers  of  a  county, 
city  or  town,  or  by  the  authorities  of  an  orphan  asylum,  penal 
or  charitable  institution,  an  agreement  that  the  master  or  em- 
ployer will  cause  such  child  to  be  instructed  in  reading,  writing 
and  the  general  rules  of  arithmetic,  and  that  at  the  expiration 
of  the  term  of  service  he  will  give  to  such  minor  a  new  Bible. 

Every  such  indenture  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county 
clerk  of  the  county  where  the  master  or  employer  resides. 
(As  amended  by  chapter  448  of  the  Laws  of  1899.) 

§  72.  Indenture  by  minor;  by  whom  signed. — Any  minor  may, 
by  the  execution  of  the  indenture  provided  by  this  article,  bind 
himself  or  herself: 

L  As  an  apprentice  to  learn  the  art  or  mystery  of  any  trade 
or  craft  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five 
years;  or, 

2.  As  a  servant  or  clerk  in  any  profession,  trade  or  employ- 
ment for  a  term  of  service  not  longer  than  the  minority  of  such 
minor,  unless  such  indenture  be  made  by  a  minor  coming  from 
a  foreign  country,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  his  passage,  when 
such  indenture  may  be  made  for  a  term  of  one  year  although 
such  term  may  extend  beyond  the  time  when  such  person  will 
be  of  full  age. 

An  indenture  made  in  pursuance  of  this  section  must  be 
signed, 

1.  By  the  minor; 

2.  By  the  father  of  the  minor  unless  he  is  legally  incapable  of 
giving  consent  or  has  abandoned  his  family; 
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3.  Bj  the  mother  of  the  minor  unless  she  is  legally  incapable 
of  giving  consent; 

4,  Bj  the  guardian  of  the  person  of  the  minor,  if  any; 

B.  If  there  be  neither  parents  or  guardianB  of  the  minor 
legally  capable  of  giving  consent,  by  the  county  judge  of  the 
county  or  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  district,  in  which 
the  minor  resides;  whose  consent  shall  be  necessary  to  the  bind- 
ing out  or  apprenticing  in  pursuance  of  this  section  of  a  minor 
coming  from  a  foreign  country  or  of  the  child  of  an  Indian 
woman,  in  addition  to  the  other  consents  herein  provided; 

6.  By  the  master  or  employer, 

§  73.  Indenture  by  poor  officers;  by  whom  signed. — The  poor 
officers  of  a  municipal  corporation  may,  by  an  execution  of  the 
indenture  provided  by  this  article  bind  out  or  apprentice  any 
minor  whose  support  shall  become  chargeable  to  such  municipal 
corporation, 

In  such  case  the  indenture  shall  be  signed, 

1.  By  the  officer  or  officers  binding  out  or  apprenticing  the 
minor; 

2.  By  the  master  or  employer; 

ri  By  the  county  judge  of  the  county,  if  the  support  of  such 
child  was  chargeable  to  the  county,  by  two  justices  of  the  peace, 
if  chargeable  to  the  town,  or  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  or 
any  two  of  them,  if  chargeable  to  the  city. 

The  poor  officers  by  whom  a  child  is  indentured  and  thi-ir 
successors  in  office,  shall  be  guardians  of  every  such  child  and 
shall  inquire  into  the  treatment  thereof,  and  redress  any  griev 
ance  as  provided  by  law. 

The  provision  of  the  Revised  Statutes  (1  R.  S.  617.  f  15)  declaring  tUnt 
A  majority  of  the  Buperiotendents  of  the  poor  of  a  connty  "  shall  b<?  at 
all  times  competent  to  transact  bnsiness  and  to  execute  aay  powers 
vested  In  the  board  of  superintendents"  authorizes  the  majority  to  act, 
Irrespective  of  and  without  consultation  with  the  minority. 

The  authority  to  bind  minors  ns  apprentices  given  to  said  superin- 
tendents (2  B,  S,  134,  §  5)  may,  therefore,  be  executed  by  a  majority, 
^without  a  meedug  of  or  notice  to  all,     Johnson  r\  Dodd,  56  .V.  T.  76. 

The  government  has  the  right  to  retiyire  tlie  services  of  its  cltiKens. 
minors  as  well  as  adults,  for  the  public  defense.  It  may  dissolve  ibe 
X5©Iatlon  of  master  and  apprentice  existing  by  force  of  muDicipal  regn- 
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latlons,  and  the  obligation  of  service  resulting  from  Indentures  executed 
under  or  sanctioned  by  local  law. 

The  relation  is  dissolved  by  the  acceptance  of  the  apprentice  into  the 
military  service  of  the  goTemment,  although  his  enlistment  was  his 
Toluntary  act,  not  compelled  by  the  gOTernment,  and  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  master;  and«the  wages  due  the  former  for  his  service  in  the 
army  as  well  as  bounty  money  belong  to  him,  to  the  exclusion  of  any 
claim  thereto  by  the  latter.    Id. 

A  mother  who  has  received  temporary  relief  from  the  poor  officers  is  not 
a  person  chargeable  to  the  public,  within  the  meaning  of  the  statutes, 
allowing  a  child  who,  or  whose  parents,  become  chargeable,  to  be  bound 
out    People  ex  rel,  Heilbronner  v.  Hosier,  I4  Abb,  Pr,  N,  8.  4H. 

Abandonment  of  a  child  by  the  father  is  the  surrender  of  his  parental 
right  to  the  child's  custody.  People  ew  rel,  Wehle  v.  Weissenbach,  60  N.  7, 
S85, 

§  74.  Indenture  by  a  charitable  corporation;  by  whom  signed. 
— ^Where  an  orphan  asylum  or  charitable  institution  is  author- 
ized to  bind  out  or  apprentice  dependent  or  indigent  children 
committed  to  its  charge,  every  such  child  shall,  when  practicablei 
be  bound  out  or  apprenticed  to  persons  of  the  same  religious 
faith  as  the  parents  of  such  child,  and  the  indenture  shall  in 
such  ease  be  signed, 

1.  In  the  corporate  name  of  such  institution  by  the  officer  or 
officers  thereof  authorized  by  the  directors  to  sign  the  corporate 
name  to  such  instrument,  and  shall  be  sealed  with  the  cori)orate 
seal; 

2.  By  the  master  or  employer;  and 

3.  May  be  signed  by  the  child,  if  over  twelve  years  of  age. 

§  75.  Penalty  for  failure  of  master  or  employer  to  perform 
provisions  of  indenture. — If  a  master  or  employer  to  whom  a 
minor  has  been  indentured  shall  fail,  during  the  term  of  service, 
to  perform  any  provision  of  such  indenture,  on  his  part,  such 
minor  or  any  person  in  his  behalf,  may  bring  an  action  against 
the  master  or  employer  to  recover  damages  for  such  failure; 
and  if  satisfied  that  there  is  sufficient  cause,  the  court  shall 
direct  such  indenture  to  be  canceled,  and  may  render  judgment 
against  such  master  or  employer  for  not  to  exceed  one  thousand 
nor  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  collected  and  paid  over 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  such  minor  to  the  corporation  or 
86 
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ofQcers  indenturing  such  minor,  if  so  indentured,  and  otherwise, 
to  the  parents  or  guardian  of  the  child. 

§  76.  Assignment  of  indenture  on  death  of  master  or  em- 
ployer.— On  the  death  of  a  master  or  employer  to  whom  a  per- 
son is  indentured  by  the  poor  oflScers  of  "a  municipal  corpora- 
tion, the  personal  representatives  of  the  master  or  employer 
may,  with  the  written  and  acknowledged  consent  of  such  person, 
assign  such  indenture  and  the  assignee  shall  become  vested 
with  all  the  rights  and  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  of  his 
assignor;  or  if  such  consent  be  refused,  the  assignment  may  be 
made  with  like  effect  by  the  county  judge  of  the  county,  on  proof 
that  fourteen  days'  notice  of  the  application  therefor  has  been 
given  to  the  person  indentured,  to  the  officers  by  whom  inden- 
tured, and  to  his  parent  or  guardian,  if  in  the  country. 

§  77.  Contracts  with  apprentices  in  restraint  of  trade  void. — 
No  person  shall  accept  from  any  apprentice  any  agreement  or 
cause  him  to  be  bound  by  oath,  that  after  his  term  of  service 
expires,  he  will  not  exercise  his  trade,  profession  or  employment 
in  any  particular  place;  nor  shall  any  person  exact  from  any 
apprentice,  after  his  term  of  service  expires,  any  money  or  other 
thing,  for  exercising  his  trade,  profession  or  employment  in  any 
place.  Any  security  given  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be 
void;  and  any  money  paid,  or  valuable  thing  delivered,  for  the 
consideration,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  any  such  agreement  or 
exaction,  may  be  recovered  back  by  the  person  paying  the  same 
with  interest;  and  every  person  accepting  such  agreement,  caus- 
ing such  obligation  to  be  entered  into,  or  exacting  money  or 
other  thing,  is  also  liable  to  the  apprentice  in  the  penalty  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  which  may  be  recovered  in  a  civil  suit. 


PLAdKO  OTTT  CHILDBEN. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  evils  and  abuses  in  connection  with  the 
placing  out  of  children. 

Chapter  264,  Laws  of  1898. 

Section  1.  When  used  in  this  act  the  term  destitute  child  means 
an  orphan,  abandoned  or  destitute  minor,  under  the  age  of  six- 
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teen  years,  who  is  an  inmate  of  a  public  or  private  charitable 
institution  or  is  maintained  by  or  dependent  upon  public  or  or- 
ganized charity.  The  term  place-out,  when  used  in  this  act,  means 
the  placing  of  a  destitute  child  in  a  family,  other  than  that  of  a 
relative  within  the  second  degree,  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
a  home  for  such  child.  The  term  board,  when  used  in  this  axrt, 
meaiiA  the  state  board  of  charities. 

§  2.  It  is  hereby  made  unlawful  for  any  person  or  corporation, 
other  than  a  charitable  or  benevolent  institution,  society  or  asso- 
ciation, or  society  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children,  now 
or  hereafter  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  a 
local  oflBcer  charged  with  the  relief  of 'the  poor  and  placing  out  in 
the  manner  now  provided  by  law,  to  place  out  any  destitute  child, 
directly  or  indirectly,  unless  such  person  or  corporation  shall  be 
duly  licensed,  as  hereinafter  provided,  by  the  state  board  of  chari- 
ties, to  place  out  destitute  children.  Nor  shall  any  local  officer 
charged  with  the  relief  of  the  poor,  directly  or  indirectly,  place 
out  any  child  or  children  in  a  family  not  residing  within  this 
state. 

In  People  ex  rel.  Charles  TV.  Spaulding  v.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Sara- 
toga County,  66  App,  Div,  117,  the  court  said:  "That  such  resolution 
empowered  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  to  employ  Maybee  to  assist 
him  in  finding  homes  for  indigent  children,  which  was  one  of  his  official 
duties. 

"  That  the  duty  of  placing  children  in  the  homes  found  by  Maybee 
devolved  upon  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  and  not  upon  Maybee.  and, 
therefore,  that  the  fact  that  Maybee  was  not  licensed  by  the  State  Board 
of  Charities  to  *  place  out  *  children,  as  required  by  section  2  of  chapter 
264  of  the  L#aws  of  1808,  did  not  render  the  contract  of  employment 
Invalid." 

Decision  alRmied,  170  y,  Y.  93,  but  order  based  upon  decision,  modiflotl. 

§  3.  The  state  board  of  charities  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
licenses  to  such  persons  or  corporations  as  apply  therefor,  and, 
in  the  judgment  of  said  board,  are  proper  to  place  out  children, 
empowering  such  licensees  to  place  out  destitute  children.  Any 
such  license  may  be  revoked  by  said  board,  in  its  discretion,  on 
reasonable  notice  to  such  licensee  and  after  affording  such  licensee 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard  before  said  board.  The  reason  for  not 
granting  any  such  license  within  six  months  after  application  has 
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been  made  therefor,  or  for  revoking  a  license,  shall  be  entered  In 

full  in  the  minutes  of  said  board. 

§  4,  Anj  person  or  corporation  who  shall  place  out  a  destitute 
child  «iiall  keep  and  preserve  a  record  of  the  full  name  and  actual 
or  apparent  age  of  such  child,  the  names  and  residence  af  its 
parents,  so  far  as  known,  and  the  name  and  residence  of  the  per- 
son or  persons  with  whmn  such  ebild  is  placed.  If  such  person 
or  corporation  shall  subsequently  remove  such  child  from  the  cu»- 
todj  of  the  person  or  persons  with  whom  it  was  placed,  the  fact 
of  such  removal  and  the  disposition  made  of  such  child  shall  be 
entered  ui>on  such  record. 

§  5.  The  state  board  of  charities,  through  any  member,  officer 
or  duly  anthorized  inspector  of  said  board,  is  hereby  authorized  tu 
visit,  in  its  discretion,  any  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years, 
not  legally  adopted,  placed  out  by  any  person  or  corporation  men- 
lioned  in  the  second  section  of  this  act,  or  by  any  pei*8on  licensed 
by  H«iid  board  to  place  out  destitute  children. 

§  6.  In  i^xmy  case  w^here  practicable  any  child  placed  out  shall 
be  placed  with  Individuals  of  like  religious  faith  as  the  parents 
of  the  child. 

§  7.  Whenever  the  state  board  of  charities  shall  decide  by  the 
anirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  its  members  that  any  person  or 
corporation  has  placed  out  children  for  purposes  of  gain,  or  with- 
out due  inquiry  as  to  the  character  and  reputation  of  the  persons 
with  whom  such  children  are  placed,  and  with  the  result  that  such 
children  are  subjected  to  cruel  or  improper  treatment  or  neglect 
or  immoral  surroundings,  the  «aid  board  may  issue  an  order  pro^ 
bib] ting  such  person  or  corporation  from  thereafter  placing  out 
children.  No  such  order  shall  be  Issued  unless  such  person  or 
corporation  has  had  reasonable  notice,  with  a  copy  of  the  charge, 
and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  before  said  board,  and  a  full  record 
of  the  proceedings  and  decision  on  such  hearings  shali  be  kept  by 
said  board.  Any  such  order  issued  by  said  boiard  may  be  revoked 
by  said  board. 

§  8.  Any  person  or  corporation  who  may  feel  aggrieved  by  tht 
decisioni  of  the  state  board  of  charities  in  issuing  any  order  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  isectlon  seven  of  this  act,  may  apply  to 
any  judge  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  judicial  district  In  which 
such  person  resides,  or  in  whicli  the  chief  office  of  such  corpora- 
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tion  is  situated,  for  a  writ  of  certiorari,  and  upon  the  return  of 
such  writ  the  reasonableness  of  such  decision  shall  be  subject  to 
review  bj  the  supreme  court  of  this  state. 

§  9.  Anj  person  or  corporation  who  shall  willfully  violate  anj 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  shall  place  out  a  child  in  violation 
of  an  order  issued  under  the  provisions  of  section  seven  of  this 
act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  and  of  not  more 
than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.

Section  18.  Presumption  as  to  child  under  seven  years. — ^A 
child  under  the  age  of  seven  years  is  not  capable  of  committing 
crime. 

The  law  does  not  define  when  a  child  becomes  sui  juris.  Kunz  v.  City  of 
Troy,  104  A^  Y.  351  ;  5  St.  Rep.  642. 

A  child  not  yet  seven  has  not  reached  that  age  at  which  infants  are  gen- 
erally supposed  to  be  of  full  discretion  or  capable  of  crime  of  which  laches 
and  neglect  are  but  degrees.  Moehus  v.  Ilcrrman,  108  y.  Y.  353 ;  13  8t,  Rep. 
048. 

Infants  under  seven  years  of  age  are  deemed  incapable  of  committing 
crime,  and  by  the  common  law  such  incapacity  presumptively  continues 
until  the  age  of  twelve.  Stone  v.  Dry  Dork,  etc.,  115  N.  Y.  109 ;  23  St.  Rep. 
551. 

§  19.  Age  of  capability  for  crime.  Age,  how  determined  by 
examination.  By  record  of  baptism  or  birth.  By  family  Bible. — 
A  child  of  the  age  of  seven  years,  and  under  the  age  of  twelve 
years,  is  presumed  to  be  incapable  of  crime,  but  the  presumption 
may  be  removed  by  proof  that  he  had  sufficient  capacity  to  under- 
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stand  the  act  or  Begleet  charged  against  him  and  to  know  its 

wrongfulnesB.  Whenever  in  any  legal  proceedings  it  becomes 
necessary  to  determine  the  age  of  a  child,  the  child  may  be  pro- 
duced for  personal  inspection,  to  enable  the  magistrate,  court  or 
jury,  to  determine  the  age  thereby;  and  the  court  or  magistrate 
may  diret*t  an  examination  by  one  or  more  physicians,  whose 
opinion  shall  also  be  competent  evidence  upon  the  question  of  age. 
A  copy  of  the  record  of  baptism  of  any  child  in  any  parish  register, 
or  register  kept  in  a  chnnh,  or  by  a  clergy-man  thereof,  or  a  cer- 
tificate of  baptism  duly  authenticated  by.  the  person  in  charge  of 
such  register,  or  who  administered  said  bai>ti8ni,  and  also  a  tran 
script  of  the  record  of  birth  recorded  in  any  bureau  of  vital  sti 
tisHcs  or  board  of  health,  duly  authenticated  by  its  secretary  or 
under  its  seal,  and  the  entries  made  in  a  family  Bible,  shall  also 
be  competent  evidence  npon  the  question  of  the  age. 

The  Penal  Code  preserves  th^  rule  of  the  common  law  except  that  It 
fIxpR  the  flp:e  of  twelve  instend  of  fourteen  as  the  time  when  the  pre«mnp* 
flon  of  Incapacity  ceases.  Stone  v.  Bry  Dock,  etc.,  115  N,  Y.  109;  23  St 
Rep,  551. 

On  a  criminal  chnrge  aj^alm^t  an  Infant  bet^veen  the  jears  of  Beven  and 
twelve,  the  hnrrlen  Is  on  tlie  prosecutor  to  shontv  that  the  child  has  Intel- 
Ilir«  nw  and  mnttirlty  of  Jtidgmrnt  siiffirlrnt  to  render  hlra  capahle  of 
harboring  a  criminal  Intent.  Stone  v.  Dry  Dock,  etc.,  115  K.  Y,  100;  23 
St  Hep.  551. 

A  Jnry  has  the  right  to  determine  from  personal  Inspection,  the  »j?e  of  a 
child  at  the  time  an  offense  Is  fltleped  to  have  lieen  committed.  People  v. 
Stott,  4  N.  Y.  Cr  30S;  Proplc  t\  Pfntt,  3  \\  Y.  Ct\  137.  The  latter  ease 
was  reveraosl  In  100  N.  T,  5W.  but  npon  another  point  See  also  People  r. 
Shrpparfh  0  *S7.  Rep,  ^,  44  Hun,  *%'>;  5  y,  Y,  Vr,  136. 

§  20.  Irresponsibility  of  idiots  Inn.ntic,  etc.— An  act  done  by  a 
person  who  is  an  idiot,  imbecile*  lunatic,  or  insane,  is  not  a  crime. 
A  person  cannot  be  tried,  sentenced  to  any  punishment,  or  pun- 
iehed  for  a  crime,  while  he  is  in  a  state  of  idiocy,  imbecility, 
Umacy  or  insanity,  bo  as  to  be  incapable  of  understanding  the 
proceeding  or  making  his  defense. 

The  law  prestimea  sanity  iii  all  cases.  People  v.  Coleman,  1  A\  F.  Cr.  5. 
The  bnrden  of  overthrowlnjEr  the  presumption  of  sanity  Is  upon  the  person 
who  alleges  the  Insanity,     /rf. 

An  in«jane  man  frequently  deliberates,  and  after  the  most  mature  deliber- 
ation commits  acta  which,  biit  for  his  insanity,  would  be  crimes,  Propte  v, 
Woftd.  12G  N.  r.  2GT;  36  St  Rrp.  8r>3.  The  question  always  is,  not  did  the 
party  deliberate,  but  was  he  at  the  time  insane  within  the  legal  deflnltlos 
of  that  term.    Id. 
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An  Insane  person  cannot  be  lawfully  punished  for  an  act  which  was  com- 
mitted by  him  while  In  a  state  of  Insanity,  or  when  he  has  become  Insane 
during  or  after  a  trial  or  conviction.  People  v,  McElvaine,  125  N,  Y.  600 ; 
36  St.  Rep,  181. 

An  insane  person  is  Incapable  of  crime.  People  v.  Coleman,  1  N.  Y.  Or. 
2 

A  lunatic  is  not  criminally  liable  for  his  unlawful  acts.  Autremont  v. 
Fire  Association,  48  8t.  Rep,  43;  66  Hun,  477;  20  N,  Y,  Supp,  345.  But 
he  is  responsible  civilly  for  any  tort  committed  by  him  where  a  wrongful 
Intent  is  not  an  essential  thing  to  be  proved.    Id, 

The  species  of  insanity,  called  by  some  moral  insanity,  constitutes  no 
defense  for  the  commission  of  crime.  People  v.  Wood,  126  N.  Y,  268 ;  36  8t, 
Rep.  963. 

In  a  defense  that  the  homicide  was  the  unconscious  and  uncontrollable 
result  of  eiiileptio  furor,  the  absence  of  motive  is  important,  as  bearing 
upon  the  issue  so  presented.  People  v.  Barber,  115  N,  Y,  475 ;  25  8t,  Rep. 
184. 

Tlie  doctrine  that  a  criminal  act  may  be  excused  upon  the  motion  of  an 
irresistible  impulse  to  commit  it,  where  the  offender  has  the  ability  to  dis- 
cover his  legal  and  moral  duty  in  respect  to  it,  has  no  place  In  the  law. 
Flanigan  v.  People,  52  N.  Y.  467;  People  v.  Carpenter,  1  St.  Rep.  642;  102 
id.  250;  4  .V.  Y.  Cr.  187;  People  v.  Walicorth,  id.  305;  Willis  v.  People,  32 
N.  Y.  717;  }fortt  v.  People,  85  id.  879;  People  v.  Coleimn,  1  y.  Y.  Cr.  3. 

\\'heu  it  is  said  that  a  prisoner  must,  at  the  time  of  the  alleged  criminal 
act  liave  sufficient  capacity  to  distinguish  between  right  and  wrong  with 
respect  to  such  act,  it  is  Implied  that  he  must  have  sufficient  capacity  to 
know  wliethcr  such  act  is  violation  of  the  law  of  God,  or  of  the  land,  or  of 
botli.     Moctt  V.  People,  85  y.  Y.  380. 

Tlie  test  of  responsibility  is  the  capacity  to  distinguish  between  right  and 
wrong  at  tlie  time  the  act  was  done,  and  in  respect  thereto.  People  v,  Casey, 
2  .V.  r.  Cr.  190.  (Reversed  in  2  'N.  Y.  Cr.  194;  96  y.  Y.  115,  but  on  other 
grounds.)  The  law  does  not  find  irresponsibility  where  the  claim  is  that 
such  capacity  exists,  without  the  power  to  choose  between  them.  Id; 
Flaniuan  v.  People,  52  N.  Y.  467. 

The  test  of  responsibility  for  criminal  acts,  where  Insanity  is  asserted,  is 
tlio  capacity  of  the  accused  to  distinguish  between  right  and  wrong  at  the 
time  and  with  respect  to  the  act  which  is  the  subject  of  inquiry.  People  v, 
Coleman.  1  N.  Y.  Cr.  2. 

The  true  test  of  criminal  responsibility,  where  the  defense  of  insanity  is 
Interposed,  is,  whether  the  accused  had  sufficient  reason  to  know  the  nature 
and  (jnality  of  his  act,  and  whether  he  has  sufficient  reason  to  know  right 
from  wrong.     Walker  v.  People,  1  N.  Y,  Cr.  14. 

In  order  to  sustain  the  defense  of  insanity,  the  evidence  should  be 
clear  and  substantial.  Walker  v.  People,  1  y.  Y.  Cr.  27.  And  if  there  is 
upon  the  whole  evidence  in  the  case  any  reasonable  doubt,  the  accused  is 
entitled  to  the  !>eneflt  of  that  doubt  and  to  an  acquittal.    Id. 

The  rei>ort  of  the  Commissioners  under  sections  636  to  662  of  Criminal 
Code  will  not  prevent  the  accused  from  having  the  question  as  to  sanity 
passed  upon  by  a  jury  on  the  trial  of  the  indictment  People  v,  Uaight,  13 
A55.  y.

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§  21*  Irresponsibility^  etc.,  of  idiots^  lunatics,  etc. — ^A  person 
is  not  excused  from  criminal  liability  as  an  idiot,  imbecile,  luna- 
tic, or  insane  perBon,  except  upon  proof  that,  Jit  ihe  time  of  com- 
mitting the  alleged  criminal  act,  he  was  laboring  tinder  such  a 
defect  of  reason,  as  either 

1»  Not  to  know  the  nature  and  quality  of  the  act  he  was  doing; 
or 

2,  Not  to  know  that  the  act  was  wrong. 

Tbe  rule  now  established  excludes  couBideration  of  the  question  as  to 
whether  the  accused  possessed  sufficient  mental  power  to  forbear  the  com- 
inlsBion  of  an  act  which  he  clearly  perceived  to  be  crtmliial.  Peopk  €.

An  Insane  delusion  with  reference  to  the  conduct  nnd  attitude  of  another 
cannot  excuse  the  crtmlnal  act  of  taking  hia  life,  unless  it  la  of  such  i 
character  tliot.  if  it  had  been  true.  It  wonld  l)ave  rendered  the  homicide 
excuf^able  or  jufitifiable.     People  t\  Taplor,  52  St.  Rrp,  ni&;  138  N,  Y.  40a 

Partial  Inability,  or  Incipient  in8aiilt>%  Is  not  sufflcient.  If  there  Is  atlll 
the  ability  to  i»erforxn  a  correct  perception  of  tlie  legal  quality  of  the  act 
and  to  know  thut  it  Is  wrong.  People  v,  Taylor,  52  St.  Rep,  919;  138  Tf.  F. 
407,  If,  when  a  specific  act  Is  contemplated,  he  has  tbe  power  to  know 
whether  it  is  wrong  to  do  It  and  right  to  refrain  from  doing  tt,  the  law 
preflQfnes  that  tbe  person  has  also  tbe  power  to  choose  between  the  right 
and  wrong  course  of  action,  and  will  not  permit  either  courts  or  Juries  to 
speculate  as  to  its  possible  non-exfstence*    id. 

A  desire  for  self -destruction  and  the  adoption  of  means  to  secure  It  do 
not  of  themselves  indicate  a  mental  impairment  which  has  advanced  to  the 
stage  of  irresponsibility,  otherwise  the  law  would  not  make  the  attempt 
to  kill  one's  self  a  crime.

I  22.  Intoxicated  person, — No  act  committed  bj  a  person  while 
in  a  state  of  voluntary  intoxication,  shall  be  deemed  less  criminal 

by  reason  of  his  having  be^n  in  such  condition.     Bnt  whenever 

the  actual  existence  of  any  particular  purpose,  motive  or  intent 

is  a  necessary  element  to  constitnte  a  particular  species  or  de^ee 

of  crime,  the  jury  may  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the 

accused  was  intoxicated  at  the  time,  in  determining  the  purpose, 

motive  or  intent  with  which  he  committed  the  act. 

The  law  expressly  declares  that  voluntary  intoxication,  though  fur* 
nlshfng  no  excuse  for  a  criminal  act,  may  be  considered  by  the  Jury  upon 
the  questions  of  Intent  and  of  the  degree  of  crime.  People  v.  Conroy^  2  N* 
7.  Cr,  248;  33  Hun,  121.  It  may  also  he  considered  upon  the  qneatlon  of 
delfberatioiu    Id, 
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The  Jury  have  a  right  to  consider  the  intoxicated  condition  of  the  accused. 
People  V.  CaMsiano,  30  Hun,  888 ;  1  y.  F.  Cr.  505. 

Intoxication  does  not  absolutely  tend  to  show  an  absence  of  premeditation 
and  deliberation.  People  v.  Mills,  88  N.  Y.  181  ;SN.Y.  Cr,  187 ;  21  W.  Dig. 
137.    This  is  a  question  for  the  Jury  to  determine.    Id, 

The  only  materiality  of  the  evidence  of  the  defendant's  intoxication  is  its 
bearing  upon  the  questions  of  deliberation,  premeditation  and  intent 
People  V,  Fi9h,  126  N.  Y,  146;  8  N.  Y.  Cr.  136;  34  8t.  Rep,  843.  If  he  was 
sober  enough  to  form  an  Intent  and  to  deliberate  and  premeditate  a  crime, 
then  his  responsibility  is  the  same  as  if  he  had  been  perfectly  sober.  Id. 
His  condition  in  this  respect  must  be  taken  into  account  in  weighing  the 
evidence  as  to  meditation  and  deliberation.  Id,;  Flanigan  v.  People,  86 
y.  y.  554.

Section  287.  Abandonment  of  child  under  fourteen  years. — ^A 
parent,  or  other  person  having  the  care  or  custody,  for  nurture 
or  education,  of  a  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  who 
deserts  the  child  in  any  place,  with  intent  wholly  to  abandon 
it,  is  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison  for  not  more 
than  seven  years.     (As  amended  hy  chapters  325  of  the  Laws  of 
1892,  and  376  of  1903.) 
§  288.  Omitting  to  provide  for  child.    A  person  who, 
1.  Willfully  omits,  without  lawful  excuse,  to  perform  a  duty 
by  law  imposed  upon  him  to  furnish  food,  clothing,  shelter  or 
medical  attendance  to  a  minor,  or  to  make  such  payment  toward 
its  maintenance  as  may  have  been  required  by  the  order  of  a 
court  or  magistrate  when  such  minor  has  been  committed  to  an 
institution;  or. 
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2.  Not  being  a  Buperintendent  of  the  jioor,  or  a  superioten 
piit  of  ahiisliouso,  ur  an  iiistitiition  duly  ini?oiTioratfiJ  for  ihe 
purpose,  without  having  first  obtained  a  license  in  writing  so 
to  do  from  tbe  board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town  wherein  snch 
females  or  childreo  are  received,  boarded  or  kept,  erects,  eon- 
duets,  establishes  or  maintains  any  maternity  hospital,  lyinjj;'in 
asylnm  where  females  may  be  received,  cared  for  or  treated 
during  pregnancy,  or  during  or  after  delivery;  or  receives,  boards 
or  keeps  any  nursing  children,  or  any  children  under  the  age 
of  twelve  years  not  his  relatives,  apprentices,  pupils  or  wards 
without  legal  commitment;  or, 

3.  Being  a  midwife,  nurse  or  other  person  having  the  care  of 
an  infant  within  the  age  of  two  weeks,  neglects  or  omits  to 
report  immediately  to  the  health  oflflcer  or  to  a  legally  qualified 
practitioner  of  medicine  of  the  city^  town  or  place  where  such 
child  is  being  cared  for,  the  fact  that  one  or  both  eyes  of  such 
infant  are  inflamed  or  reddened  whenever  such  shall  be  the  case, 
or  who  applieei  any  reiiieily  therefor  wJlhout  the  advice,  or 
except  by  the  direction  of  such  officer  or  physician;  or, 

4.  Negk^cts,  refuses  or  omits  to  comply  with  any  provisions 
of  this  section,  or  who  violates  the  provisions  of  such  license,  is 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  Every  such  license  must  specify  the  fl 
name  and  residence  of  the  person  so  undertaking  the  care  of 
such  females  or  children,  and  the  place  and  the  number  of 
females  or  children  thereby  allowed  to  be  received,  boarded  and 
kept  therein,  and  shall  be  revocable  at  will  by  the  authority 
granting  it.  Every  person  so  licensed  must  keep  a  register 
wherein  he  shall  enter  the  names  and  ages  of  all  such  children 
and  of  all  children  born  on  said  premises,  and  the  names  and 
residences  of  their  parents,  as  far  as  known,  the  time  of  the  ' 
reception  and  discharge  of  such  children  and  the  reasons  there-j 
for,  and  also  a  correct  register  of  the  name  and  age  of  everyj 
child  under  the  age  of  five  years  who  is  given  out,  adopted|| 
taken  away  or  indentured  from  such  place  to  or  by  any  one^j 
together  with  the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  so  adopt i»g,| 
taking  or  indenturing  such  child;  and  shall  cause  a  correct  copy 
of  such  register  to  be  sent  to  the  authority  issuing  such  license j 
within  forty-eight  hours  after  such  child  is  so  given  out,  adopted, 
taken  away  or  indentured.     It  shall  be  lawful  for -the  officers  of 
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anj  incorporated  society  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  chil- 
dren and  of  such  board  of  health  at  all  reasonable  times  to 
enter  and  inspect  the  premises  wherein  such  females  and  chil- 
dren are  so  boarded,  received  or  kept,  and  also  such  license 
register  and  the  children. 

5.  No  institution  shall  be  incorporated  for  any  of  the  pur- 
poses mentioned  in  this  section  except  with  the  written  consent 
and  approbation  of  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  upon  the 
certificate  in  writing  of  the  state  board  of  charities  approving 
of  the  organization  and  incorporation  of  such  institution.  The 
said  board  of  charities  may  apply  to  the  supreme  court  for  the 
cancellation  of  any  certificate  of  incorporation  previously  filed 
without  its  approval,  and  may  institute  and  maintain  an  action 
in  such  court  through  the  attorney-general  to  procure  a  judg- 
ment dissolving  any  such  corporation  not  so  incorporated  and 
forfeiting  its  corporate  rights,  privileges  and  franchises.  (Added 
hy  chaptrr  171  of  the  Iaiws  of  1894. 

Unlawfully  and  feloniously  suffering  and  permitting  a  child  to  die 
through  willful  negligence*  without  lawful  excuse,  to  supply  it  with  proper 
food,  clothing  and  care,  constitutes  a  misdemeanor.  People  v.  McDonald^ 
17  8t.  Rep,  m;  49  Hun,  68;  1  N,  Y.  8upp.  704. 

One  failing  to  supply  a  child  in  his  custody  with  proper  food  is  guilty 
of  an  offence  under  the  statute.    Crowley  v.  People,  21  Hun,  415. 

In  same  case  on  appeal,  83  N.  Y.  4^'h  it  was  held  that  one  who,  with  no 
natural  or  legal  duty,  voluntarily  seeks  and  assumes  the  care  and  custody 
of  a  child,  is  amenable  to  the  statute,  if  he  fails  to  perform  the  duty 
required,  to  the  injury  of  the  child.  It  is  not  requisite  to  aver  or  prove 
that  he  had  means  of  support,  but  he  must  either  perform  his  duty  or 
surrender  such  care  and  custody. 

§  289.  Endangering  life,  et  cetera,  of  child. — A  person  who, 

1.  Willfully  causes  or  permits  the  life  or  limb  of  any  child 
actually  or  apparently  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  to  be 
endangered,  or  its  health  to  be  injured,  or  its  morals  to  become 
depraved;  or, 

2.  Willfully  causes  or  permits  such  child  to  be  placed  in  such 
a  situation  or  to  engage  in  such  an  occupation  that  its  life  or 
limb  is  endangered,  or  its  health  is  likely  to  be  injured,  or  its 
morals  likely  to  be  impaired;  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  (As 
amended  hy  chapter  145  of  the  Laics  of  1888.) 

§  290.  Permitting  children  to  attend  certain  resorts. — ^A  per- 
son who. 


1.  Admits  to  or  allows  to  remain  in  any  dance-house,  concert 
saloon,  theatre,  museum,  skating  rink,  or  in  any  place  where 
wines  or  spirituous  or  malt  liquors  are  sold  or  given  away,  or 
in  any  place  of  entertainment  injurious  to  health  or  morals, 
owned,  kept  or  managed  by  him  in  whole  or  in  part,  any  child 
actually  or  apparently  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  unless 
accompanied  by  its  parent  or  guardian;  or 

2.  Suffers  or  permits  any  sueli  child  to  play  any  game  of  skill 
OF  chance  in  any  such  place,  or  in  any  place  adjacent  thereto,  or 
to  be  or  remain  therein,  or  admits  to  or  allows  to  remain  in 
any  reputed  house  of  prostitution  or  assignation,  or  in  any  place 
where  opium  or  any  preparation  thereof  is  smoked,  any  child 
actually  or  apparently  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years;  or, 

3,  Sells  or  gives  away,  or  causes  or  permits  or  procures  to 
be  sold  or  given  away  to  any  child  actually  or  apparently  under 
the  age  of  sixteen  years  any  beer,  ale,  wine,  or  any  strong  or 
spirituous  liquors;  or, 

4.  Being  a  pawnbroker  or  person  in  the  employ  of  a  pawn- 
broker,  makes  any  loan  or  advances  or  permits  to  be  loaned  or 
advanced  to  any  child  actually  or  apparently  under  the  age  of 
sixteen  years  any  money,  or  in  any  manner  directly  or  indirectly 
receives  any  goods,  chattels,  wares  or  merchandise  from  any 
such  child  in  pledge  for  loans  made  or  to  be  made  to  it  or  to 
any  other  person  or  otherwise  howsoever;  or, 

5,  Sells,  pays  for  or  furnishes  any  cigar,  cigarette  or  tobacco 
in  any  of  its  forms  to  any  child  actually  or  apparently  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  years; 

6,  Or  who,  being  the  owner,  kee[>er  or  proprietor  of  a  junk 
shop,  junk  cart  or  other  vehicle  or  boat  or  other  vessel  used  for 
the  collection  of  junk,  or  any  collector  of  junk,  receives  or  pur- 
chases any  goods,  chattels,  wares  or  merehandi«e  from  any  child 
under  the  age  of  sixteen  years ; 

Is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  (Am  amendtd  hp  rfntpteni  4H  of 
the  Lam  of  1884;  31  of  1886;  170  of  1889,  and  30J}  of  1903.) 

T.  No  child  actually  or  apparently  under  sixte^^'U  years  of  age 
shall  smoke  or  in  any  way  use  any  cigar,  cigarette  or  tobacco 
in  any  form  whatsoever  in  any  public  street,  place  or  resort.  A 
violation  of  this  subdivision  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall 
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be  punished  by  a  flue  not  less  than  two  dollars  for  each  ofFense. 
{Added  by  chapter  417  of  the  Laws  of  1890.) 

§  291.  Children  not  to  beg,  etc. — Any  child  actually  or  appar- 
ently under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  who  is  found: 

1.  Begging  or  receiving  or  soliciting  alms,  in  any  manner  or 
under  any  pretense;  or  gathering  or  picking  rags,  or  collecting 
cigar  stumps,  bones  or  refuse  from  markets;  or 

2.  Not  having  any  home  or  other  place  of  abode  or  proper 
guardianship;  or  who  has  been  abandoned  or  improperly  exposed 
or  neglected,  by  its  parents  or  other  person  or  persons  having  it 
in  charge,  or  being  in  a  state  of  want  or  suffering;  or 

3.  Destitute  of  means  of  support,  being  an  orphan,  or  living 
or  having  lived  with  or  in  custody  of  a  parent  or  guardian  who 
has  been  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  crime,  or  who  has  been 
convicted  of  a  crime  against  the  person  of  such  child,  or  has  been 
adjudged  an  habitual  criminal ;  or 

4.  Frequenting  or  being  in  the  company  of  reputed  thieves  or 
prostitutes,  or  in  a  reputed  house  of  prostitution  or  assignation, 
or  living  in  such  a  bouse  either  with  or  without  its  parent  or 
guardian,  or  being  in  concert  saloons,  dance-houses,  theatres, 
museums  or  other  places  of  entertainment,  or  places  where 
wines,  malt  or  other  spirituous  liquors  are  sold,  without  being 
in  charge  of  its  parent  or  guardian;  or  playing  any  game  of 
chance  or  skill  in  any  place  wherein  or  adjacent  to  which  any 
beer,  ale,  wine  or  liquor  is  sold  or  given  away,  or  being  in  any 
such  place;  or 

5.  Coming  within  any  of  the  descriptions  of  children  men- 
tioned in  section  two  hundred  and  ninety-two,  must  be  arrested 
and  brought  before  a  proper  court  or  magistrate,  who  may  com- 
mit the  child  to  any  incorporated  charitable  reformatory,  or 
other  institution,  and  when  practicable,  to  such  as  is  governed 
by  persons  of  the  same  religious  faith  as  the  parents  of  the 
child,  or  may  make  any  disposition  of  the  child  such  as  now  is, 
or  hereafter  may  be  authorized  in  the  cases  of  vagrants,  truants, 
paupers  or  disorderly  persons,  but  such  commitment  shall,  so 
far  as  practicable,  be  made  to  such  charitable  or  reformatory 
institutions.  Whenever  any  child  shall  be  committed  to  an 
institution   under  this  code,  and  the  warrant  of  cominitni(»nt 
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shall  so  state,  and  it  shrill  opi^oar  therefrom  that  t*ither  parent^ 
or  any  guardian  or  riiKtodiao  of  such  rliild  was  present  at  the 
examination  before  sueh  court  or  magistrate,  or  bad  such  notice 
thereof  as  was  by  sneh  court  or  magistrate  deemed  and 
adjudged  suffirienti  no  further  or  other  notice  required  by  any 
lorul  or  special  statute,  in  rejjard  to  the  comoiittal  of  children 
to  such  iuBtitution  shall  be  necessary,  and  such  eoramitmcnt 
shall  in  all  respects  be  sufficient  to  authorize  such  institutiim 
to  receive  and  retain  such  child  in  its  custody  as  therein  directed. 
Whenever  any  commitment  of  a  child  shall  for  any  reason  be 
adjudged  or  found  defective,  a  new  commitment  of  the  child 
may  be  made  or  directed  by  the  court  or  magistrate,  as  the  wel- 
fare of  the  child  may  require.  And  no  commitment  of  a  child 
which  shall  recite  therein  the  facts  upon  wiiich  it  is  based  shall 
be  deemed  invalid  by  reason  of  any  omission  of  the  court  or 
magistrate  by  whom  such  commitment  is  made  to  file  any  docu- 
ments, pai>erB  or  proceedings  relating  thereto,  or  by  reason  of 
any  limitation  as  to  the  age  of  the  child  committed,  contained 
in  the  act  or  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  institntion  to  which 
it  may  have  l>cen  committed.

sixteen  years,  who  is  held  for  trial  on  a  criminal  charge;  and 
may,  in  like  manner,  so-commit  any  suf  !i  child  held  as  a  witness 
to  appear  on  the  trial  of  any  criminal  case;  which  institution 
shall  thereupon  receive  the  same,  and  be  entitled  to  the  like 
compensation  proportionally  therefor  as  on  final  commitment, 
but  subject  to  the  order  of  the  court  as  to  the  time  of  detention 
and  discharge  of  the  child.  Any  such  child  convicted  of  any 
misdemeanor  shall  be  finally  committed  to  some  such  institution^ 
and  not  to  any  prison  or  jail,  or  penitentiary,  longer  than  is 
necessary  for  its  transfer  thereto.  No  child  under  restraint  or 
eonvictioxi,  actually  or  apparently  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years,  shall  be  placed  in  any  prison  or  place  of  confinement,  or 
in  any  court  room,  or  in  any  vehicle  for  transportation  in  com- 
pany with  adults  charged  with  or  convicted  of  crime.  (As 
amemlM  bif  chapter  217  of  ike  Lwws  of  1892,) 
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7.  All  cases  involving  the  conunitment  or  trial  of  children, 
actually  or  apparently  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  for 
any  violation  of  the  law,  in  any  court  shall  be  heard  and  deter- 
mined by  such  court,  at  suitable  times  to  be  designated  there- 
for by  it,  separate  and  ai)art  from  the  trial  of  other  criminal 
cnscs,  of  which  session  a  sepanite  d<K*ket  and  record  shall  be 
kei)t.  All  such  cases  shall,  »o  far  as  practicable,  be  heard  and 
determined  in  a  sejmrate  court  room  to  be  known  as  the  chil- 
dren-H  court  and  to  be  used  exclusively  for  the  examination 
and  trial  of  children,  actually  or  apparently  under  the  age  of 
sixtw'u  years,  charged  with  any  offense.  And  all  such  cases  and 
cases  of  offenses  by,  or  against  the  pernon  of,  a  child  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  yeai*s  shall  have  preference  over  all  other  cases, 
before  all  magistrates  and  in  all  ccmrts  and  tribunals  in  this 
state  both  civil  and  criminal;  and  where  a  child  is  committed 
or  detained  as  a  witness  in  any  rase  such  case  shall  be  bi*ought 
to  trial  or  othenvis(»  disposed  of  withtmt  delay,  whether  the  de- 
fendant be  in  custody  or  enlarged  on  bail.  (Added  by  chapter

or  employment  of,  any  child  actually  or  apparently  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  years;  or  who  haying  the  care»  custody  or  control 
of  Buch  a  child  as  parent,  relative,  guardian,  employer,  or  other- 
wise, wlls,  let»  out.  gives  away,  j^  (rains,  or  iu  any  way  pr>ocnres 
or  consents  to  the  employment,  or  to  such  trainings  or  use,  or

It  shall  specify  the  name  of  the  child, 
its  age,  the  names  and  residence  of  its  parents  or  guardians, 
the  nature,  time,  duration  and  number  of  performances  per- 
mitted, together  with  the  i)lace  and  character  of  the  exhibition. 
But  no  such  consent  shall  be  deemed  to  authorize  any  violation 
of  the  first,  second,  fourth  or  fifth  subdivisions  of  this  section.

§  292a.  Penalty  for  sending  messenger  boys  to  certain  places. 
— A  corporation  or  person  employing  messenger  boys  who: 

1.  Knowingly  places  or  permits  to  remain  in  a  disorderly 
house,  or  in  an  unlicensed  saloon,  inn,  tavern  or  other  unlicensed 
place  where  malt  or  spirituous  wines  or  liquors  are  sold,  any 
instrument  or  device  by  which  communication  may  be  had 
between  such  disorderly  house,  saloon,  inn,  tavern  or  unlicensed 
place,  and  any  oflBce  or  place  of  business  of  such  corporation  or 
person;  or 

2.  Knowingly  sends  or  permits  any  person  to  send  any  mes- 
senger boy  to  any  disorderly  house,  unlicensed  saloon,  inn, 
tavern,  or  other  unlicensed  place,  where  malt  or  spirituous 
liquors  or  wines  are  sold  on  any  errand  or  business  whatsoever 
except  to  deliver  telegrams  at  the  door  of  such  house,  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  incurs  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  to  be 
recovered  by  the  district  attorney.  {Added  hy  chapter  692  of  the 
Laics  of  1893.) 

§  292b.  Taking  apprentice  without  consent  of  guardian. — A 
perBon  who  takes  an  apprentice  without  having  first  obtained 
the  consent  of  his  legal  guardian  or  unless  a  written  agreement 
has  been  entered  into  as  prescribed  by  law,  is  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor. {Added  by  chapter  G92  of  the  Laws  of  1893.)

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§  293.  Arrests,  by  whom  made, — A  coDstabk  or  police  officer 
must,  and  any  agent  or  officer  of  any  incorporated  society  for 
the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children  may,  arrest  and  bring 
before  a  court  or  magistrate  having  jurisdiction,  any  person 
offending  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  any 
minor  coming  within  any  of  the  descriptions  of  children  men- 
tioned in  section  two  hundred  and  ninety-one,  or  in  section  two 
hundred  and  ninety-two.  Such  constable,  police  officer  or  agent 
may  interfere  to  prevent  the  perpetration  in  his  presence  of  any 
act  forbidden  by  this  chapter.  A  person  who  obstructs  or  inter- 
feres with  any  officer  or  agent  of  such  society  in  the  exercise  of 
Mb  authority  under  this  chapter,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 
All  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  imposed  or  collected  for  a 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  code  or  of  any  act  relating  to 
or  affecting  children,  now  in  force  or  hereafter  passed,  must  be 
paid  on  demand  to  the  incorporated  society  for  the  prevention 
of  cruelty  to  children  in  every  case  where  the  prosecution  shall 
be  instituted  or  conducted  by  such  a  society;  and  any  such  pay- 
ment heretofore  made  to  any  such  society  may  be  retained  by  it 


BEKTENOB  OF  MIKOE. 
Section  701  of  the  Penal  Code, 
House  of  refuge. — Where  a  person  under  the  age  of  twelve 
years  is  convicted  of  a  crime  amounting  to  felony,  or  where  a 
person  of  twelve  years  and  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  is 
convicted  of  a  crime,  or  where  a  male  person  of  the  age  of  six- 
teen years  and  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  is  convicted  of 
crime  not  amounting  to  a  felony,  the  trial  court  may,  instead  of 
sentencing  him  to  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison  or  in  a  peni- 
tentiary, direct  him  to  be  confined  in  a  house  of  refuge  under 
the  provisions  of  the  statute  relating  thereto.  Where  the  con- 
viction !8  had  and  the  sentence  is  inflicted  in  the  first,  second 
or  third  judicial  district,  the  place  of  confinement  must  be  a 
house  of  refuge  established  by  the  managers  of  the  Society  for 
the  Reformation  of  Juvenile  Delinquents  in  the  city  of  New 
York;  where  the  conviction  is  had  and  the  sentence  inflicted  in 
any  other  district,  the  place  of  confinement  must  be  in  the  West- 
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em  House  of  Refuge  for  Juvenile  Delinquents.  But  nothing  in 
this  section  shall  affect  any  of  the  provisions  contained  in  sec- 
tion seven  hundred  and  thirteen.  (As  amended  by  chapter  564  of 
the  Laws  of  1896). 

Section  718  of  the  Penal  Oode. 

Sentence  of  minor. — ^When  a  i)erson  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
is  convicted  of  a  crime,  he  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court, 
instead  of  being  sentenced  to  fine  or  imprisonment,  be  placed 
in  charge  of  any  suitable  person  or  institution  willing  to  re- 
ceive him,  and  be  thereafter,  until  majority  or  for  a  shorter 
term,  subjected  to  such  discipline  and  control  of  the  person  or 
institution  receiving  him  as  a  parent  or  guardian  may  lawfully 
exercise  over  a  minor.  A  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  com- 
mitted for  misdemeanor,  under  any  provision  of  this  Code,  must 
be  committed  to  some  reformatory,  charitable  or  other  institu- 
tion authorized  by  law  to  receive  and  take  charge  of  minors. 
And  when  any  such  child  is  committed  to  an  institution,  it  shall 
when  practicable,  be  committed  to  an  institution  governed  by 
persons  of  the  same  religious  faith  as  the  parents  of  such  child.

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  employment  of  children  by  contract  in 
houses  of  refuge,  refommtories  and  other  correctional  insti- 
tutions. 

Chapter  470,  Laws  of  1884. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  trustees  or  managers 
of  any  house  of  refuge,  reformatory  or  other  correctional  insti- 
tution, to  contract,  hire,  or  let  by  the  day,  week,  or  month,  or 
any  longer  period,  the  services  or  labor  of  any  child  or  children 
under,  now  or  hereafter  committed  to  or  inmates  of  such 
institutions. 
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AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Greater  New  York  charter,  chapter  three 
hundred  and  seventy-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-seven  entitled  "An  act  to  unite  into  one  munici- 
pality under  the  corporate  name  of  the  city  of  New  York,  the 
various  communities  lying  in  and  about  New  York  harbor, 
including  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn and.  the  county  of  Kings,  the  county  of  Richmond  and  part 
of  the  county  of  Queens,  and  to  provide  for  the  government 

thereof." 

Chapter  466,  Laws  of  1901. 

Section  1418.  The  justices  of  the  special  sessions  of  the  first  divi- 
sion shall  assigu  a  separate  part  for  the  hearing  and  disposition  of 
cases  heretofore  within  the  jurisdiction  of  city  magistrates 
involving  the  trial  or  commitment  of  children,  which  part  shall 
be  called  the  children's  court;  and  in  all  such  cases  the  justTce 
or  justices  holding  said  court  shall  have  all  the  powers,  duties 
and  jurisdiction  now  possessed  by  the  city  magistrates  within 
said  first  division,  and  such  other  and  further  powers,  duties 
and  jurisdiction  as  are  contained  in  the  following  sections: 

The  justices  of  the  special  sessions  of  the  second  division  shall 
as  soon  as  a  special  court  building  can  be  put  in  readiness  assign 
a  soj)arate  part  for  the  hearing  and  disposition  of  cases  hereto- 
fore within  the  jurisdiction  of  city  magistrates,  involving  the 
trial  or  conunitniont  of  children,  which  part  shall  be  called  the 
childroii's  court,  second  division;  borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  in 
all  sucli  casfvs  the  justice  or  justices  holding  said  court  shall  have 
all  the  powers,  duties  and  jurisdiction  now  possessed  by  the  city 
ma<:istratcs  within  said  second  division,  except  in  the  boroughs 
of  Queens  and  Kiclunond,  and  such  other  and  further  powers, 
duties  and  jurisdiction  as  are  contained  in  the  following  sections: 

Each  of  siiid  children's  courts  shall  he  held  by  one  or  more  of 
the  justices  of  special  sessions  in  their  respective  divisions,  as 
the  circumstances  require  in  such  manner  as  the  said  justices  shall 
by  rule  provide. 

Whenever,  under  any  provision  of  law,  after  said  separate 
parts  shall  be  assigned,  a  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age, 
unless  jointly  charged  with  one  or  more  persons  above  that  age, 
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is  taken  into  cusftody  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ofQcer  having 
the  child  in  charge,  and  at  the  earliest  time  when  a  jnstice  will 
be  present,  to  take  such  child  before  the  children's  conrt,  and 
shall  not  take  said  child,  knowingly,  to  any  city  magistrate's 
court,  or  before  any  city  magistrate,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  bail.  If  through  inadvertence  any  such  child  shall  be 
arraigned  before  a  city  magistrate,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
magistrate,  as  soon  as  the  age  of  such  child  is  discovered,  to 
transfer  the  case  to  the  children's  court,  in  the  division  in  which 
such  case  belongs,  and  if  any  papers  have  been  prepared,  to  in- 
dorse the  transfer  thereon  and  to  send  the  same  with  the  ofQcer 
to  said  court;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  ofQcer  to 
take  such  child  with  said  papers  to  the  children's  court  with  all 
convenient  speed,  to  be  heard  and  disposed  of,  pursuant  to  law 
by  the  justice  there  presiding.  The  justices  of  the  court  of  special 
sessions  for  the  first  division  shall  appoint  a  clerk  and  a  deputy 
clerk  for  the  children's  court,  first  division,  and  such  and  so  many 
officers  and  attendants,  including  a  stenographer,  as  may  be  neces- 
Bary,  whose  salaries,  except  the  clerk,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board 
of  aldermen,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment.  The  salary  of  the  clerk  of  the  children's 
court,  first  division,  shall  be  three  thousand  dollars  per  year,  pay- 
able in  monthly  installments,  and  the  clerk,  appointed  by  the 
board  of  city  magistrates  in  office  at  the  time  this  act  shall  go 
into  effect,  shall  continue  in  office  as  clerk  until  removed  there- 
from by  expiration  of  term,  or  by  due  process  of  law. 

The  justices  of  the  court  of  special  sessions  for  the  second  divi- 
sion shall  appoint  a  clerk  and  a  deputy  clerk  for  the  children's 
court,  second  division,  borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  such  and  so 
many  officers  and  attendants,  including  a  stenographer,  as  may 
be  necessary,  whose  salaries,  except  the  clerk,  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  board  of  aldermen  on  the  recommendation  of  the  board  of 
•estimate  and  apportionment.  The  salary  of  the  clerk  shall  be 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  year,  payable  in  monthly 
installments,  and  he  shall  continue  in  office  as  clerk  until  removed 
therefrom  by  expiration  of  term  or  by  due  process  of  law.  The 
term  of  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  children's  court,  second  divi- 
sion, shall  be  for  five  years.  The  justice  shall  have  authority  to

the  appointment  of  probationary  officers  and  defining  their 

duties. 

Chapter  372,  I*aws  of  1901. 

§  11-a.  1.  The  justices  of  the  courts  having  original  jurisdiction 
of  criminal  actions  in  the  stale^  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint  a 
{person  or  persons  to  perform  the  duties  of  probation  officer  or  offi* 
cers  as  hereinafter  described,  within  the  jurisdiction  and  under 
^the  direction  of  said  court  or  justice,  to  hold  such  office  during  the 
^^pleasure  of  the  court  or  justice  making  such  appointment.  Such 
probation  officer  or  officers  may  be  chosen  from  among  the  officers 
of  a  society  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children  or  of  any 
charilable  or  benevolent  institution,  society  or  association  now  or 
hereafter  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  any 
reputable  private  citizens,  male  or  female.  Any  officer  or  member 
of  the  police  force  of  any  city  or  incorporated  village  who  may  be 
detailed  to  do  duty  in  such  courts,  or  any  constable  or  peace  offi- 
cer, may  be  employed  as  probation  officer  upon  the  order  of  any 
court  or  justice  as  herein  provided.  No  probation  officer  appointed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  receive  compensation  for 
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his  service*  bb  such  probation  officer,  except  as  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed*  but  this  shall  not  he  construed  to  deprive  anj  officer  or 
member  of  the  police  force,  or  any  constable  or  peace  officer, 
appointed  pi^bation  otticer  as  herein  provided,  from  receiving  the 
salary  or  compensation  attached  to  his  said  official  einployment. 
The  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  may,  in  their  discretion  determine  whether  women  ap- 
pointed to  act  as  probation  officci's,  not  detailed  from  other 
branches  of  the  public  wrvice,  shall  receive  a  salary,  and  if  they 
shall  so  determine,  they  may  fix  the  amount  thereof  and  provide 
for  its  payment.

2,  Every  probation  officer  or  oflicers  so  appointed  shall  when  so 
directed  by  the  i-cHirt,  iminiiv  into  the  antecedents,  chjvractrr 
and  offense  of  any  person  or  persons  arrested  for  a  crime  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  appointinpf  him,  and  shall  report 
the  same  to  the  court.

He  shall  furnish  to  each  person 
relea«*d  on  probation,  committed  to  his  care,  a  written  sbitement 
of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  his  probatiouj  and  shall  report  to 
the  eourt  or  justice  appointing  him,  at  least  monthly^  any  viola- 
tion or  breach  of  the  tenns  and  conditions  imposed  by  the  court, 
of  the  iK?i*son8  placed  in  his  cai'e.  8ych  prolmtion  officer  shjill 
have,  as  to  the  persons  so  committed  to  their  care,  the  powders  of 
a  peace  officer,  and  shall  require  such  persons  to  report  to  them 
as  may  be  directed  by  the  court.

are  circumstances,  which  may  be  properly  taken  into  view,  either 

in  aggravation  or  mitigation  of  the  punishment,  may,  in  its  dis- 
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cretion»  hear  the  same  sumDiarilj  at  a  specified  time,  and  upon 
&uch  notice  to  the  adverse  party  as  it  may  direct.  At  such  speci- 
fied tiutea^  if  it  shall  appear  by  the  record  and  the  eircuoistances 
of  any  person  convicted  of  crime,  that  there  are  circumstances  in 
mitigation  of  the  piinishmenf,  the  court  shall  have  power,  in  its 
discretion^  to  place  the  defendant  on  probation  in  the  manner 
following:     (As  amended  by  Chapter  G13  of  the  Laws  of  1903,) 

1,  If  the  sentence  be  suspended,  the  court  upon  suspending 
sentence,  may  direct  that  such  susj>ension  continue  for  such 
period  of  time,  not  to  exceed  tliree  months,  and  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  it  shall  determine,  and  shall  place  such  perstin 
on  probation  under  the  charge  and  supervision  of  the  probation 
officer  to  be  appointed  by  said  court  during  such  suspension. 
Such  time  may  be  extended  one  or  more  additional  times,  not 
to  exceed  three  months  each,  nor  in  all  one  year^  by  the  court 
in  its  discretion.  When  practicable,  any  child  under  the  age 
of  sixteen  yeai*s,  placed  on  probation,  shall  be  placed  with  a 
probation  officer  of  the  same  religious  faith  as  that  of  the  child's 
parents.  The  imrent,  guardian  or  master  of  such  child,  if  the 
child  has  any,  shall  be  summoned  by  the  magistrate  to  attend 
any  examination  or  irial  of  surh  child  and  to  l)e  present  in  court 
wlien  the  child  is  placed  on  probation  and  informed  by  the  court 
of  the  action  taken  in  such  case.  (As  amended  bp  Chapter  613 
of  the  Laws  of  1903.) 

2,  If  the  judgment  is  to  pay  a  fine  and  that  the  defendant  be 
imprisoned  until  it  is  |.>aid,  the  court  upon  imposing  sentence, 
may  direct  that  the  execution  of  the  sentence  of  imprisonment 
be  suspended  for  sucli  period  of  time,  and  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  it  shiill  determine,  and  shall  phux»  such  defend- 
ant on  probation  under  the  charge  and  supervision  of  the  pro- 
liation  officer  during  such  suspension,  provided,  however,  that 
upon  payment  of  the  fine  Ix'ing  made,  the  ju«lgment  shall  bo  sat* 
isfied  and  the  imibation  cense.  {As  amejided  hy  Chapter  613  of

3,  At  any  time  during  the  [probationary  term  t»f  a  jiei'son  con- 
victed and  reh^as**d  on  probation  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section,  the  court  before  which,  or  the  justice  before 
whom,  th?  person  so  convicted  was  convicted,  or  his  successor, 
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may,  in  its  or  his  discretioD,  revoke  and  terminate  such  proba- 
tion. Upon  Bnch  revocation  and  termination,  the  conrt  may, 
if  the  sentence  has  been  suspended,  pronounce  judgment  at  any 
time  thereafter  within  the  longest  period  for  which  the  defend-

§  941.  Within  ten  days  after  the  adjournment  of  any  criminal 
court  of  record  in  this  state,  the  district  attorney  of  the  oounty 
in  which  the  court  shall  b(3  held,  shall  furnish  to  the  olork  of 
the  county  a  certified  statement  containing  the  names  of  all 
persons  convicted  of  crime  in  said  court;  the  crime  for  which 
convicted;  whether  the  conviction  was  upon  a  trial  or  upon  a 
plea  of  guilty  and  whether  sentence  was  suspended  or  the  de- 
fendant placed  on  probation;  the  cases  in  which  counsel  were 
assigned  by  ^he  court  to  defend  the  defendant;  the  sex,  age, 
nativity,  residence  and  occupation  of  the  defendant;  whether 
married  or  single;  the  degree  of  education  and  religious  instruo- 
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tion;  whether  parents  are  living  or  dead;  whether  temperate 
or  intemperate,  and  whether  before  convicted  or  not  of  anj 
crime,  and  any  other  information  regarding  them  as  may  s(»ein 
to  him  expedient.  If  uecesBarj  in  order  to  obtain  information 
of  these  facts,  the  defendant  may  be  interrogated  upon  oalh  in 
court  by  the  district  attorney  before  judgment  is  pronounced. 
He  shall  also  furnish  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  a  certified  state- 
ment containing  the  names  of  aJl  probation  officers  appointed 
by  the  court,  with  their  addresses  and  date  of  apfM^intment. 

§  942.  The  clerk  or  the  deputy  clerk  of  the  court  of  special 
sessions  in  the  city  and  coimty  of  New  York  shall  on  or  befoi'e  the 
first  day  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  rjuar^ 
terly  thereafter,  transmit  to  the  Becretan>^  of  state  a  tahulatefj  and 
certified  statement,  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  secretary  of 
«tate,  containing  the  name  of  every  person  convicted  of  a  crime, 
of  every  person  against  whom  sentence  was  suspended,  and  of 
every  person  placed  on  probation  in  such  court,  after  October 
thirty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  since  the  date 
of  the  closing  of  each  last  preceding  quarterly  report;  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  offense  of  which  such  person  was  convicted;  whether 
the  conviction  was  upon  a  trial  or  upon  a  plea  of  guilty  j  and  the 
date  of  the  conviction;  and  also  a  certified  statement  contain- 
ing the  names  of  all  probation  officers  appointed  by  the  court, 
with  their  address  and  date  of  appointment.  The  police  clerks 
of  the  city  magistrates  of  the  city  of  New  York,  shall  on  or 
before  February  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  and  annually 
thereafter,  transmit  to  the  secretary  of  state,  a  tabulated  state- 
ment made  from  their  records,  showing  tbe  number  of  males 
and  females  convicted  of  crime  during  each  month  in  the  pre- 
ceding quarter  in  the  several  courts  of  such  city  magistrates; 
the  number  convicted  of  each  offense,  the  number  sentenced,  the 
number  lined^  the  number  of  those  against  wbom  sentence  was 
suspended,  and  the  number  placed  on  probation;  and  shall  also 
furnish  a  certified  statement  containing  the  names  of  all  pro- 
bation officers  appointed  by  the  magistrates,  with  their  address 
and  date  of  appointment.  Bueh  statements  shall  be  in  the 
form  prescribed  by  the  secretary  of  state, 

§  943.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  February,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-five,  and  quarterly  thereafter,  the  clerk  of  each 
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county  shall  transmit  to  the  secretary  of  state  a  tabulated  and 
certified  statement,  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  secretary  of 
state,  of  all  the  matteriG(  contained  in  the  statements  filed  with 
snch  clerks  by  the  district  attorney  of  such  county  after  Octo- 
ber thirty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four;  and  of  the 
name  of  each  person  shown  to  be  convicted  by  a  court  of  special 
sessions  by  the  certificate  of  conviction  filed  with  him  by  magis- 
trates holding  courts  of  special  sessions  after  October  thirty- 
first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  since  the  date  of 
the  closing  of  each  last  preceding  quarterly  report  made  after 
October  thirty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and 
showing  the  offense  for  which  each  person  was  so  convicted; 
whether  the  conviction  was  upon  a  trial  or  upon  a  plea  of  guilty; 
the  sentence  imposed,  whether  the  sentence  was  suspended,  and 
whether  the  defendant  was  placed  on  probation.  Said  certified 
statement  shall  also  contain  the  names  of  all  probation  officers 
appointed  by  said  courts  of  special  sessions,  with  their  address 
and  the  date  of  their  appointment. 

§  946.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  cause  this  title  to  be  pub- 
lished with  forms  and  instructions  for  the  execution  of  the 
duties  therein  prescribed,  and  copies  thereof  to  be  furnished 
annually  to  each  county  clerk.  The  forms  furnished  by  the 
secretary  of  state  as  herein  provided,  shall  contain  in  tabulated 
form,  the  nature  of  every  offense  upon  which  a  conviction  ^^as 
had,  the  court  before  which  the  defendant  was  convicted,  the 
character  of  the  sentence  imposed,  the  eases  where  defendant 
had  been  previously  convicted,  the  cases  where  sentence  was 
suspended,  the  cases  where  the  defendant  was  placed  upon  pro- 
bation, and  the  cases  where  probation  was  revoked,  togellier 
with  the  age,  sex,  nativity  and  residence  of  the  defendant. 
And  a  suflBcient  number  of  the  copies  of  this  title,  and  of  such 
instructions,  and  of  the  forms  to  be  used  by  the  district  attor- 
ney, or  clerk  or  deputy  clerk  of  the  court  of  special  sessiouH  of 
the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  shall  also  be  furnished  to 
each  clerk  to  enable  him  to  furnish  at  least  one  copy  thereof 
annually  to  the  district  attorney,  and  the  clerk  of  the  court  of 
special  sessions  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York  and  the 
county  clerk  shall  distribute  the  copies  of  this  title  and  of  such 
forms  and  instructions  accordingly,  and  when  said  county  clerk 
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is  not  a  salaried  officer  his  disbursements  and  compensation 
for  his  services  under  this  act  shall  be  a  county  charge.  The 
expense  of  the  secretary  of  state  in  publishing  this  title  and 
distributing  copies  thereof,  and  of  such  forms  and  instructions 
as  are  herein  required,  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
state,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  from  moneys  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Chapter  382,  Laws  of  1902. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  female  probation 
officer  in  the  court  of  the  special  sessions  of  the  first  division 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  to  compensate  her  for  such  services. 

Section  1.  The  justices  of  the  court  of  special  sessions  of  the 
first  division  of  the  city  of  New  York  are  hereby  empowered  to 
ai)point  a  female  probation  officer  in  that  court. 

§  2.  By  and  with  the  consent  and  concurrence  of  the  board  of 
estimate  and  apportionment,  the  justices  of  this  court  may  fix 
the  compensation  of  such  probation  officer  at  a  sum  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  in  equal 
monthly   installments. 


PBOBATION  OrnCEBS  IN  THE  CITY  OF  BUFFALO. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  one  hundred  and  five  of  the  laws  of 

the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  entitled  "An  act  to 

revise  the  (charter  of  tlie  city  of  Buffalo,"  in  relation  to  the 

police  justice. 

Chapter  627,  Laws  of  1901. 

Section  1.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  five  of  the  laws  of  the 
year  eij^hteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  entitled  "An  act  to  revise 
the  charter  of  the  city  of  BulTalo,"  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
therein  after  section  three  hundred  and  eighty-four-a  two  new 
sections  to  be  known  as  sections  three  hundred  and  eighty- 
four-b  and  three  hundred  and  eighty-four-c,  to  read  as  follows: 

§  384-b.  Probation  officers. — The  police  justice  shall  have 
authority  to  appoint  or  designate  not  more  than  five  discreet 
persons  of  good  character  to  serve  as  probation  officers  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  police  justice;  said  probation  officers  to  re- 
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ceive  no  compensation  from  the  public  treasury.  Whenever  any 
child  under  or  apparently  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  shall 
have  been  arrested,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  probation  oflft- 
cers  to  make  such  investigation  as  may  be  required  by  the  court, 
to  be  present  in  court  in  order  to  represent  the  interests  of  the 
child;  when  the  case  is  heard  to  furnish  to  the  police  justice 
such  information  and  assistance  as  he  may  require,  and  to  take 
charge  of  any  child  before  and  after  trial  as  may  be  directed  by 
the  court. 

§  384-c.  Whenever  any  such  child  is  found  guilty  or  pleads 
guilty  to  the  commission  of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor  before 
the  police  justice,  the  said  police  justice  may  in  his  discretion 
suspend  sentence  duiiug  the  good  behavior  of  the  child  so  con- 
victed. The  child  so  convicted  may  be  i)laced  in  the  care  of 
said  probation  officer  for  such  time  not  to  exceed  three  months 
and  upon  such  conditions  as  may  seem  proper.  Said  probation 
officers  shall  have  the  power  to  bring  the  child  so  convicted  be- 
fore the  police  justice  at  any  time  within  three  months  from 
the  date  of  conviction  for  such  disposition  as  may  be  just- 
When  practicable  said  child  shall  be  placed  with  a  probation 
officer  of  the  same  religious  faith  as  that  of  the  child's  parents. 


PROVISIONS  OF  THE  MEMBERSHIP  CORPORATIONS  LAW,  BEING 
CHAPTER  559  OF  THE  LAWS  OF  1895,  CONSTITUTING  CHAP-

ARTICLE  I.

Section  12.  Prohibitions  on  officers. — No  director  or  other  offi- 
cer of  a  iiienibei'ship  corporation  hereafter  create(i  shall  receive, 
directly  or  indirectly,  any  salary,  comi>ensation  or  emolument 
from  such  corporation,  either  as  such  officer  or  director  or  in 
any  other  capacity,  unless  authorized  by  the  by-laws  of  the  cor- 
poration, or  bv  the  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  directors. 
No  director  or  other  officer  of  a  membership  corporation  here- 
after created  shall  be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any 
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cantTftct  relating  to  the  operations  conducted  by  the  corporation, 
nor  in  any  contriict  for  furnishing  supplies  thereto,  unless  ex- 
pressly authorized  by  the  by-laws  of  the  t'orjioration,  and  by  the 
concurring  vote  of  all  the  directors.  The  foregoing  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  also  apply  after  January  first,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-six»  to  every  membership  corporation  now  exist- 
ing and  lieretofore  created  under  any  law  rei>e;xled  by  this  chap* 
ter,  and  until  such  da^e  the  restrictions  of  law  now  existing  as 
to  such  compensation  and  contracts  shail  continue  applicable  to 
the  directors  and  other  officers  of  such  corporation.

§  31*  Certificates  of  incorporation, — Five  or  more  persons  may 
become  n  iiicmtltership  ron"*i'atH>n  for  any  of  the  purposes  for 
which  a  lorjionition  may  \ie  formed  under  this  article  or  for  any 
two  or  mure  of  s^ii<*h  j>nrpos(»s  of  a  kindred  nature,  by  making, 
acknowledging  and  filing  a  certificate,  stating 

(a,)  The  particidm*  objects  for  tchich  the  corporation  is  to  bt 
formedy  each  of  which  must  be  such  as  is  authorized  by  thia 
article; 

(b.)  The  name  of  the  proposed  corporatmt; 

(c.)  The  territory  in  tchich  its  operations  are  to  be  priwcip 
conducted; 

(d.)  The  totcn,  viUa(je,  or  city  in  which  its  principal  office  is  to  be 
located^  if  it  b€i,thcfi  practicable  to  fi^  such  location; 

(c)  The  number  of  its  directors,  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
Ihan  thirty;  and 

if.)  The  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the  persons  to  be  Us 
directors  until  its  first  annual  meeting. 

Such  certificate  shall  not  be  filed  without  the  written  approTal* 
indorsed  thereupon  or  annexed  thereto,  of  a  justice  of  the  supreme 
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court.  If  such  certificate  specify  among  such  purposes  the  care  of 
orphan,  pauper  or  deetitute  children,  the  establishment  or  main- 
tenance of  a  maternity  hospital  or  lying-in  asylum  where  women 
may  be  receiyed,  cared  for  or  treated  during  pregnancy  or  during 
or  after  delivery,  or  for  boarding  or  keeping  nursing  children,  the 
written  approval  of  the  state  board  of  charities  shall  also  be  in- 
dorsed thereupon  or  annexed  thereto,  before  the  filing  thereof. 

On  filing  such  certificate,  in  pursuance  of  law,  the  signers 
thereof,  their  associates  and  successors,  shall  be  a  corporation  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  certificate. 

Any  corporation  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized  under  this 
article  for  the  purpose  of  gathering,  obtaining  and  procuring 
information  and  intelligence,  telegraphic  or  otherwise  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  its  members,  and  to  furnish  and  supply  the 
same  to  its  members  for  publication  in  newspapers  owned  or 
represented  by  them  may  admit  as  members  thereof,  other  cor- 
porations, limited  liability  companies,  joint  stock  and  other 
associations,  partnerships  and  individuals  engaged  in  the  same 
business  or  in  the  publication  of  newspapers,  periodicals  or  other 
publications,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  not  inconsistent 
with  law  or  with,  its  certificate  of  incorporation,  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed in  its  by-laws.  {As  amended  by  chapter  205  of  the  Lavos  of 
1897,  §  1,  and  chapter  436  o/  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

ARTICLE  VI. 

HOSPITAL  OORPOttATIONS. 

Section  80.  Certificate  of  incorporation, — Five  or  more  per- 
sons may  become  a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  erecting, 
establishing,  or  maintaining  a  hospital,  infirmary,  dispensary,  or 
home  for  invalids,  ap^ed  or  indigent  persons,  by  making,  acknowl- 
edging and  filing  a  certificate,  stating 

(o.)  The  particular  object  for  which  the  corporation  is  to  be 
formed; 

(6.)  The  name  of  the  proposed  corporation; 

(c.)  The  toum,  village  or  city  in  which  its  principal  office  is  to  be 
located; 

(d.)  The  number  of  directors,  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
forty-eight; 
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(e.)  The  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the  persons  to  he  its 
directors  until  its  first  annual  meeting;  and 

(/.)  The  time  for  holding  its  annual  meetings. 

Such  certificate  may  also  specify  the  qaalificatlon  of  members 
of  the  corporation  with  reepect  to  their  adherence  or  non-adher- 
ence to  a  particular  school  or  theory  of  medical  or  surgical  treat- 
ment; and  the  systems  of  medical  practice  or  treatment  to  be  used 
or  applied  in  such  hospitals,  infirmary,  dispensary  or  home. 

Such  certificate  shall  not  be  filed  without  the  written  approval 
indorsed  thereupon,  or  annexed  thereto,  of  the  state  board  of 
charities  and  of  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  district  in 
which  the  principal  office  or  place  of  business  of  such  corporation 
shall  be  located. 

On  filing  such  certificate,  in  pursuance  of  law,  the  signers 
thereof,  their  associates  and  successors,  shall  be  a  corporation,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  certificate.  {As  amended 
by  chapter  404  of  the  Laws  of  1900.)

§  5,  Filing  and  recording  certificates  of  incorporation. — Every 
certificate  of  incorporation  including  the  corporate  name  or  title 
and  ever}'  amended  or  supplemental  certificate,  and  every  certifi- 
cate which  alters  the  provisions  of  any  certificate  of  incorporation 
or  any  amended  or  supplemental  certificate,  hereafter  executed 
shall  be  in  the  English  language,  and  except  of  a  religious,  ceme- 
tery, moneyed,  municipal  or  fire  department  corporation,  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretai^  of  state,  and  shall  be  by  him 
duly  recorded  and  indexed  in  books  specially  provided  therefor, 
and  a  certified  copy  of  such  certificate  or  amended  or  supple- 
mental certificate  with  a  certificate  of  the  secretary  of  state  of 
such  filing  and  i-ecord,  or  a  duplicate  original  of  such  certificate 
or  amended  or  Ksupplemental  certificate  shall  be  filed  and  similarly 
recorded  and  indexed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in 
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which  the  office  of  the  corporation  is  to  be  located,  or,  if  it  be  a 
non-stock  corporation,  and  such  county  be  not  deterrained  upon 
at  the  time  of  executing  the  certificate  of  incorporation,  in  such 
county  clerk's  office  as  the  judge  approving  the  certificate  shall 
direct.  All  taxes  required  by  law  to  be  paid  before  or  upon  in- 
corporation and  the  fees  for  filing  and  recording  such  certificate 
must  be  paid  before  filing.  No  corporation  shall  exercise  any 
corporate  powers  or  privileges  until  such  taxes  aud  fees  have 
been  paid.    (As  amended  by  chapter  285  of  the  Laws  of  1002.)

ment of  laws  relating  to  children  or  animals,  or  for  two  or  more 
of  such  purposes,  and  iis<m1  exclusively  for  carrying  out  there- 
upon one  or  moi*e  of  such  purposes;  and  the  personal  property 
of  any  such  corporation  shall  be  exem])t  from  taxation.  But 
no  such  corporation  or  association  shall  be  entitled  to  any  such 
exemption  if  any  officer,  member  or  eni|)loye  thereof  shall  receive 
or  may  be  lawfully  entitled  to  rec(Mve  any  pecuniary  profit  from 
the  operations  thereof  except  reasonable  compensation  for  ser- 
vices in  effecting  one  or  more  of  such  purposes,  or  as  proper 
beneficiaries  of  its  strictly  charitable  purposes;  or  if  the  organi- 
zation thereof,  for  any  suc^h  avowed  i)urposes  be  a  guise  or  pre- 
tense for  directly  or  indirectly  making  any  other  pecuniary  profit 
for  such  corporation  or  association,  or  for  any  of  its  memlxu's 
or  employes,  or  if  it  be  not  in  good  faith  organized  or  conducted 
exclusively  for  one  or  more  of  such  purposes.  The  real  property 
of  any  such  corporation  or  association  entitled  to  sweh  e-SLem^Woi 
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held  by  it  exclusively  for  otio  or  more  of  such  purposes  and  from 
wliit  h  mi  rtMiJs,  i»ri»tits  or  irn'oine  ure  derived,  shall  be  so  exempt, 
though  not  iu  actuul  use  therefor  by  reason  of  the  absence  of 
suitable  buildings  or  improvements  thereon,  if  the  construction 
of  suck  biiildiug:.s  or  ini proven lents  is  in  progress,  or  is  in  good 
faith  contemplated  by  such  corporation  or  association*  The  real 
pnviierty  of  ;uiy  mieh  cfirponUion  n<)t  so  used  exclusively  for 
carrying  out  thereupon  one  or  more  of  such  purposes,  but  leased 
or  otherwise  used  for  other  purposes,  shidl  not  be  exempt,  but 
if  a  portion  only  of  any  lot  or  building  of  any  such  i^orporation 
or  association  is  used  exclusively  for  carrying  out  thereupon  one 
or  more  such  purposes  of  any  such  corporation  or  aseociatlon, 
then  such  lot  or  building  shall  be*  so  exempt  only  to  the  extent 
of  the  value  of  the  portion  so  used,  and  the  i-emaining  or  other 
portion  to  the  extent  of  the  value  of  such  remaining  or  other 
portion  shiill  be  subject  to  taxatbiu;  provided,  however,  that  a 
lot  or  building  owned,  and  actually  used  for  hospital  purposes, 
by  a  free  jaiblic  hospital,  depending  for  maintenance  and  support 
upon  voluntary  charity  shall  not  be  taxed  as  to  a  portion  thereof 
leased  or  otherwise  us*?d  for  the  purposes  of  income,  w*hen  such 
income  is  necessary  fiu\  and  is  actually  applied  to,  the  main- 
tenance and  support  of  such  hospital,  and  further  provided  that 
the  real  property  of  any  fraternal  corporation,  association  or 
liody  created  to  build  and  maintain  a  building  or  buildings 
for  its  meeting  or  meetings  of  the  general  assembly  of  it» 
memlK^rs,  or  subordinate  bodies  of  such  fraternity  and  for 
th**  a<-conjmodation  of  other  fraternal  bodies  or  associations, 
the  entiiti  income  of  which  real  property  is  exclusively  applied 
m*  to  be  used  lo  build,  furnish  and  nuiintain  an  asylum,  or  asy- 
lums, a  home  or  homes,  a  m*hool  or  schools  for  the  free  education 
or  i\*lief  of  the  nieui Iters  of  surli  fniternity  or  fm-  the  ridief,  sup- 
jjort  and  care  of  worthy  and  indigent  members  of  the  fraternity, 
their  wives,  widows  or  orphans,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 
Property  held  by  any  officer  of  a  religious  denominatiop  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  exeniptions,  subject  to  the  same  conditions 
and  exceptions,  as  property  held  by  a  religious  corporation.  (A 
ammded  hy  chapter  204  of  the  Laws  of  1903,) 
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I.  Laws  Relating:  to  Fire  Protection  in  Charitable  Institutions. 

AN  ACT  to  protect  the  lives  of  the  inmates  of  public  buildings 
of  state  institutions  and  to  protect  said  buildings  against  de- 
struction by  fire. 

Chapter  535,  Laws  of  1895. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  superintendent  or  chief 
executive  officer  of  each  of  the  public  institutions  of  the  state, 
supported  wholly  or  partly  by  the  funds  of  the  state,  to  provide  that 
the  following  regulations  for  the  protection  of  the  inmates  of  said 
buildings  and  the  buildings  be  complied  with:  There  shall  be 
provided  a  sufficient  number  of  stand-pipes,  with  connections  or 
outlets  on  each  floor,  to  which  a  length  of  fire  hose  shall  be  at- 
tached, to  properly  protect  the  entire  floor  surface.  All  fire  hose 
must  be  tested  at  least  once  in  three  months  under  the  direction 
of  the  engineer,  and  employes  must  be  trained  in  its  use.  Not 
less  than  six  portable  flre-extinguishei*s  for  each  floor  of  each 
building,  hand  grenades  and  flre-pails  kept  constantly  fliled  with 
water  and  used  for  no  other  purposes  shall  be  provided.  Bath- 
tubs shall  be  kept  fliled  with  water  during  the  night  and  pails 
ready  for  use  placed  near  them.  Suitable  steps  must  be  provided 
under  windows  used  as  exits  to  flre-escapes  and  all  flre-esoai)es 
must  be  properly  inclosed  with  wire  netting.  Wards  of  the  state, 
if  physically  and  mentally  able,  must  be  required  occasionally  to 
go  up  and  down  the  outside  iron  stairways  which  must  be  pro- 
vided in  order  to  become  accustomed  to  their  use.  If  gas  is  used, 
the  pressure  shall  be  regulated  by  governor  that  the  flow  may 
be  as  nearly  uniform  as  possible.  All  swinging  gas  jets  in  closets, 
clothes  rooms,  employee'  rooms  and  in  rooms  occupied  by  wards 
of  the  state  must  be  protected  by  wire  screens.  Gas  stoves  nuisc 
be  used  only  w^hen  absolutely  necessary,  and  if  used  must  be  suit- 
ably inclosed  with  metal.  Kerosene  oil  must  not  be  used  for 
lighting  purposes  unless  the  institution  is  not  fully  provided  with 
gas  or  electric  lights;  and  if  such  oil  is  used  it  must  lie  of  the 
highest  Are  test  commercially  obtainable.    Candles  must  only  be 
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used  in  an  emergency,  and  on  the  express  authorization  of  the 
superintendent  or  chief  executive  oflScer.  None  but  safety 
matches,  or  those  which  can  be  used  only  on  a  specially  prepared 
surface,  must  be  allowed  in  or  about  the  institution,  and,  so  far 
as  possible,  matches  should  be  dispensed  with  and  electric  torches 
be  supplied.  All  lanterns  must  be  kept  outside  the  buildings 
used  for  sleeping  purposes,  in  charge  of  one  person,  who  must 
regularly  clean,  replenish  and  distribute  them.  Painters'  sup- 
plies and  inflammable  liquids  of  all  kinds  must  not  be  stored  in 
buildings  occupied  by  wards  of  the  state  or  employes.  When  oil 
or  other  inflammable  substance  is  applied  to  floors,  it  must  be 
applied  only  by  persons  skilled  in  its  application,  and  all  articles 
used  in  applying  such  inflammable  material  must  be  carefully  de- 
stroyed after  use.  All  attics  and  basements  must  be  constantly 
kept  free  from  rubbish  or  articles  not  necessary  to  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  institution,  and  must  be  regularly  swept,  cleaned 
and  all  broken  or  needless  articles  promptly  removed. 

§  2.  The  money  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  supplied  from  the  moneys  annually  appropriated  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  above-described  institutions. 

AN  ACT  to  protect  human  life. 
Chapter  381,  Laws  of  1895. 

Section  1.  All  hospital  buildings  used  for  general  hospital  pur- 
poses or  hospitals  or  asylums  for  the  insane,  or  any  hospital 
buildings  which  are  more  than  two  stories  high,  other  than  those 
which  are  fireproof  in  their  construction  shall  have  properly 
constructed  iron  sitairways  on  the  outside  thereof,  with  suitable 
doorways  leading  thereto  from  each  story  above  the  first,  for 
use  in  case  of  fire.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  mana- 
gers, owners  or  proprietors  of  such  hospitals  or  asylums  to 
cause  such  stairways  to  be  constructed  and  maintained.  If  the 
trustees  or  owners  of  any  hospital  as  herein  described,  except 
those  owned  and  maintained  by  a  city,  a  county,  or  the  state, 
shall  fail  to  ])rovide  such  stairway's  before  the  first  day  of 
October,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  then  the  local  authori- 
ses shall  proceed  to  erect  such  stairways,  and  the  cost  thereof 
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may  be  recovered  by  an  action  at  law  from  the  property  of  said 
hospital. 

§  2.  The  district  attorney  of  each  county  is  hereby  charged  with 
the  execution  of  this  statute,  except  in  the  case  of  hospitals 
erected  op  maintained  by  the  state,  city  or  by  a  county. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  firet  day  of  October  eight- 
een hundred  and  ninety-five.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not 
apply  to  any  institution  in  any  of  the  cities  or  counties  of  this 
state,  which  the  fire  department  of  said  city  or  district  attorney 
of  the  county  shall  certify  in  writing  to  be  fireproof  to  an  extent 
which  will  not  require  the  appliances  and  fixtures  provided  for 
in  this  act.  The  certificate  exempting  inetitutions  from  the 
operations  of  this  act  shall  be  filed  during  the  month  of  January 
in  each  year,  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  the  county. 

AN  ACT  providing  for  fire  drills  in  the  schools  of  this  state. 
Chapter  201,  Laws  of  1901. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  principal  or  other  person 
in  charge  of  every  public  or  private  school  or  educational  institu- 
tion within  the  state,  having  more  than  one  hundred  pupils,  to 
instruct  and  train  the  pupils  by  means  of  drills,  so  that  they  may 
in  a  sudden  emergency  be  able  to  leave  the  school  building  in  the 
shortest  possible  time  and  without  confusion  or  panic.  Such 
drills  or  rapid  dismissals  shall  be  held  at  least  once  in  each  month. 

§  2.  Neglect  by  any  principal  or  other  person  in  charge  of  any 
public  or  private  school  or  educational  institution  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  punishable  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 
Such  fine  to  be  paid  to  the  pension  fund  of  the  local  fire  depart- 
ment where  there  is  such  a  fund. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  education  or  school 
board  or  other  body  having  control  of  the  schools  in  any  town  or 
city  to  cause  a  copy  of  this  act  to  be  printed  in  the  manual  or 
handbook  prepared  for  the  guidance  of  teachers,  where  such 
manual  or  handbook  is  in  use  or  may  hereafter  come  into  use. 

§  4.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  colleges  or 
universities.

escapes  above  specified  provided  such  building  shall  not  exceed 
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four  stories  in  height.  The  owner  of  any  building  upon  which 
fire-escapes  may  now  be  or  may  hereafter  be  erected,  shall  keep 
the  same  in  good  repair,  and  no  person  shall  at  any  time  place  any 
obstruction  of  any  kind  whatever  before  or  upon  any  fire-escape 
from  any  building  in  said  city.  ♦  ♦  ♦  Non-compliance  with 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  subject  the  owner  of 
the  building  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  and  a  further  penalty  of 
ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  thirty  days  the  omission  to  comply 
with  any  provisions  hereof  shall  continue,  after  notice  by  any 
city  official  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.

dollars  for  each  and  every  offense;  and  every  owner  of  such 
building  heretofore  erected  and  used  for  any  of  the  purposes 
herein  specified,  shall,  on  direction  from  the  board  of  fire  com- 
missioners, cause  suitable  fire-escapes  and  stand-pipes,  to  be 
approved  of  by  the  said  board,  to  be  erected  and  placed  on  such 
buildings  as  and  where  directed  by  the  chief  or  assistant  or 
battalion  chief  of  department,  and  in  default  thereof  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  month  after  such  direc- 
tion by  said  board.

Chapter  378,  Laws  of  1897, 

Lights,  precautions  against  fire  and  use  of  aisles  in  places  of 
amusement. 

Section  762.  All  lights  used  in  theatres  and  oiImt  places  of 
public  amusfMuent,  manufactories,  stores,  hotels,  lodging-houses 
and  in  show  windows  shall  be  properly  protected  by  globes  or 
glass  coverings,  or  in  such  other  manned  as  the  fire  commis- 
sioners shall  prescribe.  The  owners  and  proprietors  of  all 
manufactories*  hotels,  tenement- houses,  a  part  meat -houses.  ofHce 
buildings^  boarding  and  lodging  houses,  warehouses,  stores  and 
offices,  theati-es  and  music  halls,  and  the  authm^ities  or  persons 
having  charge  of  all  hospitals  and  asylums,  and  of  the  public 
schools  and  other  public  buildings,  churches  and  other  places 
where  large  numbers  of  persons  are  congregated  for  x>urpo8es  of 
worship,  instrnction  or  amusement,  shall  provide  such  means  of 
commuoicating  alarms  of  fire,  accident  or  danger,  to  the  police  and 
fire  departments  respectively,  as  the  fire  commiseioner  or  police 
board  may  direct^  and  shall  also  provide  such  fire  hose,  fire  ex- 
tingnishers,  buckets,  axes^  fire  hooks,  fire  doors  and  other  means 
of  preventing  and  extinguishing  fires  as  said  fire  commlsdioner 
may  direct.  In  every  building  used  or  occupied  as  a  hotel, 
lodging-house,  or  public  or  private  hospital  or  asylum,  there 
shall  be  employed  by  the  owner  or  proprietor,  or  other  person 
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or  persons  having  the  charge  or  mana^ment  thereof,  one  or 
more  watchmen,  whose  exclusive  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  every 
portion  of  such  building,  at  regular  and  frequent  intervals, 
under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  established  by  the  fire  com- 
missi oner,  for  the  purpose  of  detecting  fire  or  olher  source  of 
danger,  and  giving  timely  warning  thereof  to  the  inmates  of 
the  building.  In  every  room  of  each  of  said  buildings  there 
shall  be  posted  a  card,  u|)on  which  shall  be  printed  a  diagram 
showing  the  exits,  halls,  stairways,  elevators  and  fire-escapes, 
and  in  the  halls  and  passageways,  signs  shall  be  posted  indi- 
cating the  location  of  the  stairs  and  firc-eaca|M?8.  In  each  of 
the  said  buildings  there  shall  be  placed  and  provided  electrical 
or  other  alarms  and  time  detectors,  to  be  approved  by  the  fire 
conimiasioner,  by  means  of  which  the  mo\^ments  of  said  watch- 
man may  be  recorded,  and  throtigh  which  alarms  of  fire  or  (Tther 
danger  »may  'be  instantly  comimunitate*U  by  means  of  bells  or 
gongSy  to  every  portion  of  the  building.  Said  electrical  ap)>ara- 
tus,  and  all  other  aftidiaiicew  phi  red  or  kept  within  any  of  said 
buildings  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  or  exfingnisbing  fires, 
or  for  affording  menus  of  e8ca|)e  therefrom  in  rawe  nf  fire,  shall 
be  kept  at  all  times  in  good  working  order  and  [M'ofn^r  rondition 
for  iminediate  use»  and  any  nieuiJ>«:*r  of  the  uniformed  forre  of 
said  department  may  enter  any  of  tlie  said  buildings  at  any 
time  for  the  purpose  of  insjtecting  said  apparatus  or  appliances.

A  time  detector,  by  means  of  which  the  movements  of  said 
watchman  may  be  recorded. 
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Electrical  or  other  alarms  tbrougli  whicli  alarms  of  fire  and 
other  danger  may  be  instantly  communicated  by  means  of  bells 
or  gongs  to  every  j>ortion  of  the  hiiilflin}^* 

Provide  means  of  communicating  alarms  of  fire,  accideot  or 
danger  to  the  fire  department,  and  maintain  the  same  in  good 
working  order. 

Iron  ba Irony  fire-escapes  (having  one  or  more  windows  leading 
thereto  from  each  room)  having  direct  tT-ccess  to  the  groand,  or 
ro{>e  fire-escapes  in  each  of  said  rooms. 

Cards  in  each  room  with  diagram  printed  thereon,  showing 
the  exits,  halls,  stairways,  elevators  and  fire-escapes. 

Higiis  in  h:ill8  and  passageways  indicating  the  location  of 
stairs  and  fire-escapes,  which  signs  shall  be  illuminated  at  night 
with  lighls  having  red  globes  or  coverings. 

Metal  buckets  filled  with  water  at  all  times,  and  hooks  and 
axes  for  fire  use  only,  to  be  kept  whert^  directed  by  the  officei* 
serving  notice. 

Electrical  apparatus  and  all  other  appliances  placed  or  kept 
within  any  of  said  buildings  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  or 
extinguishing  fires,  or  for  affording  means  of  escape  therefrom 
in  case  of  fire,  ghall  be  kept  at  all  times  in  good  working  order 
and  x>t*Of>er  condition  for  immediate  use. 
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§  liKi,  Fire-escaipes, — Every  dwc^ning-house  0(H*u]»ied  liy  or 
built  to  be  occu]^ied  by  three  or  more  families,  and  every  build- 
ing  already  erected,  or  that  may  heivafter  be  erected,  more  tlian 
three  stories  in  height,  occupied  and  nmid  as  a  hotel  or  lodging- 
house^  and  every  Imarding-house  having  moi-e  than  fifteen  sleefh 
ing  rooms  aliove  flie  basenient  story,  and  every  factorj%  mill, 
manufactory  or  workshop,  hospital,  asylum  or  institution  for 
the  care  or  treatment  of  individuals,  and  every  building  three 
stories  and  over  in  height  used  or  occupied  as  a  store  or  work- 
room, and  every  building  in  whole  or  in  part  occupied  or  used  aa

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buildings;  and  said  department  shall  have  full  and  exclusive 
power  and  authority  within  said  city  to  direct  fire-escapes  and 
other  means  of  egress  to  be  provided  upon  and  within  said  build- 
ing or  any  of  them.    The  owner  or  owners  of  any  building  upon 
which  a  fire-escape  is  erected  shall  keep  the  same  in  good  repair 
and  properly  painted.    No  person  shall  at  any  time  place  any 
incumbrance  of  any  kind  whatsoever  befoi-e  or  upon  any  fire- 
escape,  balcony  or  ladder.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  fireman 
and  policeman  who  shall  discover  any  fire-escape,  balcony  or  lad- 
der of  any  fire-escape  incumbered  in  any  way,  to  forthwith  report 
the  same  to  the  commanding  officer  of  his  company  or  precinct, 
and  such  commanding  office  shall  forthwith  cause  the  occupant 
of  the  premises  or  apartment  to  which  said  fire-escape,  balcony 
or  ladder  is  attached  or  for  whose  use  the  same  is  provided,  to 
be  notified  either  verbally  or  in  writing,  to  remove  such  incum- 
brance and  keep  the  same  clear.     If  said  notice  shall  not  be  com- 
plied with  by  the  removal,  forthwith,  of  such  incumbrance,  and 
keeping  said  fire-escape,  balcony  or  ladder  free  from  incumbrance, 
then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commanding  officer  to  apply  to 
the  nearest  police  magistrate  for  a  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  the 
occupant  or  occupants  of  the  said  premises  or  apartment  of  which 
the  fire-escape  forms  a  part,  and  the  said  parties  shall  be  brought 
before  the  said  magistrate,  as  for  a  misdemeanor;  and,  on  con- 
viction, the  occupant  or  occupants  of  said  premises  or  apartment 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  ten  dollars  for  each  offense,  or  may 
be  imprisoned  not  to  exceed  ten  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court.     In  constructing  all  balcony  fire-escapes,  the  manu- 
facturer thereof  shall  securely  fasten  thereto,  in  a  conspicuous 
place,  a  cast-iron  plate  having  suitable  raised  letters  on  the  same, 
to  read  as  follows:  Notice:  Any  person  placing  any  incumbrance 
on  this  balcony  is  liable  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  and  imprison- 
ment for  ten  days.     All  buildings  requiring  fire-escapes  shall  have 
stationary  iron  ladders  leading  to  the  scuttle  opening  in  the  roof 
thereof,  and  all  scuttles  and  ladders  shall  be  kept  so  as  to  be 
readj'  for  use  at  all  times.     If  a  bulkhead  is  used  in  place  of  a 
scuttle,  it  shall  have  stairs  with  sufficient  guard  or  hand-rail  lead- 
ing to  the  roof.     In  case  the  building  shall  be  a  tenement  house, 
the  door  in  the  bulkhead  or  any  scuttle,  shall  at  no  time  be  locked, 
but  may  be  fastened  on  the  inside  by 'movable  bolts  or  hooks.

The  po>vcra  eauf erred  upou  tbe  municipal  riutliorltl»?s  to  roijoire  tlie  oou- 
stfuctimi  of  fire  escapes  are  clearly  coiiiiUtutioiialt  and  are  not  obnoxious  to 
tlie  ohjectlous  tbat  the  party  affwtt^tl  is  deprived  of  Ijls  property  wltliout 
due  process  of  law.

§  105.  Fireproof  buildings.  Every  building  hereafter  ei-eeted 
or  altei*ed,  to  be  used  as  a  liotet,  Itjdgiiig-lioiiflc,  school,  theatre, 
jail,  police  station,  hospital,  asylum,  institution  for  the  care  or 
treatment  of  persons,  the  height  of  wliirh  exceeds  thirty-five  feet, 
excepting  all  buiklitigs  for  which  s|»ecifi('atioua  and  plans  have 
lieen  heretofore  submitted  to  nnd  approved  by  the  department  of 
buildings,  and  every  other  building  the  height  of  which  exceeds 
seventy-five  feet,  exeept  as  herein  otherwise  i>ro\ided»  shall  be 
built  fireproof,  that  is  to  say,  they  shall  h<y  constructed  with  walls 
of  brick,  stone,  Portland  cement  conci^te,  iron  or  9teel,  in  which 
wood  beams  or  lintels  shall  not  be  placed,  and  in  which  the 
fioorg  and  roofs  shall  be  of  materialfc*  provided  for  in  section  one 
hundred  and  six  of  this  code.  The  stairs  and  siiurcase  landings 
shall  be  built  entirely  of  brick,  stone,  Portland  cement  concrete, 
iron  or  steel.  No  woodwork  or  other  inflammable  material  shall 
be  used  in  any  of  the  partitions,  furrings  or  ceilings  in  any  such 
ti reproof  buildings,  excepting,  how^ever,  that  when  the  height 
of  the  building  does  not  exceed  twelve  stories  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  feet,  the  doors  and  windoT;\^  and  their  frames, 
the  trims,  the  casings,  the  interior  finish  when  filled  solid  at 
the  back  with  fireproof  material,  and  the  floor  boards  and  sleet)ers 
directly  thereunder,  may  be  of  wood,  but  the  space  between  the 
sleepers  shall  be  solidly  filled  with  fiiv|>roof  materials  and  extend 
up  to  the  underside  of  the  floor  boards.

CHAPTEE  IV. 

§  7.  All  buildings  hereafter  erected  to  be  used  as  hotels,  hoB- 
pitalSy  asjlumsy  or  institutions  for  the  care  or  treatment  of  per- 
sons, or  used  in  whole  or  in  part  as  a  public  school  the  height 
of  which  exceeds  thirty-five  feet,  shall  be  fireproof. 

CHAPTEE  VI. 

§  141.  All  buildings  in  said  city  wherein  manufactories  are 
conducted,  and  all  buildings  now  erected,  or  that  hereafter  may 
be  erected,  more  than  three  stories  in  height,  occupied  by,  or 
built  to  be  occupied  by,  three  or  more  families  above  the  first 
story,  and  every  building  already  erected,  or  that  hereafter  may 
be  erected,  more  than  three  stories  in  height,  occupied  or  used 
as  a  hotel,  lodging-house,  or  boarding-house  having  more  than 
fifteen  rooms,  and  every  factory,  mill,  office  building,  manufactory 
or  workshop,  hospital,  asylum  or  institution  for  the  care  or  treat- 
ment of  individuals,  and  every  building  in  whole  or  in  part  occu- 
pied or  used  as  a  school  or  place  of  instruction  or  assembly,  shall 
have  constructed  thereon  good  and  suitable  fire-escapes,  and  such 
other  means  of  egress  in  case  of  fire,  as  the  common  council  may 
direct. 

§  142.  The  owners  or  occupants  of  all  buildings  mentioned  in 
the  preceding  section  shall  have  scuttles  on  the  roofs  of  such 
buildings,  and  shall  cause  to  be  constructed  and  maintained 
stationary  iron  stairs  or  ladders  leading  to  said  scuttles,  which 
scuttles  and  stairs  shall  be  kept  ready  for  use  at  all  times. 

§  144.  AH  fire-escapes  shall  be  connected  with  each  floor  above 
the  first,  well  fastened  and  secured,  and  of  sufficient  strength, 
and  shall  have  landings  or  balconies  not  less  than  six  feet  in 
length  and  three  feet  in  width,  guarded  by  iron  railings  not  less 
than  three  feet  in  height,  and  embracing  at  least  two  windows 
at  each  story,  and  connected  with  the  interior  by  easily  accessi- 
ble and  unobstructed  openings  and  the  balconies  or  landings 
shall  be  connected  by  iron  stairs  not  less  than  twenty-four  inches 
wide,  the  steps  not  to  be  less  than  six  inches  tread,Tplaced  at  an 
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angle  of  not  more  than  forty-five  degrees  slant,  and  protected 
by  a  well  secured  hand  rail  on  both  sides,  with  a  snitable  twelve- 
inch-wide  drop-ladder  from  the  ladder  platform  reaching  to  the 
ground.  The  windows  or  doors  to  each  fire-escape  shall  be 
located  as  far  as  possible,  consistent  with  accessibility  from  the 
stairways  and  elevator  halchwajTs  or  openings  and  the  ladders 
thereof  shall  extend  to  the  roof. 

§  145.  Any  other  plan  or  style  of  fire-escape  shall  be  suflBcient 
if  approved  by  the  fire  marshal  of  said  city,  but  if  not  so  ap- 
proved the  fire  marshal  may  notify  the  owner,  proprietor  or 
lessee  of  said  building,  in  writing,  that  such  other  plan  or  style 
of  fire-escape  is  not  sufficient,  and  may  by  an  order  in  writing, 
require  one  or  more  fire-escapes,  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  and 
suflBcient,  to  be  provided  for  said  building,  at  such  location  and 
of  such  plan  and  style  as  shall  be  specified  in  such  written  order, 
not,  however,  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

§  146.  Within  twenty  days  after  the  service  of  the  above  men- 
tioned order,  the  number  of  fire-escapes  required  therein  for  said 
buildings  shall  be  provided  therefor,  each  of  which  shall  be  either 
of  the  plan  and  style  required  in  said  order,  or  of  the  plan  and 
style  in  this  ordinance  described  and  declared  to  be  8ufl9cient. 

§  147.  If  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  construct  suitable  fire^scapes  and  other  means  of  egress  in 
case  of  fire,  as  directed  and  required  by  this  ordinance,  the  fire 
marshal  shall  cause  such  fire-escai)es  or  means  of  egress  to  be 
constructed,  and  the  expense  thereof,  and  ten  per  centum  in 
addition,  shall  be  collected  from  the  person,  firm  or  corporation 
required  to  construct  such  fire-escapes  and  means  of  egress. 

§  148.  The  owner  or  owners  of  any  building  upon  which  fire- 
escapes  are  now  or  hereafter  may  be  placed  or  erected  shall  keep 
the  said  fire-escapes  in  good  repair  and  well  painted  and  no  per- 
son shall  at  any  time  place  any  incumbrance  of  any  kind  what- 
ever before  or  upon  any  such  fire-escape. 

§  150.  Every  building  or  part  thei'eof  which  shall  appear  to  the 
fire  marshal  to  be  specially  dangerous,  by  reason  of  bad  condition 
of  walls,  overloaded  floors,  defective  construction,  lack  of  guards 
again>st  fire,  or  other  causes,  shall  be  held  to  be  unsafe;  and  the 
fire  marshal  shall  immediately  notify  the  owner  or  lessee  to  cause 
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the  flame  to  be  repaired,  and  shall  also  affix  a  notice  of  the  dan- 
gerous character  of  the  structure  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the 
exterior  wall  of  such  building,  and  no  person  shall  remove  or 
deface  such  notice  so  affixed.  The  owner  or  party  having  an 
interest  in  the  unsafe  building  or  structure  mentioned  in  this 
section,  being  notified  thereof  in  writing  by  the  fire  marshal, 
immediately  shall  cause  the  s^mie  to  be  made  safe  and  secure, 
and  if  any  such  building  shall  be  used  for  any  purpose  requiring 
a  license  therefor,  the  mayor  may  revoke  said  license  on  neglect 
of  the  owner  to  repair  said  building.  Where  the  public  safety 
requires  immediate  action,  the  fire  marshal  may  enter  upon  the 
premises  with  such  assistance  as  may  be  necessary,  and  cause 
the  said  structure  to  be  made  secure  or  taken  down  without 
delay,  at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  party  interested.

CHAPTER  1,  ARTICLE  II. 

§  46.  Fire-escapee. — Outside  iron  stair  fire-escapes  or  inside  fire 
stairways  herein  specified  shall  be  constructed  in  or  upon  every 
building  more  than  two  stories  in  height,  not  having  more  than 
one  means  of  egress,  used  as  a  hotel,  tenement-house,  apartment- 
house,  lodging-house,  factory,  mill,  office  building,  hospital,  asy- 
lum, school  or  public  building.  The  number  and  location  of  such 
fire-escapes  and  fire  stairways  shall  be  governed  by  the  location 
of  the  building,  its  style  of  construction,  size,  constructed  means 
of  egress,  number  of  inmates  and  the  purposes  for  which  used. 
When  inside  fire  stairways  are  adopted  they  shall  be  constructed 
entirely  of  fireproof  material,  inclosed  with  fire  walls  and  shall 
connect  with  a  passageway  leading  directly  to  the  street,  with- 
out any  connection  whatever  with  the  basement.  They  shall  have 
standard  fire  doors,  self-closing,  at  every  landing,  which  doors 
must  never  be  blocked  or  fastened.  When  outside  fire- 
escapes  are  adopted  they  shall  consist  of  open  iron  stairways  of 
not  more  than  forty-five  degrees  slant  with  steps  not  less  than 
six  inches  in  width,  and  twenty-four  inches  in  length  and  pro- 
tected by  a  well  secured  hand  rail  on  both  sides.  They  shall  be 
connected  with  each  floor  above  the  first,  well  fastened  and  of 
sufficient  strength,  and  shall  have  landings  or  balconies,  not  less 
39 
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than  six  feet  in  hmgth  and  three  feet  in  width  guarded  by  iron 
railings  not  lege  than  three  feet  in  height,  and  embracing  at  leaat 
two  windows  at  each  story,  connected  with  the  interior  by  easily 
accessible  and  unobstructed  openings.  The  windows  or  doors  to 
each  fire-escape  shall  be  located  as  far  as  possible,  consistent  with 
accessibility,  from  the  stairways  and  elevator  hatchways  or  open- 
ings, and  the  ladders  thereof  shall  extend  to  the  roof.  Drop 
stairs  shall  reach  from  the  lowest  platform  to  the  ground,  and 
shall  be  hinged  and  hung  with  a  counterweight  suspended  to  chain 
or  cable  with  the  said  weight  entirely  inclosed  in  iron  pockets, 
in  which  it  shall  move  freely  up  and  down;  and  the  weights  of 
all  fire-escapes  now  existing  shall  be  inclosed  in  such  iron  pockets. 
Any  other  plan  of  outside  iron  stair  fire-escape,  substantially  as 
above  reiiuired,  sliall  be  sufficient  if  approved  by  the  bureau. 
Fire-esoai)es  sliall  be  kept  painted  and  in  good  repair,  and  no 
person  shall  place  any  encumbrance  wliatsoever  before  or  thereon. 
If  any  person  shall  neglect  or  refuse  for  thirty  days  after  notice 
in  writing  from  the  bureau  to  construct  such  outside  iron  stair 
fire-escai)e,  or  inside  fire  stairways  as  this  ordinance  requires,  and 
the  bureau  shall  direct,  said  bureau  may  cause  such  fire-escape 
or  stairways  to  bo  constructed,  and  the  ex[>ense  thereof,  and  ten 
per  cent  in  addition,  shall  be  collected  from  such  person  by  an 
action  brought  by  the  corporation  counsel  in  the  name  of  the 
city  of  Kochester,  and  this  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  other  penal- 
ties provided  in  this  ordinance.  The  owner  of  all  buildings  men- 
tioned in  this  section  shall  have  scuttles  on  the  roofs,  and  shall 
cause  to  be  constructed  and  maintained  stationary  iron  stairs 
or  ladders  leading  to  said  scuttles  which  scuttles  and  stairs  shall 
be  kept  ready  for  use  at  all  times.

§  202.  Subdivision  17.  Every  building  already  built,  op  here- 
after to  be  erected,  in  which  twenty-five  or  more  persoin  occupy 
any  of  the  stories  above  the  second  story,  shall  be  provided  with

proper  and  sufficient  strong  and  durable  metallic  fire-escapes  or 
stairways  constructed  as  required  in  this  act,  unless  exempted 
therefrom  by  the  fire  marshal,  which  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair 
by  the  owner  of  such  building,  and  no  person  shall  at  any  time 
place  any  incumbrance  upon  any  of  such  fire-escapes.

CITY  ORDINANCES. 

Sectiob  1.  Every  building  in  the  city  of  Troy,  now  erected  or 
which  may  be  hereafter  erected,  of  three  or  more  stories  in  height 
occupied  or  used,  or  intended  to  be  occupied  or  used  as  a  hotel, 
tavern,  inn,  factoi^^,  workshop,  asylum,  hospital,  public  hall  or 
theatre,  shall  be  provided  with  one  or  more  fire-escapes,  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  chief  engineer  and  the  assistant  engineers 
of  the  fire  department  and  the  fire  department  committee  of  the 
common  council.  Such  fire-escapes  shall,  when  in  use,  reach  from 
the  roof  of  such  hotel,  tavern,  inn,  factory,  workshop,  asylum, 
hospital,  public  hall  or  theatre  to  within  ten  feet  of  the  street, 
road  or  sidewalk,  and  be  of  the  latest  and  most  approved  service, 
style  and  pattern  now  in  practical  use,  and  such  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  said  chief  engineer  and  assistant  engineers  of  the 
fire  department  and  the  fire  department  committee  of  the  common 
council.  And  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  duty  of  the  owner, 
lessee,  agent  or  occupant  of  every  such  building  as  is  herein  named 
to  pix)vide  such  building  with  one  or  more  fire-escapes  as  herein 
directed. 

§  2.  The  chief  engineer  and  the  assistant  engineers  of  the  fire 
department  and  the  chairman  of  the  fire  department  committee 
of  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Troy  shall,  after  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance,  make  an  inspection  of  the  buildings  mentioned 
in  section  one  (1)  of  this  law,  and  report  all  violations  to  the 
city  attorney,  who  is  hereby  directed  to  prosecute  the  owners, 
lessees,  agents  or  occupants  of  buildings  so  reported  before  the 
police  magistrates  of  the  city  of  Troy. 

§  3.  Any  owner,  lessee,  agent  or  occupant  of  any  building  de- 
scribed in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance  who  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  said  section,  shall  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  i)olice  magistrate  of  said  city  be 
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punished  for  each  and  every  such  oflfense  by  a  flue  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars  nor  less  than  twenty-five  dollars,  op  by  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  thirty  days  nor  less  than  ten  days  in  the  county 
jail,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

§  4.  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any  building  or  build- 
ings having  metal  beams  and  metal  stairways. 

§  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  August, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five.

(No  ordinances  specifically  regulating  the  matter  of  ftre  protec- 
tion in  charitable  institutions,  but  such  ordinances  are  under 
consideration.) 

III.    Requirements  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  as  to  Fire 
Protection  in  Charitable  Institutions. 

The  State  Board  of  Charities  in  considering  the  question  of 
proper  fire  protection  for  the  inmates  of  institutions  bases  its 
requirements  upon  the  following : 

1.  The  general  laws  of  the  State  dealing  with  the  matter. 

2.  The  building  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  respective  localities 
and  the  requiremonta  of  local  fire  commissioners  and  departments 
of  public  safety. 

3.  The  necessity  for  reasonable  protection  of  inmates,  particu- 
larly TOung  children  and  aged  persons,  in  institutions  not  affected 
by  the  foregoing  laws  and  ordinances. 

Inspectors  of  this  department  are  directed  in  making  an  in- 
spection of  any  institution  subject  to  the  supervision  of  this 
Board  to  examine  with  care  the  means  and  facilities  provided 
for  the  protection  of  buildings  and  inmates,  in  the  event  of  flre, 
and  to  ascertain  the  extent  to  which  the  law  is  complied  with 
and  the  buildings  and  inmates  protected  against  fire.  Examina- 
tion is  made  and  data  secured  upon  the  following  points,  which 
cover  the  provisions  of  chapter  535,  Laws  of  1895,  entitled  AN 
ACT  to  protect  the  lives  of  inmates  of  public  buildings  of  State 
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institutioiiB  and  to  protect  said  buildingB  against  destruction 
by  fire. 

1.  Height  and  material  of  buildings  and  whether  of  flreproof 
construction  or  not. 

2.  Number  and  location  of  interior  stairways  and  elevator 
shafts  and  whether  flreproof. 

3.  Number,  location  and  construction  of  outside  stairways*  and 
fire-escapes,  and  if  same  can  be  reached  easily. 

4.  Fire  alarm  connection,  and  date  of  last  inspection  by  local 
fire  department. 

5.  Number  and  location  of  standpipes;  length  and  condition  of 
hose,  and  how  often  tested. 

6.  Number  and  location  of  portable  fire-extinguishers,  hand 
grenades,  fire-pails,  etc. 

7.  Organization  and  practice  of  fire  drills. 

8.  Whether  night  patrol  service  is  established  with  use  of 
watchman's  clock. 

9.  Protection  given  swinging  gas  jets  and  other  heating  or 
lighting  fixtures  in  proximity  to  woodwork,  etc. 

10.  Presence  of  rubbish,  particularly  in  attics,  cellars,  etc.,  or 
of  oils,  inflammable  liquids,  etc.,  and  care  given  same. 

An  institution  found  to  be  complying  with  the  law  and  satis- 
factorily equipi)cd  in  the  above  particulars,  and  whose  officers 
give  due  attention  to  flre  drills,  patrol  service,  care  of  oils,  in- 
flammable liquids,  and  the  disposal  of  rubbish,  is  considered  by 
the  Board  to  be  .adequately  protected. 

IV.  Suggestions  for  Protection  of  Buildinf^s  and  Inmates 
against  Fire. 

1.  Buildings  of  charitable  institutions  should  be  of  flreproof 
construction  if  possible. 

2.  Interior  stairways  and  elevator  shafts  should  be  made  fire- 
proof, and  in  the  case  of  the  stairs,  sufficiently  broad  to  permit 
all  persons  on  floors  above  to  pass  down  without  delay. 

3.  Outside  iron  stairways  not  too  steep  and  connecting  with 
each  dormitory  or  room  occupied,  should  be  provided  to  furnish 

*  Chapter  ^1  of  the  Laws  of  1805  requires  all  hospitals  over  two  stories  in  hoinrht  and  not 
of  flreiiroof  construction  to  be  provided  with  outside  iron  stairways,  the  deslfrn  being  to 
afford  means  for  the  removal  of  suri^cal  or  bedridden  patients  on  6tTeiQYiQT^'w\i«ii«ii^ 
other  method  of  handiing  would  be  dangerous. 
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means  of  escape  ib  case  the  interior  stairways  and  elevators  are 

cut  off  by  fire.    For  safety  tlie«e  should  be  inclosed  with  heavy 
wire  netting  and  ]>rovided  with  iron  hand  rails. 

4.  Direct  fire  alarm  connection  is  most  desirable.  Telephone 
counectiun  is  not  as  satisfactory  a  means  for  sending  in  an  alarm 
as  a  fire  alarm  box. 

5.  Interior  facilities  should  include  a  sufficient  number  of  port- 
able fire-extinguishers,  hand  grenades »  and  fire-pails  and  in 
extensive  buildings  of  more  than  two  stories  standpipes  with 
sufficleot  hose  attached  to  reach  every  part  of  each  floor.  The 
hose  should  be  tested  every  thi^ee  mouths,  the  fire-pails  kept  filled 
and  the  extinguishers  recharged  annually. 

6.  Kegular  drills  l>oth  for  employes,  and,  where  their  ph^mcal 
condition  fiermitSj  for  inmates  as  well,  should  be  held  in  order 
to  accustom  them  to  mpid  removal  from  the  buildings  and  thus 
prevent  confusion  ur  excitement  in  case  of  a  real  alarm. 

7.  A  night  watchman  should  patrol  the  building  during  the 
entire  period  when  the  day  employes  ai*e  olf  duty,  and  should 
be  required  by  mt*ans  of  a  watchman's  clock*  to  register  his  visits 
to  difiei'ent  parts  of  the  institution, 

8.  Gas  jets  should  l)e  protectt^  by  globes  or  wire  screens,  and 
all  woodwork  in  piMJximity  to  stoves  should  be  protected  by 
sheets  of  metal. 

9.  All  parts  of  the  building,  particularly  cellars  and  attics, 
should  \xi  kept  free  from  nibbish,  and  rags  used  in  oiling  fioors, 
etc.,  should  either  be  destroyed  after  using  or  kept  in  metal  cans 
or  boxes, 

UK  Great  eare  should  be  exercised  in  the  storage  and  handling 
of  paints,  oils,  and  other  inflammable  litiiiids.  Oil  stoves  and 
lamjis  should  not  be  used  if  avoidable  and  should  never  be  filled 
or  trimmed  after  dark;  if  oil  is  used  it  should  be  of  the  highest 
fire  test. 

11.  Safety  matches  only  should  be  used. 

12.  Ashes  should  never  be  collected  in  wooden  barrels  or  boxes 
but  in  metal  cans. 

13.  Never  encumber  fire-escapes,  stairways,  halls,  passageways, 
windows  or  doors  with  boxes,  barrels,  etc,  as  in  the  event  of 
fire  these  would  interfere  with  the  escape  of  the  inmates  and 
hmder  the  fii'emen  in  their  work,

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STATUTES  AND  BXTLES  BELATING  TO  COBPOBATIONS. 

The  written  approval  qf  the  State  Board  of  Charities  is  neoe»- 
sary  — 

1.  For  the  incorporation  of  any  institution  for  the  pnrpose  of 
receiving,  boarding  or  keeping  any  nursing  children,  or  any  chil- 
dren under  the  age  of  twelve  years,  not  pupils  or  wards. 

(Chapter  171,  Laws  of  1894,  referring  to  Penal  Code,  section  288.) 

2.  For  the  extension  of  the  purposes  of  a  membership  corpora- 
tion, if  the  care  of  orphan,  pauper  or  destitute  children  be  included. 

(Chapter  559,  Laws  of  1895,  Article  I,  section  4.) 

3.  For  the  incorporation  of  any  membership  corporation  men- 
tioned in  the  second  paragraph  of  section  31  of  Article  II  of  the 
Membership  Corporations  Law,  chapter  559  of  the  Laws  of  1895« 
and  of  hospital  corporations. 

4.  The  State  Board  of  Charities  shall  approve  or  disapprove 
the  organization  and  incorporation  of  all  institutions  of  a  chari- 
table, eleemosynary,  correctional  or  reformatory  character,  which 
are  or  shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision  and  inspection  of  the 
board.    (Art.  I,  sec.  9,  subd.  4,  chap.  546,  Laws  of  1896.) 


BXTLES  OF  STATE  BOABD  OF  CHABITIES  TO  BE  OBSEBVED  BY 
PEBSONS  PBESENTINO  CEBTIFICATES  OF  INCOBFOBATION 
FOB  APPBOVAL. 

The  rules  to  be  observed  as  to  all  certificates  of  incorporation 
presented  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities  for  its  approval  are 
as  follows: 

1.  Such  certificate  shall  be  executed  in  duplicate  and  pre- 
sented in  due  form,  duly  executed  and  acknowledged  by  the  proper 
persons  before  com];)€tent  officers,  as  the  special  law  may  direct, 
and  without  erasures  or  interlineations;  and  should  contain  in 
full  every  statement  directed  by  the  statute.  In  the  articles 
hereinbefore  given  these  statements  are  italicized. 

2.  Each  certificate  shall  state  the  law  imder  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  incorporate. 

3.  A  copy  of  such  certificate  shall  also  be  furnished  for  filing 
with  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

Additional  rules  setting  forth  the  duties  of  the  Commissioners 
and  the  officers  of  the  Board  in  regard  to  certificates  of  incor- 
poration and  applicaftion  for  approval  are  laid  down  in  Artiete  "X^ 
of  the  By-Laws. 
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BY-LAW6  OF  THE  BOABD. 

(As  amended  to  June  i,  1902.) 

I.      ON  THE  MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

1.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  January,  April,  July  and  October,  ard  anless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Board,  at  3  o'clock  p.  m. 

2.  All  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  the  office 
of  the  Board  at  the  Capitol  in  the  city  of  Albany,  anless  otherwise 
specially  ordered  by  the  Board. 

3.  The  Board,  or  the  President,  may  direct  special  meetings  to 
be  called. 

4.  The  President' shall  direct  a  special  meeting  to  be  called  on 
the  written  request  of  two  commissioners  stating  the  particnlar 
purpose  for  which  the  meeting  is  desired. 

5.  Notice  of  meeting  shall  be  given  by  mailing  the  notice  to 
each  commissioner  at  his  last  known  place  of  address,  and  when 
practicable,  such  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  ten  days  in  ad- 
vance. 

6.  Notice  of  special  meetings  shall  state  the  particnlar  purposes 
for  which  the  meetings  are  called. 

II.      ON  THE  CONDUCT  OF  BUSINESS. 

1.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Board  the 
President  and  Vice-President  are  both  absent,  any  commissioner 
may  call  the  meeting  to  order,  and  a  chairman  shall  be  chosen. 

2.  At  the  meetings  of  the  Board  the  following  order  of  business, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  shall  be  observed: 

Reading  of  the  minutes  of  previous  meetings. 
Election  of  oflScers. 
Reference  of  accounts. 
Unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 
Reports  of  standing  and  special  committees. 
Reports  on  proposed  incorporations. 
Communications  from  Commissioners  and  offlcem. 
Miscellaneous  business. 

3.  At  a  special  meeting,  the  object  of  the  meeting  shall  be  stated 
by  the  chair  immediately  after  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting 
have  been  read,  and  no  other  business  than  that  stated  in  the  call 
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■hall  be  considered  at  such  meeting,  unless  ordered  by  the  con- 
current  vote  of  all  the  Commissioners  present. 

4.  All  resolutions  shall  be  in  writing  and,  with  the  name  of  the 
mover,  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

5.  On  the  demand  of  any  Commissioner,  the  vote  on  any  ques- 
tion shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes,  and  entered  on  the  minutes. 

6.  All  questions  of  order  and  proceeding,  not  specially  provided 
for  in  these  By-Laws,  shall  be  governed  by  Cushing's  Manual. 

7.  The  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  printed 
as  soon  after  adjournment  as  possible,  and  a  copy  furnished  to 
each  Commissioner. 

III.   ON  THB  ELECTION  OF  OFFIGERS. 

1.  The  stated  meeting  in  April  shall  be  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Board. 

2.  At  this  meeting  it  shall  elect  by  ballot  a  President  and  a 
Vice-President. 

3.  The  President  and  Vice-President  so  elected  shall  hold  their 
respective  offices  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

4.  All  other  officers  or  agents,  unless  their  term  of  office  be 
fixed  by  law,  or  by  these  By-Laws,  shall  hold  office  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Board. 

IV.      ON    THE    PRESIDENT    AND    VICE-PRESIDENT. 

1.  The  President  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Board,  and  shall  preside  at  the  meetings. 

2.  He  shall  represent  the  Board  before  the  Governor,  Executive 
Department  and  Legislative  Committees,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Board  and  may  request  any  Commissioner  or  officer  to  as- 
sist him  or  appear  in  his  stead. 

3.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  President 
whenever  the  President  is  unable  to  perform  the  duties  assigned 
to  him  by  these  By-Laws. 

V.      ON   THE   SECRETARY. 

1.  The  Secretary  shall  reside  in  the  city  of  Albany,  and  shall 
be  in  attendance  at  the  office  of  the  Board  during  the  hours  of 
business,  unless  called  elsewhere  by  official  duties,  or  unless  ex- 
cused by  the  Board. 
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2.  He  shall  have  general  supervision  of  employes  and  of  all 
branches  of  the  Board's  work,  and  shall  aid  the  Commiissionera 
and  other  officers  of  the  Board  in  the  performance  of  their  diities 
whenever  required. 

3.  He  shall  submit  to  the  Committee  on  Publication,  on  or 
before  the  second  Wednesday  of  October  in  each  year,  the  sub- 
jects of  which  it  ifi  proposed  to  treat  in  the  annual  report,  and 
the  text  of  the  report  shall  be  completed  and  submitted  by  him 
to  said  Committee  on  or  before  the  first  Wednesday  of  December. 

4.  He  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  office;  superintend  the 
clerical  business;  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  these 
By-Laws,  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Board,  and  be  the 
medium  of  communication  of  its  orders  and  requests  under  its 
direction. 

5.  He  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  keep  the 
records  of  the  same. 

6.  He  shall  make  examination  of,  and  certify  to,  the  correctness 
of  all  expense  accounts  presented  for  the  audit  of  the  Board,  and 
attest  the  audit  of  all  bills  allowed  by  the  Board. 

7.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  accounts  audited  by  the  Board, 
und  report  at  each  stated  meeting  the  condition  of  the  several 
appropriations. 

8.  He  shall  advise  the  Commissioners  of  any  proposed  legisla- 
tion affecting  institutions  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board,  or 
which  in  any  manner  concerns  its  interests  or  its  work,  and  fur- 
nish them  with  all  legislative  bills  bearing  on  such  subjects. 

9.  The  Secretary  shall  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  appropriate 
committees  of  the  Board  any  matter  requiring  their  consideration 
or  action,  and  shall  also  make  a  report  thereof  to  the  Board  at 
the  first  meeting  thereafter. 

10.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  especially  as- 
signed to  him  by  these  B3-I>aws,  or  which  the  Board  may  from 
time  to  time  direct. 

VI.      ON  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STATE  AND  ALIBN   POOR. 

1.  The  Superintendent  of  State  and  Alien  Poor  shall  have 
supervision  of  the  State,  Alien  and  Indian  dependent  classes,  and 
shall  perform  all  the  duties  required  by  law,  or  prescribed  by  the 
Board,  for  their  care  and  final  settlement. 
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2.  He  shall  flupervise  and  direct  the  work  of  the  inspectors 
of  almshouses,  transmitting  copies  of  their  reports,  through  the 
Secretary,  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  respective  districts;  the 
work  of  the  inspector  of  State  charitable  institutions,  trans- 
mitting copies  of  his  reports,  through  the  Secretary,  to  the  re- 
spective committees  of  the  Board  having  jurisdiction  of  such 
institutions;  and  the  work  of  the  other  employes  in  his  depart- 
ment, requiring  each,  with  the  exception  of  the  clerks  at  the 
office  in  the  Capitol,  to  file  in  his  office  a  daily  record  of  their 
work.  He  shall  cause  the  State  institutions,  within  the  Bofu^'s 
jurisdiction,  to  be  inspected  at  least  quarterly,  and  the  other 
Institutions  within  the  Board's  jurisdiction,  which  are  in  receipt 
of  State  moneys,  and  the  almshouses  and  their  auxiliary  institu- 
tions, at  least  once  in  every  six  months. 

3.  He  shall  also  supervise  the  work  devolved  upon  the  Board 
by  chapter  264  of  the  Laws  of  1898,  "An  act  to  prevent  evils 
and  abuses  in  connection  with  the  placing  out  of  children,"  and 
shall  keep  as  full  a  record  as  practicable,  of  the  cases  of  chil- 
dren placed  out  in  this  State,  reporting,  through  the  Secretary, 
to  the  Committee  on  Placing  Out  of  Children,  any  evils,  defects 
or  abuses  discovered  in  connection  with  such  work. 

4.  He  shall  preserve,  in  suitable  form  for  reference,  the  records 
of  each  individual  of  the  above  classes  who  may  come  under  his 
official  care. 

5.  He  shall  examine  all  accounts  pertaining  to  State,  Alien 
and  Indian  poor,  and,  before  said  accounts  are  presented  to  the 
Board  for  audit,  shall  certify  to  their  correctness. 

6.  He  shall,  in  his  visitations  of  State  charitable  and  reforma- 
tory institutions  and  almshouses,  examine  and  inquire  into  any 
violations  of  the  laws  in  respect  to  the  retention  of  children, 
epileptics,  insane  and  feeble-minded  in  these  institutions,  and, 
also,  as  to  the  necessity  of  providing  more  suitable  and  better 
care  for  any  of  the  inmates  of  such  institutions,  and  report 
quarterly  to  the  Board  the  results  of  his  examinations  and  in- 
quiries. It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  keep  a  register  of  all  epi- 
leptics, idiots  and  feeble-minded  persons  committed  to  institu- 
tional carte,  and  in  such  manner  as  will  show  the  status  of  each 
and  every  such  epileptic,  idiotic  and  feeble-mln-ded  inmate  so 
committed. 
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7.  He  sball  make  quarterly  reports  of  his  work  and  sball  pre- 
pare, for  the  aaiiual  reports  of  the  Board,  a  full  statement  of  the 
work  performed  in  the  bureau  under  his  charge,  with  such  sug- 
gestioDS  and  recommendatioos  as  he  may  deem  Important 


VIL      ON   THE   8UPKRINTEXDENT  OF   INSPECTION, 

1.  The  Superintendent  of  Inspection  shall,  fiubjeet  to  the 
pleiisure  of  the  Board,  have  charge  of  the  visitation  and  inspection 
of  all  institntions,  societies  or  associations  which  are  of  a  chari- 
table, eleemosynary,  correittional  or  reformatory  character,  except- 
iag  State  institutions  and  those  having  the  custody  of  State, 
Alien  and  Indian  poor. 

2.  He  shall  snpervise  and  direct  the  work  of  the  superintend- 
ents, inspectors  and  other  employes  in  his  deparlmeni:,  requir- 
ing each,  with  the  exception  of  the  clerks  in  the  olUce  in  the 
Capitol,  to  file  in  his  office  a  daily  record  of  their  work. 

3.  He  shall  organize  and  nniintain  such  methods  of  visitation 
and  inspection  of  the  above  classified  institutions,  societies  or 
associations,  as  will  furnish  the  Board  reliable  information  as  to 
the  official  conduct  of  trustees,  directors  and  other  officers  and 
employes  of  the  same;  the  success  of  the  management  in  each 
in  promoting  the  physical  and  moral  well-being  of  the  inmates; 
whether  the  objects  of  the  several  institutions,  societies  or  asso- 
ciations are  accomplished;  whether  the  moneys  appropriated  for 
their  aid  are  or  have  been  economically  and  judiciously  expended; 
whether  the  laws  in  relation  to  them  and  the  rules  of  the  Board 
governing  the  reception  and  retention  of  inmates  have  been  fully 
complied  with;  and  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  their  useful- 
ness* 

4.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  reports,  provided  in  section  2> 
Rule  IIL,  of  rules  established  by  the  Boanl  pursuant  to  section 
14,  Article  YIH.,  of  the  Constitution,  and  shall  maintain  such  a 
system  of  registration  of  the  inmates  of  the  institutions,  societies 
or  associations  classified  under  said  section  2,  as  will  show  the 
present  status  of  each  of  said  inmates, 

5.  He  shall  make  quarterly  reports  of  his  work,  and  prepare 
for  the  annual  reports  of  the  Board  a  full  statement  of  the  work 
performed  during  the  year  in  bra  bureau,  with  such  suggestions 
and  recommendations  as  he  may  deem  important* 
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1.  All  the  institutions  of  a  district  subject  to  the  inspection 
of  this  Board  shall  be  under  the  special  supervision  of  the  Com- 
missioner or  Commissioners  resident  in  such  district.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  to  visit  and  inspect  said  institu- 
tions as  often  as  in  their  opinion  the  public  interests  require,  and 
whenever  directed  by  the  Board. 

2.  In  case  of  inability,  from  any  cause,  of  a  Commissioner  to 
discharge  the  duty  of  supervision,  visitation  and  inspection  im- 
posed by  this  By-Law,  the  Board  shall  assign  it,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  to  another  Commissioner  or  to  an  officer  of  the  Board.  But 
this  By-Law  shall  not  be  construed  to  imjxair  the  right  of  the 
Board  to  direct  special  investigations  or  examinations  of  the 
affairs  and  management  of  any  institution,  society  or  association, 
or  to  institute  and  pursue  investigations  on  any  subject  germane 
to  its  work  in  any  district  or  county  of  the  State. 

3.  The  President  may,  during  the  recess  of  the  Board,  appoint 
a  committee  of  one  or  more  Commissioners  to  make  a  preliminary 
investigation  into  the  affairs,  management  and  conduct  of  any 
institution,  society  or  association  subject  to  its  supervision,  with 
the  full  powers  conferred  by  law. 

IX.      ON  THE  OBJECTS  OP  VISITATION  AND  INSPECTION. 

The  subjects  of  inquiry,  inspection  and  examination  of  insti- 
tutions, societies  or  aseociations  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Board,  shall  be  as  specified  in  chapter  546  of  the  Laws  of  1896, 
article  I.,  section  11. 

X.      ON  THE  APPROVAL  OP  CERTIPICATES  OP  INCORPORATION. 

1.  Whenever  application  is  made  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities 
for  the  approval  of  a  certificate  of  incorporation,  the  application 
shall  first  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  at  the  Capitol, 
for  record,  and  submission  to  the  Attorney-General  or  to  the 
counsel  of  the  Board  for  opinion  as  to  legal  form,  and  shall  then 
forthwith  be  referred  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Commissioner  or 
Commissioners  resident  in  the  district  from  which  the  application 
is  made. 

In  case  of  an  application  from  a  district  in  which  there  \& 
more  than  one  resident  Commissioner,  buc^  cettifteaAfe  ^'eXVXife 
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sent  to  such  Commissioner  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Commii 
Bionera  resident  in  such  district. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Conimiseioner  acting  alone  or 
with  Buch  CoDimissioner  or  Commissioners  as  Jie  may  invitt% 
to  inquire  by  personal  examination  or  by  a  public  hearing  upon 
notice  into  the  merits  of  the  application,  and  specially  to  con- 
sider the  following  points: 

ia)  The  desiiMhility  of  the  existence  of  such  an  institution  as  is 
proposed  to  be  incorporated,  at  the  time  and  place  and  under  the 
circumstances  set  forth  in  the  application  and  certificate. 

ib)  The  character  and  standing,  in  the  community,  of  the  pro- 
posed incorporators. 

(c)  The  financial  resources  of  the  proposed  institution,  and  its 
sources  of  future  revenue, 

3,  Such  Commissioners  shall  report  to  the  Board  in  writing, 
before  final  action  upon  tlie  application,  the  result  of  the  exam* 
ination  and  the  recommendation  based  thereon,  and  this  report,  \ 
together  with  all  papers  in  the  matter  of  the  application,  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Board. 


XI.      ON  THB   ANNUAL    RBPOHT* 

1.  The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  general  supervision 
of  the  preparation  of  the  report  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall  have 
power  to  select  or  reject  matter,  subject  to  the  final  action  of  the 
Board. 

2.  The  annual  report  shall  contain  such  statements,  items  and 
particulars  iis  are  specified  in  chapter  546  of  the  Laws  of  1896, 
or  in  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  or  supplemental  thereto,  and 
also  such  other  matters  relating  to  the  institutions,  societies  or 
associations  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board,  as  the  Com- 
mittee may  deem  necessary  or  proper, 

3.  The  title  of  each  paper  intended  for  publication  with  the 
annual  report,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Board  on  or  before 
the  second  Wednesday  of  October,  and  no  paper,  report  or  docn 
ment,  the  title  of  which  is  not  so  filed,  shall  be  received  or  con- 
sidered for  the  annual  report  of  the  Board,  except  on  special  leave 
of  the  Committee  on  Publication,  nor  shall  any  such  report,  paper 
or  document  be  published  in  the  appendix  of  the  annual  report^ 
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anless  the  same  shall  have  been  read  through  by  at  least  one 
member  of  said  Committee,  reported  favorably  to  and  approved 
by  the  Board. 

4.  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Publication  to 
submit  the  text  of  the  report,  in  proper  form  for  transmission  to 
the  Legislature,  to  the  Board  on  or  before  the  second  Wednes- 
day of  December. 

XII.      ON  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  BOARD. 

J.  The  office  of  the  Board,  in  the  Capitol  at  Albany,  is  the  an 
thorized  depository  of  all  books,  papers,  records  and  documents, 
the  ])roperty  of  the  Board,  and  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  be 
the  place  for  the  transaction  of  its  business. 

2.  The  office  shall  be  kept  open  on  all  secular  days,  except  legal 
holidays,  from  9  a.  m.,  to  5  p.  m. 

XIII.      on  the  ACCOUNTS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

1.  All  bills  or  accounts  made  by  virtue  of  any  law  whose  execu- 
tion is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board,  shall  receive  the  audit 
of  the  Board  or  of  the  Finance  Committee  before  presentation  to 
the  Comptroller  for  payment. 

2.  A  copy  of  all  accounts  passed  by  the  Board  or  Finance  Com- 
mittee shall  be  kept  in  the  office. 

3.  No  indebtedness  chargeable  to  any  appropriation,  shall  be 
incurred  by  any  Commissioner  or  officer  except  on  the  order  of 
the  Board  or  Finance  Committee,  but  this  provision  shall  not 
apply  to  the  personal  expenses  of  Commissioners,  expenses  in- 
curred by  the  Superintendent  of  State  and  Alien  Poor,  the  In- 
spector of  Charities,  the  Secretary,  or  the  miscellaneous  con- 
tingent expenses  of  the  office. 

4.  All  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the  use  of 
the  Board  shall  be  entered  in  books  prepared  for  that  purpose, 
and  in  connection  with  each  appropriation,  every  item  of  expendi- 
ture, duly  authorized  and  made  chargeable  to  said  appropriation, 
shall  be  recorded,  and  these  accounts. shall  be  so  kept  as  to  show 
at  all  times  the  available  balance  of  each  appropriation  remainin;^ 
to  the  credit  of  the  Board. 
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xiv.    on  the  g0mmittbe8. 

There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Oommitteea,  which  shall 
be  appointed  bj  the  President-elect  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
each  annual  meeting.  The  President  may,  subject  to  the  pleasure 
of  the  Board,  appoint  such  other  or  further  committees  as  the 
work  of  the  Board  may,  from  time  to  time,  demand. 

All  the  committees  shall  report  at  each  stated  meeting  of  the 
Board,  or  oftener  when  necessary,  upon  the  matters  coming  under 
their  jurisdiction  or  specially  referred  to  them. 

1.  On  Publication. 

This  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Commissioners,  and  shall 
have  supervision  of  the  preparation  of  the  annual  report  of  the 
Board. 

2.  On  Finance. 

This  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President  and  two  Commis- 
sioners, and  shall  have  charge  of  the  finances  of  the  Board,  and 
shall  audit  such  bills  in  the  intervals  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  as  the  Board  may  direct. 

3.  On  Inspection  of  Charities. 
This  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Commissioners,  and  shall 
have  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of  Inspection  of  Charities. 

4.  On  State  and  Alien  Poor. 
This  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Commissioners,  and  shall 
have  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of  State  and  Alien  Poor. 

XV.   ON  THE  DECLARATION  OP  THE  OPINION  AND  POLICY  OF  THB 

BOARD. 

The  opinion  and  policy  of  the  Board  can  be  declared  only  by 
resolution  adopted  at  a  meeting  regularly  convened,  and  when  so 
declared  shall  furnish  a  rule  of  official  action  to  Commissioners 
and  officers. 

XVI.   ON  THE  METHODS  OF  CHANGING  THB  BT-LAWB. 

No  alteration,  addition  or  amendment  to  these  By-Laws  shall 
be  made,  unless  upon  notice  at  one  meeting  of  intention  to  pro-

BTTIiES  FOB  THE  BECEFTION  AND  RETENTION  OF  INMATES  OF 

INSTITUTIONS. 

{As  amended  January  IJf,  1903.) 

I.   RECEPTION    OP    INMATES. 

The  following  claeses  of  persons,  and  no  othere,  may  be  re- 
ceived as  public  charges  into  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correc- 
tional, and  reformatory  institutions,  wholly  or  partly  under  pri- 
vate control,  authorized  by  law  to  receive  payments  from  any 
county,  city,  town  or  village  for  the  support,  care  or  maintenance 
of  inmates: 

1.  Children. under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  who  have  been  con- 
victed of  crime  and  committed  to  such  institution. 

2.  Persons  who  have  been  committed  to  such  institutions  by 
any  court  or  magistrate  having  jurisdiction. 

3.  Persons  who,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  existing  laws, 
have  been  received  or  are  retained  in  any  such  institution  by  the 
written  order  or  permit  of  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  a 
county,  or  overseer  of  the  poor  of  <n  town,  or  commissioner  or 
commissioners  of  charities  or  other  lucal  officer  or  board  legally 
exercising  the  powers  of  an  overseer  of  the  poor  in  the  county, 
city,  town  or  village  sought  to  be  charged  with  the  support  of  such 
persons. 

4.  Persons  who  have  been  received  into  such  institutions  as, 
under  special  or  existing  laws  or  appropriations,  are  entitled  to 
receive  payments  of  money  in  gross  sum  or  for  specific  purposes, 
from  any  county,  city,  town  or  village.  No  child  between  the 
ages  of  two  and  sixteen,  unless  convicted  of  a  crime,  shall  be  re- 
ceived into  any  such  institution  as  a  public  charge,  unless  com- 
mitted thereto,  or  placed  therein,  by  a  court  or  magistrate  having 
jurisdiction,  or  by  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  a  county,  or 
overseer  of  the  poor  of  a  town,  or  commissioner  or  commissioners 
of  charities,  or  other  local  officer  or  board  legally  exercising  the 
powers  of  an  overseer  in  the  county,  city,  town  or  village  sought 
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to  be  charged  with  the  support  of  such  child,  and  authorized  by 
law  to  commit  children  to  such  institutionB  or  to  place  them 
therein. 

II.    RETTENTION  OF  INMATES. 

1.  No  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  unless  convicted  of 
crime,  nor  any  destitute  minor  nor  adult  person,  whether  com- 
mitted by  any  court  or  magistrate,  or  otherwise  received,  shall 
be  retained  in  any  such  institution,  as  a  public  charge^  unless 
accepted  in  writing  as  such  by  the  oflScer  charged  with  the  sup- 
port and  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  county,  city,  town  or  village 
upon  which  such  child  or  destitute  minor  or  adult  person  is 
sought  to  be  made  a  public  charge,  subject  to  such  regulations  as 
the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe,  and  all  acceptances 
eo  made  shall  lapse  and  become  void  unless  renewed  in  writing 
within  thirty  days  of  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  time 
of  the  first  acceptance;  said  year  to  date  from  the  period  of  said 
acceptance.  The  reacceptance  in  writing  shall  be  repeated  each 
year  that  the  inmate  remains  in  the  institution  and  within  thirty 
days  of  the  expiration  of  each  successive  year.  Every  such  accept- 
ance or  renewal  of  acceptance,  shall  be  based  upon  the  results 
of  an  investigation  into  the  circumstances  of  the  person  accepted, 
and  into  the  circumstances  of  his  parents,  relatives  or  guardians, 
if  there  be  any.  No  destitute  child  shall  be  retained  as  a  public 
charge  in  any  institution  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control, 
which  shall  fail  to  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  name 
and  address  of  every  person  visiting  such  child,  supported  in 
whole,  or  in  part,  by  public  funds  in  such  institution,  which  name 
and  address  shall  be  secured  upon  such  visit. 

2.  Children. — No  minor  who  is  an  inmate  of  any  such  institu- 
tion, other  than  n  person  under  the  age  of  sixteen  who  has  been 
convicted  of  crime  and  duly  committed,  may  be  retained  at  public 
expense  in  any  such  institution,  if  the  State  Board  of  Charities, 
or  a  committee  thereof,  shall  have  notified  such  institution  in 
writing,  that  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  or  of  a  committee  of 
the  Board,  it  is  for  the  interest  of  such  minor  that  he  or  she  should 
be  returned  to  his  or  her  parents  or  guardians,  or  placed  out  in  a 
family  by  adoption  or  indenture  or  other  agreement,  except  that 
such  minor  may  be  retained  at  public  expense,  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  two  months  after  the  service  of  the  notice  to  the  instl- 
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tution,  at  its  request,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  it  to  place  out 
such  child. 

3.  In  no  case  shall  any  child,  supported  in  whole  or  in  part 
at  public  expense,  in  any  such  institution,  be  transferred  to  any 
other  institution  except  upon  the  written  approval  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  the  district  or  county  in  or  from  which  the  transfer  is 
proposed,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  any  other  commissioner  of  the 
Board. 

4.  No  minor  shall  remain  as  an  inmate  of  any  such  institution 
which  has  not  furnished  evidence  of  having  complied  with  the  pro 
visions  of  sections  213,  214  and  215  of  article  XII  of  chapter  25 
of  the  general  laws,  called  the  Public  Health  Law. 

5.  Destitute  and  other  adults. —  No  adult  inmate  of  any  such  in- 
stitution, who  has  been  placed  or  permitted  to  remain  therein  by 
a  proper  oflScer,  shall  be  retained  therein  at  public  expense^  after 
a  date  fixed'  by  a  commissioner,  resident  in  the  district  in  which 
the  institution  is  situated,  and  of  which  the  proper  authorities  or 
superintendent  or  oflBcer  in  charge  thereof  has  been  notified  in 
writing. 

6.  No  payment  shall  be  made  by  any  county,  city,  town  or 
village  to  any  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional  or  reform- 
atory institution  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control,  for  care, 
support  or  maintenance,  which  shall  fall  within  a  reasonable  time 
after  notice  to  comply: 

First.  With  any  law  affecting  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of 
said  county,  city,  town  or  village, 

Second.  With  any  rules  or  regulation  of  the  local  board  of 
health  passed  pursuant  to  law. 

Third.  With  any  law  regulating  the  erection  of  the  buildings 
of  said  institutions,  or 

Fourth.  With  any  law,  or  rules  or  regulation  made  pursuant 
to  such  law,  enacted  to  protect  the  inmates  thereof  from  fire,  or 
requiring  the  erection  of  fire-escapes  or  additional  means  of 
egress. 

7.  The  inmates  of  all  charitable,  correctional  or  reformatory 
institutions,  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control,  who  are  re- 
tained therein  as  a  charge  upon  any  county,  city,  town  or  vil- 
lage, shall  be  humanely  and  suitably  provided  with  food,  lodg- 
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ing  and  clothing  and  whaterer  further  may  be  neoeuaiy  for 
their  safetj,  reasonable  comfort  and  well  being. 

8.  Children  of  school  age  retained  in  any  snch  institution  as  a 
charge  upon  anv  connty,  city,  town  or  Tillage,  shall  receire 
regular  and  suitable  instruction  in  at  least  the  common  school 
branches  of  reading,  sjielling.  writing,  arithmetic,  English  gram- 
mar and  geography. 

9.  The  commissioners,  officers,  inspectors  and  other  represen- 
tatives of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  shall  at  all  reasonable 
times  be  allowed  to  examine  such  children  with  relation  to  their 
scholastic  training,  and  also  with  respect  to  their  fitness  for 
placing  in  family  homes,  or  with  relation  to  any  other  matter 
pertaining  to  their  care,  comfort  and  general  welfare,  as  may 
be  directed  by  the  board  by  resolution  duly  adopted  and  entered 
on  its  minutes. 

III.    BEPORTS  OF   INSTITUTIONS. 

1.  Annual  Reports. 

Each  and  every  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional  and  re- 
formatory institution,  wholly  or  partly  under  private  controli 
whether  incorporated  or  not  incorporated,  subject  to  the  yisitation 
and  insi)ection  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  pursuant  to  article 
VII.,  sertion  11  of  the  Constitution,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year,  prepare  and  file  with 
the  Board,  at  its  office  in  the  Capitol  at  Albany,  a  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  institution  and  its  operations,  for  the  preceding 
fiscal  year  ending  September  30th,  upon  forms  prescribed  and 
furnished  for  the  purpose,  to  wit: 

First.  The  estimated  value  of  the  real  and  personal  property  of 
the  institution  and  its  assets  and  liabilities  October  1st. 

Second.  The  total  amount  and  sources  of  the  receipts  of  the 
institution  and  its  total  and  classified  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  September  30th. 

Third.  The  whole  number  of  persons  supported  in  the  institu- 
tion, and  the  changes  in  the  population  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  September  30th,  and  the  number  and  sex  of  those  in  its 
custody  and  care  October  1st,  with  such  other  particulars  as  may, 
from  time  to  time,  be  required  by  the  Board. 
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2.  Reports  of  Institutions  Having  the  Custody,  Care  and  Training  of 
Orphan,  Destitute,  Delinquent  and  Defective  Children. 

Every  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional  or  reformatory 
institution,  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control,  having  the 
custody,  treatment,  care  and  training  of  orphan,  destitute,  delin- 
quent or  defective  children,  excepting  deaf  and  blind  pupils,  shall, 
on  or  before  the  10th  day  of  October,  1895,  file  with  the  Board, 
at  its  office  in  the  Capitol  at  Albany,  the  name  and  sex  of  each 
and  every  child,  inmate  of  such  institution  January  1,  1895,  and 
the  name  and  sex  of  each  and  every  child  who  may  have  been 
received  in  such  institution  from  January  1  to  September  30, 1895, 
inclusive,  on  a  separate  blank  to  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by 
the  Board  for  the  purpose,  including  the  following  particulars  in 
respect  to  each,  viz.:  Date  of  reception;  age;  color;  birthplace; 
whether  orphan,  half-orphan,  or  both  parents  living;  physical  and 
mental  condition;  birthplace  of  parents;  authority  under  which 
received;  county,  city,  village  or  town  upon  which  a  charge; 
amount  received  from  parent,  relative  or  guardian,  or  other  pri- 
vate source,  or  whether  supported  wholly  by  the  institution;  per 
capita  amount  received  from  public  sources;  authority  under 
which  payments  are  made;  and,  in  the  case  of  delinquents,  the 
offense  or  crime  for  which  committed;  and,  each  and  every  such 
institution  shall,  on  or  before  November  10, 1895,  and  on  or  before 
the  tenth  of  each  mouth  thereafter,  file  at  the  office  of  the  Board, 
as  aforesaid,  the  name  and  sex  of  each  and  every  child,  with  the 
particulars  above  enumerated,  in  relation  thereto,  who  may  have 
been  received  in  such  institution  during  the  preceding  month; 
and  such  institution  shall  give  prompt  notice  to  the  Board,  upon 
blanks  furnished  therefor,  of  any  and  all  discharges,  removals, 
escapes,  transfers  or  deaths  occurring  in  the  institution  during  the 
month. 

IV.    ACCOUNTS   OP   institutions. 

Each  and  every  charitable,  eleemosynary,  reformatory  and  cor- 
rectional institution,  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control,  shall 
keep  proper  books  of  account  which  shall  set  forth  all  receipts 
and  expenditures  with  the  vouchers  therefor,  and  be  open  for  the 
inspection  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  its  commissioners, 
officers,  inspectors  and  agents. 
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BHUIS  TO  BE  OBSERVED  BY  THOSE  SUBMITTING  PLANS  FOK 
BTJIIiDINGS  AND  ADDITIONS  THEBETO, 

1.  All  plans  for  the  buildiiig  of  almshouses  or  other  institn- 
tioBB^  or  of  fitroftures  connected  therewith  or  additions  thereto 
or  of  modiflcatioDs  of  «uch  buildings  or  structures,  requiring  the 
Board's  approval, must  be  eabmitted  to  the  Board  with  the  specifl- 
cations  relating  thereto,  both  in  dupUeate  before  being  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Constmction  of  BaildlngB. 

2.  Such  plans  and  speeiflcatione  must  in  every  case  be  accom- 
panied by  a  statement  specifying  the  building  or  buildings  to  be 
erected  in  accordance  therewith,  the  location  or  location©  of  such 
building  or  buildings  and  the  work  otherwise  covered  by  the 
plans  and  specifications,  naming  the  amount  or  amounts  appro- 
priated fur  such  constrnction,  certifying  that  eaid  plans  and  speci- 
fications have  been  officially  approved  by  the  responsible  authori- 
ties preeenting  them  for  the  Board*8  approval,  together  with  a 
specific  request  for  such  approval  by  the  Board, 

3.  One  of  such  plans,  and  one  of  a  duplicate  modification  of 
such  plans,  if  such  shall  be  made  and  approved,  shall  be  filed 
among  the  archives  of  the  Board. 

4.  No  changes  or  modifications  shall  be  permitted  in  each  plant 
without  the  approval  of  the  Board  and  the  filing  of  such  modified 
plans  in  the  archives  of  the  Board. 

6.  The  Board  may  at  any  time  appoint  an  inspector  to  examine 
the  work  of  construction  to  see  that  the  plann  as  approved  by  the 
Board  are  adhered  to. 


Biri^ES  OF  TKE  STATE  BOAKD  OF  CHABITIES  FOR  ORANTINO 
A  LICENSE  TO  INSTITUTIONS  DEVOTED  TO  THE  SOLE  PUR- 
POSE OF  KEEPING  AND  CARING  FOR  AGED,  DECREPIT  AND 
FEEBLE-MINDED  PERSONS^  WHO  ARE  NOT  PROPER  SUBJECTS 
FOR  CARE  AND  TREATMENT  IN  A  HOSPITAL  FOR  THB 
INSANE,  UNDER  THE  LAWS  OF  THE  STATE  OF  NEW  YORK, 
KNOWN  AS  CHAPTER  914  OF  THE  LAWS  OF  1896,  ENTITLED 
**AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  AGED,  DECREPIT 
AND  MENTALLY  ENFEEBLED  PERSONS  WHO  ARE  NOT 
INSANE." 

Bule  1.  Every  applicant  for  a  license  shall  file  in  the  office  of 
this  Board  accurately-drawn  plans  of  every  part  of  the  building 
or  buildings  to  be  employed  for  a  home,  retreat  or  asylum^  to- 
gether with  the  following  verified  statements  in  writing: 
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A.  A  succinct  description  of  the  building  or  buildings  and  of 
the  location  and  surroundings  of  the  institution  and  of  the  con- 
ditions or  accommodations  provided  for  the  safe  and  humane 
rnnintonance  of  the  patients. 

B.  The  number  and  names  of  the  oflScers,  attendants  and  em- 
ploves,  with  a  statement  of  their  respective  duties  and  their 
individual  qualifications,  morally,  physically  and  by  education  or 
experience,  for  their  several  positions. 

C.  The  financial  resources  of  the  institution,  aside  from  its 
income  derived  from  patients,  and  the  scale  of  weekly  charges 
for  patients. 

Rule  2.  No  license  shall  be  granted  until  the  Commissioner  of 
the  district,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  of  an  adjoining  district, 
has  personally  inspected  the  grounds,  buildings  and  appurte- 
nances of  the  proposed  institution,  and  reported  in  writing  that 
in  his  opinion,  it  possesses  the  necessary  equipment  in  ofQcers 
and  attendants,  together  with  suitable  domestic  accommodations 
in  all  other  respects  for  the  safe  and  humane  maintenance  of 
such  patients,  apd  the  number  which  can  be  properly  provided 
for  at  any  one  time. 


BULES  OF  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  CHABITIES  GOVEBNING  THE 
MANAGEMENT  OF  HOMES,  RETBEATS  AND  ASYLDMS  FOB 
THE  CARE  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  AGED,  DECBEPIT  AND 
MENTALLY  ENFEEBLED  PERSONS  WHO  ARE  NOT  INSANE. 

1.  Such  institution  shall  be  devoted  to  the  sole  purpose  of  keep- 
ing and  caring  for  such  persons. 

2.  The  Superintendent  thereof  shall  transmit  to  the  office  of 
this  Board,  within  three  days  after  the  reception  of  a  patient,  a 
certified  copy  of  the  application  of  said  patient,  or  his  or  her 
relative,  friend  or  guardian,  as  the  case  may  be,  together  with 
copies  of  the  affidavits  of  the  physicians  supporting  said  appli 
cation. 

3.  Whenever  any  patient  by  him  or  his  friends  or  legal 
guardians  shall  make  application  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities 
to  be  discharged  from  such  home,  retreat  or  asylum,  the  Superin- 
tendent thereof  shall  forthwith  forward  such  application  to  the 
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office  of  this  Board,  together  with  such  recommendations  in  re- 
gard to  the  further  care  of  the  patient  as  he  may  deem  useful  and 
necessary. 

4.  Said  institution  shall  have,  in  regular  attendance  upon  its 
patients,  a  reputable  physician,  resident  of  the  vicinity,  duly  quali- 
fied by  law  to  practice  his  profession  in  this  State,  and  whose 
appointment  is  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

5.  No  form  of  injury  to  the  person,  or  deprivation  of  the  neces- 
saries of  life  shall  be  allowed  in  such  institution  for  the  purpose 
of  puniahment  or  discipline. 

6.  All  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  relative  to  the 
sanitary  care  of  public  institutions  and  the  preservation  and  pro 
motion  of  the  health  of  the  inmates  shall  be  rigidly  complied  with. 

7.  Said  institution  shall  mdke  to  this  Board  the  quarterly  re- 
ports required  of  hospitals  and  the  annual  reports  required  of  all 
charitable  institutions. 

8.  The  forms  of  application  for  the  admission  of  all  patients  to 
such  institutions  shall  be  such  as  are  prescribed  by  the  State 
Board  of  Charities.  * 

9.  Whenever  any  patient  in  such  institution  shall  become  so 
violent  in  conduct  as  to  become  uncontrollable  without  the  aid  of 
mechanical  restraint  or  permanent  seclusion,  it  shall  be  the  dutv 
of  the  Superintendent  thereof  to  notify  forthwith  the  State  Board 
of  Charities  of  the  condition  of  such  patient  by  means  of  a  certifi- 
cate signed  by  him  and  the  resident  physician,  and  pending  the 
action  of  said  Board  upon  such  notice,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to 
discharge  or  transfer  said  patient  to  any  other  custody. 


RULES  AND  REGXTLATIONS  IN  ACCOBDANCE  WITH  WHICH 
DISFENSABIES  SHALL  FURNISH  MEDICAL  OB  SURGICAL 
RELIEF,  ADVICE  OR  TREATMENT,  MEDICINE  OR  AFPA- 
RATUS;  ADOFTED  OCTOBER  11,  1899,  FURSUANT  TO  THE  PRO- 
VISIONS OF  CHAPTER  368,  LAWS  OF  1899,  AS  AMENDED 
OCTOBEB  10,  1900. 

I.    POSTING  A   PUBLIC  NOTICE. 

There  shall  be  posted  and  permanently  maintained  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  in  the  reception  room  for  applicants  a  notice  as 
follows: 
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Thi6  dispensary  has  been  licensed  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  New  York  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  to  furnish  medical 
or  surgical  relief,  advice  or  treatment,  medicine  or  apparatus  to 
the  sick  poor  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  the  same.  The  law  pro- 
vides as  follows: 

{Section  25,  chapter  368,  Laws  of  1899.) 
"Any  person  who  obtains  medical  or  surgical  treatment  on 
false  representations  from  any  dispensary  licensed  under  the  pro- 
Yision  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  con- 
viction thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten 
dollars  and  not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars." 

(Imprisonment  until  fine  be  paid  may  be  imposed.    Code  Crim. 
Pro,,  §  718.) 

11.    THE   REGISTRAR. 

(As  amended  October  10, 1900.) 
There  shall  be  an  officer  to  be  known  as  "  The  Registrar," 
whose  duties  shall  be  to  supervise  the  work  of  the  dispensary, 
and  either  personally,  or  by  a  competent  deputy  selected  by  him 
for  that  purpose,  to  make  and  preserve  all  records,  receive  all  ap- 
plicants, and  see  that  all  rules  and  regulations  are  enforced. 

III.    THE   ADMISSION   OP   APPLICANTS. 

{As  amended  October  10, 1900.) 
1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  examine  all  appli- 
cants to  determine  the  question  of  their  admission,  and  the  fol- 
lowing rules  shall  guide  his  actions:  (a)  All  emergency  cases  shall 
be  admitted  and  receive  prompt  treatment  and  care,  (b)  Every 
applicant  who  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Registrar,  after  examina- 
tion and  personal  inquiry,  poor  and  needy,  shall  be  admitted,  (c) 
Every  applicant,  either  personally  or  by  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  such  applicant,  in  regard  to  whose  ability  to  pay  for  medical 
or  surgical  relief,  advice  or  treatment,  medicine  or  apparatus,  or 
either,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Registrar  is  in  doubt,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  a  first  treatment  on  signing  a  card  containing  the  *^  rep- 
resentation "  or  statement  of  the  applicant,  but  the  Registrar 
shall  forthwith  cause  an  investigation  of  his  or  her  ability  to  pay 
either  personally, or  by  parent  or  guardian;  the  results  of  aueti 
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invefitigation  shall  be  filed  among  the  permanent  records  of  the 
dispensary.  Any  such  applicant  who  declines  to  sign  the  re- 
qoired  '^  representation  "or  statement  shall  be  refused  admission. 
2.  Such  "  representation  "  or  statement  shall  be  in  the  follow- 
ing form:

3.  The  Registrar  shall  issue  to. every  applicant  who  is  admitted 
for  treatment  a  pass  card,  on  one  side  of  which  shall  be  printed 
the  usual  information  in, regard  to  attendance  upon  the  class  to 
which  he  or  she  is  assigned,  and  on  the  other  side  the  card  shall 
be  in  the  following  form: 


Penalty  for  False  Repreaentationa, 

Section  25,  Chapter  368,  Laws  of  1899. 

"Any  person  who  obtains  medical  or  surgical  treatment  on  false 
representations  from  any  dispensary  licensed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  doUars  and  not  more 
than  two  Inindred  and  fifty  dollars." 

(Imprisonment  untU  fine  be  paid  may  be  imposed.  Code  Crim.  Pro., 
S  718.) 


IV.   THE   MATRON. 

There  shall  be  a  Matron  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  under  the,direc- 
tion  of  the  Registrar,  to  preserve  cleanliness  and  good  order  in 
all  parts  of  the  dispensary,  and  be  present  during  gynjBcological 
examinations  and  operations;. no  such  examination  shall  be  made 
of,  or  operation  performed  on,  any  female  patient  except  in  the 
presence  of  the  Matron  or  of  a  woman  detailed  for  such  duty. 

V.    CONTAGIOUS    DISBASBS    EXCLUDED. 

The  following  contagious  diseases  shall  not  be  treated  in. any 
dispensary  not  devoted  to  the  treatment  of  contagious  diseases, 
viz.:  smallpox,  scarlet  fever,  .measles,  diphtheria.    When  a  per- 
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son  suflfering  from  any  one  of  these  diseases  shall  apply  for  treat- 
ment to  any  dispensary,  the  Registrar  shall  take  immediate 
measures  to  prevent  the  exposure  of  other  persons  in  the  dispen- 
sary, and  shall  forthwith  report, the  case  to  the  proper  health  au- 
thority. 

VI.   INSTRUCTIONS  IN  DISPENSARIES. 

Managers  may  make  needful  rules^and  regulations  for  clinical, 
secular  and  religious  instruction  in  their  respective  dispensaries, 
but  in  no  instance  shall  any  applicant  be  required  to  attend  such 
instruction  as  a  condition  on  which  he  or  she  may  receive  medi- 
cal or  surgical  relief  at  the  dispensary.  No  applicant  shall  be 
required  to  submit  to  an  examination,  oral  or  physical,  for  other 
purposes  than  his  or  her  proper  medical  or  surgical  treatment 
without  his  or  her  full  and  free  consent;  in  the  case  of  an  infant, 
the  consent  of  the  father,  mother  or  guardians  must  be  obtained 
for  the  purpose  above  mentioned.    • 

VII.   THE  APOTHECARY. 

The  Apothecary  must  be  licensed  under  the  laws  of  this  State 
or  be  a  graduate  of  a  regularly  incorporated  medical  college.  If 
employed  in  public  service  the  Apothecary  must  be  appointed 
under  Civil  Service  rules. 

VIII.    SANITARY  INSPECTIONS. 

(As  amended  October  10,  1900.) 

The  managers  of  dispensaries  shall  comply  with  the  ordinances 
and  orders  of  the  local  Board  of  Health,  and  shall  annually  make 
a  minute  showing  compliance  therewith,  upon  their  official  records 
on  or  before  September  30th  in  each  and  every  year. 

IX.   ARRANGEMENTS  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

Each  dispensary  shall  provide:  1.  Seats  for  all  applicants. 
2.  Arrangements  for  the  separation  of  the  sexes  in  both  waiting 
and  treatment  rooms,  except  in  cases  of  family  groups  or  of  in- 
fants. 3.  Such  equipment  in  the  matter  of  rooms  and  supplies 
as  will  secure  the  best  results  of  treatment. 
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BXJXES   FOB   DISTBICT  CGIOCITTEES. 

(Adopted  May  11^  1899.) 

For  administration  purposes  the  State  shall  be  dirided  into 
two  inspection  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  Eastern  District 
and  the  Western  District.  The  Eastern  District  shall  embrace 
the  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  judicial  districts  of  the  State. 
The  Western  District  shall  embrace  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh 
and  eighth  judicial  districts  of  the  State. 

The  Committee  in  the  Eastern  District  shall  consist  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  resident  therein.  The  work  in  the  East- 
em  District  may  be  carried  on  by  a  sub-committee  of  three  of 
its  members,  to  be  appointed  bj  the  President. 

The  Committee  in  the  Western  District  shall  consist  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  resident  therein.  The  work  in  the  West- 
ern District  may  be  carried  on  by  a  sub-committee  of  two  of 
its  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President.  The  President 
shall  designate  the  Chairman  of  the  said  Committees. 

With  the  exception  of  the  months  of  July  and  August,  each 
of  the  Committees  shall  hold  meetings  at  their  respective  dis- 
trict offices  at  least  once  a  month,  as  the  Committee  may  de- 
cide. Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  in  the  Eastern 
District  and  two  in  the  Western  District.  Special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  Chairman  as  often  as  he  may  deem  the  bame 
necessary.  The  District  Committees  may,  when  in  their  judg- 
ment the  work  of  inspection  requires  it,  hold  joint  meetingii. 

The  Committees  may  in  their  respective  districts  designate 
from  time  to  time  one  of  their  members  to  supervise  and  direct 
the  daily  conduct  of  the  work  of  the  District. 

The  district  oflfices  shall  be  open  for  business  from  9  a.  m.  to 
5  p.  M.  on  every  week  day,  not  a  legal  holiday,  except  on  Sat- 
urdays, when  they  shall  be  open  from  9  a.  m.  to  12  m. 

In  each  district  there  shall  be  a  Superintendent,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  upon  the  nomination  of  the  District  Com- 
mittee, who  shall  be  subject  to  the  said  Committees,  and  shall 
have  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Inspectors  in  the  said  dis- 
tricts. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  see  that  the 
instructions  of  the  District  Committees  are  duly  carried  out  and 
that  the  details  of  business  of  their  offices  receive  prompt  and 
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suitable  attention.  The  district  oflSces  shall  be  in  their  charge 
and  they  shall  act  as  Secretary  of  their  respective  District  Com- 
mittees and  keep  a  record  of  the  Committee's  proceediuj^s. 

They  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  of  their  respective 
offices  and  be  responsible  for  the  safe  preservation  of  all  paperSy 
books,  letters  and  documents. 

In  each  district  there  shall  be  such  number  of  inspectors  and 
other  employes  as  the  Board  may  see  proper  to  employ. 

The  inspectors  may,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  classified  as 
"  auditing  inspectors,"  "  sanitary  inspectors "  and  *'  g»»neral 
inspectors."  The  duties  of  the  "auditing  inspectors"  may  be 
specially  directed  to  examination  of  the  accounts,  records  and 
other  matters  relative  to  the  financial  affairs  of  institutions. 
The  duties  of  "  sanitary  inspectors "  may  be  speciaJly  directed 
to  inspection  of  conditions  affecting  the  sanitary  status  of  in- 
stitutions. The  duties  of  "general  inspectors"  may  be  consld 
ered  as  connected  with  conditions  not  belonging  specially  to  the 
departments  of  auditing  and  sanitary  inspectors.  All  inspectors 
and  other  employes  of  the  District  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  designated  by  the  District  Committees, 

The  joint  committee  of  the  Eastern  and  the  Western  Districts 
may  temporarily  transfer  inspectors  from  the  Eastern  to  the 
Western  District  and  vice  versa.  The  reasons  of  such  transfers 
shall  be  entered  in  the  minutes  of  both  of  the  District  Commit- 
tees. 

The  hours  of  duty  of  the  said  Superintendents,  Inspectors  and 
other  employes  shall  be  from  9  a.  m  to  5  p.  m.,  with  an  hour's 
intermission  for  lunch,  every  week  day,  not  a  legal  holiday,  ex 
cept  on  Saturdays,  when  the  hours  will  be  from  9  a.  m.  to  12  m. 

Inspectors  shall  make  full  and  complete  records  in  such  form 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  or  the  District  Committees 
of  all  visits,  inspections  and  examinations,  and  shall  file  the  same 
in  the  oflRce  of  the  proper  inspection  district. 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  either  Committee,  it  appears  that  an> 
institution  is  not  complying  with  the  rules  adopted  pursuant  to 
Article  VIII.,  Section  14  of  the  Constitution,  said  Committee 
shall  promptly  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  in 
order  that  the  proper  financial  officer  of  the  county,  city,  town 
or  village  affected  thereby  may  be  duly  notified. 
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On  or  about  the  20th  of  each  months  each  District  Committee 
shall  send  requisitions  to  the  Secretary  for  such  postage  stamps, 
stationery  and  other  supplies  as  may  be  required  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties. 

As  soon  after  the  first  of  each  month  as  practicable,  the  said 
Committees  shall  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  a  full  report 
of  the  inspection  work  of  the  district,  during  the  month  pre- 
ceding, together  with  a  separate  account  of  the  salary  and  dis- 
bursements of  each  employe  of  the  District,  certified  by  the 
Chairman  of  said  respective  Committees. 


MANTTAL  FOB   THE  GUIDANCE   OF  THE   INSPECTOBS   OF   THE 
STATE  BOABD  OF  CHAKTTIES. 

The  Office  op  Inspector. 

An  inspector  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  is  a  State  ofllcer 
appointed  by  that  Board  under  the  State  Civil  Service  Rules. 
The  statute  confers  important  powers  and  requires  of  him  the 
performance  of  certain  duties  in  the  visitation  and  inspection 
of  institutions  of  a  charitable,  eleemosynary,  reformatory  or  cor- 
rectional character  or  design.  These  powers  and  duties  are  con- 
tained in  the  "  State  Charities  Law  "  (chapter  546,  Laws  of  1896). 
With  a  view  to  familiarize  inspectors  with  their  statutory  obli- 
gations and  the  instructions  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  in 
relation  thereto,  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  their  powers 
and  duties  have  been  collated  in  this  manual,  and  such  explana- 
tions. Instructions  and  regulations  have  been  added  as  were 
deemed  necessary  for  their  information  and  guidance. 

L  Provisions  of  Law  Relating  to  the  Powers  and  Duties  op 

Inspectors. 

1.  Institutions  subject  to  inspection. 

Section  10.  All  institutions  of  a  charitable,  eleemosynary,  re- 
formatory or  correctional  character  or  design,  including  reform- 
atories (except  those  now  under  the  supervision  and  subject  to 
the  inspection  of  the  prison  commission),  but  including  all  re- 
formatories, except  those  in  which  adult  males  convicted  of  fel- 
ony, shall  be  confined,  asylums  and  institutions  for  idiots  and 
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epileptics,  almshouses,  orphan  asylums,  and  all  aBjlums,  hos- 
pitals and  institutions,  whether  state,  county,  municipal,  in- 
corporated or  not  incorporated,  private  or  otherwise,  except 
institutions  for  the  custody,  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane, 
are  subject  to  the  visitation,  inspection  and  supervision  of  the 
State  Board  of  Charities,  its  members,  oflBcers  and  inspectors. 

iThe  Court  of  Appeals  has  defined  the  meaning  of  the  words 
"charitable  institution,"  as  used  in  the  Constitution  and  the 
State  Charities  Law,  as  follows: 

"  A  charitable  institution,  within  the  meaning  of  eections  11 
to  14  of  article  VIII.  of  the  Constitution,  chapter  771  of  the  Laws 
of  1895,  and  chapter  546  of  the  Laws  of  1896,  giving  to  the  State 
Board  of  Charities  the  right  of  visitation  with  respect  to  all  char- 
itable institutions,  is  one  that  in  some  form  or  to  some  extent 
receives  public  money  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  indi- 
gent persons,  and  by  public  money  is  meant  money  raised  by  tax- 
ation, not  only  in  the  State  at  large,  but  in  any  city,  county  or 
town." 

The  important  facta  which  should  he  noticed  by  inspectors  are  as 
follows: 

1.  Certain  clasees  of  institutions  are  excepted  from  inspection 
by  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  because  they  are  not  in  receipt 
of  public  money,  or  are  under  the  juri^^diction  of  other  State  au- 
thorities. 

2.  The  language  of  the  statute  makes  all  institutions,  with  the 
exceptions  given,  subject  to  inspection,  which  in  character  or 
design  are  charitable,  eleemosynary,  reformatory  or  correctional. 
Managers  and  officers  may  object  to  an  inspection,  alleging  that 
the  institution  is  not  a  charity  in  character  or  design.  It  is  im- 
portant, therefore,  that  inepectors  should  inform  themselves  as 
accurately  as  possible,  before  visiting  an  institution  with  which 
they  are  unacquainted,  as  to  its  character  and  the  objects  which 
it  was  designed  to  accomplieh,  and  whether  or  not  the  institution 
is  in  receipt  of  public  money.  This  information  may  be  obtained 
by  examining  the  articles  of  incorporation  and  the  annual  re- 
ports. 

3.  Objection  may  be  made  to  an  inspection  because  the  insti- 
tution belongs  to  a  county  or  city,  or  because  it  is  unincorpo- 
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rated  or  is  private,  but  the  statute  is  very  explicit  in  this  respect, 
and  Includes  all  that  come  under  the  general  definition,  what- 
ever may  be  the  nature  of  their  origin,  their  location  or  their 

control.

2.  Inspections  may  be  made  at  any  and  all  times. 

Section  10  continued :  Such  institutions  may  be  visited  and  in- 
spected by  such  board,  or  any  member,  officer  or  inspector  duly 
appointed  by  it  for  that  purpose,  at  any  and  aU  times. 

No  examination  of  an  institution  can  be  made  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  all  of  the  information  which  the  law  requires  when 
the  inspector  is  limited  as  to  the  time  of  his  inspection  by  any 
rules  OP  rejriilations  of  the  managers  or  officials.  The  everyday 
workiug  condition  of  all  parts  of  an  institution  can  most  satis- 
factorily  be  determined  only  by  the  casual  and  unexpected  visits 
of  the  inspector.  For  example,  unannounced  visits  must  be  made 
at  meal  times  to  learn  the  kind,  quality  and  quantity  of  foods 
ordinarily  served,  and  visits  to  the  dormitories  at  night  is  the 
only  method  of  deciding  as  to  their  ventilation. 

8.  Powers  of  inspectors  during  an  inspection. 

Section  10  continued:  Any  member  or  officer  of  such  board, 
or  inspector  duly  appointed  by  it,  shall  have  full  access  to  the 
grounds,  buildings,  books  and  papers  relating  to  any  such  insti- 
tution, and  may  require  from  the  officers  and  persons  in  charge 
thereof,  any  information  he  may  deem  necessary  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties. 

The  statutory  powers  of  inspectors  during  an  inspection  en- 
able them  to  obtain  full  and  accurate  knowledge  of  the  entire 
premises  and  of  every  feature  of  the  institution  and  its  manage- 
ment.- They  have  the  right  to  see  personally  every  part  of  the 
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bLildinfi^s  and  premises,  every  inmate,  all  of  the  books,  records 
and  papers,  and  finally,  they  may  require  any  additional  infor- 
mation deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  their  duties. 
In  exercifiing  these  powers,  inspectors  should  be  courteous  and 
considerate  towards  oflBcers  of  institutions,  and  whenever  re- 
fused unlawfully  they  should  use  no  force  nor  mandatory  lan- 
guage, but  discontinue  the  inspection  and  withdraw  and  report 
the  facts  to  the  Board  for  its  action. 

4.  Relation  of  officerSy  superintendents  and  employes  of  institutums 

to  inspectors  of  the  Board. 

Section  10  continued:  Any  officer,  superintendent  or  employe 
of  any  such  institution,  society  or  association  who  shall  unlaw- 
fully refuse  to  admit  any  member,  officer  or  inspector  of  the 
board,  for  the  purpose  of  visitation  and  inspection,  or  who  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  furnish  the  information  required  by  the 
board  or  any  of  its  members,  officers  or  inspectors,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  such  refusal  or  neglect.  The  right  and  powers  hereby 
conferred  may  be  enforced  by  an  order  of  the  supreme  court 
after  notice  and  hearing,  or  by  indictment  by  the  grand  jury  of 
the  county  or  both. 

This  clause  of  the  section  establishes  the  character  of  the  of- 
fense committed  by  an  officer,  superintendent  or  employe  of  an 
institution,  society  or  association  who  unlawfully  refuses  to  ad- 
mit an  inspector  for  the  purpose  of  inspection,  or  refuses  or  neg- 
lects to  furnish  information  required.  It  also  prescribes  the 
method  of  enforcing  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  inspector. 

5.  Inspectors  confidential  agents  of  the  Board. 

Section  10  continued:  No  such  officer  or  inspector  shall  divulge 
or  communicate  to  any  person  without  the  knowledge  and  consent 
of  said  board  any  facts  or  information  obtained  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  on  proof  of  such  divulgement  or  commu- 
nication such  officer  or  inspector  may  at  once  be  removed  from 
office. 

The  necessity  of  this  restriction  upon  inspectors  grows  out  of 
the  extraordinary  powers  of  inquiry  into  the  affairs  of  institu- 
tions given  them  by  law  in  making  inspections.  Inspectors  are 
peculiarly  exposed  to  the  temptation  of  giving  informatvc^Ti  \\i 
41 
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regard  to  facts  obtained  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  Offi- 
cers of  institutions  are  very  liable  to  make  inquiries  of  them  as 
to  the  condition  and  management  of  other  institutions  of  the 
same  class.  While  much  of  the  information  thus  sought  might 
be  given,  not  only  without  detriment,  but  even  with  benefit, 
the  occasional  scandals  that  might  result  render  the  legal  re- 
striction eminently  wise  and  conservative. 

No  record,  document  or  paper  containing  information  consid- 
ered confidential  regarding  the  history  and  personality  of  any  in- 
mate, and  sealed  or  kept  under  lock  and  key,  by  resolution  duly 
adopted  by  the  board  of  managers  of  any  institution,  shall  be 
examined  by  any  inspector,  except  by  direction  of  the  State 
Board  of  Charities. 

II.  Provisions  of  Law  Relating  to  the  Subjects  of  Inquiry 
During  Inspection. 

Section  11.  This  section  provides  that  "  on  ruch  visits,  inquiry 
shall  be  made  to  ascertain  "  the  following  information: 

1.  Whether  all  parts  of  the  State  are  equally  benefited  by  the  insti- 

tution requiring  State  aid. 
To  obtain  this  information  the  inspector  must  first  learn  from 
the  act  creating  the  institution  the  precise  terms  on  which  it  is 
required  to  receive  inmates  from  the  several  counties  of  the 
State  or  of  the  district  to  which  its  operations  are  confined. 
Then  a  census  of  the  inmates  must  be  taken  and  the  residence 
of  each  noted.  Finally,  the  population  of  each  county  entitled 
to  representation  in  the  institution  must  be  taken  as  the  basis 
of  calculation  as  to  the  proper  ratio  of  inmates  from  each  county 
in  the  institution. 

2.  The  merits  of  any  and  all  requests  on  the  part  of  any  such  insti- 

tution for  State  aid,  for  any  purpose  other  than  the  usual 
expenses  thereof,  and  the  amount  required  to  accomplish  the 
object  desired. 

Inquiries  required  by  this  section  are  to  be  made  only  when  the 
managers  of  institutions  make  requests  for  State  aid  for  some 
specific  purpose.  They  are  not  subjects  of  inquiry,  therefore,  on 
every  inspection,  and  should  receive  the  attention  of  the  inspector 
only  when  directed  by  the  State  Board  of  Charitie«. 
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3.  The  sources  of  public  moneys  receivM  for  the  benefit  of  such  insti- 

tution, as  to  the  proper  and  economical  expenditure  of  such 
moneys  and  the  condition  of  the  finances  generally. 
The  sources  of  public  moneys  received  for  the  benefit  of  an 
institution,  and  the  condition  of  the  finances  generally,  are  sub- 
jects for  special  inquiry  under  the  direction  of  the  Board;  but 
inquiries  as  to  the  expenditure  of  moneys  ought  to  be  constantly 
in  the  mind  of  the  inspector  during  his  inspections,  and  accu- 
rate notes  should  be  made  whenever  he  discovers  evidences  of 
improper  and  uneconomical  uses  of  the  funds  of  an  institution. 
Improper  expenditures  are  more  likely  to  be  found  in  the  pur- 
chase of  luxuries,  as  in  furniture,  foods,  implements,  horses,  car- 
riages and  in  other  directions.  The  lack  of  economy  is  found 
in  the  prices  paid  for  the  great  variety  of  articles  purchaBed,  the 
cost  of  the  erection  and  repair  of  buildings. 

4.  Whether  the  objects  of  the  institution  are  being  a4)complished. 

The  inquiries  required  by  this  provision  should  be  taken  in 
their  larger  sense.  The  unit  in  every  charitable  institution  is 
the  individual  inmate.  For  his  welfare  alone  it  was  established 
and  now  exists.  To  relieve  or  mitigate  the  special  disabilities 
which  make  him  an  object  of  charity,  every  matter  or  thing  con- 
nected with  the  institution,  whether  lands,  buildings,  furniture, 
officers,  management,  should  contribute  to  their  fullest  capacity. 
The  inspector  must,  therefore,  in  all  the  details  of  inspections, 
have  in  mind  the  ultimate  objects  of  the  institution  and  endeavor 
to  determine  how  far  they  are  accomplished  by  the  existing  con- 
ditions. 

5.  Whether  the  laws  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  Board,  in 

relation  to  it,  are  fully  complied  u)ith. 

To  make  the  inquiries  under  this  head,  the  inspector  should 
first  make  himself  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  laws  and  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  this  Board  in  relation  to  the  institution 
about  to  be  inspected.  The  laws  relating  to  it  will  be  found  in 
the  Rtate  Charities  Law,  and  other  statutes,  and  in  the  act  of 
incorporation,  and  the  amendments  thereto.  The  rules  of  the 
Board  will  be  found  in  its  manual  or  in  other  form  at  the  central 
office.      Inquiry  should  be  made  a6  to  whether  a  co^^  oil  \>aft 
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Board's  manual  is  in  the  hands  of  the  managers.  Three  classes 
of  institntions  are  now  operating  under  the  rules  of  the  Board, 
namely:  1.  Institutions  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control, 
authorized  by  law  to  receive  payments  from  any  county,  city, 
town  or  village  for  the  support,  care  or  maintenance  of  inmates. 
(Chap.  546,  Law8  of  1896.)  2.  Homes,  retreats  and  asylnms  for 
the  care  and  maintenance  of  aged,  decrepit  and  mentally  en- 
feebled persons  who  are  not  insane.  (Chap.  914,  Laws  of  1896.) 
3.  Dispensaries.  (Chap.  368,  Laws  of  1899,  as  amending  Chap. 
546  of  the  Laws  of  1896.) 

6.  Its  methods  of  industrialj  educational  and  moral  training,  if  any, 

and  whether  the  sams  are  best  adapted  to  the  needs  of  its  in- 
mates. 

The  methods  of  industrial,  educational  and  moral  training  in 
practice  in  an  institution  can  be  learned  by  inquiry  and  obser- 
vation, but  it  requires  large  experience  and  good  judgment  to  de- 
termine whether  they  are  best  adapted  to  the  needs  of  its  in- 
mates. Inspectors  should  make  very  accurate  notes  of  the 
method  of  training  in  each  of  these  branches,  and  report  the  facts, 
with  such  observations  as  they  may  have  made  as  to  the  effects 
upon  the  inmates. 

7.  The  methods  of  government  and  discipline  of  its  inmates. 

It  is  diflficult  to  determine  definitely  the  government  and  dis- 
cipline of  an  institution,  as  in  obtaining  information  the  in- 
spector is  limited  to  inquiry,  for  by  his  observation  he  can  deter- 
mine only  the  most  superficial  facts.  His  inquiries  must  not 
be  limited  to  offlcers  and  attendants,  but  must  include  such  in- 
mates as,  in  his  opinion,  will  make  truthful  statements.  In- 
quiries of  inmates  should  be  veT>  judiciously  made,  in  order  not 
to  prejudice  them  against  attendants.  In  general,  they  should 
be  examined  singly  and  in  private,  that  they  may  not  be  actuated 
by  fear. 

8.  The  qualifications  and  general  conduct  of  its  officers  and 

employes. 

The  opinion  of  the  inspector  in  regard  to  the  qualifications  and 
general  conduct  of  officers  and  employes  must  be  formed  chiefly 
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by  observation  and  intercourse  with  them.  In  his  examination 
of  the  different  departments  of  an  institution  he  should  carefully 
discriminate  as  to  the  officer  or  employe  who  is  personally  re- 
sponsible for  the  conditions  found,  and  thus  he  can  very  accu- 
rately determine  his  qualifications  and  general  conduct.  In  his 
intercourse  with  officers  and  employes,  the  inspector  can  form 
a  very  accurate  judgment  as  to  their  fitness  for  their  position 
by  the  discussion  of  topics  relating  to  their  duties. 

9.  The  condition  of  it8  grounds,  buildings  and  other  property. 

Thifi  information  is  obtained  only  by  personal  inspection.  It 
is  very  important  that  these  inspections  be  made  in  a  methodical 
manner,  in  order  that  nothing  shall  escape  thorough  examination. 
Each  matter  or  thing  undergoing  inspection  should  be  exhaust- 
ively examined  before  another  is  undertaken. 

10.  Any  other  matter  connected  with  or  pertaining  to  its  usefulness 

and  good  management. 
During  an  inspection  many  incidents  will  occur  and  many  ob- 
servations will  be  made  bearing  on  the  usefulness  of  the  institu- 
tion and  its  management.  Ample  notes  and  full  reports  should 
be  made  of  everything  that  in  any  manner  comes  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  inspector  illustrating  its  condition  and  management. 

III.  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board  Relating  to  In- 
spectors AND  Inspection. 

1.  Relation  of  inspectors  to  District  Committees. 

1.  All  inspectors  will  be  under  the  special  direction  of  the 
District  Committee  to  which  they  are  assigned  by  the  Board, 
and  will  receive  their  orders  either  directly  from  the  chairman  of 
the  District  Committee  or  the  Superintendent  of  Inspection,  or 
through  their  District  Superintendent. 

2.  All  assignments  of  inspectors  for  ordinary  inspections  will 
be  made  by  the  District  Committees,  while  special  inspection 
duties  may  be  assigned  by  the  Board. 

2.  The  relation  of  inspectors  to  the  institutions  which  they  inspect. 

1.  In  all  visitations  and  inspections,  inspectors,  while  main- 
taining their  statutory  privileges,  will  bo  conduct  their  mN^'«X!v 
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gallons  as  to  avoid  unnecessary  friction  on  the  part  of  the  offi- 
cers of  institutions,  or  to  disturb  the  usual  daily  routine  of  the 
service.  The  establishment  of  cordial  cooperation  on  the  part 
of  the  managers  and  officers  of  institutions  will  facilitate  the 
work  of  inspection. 

2.  Inspectors  must  not  criticifie  the  management  of  institu- 
tions, either  publicly  or  privately,  but  in  their  reports  to  the 
Board  they  shall  accurately  describe  such  defects  as,  in  their 
opinion,  require  to  be  remedied ;  nor  ehall  they  direct  or  advise 
changes  to  be  made  of  any  matter  or  thing  in  any  institution 
unless  first  specifically  authorized  by  the  Board,  the  District 
Committee,  the  Commissioner  of  the  district,  or,  in  his  absence, 
some  other  Commissioner. 

3.  The  conduct  of  inspections, 

1.  Special  inspections. 

A  special  inspection  is  a  visit  to  an  institution  to  inquire  or 
examine  as  to  some  particular  fact  or  condition.  It  may  be 
made  at  any  time,  the  hour  selected  being  the  best  adapted  to 
obtain  the  desired  information. 

For  example,  the  inspector  might  wish  to  learn  by  his  own 
observation  of  the  kind  of  food  served  to  the  inmates  at  dinner. 
This  information  could  be  secured  only  by  a  personal  visit  un- 
announced at  the  dinner  hour. 

2.  General  inspections. 

All  general  inspections  should  be  made  in  accordance  with  a 
plan  which,  while  it  economizes  the  time  of  the  inspector  and 
officials,  and  creates  the  least  possible  disturbance  of  the  ordi- 
nary details  of  daily  management,  will  secure  a  thorough  inquiry 
into  the  operations  and  condition  of  every  department  of  an  in- 
stitution. The  inspector  should  always  carry  a  note-book  and 
make  an  immediate  entry  of  every  observation.  The  following 
scheme  of  a  general  inspection  is  best  adapted  to  secure  reliable 
results: 

1.  Before  visiting  an  institution,  the  inspector  should  famil- 
iarize himself,  as  far  as  possible,  with  the  law  relating  to  it, 
the  objects  it  is  designed  to  accomplish,  as  set  forth  in  its  char- 
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ter  and  its  previoas  history.  This  information  can  be  obtained 
at  the  offices  of  the  Board  and  will  enable  the  inspector  to  an- 
ticipate the  defects  of  management  which  may  exist. 

2.  On  entering  the  institution  the  inspector  should  first  call 
on  the  chief  officer  and  inform  him  of  his  intention  to  make  a 
general  inspection.  If  this  officer  volunteers  to  accompany  him 
he  should  accept  the  offer,  but  the  inspector  should  not  be  di- 
verted from  the  plan  of  inspection  proposed,  unless  the  sugges- 
tions of  such  officer  would  manifestly  facilitate  the  work  or  ac- 
complish some  other  useful  purpose. 

3.  In  order  to  see  the  institution  in  its  usual  every-day  work- 
ing condition,  the  inspector  should  at  once  visit  those  parts  where 
such  changes  may  readily  be  made  in  existing  conditions  as  will 
give  false  impressions  if  there  is  any  delay.  The  changes  more 
likely  to  be  made  are  in  the  clothing,  location  or  surroundings 
of  certain  troublesome  inmates.  The  inspector  should,  there- 
fore, firfit  make  a  rapid  tour  of  the  institution  and  wdeavor  to 
see  all  of  the  inmates  in  whatever  place  and  condition  they  may 
be  found.  He  should  next  pass  rapidly  through  the  dormitories, 
the  kitchen,  the  laundry  and  other  departments.  Having  com- 
pleted this  preliminary  survey,  he  should  commence  a  detailed, 
exhaustive  examination  of  the  entire  establishment.  Every  room 
in  the  entire  building  should  be  examined  in  regular  succession, 
with  the  single  exception  of  the  chief  officers'  living  rooms.  No 
attendants'  rooms,  no  closets  or  clothes  room,  no  pantry  or  cup- 
board, no  wardrobe  or  recess,  no  cellar  or  attic  should  be  ex- 
empt from  inspection.  Every  inmate  should  be  seen,  and  those 
whose  appearabce  indicates  diseases  of  the  eyes  or  scalp,  or  un- 
cleanliness  of  person,  or  deficient  clothing  or  any  other  evidences 
of  neglect,  should  be  made  the  subject  of  special  inquiry.  If 
there  is  a  farm  connected  with  the  institution,  inquiry  should  be 
made  as  to  the  crops  raised  and  their  value,  the  amount  of  labor 
of  inmates,  and  the  cost  of  hired  labor,  and  the  final  disposition 
of  the  products  of  the  farm.  The  inspection  may  close  with  the 
examination  of  the  books,  records  and  papers.

PREFACE. 

This  manual  in  not  designed  to  supersede  or  to  be  in  any  sense* 
a  substitute  for  the  larger  manual  published  bj  the  Board  in  1903, 
with  which  the  inspeetoi's*  of  the  Board  are  expected  to  be  entirely 
familiar^  but  is  intended  to  supplement  and  interpret  for  the  use 
of  inspeetoi^  the  laws  and  those  iK>rtions  of  the  manual  which 
relate  to  the  scope  of  inspections. 

The  Department  of  Inspection  was  organized  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  the  following  provisions  of  the  State  Charities 
Law: 

ARTICLE  L 

Beet  ion  IL  Powers  and  Dutie«  of  the  Board  on  Visits  and 
Inspections.^ — On  such  visits  inciuiry  shali  be  made  to  ascertain: 

1.  Wtiether  all  parts  of  the  Htate  ai-e  equally  benefited  by  the 
institutions  requiring  State  aid. 

2.  The  merits  of  any  and  all  requests  on  the  part  of  any  such 
institution  for  State  aid  for  any  purpose,  other  than  the  usual 
expenses  thereof,  and  the  amount  required  to  accomplish  the 
object  desired. 

3.  The  sources  of  public  money  received  for  the  benefit  of  such 
institution,  as  to  the  proper  and  economical  expenditure  of  such 
moneys  and  the  condition  of  the  finances  generally.

5.  Whether  the  IwwB  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  Board 
in  relation  to  it  ai^  fully  complied  with. 

t>.  Its  methods  of  industrial,  educational  and  moral  trainings 
if  any,  and  whether  the  same  are  best  adapted  to  the  needs  of  its 
inmates. 

7.  The  methods  of  government  and  discipline  of  its  inmates. 

8.  The  qual  ill  cat  ions  and  general  conduct  of  its  officers  and 
employes. 

9.  The  condition  of  Its  grounds,  buildings  and  other  property. 

10.  Any  other  matter  connected  with  or  pertaining  to  its  use- 
fulness and  good  management. 
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It  will  be  seen  fix>m  the  above  statute  that  the  ground  to  be 
(covered  in  the  inspection  of  a  given  institution  is  quite  extensive 
and  that  a  thorough  inquiry  is  required  if  the  Board  is  to  perform 
conscientiously  the  duties  laid  upon  it  by  the  constitution  and 
the  law.  Reduced  to  concrete  terms  the  subjects  to  be  covered 
in  a  general  inspection  are  indicated  by  the  following  outlines 
for  such  inspections  of  each  of  the  following  classes  of  institu- 
tions or  societies : 

A.  Oi-phan  Asylums  or  Hom<«  for  Children. 

B.  Hospitals. 

C.  Dispensaries. 

D.  Agencies  for  Placing  Out  or  Boarding  Out  Children  in  Fami- 
lies. 

E.  Homes  for  the  Aged. 

F.  Reformatories  (under  private  management). 
(t.  Fresh  Air  Charities. 

H.  Industrial  Schools. 

I.   Temporary  Homes. 

Each  outline  is  intended  to  cover  the  essential  points  in  a 
careful  inspection,  but  other  matters  will  doubtless  suggest  them- 
selves from  time  to  time  as  proper  subjects  for  inquiry.  It  will 
be  noted  that  such  outline  is  divided  into  sections  corresponding 
to  the  different  phases  of  institution  management,  viz:  Super- 
vision, administration,  plant,  education,  census,  etc.
